^Jie_2N«ational  Union  Ke^ublican  Convention*  to  nominate  candidates 
for  the  offices  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  assem- 
bled in  Crosby's  Opera  Housq,  Chicago,  Illinois,  at  12  M.,  in  reqioase  to 
the  following  call: 

NATIONAL  UNION  KEHLBI.ICAN  CONVENTION. 

The  undersigned,  constituting  the  National  Cominittcc  designated  by  the 
Crn\t*nfion  held  at  Bnltiniore  on  tlic  7th  of  June,  !R6-?.  do  appoint  that  a 
G>nvtntion  of  the  Lnion  Republican  party  be  held  at  liie  City  of  Chicago, 
on  Wednesday,  the  20th  day  of  May  next,  at  12  o'clock'  M.,  for  the  purpose 
of  nominating  candidates  for  the  offices  of  President  and  Vice  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Each  State  in  the  United  States  is  authorized  to  be  represented  in  sa!<l 
Convciition  hy  a  nnndiir  of  di-'tgates  equal  to  twice  tlu-  nmiilx  r  of  Senators 
and  Representatives  to  which  each  State  is  entitled  in  the  iXatiuiial  Congress. 

We  invite  the  co-operation  of  all  citizens  who  r^oice  that  our  great  civil 
war  has  happily  terminated  in  the  discomfiture  of  rebellion;  who  would 
hold  fast  the  unity  and  integrity  of  the  Repub!  nd  maintain  its  paramount 
right  to  defend  to  the  utmost  its  fxi?teTice.  wlicther  imperiled  by  a  secret 
conspiracy  (r  armed  force;  of  an  loonomical  administration  of  the  public 
expenditure^ ;  ot  the  complete  extirpation  of  the  principles  and  policy  of 
sbvery,  and  of  the  speedy  re-organization  of  those  States  whose  governments 
were  destroyed  by  the  rebellion,  and  the  permanent  restoration  to  their 
proper  practical  relations  with  the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  the 
tnte  principles  of  a  republican  government.

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CONVENTION  CALLED  TO  «a)BIL 

Gov.  Marcus  L.  Ward,  of  New  Jersey,  Chairman  of  the  National  Exec-* 
utive  Commiitcc.  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  the  prescribed  hour,  and 

spoke  as  follows : 

Delegates  to  the  National  Convention  of  the  Union  Republican 
Party^You  have  assembled  at  the  call  of  the  National  Convention  to  nom- 

inntc  its  striTuiard-berircr  for  the  ensuing  campaig:n  ;  to  declare  your  unswerv- 
ing attaciii!u-iit  to  niiioii  and  liberty;  and  to  pledge  that  you  will  take  no 
sltp  f>;ickwarci  in  the  work  o  f  reconstructing  the  rebel  States  and  re-estab- 
lii^hing  the  Union.  [Applansc] 

•♦  You  are  here  to  l)car  witness  that  the  war,  so  Kallanily  and  so  glori- 
ously waged  for  Ji  life  of  the  nation,  was  not  a  {ailure.  You  are  here  to 
point  to  a  Republic  boundless  in  cvtcnt  and  resotirce*;,  jjnnrded  and  protected 
by  one  common  Hag,  and  ui)hcld  by  a  patriotic  and  loyal  people,  [.\pplauscj 
An  emancipated  race  has  been  lifted  from  the  debasement  of  slavery, 
and,  to-day.  with  the  I'niun  men  of  the  South,  rc-nrpanizes.  in  the  name 
of  liberty,  the  Governments  and  instilulions  of  the  rebellious  States.  The 
history  of  the  Republican  party  is  a  record  of  the  true  progress  of  the  nation. 
It  has  successively  met  and  conquered  all  th^se  hostile  parties  represented 
by  the  eflfete  ideas  and  pcri^hinp;  in>iitutions  of  the  past,  and  it  must  now 
determine  to  vindicate  anew  its  mea Mires  and  its  policy,  by  the  wisdom  and 
courage  which  plan,  and  the  determination  and  labor  which  organize,  vic- 
tory. In  this  spirit  you  are  here  a?3cmblcd  to  perform  the  responsible  duties 
assigned  you,  and  I  doubt  not  your  action  will  meet  the  approval  of  the 
vast  constituency  yon  represent.  The  nation  understands  that  neither  armed 
treason  nor  political  treachery  can  arrest  the  triumph  of  our  cause  and  the 
success  of  our  candidates.  [Great  applause,  and  display  of  national  flags.] 
If.  as  indicated  bv  the  nnanimity  of  feeling  which  prevails,  yon  shall 
designate  as  our  leader  the  great  captain  of  the  age  [great  applause],  whose 
brilliant  achievements  in  the  field  have  been  equaled  by  his  wisdom  in  the 
Cabinet  (a[>plause].  the  nation  will  greet  it  as  the  precursor  of  victory  to 
our  qause  and  of  peace  to  the  Republic.    [Loud  applause.] 

Bishop  Simpson  will  offer  prayer. 

PRAYER. 

Matthew  Simpson,  D.  D.,  then  offered  the  following  prayer: 

Oh,  Lord,  our  Lord,  how  excellent  is  Thy  name  in  all  the  earth!  Thou 
art  the  King  of  Kings  and  Lord  of  lx>rds.  Thou  hast  laid  the  foundation 
of  the  earth,  and  Thy  hands  have  f.jrnied  the  heavens.  We  praise  The« 
for  all  i  hy  mercies  Thou  hast  conferred  upon  us  as  individuals,  as  com- 
munities, and  as  a  nation.  While  we  deplore  our  manifold  sins,  wc  bless 
Thee  for  life  and  for  reason,  for  a  glorious  revelation,  the  gift  of  Thy  Son, 
our  Saviour,  and  for  the  hope  of  a  blissful  immortality.  As  a  nation,  we 
prai<:e  Thee  for  thi*  goodly  In  ritage  which  Thou  hast  given  us — so  vast  in 
extent,  so  immense  in  its  resourei  '-  We  praise  Thee  for  the  deeds  to  which 
Thou  didst  inspire  our  fathers,  and  ihc  precious  memories  which  they  have 
left  to  us.  We  thank  Thee  for  the  institutions  with  which  onr  land  has 
been  blessed— for  our  civil  and  religious  liberties.  We  thank  Thee  for 
the  right  to  meet  and  deliberate :  we  bless  Thee  for  the  freedom  which 
breathes  through  all  classes  of  society,  and  especially  wc  praise  Thee.  Oh, 
our  Father  and  our  God,  that  in  the  midst  of  all  our  trials  Thou  hast  ever 
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been  with  our  nation.   Thougli  we  have  been  chastised  because  of  our  sin$, 

and  we  would  humlilc  us  in  'J*hy  presence  hccan?c  of  our  sins,  yet  wc  bless 
Thee  that,  whilst  Thou  hast  chastised.  Thou  hast  also  poured  blessings 
upon  us. 

•  While  we  remember  that  multiplied  thousands  have  recently  fallen  in 
the  fierce  struggles  which  have  been  in  our  land,  we  bless  Thee  that  the 
storm-cloud  has  passed  away ;  that  the  voice  of  ba|0e  has  been  hushed ;  that 
peace  has  been  restored  to  our  borders  again ;  and,  notwithstanding  all  our 

trinls.  we  hK-<<  Thy  holy  nnme,  that  Tliou  hast  mndc  its.  a'?  we  believe, 
stronger  and  tinner  than  ever  before.  As  the  tree  is  ^trenirihened  by  the 
storms  of  winter,  and  prepared  for  the  verdure  of  coming  spring  and  sum- 
mer, lb  we  trust  Thou  hast  prepared  our  nation,  tqr  die  trials  llirotigh  which 
we  have  passed,  for  the  glorious  future  into  which  we  are  about  to  enter. 

We  ask  Thee  that  Thy  blessing  still  be  with  us,  aa  a  nation  Cless,  we 
pray  Thee,  all  our  rulers.  May  Thy  benediction  rest  upon  the  President  nf 
the  United  Slates,  and  upon  all  associated  with  him  in  authority,  upon  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  upon  the  officers  of  our  army  and 
navy,  and  upon  the  Governors  and  Legislators  of  our  various  Common- 
wealths, and  upon  all  those  who  are  in  authority  in  all  the  departments  of  our 
Government. 

Be  in  them  a  spirit  of  wisdom.  Be  in  tlum  a  spirit  of  pjracc — May  they 
rule  with  a  view  fn  the  prosperity  of  the  nation  and  an  eye  to  Thy  Jjlory. 
And  as  it  is  m  i  hy  hand  alone  to  raise  up  and  to  perpetuate  kingdoms,  wc 
pray  that  this,  our  nation,  may  be  ever  precious  in  Thy  sight. 

Our  Father  and  our  God,  we  acknowledge  that  we  are  ever  in  Thy  hand ; 
that  all  plans  without  Thee  arc  futile,  and  all  arrangements  without  Thee 
arc  vain  And  now.  upon  this  Assembly,  ronvrtud  from  all  parts  of  the 
Union,  may  Thy  special  blessjnp  rest.  Have  them  in  'f"hy  holy  kerpin^. 
May  the  spirit  of  harmony  and  wisdom  prevail  in  their  councils,  and  may 
such  results  be  reached  as  Thou  shalt  apt^rovc,  and  as  shall  lead  to  the 
prosperity  and  the  perpetuity  and  the  glory  of  our  beloved  land.  Almighty 
God,  we  beseech  Thee  so  to  direct  all  events  that  may  happen,  that  the 
greate-^t  poi>ible  good  may  !)  •  worked  out.  Wc  dn  thank  Thee  that  Thou 
rulest  in  ail  nations  anil  in  all  agencies,  ami  in  all  pirds.  and  though  liiere 
may  be  night  for  a  season  the  light  comcth  in  the  nu)rning ;  though  there 
may  be  the  storms  of  winter,  there  shalt  succeed  the  sweetness  of  the 
breath  of  spring;  though  there  may  sometimes  be  clouds  which  in  our 
view  seem  dark,  and  lowering,  and  gloomy,  it  is  in  Thy  hand  to  cause 
all  to  pass  away  as  the  mists  of  the  morning  and  the  clear  light  again  to 
shine. 

Cud  ot  our  fathers,  be  with  us,  their  sons,  as  Thou  wast  with  them. 
May  Thy  benediction  be  upon  all  parts  of  the  country  here  represented; 
and  when  these  citizens  shall  return  to  their  homes,  may  they  find  every 
interest  in  peace  and  in  prosperity.  We  thai^k  Thee  that  here  all  parts  of 
our  nation  arc  represented.  We  thank  Thee  that  the  North  meets  with 
the  South,  and  the  East  meets  with  the  West.   Wc  thank  Thee  that  citizens 
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of  nil  classes  and  pursuits  are  here  ronvened.  Wc  blc^s  Thee  that  freedom 
has  ditlused  its  healthful  infltiences  over  the  land,  and  that  the  States  so 
lately  in  rebellion  arc  being  successfully  reconstructed  in  peace  and  pros- 
peri^.  Hasten  the  work  so  gloriously  commenced;  may  there  be  nothing 
that  shall  mar  its  progress.  And,  Oh,  hasten  the  hioment  when  all  pai|;^s 
of  our  land  shall  be  firmly  and  intimately,  and  fraternally,  and  perpetu- 
ally hound  together  in  one  common  bond  nf  union,  and  this  dear  land  of 
ours  shall  be,  as  wc  bchcvc  Thou  hast  dcsigm  d  it  to  he.  a  light  to  all  the 
nations  of  the  earth  that  shaii  throw  its  rays  across  the  Atianiic  to  Europe, 
and  across  the  Pacific  to  Asia,  until  the  dark  places  of  Africa  shall  have 
hecn  made  glad  and  the  islands  of  the  sea  take  up  the  song  of  praise,  and 
a  human  brotherhood  shall  be  formed  vast  as  the  globe  on  which  we  #well, 
and  sentiments  of  love,  and  duty,  and  adoration  shall  inspire  our  common 
humanity,  and  prepare  it  for  tlic  glorious  assemblage  that  shall  one  day 
convene  bciore  the  throne  of  God. 

Hear  us  while  we  would  unite  in  praying,  as  Thou  hast  taught  us,  say- 
ing: 

Our  Father  which  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name.  Thy  king- 
dom come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  Heaven.  Give  us  this 
day  our  tlaily  bread,  and  forgive  tjs  our  trcspas!?cs  as  wc  forjEjivc  those  who 
trespass  against  us.  Lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil ; 
for  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  forever  and  ever. 
Amen* 

ELBCnOir  OP  TCMPOtAlY  CHAltMAW. 

CUAUtMAN  OF  THE  NATIONAL  COMMITTEE  JM*-  WaRO,  o£  NcW  JcfSCy,] — 

By  direction  of  the  NaticHial  Committee,  I  iKuninate  Cart  Schurz,  of  Mis- 
souri, as  temporary  chairman  of  this  Convention.  (Repeated  cheers.]  As 
many  of  you  as  favor  the  adoption  of  this  nomination  will  say  "aye." 

The  nomination  unanimously  prevailed. 

Ch.mkman  of  the  National  Committfe--!  will  designate  Mr.  Tre- 
main,  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Thompson,  of  Indiana,  to  wait  upon  General 
Schurz  and  conduct  that  gentleman  to  the  chair. 

On  being  conducted  to  the  chair,  Mr.  Schurz  was  received  with  great 
enthusiasm,  and  was  presented  to  the  Convention  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
National  Committee. 

ADMkISS  BY  GBK.  SCHUKZ. 

Mr.  Schurz,  of  Missouri— Gentlemen  of  the  Convention — It  is  difficult 
for  me  to  express  how  highly  I  appreciate  the  honor  you  have  conferred 
upon  mc  1^  this  nomination.  You  will  permit  me  to  offer  you  my  sincerest 
thanks. 

This  is  the  fourth  National  Convention  of  the  Republican  party.  The 
short  career  of  this  party  has  been  marked  by  events  to  which  coming  gen- 
erations will  point  Willi  pride,  admiration  and  gratitude.  The  Republican 
party  was  bom  a  giant.  [ Applause.  1  In  its  very  infancy  it  grappled  w  ith  the 
prejudice  of  race,  which,  until  then,  seemed  to  be  omnipotent  with  the 
masses  of  the  American  people.    Our  second  onset  broke  tlirougli  it,  and 
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carr  cd  the  immorial  Abraham  Lincoln  into  ihc  Executive  Chair  of  the 
Republic — ^[grcat  applause] — as  the  great  champion  oi  the  anti-slavery  cause. 
[Prolonged  applause.] 

I  hcn  ranic  the  slaveholders'  rebtllinn,  and,  under  Republican  leader- 
ship, the  loyal  people  of  this  country  displayed  a  noble  heroism  and  self- 
sacrificing  devotion  and  perseverance,  under  obstacles  and  defeat,  which 
may  well  serve  a?  a  glorious  example  to  all  nations  of  the  earth.  [Applause.] 

The  result  o«  the  struggle  corresponds  with  the  great  effort.  The  life 
of  the  nation  has  been  saved;  the  dark  blot  of  slavery  has  been  wiped 
itom  our  n.itif-nal  rscittcheon  [applause]  :  fonr  millions  of  bondsmen  have 
been  raised  from  the  dust  and  from  their  ancient  degradation;  the  outraged 
dignit^r  of  human  nature  has  been  gloriously  vindicated ;  and  this  day, 
those  State*;,  the  peculiar  condition  of  wliiel;  was  but  recently  a  disgrace  to 
the  American  name,  return  to  us  under  the  national  banner,  which,  now,  at 
last,  is  to  them  what  it  ought  ever  to  have  been — the  great  emblem  of  im- 
jwrtia!  justice,  of  universal  liberty,  and  of  equal  rights. 

All  these  things  have  been  accomjplished  under  Republican  auspices,  and  ~ 
without  indulging  in  vain  self-glorificaticm,  it  may  be  truly  said  that  the 
history  of  the  Republican  i)arty  is  closely  identified  with  the  noblest  achieve- 
ments of  this  century,   [Applause. J 

But  there  are  new  problems  equally  great  before  us;  we  have  to  secure 
the  result-  of  the  great  struRKlc  ngainsi  the  dangers  of  reaction;  we  have  to 
adapt  the  laws  and  institutions  of  this  country  to  the  new  order  of  things. 

The  solution  of  that  problem  will  require  no  less  enthusiasm,  no  leas 
devotion,  no  less  perseverance,  than  the  struggles  which  lie  behind  us. 

It  will  require  more.  It  will  require  that  calm  statesmanship  which  con* 
sists  in  a  dear  appreciation  of  the  objects  to  be  attained,  and  a  thorough 
knowledge  (>i  the  Tueans  by  which  they  can  be  acconiplishecl. 

When  the  Republican  party  was  about  to  enter  upon  the  creative  part 
of  its  mission,  it  was,  by  one  of  the  most  atrocious  crfrnes  ever  recorded  in 
history,  deprived  rf  the  man  whose  highest  virtue  a-  a  tuler  consisted  in 
his  always  acting  upon  the  noblest  impulses  of  the  popular  heart.  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  struck  down  in  the  fulness  of  his  glory,  and  we  are  left  now 
to  nieastire  the  greatness  of  our  loss  by  what  he  left  behind  him  in  his  place. 
(Laughter.] 

Then  began,  for  us.  the  time  of  disappointments  and  of  unexpected  trials. 
Our  p<^Hcy  wa^  thwarted  by  the  very  man,  who.  in  an  unfortunate  hour,  we 
bad  put  upon  the  road  to  power.  The  legislative  and  executive  depart- 
ments of  the. Government  were  pitted  against  one  another  in  a  fierce  strug- 
gle. New  dangers  were  looming  up  where  there  ought  to  have  been  a  quiet 
and  peaceable  development. 

We  have  had  our  hours  of  painful  experience,  but  what  of  that?  Are 
we  the  men  to  be  disturbed  by  the  mere  appearance  of  danger?  Are  not 
the  principles  which  we  advocate  just  as  great  as  they  ever  were?  Is  not 
the  necessity  of  their  realization  just  as  apparent  as  ever?  Is  not  justice 
still  justice,  right  still  right,  and  truth  still  truth?  Are  we  not  defetiders 
of  iiistice.  right  and  truth,  to-day,  as  we  were  yesterday?  What,  then,  is 
there  to  frighten  the  most  pusillanimous? 

Victory  will  be  true  to  the  Republican  party  as  long  as  the  Republican 
party  is  true  to  itself.  [Cheers.] 

What  we  have  to  do  is  clear.  Let  us  fix  our  eyes  firmly  upon  the  noble 
ends  to  be  attained,  and  not  permit  our  equaniinity  to  be  disturbed  by  an 
untoward  accident.  [Applause.]  Let  not  the  passions  inflamed  by  the  ^t  ng- 
ing  disappointment  of  this  hour,  however  keen  our  sense  of  wrong  may  be, 
carry  us  beyond  the  bouiui^  <^f  wisdom  and  self-respect.  [Applause.)  The 
things  we  have  to  accomplish  arc  so  great  that,  whatever  the  provocation 
may  be.  we  can  ccriainl^  not  afford  to  let  personal  resentments  seduce  us 
into  compromising  the  high  dignity  of  our  cause.  [Cheers.] 
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Whoever  may  be  our  friends,  whoever  may  become  our  enemies,  let 
us  march  on  with  the  unflinching  determination  to  perform  all  the  duties 

incumbent  upon  iis.  to  ^tcurc  justice  to  ttu-  soldiers  who  f(uip:ht  our  battles 
[applausej ;  justice  to  the  Southern  Union  man,  who,  for  the  national  cause, 
imperiled  his  life  and  fortune  (cheers] ;  justice  to  the  colored  race,  to  whom 
we  have  promised  true  liberty  forever  [great  applause]  ;  ju-^tict.-  to  the  na- 
tional creditor,  who  staked  his  credit  upon  the  good  faith  of  the  American 
people.  [Applause.] 

Let  us  fa'tlifuilv  strive  to  n-storc  the  honor  of  the  Government,  to 
crush  corruption  wherever  we  5nd  it,  inside  oi  the  party,  just  as  well  as 
outside  of  it  (loud  applause],  and  to  place  the  public  service  of  the  country 
in  the  hands  of  lione-t.  true  and  eapahlc  men.  [Cheers  ]  Let  n>,  with  un- 
shaken purpose,  work  out  the  manifest  logic  of  tlic  results  already  gained 
for  liberty  and  equal  rights:  let  us  fearlessly  acknowledge  that  the  career 
of  the  Republican  party  will  not  be  ended  till  the  great  trusts  proclaimed 
in  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  in^  the  fullest  meaning  of  the  term, 
have  become  a  living  reality  on  every  inch  of  American  soil.  (Loud  ap< 
plause.] 

Yet,  let  us  be  true  to  our  history,  true  to  ourselves,  and  fear  nothing. 
No  step  backward.  Onward  is  the  charm- word  of  victory.  (Cheers.]  Let 
us  see  again  the  banner  of  progress,  of  libcrtv  of  equal  richts.  of  national 
faith,  nailed  to  the  very  top  of  the  mast,  f Cheers.]  And  1  spurn  the  idea 
that  the  American  people  could  ever  so  far  forget  themselves  as  to  throw 
their  dcst-ny  into  the  hands  (>f  men  who,  htu  yesterday,  strove  to  destroy 
the  Republic,  and  who,  to-day,  stand  ready  to  dishonor  it.  (Cheers.)

The  Chairman— What  is  the  further  pleasure  of  the  Convention?  I 
think  it  has  been  customary  that  each  delegation  should  present  one  of  their 
number  as  a  member  of  a  Committee  on  Credentials. 

COMMITTEE  ON  CREDENTIALS. 

Mr.  Smithers,  of  Delaware— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  you.  sir  that  a 
Committee  on  Credentials  be  aiTilintfd.  consisting  of  one  from  each  dele> 
KiatiiiiLjn_the  Convention. 

The  Chairman— Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  motion 

\Ir   ^  of   . — I   suggest.  Mr.  Chairman    tl>it   the  Stcreiary 

call  the  list  of  States,  and  that  each  respective  delegation  shall  name  a  gen- 
tleman who  will  constitute  a  committee  on  their  part 

Mr.  Smithers,  of  Delaware— I  made  that  motion  as  suggested  by  gen- 
tlemen around  me,  and  which  1  thought  to  he  proper.  I  will  modify  the 
mt)lion  in  accordance  with  the  rule  uhicli  lias  hevn  heretofore  adopted. 
.\s  I  understand,  there  are  two  States  -Maryland  and  California—in  which 
the  deltgaiiuns  are  contested.  I  thereiore  modify  my  motion  so  that  lliese 
States  be  ontittcd,  and  that  their  claims  be  decided  by  the  Committee  on 
Credentials. 
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The  Sccretnry  called  the  State  of  California,  and  the  delegation  named 
Mr.  P.  E.  Conner. 

The  Secretary  called  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  the  delegation  named 
vMr.  Wm.  G-  Coe. 

Mft,  SMrrHERS,  of  Delaware — ^Mr.  Chairman,  there  seems  to  be  some 
misnnderstandin^.  I  understood  that  the  States  in  which  the  delates  were 
contested  were  to  he  omitted.    Is  it  so? 

The  Chaikman  — 1  will  state  to  the  Convention  that,  as  the  name  of  each 
State  is  called,  one  member  of  the  delegation  from  that  State  will  rise  and 
tmUcate  the  choice  of  the  delegation  from  that  State  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials. 

Ms.  Smithers*  of  Delaware — Then  I  was  right  at  first,  Mr.  Chairman, 
and  my  suggestion  comes  in  properly,  that  California  and  Maryland  shall 
be  omitted  from  tliat  committee. 

Mk.  Sears,  of  Cahfornia — Mr.  Chairman,  as  the  gentleman  has  men- 
tioned the  State  which  I  in  part  represent,  I  wish  to  deny  that  there  is  any 
»ntest  whatever  in  regard  to  the  State  of  California.  It  is  true,  sir,  that 
there  is  a  man  here  who  has  t)een  before  the  Executive  Committee  claiming 
to  contest  our  seats ;  but,  sir,  there  is  one  man  only— 

Mr.  Van  Z.xndt,  of  Rhode  Inland — Mr.  Chairman.  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
.order.    The  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials.  / 

Mr.  Sears,  of  California — ^Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask  but  two  minutes  to 
make  an  explanation.  [Cries— "Go  on,"  '*go  on,"  **heaV  him!"]  We  do 
not  desire  to  bring  this  contest  up  here,  but  the  gentleman  has  forced  it 
upon  us. 

Now.  cir,  the  man  who  here  contests  our  seats,  or  tries  to  content  our' 
.scats,  votr.l  iliv  Copperhead  ticket  at  tlic  last  election  in  California.  ["Hcar.i 
hear."     Put  him  out!"    "Out  with  him!"]    He  and  one  or  two  others  met; 
in  a  back  room  and  selected  delegates  to  attend  th:s  Conventicm.  They  have 
no  party:  they  have  had  no  primary  election;  they  had  no  Convention; 
they  had  nothing,  sir;  and  I  believe,  in  my  humble  judgment,  that  he  comes 
here,  and  that  lii':  passage  is  paid  by  Dcmocraric  money,  to  keep  UO  this 
division  m  our  State.    ("That's  "^o."    Mi'-scs  and  apiilausc  ] 

Now,  sir,  we  arc  here  representing  ihc  Union  Kepubiican  party  of  Cali- 
fornia. We  polled  forty  thousand  loyal  votes  in  that  State  at  the  last  elec- 
tion [applause],  and  the  sneaking,  crawling  squad,  which  this  man  rqire- 
sents,  only  polled  two  thousand,  and  out  of  that  two  thousand,  in  our  last 
Convention,  they  could  not  find  in  all  the  State  of  California  ten  men  who 
would  accept  of  this  position  which  he  occupies.  (Laughter.)  They 
selected  men  who  had  formerly  lived  in  California.  Two  of  them  arc  in 
your  city,  and  came  into  our  rooms  last  night  and  repudiated  the  entire 
proceeding,  and  said  they  were  for  us.  Therefore,  sir,  this  man  stands] 
alone  in  attempting  to  contest  our  scats,  and  we  ask  this  Convention  to  gjve' 
u.<!  otir  <eats,  a"?  they  of  right  belong  to  us.  and  not  to  ca^t  a  stain  tipon  us' 
by  raising  this  man  to  the  dignity  of  a  contest.  [Laughter  and  loud  ap- 
plause.] 
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Wc  have  traveled  seven  tiiou'^aiul  miles  to  Ret  here.  [Applause.]  I 
cannot  understand  it — though  I  wish  to  cast  no  retkction  upon  the  Execu- 
tive Commiuee— tmt  we  were  detained  two  days  by  an  accident  on  the  cars, 
and  consequently  did  not  arrive  here,  and  this  man  has  been  here  two  or 
three  days,  and  ha?  bored  this  Committee  with  his  credentials — but  I  can- 
not under?tnn.l  wliy  the  Commi'.tee  ha?  rccoprr/ed  him  in  the  slightest 
dejrree  in  this  contest,  unless  he.  a  crawhrg  Ci^pperliead.  like  the  serpent 
that  bes^uiled  Eve,  has  deceived  thcni  with  his  oily  tongue.  [Laughter  and 
applause.] 

Now»  sir,  there  is  no  contest  in  CsHfomia.  One  word,  and  I  am  done. 
I  simply  ask  this  Convention  not  to  dignify  h:m,  or  the 'little  squad  to  wHich 
he  belrnp':,  and  cast  a  stain  ttpnn  i:'^  hy  compelling  us  to  go  before  this 
Committee  on  Credential?  with  a  contest,  when  there  is  none. 

Mr.  Spencer,  of  New  York — Mr.  Chairman — 

Ma.  NiCKSRSoK,  of  California— Mr.  Chairman — 

Ths  Chaimi an — ^I  would  suggest  to  gentlemen,  that,  when  they  rise  in 
their  scats,  th^r  give  their  names. 

Mr.  NTirKFRSON,  of  California — My  name  is  Benjamin  R.  Xickerfson. 
I  wish  to  ask  whether  this  Convention  is  prepared  to  hear,  in  open  Con- 
vention, the  question  which  we  are  prepared  to  submit  where  we  suppose  it 
belongs — namely,  to  the  Cbninitttee  on  Credentials. 

Mr.  Van  Zanot,  of  Rhode  Island— >Mr.  Chairman,  I  again  insist  on  my 
point  of  order.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  right  in  the  first  place,  and  this  Con- 
vention mn«t  he  aware  that  (though  that  entire  statrment  of  the  gentle- 
man from  California  may  he  correct — and,  if  it  be  ?o.  my  sympathies  are 
intensely  and  strongly  with  him,  and  no  man  could  be  more  thoroughly 
sc — ^>'ct,  sir,  you  will  permit  me  to  say— and  the  gentleman  will  cherish  no 
feeling  of  unlcindness  toward  me  for  sasrtng  it,  for  I  believe  Rhode  Island 
is  as  sound  to  the  heart  and  core  on  th-s  question  as  any  State  in  the  Union) 
^icsc  are  not  proper  subjects  to  bring  before  this  Convention.  They  should 
go  to  the  Ccmmittee  on  Credentials,  because,  after  one  pentleman  has  told 
his  5tor>',  another  may  rise  and  claim  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  and 
tetl  a  story  entirely  antagonistic  txr  the  statement  of  the  first;  and  how, 
in  the  name  of  parliamentary  law,  are  we  to  judge  between  these  conflicting 
claims;  or  how  are  we  to  know  which  tells  the  truth?  If  the  statement  of 
the  gentleman  is  correct,  my  heart  i<  with  him  entirely  ;  bnt  let  the  Com- 
mittee decide  the  question.  1  hope  my  point  of  order  will  he  sustained 
.by  the  Convention,  for  the  sake  of  harmony  and  unanimity  in  the  Cotivcn- 
ik)n,  and  to  enable  us  to  return  to  our  homes  in  less  than  a  week. 

Mr.  ■  of  ^lifornia->Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

The  State  of  California  lias  been  caHcd,  and  has  named  its  choice  for  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  the  point  of  order  of  the  gen* 
tleman  is  too  late. 

The  Chairman — The  gentleman  is  out  ut  order.  It  is  moved  and 
.seconded  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

The  motion  prevailed. 
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Mr.  Spencer,  of  New  York— I  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  States  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order,  that  we  may  ascertain  in  what  Sutes  the  dele- 
gations are  contested  and  in  what  uncontested,  and  that  a  committee  of  one 
from  each  uncontested  delegation  be  named. 

The  Chairm.ak—  rh.it  is  just  what  we  are  doing. 

The  Secretary  proceeded  to  call  the  States. 

Mr,  Ai>oams,  of  Illinois— 1  rise  to  a  point  of  order.    Mr.  Chairman,  I 
believe  it  is  the  understanding  they  are  to  be  called  in  alphabetical  order. 
Thb  Charman — That  is  just  what  we  are  doing.  >^ 

Mb.  AnDAMS,  of  Illinois— ^Arkansas,  and  Alabama   and  Georgia  have  N 
not  betn  called  i_\vh^  are  tliey-iiot-calle4<  t»  alphabetical  order,  harmonizing 
mth  the  wish  of  the  Convention? 

Ma.  Ward,  of  New  Jersey— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  state  that,  by  the  \ 
call  of  the  Committee,  the  unreconstmcted  Sutes  were  not  invited  to  be  ' 
represented  here;  it  being  intended  that  the  Convention,  when  assembled 
should  decide  irpnn  their  standing. 

Mr.  Addams,  of  Illinois — That  does  not  answer  my  point  of  order.  Mr. 
Chairman,  the  point  of  order  I  make  is  that  the  order  of  the  Convention  / 
to  call  the  States  in  their  alphabetical  order  is  not  complied  with.    Wc  would 
like  to  know  why  the  names  of  Arkansas,-  Alabama,  and  Georgia  have,  not 
thtis  far  been  called. 

Mr  Spencfr,  of  New  York— I  move  that  they  be  called,  and  we  take  k 
vote  on  each  State  as  it  is  named. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  Secretary  proceeded: 
Alabama — ^J.  P.  Stow.  California — P.  Conner. 

Arkan>a<  -S.  F.  Cooper, 

Mr.  Evans,  of  Gelorado— Mr.  (  hairmnn,  as  Colorado  is  only  out  by  the-^ 
veto  of  .Andrew  Johnson,  and  as  h.e  will  undoubtedly  be  out  after  the  Pres- ' 
identiai  election,  I  move  Colorado  be  called.    [Laughter.]  ' 

Ma.  Hall,  of  West  Virginia — Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  for  the  purpose  of 
saying  a  few  words  to  the  gentlemen  of  this  Convention  preliminary  to 
taking  hold  of  this  question,  because  it  involves  a  point  upon  which  I  shall 
subsequently  ask  to  take  the  sense  of  this  Convention  upon  a  motion  to 
reconsider.  Ever  since  the  close  of  the  war.  the  Conprre^s  of  the  United 
Stales  has  practically  controlled  the  Southern  States  as  Territories.  Upon 
tlut  basis  the  whole  theory  of  reconstruction  rests.  If  it  is  not  correct,  then 
they  have  been  wronged  from  the  first,  and  Andrew  Johnson  and  the  men 
who  have  adhered  to  him  ha\  e  been  right  in  their  position.  Now,  in  the 
case  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  she  has  not  as  yet  occupied  a  position,  prop- 
erly, as  a  State. 

Mr.  Smithers,  of  Delaware— Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to  a  question  of 
order.  There  is  no  question  before  the  house  to  which  the  gentleman  is 
q>eaking. 

The  Chairman— The  motion  before  the  Convention  is,  that  the  State 
of  Colorado  be  called. 
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Mr.  Hall,  of  West  Virginia — Mr.  Ch.iinTiar.  the  ciucstioii  is  as  to  Col- 
/  oradu  not  being  on  the  roll  of  States.  I  hold  that  she  is  where  she  prop- 
erly belongs  as  a  Territory,  until,  by  Congressional  action,  full  and  com- 
•  plete,  over  the  President's  veto,  her  status  has  been  changed.  I  have  no 
xlouht.  in  the  course  of  time,  it  will  be,  but,  until  that  time,  she  holds,  under 
\jhc  Constitution  and  laws,  but  nne  position,  and  tliat  \<  ns  n  Territory. 
There  is  no  half-way  place  in  the  making  of  States  They  are  admitted 
or  they  are  not  admitted ;  and,  ui  the  case  of  the  Somlicrn  States,  I  voted 
''aye*'  with  the  majority,  because  I  wanted  to  move  to  reconsider  the  vote. 
I  saw  it  was  taken  without  reflection.  The  Southern  States  occupy  in  the 
Federal  Union  to-day,  so  far  as  Congressional  action  is  concerned,  pre- 
c'?t.Iy  the  position  which  the  State  of  Colorado  occupies.  Arkan'^n^  i-.  :i^k 
mg  adinisMon,  and  I  trust  her  delegates  will  he  admitted  upon  this  tloor. 
Coming  myself  from  a  Border  State,  I  know  what  the  loyal  men  of  the 
Border  States  have  had  to  contend  with  during  the  last  five  years;  and 
I  shall  be  the  last  man,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  throw  the  stain  of  a  drup 
of  water,  even,  upon  the  character  of  any  man  coming  from  the  Border 
StatcF :  and  I  do  not  wi>Ii  tliii  Convrnt'on.  by  its  action,  seemingly  to  cast 
a  rctkction  upon  the  character  of  its  representatives  in  Congress  during 
the  last  three  years, 

Mb.  ,  of  West  Virginia— Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  simply  to  make 

the  statement  that  the  gentleman's  views  are  his  own  views,  and  not  the 
views  of  the  delegation  from  West  Virginia.    [  Applause.] 

Mb.  Spaulding,  of  Ohio — Mr.  Chairman,  if  I  vote  tCr  the  admission  of 
Colorado  to  vote  in  this  Convention,  T  shall  vote  for  the  admis-ion  of  the 
three  Territories  in  the  same  way.  i  hey  are  entitled  to  scats,  but  are  not 
voting  members.  All  I  ask  is,  that  wc  treat  the  Territories  all  alike.  If 
we  vote  to  receive  Colorado,  let  us  vote  to  receive  the  others,  I  am,  my- 
self, for  the  largest  liberty. 

'  Mr.  McClure,  of  Pennsylvania— Mr.  Chairman,  there  is  a  diflFerence 
Wtwrcn  Colorado,  in  this  Convcnti"!?.  and  any  Territory  in  the  United 
States.  Colorado  has  been  authorized  by  Congress  to  form  a  constitution, 
preparatory  to  her  admission  into  the  Union.  She  has  framed  that  con- 
Ititution,  and  elected  her  Senators,  and  applied  to  Congress  for  admission. 
Congress  has  passed  a  bill  for  her  admission,  and  she  is  only  denied  it  by 
the  force  of  the  matchless  traitor  of  the  Union,  Andrew  Johnson  [.ap- 
plause.] Colorado  has  still  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  a 
bill,  which  was  reported.  1  believe,  before  the  impeachment.  It  will  doubt- 
less be  passed,  and  at  ihc  ne.xt  election  Colorado  will  be  the  only  Territory 
that  will  be  likely  to  vote  for  President.  And,  being  the  only  Territory 
likely  so  to  vote,  certainly  her  case  is  different  to  that  of  any  other  Terri- 
tory. I  hope,  therefore,  she  will  not  be  put  in  the  position  of  other  Terri- 
tories hnt  that  she  will  he  admitted  into  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers 
of  this  Convention.  (Cheers.) 

Mr.  Spalding,  of  Ohio— Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to  say,  as  to  the  position 
of  Ohk>  in  reia^on  to  the  admission  of  delegates  from  the  reconstructed 
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Sutes.  that  the  delegates  from  Ohio  had  a  consultation  upon  this  subject, 
and  were  nearly  unanimous  in  favor  of  receiving  them  into  the  Convention. 

Mb.  Sbakp,  of  New  York—Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  the  opinion  of  New 
York  that  this  Convention  is  competent  to  decide  upon  every  case  as  it 
comes  up.  for  itself,  and  we  are  in  favor  of  the  admission  of  Colorado  over 
tbe  Pre5ident'^;  veto.  fApplniifc] 

The  Chaik.m an — 1  he  tjucsticii  upon  the  motion  of  Mr.  Evans,  of 
Colorado,  to  call  the  Territory  of  Colorado  in  ihc  roll  of  States. 

Mit.  Evans,  of  Colorado— Mr.  Chairman^  I  move  that  every  State  and 
Territory  having  dcIcRations  present  be  called,  and  that  the  delegates  there- 
from  nominate  a  member  to  serve  on  the  Conunittcc  on  Credentials. 

Mr.  V.an  Zandt,  of  Rhode  Inland — I  move  thst  every  State  and  Terri- 
tory having  delegates  here  representing  them,  be  called,  and  that  it  be  repre- 
sented by  a  member  in  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

Ma.  ,  of  ^Except  Utah.   [Laughter.  Cries  of  "No  "  no."! 

Mr.  Van  Zakdt,  of  Rhode  Island — Very  well,  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.   McClurk.  of  PennsyUania — Surely,  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  the 
gentleman  to  do  that.    Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  make  a  motion  that  I  think 
will  solve  the  whole  probleni:    That  the  other  Terriiories  of  the  United 
States,  except  Colorado,  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  this  Convention,  with- 
\  OQt  the  right  to  vote.  That  was  the  action  of  the  Convention  at  Baltimore,  in 
^1864,  and  I  move  that  the  District  of  Columbia  be  also  excepted. 

Mr.  Sanders,  of  Montana — Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  think  that  a  journey 
of  three  thnii^anti  miles  through  hostile  Indian.s.  is  considerable  to  pay  for 
i  the  privilege  ol  sitting  here  three  days  in  Crosby's  Opera  House,  nnd  doing 
'  notllII^g.  Nobody  has  a  profounder  iulercat  in  the  success  of  Republican 
principles  than  those  men  that  have  taken  their  lives  and  their  convictions 
in  their  hands,  and  haive  gone  to  the  new  empires  that  are  growing  in  the 
West.  For  one,  I  have  conic  to  represent  the  wishes  of,  and  to  give  voice 
to.  the  thousands  ot  the  Republicans  of  Montana — a  people  as  patriotic, 
feeling  a-  firnir  ini(!  an  inicre.^t  m  your  action,  as  any  people  between  the 
Atlantic  ami  ;iic  i'acific.  I  think  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  (Mr. 
McQnre)  was  mistaken  jn  his  statenienx_pf  Jhq  ^action  oj  the  Baltimore 
Qlkttntionulbelieve  it  has  been  imif ormly  the  custotn  to  give  those  new 
communities  at  least  one  vote  in  the  Convention;  and  I  appeal  to  the  gen- 
erosity and  liberality,  if  not  to  the  justice,  of  this  Convention,  to  give  us 
that  privilege,  and  I  move  to  amend  the  gentleman's  resolution  by  such  a 
proposition  as  that. 

Ma.  McClure,  of  Pennsylvania-^!  desire  simply  to  repeat,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, what  I  can  remember  most  distinctly— that,  in  1864,  the  Territories  and 
a  portion  of  the  Southern  States  were  adgiitted  to  the  floor  of  the  Conven- 
ticn^but  not  permitted  to  vote. 

Mk.  GkOUT,  of  Vermont — I^t  me  say,  Mr  Chairman,  that  I  am  not  in 
the  hab.t  of  attending  Conventions.  I  don't  know  what  the  practice  may 
be.  It  is  annotttKed  by  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  (Mr.  McGiire), 
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that  the  practice  has  never  Ixcii  u»  give  a  vote  lo  delcRatinns  iroin  i  crt  iiorics. 
Now,  upon  principle,  I  should  suppose  that  would  be  so— that  would  he  so. 
If  it  be  true- 

A  VoiCB^Mr.  Chainnan — 

Tbb  CHAiRUAN-^The  gentleman  from  Vermont  (Mr.  Grout)  has  the 
floor. 

Mr.  Grout,  of  Vermont — It  it  In-  true,  then.  Mr.  Chairmnn.  we  h.ive. 
in  the  first  place,  practice  and  precedent  by  which  to  be  guided.  We  can 
go  back  of  that,  however,  if  the  precedent  is  wrong,  and  settle  the  matter 
on  principle.  What  is  the  proposition?  The  proposition  is,  to  call  these 
Territories — all  of  them.  A  gentleman  in  the  rear,  somewhere,  makes  the 
motion  that  ri'l  the  Territories  he  called  th.it  send  delegates  here.  It  is 
impossible  ft  r  ilu-  gentleman  calling  the  ml!  tn  know  the  'I'emt. iri(-=  that 
have  sent  delegations.  The  only  way  is  to  call  all,  and  that  would  include 
Alaska,  [laughter.]  One  gentleman  pro|x)ses  to  except  Utah.  Another 
gentleman  might  propose  to  call  the  roll  on  the  new  Territories  about  to 
be  formed,  and  the  Territory  of  Wyoming  might  ask  that  a  delegate  be  called 
from  that  expected  Territory.  Now  it  ^rems  to  me.  t!ioui^h  T  am  but  a 
yovnig  nian,  that  this  is  mere  boy's  play,  the  whc/Ie  of  it.  ("Louder,  "loitder.'l 
Mere  boy's  play,  1  say.  Now,  if  we  call  the  Territories,  and  appoint  a 
Committee  on  Credentials,  they  have  a  right  to  say  what  representatives 
shall  be  admitted  from  the  States.  It  opens  the  door,  Mr.  Chairman,  at 
.least,  to  the  right  to  represeiuatie.n  in  the  nomination  of  a  President  and  a 
1  Vice  President.  Now,  if  these  Territories  have  no  vote  in  vot:np  for  a 
President  or  V^ice  President,  why  should  tluy  have  a  vote  in  noniinatini^ 
them?  It  seems  to  nic  u  is  opening  a  wide  door,  and  will  only  make  con- 
fusion, and  that  the  only  way  will  be  lo  shut  the  door  against  all.  The  vote; 
has  already  been  taken  to  admit  Colorado  into  the  Convention  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  she  shall  be  admitted  as  a  State.  If  it  is  not  admitted 
to  cast  its  vote  finally  as  a  State:  if  it  only  conies  in  here  and  helps 
to  nominate  a  Prc<if!rnt  and  Nice  President,  but  is  not  admitted 
t  1  vote  at  the  Presidential  election,  the  Territory  of  Colorado  may  have 
nonnnaicd  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  not  cast  even  a  solitary 
vote  for  him.  That  is  wrong.  Upon  principle,  it  is  wrong.  And,  if  the 
Convention  will  attentively  consider  it,  I  think  they  will  see  it.  I  say  this 
as  but  a  young  man;  nn<l  I  therefore,  want  to  have  some  older  man,  who  is 
used  to  conventinns  and  their  practice,  rise  and  tell  us  the  true  way  to  pro-

Three  cheers    were  given  for  Governor  Brown. 

Three  cheers  more  were  given  for  the  retiring  Chairman,  General 
Schuz. 

Thb  Chairman— Gentlemen,  permit  me  to  introduce  to  you  the  perma- 
nent President  of  this  Conventtont  Ex-Govemor  Hawl^,  of  Connecticut. 


ADDSESS  BY  THE  FltBSIOENT.  BX-OOV.  HAWLBY,  OF  CONNECnCUT. 

Upon  taking  the  chair,  the  President  said: 

Gentixmen  of  the  Convention  :  I  tender  you  my  most  grateful  thanks 
for  the  high  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me.  Deeply  impressed  by  a 
sense  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  position.  I  earnestly  solicit  your  indul- 
gence and  your  aid.  We  come  together,  charged  with  the  momentous  duty 
of  st'Kcting  the  chief  rulers  of  the  great  nation  which  leads  the  world  in  the 
promotion  of  freedom  and  equal  rights.  lApplause.]  The  indications  of 
your  purpose  and  spirit  already  given,  assure  us  that  you  will  maintain  the 
noble  rhrinctcr  of  the  Republican  party. 

\Vc  un.ivuiiiabiy  recall  the  Convention  of  i860,  with  its  profound  anxie- 
ties, its  fresh,  pure  and  glowing  devotion  to  liberty,  and  its  enthtisiastic  ac- 
ceptance of  the  wager  of  battle  tendered  by  slavery  and  secession.  I  Ap- 
plause.! It  now  seems  clear  to  us  tliai  God  ruled  our  councils.  IGreat  Ap- 
plause.!, He  made  our  declaration  of  principles  manly  and^  sincere.  He 
gave  n?  .^Ijraham  Lincoln  for  President.  [Tremendous  cheering.]  May  he 
send  U3  like  wisdom  and  success  to-day.  [Applause.] 

He  tested  us  in  a  manner,  and  to  an  extent,  whtdi  the  liveliest  imagina- 
tion could  not  have  anticipated.  Posterity,  we  hope,  will  decide  that  we 
met  that  test  with  the  spirit  worthy  of  a  free  people.  Countless  treasure,  and 
tfiree  hundred  thousand  lives  freely  offered,*  are  the  evidences  that  we  were 
solemnly  in  earnest.  We  offered  our  Vn  c^.  nnd  our  property :  but  it  wns  not 
enough.  Wc  laid  our  prejudices  ol  race  and  clas*,  uih  ii  the  altar,  and  the 
consciousness  that  we  at  last  deserved  success  redoubled  our  strength.  The 
same  high  resolves  nde  to-day,  and  the  Union  men  of  this  country  are  ready 
for  equal  and  even  greater  sacrifices,  if  they  be  indispensable  to  the  dedication 
of  this  Continent  to  liberty  and  equal  rights.  (Applause.} 

We  learned  the  first  lesson  when  we  found  tint  we  must  make  all  men 
free,  and  call  all  men  to  the  battle-field.  We  learned  the  second  lesson 
when  we  found  that  we  must  still  move  on  and  give  impartially  to  all  men 
a  share  in  the  Government  we  were  endeavoring  to  restore.  [Great  ap- 
plausc.1 

With  a  clear  and  fearless  expression  of  the  essential  and  important  ques- 
tions at  issue — which  the  people  will  undersiaiu!,  anil  no  ingenious  device, 
no  words  can  ob.scure  or  avoid — passing  by  all  personal  and  temporary  con- 
troversies, working  in  perfect  confidence  that  the  .\merican  people  mean 
to  do  right,  and  will  do  it  in  the  end,  wc  may  feel  sure  of  triumph.  The 
power  of  a  nation  of  forty  millions  must  be  behind  the  just  claim  of  the 
poorest  workingman.  of  whatever  race,  to  recover  even  and  just  wages.  Its 
majesty  must  be  felt  \vhere\cr  the  humblest  loyal  man  appeals  against  per- 
sonal violence  and  oppression.  |  Cheers. J  For  every  dollar  of  the  national 
debt  the  blood  of  a  soldier  is  pledged.  [Great  cheering.]  Every  bond,  in 
letter  and  in  spirit,  must  be  as  sacred  as  a  soldier's  grave.  [Cheers.]  We 
must  win.  gentlemen,  and  we  siialt  win.  It  is  the  old  fight  of  lil>erty.  equality 
and  fraternity,  against  oppression,  caste  and  aristocracy.  It  is  the  old  fight  to 
make  the  world  better,  with  "malice  toward  none,  and  charity  for  all.'*  [Loud 
applause.] 
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Wc  may  halt  for  a  monusu,  or  change  direction,  hut  the  good  ttUM 
always  goes  «tcarlily  forward.  It  is  related — and,  whether  it  he  true  or  not. 
the  incident  is  well  invented— that,  on  the  evening  of  that  avvful  halile  of  the 
Wilderness,  when  the  legions  of  the  Union  anny  had  fought  all  day,  raUier 
by  faith  than  by  sight,  in  the  wild  \vi>ods  and  tangled  bru>«h,  that  someone 
asked  General  Grant  to  step  backward  a  liiiic.  and  re-organize.  and  that  he 
replied.  "We  have  done  very  well,  gentlemen!  At  half  past  three  in  the 
morning  we  move  fortvard!'  [Long  and  continued  cheering.]  We  accept 
his  &pii:t  and  hia  words. 

Perhaps  I  am  not  anticipating  in  saying  that  we  shall  accept  him  in  per- 
son agnin  n«  our  hnflrr     [Loud  cheering  ] 

Thanking  you,  again,  gentlemen,  very  heartily  for  the  honor  conferred, 
I  await  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention.  [Applause.)

DEI.EC.\T10.\    FROM   THE  SOLDIERS'   .NND  S.MLOKS'   CON VEN'Trnv. 

Mr.  CoCHR.^^'E.  of  New  York — Mr.  President.  I  am  informed  that  there 
is  a  committee  in  waiting  from  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Convention,  which 
convened  and  finished  their  proceedings  on  yesterday,  charged  with  the  duties 
of  presenting  those  proceedings  to  this  Convention.  I  move  you,  sir,  a  com- 
mittee of  6ve  be  appointed  to  escort  them  into  tiie  presence  of  this  Conven- 
tion, so  that  they  may  hereupon  and  now  discharge  their  duties.

and  in  action.  1  ni<»vc  you,  sir,  that  General  Daniel  E.  Sickles  be  invited  to 
address  this  Convention  on  the  topics  of  the  day.    [Cheers.   "Good,  "  "  good.") 

Mk.  Sickles,  of  New  York — Mr.  President,  I  beg  the  gentleman  to  with* 
draw  that  request.  I  shotild  be  very  happy,  on  some  proper  occasion,  to 
address  this  body,  but  at  this  time  I  should  be  very  reluctant  to  interrupt 
the  process  of  business  with  any  remarks.  Besides,  I  am  one  of  the  delega- 
V.r.r\  to  th'S  body  from  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Convention,  and  my  duties 
Will  require  me,  m  a  very  lew  minutts,  to  join  that  deputation  to  present 
the  proceedings  of  the  Scldierb"  and  Sailors'  Convention  to  this  body. 

Ma.  Baktholombw,  of  Pennsylvania^Under  the  explanation,  I  withdraw 
wy  motion. 

The  PEBSllttMT— The  Chair  announces  as  the  Committee  to  receive  the 

delegation  from  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors*  Convention :  Gen.  Cochrane,  of 
New  York:  Gen.  Schurz,  of  Missouri;  Gen.  Dodge,  of  Iowa;  Gen.  Sweet, 
of  Illinois. 

Mr.  -  ■  — i,  of  ■■  ^Mr.  Dodge,  of  Iowa,  is  on  the  Committee  on 
ResolntionSy  and  is  absent  from  the  building.  I  would  suggest  the  name  of 
Col.  Craig  in  place  of  Gen.  Dodge. 

The  President— The  name  ol  Col.  Craig  will  be  taken  in  place  of  Gen. 

Dodge,  if  there  is  no  objection. 

The  delegation  ot  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Convention  was  conducted 
to  the  front  of  the  platform. 

Mil  Cochkanb  of  New  York— Mr.  President,  I  have  the  honor,  in  be- 
half of  the  committee  recently  appointed  by  yourself,  to  announce  that  they 
have  discharged  the  duty  to  which  they  were  appointed.  I  introduce  tn  the 
Convention,  through  yourself,  Gen.  Fairchild.  of  Wisconsin,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  from  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Convention.  I  Prolonged  ap- 
plause] 

Gbn.  Faircbilo,  of  Wisconsin— Mr.  Prestdent  and  gentlemen  of  the  Con- 
vention— As  instructed  by  the  members  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Con- 
vention, I  appear  before  you  in  their  behalf,  to  present  to  you  a  resolution, 

passed  imanimons!y  by  them  yesterday  afternoon,  as  follows: 

"I^csdlz-i'd.  That  we,  the  soldiers  and  sailors,  steadfast  now.  as  ever,  to 
the  Union  and  the  ilag,  fully  recognize  the  claims  of  General  Ulysses  S.

Mr.  President  and  gentlemen — The  soldiers  of  the  United  States  ask 
Ac  nomination  of  General  Grant  for  President  of  the  United  States,  because 
we  love  him :  and  we  love  him,  sir,  because  he  is  loyal  to  the  Union,  loyal  to 
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justice,  loval  to  freedom,  ami  Kiyal  to  right;  and  if  you  will  give  us  our 
comrade  as  Icadt  r  in  ihe  campaign  of  1868,  we  will  bear  down  upon  the  ene- 
my s  works  as  we  did  upon  the  enemy's  works  in,  the  field  in  1864.  [Ap- 
plause.] 

Thb  Pkbsidbnt— It  is  hardiy  necessaiy  that  I  should  say  that  such  a 
communication  is  received  with  the  wannest  interest  from  Republican  Sol-» 
diers  and  Sailors  by  a  Republican  Convention.  The  communication  is  be- 
fore you. 

Mh.  Spaldikc,  of  Ohio — 1  propose  three  cheers  for  the  soldiers  and  sail- 
ors. 

Three  hearty  cheers  were  given. 

MOnON  TO  KOMIKAtV— AGAIN. 

Mr.  Lane,  of  Indiana— Mr.  President,  I  move  you  that  the  nomination  of 

General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  be  now  declared  by  acclamation  by  this  Conven- 
tion. fCries— "W^ait  awhile."  "The  Committee  on  Credentials  hasn't  re- 
ported." "Question."] 

The  President — The  motion  is  made  and  seconded. 

Mb.  Tkeiiain,  of  New  York— Mr.  President.  I  presume  there  is  no  mem* 
ber  of  this  Convention  who  is  not  prepared  at  the  proper  time  to  indorse  the 
recommendation  made  by  the  soldiers  and  sailors.  I  prestune  there  is  not 
one  loyal  henrt  thnt  does  not  beat  in  unison  willi  the  sentiment  that  calls 
upon  us  to  select  that  great  chieftain,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  a'^  onr  standard-hearer 
in  this  campaign.  [.Applause.)  Sir,  I  want  the  proceedings  of  this  Conven- 
tion to  go  forth  with  such  dignity,  and  as  the  result  of  such  deliberation  as 
not  only  will  command  our  approval,  but  the  approval  of  those  who  sent  us 
here.  [Applause.] 

Now,  I  happened  to  be  present  at  the  Convention  in  Baltimore,  in  1864. 
when  the  same  unanimity  prevailed  that  called  upon  the  representatives  of 
the  people  to  select  .\braham  Lincoln  as  their  standard'l)earcr.  [.\pplause.] 
But,  sir,  a  motion  to  nominate  him  by  acclamation  was  superseded  by  a 
motion  that  the  States  should  be  called  in  their  order,  and  that,  as  each  State 
was  called,  from  its  response  we  should  have  the  moral  force  arising  from 
the  unanimous  expression  of  each  one  of  the  delegates  from  that  State. 
[Applause]  Sir,  when  tliat  is  done,  the  Convcntinn  will  be  nt  liberty,  by 
acclamation,  to  second  the  nomination,  as  the  people  will — not  only  in  their 
preliminary  njccimgs,  but  at  llie  polls.    ]  .Applause.] 

I  hope,  therefore,  my  friend  from  Indiana  (Mr.  Lane]  will  withdraw 
the  motion  until  the  States  can  be  called  in  their  order. 

Mr.  Lane,  of  Indiana — Mr.  President,  I  certainly  have  no  desire  to  con- 
sume the  time  rif  the  Convention.  I  onl\  \si<h  to  get  at  the  object.  The 
nomination  is  already  made,  sanctioned  Ijy  the  people,  and  by  the  whole  peo- 
ple. But,  if  it  is  thought  better  to  call  the  States— call  the  States!  [Laugh- 
ter.]  Call  the  States!   {Laughter  and  applause  ] 

Ma.  Beach,  of  Ohio— I  would  remark,  in  this  connection,  that  we  are 
not  organised.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  have  not  yet  reported  the  dele« 
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gates  who  arc  entitled  to  scats  here,  and  to  do  anything  of  this  kind  in  an 
unorganized  condition  is  not  appropriate. 

Mr.  Logan,  of  lllinoijs — (Applause  and  cheers] — Mr.  President.  I  desire 
merely  to  reniaj-k,  that  I  think  it  would  be  a  more  appropriate  mode  pf  pro- 
ceeding to  accept  the  report  of  the  committee  from  the  Soldiers*  and  Sailors' 
Convention:  that,  then,  when  this  Convention  will  be  fully  organized,  and 
when  the  States  are  represented  by  their  delegates  who  shall  have  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  Convention,  after  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials, 
then  the  order  of  bus:ness  would  be  nomination  of  candidates  for  Presi- 
dent.   I  Applause.] 

I  know,  sir,  that  General  Grant,  of  whom  we  are  all  proud,  from  one  end 
of  this  broad  land  to  the  other,  is,  to>day,  the  nominee  of  the  loyal  citizens, 
the  loyal  soldiers  and  the  loyal  .sailors  of  this  grand  and  glorious  country. 
.\nd  I  simply  desire  to  make  thi.s  suggestion  tliat  the  Convention  may  con- 
sider it.  As  far  as  the  making  of  the  nominaiion  by  a  delegate  from  any 
particular  State  is  concerned,  we,  Illinoisans,  have  no  pride  whatever.  We 
had  as  lief  the  nomination  would  come  from  one  Sute  as  another,  and  I 
merely  make  these  remarks  with  reference  to  the  mode  and  order  of  pro- 
ceeding. [Applause.] 

Mk.  Corn  RANK,  of  New  York — Mr.  President,  1  move  you,  sir,  as  an 
amendment  to  the  resolution  which  has  been  offered,  and,  if  that  resolution  is 
withdrawn,  then  as  an  independent  resolution,  tliat  the  resolutions  from  the 
Soldiers*  and  Sailors'  Convention,  as  reported,  be  accepted  by  the  Convention, 
entered  upon  its  record,  and  made  a  part  of  its  proceedings. 

Mr.  Lan'e.  of  Indiana — I  will  withdraw  for  that  purpose. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

CAIX  FOR  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CREDENTIALS. 

Ma.  PiEKCE,  of  Virginia — Mr.  President,  I  would  now  call,  sir,  for  the 
TtpoTt  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  that  we  may  know  who  there  are 
here — whether  we  have  a  convention  or  a  mass-mcctinp — I  would  move  you, 
sir,  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  be  called  upon  now.  to  make  a  report 
regarding  all  the  states  where  there  is  no  contest. 

The  PitEsmENT— I  am  informed  that  a  motion  to  that  effect  has  already 
been  adopted.  It  was  postponed  for  a  time,  waiting  for  the  report  o{  the 
Committee  on  Permanent  Organization.  Is  there  any  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  who  can  inform  us  whether  that  committee  is  ready, 
or  even  partly  so? 

Mr.   ,  of      ■  —  —I  desire  to  inform  the  Convention  that  it  is  not 

yet  ready  to  report.  It  has  a  contested  case  before  it,  which  is  not  yet  deter- 
mined,  and  probably  will  not  be  for  an  hour. 

The  PftlSIDENT — It  seems  to  be  the  desire  of  the  Convention  to  hear  a 
report  from  the  committee,  as  far  as  possible.  If  there  be  but  one  State 
remaining,  the  Convention  wtshcs,  as  far  as  I  can  judge  its  sentiments,  to 
hear  from  the  rest.    [Cries  of  "Logan,"  "Logan."] 
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Mr.  Logan,  of  Illinois — I  beg,  gentlemen,  tliat  yon  will  excuse  me.  I 
do  not  wish  to  takd  up  the  time  of  the  C* nveiuion  now.  At  an  appropriate 
tune  I  have,  certainly,  no  objection  to  responJ,  but  at  present  I  would  rather 
not  delay  the  Convention.   (Cries  of  "Committee/*  "Committee."] 

Thb  FaBSU>£KT— The  Chairman  would  inform  the  Convention  that  it  has 
twice  sent  word  to  the  committee  in  question,  and  that  it  is  expected  every 
moment.  [Cries  of  "Committee."]  The  Chairman  sends  word  that  they 
have  tinibiied  all  the  contcsicd  cases,  and  will  be  here  in  five  minutes,  or  as 
soon  as  they  can  prepare  their  report.  [Laughter.] 

Ms.  0>NWAy,  of  Louisiana— Mr.  President,  I  suppose  that  it  is  a  part  of 
the  settled  policy  of  the  Republican  party,  to-day,  to  have  the  South  come 
into  this  Convention  Union  end  foremost  (Applause  and  laughter.]  But 
we  have  another  marked  event,  of  special  moment— that  there  is  with  us 
to-day,  in  full  heart  and  in  full  fellowship,  one  of  the  former  Governors, 
in  the  days  of  the  rebellion,  of  one  of  the  rebellious  States,  who  lus  since 
become  reconstructed  [applause],  has  proved  himself,  in  the  jfire,  as  true  as 
steel,  a  genuine  convert,  and  in  fellowship  with  the  Republican  party. 

I  move,  sir,  that  during  the  interim,  until  we  have  the  report  of  the  Com* 
niittcc  on  Credentials,  Ex  Governor  Joseph  E.  Brown,  of  Georgia,  be  invited 
to  addrcc^  the  Convention.    (Applause.    Cries  of  "Brown."  "Brown."] 

Thk  President — It  is  hardly  necessary  to  put  a  motion  which  has  such  a 
reception.  WiU  Governor  Brown  address  the  Qmvention? 

Mr.  Brown,  of  Georgia— Mr.  President,  as  it  has  been  announced  that  the 
committee  will  W  ready  to  report  in  a  few  minutes,  I  think  it  might  be  im- 
proper that  I  should  attempt  to  enter  into  any  di«:cnssion  of  the  questions 
involved  at  this  time.  .\nd  I  coiilii  not  do  justice  to  myself  or  my  section 
if  I  attempted  to  speak  without  time  to  review,  to  some  extent,  the  questions 
involved. 

I  do  not  wish,  sir,  to  intrude  upon  the  proceedings  of  this  Convention.  I 

came  hero,  a-;  has  been  well  remarked,  a  reconstructed  rebel.    (Laughter  and 

applause.]  I  was  an  original  secessionist.  [Laughter.  Cries  of  "That's 
frank."  "An  open  confession  is  s?ood  for  the  «oul."  Cries  of  "Platform." 
amid  which  Mr.  Brown  advanced  to  the  stage.) 

The  President — Gov.  Brown,  of  Georgia,  gentlemen.  [Tremendous  ap> 
plause.] 

Mr.  BrowK,  of  Georgia — Mr.  President  and  Ri  iitlemcn  of  the  Convention. 

A  Voice — "Tell  us  your  experience."'    [Laughter  and  applause.] 

Mr.  Brown,  of  Georijia— .\s  I  remarked  before  I  left  my  «eat.  I  was  an 
original  stcc».-»ionist.  1  was  born  in  the  Stale  of  South  Carolina,  in  Mr. 
Cilhoun's  district.  | Laughter.]  Charmed  with  the  fascination  of  his  man- 
ner and  the  splendor  of  his  intellect,  I  early  inihiScd  hi';  State  Rights  doctrines, 
and  1  suppose  that  I  religiously  belicveii  that  they  were  correct,  as  you  be- 
lieved that  your  doctrines  were  correct.  I  believe  that  I  had  seen  for  ten 
years,  lu  fori-  the  unfortunate  struggle  we  have  just  pa>>ed  tliront:h,  that  the 
issues  which  divided  the  North  and  South  must  ultimately  be  settled  by  the 
sword.  There  was  no  common  tribunal  whose  judgment  we  would  respect. 
If  the  Supreme  Court  dccuiid  a  question  iKarin?  npnn  the  great  is'JdP';.  the 
party  against  whom  the  dcciMon  was  made  refused  to  abide  by  it,  because  u 
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was  regarded  as  political.  And,  while  I  deprecated  the  necessity,  I  believed 
oat  day  it  must  come.  While  Mr.  Clay  lived — ^that  great  man — that  great 
pacificator — [cheers  ami  j^rcat  applause) — we  were  al)lc  to  avert  tliis  issue. 
But  Mr.  Clay  was  called  from  his  field  of  usefulness,  and  Mr.  Webster  died, 
and  Mr.  Calhoun  slept  with  his  fathers;  and  when  the  storm  again  rose 
there  was  no  one  who  could  pour  oil  upon  the  trr)ub1ed  waters  and  stop  the 
deluge.  Secession  was  the  result!  I  went  into  it  cordially,  as  a  States' 
Rights  man.  and  I  ^totnl  hv  it — [cheers) — as  lon^  as  there  was  any  chance 
to  sustain  it.  When  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States  abandoned 
the  great  States'  Rights  doctrine  that  we  commenced  the  revolution  upon, 
I  differed  from  him.  When  he  adopted  his  conscript  measures,  which  gave 
the  entire  control  of  the  whole  army  of  the  Confederate  States  to  the  Presi- 
deiu,  with  the  appo:ninicni  of  every  officer,  down  to  the  lowest  lieutenant — 
error,  sir,  that  your  Government  did  not  make— I  took  issue  with  him. 
But  wc  went  throtigh  the  struggle.  I  will  not  attempt  now  to  review  its 
histor>',  but  wt  of  the  South  fell,  and  you  of  the  great  North  were  the  con* 
querors ;  and  I  think  I  had  sense  enough  at  the  end  of  the  struggle  to  know 
when  I  was  whipped.  [Cheers.] 

The  pri-idtut  of  the  United  States,  after  the  surrender  of  General  John- 
ston orderni  niy  arrest  and  imprisonment.  After  my  release  your  courts  were 
open  and  1  was  loft  free  to  net.  I  felt  then  that  the  liiue  had  come  when  1 
should  make  my  choice  between  this  land  and  thi^  ( loverniuent,  and  some 
other  land  and  some  other  Government.  I  still  love  my  own  native  land 
the  best.  [Cheers,  and  cries  of  "Ciood,"  ">jood."|  And.  with  your  construc- 
tion of  the  Consiitution,  established  by  the  sword,  I  still  preferred  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  to  any  other  recognized  Grovemment.  [Cheers.] 

The  natural  incjiiiry  then  was:  What  is  my  interest,  and  what  is  my 
duty?  i  believed  it  was  my  interest,  and  my  choice,  to  remain  in  this  Govern- 
ment. If  I  remained  her^  I  must  seek  the  amnesty  of  the  Government  for 
the  pa>t,  and  I  must  seek  its  protection  for  the  future.  If  it  yielded  me  that. 
I  was  in  honor  bound  to  return  to  my  allegiance  and  make  a  good  citizen, 
if  I  could.  [Cries  of  "Good,"  "good,"  and  cheers.)  Hence,  I  have  advo- 
cated every  mca'surc  from  that  time  until  this,  for  reconstruction,  [.\pplause.] 
When  the  President  of  the  United  States  proposed  his  plan,  I  advised  our 
people  to  accept  it ;  because  we  had  fallen,  and  w<;  had  no  other  power  to 
negotiate  with  but  him.    Tie  did  not  call  ConRTcss  together. 

When  Congress,  which  had  the  legitimate  control  of  this  question — 
[cheers  and  prolonged  applause]  proposed  the  Constitutional  Amendment  to 
the  Southern  States,  I  advised  such  friends  as  sotijjht  my  opinion  upon  the 
question,  that  it  was  better  to  accept  it.  But  the  feeling  was  so  overwhelm- 
ing against  it  that  no  voice  could  stay  it.  Unwisely,  the  Southern  States 
promptly  rejected  those  terms.  I  did  not  then  suppose  it  would  ever  get 
better  terms.  I  was  satisfied  we  must  submit  to  worse  ones.  What  was  that 
Constitutional  Amendment  ? 

There  was  but  one  living  issue  in  it,  and  that  was  the  snfTrage  question — 
and  that  Congress  left  with  the  States  to  settle  for  themselves.  If  we  voted 
the  black  race,  we  must  count  them  in  our  representation :  if  we  refused  to 
vote  them  wc  could  not  count  them.  That  was  right!  [Cheers  and  great 
applause.    Cries  of  "Right!  right!"] 

With  reference  to  the  Federal  debt,  there  was  no  question  there. 
There  was  but  one  r  ther  importaiit  measure  connected  with  it ;  that  was 
the  provision  that  dis^ualiticd  me,  and  others  in  my  condition,  from  holding 
Office.  That  was  no  living  issue.  I  and  others  like  me  will  soon  pass  from 
the  staec.  nnd  if  wc  are  never  nlieved  by  Congress  there  are  other  and  better 
men  to  take  our  places.   Therefore,  in  my  judgment,  we  acted  unwisely. 

What  next  followed?  The  Supplemental  Bill  and  the  Sherman  Act.  I 
advised,  immediately  on  the  passnpe  of  that  act,  that  we  promptly  accept  the 
terms.    At  that  time  it  would  liave  been  easy  for  mc.    True,  without  vanity,

I  may  say  1  had  some  popularity  in  my  State,  and  had  four  times  been  elected 
the  Executive  of  my  State.   I  might  have  retained  and  eourtcd  popularity. 

But  duty  and  my  judgment  dictated  to  me  a  different  err  I  Jid  it;  mul 
1  have  received  the  hearty  denimcl^tion  of  my  people — ui  a  large  proportion 
of  them — for  having  done  so. 

I  lia\f  been  denoimccd  ns  a  traitor  to  my  race,  and  a  traitor  to  the 
"Lost  Cause"  which  1  had  so  much  at  heart.  1  do  not  ihmk  so.  1  think  my 
course  more  honorable  than  the  course  of  that  man  who  was  a  rebel  and 
?otight  the  ?;anu  aniitcsJy  that  I  >>uiglit.  and  received  the  saino  prDicction 
from  the  Government  that  1  received,  and  then  stays  in  its  bosom  its  cnany, 
prepared  lo  sting  it  when  opportunity  offers.  fGood,"  "good"  and  Ap- 
])lausc  ]  Wluii  I  f(Might  you.  I  f«  itijlvt  you  openly  and  boldly.  When  I  sur- 
rendered, 1  surrendered  in  good  laith.  [Cheers.  1  And  when  1  took  the 
amnesty  oath,  I  took  it  with  a  purpose  religiously  to  observe  it  By  my 
theory  (and  T  had  been  taught  that  it  is  the  true  one),  my  primary  allegiance 
was  to  the  State.  When  I  had  formally  taken  an  oath  to  support  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States.  I  tmderstood  it  to  bind  me  only  while  my  State 
reniaincd  in  the  Union;  but  if  ^hc  withdrew  (which  I  believed  she  had  the 
right  to  do,  for  just  cause,  by  the  very  necessity  of  the  case),  I  thought  she 
must  be  the  judge.  I  did  not  feel  that  I  had  violated  that  oath  when  I  went 
with  my  Slate.  But,  since  that  time,  when  the  PrtMiknt  of  the  United  States 
offered  me  his  pardon,  he  required  me  to  take  a  very  different  oath.  1  was 
sworn  to  support  not  only  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  but  the  Union 
of  the  States.  (Applause.)  When  I  did  that  I  abandoned  the  doctrine  of 
secession,  for  I  cannot  support  the  union  of  the  States  and  encourage  seces- 
sion from  the  Union.  [Cheers.]  The  Virginia  and  Kentucky  resolutions 
that  included  that  doctrine,  as  I  tmderstood  them,  had  always  been  the  very 
platform  upon  which  the  Democracy  had  stood.  But  when  the  platform  was 
knocked  from  under  my  party,  I  had  nothing  left  to  take  hold  on.  .As  I 
understood  the  doctrines  of  the  Democratic  party,  they  were  sovereignty  and 
the  ripht  nf  recession.  The  sword  has  e^tahlishrd  a  (hfTerem  doctrine,  and 
hence  it  is  that  I  am  no  longer  bound  by  party  allegiance  to  statid  by  the 
Democratic  party.  Where  do  I  naturally  fall,  then?  The  Hamiltonian  and 
Wrh<;tcrinn  construction  of  the  Constitntion  has  licen  established  by  the  «word. 
I  have  acquiesced  m  that,  and,  as  I  tind  the  Rt|mblicuii  party  on  thai  plat- 
*  form  to-day,  my  oath  has  bound  me  to  abandon  the  doctrine  which  the  Demo- 
cratic pnrty  '•fed  upon,  and  that  naturally  leads  me,  as  I  think,  into  the 
Republican  party.  [Cheers.]  1  know  this  is  a  very  unpopular  doctr'ne  in  the 
South,  but  1  believe  it  is  the  true  doctrine.  But  let  me  tell  you.  Mr.  Prest* 
dent  and  j^rntlcmen,  that  there  are  many  white  men  in  the  !>outh,  there  arc 
large  numbers  of  original  Democrats  in  the  South,  there  are  large  numbers 
of  original  secessionists  in  the  South,  who,  to-day,  stand  as  firmly  by  the 
Republican  party,  and  will  support  the  great  Captain  of  the  age.  Gen.  Grant— 
[great  applause] — as  well  as  you  will. 

Our  Democratic  friends  have  appealed  to  the  whole  country  against  negro 
sufTrafic-.  havi'  showered  anathemas  upon  it,  and  denounced  it  as  an  outrage 
upon  humanity  and  upon  society;  and  yet.  in  iIr  late  elections  there,  the  negro 
who  would  vote  the  Democratic  ticket  wa<  really  a  very  respectable  fellow i— 
[laughter] — while  a  while  man  who  voted  the  Reiuilihcan  ticket  wa-?  a  scala- 
wag and  a  traitor!  [Qieers  and  laughter.]  They  tell  us:  then  you  establish 
negro  supremacy  in  the  South.  Not  so:  not  so.  Although  they  denounce 
tho.se  of  us  who  act  with  the  ReptiMican  party  as  Vu  ing  no  better  than  negroes, 
1  still  feel  that  I  belong  to  the  white  race,  and  that  I  would  advocate  and 
sustain  no  policy  that  put  any  other  race  over  my  race  in  the  South,  or  made 
them  supreme  there.  Wliile  we  prant  to  the  colored  people  all  their  rights, 
civil  and  political,  we  do  not  expect  them  to  be  our  masters.  Much  as  you 
have  seen  in  the  papers  on  that  subject,  it  is  not  so^  In  the  State  of  Georgia, 
for  instance,  when  those  who  are  included  in  the  constitutional  amendment. 
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and  who  will  be  voters,  althoiiRli  they  have  no  right  to  hold  offices  under  our 
new  couslituuon,  cunie  to  the  ballot  Lm:>x,  there  arc  twenty  thousand  majority 
of  white  men  there.  What  little  property  is  left,  is  all  in  the  hands  of  the 
white  men.  We  have  the  nth  intake  (if  eclnoation.  We  have  the  advantage 
m  experience,  and  we  claim  that  we  have  superiority  of  race.  Tell  me  not, 
then,  that  the  black  people  of  Georgia  can  rule  Georgia,  when  they  are  twenty 
thoti^and  in  the  minority,  nnd  we  have  all  the  advantajjc?..  This  is  said  with 
a  view  of  prejudicing  tiie  Republican  party,  North  and  South.  Is  it  not  so? 
In  other  States,  even  where  the  blacks  are  in  the  majority,  if  our  white  race 
act  properly  in  this  matter,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  of  that  sort. 

I  am  aware  I  am  taking  up  too  much  time.    [Cries — "Go  on.'  J 

The  Presihent — Is  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  here? 

Mr.  Bkown,  of  Geofgia^I  will  thank  you,  at  any  moment,  to  interrupt 
inc  vvlien  the  Gommittee  comes  in.    f  A  voice — "It  is  coming  now."] 

Mr.  Brown,  of  Georgia— Just  in  conclusion,  let  me  «ny.  while  we  have  a 
hard  fight  to  make  in  Georgia,  if  you  will  give  us  the  fruits  of  the  victory  we 
have  lately  won  in  a  desperate  fight,  we  will  carry  Georgia  for  General  Grant. 
(Great  applause.] 

Allow  mc  oije  word  before  I  take  my  seat.  I  have  said,  if  we  do  it,  you 
must  give  us  the  fruits  of  our  victory.  We  have  elected  our  Governor;  we 
have  adopted  our  Constitution  by  a  large  majority,  and  we  have  elected  a 
niajority  in  both  branches  of  the  General  Assembly.  Yet  our  Governor  is 
not  inaugurated,  our  Legislature  is  not  catted  together.  We  desire  that  Mr. 
Stevens*  bill,  that  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  the  other  day.  be 
slight^  amended  in  the  Senate,  and  there  passed.  Then  we  are  on  our  feet 
And  the  amendment  we  desire  is  this  r  Tliat  the  Senate  of  the  United  States 
amend  that  bill  so  as  to  allow  the  Gi)vernor-elect — Governor  Bullock — to  con- 
vene his  Legislature  on  ten  dajrs'  notice;  let  him  be  inaugurated,  let  them  act, 
and  they  will  adopt  the  constitutional  amendment;  and  then  let  them  elect 
Senators,  and  receive  us  into  Cruigress,  and  give  us  control  of  the  State  Gov- 
ernment aiid  its  patronage,  which  we  fought  for  and  won,  and  which  we  must 
have  if  we  are  to  succeed  in  this  contest.   fGreat  applause.)

Ml.  Lme,  of  Louisiana,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials— Mr. 
President,  your  committee  report  the  names  of  the  several  delegates  from  the 
several  States,  and  especially  report  in  reference  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
that  there  appeared  fifty-nine  delegates,  whereas  that  State  is  entitled,  under 
the  call,  to  only  fifty-two  votes  in  this  Convention;  that  your  committee 
recommend  that  those  fifty-nine  delegates  named  in  their  report  be  admitted 
to  seats  upon  the  floor  of  the  Convention,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  cast 
the  fifty-two  votes  to  which  the  State  is  entitled, 'such  being  the  wish  of  the 
Pemiqrivania  delegation.

And,  further,  Mr.  President,  we  report  to  you  the  names  of  delegates  from 
the  States  of  Maryland  and  California,  which,  in  our  judgment,  are  entitled  to 
seats  upon  the  floor,  and  to  a  voice  in  the  Convention,

California  and  Maryland  be  read  by  the  Secretary. 
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.Mr.  \\  AkNER,  of  Alabanja — I  ask  for  information  whether  the  delegates 
from  the  unreconstructed  States  are  included  in  this  report? 

Mk.  Lbb»  of  Lottisiana»«I  would  state  that  the  delegates  from  the  unre- 
constructed States  are  included  in  this  report  as  entitled  to  seats  and  votes. 
I  [Applansc  ]    I  will  stAtc  that  the  committee  considered  that  the  action  of  the 
Convention,  this  morning,  cffecttially  settled  that  question. 

Mr.   ,  of  Maryland — Before  the  names  of  the  delegates  from  those 

two  States  are  read,  I  desire  to  ask  my  friend,  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee, to  make  this  statement  in  regard  to  the  delegation  from  Maryland :  The 
/  committee  resolved  that  the  delegation  headed  by  Mr.  Cresswell  should  be  ad- 
;  mitted  to  seats  on  the  floor  with  the  right  to  cast  votes,  and  that  the  delega- 
'  tion  headed  by  Ex-Governor  Thomas  and  Judge  Bond,  should  be  admitted 
'"to  the  floor  with  the  right  to  have  seats  thereon,  without  being  permitted  to 
vote.

REPOn  OF  COMMRTEB  ON  SULSS  AND  ORDER  OP  BUSINBSS. 

Mr.  Barker,  of  New  York,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of 
Business — Mr.  President,  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  is  ready  to 
report,  and  I  would  request  that  the  Secretary  read  the  report. 

Mr.  Root,  of  Arkansas,  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  read  the  report,  as 
follows : 

The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  respectfully  submits  the  following: 

Ri  LE  I.  Upon  nil  subjects  before  the  Convention,  the  States  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order. 

Rule  2.  Four  votes  shall  be  cast  by  the  delegates  at  large  of  each  State, 
and  eadi  Coogresiiotial  District  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes.  The  votes  of 
each  ddegation  shall  be  reported  bv  its  chairman. 
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Rule  3.    The  report  of  the  Cotninittee  on  Credentials  shall  be  disposed  of 
.^fore  tht  report  of  the  Committee  on  Platform  and  Resolutions  is  acted 
itpon,  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Platfonn  and  Resolutions  shall  be 
disposed  of  before  tbe  Convention  proceed  to  the  nomination  of  candidates 

^  for  President  and  Vice  President. 

Rule  4.  In  making  the  nominations  for  President  and  Vice  Prtiident, 
in  no  case  shall  the  calling  of  the  roll  be  dispensed  with.  When  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  any  candidate  has  received  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  the 
President  of  the  Convention  shall  announce  the  question  to  be,  "Shall  the 
nomin:»;?()n  of  the  candidate  be  made  unanimous."  But  if  no  candidate  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  the  vote.s,  the  Chair  shall  direct  the  vote  to  be 
a^in  taken,  which  .shall  be  repeated  until  some  candidate  shall  have  received 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

Rule  5.  When  a  majority  of  the  delegations  from  any  two  States  shall 
demand  that  a  vote  be  recorded,  the  sartie  shall  be  token  by  States,  the  Secre- 
tary eallingr  tlie  roll  of  States  in  the  order  heretofore  stated. 

Rule  6.    In  the  record  of  the  vote  by  States,  the  vote  of  each  State  shall 

be  announced  by  the  chairman,  and,  in  cn^«*  the  votes  of  any  State  shnll  be 
divided,  the  chairman  shall  announce  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  candi- 
date, or  for  or  against  any  proposition. 

Ri  i.K  7.  When  the  previous  question  shall  be  demanded  by  a  majority 
of  the  delegation  of  any  Sutc,  and  the  demand  seconded  by  two  or  more 
States,  and  the  call  sustained  by  a  majority  of  tbe  Convention,  the  questum 
shall  then  l>e  proceeded  witli  .1^1  disposed  of  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  similar  cases. 

Rule  8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  ques- 
tion. t:or  longer  than  five  minutes,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Convention,  except  that  del(*cr.''-tes  presenting  the  name  of  a  candidate  shall 
be  allowed  ten  minutes  to  present  the  name  of  such  candidate. 

Rttle  9.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  afaatl  continue  to  be 
t!i(  n  'es  of  this  Convention  SO  far  as  they  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  foregoing  rules. 

Rule  10.  A  National  Union  Executive  Committee  .shall  he  appointed,  to 
consist  of  one  member  from  each  State,  Territory  and  District  represented 
in  this  Convention.  The  roll  shall  he  called,  and  the  delegation  from  each 
State,  Territory  and  Distrtct  shall  name,  through  their  chairman,  a  person  to 
act  as  a  member  of  such  committee.  Respectfully  submitted,

Mr.  Van  Zandt,  of  Rhode  Island — Mr.  President,  I  understand,  from  a

Tb£  Prbsidemtt— The  Convention  will  come  to  order.  Gentlemen  are  re- 
quested to  take  seats.  The  Rev.  Dr.  John  P.  Gulliver,  of  Chicago,  will  in- 
voke the  Divine  blessingf. 

John  P.  Gullivek,  D.  D.,  then  offered  the  following  prayer: 
Let  us  pray! 

Almighty  and  Eternal  God,  humbly  and  reverently  we  bow  in  Thy  pres- 
ence. At  the  opon-np  of  this  day  of  deliberation  and  action  we  invoke  Thine 
aid.  Coming  up  as  the  representatives  of  iliis  ^reat  ptople  from  the  North 
and  from  the  South,  troni  ilie  East  and  from  the  West,  we  would,  like  the 
great  company  about  Thy  throne,  ascribe  honor,  and  glory,  and  blessing,  and 
power  to  our  God. 

Be  thou  in  the  midst  of  this  great  assembly.  Give  Thou  wisdom  to  the 
deliberations  that  are  now  to  be  instituted.  Direct  all  the  measures  that  are 
now  to  be  adopted. 

Grant  Thy  special  blessing  upon  that  portion  of  our  country  wh  ch  is  here 
represented— 'this  great  political  organization  which,  through  Thy  grace,  and 
under  Thy  direction,  has  been  able  to  accomplish  so  much  for  the  land,  so 
much  for  humanity,  and  so  much,  we  tnist.  for  Thee.  May  we  remember* 
O  God,  where  our  preat  strength  lieth.  Mav  wc  remember  that  n-?  we  have 
triumphed  in  the  past  by  a  regard  for  the  claims  of  lunnanity  and  the  great 
law  of  right,  so  we  must  triumph  in  the  future  by  caring  for  the  interests  of 
man  and  regarding  the  glory  of  God. 

And  here,  this  morning,  assembled  in  high  council,  we  desire  again  to 
consecrate  ourselves,  and  all  the  influence  which  is  under  our  control,  to  the 
service  of  our  God,  to  the  good  of  our  fellow-men  and  to  the  promotion  of 
Thy  law. 

We  recognize  Thee,  O  God,  as  the  King  Eternal,  immortal,  invisible,  the 
only  wise  God,  high  above  all  kings  and  potentates,  high  above  all  princes  and 
presidents.  Thy  throne  and  Thy  antbority  is  over  all. 

We  pray  for  our  great  country.  We  pray  for  those  who  were  once  our 
enemies.  O  Lord!  Mess  thmr  0  Lord!  give  them  a  right  mind.  O  Lord? 
bring  them  hack  in  loving  concord  into  the  great  nationality  of  brotherly 
affection  and  of  united  action.  Runembcr  the  downcast  and  oppressed. 
Grant  them  complete  and  perfect  deliverance.  Remember  those  who  have 
tritunphed  in  the  recent  struggle,  and  grant  that  moderation,  and  charity,  and 
kindness,  may  characterire  all  our  councils  and  our  measures. 
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Kow  may  1  hy  blessing  rlc«ccn(1  tipon  iis.  May  Thy  wisdom  abide  in  our 
hcari!>,  and  may  ihc  courage  and  iircngth,  which  God  alone  can  give,  be 
abundantJy  imparted  to  us,  and,  as  at  the  opening  of  these  deliberations,  so 
nowp  in  the  maturity  of  their  prepress,  enable  us  to  say  in  the  divine  words 
of  prayer,  which  our  Savior  taught  us : 

Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  c!cnc  in  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  tis  tlii<  day  our 
daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass 
against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil :  For 
Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  forever.  Amen. 

THE  UNION  LEAGUE  RESOLUTIONS. 

The  President — Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  I  was  informed  by  the 
Chairman  on  Resclntims.  half  an  hour  ago,  thnt  they  prohnhly  would  not  be 
able  to  report  before  eleven  o'clock.  By  the  rules,  I  do  not  recall  any  formal 
business  which  can  now  be  transacted  before  they  report.  I  await  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Convention 

Mk.  Spencer,  of  New  York— I  move,  sir,  that  the  resolutions  of  the 
National  Council  of  the  Union  League  nf  Anurica.  which  were  yesterday 
frc^ented  to  the  Convention,  and  by  the  temporary  Chairman  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions,  take  the  same  direction  as  the  resolutions  and 
proceedings  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Convention,  and  be  spread  upon  our 
record  and  made  part  of  our  proceedings. 

I  think,  sir,  that  this  courtesy  we  owe  t  tli  National  Council  of  the 
Union  League  of  America,  to  which  is  due  the  fir^t  Republican  ascendancy 
in  the  South,  and  upon  who<;e  efficiency  depends,  in  a  great  measure,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Republican  party  in  the  South  at  the  coming  election.  [Ap- 
plause.] If  any  of  the  Northern  States  in  November  next,  which  were  car- 
ried by  us  in  1864,  shall  fail  to  come  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  times,  we 
will  supply  their  places  by  Radical  South  Carolina.  [Applause.] 

The  President — Gentlemen,  it  is  moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolutions 
of  the  Union  League,  which  were  yesterday  received  by  the  Convention,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  be  taken  up  and  entered  upon  the 
lecoid  of  the  Convention  and  made  part  of  the  proceedings. 

Ma.  CoKWAv,  of  Louisiana — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the  resolutions 
be  now  read  to  the  Convention. 

Mr.    of  Micli'pan— Mr.  President,  T  rise  to  make  an  inquiry.  How 

ran  those  ic'ohTtions  be  acted  upon  by  this  Convention,  until  reported  back 
by  the  Comnnttee? 

The  Presidekt— The  motion  was,  that  they  be  recalled  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions. 

Ma.  of  Michigan— I  move  you,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Committee 

be  requested  to  report  those  resolutions  at  once  back  to  the  Convention. 

Mk.  Spkncrk,  of  New  York — Mr.  President,  there  may  be  a  misappre- 
hensioii  in  regard  to  entering  those  resolutions  upon  our  record.  We  shall, 
by  entering  them  upon  our  record,  by  no  means  adopt  them,  but  extend  an 
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act  of  ccurtesy  to  that  body  by  reciting  in  our  proceedings  the  fact  that  they 
suit  us  such  resolutions. 

The  PRESiBSKT—Does  the  gentleman  make  his  mottcm,  then,  that  those 
resolutions  be  recalled  from  the  Committee  and  entered  upon  the  journal? 

Mr.  Spencer,  of  New  York — Yc>,  sir.  as  a  part  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
Conventinn ;  it  is  a  matter  of  fact  which  has  transpired,  which  ought  not  to 

be  it^nnrcii. 

i  HE  President — The  motion  now  stands  that  those  resolutions  be  recalled 
from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  entered  upon  the  journal,  and  made  a 
part  of  these  proceedings. 

Mr.  Conway,  of  Louisiana— I  call  for  the  reading  of  the  resolutions. 

The  President — The  Secretary  will  read  the  re?;ohjtions. 
The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  communication  and.  resolutions, 
from  a  printed  copy: 

Chicago,  May  20,  1868. 
To  the  President  of  the  Union  National  Convention : 

DcAit  Sn:  By  direction  of  the  National  Council  of  the  Union  League 
of  America,  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  resolutions  passed  by  that 
body,  in  session  in  this  city,  and  respectfully  ask,  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quest of  said  National  Council,  that  they  be  presented  to  your  Convention.

resolutions. 

Adopted  hy  the  National  Council  of  America,  in  session  at  Chicago,  May 

19,  1868: 

Resolved,  i.  That  we  deem  the  Union  League  of  America  of  vital  im- 
portance tu  the  success  of  the  Republican  party,  and  the  maintenance  of  loy- 
alty, liberty,  and  equal  rights  in  the  Union,  and  ur^e  its  being  vigorously 
stTstained  and  reorganized  in  all  the  States  as  the  right  arm  of  the  Union 
parly. 

2.  That  we  pledge  the  loyal  people  of  the  North  to  uphold,  protect,  and 

defend  the  loyal  people  of  the  South  from  injustice,  oppression,  and  assas- 
sination, and  to  this  end  will  use  all  the  means  m  our  power,  even  the  resort 
to  arms,  if  requisite,  in  defence  of  their  right  to  lif^  liberty,  and  the  pursuit 
of  happiness. 

3.  That  wi'  would  express  our  h'gh  appreciation  of  the  snhlime  patience, 
forbearance,  and  niagnimiiy  cif  the  negroes  of  the  South,  and  their  devotion 
as  soldiers  throughout  the  Union,  during  the  war  of  the  rebdlion,  and  of  their 
hearty  loyalty,  zeal,  and  hccomin^r  deportment  since,  showinj?  that,  under  all 
circunisiancts  in  which  ihcy  have  been  placed,  they  have  justified  the  repos- 
ing in  their  hands  the  highest  boon  of  an  American  citizen,  the  liallot,  and 
illustrated  the  truth  thnt  it  i?  eminently  wise  and  always  safe  to  act  with 
equity  and  justice  to  all  men,  without  regard  to  race  or  color. 

4.  That  impartial  suffrage  is  a  cardinal  principle  of  the  Republican 
party,  and  should  not  be  ahandoned ;  and  that  wc  tircre  upott  the  several 
States,  and  upon  Congress,  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  will  secure  the 
right  of  suffrage  to  every  American  citizen  impartially. 
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5.  That  we  fully  indorse  the  action  of  Congress,  and  consider  tliat  the 
hour  is  passed  for  hesitation,  compromise,  and  leniency  toward  those  who 
support  and  defend  traitors  and  endeavor  to  restore  them  to  power,  and  that 
the  loyal  people  of  the  country  are  unanimous  in  the  sentiment  that  all  who 
defy  and  trample  under  foot  the  acts  of  Congress  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
principle*;  our  ii^llont  soldiers  and  sailors  fought  and  died  to  secure,  oticrht 
to  be  hurled  from  power  by  the  use  of  every  loyal  and  constitutional  means 
devised,  and  that  any,  whoever  he  may  be,  that  has  been  recreant  to  his  duty 
in  securing  this,  failed  to  meet  the  expectations  of  the  loyal  people  of  the 
country,  will  be  marked  by  men,  and  will  receive  the  indignation  and  censure 
he  so  richly  merits,  and  will  be  denounced  in  thunder  tones,  as  an  unworthy- 
servant,  whose  place  should  be  filled  by  a  true  patriot;  and  we  especially  feel 
called  upon  to  condemn  the  traitorous  conduct  of  the  Senators  who  disap- 
pohited  the  hopes  of  every  loyal  heart  in  the  land,  in  votinir.  for  the  acquittal 
of  Andrew  John«^on,  whom  they  knew  to  be  guilty  of  the  crime  charged,  and 
deserted  their  countr>'  in  the  hour  of  its  peril ;  and  wc  class  them  with  those 
traitors  to  their  party  and  countiy,  Cowan,  Dixon»  Doolittle,  and  Andrew 
Johnson,  with  the  assurance  that  a  traitor's  doom  awaits  them. 

6  That  we  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Union  Notional  Convention 
the  nomination  of  that  tried  soldier,  judicious  man.  and  reliable  loyalist,  U.  S. 
Giant,  for  President,  and  of  an  undoubted  Republican,  and  of  a  proved  ex- 
perienced statesman  for  Vice  President.  With  such  men  we  fe'  l  confident  of 
victory,  as  our  cause  is  eminently  that  of  truth,  justice,  and  equal  rights,  and 
must  be  approved  of  God.

INVOftMAUnr  OBJBCTXO  m 

Mr.  Jonks,  of  Ohio— Mr.  President,  is  not  this  a  most  extraordinary  pro- 
cetding?  We  have  a  nilc  that  every  proposition  that  is  submitted  to  this 
Convention  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  witliout  dis- 
cussion. But  here  is  a  motion  that  a  resolution,  or  a  series  of  resolutions 
that  have  been  referred  to  that  Committee,  shall  be  sent  for  and  brought  back 
into  this  Convention  before  we  have  allowed  the  ordinary  courtesy  to  that 
Committee,  of  waiting  to  see  what  may  be  their  judgment  upon  the  merits  of 
the  resolutions.  Why,  sir,  if  this  principle  is  to  ho  sanct-oncd  by  this  Con- 
vention, then  every  other  friend  of  every  other  resolution  that  has  been  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee,  can  make  a  motion,  cither  that  they  be  spread  upon 
the  records,  or  some  other  motion,  and  upon  the  strength  of  that  motion,  a  dis- 
cuicsion  of  the  merits  of  the  whole  of  those  resolutions  can  be  gone  into  in  this 
Cbnventioiv  and  thereby  the  rule  of  this  Convention  necessary  for  the  dis- 
patch of  business  (that  these  resolutions  shall  be  referred  without  debate), 
will  be  rendered  useless. 

Why,  sir,  we  do  net  know  but  that  this  Committee  will  report  the  very 
thing  proposed.  We  do  not  know  but  they  will  report  that  these  resolutions 
shall  be  spr^d  upon  the  journal.  We  should  wait  and  see;  and,  in  view  of 
this  fact,  and  in  view  of  the  debate  we  shall  open  upon  that,  and  the  intermin- 
able discussion  that  will  come  up,  upon  this  question,  I  move  that  this  whole 
ntatter  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Cochr.ane,  of  New  York — I  rise,  Mr.  President,  for  information. 
What  is  the  state  of  the  resolutions  now  before  the  Convention?  What  is 
the  motion? 
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Tbb  President— These  resolntions  were  rcgtilarly  referred  to  the  Com* 
mirtee  on  Resolutions,  and  a  motion  is  now  made  that  they  be  recalled  from 
that  Committee  and  cnti  rcil  upon  the  records  of  the  Convention,  and  made  a 
part  of  its  proceedings     It  is  moved  that  motion  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mh.  C(h  hkank,  ol  New  York — I  ask  for  a  divi«;ion  of  the  (iu>-^tion:  tirst, 
upon  recalling  it  from  the  Committee,  and  then  upon  its  being  spread  upon 
the  record. 

%Ir.  Jones,  of  Ohio— It  is  not  in  order.  There  is  a  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table. 

The  Presidfnt--'I'1ic  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  is  in  order. 

The  motion  to  table,  prevailed. 

Mr.  Si'ENCER,  of  New  York — 1  move  that  the  resointion  just  laid  on  the 
table  be  now  taken  from  the  table.   (Cries  of  ''No,  no.*'] 

Ml.  JoNES«  of  Ohio— The  gentleman  is  out  of  order.  They  are  not  laid 
upon  the  table  at  all.  The  whole  subject  is  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Si'ENCEK,  of  New  Y'^ork — I  am  in  order,  and  T  propose  to  give  some 
rea?on<;  why  they  «;hntdd  be  taken  from  the  table,  I  move  the  whole  subject 
be  taken  from  the  table.  [Cheers.) 

Mr.  Spalding,  of  Ohio — The  resolutions  are  not  laid  upon  the  table.  They 
nre  not  here ;  tliey  are  in  possession  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Jones,  of  Ohio— The  original  resolutions  are  not  here;  they  are  not 
in  the  house. 

Mr.  Spencer,  of  Kcw  York — If  I  am  in  order,  I  propose  to  give  my 
reasons  why  they  should  lie  5cnt  for  and  acted  upon. 

Mr.  Jones,  of  Ohio— i  hey  are  not  laid  upon  the  table  at  ail.  The  whole 
subject  has  been  laid  on  the  table. 

TsE  ItesiDBNT— Does  the  gentleman  move  to  reconsider  the  vote  just 
tsken? 

Mr.  Spencer,  of  New  York — I  cannot,  because  I  voted  in  the  ncyrntive; 
but  when  a  subject  is  tn  the  table,  1  supj>()'-e  it  is  within  the  power  of  the 
Convention,  at  .my  time,  to  take  it  from  the  table,  so  that  we  may  debate  it 
afresh.  I  suppose  the  object  of  laying  the  matter  on  the  table  is  to  give  time 
for  deliberation,  and  that  at  some  other  period  it  may  be  taken  up  again ;  and 
if  it  can  be  taken  frnm  the  table  at  any  time,  it  can  be  taken  now. 

Mr.  Spalding,  of  Ohio— Mr.  Chairman.  T  think  we  have  adopted  the  rules 
of  Conjfress :  if  so.  it  eannot  be  taken  up  now. 

The  Pre.siden  r — I  i>nppose  it  cannot  be  taken  up  until  some  business  has 
intervened.  [Applause.] 

Ma.  Spencek,  of  New  York— I  will  wait,  then,  until  some  does.  [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr.  Jones,  of  Ohio — I  move  that  we  have  a  .speech  from  otir  Americo- 
Gernian  friend,  Mr.  Hassaurek,  from  Ohio.    [Applause  and  laughter,] 

The  Fkf.sident — Will  the  Convention  hear  Mr.  Hassaurek,  irora  Ohio? 
(Applause,  and  voices — "Hassaurek!  Hassaurek!") 

Mr.  Hassaurek  arose,  in  response  to  the  invitation,  and  advanced  to  the 
platform.

Mr.  Hassaurek,  of  Ohio — Mr.  President,  often  when  I  traveled  over  the 
Equadorian  Andes,  ascending  and  descending  mountains,  in  order  to  pass  the 
western  branch  of  the  mighty  Cordilleras,  it  happened  that  hills  which  I  wa» 
just  ascending  would  obstruct  my  vision.  As  I  slowly  toi!ed  up  their  steep 
acclivities,  I  saw  nothing  beyond  or  above  them.  They  completely  shut  out 
the  horizon  from  my  view.  For  the  time  being,  they  seemed  to  me  the  last 
boundaries  of  the  world,  with  nothing  to  come  after.  Rut  when  I  had  passed 
them;  when  I  had  risen  to  higher  and  more  commanding  tlcvaiions;  when  I 
bad  reached  the  summit  of  one  of  those  huge  mountains*  which  towered  around 
us  in  their  imposing  majesty,  like  the  waves  of  the  ocean  suddenly  become  sta- 
tionary; and  when  I  looked  down  on  the  country  from  which  I  had  emerged, 
whore  were  tlic  hills  which,  but  a  few  hours  before,  had  seemed  to  me  the 
ultima  thule — the  final  barrier  to  all  adventurous  exploration?  They  had 
vanished  iiilo  nothingness  m  ihc  valleys  below.  Their  long  chains  and  ranges 
looked  like  garden  fences  scarcely  rising  above  the  platlM.  The  valleys  De« 
tween  them  ionked  lik»-  ti<l(I>  between  their  cnclnsnre*!.  and  no  li-frricr,  ex- 
cept tlie  distant  hori/on,  i^iiut  out  the  wonderful  pro.spect  from  my  enraptured 
view. 

Gentlemen,  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  period  of  tnn^ition.  Every  period 
of  transition  has  its  difficulties,  its  troubles  and  its  dangers.  These  difficulties 
may  seem  insurmountable  to  the  unphilosophical,  who  can  see  nothing  but 
the  present.  The  weak-minded  and  the  despondent  may  see  nothing  beyond 
them.  Hut  when  we  shall  have  emerged  from  the  lower  mountain  ranges, 
when  we  shall  have  reached  the  lofty  summit  to  which  we  arc  slowly,  but 
steadily,  a'^ccnding,  the  hillocks  below  will  disappear,  and  we  shall  smile  at 
our  faint  heartedness,  which  magnified  difliculties  and  stood  aghast  before 
obstacles  which  a  little  patience  and  perseverance  easily  cleared  away. 

I  do  nor  ?hut  my  eyes  to  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  this  generation 
is  called  upon  to  solve.  The  task  which  is  to  be  performed  is  not  reconstruc- 
titm,  as  some  say.  It  is  regeneration.  How  shall  it  be  accomplished?  Let 
us  undcTftnml  the  subject  in  question  with  which  we  have  to  deal.  There  was 
a  South,  Willi  slavery  as  the  corner-stone  of  her  social  and  political  institu- 
tions, with  labor  looked  upon  as  disreputable  and  unbecoming  a  gentleman; 
her  real  estate  in  the  h.ands  of  a  few  wealthy  families,  wielding  irresistible 
pol;tical  influence:  her  agriculture  retrograding,  her  cities  and  towns  decay- 
ing, her  industry  paralizcd.  her  commerce  languishing,  her  middle  and  lower 
cla^'e*:  demnra!izcd  by  the  baleful  influence  of  slavery:  men  bred  up  in  the 
belief  that  ihcy  were  born  to  command,  and  that  traffic  ui  their  fellow  creat- 
ures was  a  divine  institution ;  men  who  had  been  taught  from  their  earliest 
childhood  that  a  State  had  a  right  to  withdraw  from  the  federal  cnmftart.  and 
that  secession  was  not  treason  or  crime,  but  the  exercise  of  a  constitutional 
privdege.    [Confusion  and  noise  in  the  lobby.) 

.Mr.  President.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  Convention  is  in  humor,  now,  to 
hear  a  discourse  on  the  political  questions  of  the  day.  I  wa.s  not  prepared  to 
make  Z  speech,  and  I  do  not  wish  to  interfere  with  the  business  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  would  rather  be  excused  until  that  is  over.  [Cries — "Qo  on." 
"Go  on,"J 

A  Deldgatb— I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  noise 
in  the  lobby.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  hear  the  H'^l^cr,  and  that  is  the  cause 
of  the  dissatisfaction.  [Voices — ^"Go  on.'*] 

A  DFrT-ECATK — Mr.  President — 

The  President — The  Chair  calls  upon  the  police  and  members  of  the 
ComPMttce  of  Arrangements,  who  are  about  there,  to  take  measures  to  cor- 
rect the  evil. 
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•    Mr.   ,  of  Alabama — I  hope  the  Cbnir  will  preserve  order,  t!iat  tliose 

here  wiio  know  the  cloquoin  orator  may  have  an  opporlunuy  oi  hearing  iuni. 
as  they  desire  to  do.    [  Applause.  Cries  of  "Good."] 

Mr.  Hassaurek — 1  hcsc  men  now  firmly  believe  that  they  have  been  out- 
raged and  oppressed  Ijv  the  Government.  Vast  armies  have  marched  and 
countcnnarcheU  over  the  South.  'I  hc  torch  of  war  lias  carried  dcsolaiion  mtu 
her  very  heart.  The  shackles  of  the  skive  have  been  stricken  from  his  limbs, 
and  freedom  has  been  proclaimed  a>  the  birthright  of  every  individual  breath- 
ing the  air  of  our  Republic.  Here,  you  have  two  classes.  The  one  cdu-  , 
cated  in  the  prejudices  of  privileged  aristocracy,  still  smarting  under  the 
bitterness  of  defeat  and  disfranchisement.  dei)rived  of  what  they  looked  upon 
as  their  property,  reduced  to  poverty  and  extremity,  aiul  ready  to  i\y  to  arms 
again  at  the  first  favorable  opportunity;  unrepentant,  becavise  not  convinced, 
and  characteri^efl  by  all  the  wild  recklessness  and  ferocity  which  the  demor- 
alizing relation  between  master  and  slave  must  inevitably  produce.  1  he  other 
class,  brought  up  in  ignorance  and  humiliation,  tyrannized  aii<l  oppressed,  and 
enjoying  no  rights  which  white  men  were  bound  to  respect,  just  emerging 
from  a  degrading  servitude,  with  crude  and  undigested  notions  of  freedom, 
and,  perhaps,  an  easy  prey  to  demagogues,  but  full  of  gratitude  to  the  Gov- 
ernment wliich  l)roke  their  chains:  overflowing  with  enthusiastic  loyalty  to 
the  flag  which  brought  them  freedom,  and  determined  to  defend  their  new 
treasure  witli  the  arms,  the  use  of  whidi  they  have  learned  in  many  a  bloody 
field  of  battle.  [Applause.] 

I  admit  this  is  a  great  problem :  To  evoke  order  out  of  chaos ;  to  recon- 
cile the  hostile  elements  in  the  South,  while  a  party  in  the  North  are  trying 
its  utmost  to  fan  the  flames  of  discord,  resentment  and  vindictivencss ;  to 
restore  peace;  to  allay  prejudices;  to  establish  security  amid  scenes  of  blood- 
shed and  violence;  to  direct  misspent  energies  into  uie  channels  of  industry 
and  trade;  to  revive  business  and  labor  amid  inveterate  aristocratic  preju- 
dices; to  re-build  an  edifice  with  such  a  predominating  quantity  of  ques- 
tionable material;  and  to  create  prosperity  where  ruin  and  decay  now  reign 
supreme,  is,  perhaps^  the  most  diflkuJt  problem  ever  sobmitted  to  the  wisdom 
of  mortal  men. 

I  have  heard  it  said  that  the  southern  portion  of  oor  country  are  in  want 

of  a  new  Moses,  to  lead  a  people  unfitted  for  self-government  tn  and  fro  in 
the  wilderness,  until  the  old  generation,  with  its  prejudices  and  vices,  has 
died  away,  and  a  new  generation  has  sprtmg  up  under  a  different  system 
of  society.  But.  fortunately,  it  does  not  take  forty  years,  in  this  wonder- 
ful country  of  ours,  to  bring  up  a  new  generation.  A  writer  in  "Blackwood's 
Monthly'*  (a  British  Tory  magazine)  once  said  that  the  Americans  ba\e  a 
remarkable,  but  successful,  way  of  blundering  tlirough  their  difficulties. 
There  may  be  some  truth  in  the  assertion.  Blunders  may  have  been  commit- 
ted in  our  many  attempts  to  solve  a  proMem.  so  new,  so  unprecedented,  so 
difficult.  P>uf  even  our  blunders  have  bad  their  lessons,  and,  hence,  will  con- 
tribute to  help  us  through  our  difbcultics.  Let  us  trust  to  the  spirit  of  our 
institutions;  let  us  trust  the  principles  which  underlie  them;  let  us  trust 
to  the  genius  of  our  people  ;  let  us  trust  to  the  glorious  successes  of  OUr  past, 
for  they  are  guarantees  of  a  bright  and  happy  future. 

Our  first  task  will  be  to  understand  the  problem,  which  I  hope  we  do. 
The  next  will  be  to  find  the  proper  means  of  disposing  of  the  question.  It 
Strikes  me  that  the  surest  and  safest  way  will  be,  never  to  lose  sight  of  first 
principles.  There  are  certain  fundamental  truths  upon  which  all  science 
of  government  rests.  There  are  certain  elementary  principles  upon  which 
our  American  system  is  based.  Let  these  truths  and  principles  show  us 
the  way.  Let  them  be  our  cloud  by  day.  and  our  pillar  of  fire  by  night,  and 
we  shall  soon  be  out  of  the  wilderness  and  behold  the  land  of  promise.  [Ap« 
plause.] 
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And,  first,  there  must  be  peace  and  security.  Government*;  are  insti- 
tuted for  the  protection  of  lite,  property  and  liberty.  Their  cardinal  pur- 
pose is  security.  It  is  self-evident  that  a  sudden  transition  from  slavery  to 
freedorrt,  and  such  a  great  rcvohition  a?  the-  sul^titution  of  an  entirely  dif- 
ferent syslcni  of  i^ociciy,  will  be  accrvmpanicd  by  great  commotions;  but  thc- 
sooner  our  countrymen  in  the  .Si  nth  understand  that  there  must  be  peace 
and  sccitrity.  the  better  it  will  be  for  them  and  for  thc  country.  There  must 
be  no  nuts,  no  mobs,  no  burning  of  school  houses  and  churches,  no  Ku  Kiux 
Klans.  A  Union  man  in  Georgia  or  Mississippi,  be  he  white  or  black,  must 
enjoy  the  same  security  of  person  and  property  that  is  vouchsafed  to  any 
rebel  who  cunus  to  live  among  us  in  the  North.  A  Northern  merchant  or 
traveler  must  be  free  to  pass  through  a  Southern  State  with  tlie  same  degree 
nf  safety  with  which  a  Southern  man  may  travel  throuj.ch  Pennsylvania  or 
Ohfo.  Thoac  exhibitions  of  violence  and  lawlessness,  wliich  have  disgraced 
the  South,  must  cease.  The  same  Hlnrty  of  speech  that  Southerners  may 
enjoy  in  the  North  must  be  enjoyed  in  the  South.  This  is  a  fair  and  a 
just  demand.  The  establishment  ot  peace  and  security  is  necessary  for  the 
South  herself,  and  for  the  Inisiness  and  prosperity  of  the  whole  country. 
Without  it,  tlie  South  would  never  recover  from  the  effects  of  the  war. 
Without  it,  the  development  of  its  resources  and  the  revival  of  commercial 
and  industrial  life  would  be  an  impossibility.  Without  it,  the  purposes  of 
government  could  not  be  accomplished;  and  peace,  without  it,  the  South 
would  be  until  for,  and  should  not  be  intrusted  with  self-government 
[Applause.] 

There  must  be  peace  and  security  in  the  South;  for,  in  addition  to  the 
ftmdamental  obligations  of  all  government,  the  loyal  people  of  the  United 
States  are  under  a  special  obligation  to  protect  those  who  have  stood  by 
thc  caii5c  of  the  country  in  the  hour  of  need.  This  obligation  is  sacred,  and 
cannot  be  repudiated^  without  overwhelming  us  with  everlasting  disgrace 
and  infamy.  The  Union  men  of  the  South,  who  risked  their  all,  by  their 
devotion  to  the  old  flag;  the  negroes  o(  the  South,  who  ru.«ihed  to  our  rescue, 
fought  under  om  flag,  saved  our  prisoners  from  starvation,  and  harbored, 
fed  and  piloted  our  refugees, 'with  a  self-sacrificing  devotion  which  stands 
without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  mankind,  must  not  be  coolly,  cruelly  and 
heartlessly  abandoned  to  the  hatred  and  vindictiveness  of  tliose  who  seek  to 
re-establish  sla^very  in  fact,  after  its  abolition  in  name.  (Applause.]  Hence, 
while  there  are  no  local  governments  in  the  Soutli.  the  former  State  gov* 
emments  have  ceased  to  exist  by  their  rebellion  against  the  United  States, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Federal  Government  to  provide  that  security  of  person 
and  property  without  which  govcrtunent  itself  would  be  a  sham  and  a  mock- 
cry — a  mere  machine  of  vexation  and  oppression.  We  protect  our  citizens 
in  foreign  lands;  why  not,  also,  protect  them  at  home?  Hence,  if  wc  say 
there  must  be  peace  and  security  in  thc  South,  the  loyal  and  intelligent  peo- 
ple of  the  country  will  indorse  this  demand. 

But  how  shall  peace  and  security  be  established  and  maintained?  It  can 
only  be  done  by  keeping  a  party  in  power  which  will  do  it.  The  power  of 
the  Federal  Government  must  not  be  intrusted  to  the  hands  of  those  who 
have  brought  all  these  troubles  over  the  country.  It  must  not  be  intrusted 
to  the  hands  of  those  who  would  unbind  anarchy  and  remove  all  checks 
and  restraints  frnni  thc  southern  portions  of  our  country,  at  a  time  when 
they  most  need  the  protecting  care  of  the  Federal  Government.  The  power 
of  the  nation  must  not  be  intrusted  to  thc  hands  of  the  Democratic  party, 
w^hich  is.  and  always  has  been,  thc  party  of  lawlessness,  turbulence  and  \'\o- 
lence.  It  must  not  be  intrusted  to  a  parly  which,  having  been  the  advocate 
and  defender  of  slavery,  is  identified  with  all  its  excesses,  and.  by  keeping 
alive  the  spirit  of  rebellion  and  insurrection,  shares  with  .Andrew  Johnson 
the  blame  and  the  responsibility  for  the  present  state  of  affairs  in  the  South. 
The  sacred  duty  of  protecting  the  helpless  and  defenceless  freedmen  must 
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not  be  intrubted  to  the  hands  of  those  who  are  daily  preaching  hatred  of 
race  and  arousing  the  mob  by  appeals  to  its  lowest  prejudices  and  fiercest  pas- 
sions. [ Applau.si.". ]  In  other  word*?,  the  wolf  mn?t  not  he  made  the  cui;to4ian 
of  the  lamb,  nor  must  tlie  fox  be  appointed  the  protector  of  the  hen-roost. 

In  the  first  place,  then,  1  say,  to  establish  peace  and  security  in  the  South, 
it  is  necessary  to  keep  the  power  of  Government  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Dem- 
ocratic party. 

In  the  second  place,  tt  is  necessary  to  promote  the  reconciliation  of  hos- 
tile elements  by  removing,  as  much  as  possible,  the  causes  of  complaint  and 
irritation ;  and  to  do  this,  we  must  again  recur  to  first  principles. 

To  regenerate  the  South,  it  is  necessary  to  infuse  into  its  administration 
a  principle  heretofore  unknown  to  its  policy.  I  mean  the  principfe  of  "equal 
justice  to  all."  Southern  institutions  were  thoroughly  aristocratic.  It  is 
necessary  to  place  them  on  principles  of  democracy.  I  mean  democracy  in  its 
higher  and  nobler  sense,  and  not  in  its  present  party  sit^nification.  T^t  re- 
construction be  based  upon  the  fundamental  idea  of  American  republicanism 
as  announced  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  I  know  there  are  objec- 
tions tirpfed — prave  objections— to  admitting  a  certain  cla-^s  of  citizens  to 
partjcipation  in  the  exercise  of  political  rights.  It  is  said  that,  as  they  have 
just  emerged  from  a  degrading  and  demoralizinf?  state  of  bondage.  Uiey  are 
unfit  to  be  judges  of  what  is  necessary  for.  or  conducive  to.  their  own  wel- 
fare. But  let  me  answer  these  and  similar  obicctions  in  the  language  of  Ma- 
cauley»  who  expresses,  much  better  than  I  could  do,  the  weakness  of  the 
objections  to  this  feature  of  reconstruction.    He  says: 

"There  is  only  one  cure  for  the  evils  which  newly-acquired  freedom 
produces,  and  that  cure  is  freedom.  When  a  prisoner  first  leaves  his  cell, 
he  cannot  bear  the  light  of  day.  He  is  unable  to  discriminate  color,  or  to 
recognize  faces;  but  the  remedv  is,  not  to  remand  him  into  his  dungeon, 
but  to  accustom  him  to  the  rays  of  the  sun.  The  blaze  of  truth  and  liberty 
may  at  first  dazzle  nations  which  have  become  half  blind  in  the  house  of 
bondage ;  but  let  them  gaze  on.  and  they  will  soon  be  able  to  bear  it.  *  •  • 
♦  *  •  •  *  Many  of  the  politicians  of  our  time  are  in  the  habit  of  laying 
it  down  as  a  sclf-rvidcnt  proposition,  that  no  people  ought  to  be  free  till  they 
are  fit  to  use  their  freedom.  The  maxim  is  worthy  of  the  tool  in  the  old 
story,  who  resolved  not  to  go  into  the  water  till  he  had  learned  to  swim. 
If  men  are  to  wait  for  liberty  till  they  become  wise  and  good  in  slaveiyt  they 
may,  indeed,  wait  forever." 

Hence,  let  true  democracy  be  the  groundwork  of  reconstruction.  Let 
there  be  no  masters  and  no  slaves,  no  privileged  and  no  disfranchised  classes; 
put  them  all  on  the  same  broad  footing  of  equality  before  the  law.  Let 
all  men  have  a  fair  start  in  the  race  of  life.  Let  no  man  be  without  the  means 
of  self-proteciion.  and  of  vindicating  his  own  views,  feelings  or  principles. 
Let  there  be  no  rightless  class,  no  government  without  the  consent  of  the 
governed.  Let  there  be  no  odious  or  irritating  distinctions  on  the  ground  of 
color  or  opin'on. 

The  reconstruction  laws  of  Congress  have  partially  fulfilled  these  require- 
ments. But  to  establish  peace,  security  and  reconciliation  all  consideration.s 
of  enlightened  statesmanshio  command  us  to  go  one  step  further,  and  couple 
universal  freedom  with  universal  suffrage.  [.Applause.  1  The  existence  of 
a  disfranch'sed  class  is  a  source  of  irritation  and  disaffection.  It  is  a  stand- 
ing threat  and  peril  to  the  community.  It  is  an  impediment  to  reconcilia- 
tion, and  should  be  done  away  with.  I  know  that  rebellion  has  committed 
crimes  which  neither  God  nor  man  can  forgive,  but  true  statesmanship 
requires  us  to  rise  above  the  resentments  of  the  hour,  however  just  and 
proper  they  may  be.  If  you  must  punish,  punish  mdividuals,  but  do  not 
punish  a  class.  All  class  legislation  is  odious,  and,  in  this  case,  may  become 
treasonable  and  dancenuis  to  these  by  whom,  as  those  acrain<:t  whom,  it  is 
directed.    Wc  want  prejudices  of  color  to  abate,  and  hostilities  of  race  to 
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wear  away  in  the  South,  which  will  never  be  the  ca^c  as  long  as  the  just  / 
emancipated  field-hand  votes,  while  his  former  master  remains  disfranchised. 
Such  a  state  of  affairs  is  biR  with  the  seeds  of  plots,  conspiracies,  insurrec- 
tions and  violence;  we  want  the  Southern  whites  to  accept  the  situat-on ; 
but  those  that  are  disfranchised  never  will.    This  is  human  nature,  and  easily 
accounted  for.    Hence,  let  them  vote — white  and  black — and  become  recon- 
ciled to  each  others'  poetical  rights  [applause]  ;  let  the  strnnp  nrm  of  the 
Government  maintain  the  public  ptacc  and  repress  anarchy  and  violence,  thus 
iadlitating  the  development  of  material  prosperity,  and  the  work  of  regen- 
eration will  have  begun.    The  dei'clopnicnls  cf  matrrial  (prosperity  arc  im- 
portant elements  of  reconstruction.    Let  peace  and  security  be  re-established 
and  the  tide  of  Northern  capital  and  enterprise  will  flow  into  the  South 
Her  agriculture  will  revive  on  a  new  basis.    Her  commerce  will  spread  and 
prosper.    New  towns  and  villages  will  arise,  while  the  old  ones  take  a  new 
start  of  inijirovement,  and  the  ex-rebel,  now  impoverished  and  believing  him- 
self outraged,  will  suddenly  discover  that  all  this  change  has  been  for  his 
benefit ;  thai  he  has  profited  by  the  abolition  of  slavery ;  that  his  property  has 
trebled  and  quadrupled  in  value:  that  new  chances  and  opportunities  of 
enriching  himself  are  crowding  arntmd  him;  atid  that  free  labor,  after  nil. 
is  a  blcssitig  and  not  an  injury.    1  hen  it  will  be  tiiat  his  political  views  will 
undergo  a  change.  A  man's  real  or  suppc»sed  interests  always  have  a  most 
powerful  influence  over  his  opinion<i — ^in  most  crises  powerful  oiioiiph  to  out- 
weigh abstract  cuni>iderat  (jns  of  ri^ht  and  justice.    Vou  cannot  make  an  ex- 
rebel  loyal  by  disfranchising  him ;  t)ut  wait  till  he  commences  to  make  money 
under  the  new  regime,  and  he  will  soon  become  reconciled  to  it.    [Applause  ] 
Unfortunately,  the  South  can  see  nothing  wiiiioui  ocular  demonstrations; 
unfortunately,  they  are  a  people  without  pc^itical  or  eoinomical  foresight, 
easily  m'sled  liy  appeals  to  their  passions  and  prejtj<lices    The  history  of 
the  last  seven  years  furnished  a  number  of  almost  iucrcdiblc  instances  of 
their  blindness.   And  they  are  blind  now.  when  they  drive  away  the  Northern 
merrhrii  ?  or  mechanic,  instead  of  welcoming  him  with  open  arms  and  thank- 
mg  hint  for  oflermg  to  oromote  their  intercists  by  attending  to  his  own.  But 
they  will  not  be  blind  to  ocular  demonstrations,  which  are  sure  to  follow  a 
few  years  of  peace  and  order,  and  of  secttritv  of  person  and  property 

O,  that  they  could  listen  to  the  voice  of  reason.  It  says  to  iheni ;  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  South,  the  material  resources  of  your  section  of  the  country 
are  great;  all  it  rcqtiires  is  the  repression  of  your  spirit  of  violence.  Let 
order  and  security  lie  maintained  and  orosperity  is  sure  to  follow. 

But  if  you  let  ferocity  and  destructiveness  go  imbridled^  you  may,  per- 
haps, escape  th(  V  .  npeance  of  ind  Lial  tribunals,  but  you  are  sure  to  be  pun- 
ished with  begg.iry,  ruin  and  .starvation. 

Your  pftst  experience,  gentlemen  of  the  South,  ought  to  warn  you  against 
placing  any  dependence  on,  or  listening  to.  the  advice  of  the  worst  enemy 
you  ever  had— the  Democratic  party.  In  the  legends  of  the  middle  ages, 
the  devil  secured  wealth  and  success  to  those  with  whom  he  had  entered 
into  eompnct.  but  it  w.is  at  the  final  expense  of  their  lives  and  souls.  Tht- 
Democratic  party  has  done  the  bidding  of  the  South.  It  has  been  a  wiiliiiK 
instrument  in  the  hands  of  its  Sonihern  masters,,  but  the  instrumcin  lias 
ruined  its  master.  The  devil  has  enforced  the  price  of  his  services.  [Ap- 
plause.] 

By  its  misrepresentation  of  Northern  character  and  sentiment,  the  Dem- 
ocratic party  deluded  them  into  secession  and  rebellion.  By  its  false  assnr 
ances  oi  a  coming  reaction  in  the  North,  the  Detnocr.itic  party  caused  them 
to  ocrsist  iti  a  hopeless  war.  There  was  a  time  wbeu  ^nbniiNsion  to  the 
authority  i  f  the  I'nion  would  have  savt  d  sinvery.  Had  the  Confederates, 
after  the  preliniuiary  pmclauiation  of  .'Vhraiiani  Lincoln,  laid  down  their  arms, 
they  would  have  been  welcomed  back  with  joy.  and  the  fatted  calf  would  have 
been  slaughtered  for  their  reception.   Their  "peculiar  institution"  would  have 
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been  left  untouched ;  a  reaction  of  mistaken  generosity  and  reconciliation 
would  have  taken  place,  which,  in  all  probability,  would  have  led  to  the 
enactment  of  new  i^jarantecs  for  the  maintenance  and  protection  of  slavery. 
But,  while  the  Democratic  party  told  the  North,  "You  cannot  subjugate  eight 
millions  Oi  men,"  it  kept  alive  in  the  Southern  heart  a  steady  hope  of  a 
Northern  reaction  npainst  the  war. 

There  was  u  tinit;  when  rcbcili-in,  alibough  defealed  on  ihc  fielU  of  battle, 
might  have  recovered  its  entire  political  power.  The  fourteenth  constitu- 
tional aincndmmt  wotdd  liavr  nnrked  no  social  or  political  change.  It  would 
have  kft  the  puliiical  bala.ncc  of  power  where  ii  was  before  the  war.  It 
did  not  ordain  negro  suffvapre  or  military  reconstruction.  Had  it  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  South,  delepfntinns  elected  by  rebel  vote?  wotild  have  taken 
liicir  seats  in  Congress,  and  nan  fresh  from  die  rebel  armies  would  have  been 
elected  to  govern  unreconstructed  rebel  States.  Future  history  will  look  with 
amazement  on  the  almost  incredible  blindness  with  which  the  South  refused 
to  avail  hersclt  oi  the  opportunity  to  recover — with  the  excepUun  oi  the  name 
of  slavery — everything  else  she  had  lost. 

But  ^hc  listened  to  the  pernicious  advice  of  the  Democratic  party  and 
Andrew  Johnson,  and  allowed  the  favorable  opiwrtunity  to  pass  away.  It 
was  the  greatest  blunder  ever  committed  by  a  political  party  since  the  days 
when  God  hardened  the  heart  of  Pharaoh,  in  order  to  effect  t!ie  lilieration  of 
Israel.  But  the  Democratic  party  is  ready  to  inflict  further  ruin  and  misery 
on  the  unfortunate  nation.  It  has  plunged  die  South  in  a  war  of  secession 
and  rebellion ;  it  will  next  plunge  it  into  a  war  of  races.  Its  unceasing  labors 
are  directed  to  the  bringmg  about  of  such  a  horrible  calamity.  It  fans, 
indefatigably,  the  flames  of  a  most  barbarous  hatred  of  race.  It  strains  every 
nerve  to  excite  the  pa<:sions  and  violence  of  the  negro.  It  cudgels  its  dull 
brains  to  overwhelm  him  with  ridicule  and  abuse.  It  recoenizes  no  right 
in  him  which  white  men  are  bound  to  respect.  It  does  not  recognize  the 
obligation  of  the  nation  to  stand  by  those  who  have  stood  by  the  flag  when 
everybody  else  had  deserted  it. 

But,  gentlemen  of  the  South,  you  can  no  longer  trample  humanly  in  the 
dust.  You  cannot  re-establish  slavery,  or  it?  likeness.  The  negroes  will  as- 
sert their  freedom.  Ihey  will  not  be  deprived  of  their  civil  rights.  They 
will  not  surrender  political  rights  they  have  once  enjoyed.  Beware,  then,  of 
men  whom  yon  have  made  brutal  .md  '  rir'iarou'^  bv  niakinj?  it  a  crime  to 
teach  them  to  be  human.  You  may  urgani/e  Ku  Klux  Klaus,  and  assassin- 
ate refractory  individuals ;  but  such  a  course  is  sure  to  lead  to  a  terrible 
(!nv  of  iitribution.  Why,  then,  rush  on  blindlv  to  death  and  tlestrnction ? 
Why  give  up  ""our  country,  a  second  time  to  miserv  and  devastation.'*  Why 
not  take  warning  from  the  past,  and  discard  the  ferocious  promptings  and 
de«:trnctive  policy  of  the  Democratic  party?  Four  millions  ot  human  beinpr<;, 
wlio  ha\e  once  basked  in  liberty,  and  whose  claim  to  justice  is  recognized 
and  backed  by  the  moral  sentiment  of  the  country,  cannot  forever  be  outraged 
with  impunity. 

Hence,  if  listening  to  the  voice  of  reason,  humanity,  and  your  own  pecu- 
niary interests,  you  will  disc  ard  the  policy  of  the  Democratic  party,  curb  the 
spirit  of  ierr>c!ty  and  violence,  put  an  end  to  tlie  burning  of  chnrchc>;  and 
school-hou.ses,  and  establish  and  maintain  peace  and  security,  the  negroes 
will  be.  not  your  enemies,  but  your  workmen,  your  field-hands,  tradesmen, 
or  mechanics,  and  a  rcpcncrated  South  will  arise.  Phoenix-like,  from  the  ashes 
oi  the  past  conHagrati<ins.  But  if.  heedless  of  the  lessons  of  the  past,  you 
follow  the  lead  and  policy  of  the  Democratic  party,  there  will  be  no  revival 
of  prosperity :  bloodshed  and  violence  will  rc!c:n  ?imreme:the  frrass  will 
grow  on  vour  streets;  crumbling  ruins  will  dot  your  country;  and,  in  a 
lava  stream  of  blood  and  fire,  the  horrors  of  San  Dominffo  will  sweep  over 
the  land.  Then,  when  your  rtn"n  -hall  be  made  complete  and  irreparable, 
by  your  own  blindness  .ind  perversity,  remorse  will  increase  the  bitterness  of 
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your  despair,  and  your  misrr>'  will  t>c  cralUd  by  your  recallinp.  nt  last,  that 
you  have  nobody  but  yourselves  to  liianic  for  the  niin  you  have  wrought. 
Bear  in  mind,  then,  that  the  Democratic  party  is  tlu  cause  of  all  your  trou- 
bles in  the  Sotuh.  as  we  owe  to  it  all  the  tears  and  the  bereavement*;  which 
the  war  has  inl]>cied  on  the  North..  Ihc  anc:cnt  Persians  believed  in  two 
hostile  spirits.  Abriman  and  Oromasdes.  who  pervaded  the  universe  and 
waged  eternal  war  against  each  other.  The  one  was  the  spirit  of  pood,  the 
other  tlie  spirit  of  evil.  In  our  political  system,  the  Democratic  party  represents 
the  evil  soirit  It  is  the  natural  advocate  of  evil.  It  natut«lly  attracts  to 
its  organization  those  that  are  swayed  by  prcjiulice  or  passion.  It  is  a 
dangerous  organization,  which  has  cost  the  country  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
lives  and  millions  of  treasure.  It  i>  <!ai^eroa8  because  of  its  recklessness 
and  its  formidahle  discipline.  It  is  dangerous  because  it  commands  the  un- 
thinking and  the  ignorant,  and  can  change  its  principles  and  policy  without 
losing  the  t'ross  of  its  followers.  During  the  war,  it  rcoresented  the  spirit 
of  the  middle  atje«  ^trupfjlinp  against  the  cause  of  humanity  and  modern 
civilization;  and  now.  true  to  its  character,  it  endeavors  to  cultivate  a  spirit 
of  bad  faith  and  disoonesty — ^bad  faith  to  the  creditor  of  the  nation,  and  bad 
faith  to  those  to  whom  the  nation  owes  secur*ty  and  protection,    f  Cheer-  ] 

The  Republican  party  may  have  its  imperfections  and  defects.  Nothing 
is  perfect  under  the  sun.  It  mav  have  committed  indiscretions  and  blunders. 
Which  party  has  not?  It  may  have  fallen  into  mistakes  and  errors,  and  may 
occasionally  have  succumbed  to  the  temptations  of  power;  but  its  principles 
are  good,  because  they  are  the  principles  of  right  and  justice.  Though 
conv.'  Repnhlican  politicians  may  have  <it'fi«d.  ihr  Republican  people  ar«^  well 
nicaning,  and  represent  the  intellect  and  loyalty  of  the  country.  They  may 
administer  their  own  correctives  without  calling  upon  the  enemy  to  destroy 
all  thr  eood  the  Republican  party  has  done.  Let  us  be  reasonable  and  care- 
ful Any  parly  in  power  will  be  exposed  to  temptations ;  and  men  are  but 
men.  Let  us  remember  that  the  Republican  party  had  to  deal  with  problems 
of  unprecedented  novelty  and  magnitude,  and  let  us  remember,  above  all. 
that,  with  all  its  empiricism  in  matters  of  finance  of  such  difficulty  as  had 
never  before  demanded  the  attention  and  taxed  the  intellectual  resources  of 
the  American  peonb- :  with  all  the  inr'">n'-istcncie?  into  which  it  may  have 
allowed  itself  to  be  beguiled  by  the  wicknedness  and  perversity  of  a  recre- 
ant President,  the  Republican  party  is  the  only  organisation  with  which  we 
can  now  defeat  the  •^o-called  Democratic  party — the  representative  of  vio- 
lence, turbulence  and  anarchy,  the  embodiment  of  injustice,  bad  faith  and 
passion,  the  evil  spirit  of  our  country. 

No  calamity  could  befall  our  country  more  disastrous  to  its  peace,  wel- 
fare and  prosperity,  than  the  success  of  the  Democratic  party  next  Novem- 
ber. That  calamity  it  is  our  most  sacred  duty  to  avert.  Men  may  disagree 
on  a  mtiltitiide  of  questions,  and  vet  co-operate  for  a  purpose  as  to  which 
ihcy  are  agreed.  You  and  i  may  difler  about  the  tariff,  banl<s,  the  currency, 
internal  improvements,  capital  punishnient.  and  other  questions  of  state  or 
national  policy ;  each  one  of  us  may  have  his  own  opinions  on  matters  not 
strictly  connected  with  the  great  issue;  but  we  should  all  understand  that, 
before  we  can  aflford  to  quarrel  oh  minor  topics,  the  main  questii  u  must  be 
settled;  that  tlie  integrity  of  the  coimtry  must  be  firmly  established  before 
the  disorganizer  should  he  re-admitted  to  power:  that  the  new  edifice  must 
be  placed  on  imperishable  foundations  befi  re  the  destroyer  should  be  let 
in;  that  the  roof  must  be  put  on  the  fabric  of  reconstruction,  before  the  door 
of  power  should  be  thrown  open  to  those  who  would  not  only  pervert  its 
completeness,  but  also  tear  down  the  walls  which  we  have  raised.  The  peace 
and  tranquility,  the  bnsincis  and  commercial  interests  of  the  cormtry :  its 
futtire  greatness  and  prosperity;  its  obligations  of  honor,  justice  and  good 
luth;  its  position  in  the  eyes  of  the  civilized  world—demand  that  the  organ* 
isation  which  alone  can  defeat  the  Democratic  party,  be  put  in  possession  of 
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the  cxecntive  branch  of  the  Government  (or  the  next  four  years.  The  policy 
of  the  Republican  party  has  not  had  a  fair  trial  since  the  death  of  Abraham 
Lincoln.  In  possession  of  thv  Ic^  slativc  power  it  could  enact  laws,  but  a 
hostile  executor  defeated  their  interests  and  purposes,  or  barely  complied 
with  the  letter  of  congressional  enactments,  while  he  endeavord  to  defeat 
the  spirit.  If  it  had  not  been  for  this  determined  opposition  of  Andrew 
Johnson,  the  time  of  Congress  might  have  been  more  profitably  occupied, 
and  the  work  of  reconstruction  would  now  be  complete.  But.  as  it  is,  the 
great  task  still  remains  to  be  accomplished,  and  it  ought  to  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  those  who  have  begun  it,  and  with  whom  alone  it  will  be  safe. 
[Applause,] 

Do  not  forget  that  a  change  of  administration  would  not  lu-  a  change 
of  individuals,  but  a  change  of  principles  and  system.  Do  not,  therefore, 
call  upon  those  to  complete  the  restoration  of  the  Union  who  have  done  their 
uttermost  to  destroy  it.  Let  not  the  history  of  the  last  seven  years  be  writ- 
ten in  vain.  Let  not  the  memory  of  our  dead  be  forgotten.  Let  us  not  desert 
the  cause  for  which  they  have  suffered  and  died.  Let  us  not  abandon  our 
friends.  Let  us  not  carelessly  and  impiously  sacrifice  the  fruits  of  such  a 
costly  war.  Let  us  not  give  up  the  building  to  destrtiction  on  the  verge  of  its 
sttccessful  completion.  Let  us  place  the  ship  of  State  under  the  guidance 
of  him  who  has  led  the  hosts  of  the  Union  to  victory  and  glory  and  he  will 
safely  pilot  her  into  the  harbor  of  peace,  good  will  and  justice  to  all  men. 
[Applause.] 

One  \\dr<I  hoforc  I  close.  1  am  expected  to  say  something  about  the 
national  debt,  and  the  questions  arising  out  of  propositions  with  regard  to  the 
manner  and  time  of  its  payment :  questions  with  which  our  opponents  have 
succeeded  in  baffling  and  paralyzing  thousands,  while  endeavrritiK  to  divide 
and  demoralize  us.  And  again  I  say,  as  I  said  in  the  beginning  of  my  re- 
marks, difficulties  that  appear  insurmountable  for  the  time  being,  will  dis- 
appear the  moment  we  apply  to  them  the  test  of  first  principles,  which.  I 
repeat,  we  should  never  lose  sight  of.  Nations  should  be  guided  by  the  same 
rules  of  honesty  and  good  will  that  regulate  tlie  conduct  of  private  individ- 
uals; for  a  nation  is  but  an  individual  in  the  great  family  of  nation-.  The 
same  considerations  of  righteousness  that  should  prevail  between  man  and 
man.  should  prevail  between  governments  and  governments,  or  between  citi- 
zens and  governments,  or  governments  and  forc  gners.    I  Cheers.] 

"Do  mito  others  as  vou  wish  others  to  do  unto  you."  An  honest  man  will 
perform  his  obligations.  An  honest  nation  will  do  the  same.  An  honest 
man  will  not  keep  his  promises  to  the  ear,  and  break  tluin  to  {he  hoiu-,  but 
he  will  keep  them  according  to  the  letter  and  the  spirit  in  which  they  were 
made.  The  .-Xmerican  people,  having  made  such  enormotts  sacrifices  to  main- 
tain its  national  integrity,  and  to  secure  the  liberty  of  all  it>  m<.nibrrs.  will  not 
sully  the  memory  of  our  war,  by  compromising  or  tarnishing  our  national 
honor. 

And,  sir,  this  debt,  burthensome  as  it  may  be,  will  soon  cease  !o  he  oner- 
ous. Wc  are  on  the  high  road  to  a  prosperity  and  greatness  unparalleled 
in  the  history  of  nations.  Iron  ways  of  steam  communication  wilt  soon 
Stretch  their  arms  across  the  continent,  ttnit  ng  the  Pacific  .mkI  .\tlantic  oceans, 
and  giving  birth  to  a  new  galaxy  of  empire  States.  Our  resources  are 
boundless.  Our  mineral  wealth  is  still  await i)ig  development.  0«r  Pacific 
coast  is  but  on  the  eve  of  a  future  wealth  more  solid  and  durable  than  the 
fabulous  rich^"::  of  Golcondn.  China,  Japan.  India,  and  the  South  Sea  Islands, 
wilt  he  made  tri)jiuary  to  Cal-fornia  and  Oregon.  The  flood-firates  of  emiura- 
tion  are  still  open  in  Europe,  pouring  cut  over  our  lan^I  millions  of  willing 
hands  nnd  stout  hearts,  adding  millions  to  onr  prosperity,  and  trebling  and 
qiiaiinipiing  our  populat-on.  Consider  what  this  cottntrj'  wilt  be  in  thirty  or 
forty  years,  with  a  regenerated  and  prosperons  Sontli,  with  .1  thrivinc:  and 
enterprising  North,  with  a  West  of  gigantic  greatness  and  strength.   It  will 
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th^n  he  child's  play  to  pay  our  ^reat  debt.  I'ntil  then,  let  us  be  honest  and 
true.  J  he  title  of  American  citizen  is  now  a  pasiport  and  an  introduction 
in  the  Old  World ;  let  us  not  become  a  by-word  and  a  reproach  abroad,  and 
a  source  of  humihation  and  mnrtification  at  hmir  Let  not  the  mean  and 
timid  be  listened  to  by  tlie  great  heart  of  the  ,\nierican  nation.  Let  not 
the  name  of  rcpubltcanism  and  popular  self-govemroent  be  synonymous  with 
fraud  and  dishonesty.  Let  us  not  disgrace  the  cause  of  ciemocratic  insti- 
tutions by  an  unworthy  example.  Let  monarchies  and  aristocracies  have  no 
reason  to  boast  that  they  are  superior  to  republics  in  good  faith,  honesty  and 
morality  Let  tj^  not  make  ourselves  helpless  in  ca<;e  of  a  foreign  wnr.  by 
undervaluing  or  destroying  our  own  credit  by  blind  and  selfish  legislation.' 
Let  just'ce  be  our  lode-star  in  this  crisis  of  temptation  and  diflicatttes;  and 
our  cliildrcii.  and  uur  children's  children,  will  h1r:^s  the  memory  of  the  men 
who  saved  the  republic  and  the  cause  of  human  freedom,  in  the  trying  days 
of  '64  and  '68.  [Applause.]

Ma.  Spalding,  of  Ohio — It  is  doubtful  when  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tion? will  be  able  to  offer  their  report,  and  the  Convention  is  becominfr  impa- 
tient. I  move  vou.  sir.  that  ihe  rules  be  suspoinkd.  and  that  wo  procecci  to 
nominate  Gen.  Crawl  for  the  Presidential  chair.    [Cries  of  "No."  "No."] 

The  Fkesident— The  motion  is  before  the  house,  and  is  to  be  disposed 
of  hy  the  usual  vote. 

Me.  '  ■  ■  ,  of  Tennessee^Mr.  President,  I  move  to  lay  the  motion  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  Si'aiding — 1  will  not  put  the  Convention  to  that  trouble;  I  wtU 
withdraw  the  motion. 

Me.  -  ,  of  Kentucky^I  move  you,  sir,  in  the  absence  of  other  busi- 
ness before  this  Convention,  that  dutt  tried  statesman  and  patriot.  Gen.  John 
M.  Palmer,  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  be  invited  to  address  the  Convention. 
(Loud  applause.] 

AOOKBSS  BY  CEN.  PALMEE. 

The  PEBstocNT— Is  it  your  pleasure  to  hear  from  Gen.  Palmer? 
The  motion  tmanimously  prevailed. 

The  President— Gen.  Palmer  will  please  advance  to  the  platform. 

(Applause.] 

ijQu.  Palmer  advanced  to  the  platform. 

The  President — Gentlemen,  an  introduction  is  unnecessary.  [Applause.] 

Mr.  Palmer,  of  Illinois — Mr.  President,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Repub* 

lican  Convention:  I  must  confess  that  I  have  attended  this  Convention  to 
witness,  to  observe,  earnest  action,  without  any  disposition  on  my  part  to 
contribute  to  the  volwne  of  words  that  usually  attend  assemblaites  tike  this. 

you  will  .>ce,  I  have  outlived,  in  a  great  measure,  the  estimate  that  young 
men  place  upon  mere  speech,  [Laughter,  applause,  and  cries  of  "Good."] 
Years  a^o,  when  the  great  questions  before  the  country  were  matters  of  argu- 
ment and  deliberation.  I  endeavored  as  best  I  could,  to  contribute  my  share 
to  their  peaceful  solution.  In  1861,  it  was  resolved  by  a  portion  of  the  peo- 
ple of  this  country  that  the  problems  of  the  hour  were  to  be  settled  in  the 
most  stern  and  deci.>ivc  manner.  In  my  way.  to  the  extent  of  the  power  I 
possessed,  I  contributed  to  the  settlement  of  those  problems  by  arms.  [Ap- 
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plauscj  .  It  seemed  to  mc,  at  the  close  of  the  war,  and  it  seems  to  me  now, 
that  the  matters  in  dispute  between  the  different  sections  of  the  country 
were  settled  upon  the  battle  held ;  and  all  that  I  have  desired  since  that 
time  is,  that  the  logic  of  the  battle-field  should  be  recopnizcd.  and  the  deci- 
sions there  made  should  be  carried  into  effect.  I  Applause.  J  Years  ago,  in 
the  begrinning  of  the  controversy,  the  question  was,  whether  man  in  all  parts 
of  the  Republic  should  be  allowed  to  speak.  I  valued  freedom  of  speech; 
not  mOch  speech,  but  freedom  of  speech.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  Whilst 
I  demanded  no  large  share  of  popular  attention  for  myself,  I  did  insist 
that  they  who  loved  speaking  should  be  allowed  to  do  it.  It  \va?  denied, 
not  only  in  the  South,  but  in  many  districts  in  the  North.  At  that  time  it 
was  insisted,  not  only  that  men  should  speak  as  they  pleased,  and  for  them- 
selves, but  that  men  should  speak  for  themselves  and  work  for  thnnsclvts. 
(Applause.]  I  believe  that,  while  every  man  should  be  allowed  to  speak 
freely,  and  speak  for  himself,  all  men  should  be  allowed  to  act  freely,  and  act 
for  themselves — that  every  man  should  be  allowed  to  own  himself.  He 
should  be  allowed  to  own,  not  only  himself,  but  to  own  his  own  wile  and  his 
own  children.  (Applause.] 

We  submitted  that  question  to  the  arbitrament  of  the  battle-field,  and  it 
has  been  decided  by  the  sword ;  and,  not  only  was  that  great  fundamental 
essential  doctrine  established,  but  it  was  also  settled  as  conclusively  as  any 
question  could  be  settled,  that  men  should  not  only  be  free  in  their  own  per- 
sons, but  that  they  should  be  alike  free  and  alike  equal  before  the  law,  every- 
where, in  this  great  Republic  [applause] ;  and  the  mission  of  the  Republican 
party,  to-day,  is  not  to  discu?;s  theories,  but  to  give  practical  effect  to  the 
great  doctrines  established  upon  the  battle-field  [applause  j not  for  the  loyal 
men  alone,  not  for  the  North,  not  for  the  South,  but  for  men  everywhere 
in  the  limits  of  the  Republic:  not  for  white  men.  not  for  red  men,  not  for 
black  men,  but  for  all  men.    [Cries  of  "That's  so,"  and  applause.] 

And  we  atipposed  that  the  voice  of  the  American  people,  during  the  prog- 
ress of  the  war  and  at  the  close  of  the  war,  seemed  to  indicate  that  here- 
after there  would  be  no  difficulty — that  these  doctrines  would  be  accepted, 
at  least  by  the  Republican  party — would  be  accepted  by  every  man— every- 
where. Six  months  ago,  what  man  supposed  that  there  remained  any  fur- 
ther obstructions  to  the  execution  of  the  popular  will?  What  man  supposed 
that  we  were  still  to  struggle  on  in  vindication  of  these  great  principles?  We 
had  triumphed  during  the  war — at  the  Presidential  election  of  1S64.  We 
had  triumphed  at  the  close  of  the  war,  in  the  great  conflict  of  1866,  when 
Andrew  J<rfnisoo  appealed  from  Congress  to  the  people;  and  the  people  of 
the  country  everywhere  reiterated  tlieir  determination  that  these  preat  doc- 
trines should  be,  hereafter,  American  doctrines  I  cheers]  everywhere.  The 
public  voice  was  spoken  in  language  not  to  be  misunderstood.  It  was  sup- 
posed then  that  every  man  who  accepted  the  name  of  a  Republican  recog- 
nized these  great  essential  doctrines,  and  that  they  were  hereafter  not  to  be 
resisted— at  least  by  members  of  the  Republican  party. 

There  was  but  one  tliinp,  then,  in  the  pathway  of  the  people.  In  1864, 
by  one  of  those  wonderful  blunders,  that  sometimes  seem  like  a  visitation 
of  the  Almighty  in  His  wrath,  we  elected  Andrew  Johnson  Vice  President, 
f Cheers.]  Tliouc^litless  men  may  characterize  it  as  a  blunder,  but  thought- 
ful men  may  well  wonder  whether  there  was  not  some  political-  sin  con- 
cealed— whether  what  we  deemed  a  mistake,  was  not  the  judgment  of  the  .Vl- 
mi^rbty  inflicted  tipon  the  country;  and.  certainly,  less  than  the  war  itself,  no 
curse  could  be  heavier  than  the  election  of  Andrew  Johnson.  [Cheers.]  In 
1866  the  distinct  issue  was  presented  to  the  American  people,  whether  that 
"cuss" — as  the  phrase  is — slioidd  be  removed. 

The  people  of  Illinois — I  speak  of  our  own  State — by  a  majority  unheard 
of  in  our  history,  instructed  ts  representatives  uoon  that  question.  Iowa 
spoke  out.  Kansas  spoke  out  Other  States  spoke  out  upon  this  question. 
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There  was  no  possible  room  for  mistaking  the  will  of  the  people  of  the 
country.  '1  here  was  but  one  way  by  which  all  the  departments  of  the  Gov- 
eininent  could  be  brought  in  harmony.  An  attempt  was  made  to  impeach 
the  Prt-idcnt;  but  it  ha:  failcil.  It  is  not  for  me  to  speak  of  the  reasons 
of  that  la  1  lure-  It  is  enough  for  nit,  in  spcakmg  for  the  Republican  party,  to 
deplore  that  result.  The  removal  of  Andrew  Johnson  was  demanded  for 
the  nat'onal  safety.  We  may  talk  about  it ;  wc  mny  discuss  it  as  a  judicial 
or  a  political  question ;  but,  as  a  question  of  common  sense,  it  is  that  Andrew 
Johnson  stood  in  the  way  of  the  peace  of  the  country,  and  ought  to  have 
been  removed.    [Cheers  lonpr  rencutrl  ] 

Inipt  achmcnt — (cheers] — unpcachincnt  is  the  substitute  of  modern  civ- 
ilization for  old-fashioned  resistance  and  (kcapitation.  That  is  all  there  is 
of  it.  [Cheers,  nnd  cries  of  "Good,  good,  sir."]  In  old  times,  among  barbar- 
ous people,  when  the  ruler  stood  in  the  wajr  of  the  people,  they  took  off  his 
head.  In  America,  under  the  influence  of  civilization  and  Christianity,  when 
the  ruler  stands  in  the  pathway  of  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  country, 
they,  by  impeachment,  take  off  his  political  head.  (Cheers  and  applause.] 
Nice,  captions  questions,  borrowed  from  a  police  court,  have  no  application 
here.  It  is  enonph  that  the  intercuts  of  the  millions  of  the  Ainoricnn  people 
demanded  tiiat  this  obstruction  should  be  taken  out  of  the  way,  and  it  ought 
to  have  been  done  (cheers;  "good!"]  ;  or,  to  use  a  lawyer's  phrase,  John- 
son ought  to  have  been  in>Hcted.  He  owfihi  to  have  been  charged  upon  ^e 
common  counts,  and  convicted  and  removed. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  there  remains  for  us 
but  this  remedy— I  -^peak  of  the  impeachment  as  a  failure— there  is  a  tribunal 
that  cannot  be  corrupted. 

A  VoiCB-What  of  Trumbull?  [Cries  of ''Go  on!  GoonH 
Mr.  Palmer — leave  that  man  to  that  tribunal  of  which  I  am  about  to 
speak.    ("Goodl  good!"]   There  is  a  tribunal  that  cannot  be  corrupted. 

[Cheers.] 

We  propose,  at  this  Convention,  not  to  indict  men,  but  wc  propose  to 

ainin  snbinit  these  preat  questions  to  the  .American  people  for  their  decision. 
[Cheers.  *  Right,  right  !"j  Wc  expect  to  summon  the  old  anti-slavery  man 
who  has  struggled  on  amid  the  storm  and  the  sunshine,  amid  persecution  and 
success ;  the  man  who  stood  by  the  flap;  of  freedom,  when  many  of  us  were 
>i)ll  halting  by  the  way.  We  expect  to  summon  him  again,  and  ask  him 
to  go  again  to  the  ballot-box  and  deposit  his  vote  for  the  right.  [Cheers.] 
We  expect  to  place  at  the  head  of  our  ticket  the  great  Captain  who  has  led 
the  armies  of  the  Republic  through  the  war.  [Cheers.]  And  we^  expect  to 
summon  those  gallant  snldiers  who  followed  him  down  the  Mississippi'^ 
who  were  present  at  the  fall  o\  \'icksb\irf!:.    Wc  expect  to  summon  those 

SJlant  men  who  followed  the  Hag  as  it  ascended  Missionary  Ridge,  and  saw 
e  fight  of  Bragg  and  his  host.  We  expect  to  summon  the  men  who  marched 
from  Atlanta  to  the  sen :  nnd,  also,  those  men  who  so  many  years  strupri^led 
between  Washington  and  Richmond,  and  at  last  saw  the  rebel  flag  go  down 
upon  the  Appomattox.  (Applause.] 

We  expect  to  summon  all  these  to  rally  under  the  flap:  of  the  prcat  Cap- 
tain, and  we  expect,  then,  a  vote  which  shall  place  these  questions  where 
tbev  will  be  disturbed  no  more  in  our  history  forever.  [Cheers.] 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  I  have  said  to  yott  that  I  have  no  fondness 
for  words,  fur  the  sake  of  words.  I  trust  your  Comtuiitec  on  Resolutions  are 
prepared  to  report  rcsolati<ms  for  your  consideration,  which  shall  have' no 
uncertain  sound.  [Checr=;  and  prolonged  aj^plause.]  Let  u«:  make  an  issue 
just  as  clear  and  as  distinct  as  the  stars  upon  the  flag.  [Cheers.]  Let  us 
make  it  so  distinct  that  in  this  political  fight  we  can  do  as  we  did  upon  the 
Kittle- field — that  whvA  wc  saw  the  stars  and  stripes  we  knew  who  was  fol- 
lowing tlicm — we  knew  there  were  friends  there.   Let  us  have  a  distinct, 
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clear,  well-dehntrii  piailorm.  I  do  not  want  any  nnstakc  as  to  the  issues  to 
be  decided  by  this  contest. 

And  let  me  implore  yoti.  Gentlemen  nf  thu  Coiumtion — we  mean  to  make 
Ulysses  S.  Grant  President  of  the  United  States  ui  1868  [applausej.  as  you 
did  Abraham  Lincoln  in  '64 — and  let  me  beg  of  you  not  to  offer  a  continued, 
perpetual  reward  to  ifie  hands  of  the  n^^'-as'^in.  that  his  life  may  hr  taken. 
[Applause.]  Let  mc  beg  that  of  you.  Don't  make  a  man  Vice  President 
whose  character  will  offer  a  temptation  for  the  assassination  of  Grant.  [Ap- 
plause ami  cheers.]  Don't  do  that.  (Great  applaii-^o  ]  Wi-  want  liim  to  live 
out  the  four  years,  and«  if  the  country  demand  his  services,  we  desire  his 
re-electron.  If  the  country  shall  then  prefer  some  other  public  man,  we  wish 
that  In-  may  roiiro.  and  live  Xo  an  old  a^i-  in  tlir  injt  ynient  of  the  CMifidence 
and  ailcctiou  of  his  countrymen.  And  if  the  Baltimore  Convention  had  not 
made  a  mistake  in  '64,  Abraham  Lincoln  would,  to-day.  have  been  at  Wash- 
ington, f .Xpjilau'^i'.'I  A!)raham  Lincoln  would  have  hcin  at  Washington, 
readv,  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  to  extend  the  hand  of  welcome  to  Ulysses 
S.  Grant.  [Applause.!  That  hand  is  at  rest  forever  1  Let  us  take  warning 
hy  the  past;  let  ua  place  the  flag  in  the  hands  of  none  but  true,  well-tried 
men. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  I  am  done.  [Applause.]  Mr.  President, 
I  thank  you  and  the  Convention  for  your  courtesy,  (cheers.]

Crie<;  of  "IvCgan!"  Logan!" 

The  President — Gentlemen!  Order! 

Mr.  ,  of  Louisiana— Mr.  President ;    In  the  storm  of  rebellion  that 

has  passed  over  this  country,  we  bad  among  us,  in  the  Southern  States,  a 
gentleman  whose  voice,  in  defence  of  the  Union,  was  often  heard  high  above 
the  storm ;  and  his  name  is  Gov.  Hamilton,  of  Texas.  [Loud  applause,  and 
cries  for  "Hamilton."] 

The  Fke^ipfn-t-  I  am  informed  that  Senator  Tliayer  is  here.

I  recog- 
nize Mr.  Thompson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

KEPORT  or  COMUITTES  OH  XESOLUTIONS. 

Mk  Thompson,  of  Indiana— Mr.  President,  the  Committee  on  Resolutions 

is  re  i(iy  to  report,  through  its  Chairman.  (Voices,  "Let  us  hear  it. Fake 
the  platfonn."]  1  lie  Comnr'ftec  to  whom  the  subject  of  preparmg  resolutions 
for  this  Convention  was  referred,  have  instructed  me  to  submit  to  the  Con- 
vention the  following  report: 

The  National  Union  Reptiblican  party  of  the  United  States,  assembled 

in  National  Convention,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  on  the  floth  -day  of  May,  1866, 

make  the  following  declaration  of  principles: 

First — Wc  cfmpratnlate  the  country  on  the  assured  success  of  the  recon- 
struction policy  of  Congress  | applause],  as  evinced  by  the  adoption,  in  a  ma- 
jority of  the  States  lately  in  rebellion,  of  constitutions  securing  equal  civil 
and  political  rights  to  all,  and  regard  it  as  the  duty  of  the  Government  to 
sustain  those  constitutions,  and  to  prevent  the  people  of  such  States  from 
being  remitted  to  a  state  of  anarchy  or  military  rule.   [Loud  applause.] 

Second— The  guarantee  by  Congress  of  equal  suffrage  to  all  loyal  men  at 
the  South  was  demanded  by  every  mn'-idera'.ion  of  public  safety,  of  gratitude, 
and  of  justice,  and  must  be  mainianicU  [applause]  ;  winlc  tlic  question  of 
suffrage  III  all  the  loyal  States  properly  belongs  to  the  people  of  those  States. 
(Loud  applause.] 

TuiRD— -We  denounce  all  forms  of  repudiation  as  a  national  crime;  and 
national  honor  requires  the  payment  of  the  public  indebtedness  in  the  utmost 

good  faith  to  all  creditors  at  home  and  abroad,  not  only  accordinc:  to  tlie 
letter,  but  the  spirit  of  the  laws  under  which  it  was  contracted.  [Great 
applause.] 

Fourth — It  is  due  to  the  labor  of  the  nation,  that  taxation  should  be 
equalized  and  reduced  as  rapidly  as  national  faith  will  peitait.   [Great  ap> 

plause.] 

FtFTH— The  National  Debt,  contracted  as  it  has  been  for  the  preservation 

of  the  Union  for  all  time  to  come,  should  be  cxtende<l  over  a  fair  period  for 
redemption,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  Congress  to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest  there- 
on whenever  it  can  honestly  be  done.    (Loud  cheers.] 

Sixth — That  the  best  policy  to  diminish  our  burden  of  debt,  is  to  so  im- 
prove our  credit  that  capitalists  will  set  k  to  Ir  an  t!s  money  at  lower  rarr<;  of 
mterest  than  we  now  pay,  and  must  continue  to. pay  so  long  as  repudiation, 
partial  or  total,  open  or  covert,  is  threatened  or  suspected.   [Great  applause.  1 

SEVENTH~The  Government  of  the  United  States  should  he  admini -ti  red 
with  the  strictest  eeonomv ;  and  the  corruptions  which  have  been  so  shame- 
fully nursed  and  fostered  by  Andrew  Johnson  call  loudly  for  radical  reform. 
[Cheers.] 

Eighth — We  profoundly  deplore  the  untimely  and  tragic  death  i  f  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  and  regret  the  accession  of  Andrew  Johnson  to  the  Presidency 
[cheers],  who  has  acted  treacherously  to  the  people  who  elected  him  and  the 
cause  he  was  pledged  to  support;  has  usurped  high  legislative  and  judicial 
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functions;  has  refused  to  execute  the  laws;  has  used  his  high  office  to  in- 
duce other  officers  to  ignore  nnd  violate  the  l.iws  has  employed  his  executive 
powers  to  render  insecure  the  properly,  peace,  liberty,  and  life  of  the  citi- 
tcn;  has  abased  the  fiardontng  power;  has  denounced  the  National  Legis- 
httire  as  nnron«;tittitional ;  has  persistently  and  corruptly  resisted,  by  every 
means  in  liis  power,  every  proper  attempt  at  the  reconstruction  of  the  States 
lately  in  rebellion;  has  perverted  the  public  patronage  into  an  engine  of 
wholesale  corruption;  and  has  been  justly  impeached  for  high  crimes  and 
misdemeanors  (good!  good!  cheers],  and  properly  pronounced  guilty  thereof 
by  the  votes  of  thirty-five  Senators.   (Prolonged  applause.) 

Ninth — The  doctrine  of  Great  Britain  and  other  European  f)o\vers.  that 
because  a  man  is  once  a  subject,  he  is  always  so,  must  be  resisted,  at  every 
tnzard,  by  the  United  States,  as  a  relic  of  the  feudal  times,  not  authorized 
by  the  law  of  nations,  and  at  war  with  our  national  honor  and  indcpend- 
cncc  Naturalized  citizens  are  entitled  to  be  protected  in  all  their  righrs  of 
citizenship,  as  though  they  were  native  born ;  and  no  citizen  of  the  United 
State*,  native  or  naturalized,  must  be  liable  to  arrest  and  imprisoimient  by 
any  foreign  power,  for  acts  done  or  words  spoken  in  this  country;  and,  if 
so  arrested  and  imprisoned,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  interfere  in 
his  behalf. 

Tenth — Of  all  who  were  faithful  in  the  trials  of  the  Intc  war,  there  were 
none  entitled  to  more  especial  honor  than  the  brave  soldiers  and  seamen 
who  endured  the  hardships  of  campaign  and  cruise,  and  imperiled  their  lives 
in  the  service  of  the  conntry.  The  bounties  and  pensions  i)rovided  by  law  for 
these  brave  defenders  of  the  nation,  are  obligations  never  to  be  forgotten. 
(Cheers.]  The  widows  and  orphans  of  the  gallant  dead  are  the  wards  of  the 
people— a  sacred  legacy  bequeathed  to  the  nation's  protecting  care.  [Ap- 
plause.] 

Eleventh — Foreign  emigration,  which,  m  ihe  past,  has  added  so  much 
to  the  wealth,  development  of  resources  and  increase  of  power  to  this  nation 
—the  asyb.jm  of  the  oppressed  of  all  nations — ^should  be  fostered  and  encour- 
aged  by  a  liberal  and  just  policy. 

TwsLFTB — ^Thts  Convention  declares  its  sympathy  with  all  the  oppressed 
people  whidi  are  struggling  for  their  rights.  [Cheers.] 


ADOPTION  OP  THE  REPORT  MOVED.

President,  I  desire  to  offer  an  amendment 
to  thc  second  Resolution  contained  in  this  platform.  I  approve  of  every 
sentiment  contained  in  it;  but  there  seems  to  be  something  wanting.  I  will 
now  read  what  I  intend  to  offer  as  an  amendment,  but  what  I  suppose  the 
Convention  may  p^s  as  an  independent  Resolution.

hte  rebels*  in  the  same  measure  as  the  spirit  of  disloyalty  will  die  out,  and 
as  may  be  consistent  with  the  safe^  of  the  loyal  people."  [Cries  of  "Good! 
good !"] 

This      the  first  amendment.    The  second — and  I  move  that  also  as  ajl 
independent  Resohition^ — is  this:

Mr.  Schukz,  of  Missouri — It  seems  to  mc  that  the  platform  of  the  Re^ 
publican  party  ought  to  contain  at  least  a  recognition  of  the  great  charter 
of  our  rights  and  liberties — the  Declaration  of  Independence.  I  will,  there* 
fore,  move,  if  it  ])c  in  order,  that  the  following  Resolution  be  inserted  among 
those  already  reported  by  the  Comniittce:

Mk.  Schurz,  of  Missouri — I  am  requested  to  read  the  first  Resolution 

again. 

Mil  Rxchabds.  of  Tennessee-~I  would  suggest,  s:r.  that  the  Rules  be  sus- 
pended, that  the  Resolution  may  be  acted  upon. 

The  President — The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions  has  discharged  its  function*;,  and  that  the  Convention  is  at  liberty 
to  receive  the  resolution;  at  any  rate,  Gen.  Schurz  lias  done  nothing  further, 
yet,  than  read  his  Resolution.

Ml.  PiSBCE>  of  Virginia — I  am  instructed,  sir,  by  the  loyal  people  of  the 
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State  of  Virginia,  through  their  representatives,  here  assembled — 
Tbb  PKSSX0EMT-~Order  1 

VIRGINIA  NOMINATES  HENRY  WILSON  VOH  \  K  F.  PRESIDENT. 

Mr.  Pierce — To  place  in  nomination  the  name  of  a  noble  son  of  New 
England  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 
That  name  is  the  name  of  the  Hon.  Henry  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts.  [Ap- 
plause.] And.  iti  placing  him  in  nomination,  we  deem  it  due  to  ourselves— 
the  duty  of  Virginia's  sons  as  a  slight  reparation  for  the  wrongs  done  by  her 
in  the  past — for  the  contumely  which  has  been  heaped  upon  Mns^nchnsetts 
in  the  past,  and  as  a  proof  of  our  regeneration,  and  as  a  proof  that  when  the 
stone  was  rolled  away  from  our  doors —  ^ 

The  PitESiBiBNT^Will  the  gentleman  suspend  his  remarks  for  a  moment. 
It  is  exceedingly  difficult  for  the  speaker  to  be  heard.  There  must  be  better 
order.  Proceed! 

Mr.  Pierce  resumed — We  wi^h  to  present  thi«:  name  as  a  proof  that  when 
the  stdiic  \v;!s  rolled  away  frum  the  dodr  ol  tlu'  sf'|itilrhrc  that  secession  and 
rebellion  had  liurled  us  in,  that  wc  resurrected  a  loy.il  conimunuy,  and  that 
we  acknowledge  the  supremacy  of  puritanical  principle  that  had  been  rolled 
over  Virginia.  We  now  believe,  that,  if  his  name  shall  be  put  upon  the  ticket, 
it  will  be  responded  to  by  the  loyal  millions  of  the  South,  by  the  loyal  sol- 
diery of  the  country-,  by  all  tho^e  wlio  have  experienced  and  received  the 
b!e!;<;iTig«;  that  have  resulted  from  liis  n(il)Ic  labors  for  eight  years  as  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  m  the  Senate.  We  believe 
it  would  add  a  tower  of -strength.  You  have  willed  us  Grant,  and.  if  you  will 
now  grant  us  Wilson  (laughter],  we  can  carry  the  election.  (Applause.] 

Ms.  BaoWM,  of  Pennsylvania — I  move,  sir,  that  the  delegates  have  leave 
to  nominate  the  name  of  candidates  for  the  Vice  Presidency,  but  that  dis- 
cussion as  to  tlic  merits  of  candidates  !^hall  not  be  in  order.  [Cries  of  "No! 
no!"]  I  modify  my  motion  by  asking  that  the  discussion  be  limited  to  five 
minutes.  [Cries— "The  Rule!   The  Rule!"] 

The  pAEsroENT— The  Rule,  as  adopted,  provides  for  that,  unless  the  gen- 
tleman wishes  to  move  a  suspension  of  the  Rule. 

Mr.  Bkown.  of  Pennsylvania — Will  the  President  read  the  Rule. 

The  President — The  Rule      as  follows: 

"No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  subject,  nor  longer 
than  five  minutes,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention,  except 
that  delegates  presenting  the  name  of  a  candidate,  shall  be  altowed  ten  min- 
utes to  present  the  name  of  a  candidate. 

Mr.  Brown— I  did  not  know,  Mr.  President,  that  there  was  such  a  Rule. 
I  had  forgotten  it. 

.M.V.SSACIIUSETTS  SECONDS  THE  NOMINATION  OF  HENRY  WILSON. 

Mr.  Claplin,  of  Massachusetts— .Mr.  President,  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  State  Convention  of  Massachusetts,  in  behalf  of  her  dele^ 
gation,  I  second  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  the  State  of  Virginia. 
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Massachusetts  has  never  appeared  with  a  candidate  in  a  National  Convention 
of  the  Republican  party ;  and  she  does  not  appear  to  da^  for  herself,  but  she 
appears  Mcause  she  has  a  candidate  whom  she  believes  is  national ;  and 
that,  were  he  in  any  othur  State,  that  State  would  have  presented  him  to 
the  Convention  either  in  the  past  or  the  present,  and  he  would  have  been 
accepted  as  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Convention ;  for  the  people  of  Mas- 
sachusetts know  and  ai)prcciate  Henry  Wilson.  Born  in  a  neighboring  State 
—coming  to  Massachusetts  at  an  early  day — surrounded  by  unfavorable  cir- 
cnmstances  in  early  life,  he  soon  took  an  advanced  position  amon^  the  cul- 
tivated, among  the  old  and  wtdl-estabtishid  names  of  political  aspirants  of 
that  State.  Soon  be  advanced  into  the  National  Legislature,  and  for  the  last 
fifteen  years  he  has  occupied  a  seat.  He  has  been  In  the  Legislature  of  his 

State  and  for  the  last  fifteen  years  he  has  occupied  a  position 
in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States.  And  I  challenge  any  man 
here  to  point  to  a  vote  of  Htfnry  Wilson,  which  has  been  against 
the  Union,  which  has  ever  been  uiiestioned  by  the  loyal  people 
of  his  State,  or  which  has  been  in  favor  of  treason,  or  which  has 
ever  been  .sullied  by  treachery.  And  1  challenge  the  name  of  any  man  of 
greater  merit  throughout  our  State  and  Union.  He  has  spent  more  time, 
and  done  more  labor,  than  almost  any  other  man  that  can  be  found  in  the 
United  States.  In  the  ripeness  of  his  life,  in  the  vigor  of  his  manhood,  with 
integrity  and  courage,  with  a  heart  full  of  humanity  for  all  men.  with  a  gen- 
ius almost  unparalleled,  we  present  him  as  our  nominee  before  this  Con- 
venttun,  knowing  that  he  is  in  hearty  accord  with  the  great  Captain  you  have 
|»laced  at  the  head  of  your  ticket — a  man  who  will  do  more  work  in  the  com- 
ing campaign  than  almost  any  other  man  whom  we  can  put  forward.  [Ap- 
plause.] 

IKDIAKA  MOMIMATeS  SCBUYLEK  COLPAX  FOE  VICE  PKESIDBNT. 

Mr.  Lane,  of  Indiana — I  am  instructed  by  the  delejrates  of  Tndian.i.  to 
present  that  tried  and  trusted*  and  true  patriot,  Schuyler  Colfax.  [Prolonj^ed 
dieers.]  Of  the  purity  of  his  life,  in  private  and  in  public— -of  his  distin- 
guished public  services — his  long  identification  with  Congressional  action — 
it  is  idle  and  unnecessary  that  I  should  go  into  any  lengthy  eulogy.  He  is  an 
Tndtanian,  near  to  our  hon»e,  near  to  onr  hearts.  We  know  htm ;  we  love  him ; 

the  people  are  united  for  him,  and  speak  with  but  one  voice.  There  are  no  dis- 
sensions there,  no  feuds  to  h^l.  He  is  the  choice  of  the  people,  and  although 
hts  rsidence  is  in  Indiana,  his  fame,  ^ank  God,  belongs  to  the  whole  conti- 
nent,   f Prolonged  cheers.) 

To  his  past  history  I  need  but  refer  for  a  moment.  He  began  public 
service,  as  an  orphan  bov,  with  no  inheritance  except  those  gifts — those  God- 
endowed  gifts — which  marked  him  from  the  beginning,  a  master  and  leader 
of  men.  (Cheers.)  He  began  his  career  as  a  Whig  politician,  under  the 
standard  of  that  pure  and  incorruptible  patriot,  that  far-seeing  statesman, 
that  representative  of  American  character,  that  pure  and  fearless  orator, 
Henry  Clay.  [Loud  Cheers.]  Faithful  to  his  fricnd«,  faithful  to  his  coun- 
try, faithful  to  his  party  allegiance,  he  has  supported  every  candidate  of  the 
Whig  party,  and  every  nomination  of  the  Republican  party. 

These  are  some  of  his  claims  to  your  confidence  and  consideration.  He 

\  has  supported  every  measure  of  congressional  reconstruction.  With  other 
distinguished  gentlemen,  presented  for  the  same  ofike,  we  have  no  quarrel. 
They  are  sons  of  a  proud  Republic.  Their  glory  is  a  part  of  our  common 
inheritance.    We  have  no  word  of  disparagement  for  them.    When  you  make 

.  your  nomination,  we  wish  to  he  free  to  roll  up  our  sleeves  in  tht  ir  behalf :  but 
T  assure  the  Convention  that,  with  Schuyler  Colfax  as  nnr  standard  hearer, 
we  shall  carry  Indiana— sometimes,  slanderously  (by  evil-minded  persons) 
called  a  doubtful  state  [laughter]— we  shall  carry  Indiana ;  we  shall  triumph 
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in  the  election.  We  ma^  do  this  with  others.  I  trust  if  another  is  nomi- 
nated, we  shall.   But,  with  him,  we  regard  it  absolutely  certain.   It  is  an 

auspicious  time  to  present  a  young  man.  a  man  rcprcscntint?  tlic  rL-ligious 
and  moral  sentiment  of  the  country,  and  to  a  great  extent  a  chosen,  tried 
and  trtie  leader— no  doubtful  man.  The  painful  experiences  of  the  past  have 
aflrnonishcd  u^,  and  wc  must  have  no  doubtful  man  in  the  oflRcc  of  \'ice 
President.  We  present  you  no  doubtful  man.  He  has  stood  by  reconstruc- 
tion. Thank  God,  he  has  stood,  also  by  impeachment  (applause)  :  and  when 
the  seven  recreant  Senators — unlike  the  se\en  Roldcn  candlesticks  burning 
in  the  old  Jewish  temple — when  their  lights  shall  tiave  been  extinguished,  or 
when  they  shall  be  only  darlc  lanterns,  whose  ilhtminations  is  only  seen  in 
places  fit  for  the  light  of  dark  lanterns.  Schuyler  Colfax,  as  Vice  President, 
or  as  Speaker,  or  as  Member  of  Congress,  will  be  found  true  to  his  principles, 
true  to  the  interest  of  the  Republican  party,  and  of  the  Union  party— for  they 
are  synonymous — one  and  tlie  same. 

And,  now  that  we  have  passed  through  the  conflict  of  war,  and  have 
emergred  from  the  storm  cloud  of  trouble,  we  shall  redeem  the  whole  United 
States,  represented,  and  properly  represented,  and  the  Scripture  IS  ttOW  being 
fulfilled,  that  even  Ethiopia  is  stretching  out  her  arms. 


NEW  JERSEY  SECONDS  THE  NOMINATION  OF  SCHL  VI.RR  COLKAX. 

Mr,  Parker,  of  New  Jersey— Mr,  President,  the  Republican  Convention 
of  New  Jersey  gave  to  their  delegates  an  instruction  which  they  have  fulfilled. 
A  suh^cqijcnt  Resolution,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Vice  Presidency,  expressly 
declared  that  upon  that  subject  no  instruction  should  be  given,  except  that 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  delegates  to  aim  at  the  nomination  of  the  man  mojst 
fitting  to  occupy  the  place  of  Vice  President,  most  fitting  from  his  record  in 
the  past,  and  most  reliable  in  the  future,  without  regard  to  locality.  [Ap- 
plause.]  In  the  spirit  of  that  Resolution,  these  delegates  are  here  to-day. 

Wc  have  a  man  atnong  ourselves  whom  we  should  be  glad  to  prefer.  Wc 
have  a  man  in  the  East  for  whom  we  feel  veneration  and  affection,  upon  whom 
we  can  rely,  and  whom  the  country  hfts  relied  upon,  through  tM  dark  years 
of  the  fearful  struK^le  we  have  passed  thronjjh.  But.  looking  through  all  the 
candidates  before  this  Convention,  looking  through  all  the  men  of  the  nation, 
north,  south,  cast,  and  west,  we  have  determined,  and,  I,  as  their  Chairman, 
am  instructed  to  nominate  to  this  Convention,  for  the  Vice  Presidenqr,  Schuy- 
ler Colfax. 

We  nominate  him  as  a  young  man,  likely,  in  the  providence  of  God.  to  be 

faithful  to  his  country;  and,  in  the  call  of  the  Master,  to  stand  up  ready  to 
endure  the  work  that  has  prostrated  one,  and  would  have  prostrated,  perhaps, 
another  President,  if  the  hand  of  the  assassin  had  not  found  his  heart,  f  Sen- 
sation.] We  nominate  him  as  the  candidate  of  the  younp  men.  I^Ic  is  their 
representative,  loved  by  them,  possessing  all  the  charms  of  heart,  and  the  dis- 
tinctions of  mind,  which  would  cause  him  to  be  known  as  a  true  patriot,  as 
we  have  all  of  us  known  him  to  be.  We  nominate  him  because,  coming  from 
the  great  and  growing  West,  we  believe  that  he  will  add  glory  to  the  galaxy 
of  men  which  the  West  has  furnished,  and  will  add  even  to  the  strength  of  the 
campaign  '  r  !Vi>"dcnt.  with  whom,  t  -r  wishes  are  followed,  he  will  be 
joined.  [Applause]  We  nominate  him  because  we  know  that,  in  our  own 
State,  we  can  lift  the  misrule  that  has  been  over  us,  and  we  can  be  a  Republic 
can  State.  Under  his  rule,  wc  can  do  it.  Schuyler  Colfa.x,  comes  up  here 
of  Jersey  blood  [Applause],  blood  that  has  flowed  throughout  this  land,  and 
is  dways  good  and  true.  We  nominate  him  for  the  virtues  that  have  been 
expressed  by  the  gentleman  from  Indiana.   [Cries  of  'Time  time!'*] 

Mr  .  of  Pennsylvania— ^Tr,  President.  I  rise  to  a  question  of  order. 

If  I  understand  the  reading  of  the  Rules,  and  the  intention  of  the  Committee 
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in  reporting  them*  it  was  that  there  should  be  one  speech  of  ten  minutes  al« 
loured  in  nominating  Candidates.  That  was  my  understanding  at  the  time, 

and  I  raise  that  point. 

The  President — I  see  nothing  but  what  is  contained  in  the  eighth  Rule, 
tiiat  there  should  be  allowed  ten  minutes  to  announce,  and  tive  minutes  in 
speaking  afterward. 

A  Dbucatk— I  understand  that  to  be  the  rule. 

The  pRSSiDENT^That  is  the  way  the  Rules  read. 

The  Chairman  of  Committf.e  on  Rri.Ffi — The  Ruks  say  that  the  first 
speaker  shall  have  ten  minutes,  and  every  other  speaker  five  minutes.  It  has 
been  mcorrectly  printed  in  the  paper.  It  was  especially  talked  of  in  the  Com- 
mittee, and  was  so  understood. 

The  Presiqbnt— By  general  consent,  it  will  be  agreed  that  that  shall  be 
the  rule. 

mCBIGAK  SECONDS  THE  NOMINATION  OF  SCHUYLER  COLFAX. 

Bfit  CuTCHEON,  of  Michiieran-^I  rise  in  behalf  of  the  electors  and  delegates 

of  the  Republican  party  of  ^iich^gan,  tn  support  the  nomination  of  Schuyler 
Colfax  [Cheers.]  At  the  State  Convention,  where  the  Republican  party  was 
very  fully  represented,  when  the  name  of  Schuvler  Colfax  was  proposed  for 
the  candidate  for  il  i  office  of  Vice  President,  there  we  witnessed  some  such 
scene  as  has  been  witnessed  here  to-day  when  Ul^rsses  S.  Grant  was  declared 
the  unanimous  choice  of  this  Convention  for  President  [Cheers.]  In  Mich- 
igan we  have  watched  the  course  of  Schuyler  Colfax,  who  lives  just  upon  her 
borders,  and  we  believCf  there,  that  no  name  can  be  proposed  to  the  people  of 
the  United  States  for  this  high  office  that  will  excite  so  great  enthusiasm 
in  the  State  of  Michigan.  We  know  that  in  the  State  of  Michigan  the  name 
of  Schuyler  Colfax  is  powerful.  [Cheers  and  freat  applause.]  While  we 
pledge,  sir,  the  most  hearty  support  to  any  nominee  of^  this  Convention,  we 
feel  that,  with  Gen.  Grant  and  Schnv!-  r  Colfax,  we  can  promise  for  ourselves 
that  in  the  State  of  Michigan  we  can  roll  up  thirty  thousand  majority.  [Ap- 
plause.] We  esteem  him  as  true  to  prhtdpfes  as  the  needle  to  Ihe  pole.  We 
tru>t  }iim  :  \vc  Invc  h'm  as  the  people  all  love  the  name  of  that  man  who  comes 

so  close  to  our  hearts. 

Mk.  McClure.  of  Pennsylvania — 1  desire  to  make  a  motion  wiih  reference 
to  that  Rule,  that  I  think  would  be  acceptable.  If  the  delegates  shall  obey  the 
respective  instructions  they  have  receiviedp  there  shall  be  no  less  than  ten  or 
a  dozen  candidates  presented  for  Vice  President.  I  move  that  the  Rule  of 
order  be  made  to  read  that  any  person?  presenting:  the  name  of  any  candidate 
for  Vice  President  shall  speak  ten  minutes  in  support  of  the  satne.  and  that 
there  shall  be  only  one  speech  of  five  mmutes  made  in  seconding  the  nomina- 
tion. (Cries  of  *'no/'  etc.] 

Tbb  PatstDBNT— If  I  undersUnd  the  delegate,  the  motion  is,  that  two 
speeches  may  be  made  for  each  person  nominated  as  Vice  President,  the  one 
of  ten  minutes  and  the  other  of  five  minute?  in  support  of  same. 

Mr.  CocHR.«iNF..  of  New  \'i  rk— Mr,  President.  I)y  order  of  the  Convention, 
it  has  proceeded  to  the  business  of  noniiivaling  the  candidates,  and  nothing  else 
is  now  in  order  until  that  is  accomplished.   (Cries  of  "Right  t"  "Good  !*'] 

Ha.  McCLtiSE,  of  Pennsylvania— I  suppose  I  could  not  reach  it,  properly, 
except  by  moving  a  suspension  of  the  Rules. 
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TBI  PliBSiDEKT-'The  Chairman  is  of  opinion  that  the  Convention  ha» 
control  oi  the  subject. 

Mr.  McCtUBE>  of  Pennsylvania — I  see  that  I  cannot  reach  it  without  mov- 
ing a  suspension,  an<l  tlit  rofDrc,  1  w  ill  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  Bkowk,  of  I'cnns\  1\ ;inia — Coming,  as  I  do,  from  Pcnn<:ylvania.  which 
desires  to  present  a  very  popular  and  estimable  gentleman  lo  the  office  of 
Vice  President,  through  a  majority  of  her  delegation — but  coming,  also,  as  I 
do,  from  the  great  county  of  Alleghany,  a  county  which  gave  ten  thousand 
majority  for  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  which  will  give  ten  thousand  again,  in  my 
estimation  for  Schuyler  Colfax — [great  nppl.-ni«c] — I  desire,  gentlemen  of  the 
Convention,  to  he  di-tinctly  (rnder«tno(i  thai  I  speak  for  myself,  and  not  for 
the  delegation,  or  any  jiart  r.f  the  delegation. 

.^NOTHpR  Dei-ecaie — "That's  so!" 

Ml.  Brown,  of  Pennsylvania— Yes,  it  is! 

A  DiLiGATE— No;  and  90  part  of  the  State  at  all. 

Ml.  BaowK — I  have  come  from  the  county  which  gives  the  Republican 
maiority  in  Pennsylvania. 

A  X'uK'E — You  pretend  to  roprrscnt  it. 

Mr.  Bkowx,  of  Pennsylvania — I  come  from  the  county  that  gives  more 
Republican  majority  than  all  the  rest  of  the  State  put  together.  I  believe  that

by  the  State  Convention,  and  of  their  own  iinanitnous  choice,  present  for  the 
Vice  Presidency  a  name  which  has  found  a  place  in  the  hearts  of  every  ear- 
nest Republican  [applause  j  ;  the  name  of  that  veteran  champion  of  freedom 
and  human  rights,  the  Hon.  Benj.  F.  Wade.  [Loud  applause.]  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, like  the  great  and  immortal  Abraham  Lincoln,  Mr.  Wade  rose  from 
the  lower  and  humbler  walks  of  life,  a  child  of  the  people. 

Like  the  great  emancipator,  Mr.  Wade  is  a  self-made  man,  who  fought 
his  early  way  through  difficulties,  poverty,  and  obscurity.  And,  Mr.  President 
and  gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  if  we  cherish  the  memory  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  as  the  author  of  the  proclamation  of  emancipation,  we  must  not  forget 
that  Renjamin  F.  Wade,  like  John  the  Baptist  of  old.  preceded  him  as  a 
preacher  ni  liie  wilderness.  [Applause.)  There  is  another  resemblance,  Mr. 
rresident,  between  Benjamin  F.  Wade  and  our  martyred  President;  it  is  that 
incorruptible  virtue  for  which  the  people  have  designated  him  by  the  name  o£ 
"Honest  Ben.  Wade."  [Applause.] 

There  is  no  man  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  land,  be  he 
Democrat  or  Republican,  wlio  doubts  the  honesty  of  Benjamin  F  Wade.  If 
there  is  one  man  at  Washinj^ti »n  who  watches  over  the  people's  money,  and 
opposes  with  unrelenting  h  >stility  all  schemes  of  1«  hhyists  and  corruptionists, 
that  man  is  Beninniin  F.  W  ade.  |  Ajjplause.]  And,  aithouph.  he  does  not  al- 
ways do  it  in  the  choicest  and  gentlest  terms  of  polite  language  [laughter]  ; 
but  sir.  he  does  it  in  the  language  of  indignant  honesty  and  unpurchasable  rec- 
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titudc.  [Applause  ]  He  is  entitled  for  his  meritorious  public  services  to  the 
second  highest  gift  at  the  hands  of  the  nation.  If  the  active,  the  positive,  aud 
the  strong-  men  of  the  party,  are  not  to  be  deserted  by  their  friends,  then,  gen- 
tlemen, this  Convention  will  sfty  to  '*HoRest  Ben.  Wade,"  '*weU  done»  thou 
good  and  faithful  servant." 

MISSOURI  SBOONDS  THE  NOMINATION  OF  B8NJ.  P.  WADE. 

Mr.  St  Hi  kz,  r)f  Missouri — Mr.  President,  I  am  instructed  by  a  larse  ma- 
jority of  the  delegation  from  the  State  of  Missouri,  to  second  the  nomination 
just  made.  [Applause.)  It  has  been  properly  suggested  by  the  gentleman 
from  Illinois  (Mr.  Palmer),  to-day,  chat  the  Republican  party,  in  making  a 
nomination  for  the  office  of  President,  ought  to  consider  well  one  thing,  that 
we  present  no  temptations  to  the  dagger  of  the  assassin  [applause] ;  and  I 
am  bold  to  say,  that,  if  Ben.  Wade  is  put  behind  Gen.  Grant,  there  is  not  a 
Life  Insurance  Company  in  the  world,  that  will  not  at  once  want  to  take  a  pre- 
mium on  the  life  of  Gen.  Grant.  [Applause.]  I  need  not  speak  of  the  career 
of  the  old  chieftain.  We  all  know  that  he  is  one  of  those  men  whom  no  flat- 
terer can  seduce,  whom  no  threat  can  frighten,  and  no  violence  can  coerce. 
[Applause.]  Look  at  him  now,  as  he  stands  in  Washington,  all  the  powers  of 
corruption  combined  against  him — and  there  he  stands  like  a  column  of  ttiar' 
ble.   [Applause.]   I  ask  this  Conyention  to  stand  by  biro. 

OBtO  SECONDS  THE  NOMINATION  OP  BKNJ.  P.  WADE. 

Mr.  Spaulding,  of  Ohio — I  wish  to  say,  sir,  that  I  have  attended  all  the 
Republican  Conventions,  I  think,  since  the  organization  of  the  Republican 
party,  and  I  never  yet  knew  the  delegation  of  my  own  State  united  upon 
a  candidate,  never ;  but  now,  after  eighteen  years  of  experience  of  the  "brave 
old  Ben"  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States.  Ohio  stands  here  to  pve  him 
forty-two.  [Applause.]  Sir,  I  need  not  speak  further  in  commendation  of  our 
caiididatc*^  and  I  will  not  further  take  the  time  of  the  Convention. 

NORTH  CAROLIN.\  SECONDS  THE  NOMINATION  OF  BENJ.  F.  WADE. 

Mr.  Jones,  of  North  Carolina — Mr.  President,  representing  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  we  have  no  candidate  to  present  from  that  State ;  but  North 
Carolina,  in  appreciation  of  the  g  sllant  services  done  the  Republican  party 
by  that  old  Roman  veteran,  Ben.  Wade  [applause],  has  instructed  her  repre- 
sentatives, on  this  floor,  to  cast  her  votes  for  Ben.  Wade.  [.Applause.]  Mr. 
President,  I  do  not  desire  to  take  up  any  of  the  time  nf  this  valuable  Conven- 
tion [laughter],  but  I  will  say  to  the  ^reat  West  that  I  believe  his  nomination 
will  give  greater  strength  upon  th^  ticket,  than  any  other  name  that  can  be 
presented.  f.'\pp!au?;e  ]  Why.  sir.  in  the  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  that 
has  recently  presented  a  constitution  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina  for  its 
adoption,  the  candidates  upon  the  respective  State  tickets  have  used  this  ar- 
gument ^?r.  looking  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  State?  a,-;  the  means  of  re- 
moving that  arch-traitor,  Andrew  Johnson,  they  have  held  out  the  induce- 
ment that  old  Ben.  Wade  would  be  in  the  Presidential  chair,  to  aid  in  the 
great  work  of  reconstruction  that  they  have  so  much  at  heart.  Every  speaker 
that  I  know  of,  that  has  been  on  the  stump  in  North  Carolina,  has  pointed  to 
Old  Iten.  Wade,  as  the  man  to  mete  out  justice  to  them ;  and.  sir,  in  conclu- 
sion, on  behalf  of  the  State,  I  say,  we  are  ready  to  wade  in,  [Applause.] 

NEW  YOKK  NOMINATES  SEUBEN  B.  PBNTON. 

Mb.  Tbkmain^  of  New  York— Mr.  President— [Applause.] 
The  Pbssidbnt— Judge  Treroain,  of  New  York,  has  the  floor.  [Ap- 
plause.] 
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Mk.  Tremain,  of  New  York— In  behalf  of  four  luindred  thousand  Union 
Republicans  in  the  Empire  State,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  the  Conven- 
tion the  name  of  New  ^fork's  favorite  son,  Reuben  E.  Fenton.  [Applause.] 
The  public  carctr  of  Mr.  IVnton  during  the  ten  years  that  he  held  the  office 
of  Representative  in  Congress,  and  during  the  four  years  that  he  has  so  cred- 
itably filled  the  office  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  our  State,  has  rendered  his  name 
and  fnme  familiar  to  vvery  member  of  this  Convention.  He  was  one  of  the 
*  earliest  and  most  prominent  founders  of  the  Republican  party,  and  as  early  as 

1855  presided  over  the  first  State  Convention  held  by  that  young  and  vigorous 
political  organization.  (Applause.)  He  is  emphatically  a  man  of  tlic  people; 
sound  and  earnest  in  all  his  political  views  (applause) ;  with  sagacity  and  pru- 
dence that  preserved  him  from  political  mistakes:  without  a  superior  as  an 
efficient  and  successful  political  organizer;  he  generally  secures  victory  for 
those  with  whom  he  works,  and  is  one  who  wields  a  commanding  influence  in 
the  affairs  of  our  State  and  nation.  His  unselfish  support  of  the  great  cause 
i  f  fn  >  dom  and  justiee  lias  been  a  marked  tra"t  in  his  character,  and  strikingly 
exempHfied  throughout  his  whole  political  career.  When  the  rebellion  broke 
out  he  threw  himself  into  the  cause  of  his  country  with  all  the  ardor  of  his 
nature,  and  so  conscientiously  and  carefully  did  lie  devote  himself  to  the  wel- 
fare and  the  interests  of  our  brave  boys  in  blue  that  he  was  everywhere  hailed 
by  the  soldiers  with  the  ai)peIlation  of  "Fenton,  the  soldiers'  friend.*'  [Ap- 
plause] 

In  1862  the  great  States  of  New  York,  Peimsylvania  and  Ohio  swung 
from  their  moorings,  and  temporarily  abandoned  the  cause  of  that  party  which 

was  straining  every  nerve  to  crush  out  the  rebellion  and  uphold  the  honor  and 
integrij^  of  the  nation.  It  was  a  grievous  error,  and  grievously  have  the  peo- 
ple suffered  from  it  For  two  bitter  years  New  York  suffered  under  the  ad> 

ministration  of  Horatio  Seymour,  and  when  the  hour  came  f(jr  deliverance 
her  sons  turned  instinctively  to  Reuben  E.  Fenton  to  become  their  standard- 
bearer.  He  took  the  field,  and,  although  Seymour  was  then  in  the  zenith  of 
his  power  and  popularity,  Reuben  E.  Fenton  overthrew  this  Goliah  of  modern 
democracy,  and  was  elected  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York  by  ten  thou- 
sand majority.  [Applause.]  Two  years  afterward  he  came  before  the  people, 
and,  with  a  record  made  glorious  by  his  course  in  the  war.  he  was  elected  by 
a  majority  of  over  eight  thousand.  Two  years  afterward  he  was  again  nom- 
inated by  acclamation,  for  Governor,  and,  although  his  antagonist,  the  Mayor 
of  New  York,  by  reason  of  his  official  position,  his  residence,  anil  his  personal 
popularity,  possessed  extraordinary  strength,  Fenton  was  elected  by  an  in- 
creased majority  of  fifteen  thousand.  [Applause.) 

Sir — the  question  is  a  natural  one-  "Can  you  carry  New  York,  with  her 
thirty-three  electoral  votes,  for  Reuben  E.  Fenton?"  I  give  you  the  answer, 
coming  from  the  free  and  frank  interchange  of  sentiment  of  sixty-six  gentle- 
men, fresh  from  the  people.  The  election  of  iJ%67  was  no  indication  of  the 
popular  sentiment  on  tlic  national  issues ;  and,  .sir,  there  is  no  reason  to  believe 
that  the  i)eople  intended  to  reverse  the  judgment,  which  they  deliberately  pro- 
nounced in  i8(/).  when  they  triumphantly  sustained  the  patriotic  policy  of  re- 
construction adopted  by  Congress.  Mr.  Fenton  was  elected  by  fifteen  thou- 
sand majority  the  last  time  he  was  before  the  people.  We  know,  sir,  that  the 
naturalization  process,  aided  by  the  dram  shops  of  New  York,  are  multiplying^ 
Democratic  voters,  but  we  shall  overcome  them  by  the  increase  in  part  of  the 
young  men  who  arc  rising  in  our  land  to  vole  with  us,  and  by  the  force  of 
sound  religion  and  increasing  morality. 

While  we  believe  that  we  shall  carry  New  York  for  any  candidate,  it  is 
our  undoubted  conviction  that,  with  Grant  and  Fenton  for  our  standard  bear- 
ers, we  shall  gi\  e  a  decisive  majority  to  the  nominee  of  this  Convention.  Sir, 
in  the  cruel  war  through  which  we  have  passed.  New  York  made  great  sacri- 
fices. She  poured  out  her  blood  and  treasure  like  water.  She  claims  no  cred- 
it for  it   In  the  fatttre»  as  in  the  past,  under  all  circumstances,  and  at  all 
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hazards,  ^hc  will,  combining  Ikt  nuTchant  princes  with  her  profc^.'-ional  men. 
and  all  that  are  Ioyal»  crush  out  all  repudiation  and  maintain  the  plighted 
credit  h<mor  and  faith  of  the  nation.   'Great  applause.) 

Sir,  if  you  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  Republicans  of  New  York,  wc- 
shall  not  only  appreciate  the  honor  and  the  responsibility  you  have  conferred, 
hut  the  tntelltRcncc,  which  proes  flashing  over  the  wires  communicating  the  re- 
sult of  your  prncecdin^s.  will  so  inspire  our  constituents  with  a  sense  of  grat- 
itude, of  determination,  and  of  resolution,  that  they  will  enter  upon  the  con- 
test as  irresistible  as  the  charges  of  the  "Old  Guard"  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte. 
[Applause.]  When  the  result  shall  have  been  achieved  and  the  victory  shall 
have  been  won,  then  you  will  hear  the  powerful  voice  of  New  York  joining 
with  her  loyal  sister  States  in  the  grand  national  chorus,  and  she  will  be  en- 
titled to  claim  a  proud  share  in  the  honor  of  the  grea^t  and  glorious  victory 
that  shall  have  been  achieved.  [Tremendous  cheering.1 


REMARKS  OF  MR.  SIOKKS. 

Mr.  Storr':  r«f  Tllinoiv — \VV  remember  well,  when  tn  1864.  the  conflict 
wc  were  then  waging  wa;,  iransfcrred  from  the  Potomac  to  the  city  of  New 
Yotkf  the  cohorts  of  the  rebellion  were  under  the  command  of  Horatio  Sey- 
motir.  and  the  people  of  thh  nation  were  as  much  interested,  and  its  future 
exi«»unce  as  viiaiiy  depended  upon  the  success  of  that  contest,  as  it  did,  sir, 
upon  the  contest  being  waged  before  Richmond.  I  have  not  forgotten,  and  the 
pmple  of  this  nation  have  not  forgotten,  that  our  leader  in  that  great  contest 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  was  Reuben  E.  Fenton,  of  that  State.  [Great 
Cheers.]  I  have  not  forgotten,  sir,  and  1  cannot  forget  while  I  rememher 
the  glories  of  nttr  country,  that.  organi/inR  the  true  and  loyal  men  of  our  na- 
tion, he  drove  sedition  out  of  the  City  and  State  of  New  York,  and  placed 
the  glory  of  victory  again  upon  our  banner.  Two  years  ago,  sir,  our  battles 
were  re-foujyht.  I  have  not  forgotten,  tiiat  all  the  power<;  of  an  unscrupulous 
party,  aided  by  more  unscrupulous  a|>ostates  [cheers],  were  again  enlisted 
against  the  Republican  organization.  Sir,  apostates  do  not  flourish  well  upon 
the  -^oil  (if  the  West  :  and.  if  there  is  any  State  above  all  oth*  rs  wh^-e  loyalty 
caused  the  people  of  the  West  to  rejoice,  it  was  the  State  of  New  York  when 
we  saw  the  followers  of  Johnson  borne  down  under  unevitable  defeat,  by  an 
army  led  by  Reuben  E.  Fenton,  of  New  York.

to  the  candidate  presented  for  the  Vice  Presidency,  nor  do  I  desire  now,  sir. 
to  discant  on  the  qualifications  or  the  merits  of  either  of  the  candidates.  They 
are  all  good  tncn  :  they  are  all  loyal  and  capable;  but  if  I  should  sit  still,  as 
Chairman  of  the  Illinois  delegation,  after  the  remarks  of  one  of  the  delegates, 
it  might  be  understood  that  he  represented  the  entire  delepation  I  merely  rise 
to  say,  that,  I  will  announce  that  Illinois  stands  fifteen  votes  for  Benjaniin  F. 
Wade  [cheers],  eleven  votes  for  Hannibal  ffamlin  [applause],  three  votes  for 
Schuyler  Colfax  [cheers],  and  three  votes  for  Reuben  E.  Fenton.  [Cheers.] 

LOUtStANA  SECONDS  THP.  NOMINATION  OT  K.  B.  FENTON. 

Mk.  Wahmoth,  of  Louisiana — i  rise,  sir,  simply  for  the  purpose  of  staling 
that  the  delegation  from  Louisiana  instrtKt  me  to  second  the  nomination  of 
Gov.  Fenton,  of  New  York.   [Great  cheering.) 
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KENTl'CKY  NOMINATES  JAMES  SPEED  FOR  VICE  PRESIDENT. 

Mr.  Wood,  of  Kcnti  rl-v— Mr.  Chairman,  the  flelt  Ration  from  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  have  instructed  me  to  present  the  name  ot  Hon.  James  Speed,  for 
the  office  of  Vice  President.   [Cheers.]   In  presenting  the  name  of  Mr.  Speed. 

I  am  proud  to  say,  that  he  is  not  unknown  to  the  American  people.  During 
the  darkest  days  of  tliis  Repubhc ;  during  the  reheUion.  when  everyihmg 
seemed  to  threaten  the  ovcrtlirow  of  the  povcrnnunt,  ^ir.  Speed,  at  the  earh- 
est  possible  period,  took  his  place  in  the  Union  Kepubliian  pnrty.  and  tinder 
that  banner  he  has  ever  fought.  (Applause.)  There  i»  no  man  m  this  I'uion. 
who  Stands  higher  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  than  Mr.  Speed.  Mr.  Speed,  sir, 
was  the  confidential  friend  and  adviser  of  the  late  lamented  Mr.  Lincoln.  He 
was  a  member,  as  is  w?Il  known  to  this  Convention,  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  Cabinci. 
and  was  conspicuous  I'nr  his  great  ability,  and  for  his  incorruptible  integrity. 
He  remained  in  the  Cabinet  of  Mr.  TJncoln,  as  is  well  known,  and  remained 
in  that  Cabinet  until  some  time  after  Mr.  Johnson  assumed  control  of  the  gov- 
ernment. 

The  Psesidbnt— The  Chair  is  obliged  to  call  for  order.  It  is  with  rery 
great  difficulty  that  Mr.  Wood  can  he  heard. 

Mr.  \V(hjp.  of  Kentticky — Mr.  Lincchi,  who  well  knew  Mr.  Speed,  and 
who  knew  his  sterling  character,  his  incorruptible  integrity,  and  his  moral 
worth,  selected  him  as  a  member  of  his  Cabinet.  He  remained  in  that  Cabinet 
until  after  Mr.  Lincoln's  assassination,  and  after  Mr.  Johnson's  inauguration 
to  the  Presidency,  He  remained  in  Mr.  Johnson's  Cabinet,  until  Mr.  Johnson 
proved  himself  a  traitor  to  the  Republican  party.  When  Mr,  Speed  foimd  that 
there  was  no  opportunity  to  be  useful  in  that  Cabinet,  he,  like  a  proud  and 
noble  man,  retired  from  that  Cabinet  into  private  life,  and  is  now  exerting  his 
gr^at  talents  and  influence  for  the  Republican  party.  If  Mr.  Speed  should  re- 
ceive the  nomination  of  this  Convention,  there  is  no  man  in  this  broad  Union, 
who  can  exert  a  more  powerful  influence  on  the  success  of  that  party.

Tt  micjht  seem, 
sir,  that  my  associates  and  myself,  comuig  from  a  State  bound  hand  and  foot, 
to-day,  by  the  treachery  of  a  recreant  President,  and  a  recreant  Governor 
who  is  too  mean  to  have  his  name  1)riat1:ed  here  to-day — it  might  seem  that 
wc  should  be  quiet.  But,  sir,  thougli  we  are  to-day  at  the  mercy  of  treason, 
I  tell  you  that  within  the  limits  of  that  State,  there  are  fifty  thousand  knees 
that  have  never  bowed  to  the  Baal  of  treason.  [Applati'^e.]  When,  in  1861. 
the  fires  of  patriotism  were  attempted  to  be  extinguished,  they  went  out  to 
the  valleys  and  hills,  and  kindled  them  there,  and,  please  God,  we  will  keep 
them  there,  as  loner  a<?  there  is  a  single  hand  to  tend  them.  [Cheers,]  In 
that  year  which  took  from  us  the  beloved  Abraham  Lincoln — in  that  same 
year,  God  took  from  our  little  State,  a  man  whose  name  was  only  second  in 
our  hearts  to  TJuc  'lr, — Henry  Winter  Davis.  flx>t>d  cheering.]  Sir.  as  wc 
watched  his  ascending  spirit,  we  thought  at  last  that  we  saw  the  man  upon 
whom  his  mantle  fell.  We  took  him.  We  made  him  our  representative: 
first,  before  the  people  in  the  forum,  next,  in  (he  house  of  Representatives,  and 
next  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States :  and  his  vote,  thank  God,  was  the  first 
of  a  majority  which  passed  through  the  caucus  of  the  Republican  party  of  the 
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Unitd  Statts — tlir  first  vote  there  for  impartial  sulTraRT.  fApplan>o.l  We 
honor  him;  Maryland  lienors  him;  and  the  men  oi  Maryland,  wliosc  hearts 
arc  true  to  the  nation,  true  to  liberty,  and  true  to  impartial  justice,  sent  tis 
here  to  name  liim  ?n  this  body,  as  her  best  beloved  of  to-day,  to  put  his 
name  in  nomination  as  a  candidate  for  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 
I  name  him  and  have  done— the  Hon.  John  A.  J.  Cresswell,  of  Maryland. 

KEM ARKS  or  MR.  TAYLOR. 

Mr.  Taylor,  of  Kentucky — I  rise,  sir,  in  behalf  of  the  Kentucky  delega- 
tion, to  second  the  nomination  of  James  Speed,  of  Kentucky.  Gen.  Speed 
•  has  been  from  his  boyhood  a  favorite  son  of  that  State.  Gen.  Speed  has  been 
from  his  infamy  to  rnanliood.  a  friend  of  human  riplu^  ;  from  his  boyhood 
to  his  manhood,  he  was  anti-slavery,  and  as  far  back  as  1859,  in  the  Stale  of 
Kentttclcy.  when  it  was  necessary  for  a  man  of  stem  manhood  and  integrity, 
to  get  ui>  and  \  indicate  his  principles;  even  as  far  back  as  184Q.  be  advocated 
then  a  change  in  the  constitution  and  he  was  a  candidate  before  the  people, 
for  the  purpose  of  emancipating  the  slaves  of  the  State  of  Kentucky.  From 
that  time  to  the  present  he  has  followed  that  same  career  He  has  never 
yielded  with  a  truckling  spirit  to  the  pro-slavery  party.  He  has  preserved  his 
manhood  to  so  great  an  extent,  that  when  Abraham  Lincoln  became  President 
of  the  United  States,  in  the  first  year  of  his  administration,  he  called  him  to 
the  Cabitict  a?:  one  of  his  advi-^crs. 

The  i'Ki:iiDENT — The  Chair  regrets  to  be  again  obliged  to  call  for  better 

order.  It  is  simple  justice  to  the  gentleman  from  Kentucky.   If  any  persons 

are  obliged  to  leave  the  hall,  let  them  do  so  quietly.  Proceed  I 

Mr.  Taylor,  of  Kentucky — He  continued  in  the  discbartje  of  his  duties  at 
the  National  Capitol,  until  he  could  no  longer  narticipate  m  the  counsels  of 
Johnson,  without  compromising  his  manhood,  and.  true  to  his  patriotic  impuls- 
es, he  withdrew  from  that  council,  and  returned  to  private  life.  [Applause.) 
I  cannot  come  before  you  to-day,  pledging  you  the  vote  of  Kentucky  at  the 
next  Presidential  election,  but  I  can  come  before  you.  my  countr)'men,  and 
pledge  to  you  a  candidate,  who  is  true  to  all  his  principles  of  Republicanism, 
who  will  never  betray  the  principles  upon  which  the  Republican  party  stands ; 
and  who  has  no  impulse  in  his  heart,  that  does  not  beat  in  unison  with  the 
gttat  Republican  party  of  the  coimtry. 

RE.M ARKS  OP  .MR.  CRESSWELL. 

Mk.  Ckesswell,  of  Maryland — I  a^k  tlu-  inthiltrcnce  of  the  Convention  for 
a  moment  to  explain  somewhat  the  singular  position  that  I  occupy  upon  this 
floor.  My  name  having  been  motioned  in  connection  with  the  hig^  office, 
the  nomination  for  which  is  your  present  bu^ine-'^,  it  is  incumbent  on  mc  to 
say  what  I  am  about  to  say.  It  is  true  that  the  ijtale  Convention  of  niy  own 
State,  actuated  by  a  desire  to  compliment  me,  complimea*ed  me  by  instructing 
iny  associates  to  cast  for  me  their  first  ballot.  I  have  requested  that  the  dele- 
gation forego  the  compliment.  They  have  as  peremptorily  declmed.  Under 
the  drctnnstances,  therefore,  I  am  obliged  to  acquiesce,  but  preserve,  however, 
.1  right  to  direct  one  vote  which  is  under  my  control.  I  shall  vote  from  a  high 
sense  of  duty. 

If  I  had  the  privilefre  of  complimenting  all  the  gentlemen  who  have  beeit 

named.  I  should  be  oblij^cd  to  vote  for  them  all.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  a 
personal  acquaintance  with  each  of  them.  I  know  them  all  to  be  true  and 
faithful  Republicans.   But,  in  this  emergency — in  this  "lime  when  all  the  Re- 

piibb'ran  party  have  at  stake  is  in  the  i>>tio— nt  tbis  iunrtnro  nf  afTair^^.  I  be- 
lieve it  my  duty  to  give  my  vote  for  the  man  whose  life  has  contributed  so 
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much  to  the  establishment  of  the  principles  o^  Republicanism, — I  mean  glori- 
ous old  Ben.  Wade,  of  Ohio,  (Applause.]  I  have  seen  that  old  veteran  in 
the  midst  fif  the  stnrm  of  battle,  and  I  know  that  he  has  never  hcon  shaken  in 
his  purpose.  He  stands  for  the  right,  witliout  fear  and* without  reproach, 
and  he  stands  before  the  people  of  the  United  States  to-day,  more  than  any 
other  man.  as  an  exponent  of  tlie  principles  which  we  seek  to  make  immortal 
in  the  grand  contest  in  the  coming  Presidcntal  conflict.  One  more  treason  may 
sirilrr  them  down ;  one  more  victory  makes  the  eternal  truths  which  we  have 
proelaimed.  and  which  we  have  fought  for  in  our  battle^.  I  can.  trnthfully, 
ca-st  my  vote  to  sustain  the  old  veteran  with  his  sturdy  frame  covered  all  over 
with  tne  glittering  insignia  of  illustrious  achievements  in  behalf  of  his  party. 
[Cheers.] 

J'ENNSM.VAMA    NOMINATES  A.   G.  CI  RTIN   FOK   VK  K  I'KESIDENT. 

Mr.  Fornev,  of  Pennsylvania — Mr.  President,  as  Chairman  of  the  Repub- 
liean  State  Delegation  of  Pennsylvania,  I  have  the  honor  to  nominate  Andrew 

Gregg  Curtin  as  the  RcpnWican  candidate  for  Vice  President.  [Loud  cheers.] 
I  deeply  regret  my  own  condition,  and  that  it  prevents  me  from  speaking  of 
this  dmtinguished  citizen  as  he  deserves,  and  as  I  desire  to  speak.  I,  therefore^ 

devolve  the  duty  upon  Mr.  McGurc.  [.\pplause.] 

Mr.  MrCi.UBE,  of  Pennsylvania— Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
Convc'iition.  1  rise  not  to  speak  for  Andrew  G.  Curtin.  He  needs  not  the  Vice 
Presidency  of  the  United  States  to  increase  his  fame,  nor  to  increase  the 
affection  of  his  people  for  him.  I  rise  not  to  tell  the  .>^tory  of  his  ofTlcial 
career.  That  is  known  as  well  in  Chicago  as  in  Pennsylvania;  as  well  upon 
the  shores  of  the  Pacific  as  upon  the  shores  of  his  o\vn  Atlantic.  I  arise  to 
speak  in  behalf  of  three  hundred  thousand  Republicans  of  Pennsylvania, 
who  stand  charged  in  the  contest  with  carrying  the  very  centre  of  the  enemy's 
column,  and  giving  success  to  our  great  cause  in  November.    [  Applause.] 

I  say  I  ?peak  not  for  men.  nor  do  T  s{)eak  from  State  pride.  1  appeal  to  the 
delegates  of  this  Convention,  in  the  words  of  truth  and  soberness,  asking  them 
to  bear  well  in  mind  that  as  Pennsylvania  shall  cast  her  vote  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October,  so.  in  all  human  probability,  shall  the  verdict  of  this  great 
nation  be  rendered  in  November.  I  ask  the  tnembers  of  this  Convention  to 
bear  well  in  mind  that  after  we  shall  have  entered  into  this  great  national 
Struggle  for  freedom — for  a  final  victory — for  the  logical  consequences  of  the 
war —  that  every  ioyal  heart  throughout  this  entire  nation  will  turn,  with 
quickened  emotion,  to-  the  Keystone  State  in  October;  that  every  loyal  eye 
will  turn  with  steady  ga?e  upon  the  verdict  of  her  people,  and  that,  if  she  shall 
declare  in  behalf  of  the  policy  and  principles  of  the  Republican  party,  then 
your  victory  is  complete — your  great  battle  is  won. 

I  present,  in  behalf  of  Pennsylvania,  to  this  Convention  the  name  of  An- 
drew G.  Curtin.  solely  as  the  precursor  of  success  in  this  contest.  [Applause.] 
And  I  need  not  say  that  I  do  not  present  a  man  in  any  sense  unworthy  of  the 
distinpiiishcd  compliment  we  ask  this  Convention  to  give  him.  In  i860,  when 
they  turned  to  Illinois  and  took  her  favorite  son  for  the  Presidency,  I  know 
well  (for  I  l)ore  some  humble  part  in  that  contest)  how  Pennsylvania  deter- 
mined it  for  Illinois,  determined  it  for  New  York,  determined  it  for  New  Jer- 
sey, determined  it  for  the  Uuion,  by  her  majority  of  thirty-two  thousand  for 
Andrew  G.  Curtin.

We  scKcted  him  with  reference  to  the  erreat  issuer,  as  well  as  with  ref- 
erence to  the  great  national  success.  We  knew  that  upon  us  devolved  the  duty 
of  carrying  the  Stronghold  of  the  enemy's  works.  We  selected  the  man  most 
fittine",  the  man  most  worthy,  the  man  stmneest  in  the  hearts  and  the  affections 
of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania.

In 
the  country  having  advanced,  having  learned  in  tiie  school  of  war  that 
we  must  plant  our  linnet  forward,  and  march  onward,  we  again  turned  to 
Andrew  G  Cnrttn.  of  fcnn\vlvnnia,  and  charged  him  with  the  duty  of  saving 
the  Slate,  and  savins'  the  cnmnKin  count rv. 

The  President— Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  the  gentleman's  time  is 
exhausted.  Shall  more  tim^  be  ^ven  him? 

Cries^"Go  onl  go  on!" 

The  President — I  made  the  suggestion,  because  Colonel  Forney,  who 
made  the  nomination*  is  unable  to  speak  and  present  the  claims  of  that  candi- 
date. 

Mr.  McClure,  of  Pennsylvania — I  say,  in  1863,  when  almost  every  loyal 
hemtt  was  stricken  in  despair,  when  our  most  faithful  States  seemed  to  h.ive 
wavered  in  their  fidelity,  and  when  we  had  to  commence  the  great  work  and 
turn  back  this  tide  of  disaster,  Pennsylvania  then  sought  for  her  most  trusted, 
her  most  honored,  her  most  successful  leader,  and  Andrew  G.  Curtin  was 
again  made  our  .standard-bearer.  Then,  as  now.  he  had  been  so  eminent  in 
good  deeds,  as  to  have  ignoble  foes.  But  he  took  the  banner  of  emancipation 
fdbeere),  and  bore  it  in  triumph  in  Pennsylvania  from  the  Lakes  to  the  Dela- 
ware. He  rallied  around  it  the  faithful  people  of  our  Commonwealth,  as  no 
other  man  could  rally  it  then,  or  can  rally  it  now  [cheers]  ;  and,  with  seventy 
thousand  of  our  noble  soldiers  in  the  field,  disfranchised  by  a  court  faithless, 
to  the  cause  of  our  country,  he  was  again  triumphantly  elected  by  a  majority 
of  fifteen  thousand  votes,  and  Pennsylvania  was  saved,  and  your  nation  was 
saved.

I  need  not  say  that  he  is  pre-eminent  in  our  State, 
because  ne  is  known  everywhere  the  .same,  as  the  soldier's  friend,  and  the  great 
civilian  hero  of  the  war.  [Cheers.] 

I  disptitc  not  the  eminent  merits  of  the  distinguished  civilian  presented  by 
New  York  ;  but  I  say  if  there  is  one  man  who  towers  over  all  others  as  the 
great  civilian  hero  of  this  war,  it  is  Andrew  G  Curiin.  of  Pennsylvania.  (Ap- 
plause.] There  is  Pennsylvania,  gentlemen  of  the  Chicago  Convention!  ^here 
is  Penn<!ylvania !  Behold  her!  He  has  made  her  record  during  this  war.  He 
has  wnuen  her  history  during  this  war.  He  has  advanced  her  every  step 
she  has  advanced,  for  freedom,  for  justice,  and  for  liberty  and  for  law.  I  need 
not  refer  to  him.  I  refer  to  our  State,  because  the  history  of  our  .State  for  the 
last  six  years  is  the  history  of  Andrew  G.  Curtin.  Tlierc  is  not  a  soldier's 
home  where  his  name  is  not  liqied  in  love  throughout  our  great  common- 
wealth, and  wherever  there  is  a  grave  of  our  martyred  soldiers,  and  where 
they  sleep  in  every  valley,  there  i»  not  a  tomb  of  a  martyr  so  humble,  there  is 
not  an  altar  where  his  name  is  not  li^d  with  reverence  and  affection.  I  ap- 
peal to  this  Convention — not  for  him,  not  for  my  State.  T  appeal  to  this  Con- 
vention in  behalf  of  the  millions  of  Republicans  of  the  Union — in  behalf  of 
victory.  I  do  not  say,  gentlemen,  that  he  shall  be  faithless  if  any  other  canoi- 
datc  IS  presented.  Far  from  it.  Pennsylvnnia  has  been  too  often  tried,  too 
often  trusted  and  has  manifested  her  fidelity  under  every  circunihtance ;  and 
whatever  may  be  the  choice  of  this  Convention*  she  will  give  her  united,  ear- 
rc<;t^  and.  I  trust,  successful  efforts  for  the  nominee,  f Cheers  and  prolonged 
applai:se.] 

The  PREiiiDENT — The  gentleman's  time  has  expired. 
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IOWA  NOMINATES  JAMES   HARLAN   FoK  VU  E  rK£SU)ENT. 

Mr.  Williamson,  of  Iowa  Mr.  President.  I  am  instructed,  by  the  delega- 
tion from  Iowa,  to  place  in  nomination  for  the  otiicc  of  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  name  of  one  of  Iowa's  most  favored  public  men  [bnghter], 
the  name  of  a  man  whose  public  life  and  career  has  been  a  synonym  for  that 
of  purity  and  political  fidelity — ihe  nanii.-  of  a  man  who  resigned  the  liigb  of- 
fice of  cabinet  minister  when  he  could  no  longer  find  friends  of  the  country, 
of  the  constitution,  and  of  the  people  willi  whom  to  con:?ult  in  that  high  posi- 
tion. It  is  oidy  necessary  for  nie  to  mention  the  name  of  the  Hon.  James 
Harlan,  United  States  Senator  from  Iowa  [cheers]  ;  a  man  whose  whole  life 
has  Ijcon  dovotcil  to  the  jjrinciples  of  justice,  who  h.-is  stood  firm  and  fast  by 
the  great  principles  oi  the  parly,  when  others,  whom  we  have  equally  trusted, 
have  deceived  and  ignored  the  express  wishes  of  the  people  of  the  State  and 
of  the  United  States,    f  A  voice — "Grimes !"] 

It  is  not  necessary  to  make  an  extended  remarks,  as  the  gentlemen  calling 
,  out  the  name  of  Mr.  Grimes  on  so  many  occasions  bring  the  mantling  blush  of 
shame  to  any  speaker  who  is  not  in  the  habit  of  addressing  targe  assemblages 
of  this  kind.   [Applause  and  laughter.] 

SOUTH  CAKHLINA  SCCOKDS  THE  NOMIKATfON  OF  RENRY  WILSOH. 

Mr.  Whitmore,  of  South  Carolina— Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
Convention :  No  other  emotion  save  that  which  is  the  proudest  and  the  no- 
blest, can  inspire  the  hearts  of  those  who  are  the  representatives  of  the  people, 
here  to-day.  When  the  names  of  each  of  the  noblest  sons  of  the  country,  most 
experienced  in  statesmanship,  are  brought  before  us,  and  we  are  called  upon 
hf  the  eloquence  of  the  Rentlemen  who  present  them,  our  sympathies  are 
Stirred  witliin  us.  I  have  nothing  to  say  against  the  claims  of  any  of  the  gcn- 
tiemen  who  have  been  presented  for  our  consideration.  I  trust,  however, 
that  our  hearts  may  be  animated  with  the  purest  desire  to  protect  the  rights 
and  privileges  and  grand  principles  of  our  party,  in  the  nomination  which  we 
shall  make  for  the  Vice  Presidency  of  the  United  States.  It  may  seem 
strange,  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  that  South  Carolina  with  her  voice 
here  to-day,  in  behalf  of  one  hundred  thousand  voters — South  Carolina,  with 
principles  so  antipodean  in  the  past  to  the  sentiments  of  the  platform  which 
nas  been  adopted  here  to-day — shi  iih!  stand  here,  in  this  hour,  to  give  her 
voice  in  favor  of  one  of  Massachusetts'  proudest  sons.  [Great  applause.] 
We  wear,  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  his  name  upon  our 
badges,  and  the  remembrance  of  liis  deeds,  and  the  great  duties  which  he  has 
fulfilled  in  our  hearts.  We  stand  here  well  men,  true  and  strong,  represent- 
ing the  Republicans  of  South  Carolina,  to  throw  our  voice  and  vote  into  the 
scale  in  preference  of  Hon.  Henry  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts.  [Applause.] 

REMARKS  OF  MR.  KELFER. 

Mr.  Kelfer,  of  Alabama — Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Conven- 
tion—It  may  seem  improper,  perhaps,  in  a  representative  from  Alabama  to  add 
yet  another  name  to  the  already  loni^  li^t  of  acceptable  men,  for  any  one  of 
whom  the  whole  Republican  party  of  this  country  may  well  be  proud  to  give 
their  suffrages:  and  yet.  Mr.  President,  the  poor  .step-children  of  the  Union 
in  -Mabama — (laughter  | — that  State  whose  name  means  "Here  we  rest."  and 
where  we  Republicans  have  no  rest,  so  far  as  we  can  see,  are  hardly  likely  to 
have  [laughter] — still,  Mr.  President,  we  feel  that  a  debt  of  gratitude  requires 
on  the  part  of  some  of  us  standing  here  as  delegates  of  the  Republican  party 
of  that  State  to  recognize,  if  we  can,  even  by  a  few  votes,  the  sentiment  of 
gratitude  that  we  feel  for  one  whose  name  is  cherished  in  the  State  of  Ala- 
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bama,  second  to  none  of  the  illustrious  men  who  have  hepn  named  heretofore 
in  connection  with  this  high  office.  I  mean  to  name,  sir,  for  Vice  President, 
the  Hon.  WilHam  D.  Kelley.  of  Pennsylvania.  [Applause  and  laughter.] 
Gcntlcni'  ti  nvT\  latiph  if  they  please,  Mr.  President,  but  we  all  know  in  the 
coming  campaign  there  is  no  man  in  these  United  States  whose  clarion  voice 
will  bring  voters  up  to  tlic  work  before  them,  in  a  manni  r  to  surpass  that  in 
which  iht-y  will  be  brought  by  William  D.  Kelley.  [Laughter.]  And  if  there 
is  a  doubtful  Congressional  District,  who  do  they  send  for  to  canvass  it  but 
William  D.  Kelley,  of  Pennsylvania?  [Cheers.]  He  is  the  man  whom  we 
want  to  marshal  orr  votf-r^  to  the  polls.  He  is  a  man  on  whom  the  mantle 
of  lienry  Clay,  as  the  great  ciianipion  of  Anuricaa  industry,  has  fallen.  He  is 
the  champion  of  the  rights  of  the  laboring  men  everywhere.  He  has  been  the 
hfe-long  devottd  friend  of  human  liberty  and  equal  rights.  And  we  of  the 
South  never  appeal  to  him  in  vain  for  advice,  counsel,  and  assistance,  when  it 
has  been  denied  by  many  to  whom,  perhaps,  the  gentlemen  might  think  it  more 
advisable  to  give  their  votes  at  this  time.  We  feel  a  debt  of  crratitnde  to  Judge 
Kelley,  and.  although  his  claims  have  not  been  brought  forward  prominently 
as  a  candidate  in  this  ConventioUp  some  of  us»  at  least,  will  recognise  the  debt 
we  owe  him  by  our  votes  on  this  occasion. 

REMARKS  OF  MR.  SEYMOUR. 

Mk.  Seymour,  of  Wisconsin — I  wish  to  declare,  sir.  that  in  rising-  to  men- 
tion anil  propose  the  name  of  Hannibal  Hamlin,  of  Maine,  [applause,]  that  I 
have  not  arrogated  to  myself  the  honor  or  the  pleasure  of  expressing  the  wishes 
of  the  Wiscon<;in  delegation.  The  Wisconsin  delegation  is  divided,  by  giving 
Colfax  eleven,  Fent'>n  six,  Piamlin  two,  and  Curtin  one.  [Applause.]  I 
merely,  sir.  rise  in  the  name  of  those  who  destre  to  vote  for  this  honored 
man,  that  the  name  siiould  he  put  in  nomination.  This  candidate  is  a  man 
who  is  a  head  and  shoulders  above  all  corrupting  influences.  We  do  not  wish 
to  charge  one  word  of  objection  upon  any  gentleman  that  is  named;  not  even 
to  intimate  their  unfitness.  On  the  contrary,  the  multiplicity  and  respectability 
of  the  candidates  afford  abundance  of  evidence  that  the  Republican  party  is 
full  of  good  material  for  the  Vice  Presidency.  Hut  we  know  that  we  must, 
in  this  campaign,  consolidate  and  organize  all  the  Union  element  of  the  nation, 
and  we  think  this  nommatiun  wdl  do  it.  1  here  is  nothing  that  will  put  the 
Republican  party  in  a  state  of  invincibility  so  much  as  to  go  back  and  cor- 
rect the  blunder  that  was  made  at  Baltimore  in  1864  It  w  ill  be  regarded  by  the 
pec^le  as  a  pledge  of  the  Republican  party  to  a  return  to  soundness;  it  would 
re-lif^t  the  campaign  fires,  and,  with  the  enthusiasm  of  1860^  the  party  of 
l-incoln  and  Hamlin  woubl  again  imite  and  march  on  to  victory.  He  is  one 
of  the  few  public  men  in  ilus  country  upon  whose  name  the  politicians  have 
never  been  able  to  tiirow  a  stain.  (Cheers.]  He  is  respected  at  home  and 
abroad  as  a  man  of  unsullied  character,  as  a  man  true  to  the  principles  of  the 
Republican  party — true  to  the  interests  o£  the  United  States.  [Applause.] 


MAINE  NOMIN.ATES  HANNIBAL  HAWLTN,  OP  MATNC,  TOtt  VICB  PRtSTWtNT. 

Mr.  Shepley,  of  Maine — Mr.  President,  instructed  by  the  delegates,  who 
are  themselves  instructed  by  the  people  of  Maine,  I  rise  to  lay  before  you,  on 
behalf  of  the  Republicans  of  Maine,  and  on  behalf  of  those  whose  hearts  re- 
spond to  the  memories  of  the-  old  ticket  of  "Lincoln  and  Hamhn  "  [cheers] — 
to  nominate  Hannibal  Hamlin,  of  Maine.  [Cheers.]  Four  years  ago,  the  Na- 
tional Repubican  Convention  laid  aside  a  candidate  who  had  been  tried  and 
found  true  and  faithful,  to  take  up  a  candidate  whom  the  representatives  of 
the  people  have  been  obliged  to  put  upon  trial,  for  high  crimes  and  misde- 
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meanors  [cheers],  and  against  whom  the  unanimous  voice  of  the  loyal  peo- 
ple of  this  country  has  pronounced  the  verdict  of  guilty.  [Cheers]  The  mis- 
take of  that  day^ — the  mistake  of  that  hour,  has  cost  us,  and  is  costing  us,  to- 
day, through  the  treachery  of  Andrew  Johnson,  thousands  and  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  lives  of  loyal  men  in  the  South.  It  cost  us  the  life  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln [sensation],  and,  unless  the  oflidal  giiiUotine  be  soon  set  to  work,  it  may 
cost  us  the  life  of  the  nation 

I  will  not  go  further  into  the  history  of  those  mistakes,  but  there  would 
seem  to  be  a  poetical  justice,  now,  in  retracting  our  steps,  and  presenting  to 
tiie  people  of  this  country  the  associated  names  from  Illinois  and  frnm  Maine, 
as  on  the  old  ticket  of  "Lincoln  and  Hamlin."  [Cheers.]  It  would  be  a 
ticket,  fflorious  with  all  the  memories  and  associations  of  the  past.  [Cheers.] 
It  would  be  a  ticket,  radiant  with  every  promise  of  victory-  and  security  for 
the  future.  I  am  not  going  into^  a  biography  of  the  candidates  whom  we 
represent.  The  golden  page  of  history,  which  records  the  highest  advance* 
ment  ir  htimnn  freedom  and  human  prepress,  is  illuminated  in  poldcn  let- 
ters with  the  names  of  Lincoln  and  Hamlin.  ^Applause.)  His  record  is 
before  the  cotintry.  He  has  been  tried  and  proved,  and  has  not  been  found 
wanting.  We  do  not  ask  you  to  nomitvite  him  as  a  compliment  to  Hannibal 
Hamlin.  He  has  once  received  that  token  of  the  nation's  appreciation.  We 
do  not  ask  yon  to  nominate  Hannibal  Hamlin  as  necessary  to  carry  the  State 
of  Maine.  We  will  give  you  our  vote  for  any  candidate  whom  you  may  name 
in  this  Convention.  [Cheers.J  We  do  say,  howevert  if  you  do  give  us  the 
name  of  Hannibal  H^nlin  on  this  ticket,  that  as  we  are  the  first  State,  almost 
to  record  our  vote  in  the  coming  campaign,  we  will  pitch  the  key-note,  with 
Grant  and  Hamlin  on  the  ticket,  and  we  will  pitch  it  so  high  that  no  discord- 
ant sound  of  treason  shall  ever  be  heard.  [Applause.] 

BEMARRS  OP  MK.  SOUTHER. 

Mt.  SoiTTHHt,  of  Pennsylvania — 1  only  get  op  to  say,  Mr.  President,  that, 

as  the  name  of  another  indi\  i  lu.-l  from  Pennsylvania  li.i-  boen  presented  here, 
and  no  one  seconds  that  nomination,  I  simply  rise  to  say  that  I  do  not  second 
it — ^that  I  was  sent  here  for  a  differetit  purpose— that  the  delegation  from 
Pennsylvania  cainc  here  under  instructions  to  vote  for  A.  G.  Curtln.  That 
is  what  they  came  here  for;  that  is  what  they  were  commanded  to  do;  and, 
perhaps,  I  shotild  not  have  troubled  this  Convention  for  one  moment  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that,  throughout  this  city,  ever  since  the  delegates  came 
here,  it  has  been  told  that  Andrew  G.  Curtin  was  not  the  choice  of  Pcnnsyl* 
vania,  and  that  there  was  opposition  to  htm  in  our  own  Convention.  That 
opposition  has  manifested  itself  here  this  morning,  and  it  amount-  t  )  about 
the  same  thing  as  the  man's  interest  in  the  oil  well,  which  was  one  thirty- 
second  of  one  forty-second,  and  it  was  a  dry  hole!  [Laughter.]  I  can  only 
say.  sir.  that  we  have  presented  the  name  of  .'\iulrc\v  G.  Curtin  here  in  good 
faith,  as  has  been  well  said  here  by  the  gentleman  who  seconded  the  nomi- 
nation. 

There  is  some  part  of  this  contest  to  be  fought  in  Pennsylvania,  and  I  will 
only  say  that  during  the  war  all  eyes  were  at  one  time  turned  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, on  the  eve  of  a  battle,  and  her  conduct  on  that  day  was  considered 
to  be  the  turning  i)oint  in  the  struggle.  It  may.  perhaps,  be  so  in  this  contest, 
and  we  have,  tlierefore.  made  a  choice  which  gives  nn  uncertain  or  doubtful 
sound.  We  can  certainly  tell  what  will  bccf)me  of  Pennsylvania.  We  ask 
you,  gentlemen,  to  take  this  matter  to  your  serious  consideration,  and,  if  we 
are  nnt  favored  with  our  candidate,  we  will  >imply  say  that  we  came  in- 
structed by  the  State  Convention  to  present  the  name  of  Andrew  G.  Curtin. 
as  the  unanimous  choice  of  Pennsylvania. 
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REMARKS  OF  MK  HUMFHKEV. 

Mr  HuMriiREv,  of  Alabama — Mr.  President,  without  solicitation,  or,  at 
least,  without  any  authority  from  the  delegation  of  Alabama  as  a  delegation, 
one  of  our  delegates,  from  personal  consideration,  from  the  high  regard 
and  respect  which  he  has  for  Judge  Kclley.  presented  his  name.

And,  sir.  with  a  view  not  to  disparage  any  one,  nor  with  a  view  to  enter 
into  a  fulsome  e'.jlng^-  iipcn  any  individual,  I  shall  mention  a  name  which 
understands  and  comprehends,  as  we  conceive,  the  great  issues  which  are 
involved  in  the  reconstniction  policy.  Sir^  although  the  delegation  will  be 
divided,  there  will  be  a  respcctaM  ■  vote  given  for  the  man.  1  mention  the 
Hon.  Henry  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts. 


REMARKS  OK  MK.  KASTE*. 

Mr.  Raster,  of  Illinois — Mr.  President,  eleven  delegates  of  the  State  of 
llhnois  second  the  nomination  of  that  man,  whose  name  is  insiparahly  con- 
nected with  the  mo'^i  glorious  page  in  the  history  of  the  Repuldican  party— 
the  name  of  the  Hon.  Hannibal  Hamlin,  of  Maine.  [Applause.]  In  going 
back  in  our  memories  to  the  history  of  our  party,  we  would  not  willingly 
rest  npon  the  recollections  of  1864.  But  we  do  like  to  return  to  the  year 
t86o.  as  the  year  of  our  triumph.  In  the  platform  that  has  been  adopted, 
to-day,  we  have  a  bill  of  indictment,  as  it  were,  of  the  nation  against  Andrew 
Johnson.  'That  indictment  has  been  applauded  by  this  Convention.  But 
has  It  not  occtirrcd  to  you  that  it  was  by  the  Republican  party  Johnson 
uas  placed  in  a  position  whence  the  weapon  of  an  assassin  raised  him  to 
the  Presidency?  We  say,  in  our  platform,  that  we  regret  having  done  so. 
But,  sir.  is  that  enough?  Faith,  without  acts,  is  nothing:  neither  is  con- 
fession, without  penitence.  The  Republican  party  sinned,  in  1864;  it  Is 
now  confessing  that  sin.  We  said,  m  1864,  that  it  was  not  good  to  Hwap 
horses  in  the  middle  of  a  stream;  and  yet  we  did  swap  ont-  !if-r^e  of  the 
noble  team  which  had  carried  us  to  victory.  [Apj^lause.]  1  take  it  that 
our  plaifcrm  will  not  be  complete  if,  to  the  confession,  we  do  not  add  the 
pent^ce.  (.Applause  and  laughter.]  The  error  we  did  commit  was  greater, 
perhaps,  than  anv  one  here  would  be  willing  to  think  of.  Would  our  mar- 
tyred President  be  a  martyred  President  to-day  if  we  had  not  swapped  horses? 
What  was  «aid  of  honest  Ren  Wade,  that  he  would  be  a  shield  to  the  life 
of  General  Grant,  is  true ;  but  it  was  as  true  of  the  Hon.  Hannibal  Hamlin,  in 
1864.  in  regard  to  the  life  of  the  favorite  son  of  Illinois.  In  that  respect,  and 
hecatisc  we  think  that  the  he^t  memories  of  the  party  would  be  revived  by 
the  name  of  Hannibal  Hamlin,  wc  second  the  nomination.  But,  at  the  same 
time,  wc  have  one  other  reason.  It  is  this:  There  is  as  wide  a  discrepancy 
in  regard  to  the  Vicr  Prrsidenry  as  there  ever  was  in  the  seUcfion  of  a  can- 
didate ior  the  Presidency.

We  will  not  forget 
oiir  tens  of  thousands  who  have  fallen  for  the  cause  of  our  liberty,  nor  will 
we  forget  the  sufferings  of  those  men,  nor  the  tears  of  their  wives  and  or- 
phans. I  move,  therefore,  sir,  that  the  Rules  be  suspended,  and  Schuyler  Col- 
fax be  declared  unanimously  nominated.

"Peace  and  ninvcrsal  prosperity — its  sequence — with  economy  of  admin- 
istration, w  ill  lighten  tlie  burden  of  taxation,  while  it  constantly  reduces  the 
national  debt.  Let  us  have  peace.

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LETTER  OF  AGCEPTANOE. 

FROM  SCHUYLER  COLFAX. 

''Washington*  D.  C,  May  30^  186ft. 

"Hon.  J.  R.  Hawley, 

"President  of  the  National  Union  Republican  Convention: 

"Dear  Sir:  The  platform  adopted  by  the  patriotic  convention  over 
which  you  presided,  and  the  resolutions  which  so  happily  supplement  it,  so 
entirely  agree  with  my  views  as  to  a  jn«;t  national  pohcy,  that  my  thanks  arc 
due  to  the  delegates  as  much  for  this  clear  and  auspicious  declaration  of 

frinctples,  as  for  the  nomination  with  which  I  have  been  honored,  and  which 
gratefully  accept. 

"VVheu  a  great  rebtllion,  which  imptriled  the  national  existence,  was  at 
last  overthrown,  the  duty  of  all  others,  devolving  upon  those  intrusted  with 
the  re<ponsibilities  of  legnslation,  evidently  was  to  require  that  the  revolted 
States  should  be  re-admitted  to  participation  in  the  government  against 
which  they  had  erred  only  on  such  a  basis  as  to  increase  and  fortify,  not  to 
weaken  or  endanger,  the  strengrth  aiid  power  of  the  nation.  Certainly  no 
one  ought  to  liave  claimed  that  they  should  be  re-admitted  under  sucli  rule 
that  their  organisation  as  States  could  ever  again  be  used,  as  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  war,  to  defy  the  national  authority  or  to  destroy  the  national  unity. 
This  principle  has  been  the  pole  star  of  those  who  have  inllexibly  insisted 
on  the  Congressional  policy  your  Convention  so  cordially  indorsed. 

"BafHed  hy  Executive  opposition  and  by  persistent  refusals  to  accept  any 
plan  of  rcconstruciion  proffered  by  Congress,  justice  and  public  safety  at 
last  combined  to  teach  us  that  only  by  an  enlargement  of  suffrage  in  those 
States  could  the  desired  t  nd  he  attained,  and  that  it  was  even  more  safe  to 
give  the  ballot  to  those  who  had  loved  the  Union  than  to  those  who  had 
sought  ineffectually  to  destroy  it.  The  assured  success  of  this  legislation 
is  hcinp  written  on  the  adamant  of  history,  and  will  be  our  triumphant 
vindication.  More  clearly,  too.  than  ever  before  does  the  nation  now  rec- 
ognize that  the  greatest  glory  of  a  Republic  is,  that  it  throws  the  shield  of 
its  protection  over  the  humblest  and  weakest  of  hs.  people,  and  vindicates 
the  rights  of  the  poor  and  the  powerless  as  faithfully  as  those  of  the  rich 
and  powerful. 

'  I  rt  joicc,  too.  in  this  connection,  to  fmd  ig  your  platform  the  frank  and 
fearless  avowal  that  naturalized  citizens  must  be  protected  abroad  "at  every 
hazard,"  as  though  they  were  native  born."  Our  whole  people  are  foreign- 
er?, or  descendant'?  of  foreigners.  Onr  fathers  cstahli-hed  hy  arms  their  right 
to  be  called  a  nation.  It  remains  for  us  to  establish  the  eight  to  welcome 
to  our  shores  all  who  are  willing,  by  oaths  of  allegiance,  to  become  Amert- 
can  citizens.  Perpetual  allegiance,  as  claimed  abroad,  is  only  another  tiame 
for  perpetual  bondage,  and  would  make^  all  slaves  to  the  soil  where  first 
they  saw  the  light.  Our  national  cemeteries  prove  how  faithfully  these  oaths 
of  fidelity  to  their  adopted  land  have  been  scaled  in  the  life  blood  of  thou- 
sands upon  thousands.  Should  we  then  be  faithful  to  the  dead,  if  wc  did 
not  protect  their  living  brethren  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  that  nationality, 
for  which,  side  by  side  with  the  native  bom,  our  soldiers  of  foreign  birth 
laid  down  their  lives? 

"It  was  fitting,  too.  that  the  representatives  of  a  party  which  had  proved 
so  true  to  national  duty  in  time  of  war.  should  speak  so  clearly  in  tmic  of 
peace  for  the  maintenance  untarnished  of  the  national  honor,  national  credit 
and  good  faith  as  regards  its  debt,  the  cost  of  our  national  existence. 

"I  do  not  need  to  extend  this  reply  by  further  commert  on  a  platform 
which  has  elicited  such  hearty  approval  throughout  the  land.    The  debt  of 
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gratitude  it  acknowledges  to  the  brave  men  who  saved  the  Union  from 
destruction,  the  frank  approval  of  amnesty  based  on  repentance  and  loyalty, 
the  demand  lor  the  most  thorottfh  economy  and  honesty  in  government,  the 
sympathy  of  the  party  of  liberty  with  all  throughout  tlic  world  wlio  Iohr  for 
the  iiberty  we  here  enjoy,  and  the  recognition  of  the  sublime  principles  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  are  worthy  of  the  organization  on  whose 
banners  they  are  to  he  written  in  the  coming  content.  Its  past  record  cannot 
be  blotted  out  or  forgotten.  If  there  had  been  no  Republican  party,  slavery 
would  to-day  cast  its  baneful  shadow  over  the  Republic.  If  there  had  been 
no  Republican  party,  a  free  press  and  free  <;pcech  would  be  as  unknown 
from  the  Potomac  to  the  Rio  Grande  as  ten  years  ago.  If  the  Republican 
party  could  have  been  stricken  from  existence  when  the  banner  of  rebellion 
was  unfurled,  and  when  the  response  of  "no  coercion"  was  heard  at  the 
North,  we  would  have  had  no  nation  to-day.  But  for  the  Republican  party 
daring  lo  risk  the  odium  of  tax  and  draft  laws  our  flag  could  not  have  been 
kept  tlyinc;  on  the  field  until  the  long-hoped-for  victon,-  came.  Without  a 
Republican  party  the  Civil  Rights  bill — the  guaranty  of  equality  under  the 
law  to  the  humble  and  the  defenceless,  as  well  as  lo  the  strong— would  not 
be  to-day  upon  our  national  statute  hook. 

"With  such  inspiration  from  the  past,  and  following  the  example  of  the 
founders  of  the  Republic,  who  called  the  victorious  General  of  the  Revolu- 
tion to  prc«:ide  over  the  land  his  triumphs  had  saved  from  its  enemies.  I  can- 
not doubt  that  our  labors  will  be  crowned  with  success.  And  it  will  be  a 
success  that  will  bring  restored  hope,  confidence,  prosperity  and  pn^[reas. 
South  well  as  North,  West  a«;  well  as  East,  and,  above  all,  the  blessings, 
under  Providence,  of  national  Concord  and  Peace.

The  undersig^ned,  constituting  the  National  Committee  designated  by  the 
Convention  held  at  Chicago  on  the  20th  of  May,  1868.  hereby  call  a  Conven- 
tion of  4hp  -Ijnion  Rec.ubl:can  Party  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  Wednes- 
day, the  5th  aSyTTf  Tune  next,  at  12  o'clock  noon,  for  the  purpose  of  nomi- 
nating candidates  igr  the  offices  of  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States. 

Each  State  is  authorized  to  be  represented  in  the  Convention  by  dele- 
gate?; equal  Potwi^-  the  number  of  Senators  and  Representative?  to  which 
it  will  be  enHrie^f  m  the  next  National  Congress,  and  each  organized  Terri- 
tory  is.  authorized  to  send  two  delegates. 

In  calling  this  Convention,  the  Conimitfec  rcniiiul  the  country  that  the 
promises  of  the  Union  Republican  Convention  ot  1868  have  been  fulfilled. 
The  States  lately  in  rebelhon  have  been  restored  to  their  former  relations 
to  the  Government.  The  laws  of  the  country  have  been  faithfully  executed, 
public  faith  has  been  preserved,  and  the  national  credit  firmly  established. 
Governmental  ecotiomy  has  been  illustrated  by  the  redtiction,  at  the  same 
time,  of  the  public  debt  and  of  taxation;  and  tlic  fnndiiij?  of  the  national 
debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  has  been  successfully  inaueurated.

Equal  suffrapc  has  been  enpraflcd  on  the 
National  Constitution;  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  American  citizen- 
ship have  become  a  part  of  the  organic  law,  and  a  liberal  policy  has  been 
adopted  toward  all  who  engaged  in  tlie  rebellion.  Complicatinns  in  fo-cier; 
relations  have  been  adjusted  in  the  interest  of  peace  throughout  the  world, 
while  the  national  honor  has  been  maintained.  Corruption  has  been  exposed, 
offenders  ptiniphed.  responsibility  enforced,  safeguards  established,  and  now. 
as  heretofore,  the  Republican  Party  stands  pledged  to  correct  all  abuses  and 
cany  onl  all  reforms  necessary  to  maintain  the  purity  and  efficiency  of  the 
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public  service.  To  continue  and  firmly  establisli  !t«;  fundamental  principles,  we 
invite  the  co-operation  ot  all  of  tlic  c  tizcns  c.f  th<»  United  States.

SPEECH'  OP  OOVEENOE  CLAFUN. 

GentUmeu  of  the  Convention:  Elected  according  to  the  usages  of  the 
Republican  Parly  in  conventions  of  the  people  held  in  every  State,  you  have 
assembled  for  the  purpose  of  placing  in  nomination  candidates  for  the  two 
highest  offices  in  the  gift  of  the  American  people.  You  represent  a  party 
founded  on  the  broadest  principles  of  freedom,  justice,  and  humanity,  and 
whose  achievements  have  been  the  wonder  and  admiration  of  the  civilized 
world.  The  promises  of  reform  and  progress  made  four  years  ago  have  been 
faithfully  fulfilled  [applause]  in  the  guarantee  by  the  nation  of  equal  rights 
to  all;  in  the  reduction  of  the  public  expenditures  and  the  public  debt;  in  the 
decrease  of  the  public  burdens ;  in  the  improvement  of  the  public  credit ;  in 
the  establishment  of  the  public  faith  that  no  act  of  repudiation  shall  ever  stain 
the  statute-book,  and  in  securing  peace  and  order  throughout  the  entire  Re- 
public. 

You  arc  summoned  to  declare  anew  your  fidelity  to  those  principles  and 
purposes  which  ha\e  brought  such  beneficent  results  to  the  nation.  We  will 
not  fear  that  the  people  will  desert  those  who  have  been  faithful  to  their 
high  trust,  for  other  men  and  other  organizations,  although  they  may  adopt 
our  principles  and  promise  to  adhere  to  our  policy.  Let  us  go  forward  with 
confident  faith  that  our  cause  will  triumph,  notwithstanding  unexpected  defcc- 
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tions,  over  all  combinations,  however  skilfully  planned,  ccause  in  its  con- 
tinued success  are  ccntcrod  the  best  interests  and  the  highest  hopes  of  the 
count  r>'.  ICnccrs.] 

Before-  proceeding  further,  1  will  invite  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reed  to  lead  the 

CoDvention  in  prayer. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander  Reed  of  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Philadelphia,  then  ofifered  the  following  prayer:

There  is  no  counsellor  for  Thee;  for  with  Thee  there  are  no  mysteries  and 
Thou  make?!  no  mistake?.  Thou  sittest  on  the  circle  of  the  heavens;  all  its 
jnhal)itani>  arc  lnit  as  grasshoppers.  Nations  are  before  Thee  but  as  the  dust 
balances;  yet,  though  Thou  art  so  exalted,  Thy  very  greatness  brings  Thee 
near  to  us,  for  Thy  spirit  and  presence  fOl  heaven  and  earth ;  Thou  dost  en- 
compass every  creature  ThOu  hast  made,  and  in  all  heights  and  depths, 
throughout  all  space,  boundless,  infinite.  Thou  art  God  over  all,  blessed  for- 
ever. Wc  prai'=e  Thee.  We  rejoice  to  know  Thee  as  our  Creator.  Kinrr  and 
Father;  and  in  the  name  of  our  ascended  Saviour  wc  come  into  Thy  presence 
at  this  august  hour  seeking  grace,  Thy  favor.  We,  pleading  Thy  promises 
to  be  nigh  imto  all  diat  call  upon  Thee  in  truth,  tl^  they  who  ask  shall  re^ve 
of  Thee,  come  humbly  unto  Thee,  yet  confidently,  believing  that  Thou  art  the 
bearer  of  prayer. 

O'lr  Fnther,  bless  us  tO-day.  Ble^s  our  beloved  country'  with  abundant 
and  abiding  benedictions.  Our  experience  oi  Thy  loving  care  through  all 
the  past  gwes  us  contidence  to  seek  Thy  guarding,  guiding  Providence  for 
the  future.  Oh,  Godf  for  all  that  Thou  hast  done  for  us  a  nation,  thereof  we 
arei^d. 

In  the  travail  pains  of  birth,  through  feeble  infonqr,  and  in  dark  and  dan* 
gerous  days  of  division  and  strife,  Thou  hast  preserved  us  Ob.  bless  us  still. 
Through  almost  a  century  'i  hou  bast  never  failed  us;  keep  us  still;  leave  us 
not  to  ourselves,  to  scii-confidence,  to  pride,  to  forgetful ne-ss  of  God.  We  do 
thank  Thee  for  Thy  fovor  and  Thy  faithfuhness,  for  Thy  patience  and  pater* 
nal  love.  We  thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast  proclaimed  liberty  throughout  all 
the  land  unto  all  the  inhabitants  thereof ;  that  Thou  hast  broken  the  bonds- 
men's fetters,  and  said  to  the  oppressed,  Go  Free.  We  thank  Thee  that  Thou 
hast  ordained  peace  for  us  and  prosperity  in  all  our  borders.  We  thank  Thee 
for  our  new  birth  of  freedom,  and  wc  pray  Thee  to  guide  and  keep  us,  that 
this  "Government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people,  shall  not 
perish  from  the  earth.**  Therefore,  bless  Thy  servant,  the  President  of  these 
United  States,  and  guide  him  in  all  his  diversified  duties  by  Thy  hand.  Bless 
his  counsellors,  each  and  all.  BIoss  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  of  every  Commonwealth  throughout  the  land.    Bless  every  citizen,  old 
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and  young,  hiph  and  low.  Bkss  the  noble  soldiery  that  still  survive  the  days 
of  blood  and  tire.  May  these  noble  heroes  realize  the  gratitude  of  a  rescued 
people  and  the  care  of  a  loving  God.  And  now,  O  God !  most  high  and  holy, 
we  devoutly  pray  do  Thoti  bless  this  vast  National  Convention,  gathered  hither 
from  North  and  South,  and  East  ar.d  West*  to  transact  business  for  a  mighty 
constituency.  May  Thy  l/Ks'^inir  \iv  upnn  them.  M,iy  tlic-^c  leaders  of  the 
people  and  of  a  jiarty  he  led  by  i  hoc.  May  thc^e  wise  counsellors  seek  and 
receive  that  wisdom  that  comcih  down  from  above,  which  is  profitable  to  di- 
fect  Do  Thour  Ruler  Divine,  preside  over  these  deliberattons,  and  may  all 
^questions  issued  and  concluded  here  be  acceptable  to  Thee,  and  whatever  men 
may  intend,  do  Thou  superintend  so  :  i  I  lirii  shall  be  glorified,  and  the 
hip!ic«t  nnd  holiest  interests  of  this  land  may  be  secured  and  perpetuated. 
Gi;idc  these,  Thy  servants,  to  such  selectinns  of  leaders  as  shall  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  the  good  and  patriotic  ihroughoui  this  great  Republic,  and  shall  be 
approved  by  Thee.  And  may  this  noble  party  now  represented  here-^  party 
of  glorious  history  and  immortal  renown — ^be  wisely  guided  of  God  to  such 
a  policy  as  shall  prove  it  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  favored  of  Thee.  And 
be  pleased.  Thou  God  ef  nation«,  to  speak  to  this  people  gathered  from  all 
peoples,  and  make  it  a  nation  willing  to  obey  and  love  Thee.  And  most  de- 
voutly do  we  pray  that  Thou  wilt,  amid  the  kingdoms  of  this  world,  advance 
Thy  kingdom,  blessed  God  I  Remember  the  family  of  mankind ;  bring  us  alt 
into  one  blood-beat  again.  May  we  feel  heart  to  heart  the  world  around,  and 
in  the  same  electric  connection  of  love  may  the  whole  earth  experience  at 
last  the  consolation  of  Thy  redemptive  power,  and  stand  disenthralled  and 
united  before  God.  a  blessed  brotherhood,  baptised  into  purity:  and  then  at 
last  may  llure  break  forth,  accurduiU  with  the  clu)ral  utterances  of  heaven,  a 
voice  of  joy  the  world  around,  giving  praise  unto  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost  ^ 

And  now  we  commit  ourselves  and  all  our  work  to  Thee.  Bless  us  indi- 
vidually, we  implore.  As  we  here  .seek  to  exalt  a  ruler  over  this  Republic, 
may  we  not  forget  to  seek  to  exalt  1  hee  ruler  over  our  hearts  and  lives,  as 
men — as  mortal,  as  immortal  men.  And  all  we  a>k  and  all  we  offer  is  irr  the 
name  of  Him  who  taught  us  when  we  pray  to  say:  Our  Father  which  art 
in  Heaven.

TBMFORAItY  CHAIRMAN. 

Governor  Claflin  resumed : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Cotnention :  I  have  the  pleasure,  by  the  instruction  of 
the  National  Committee,  of  presenting  to  you  the  Hon.  Morton  McMictfAEL. 
of  Philadelphia,  for  temporary  Chairman.  [Great  applause.]  Those  of  you 
who  favor  that  nomination  will  say  ayr. 
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The  nomination  wns  unanimouslv  confirmed. 

Hon.  Hf-.vkv  S.  L.\ne,  of  Indiana;  Hon.  J.\mes  ^^  Pi.vtt,  Jr.,  of  Virginia, 
and  Hon.  James  Lewis,  of  Louisiana,  having  been  appointed  by  the  Chairman 
for  that  purpose,  escorted  Mr.  McMichael  to  the  Chair.  On  reaching  the 
pbtform  he  was  greeted  with  enthusiastic  and  prolonged  applause,  and,  being 
presented  by  Governor  Clapun  to  the  Convention,  he  spoke  as  follows : 

ADDRESS  OF  THE  TEMPORARY  CHAIRMAN. 

Gcntlcwni  of  the  Convnttiou :  I  thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  prcsiiling, 
even  for  the  brief  period  I  shall  enjoy  that  honor,  over  such  an  assemblage  as 
this.  I  am  the  more  gratified  because  as  a  delegate  from  Pennsylvania,  and  a 
re?;idcnt  of  Philadelphia,  it  give?  me  an  occasibn  to  welcome  yon  to  our  State 
and  City,  [applause;]  to  say  to  you  all  how  glad  we  are  to  have  you  among 
us :  to  express  to  you  our  intention  to  promote  your  comfort  while  you  re- 
main with  US :  and  our  desire  that  when  you  leave  us  you  will  leave  with  such 
impressions  as  will  induce  you  frequently  to  return.  Under  any  circum- 
stances, it  would  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  us  to  have  the  presence  of  so 
many  distinguished  men.  gathered  from  all  parts  of  this  micrhty  land,  which 
IfTows  and  stretches  so  rapidly  that  in  these  recurring  quadrennial  convoca- 
tions new  States,  new  Territories,  and  in  this  case,  happily  for  the  cause  of 
humanity  and  progre<;s,  a  new  race — [great  applan?e]— new,  at  least,  in  the 
possession  of  political  rights  and  civil  functions,  and  soon  to  be  endowed 
with  all  the  attributes  of  equality— are  represented  ;  under  any  circumstances 
yotir  presence  would  be  to  us  a  source  of  satisfaction,  and  it  is  especially  so 
in  view  of  the  purpose  which  has  brought  you  hither.  The  malcontents  who 
recently  met  at  Cincinnati  were  without  a  constituency ;  the  Democrats  who 
are  soon  to  meet  at  Baltimore  will  be  without  a  principle.  [Hearty  applause.] 
The  former,  having  no  motive  in  common  but  personal  disappointment,  at- 
tempted a  fusion  of  repelling  elements,  which  has  resulted  in  explosion ;  the 
latter,  degraded  frmn  I  lie  liigh  estate  tliey  once  occupied,  propo.se  an  abandon- 
ment of  their  identity,  which  means  death.  Unlike  the  first,  you  are  the 
authentic  exponents  of  a  great  national  organization,  based  upon  principles 

Firm  as  the  marble,  founded  as  the  rock; 
As  broad  and  general  as  the  casing  air : 

[cheers,]  unlike  the  last,  your  object  is  to  preserve,  not  to  destroy.^  And, 
gentlemen,  differing  from  both  these  in  character  and  aims,  you  will  differ  no 
less  in  the  nature  of  your  deI]lieration.<^.  On  the  subject  which  has  mo<;t  per- 
plexed, and  must  continue  to  perplex  their  councils,  in  yours,  rather  let  me 
say  in  ours,  there  will  be  absolute  harmony.  With  us  the  selection  of  a  Presi- 
dential  candidate  is  a  foregone  conclusion.  In  that  regard  the  people  have  de- 
cided for  us  in  advance,  and  we  have  only  to  put  their  will  into  proper  shape 
by  forinally  nominating  Ulysses  S.  Grant.  [Enthusiastic  and  continued  cheer- 
ing, the  whole  audience  rising  to  their  feet  ]  And  with  the  blessing  of  God 
we  shall  not  only  make  that  nomination  without  demur,  without  debate,  with- 
out dissent,  but  we  shall  make  it  under  such  auspices  as  will  insure  its  com- 
pletc  and  abundant  ratification  at  the  polls,  f.^pphuse.] 

It  docs  not  need,  nor,  considering  my  temporary  occupation  of  this  chair, 
would  it  be  suitable  that  I  should  enter  into  any  elaborate  commentary  as  to 
the  merits  of  our  candidate.  Rut  this  T  will  «ay.  that  notwithstanding  all  the 
malignant  venom  that  has  l>een  spit  at  him ;  all  the  odious  calumnies  that  have 
been  heaped  up|on  him;  all  the  disgraceful  slanders  that  have  been  circulated 
in  regard  to  him,  General  Grant  at  this  moment  enjoys  more  of  the  confi- 
dence of  his  countrymen,  is  believed  by  them  to  be  an  honester,  truer,  and 
better  man  than  any  of  his  detractors.  (Great  applause  and  cries  of  assent] 
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Ko  one  in  our  day  has  been  more  causelessly,  more  shamelessly  villilied ;  no 
one  will  be  more  thoroughly  vindicated,  llie  great  heart  of  the  American 
people  beats  responsive!)-  to  truth  and  justice,  and  as  they  hive  tried  and 
tested  and  trust  him ;  as  they  know^  that  his  administration  has  been  wise  and 
faithful ;  as  they  have  seen  the  nation  prosper  under  his  rule  as  it  has  never 
before  prospered,  they  will  stand  by  and  defend,  and,  when  the  ballot-box 
gives  them  a  chance  to  do  so,  avenge  him.  (Cheers,  and  cries  of  "They  will." J 
Remembering  the  sore  trials  which,  along  with  his  fellow-soldiers,  he  under- 
went  during  thr  u  nr.  his  sacrifices  of  ease  and  comfort,  his  perils  by  day  and 
by  nightt  the  exposure  by  means  of  which  those  who  now  revile  him  were  able 
to  secure  luxurious  repose  at  a  safe  distance  from  danger,  they  are  quite  will- 
ing that  he  should  indulge  in  "palace  cars  and  cigars  and  seaside  loiterings," 
[cheers  and  laughter;]  and  they  mean  to  furnish  him  with  the  opportunity 
of  enjoying  these  for  at  least  four  years  to  come. 

A-  to  the  Vice- Presidency,  no  doubt,  gentlemen,  there  will  be  various 
preferences.  Some  of  us  will  at  first  favor  one,  some  another,  but  we  shall  all 
strive  to  obtain  the  best  man ;  and  when  the  choice  is  ultimately  made  I  trust 
that  we  shall  all  feel  that  we  have  ^n  cocded.  [Applause.)  In  regard  to  the 
platform  to  be  adopted  it  is  not  for  mc  to  anticipate ;  but  along  with  other  im- 
portant doctrines  it  will  undoubtedly  contain  the  widest  recognition  of  human 
freedom,  and  the  clearest  afTirmation  of  the  duties  which  the  Government  owes 
to  its  laboring  masses,  wherever  and  however  employed,  in  town  or  country ; 
and  with  such  candidates  and  such  a  creed,  whether  we  have  to  encounter  the 
decaying  rfiniiants  of  .1  once  powerful  party,  but  now  s<>  feeble  that  it  is  cry- 
ing piteous!^  to  its  enemy  for  succor ;  or  an  incongruous  alliance  of  ill-assorted 
factions,  with  no  band  of  union  but  the  greed  of  office:  or  all  of  them  com- 
bined, wc  shall  go  forth  conquering  and  to  conquer.  (Hearty  and  eontintted 
applause.]

REMARKS  OF  SENATOR  LOGAN. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  There  is  nothing  that  would  delight  me 
more,  if  I  were  capable  of  doing  so,  than  to  entertain  you  with  a  speech.  I 
know  I  ought  not  to  judge,  but  if  you  will  allow  me  to  be  the  judge  on  this 
occasion,  I  will  suggest  that  I  do  not  think  that  this  is  the  time,  so  far  as  I  am 
concerned.

There  are  a  great  many  gentlemen  here  whom  I  know  you  are  anxious  to 
he-  ir :  men  who  are  able,  men  who  are  eloquent  and  men  whom  you  have  not 
heard  before. 

A  Delegate.    We  want  to  hear  a  few  words  from  Logan.  (.Applause.) 

Senator  Logan,  (resuvung.)  I  will  only  say  then  for  I  very  certainly 
caimot  attempt  to  detain  yott  with  a  speech,  that  if  the  people  of  this  whole 
land  to-day  could  see  this  convention  assembled,  its  appearance  and  the  mani- 
itsiuiions  of  enthusiasm  at  the  mention  of  the  name  of  the  man  whom  you  in- 
tend to  present  to  the  American  people  to  be  voted  for  for  President,  [great 
applaii'^c.]  it  would  gladden  the  national  heart.  I  am  proud,  and  I  am  glad  to 
know,  that  to-day,  after  four  years'  trial  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
when  you  come  here  to  Philadelphia  to  repeat  what  you  did  four  years  ago— 
his  nomination — there  exists  more  enthusiasm  in  the  midst  of  the  delegates, 
four  to  one,  than  we  found  when  wc  tirst  presented  him  to  the  .American  peo- 
ple [Applause.] 

'I  his  only  proves  the  fact  that  he  has  ('one  well.    He  has  performed  the 
liity  that  you  imposed  upon  him  to  your  entire  satisfaction.    [Applause.]  And 
you  come  here  to  repeat,  **Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant.  Thou 
hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  we  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many 
things."    [Great  applause.]

Smith,  Iprmt  cheering,)  he  invited  to  address  yoti. 

The  lU'/tion  was  received  with  gnat  enihusiasni,  delegates  all  over  the 
building  rising  to  their  places,  waving  their  hats  and  handkerchiefs,  and  calling 
for  Mr.  Smith. 

The  venerable  gentleman  rose  in  his  place  and  bowed  repeatedly,  the  as* 
semblage  continuing  to  cheer  htm.  I'he  Chairman  canu  down  from  his  plat- 
form nnd  moved  towards  the  part  of  the  house  where  Mr.  Smith  wa.s.  wniting 
to  conduct  him  before  the  audience.  Music  bc'np  called  for  to  fill  up  the  gap 
until  Mr  Smith  could  get  upon  the  stage,  the  band  in  the  circle  played  "Hail 
to  the  Chief.'* 

When  the  maaic  ceased,  Mr.  Smith  stood  before  the  cheering  assemblage. 
The  CBAtKMAN.    Now,  gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  three  rousing 

cheers ! 

Three  cheers  were  given  with  a  hearty  will;  and  Mr.  Smith  spoke  as 
follows : 


Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  I  will  detain  you  but  a  few  minutes,  for 
I  fear  I  shall  not  be  heard  distinctly  from  my  hoarseness.   Gentlemen,  the 

time  has  nearlv  come  around  acjain  when  the  .American  people  are  to  choose 
their  Chief  Magistrate.  Who  shall  it  be?  (Cries  of  "Grant!"  "Grant!"  and 
loud  cheers.)  Whom  shall  we  nominate?  [Renewed  cries  for  Grant.]  You 
all  say  Grant;  well,  T  aj^rcc  with  you.  Why  do  we  all  <ay  Grant?  Because 
he  was  the  savior  of  the  country.  [Applause.]  Because  he  has  blessed  his 
country  in  time  of  peace.  [Applause.] 

From  the  breaking  nni  of  ilir  rihcllir  .n  the  Atiu-rican  people  defended  their 
country  bravely,  but  not  always  successfully,  ihey  passed  through  a  long 
alternation  of  successes  and  defeats,  and  quite  as  many  defeats  as  successes, 
StuT^hine  was  now  upon  their  cau?e  and  now  it  was  wrapped  in  plooni.  It 
was  in  this  crisis,  in  this  period  of  fear,  that  General  Grant  was  called  to  the 
head  of  the  army. 

The  people  had  begun  to  despair  of  ultimate  success,  when  General  Grant, 
by  the  persistency  of  his  policy,  by  his  resolve  to  fight  it  out  on  the  same  line 
if  It  took  all  summer,  achieved  victory. 

Th\<.  course  subjected  him  to  nntch  severe  criticism  on  the  part  of  dis- 
tinguished gentlemen;  but  the  final  battle  was  fought  and  won;  Lee  surren- 
dered, and  our  country,  then  divided,  became  one  again. 

I  said  that  he  had  helped  n^^  in  time  of  peace,  also.  He  has  done  ?o.  He 
has  preserved  us  on  terms  of  amity  with  all  the  nations  of  the  earth.  He  has 
preserved  the  policy  of  kindness  towards  the  poor,  erring,  deluded  Indians. 

And  he  is  doinp  what  he  can,  and  if  you  give  him  time  he  will  fully  ac- 
complish it,  to  crush  out  Ku-Kloxism  and  save  the  negro  and  the  few  white 
men  who  defend  the  negro  from  the  bloody,  fearful,  and  terrible  vengeance 
threatened  against  them. 

But  It  is  said  that  General  Grant  has  had  one  term  of  the  Presidency, 
and  now  he  ought  to  retire  to  give  place  to  another.  Weil,  my  friends,  my 
doctrine  is  that  his  having  proved  himself  a  good  President  once,  proves  him 


This  was  the  doctrine  of  the  American  people  when  they  re-elected  Wash- 
ington,  the  first  savior  of  the  country.   [Applause.]    It  was  their  doctrine

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when  they  re-elected  Lincoln,  the  second  savior  of  his  country.  [More  ap- 
plause.] It  is  ihcir  doctrine  in  rcpard  to  tho  third  savior  of  the  country,  and 
they  will  re-elect  General  Grant  accordingly.    [Wild  applause.] 

It  is  said,  too,  that  Grant  has  made  mistakes.  Oh,  yes ;  he  has.  AH  Pres- 
idents make  mistakes.  To  err  is  human — human  in  llic  hroadcst  senso.  Not 
even  Presidents  are  exempt  from  liabilities  to  mistakes.  It  is  said  that  some 
of  his  appointments  have  turned  out  badly.  Yes ;  some  of  the  appointments 
of  all  Presidents  turn  out  badly.  They  are  not  all  gifted  with  chiirvoyance. 
They  don't  all  read  character  in  advance,  [laughter,]  but  we  find  ample  con- 
solation in  this  fact,  that  notwithstanding  the  industrious  efforts — and  as  ven- 
omous as  industrious — to  bring  home  to  him  corruption  in  these  appointments,! 
to  foist  upon  him  money-making  or  other  corrupt  motives,  all  this  has  signally 
failed.    [Great  enthusiasm.] 

Now,  we  want  Grant,  I  say,  a  few  years  longer  in  the  Presidency  He  is 
doing  well.  He  is  crushing  out  Ku-Kluxism,  and  if  tlie  Government  allow 
him  power  enough  he  will  make  a  complete  end  of  it.  We  want  his  leader- 
ship a  few  years  longer  until  we  shall  reach  full  and  final  triumph  in  this  mat- 
ter. [Applause.] 

And,  now,  finally,  we  must  have  Grant  a  few  years  longer  in  the  Presi- 
dency, because  the  anti-slavery  battle  is  not  yet  fought  out.  This  is  with  me 
the  point  of  interest.  I  care  comparatively  little  for  dollars  and  cents;  I  go 
for  human  rights.  [Applause.]  I  say  it  is  not  yet  fought  out,  and  it  will  not 
be  fought  out  so  long  as  a  single  shred  of  Ku-Kluxism  exists  in  the  land.  It 
will  not  be  fought  out  so  long  as  a  single  man  in  this  land  is  deprived  of  one 
single  solitary  right  on  account  of  his  color.  [Intense  enthusiasm.]  I  cannot 
but  feel,  whenever  I  see  in  the  proceedings  of  Congress  a  defeat  of  a  Ku- 
Klux  bill  or  of  a  Civil  Rights  biil»  that  these  are  steps  toward  the  revival  of 
American  slavery. 

We  want  Grant,  therefore  for  four  years  more,  until  we  shall  see  the  end 
of  these  diabolical  outrages,  and  until  the  right  shall  finally  and  fully  triumph 
in  this  country.  [Applause.] 

Loud  and  persistent  calls  for  "Morton!**  now  followed,  and  at  length 
Senator  O.  P.  Morton,  of  Indiana,  was  assisted  to  the  platform.  He  was 
greeted  with  much  cheering  and  enthusin.^m,  and  on  being  seated,  for  an  in- 
firmity prevents  his  stanchng,  was  i)reiiented  to  the  audience  as  follows: 

The  Chairman,  Tlierc,  gentlemen,  there  is  our  great  advocate.  Gover- 
nor MoklON.  [Applause] 

SPEECH  OP  SENATOR  MORTON. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  In  the  enthusiasm  which  prevails  here  to- 
day I  see  the  unmistakable  evidence  of  victory  in  November.  This  enthusi- 
a«m  is  not  manufactured;  it  is  spontaneous,  it  comes  from  the  hearts  of  this 
audience  here  to-day,  representing  the  great  mass  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States.  [Applause.)  You  represent  the  Republican  party  and  that  party  has 
a  great  mission  to  perform,  a  mis«;'on  that  is  no  less  than  taking  care  of  this 
coumry.  To  that  party  the  interests  of  this  great  nation  mu.st  be  committed 
in  the  future,  as  they  havelieen  preserved  and  fostered  hy  it  in  the  past.  The 
Republican  party  is  not  a  worsliipper  of  men.  We  hohl  fast  to  prirc'plfs 
rather  than  to  men.  We  stand  by  liic  pioneers  of  Repuhlican  principles.  We 
db  them  all  honor,  but  only  .so  long  as  they  remain  faithful  to  those  prin- 
ciples. [Applau.se]  Wluii  a  pioneer  falls,  lie  falls  farther  than  anybody 
else.  [Cries  of  "Good!"  and  applause.]  Among  several  nations  of  antiquity 
the  idea  prevailed  that  the  father  had  a  right  to  kill  his  own  offspring,  and 
some  men  who  think  they  were  the  fathers  of  the  Republican  party  have  re* 
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cently  set  op  the  claim  that  on  that  accotifit  they  have  the  right  to  Wll  it: 

[Laughter  and  ripplau^c]  As  a  fjcncral  thinp;  we  deny  the  paternity.  [Ap- 
plause.] But  if  we  admitted  the  paternity  we  should  deny  the  right  to  kill. 
What  are  the  things  that  the  Repnblican  party  yet  have  to  do?  I  know  it  has 
been  dinned  in  our  cars  for  two  or  three  year-;  past  that  our  nrssion  was 
performed.  Whenever  a  man  has  been  beaten  for  the  nomination  for  Con- 
Rress,  he  has  generally  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  mission  of  the  Repub- 
I  can  party  was  at  an  end.  and  we  ought  to  form  a  new  parly.  If  he  has  been 
turned  out  of  ofhce  for  malfeasance,  or  if  he  has  failed  to  get  into  office,  he 
concluded  that  the  duties  of  the  Republican  party  are  at  an  end,  and  that  a 
new  organization  ought  to  be  formed.  [Applause.] 

I  ask  you  to-day,  what  are  the  duties  before  us?  First,  in  regard  to  those 
questions  which  concern  the  administration.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Republi- 
can party  to  perfect  our  national  financial  sy-^teni :  [cheers]  gradually  but  sure- 
ly, not  by  violence,  or  spasmodic  efforts,  to  bring  our  currency  to  par.  We 
are  certainly  and  safely  approaching  that  event.  We  do  not  propose  to  accom- 
plish it  by  violent  action,  but  by  using  the  natural  causes  which  are  now  at 
work,  we  shall  place  the  credit  of  the  nation  upon  a  higher  basis  than  it  ever 
occupied  before,  and  upon  a  higher  basis  than  that  occupied  by  the  credit  of 
any  other  nation.  [.Applause.]  We  shall  do  this  by  faithfully  performing 
all  our  promises;  by  keeping  onr  contracts  in  the  spirit  and  the  letter;  and  by 
the  gradual  but  certain  reduction  of  the  public  debt.  [Cheers.] 

While  we  shall  carry  out  to  the  letter  the  present  policy  we  have  on  hand, 
while  we  have  nothing  new  on  the  subject,  (and  I  may  say  in  regard  to  plat- 
forms that  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for  this  Convention  to  adopt  one.  for  the 
platform  of  the  Republican  party  is  found  in  its  history  for  the  last  ten  years, 
and  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  present  policy  of  the  .Administration) — I  say.  while 
we  shall  do  this,  it  is  for  us  to  carry  out  and  consecrate  the  reforms  upon 
which  this  Administration  has  already  entered,  [cheers,]  for  our  work  is  not 
done  in  r.'pard  to  those  great  meastires  which  have  grown  out  of  the  w^r 

It  is  for  the  Republican  party  to  establish  the  fourteenth  and  tiitcenih 
amendments,  [cheers;]  to  plant  them  in  the  Constitution,  beyond  peradventure, 
so  tliat  tiny  shall  be  recognired  by  all  parties:  so  that  there  sliall  no  longer 
be  any  considerable  party  in  this  country  which  shall  dare  to  qucsiion  the  le- 
gality or  the  validity  of  these  amendments.  [Applause.]  It  is  for  the  Republi- 
can party  to  establish  fully  the  rights  of  the  colored  men  of  this  country.  [.Ap- 
plause.] Our  work  will  not  be  done  ttntil  they  shall  be  conceded  by  all  par- 
ties, and  they  shall  have  the  full  and  free  enjoyment  of  their  rights  in  every 
portion  of  thi«  country.  [  Applause  ]  Until  they  shall  be  in  the  full  enjoyment 
not  only  of  ail  their  political  but  of  ail  their  civil  rights. 

Our  work  will  not  be  done  until  there  shall  be  equal  protection  under  the 
law  extended  to  men  of  every  race  and  color,  and  to  all  men  of  a!l  political 
views  in  every  part  of  the  United  Slates.  [Applause  ]  The  mission  of  the 
Republican  party  will  not  be  performed  as  long  as  there  shall  remain  a  Kn- 
Klux  organization  in  any  State  of  this  Union,  [applause.]  for  that  organization 
but  sleeps  in  some  of  the  States,  and  it  will  ;iwake  to  active,  terrible  life,  short- 
ly before  the  Presidential  election,  if  there  shall  not  be  proper  legislation,  if 
there  «hal!  not  be  a  firm,  bold  administration  of  the  Government  which  shall 
afford  protection  to  all.  [Cheers.] 

Our  Government  protects  the  rights  of  American  citizens  everywhere,  in 
every  forcig^n  country.  If  half  a  dozen  .Amcricar?  were  murdered  in  London 
or  Havana,  by  a  mob,  wc  should  demand  the  prompt  punishment  of  the  mur- 
derers. It  would  be  a  cause  of  national  offence,  if  the  Government  of  England 
or  Spain  did  not  ii«f  every  exertion  to  hrtnp  the  murderer'?  to  ptmishmcnt.  The 
murder  of  an  American  citizen  in  a  foreign  land  requires  the  immediate  no- 
tice of  the  Government,  and  h  s  rights  must  be  vindicated,  if  need  be,  by  the 
whole  power  of  the  nation.  Shall  it,  then«  be  said  that  the  Government  has 
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the  power  and  the  ri^t  to  protect  American  citizens  in  every  country  but 

our  own?  (cheers.] 

I  hold  that  when  any  State  fails,  refuses,  or.  from  any  cause,  is  unable  to 
secure  to  her  citizens  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  security  for  life,  liber- 
ty and  property — I  hold  that  it  is  within  the  power  and  is  the  absolute  and 
solemn  duty  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  extend  protectioa  in 
such  cases.    (Applause. J 

In  passing  what  is  called  the  Ku-Klux  law,  we  did  not  intend  to  place  an 
arbitrary  power  in  the  hands  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  be 
exercised  by  caprice  or  for  selfish  or  partisan  purposes.  That  power  was 
placed  there  for  the  purpose  of  protecting,  or  enabling  him  to  protect,  the  lives, 
liberty,  and  property  of  hundreds  and  thousands,  and  even  of  millions  of  peo- 
ple in  some  of  the  Southern  States,  where  the  State  governments  bad  been 
unable  or  had  failed  to  grant  such  protection. 

We  knew,  when  placing  thnt  power  in  the  hands  o£  the  President,  he 
would  not  abuse  it.  He  ha^  not  abused  it.  [Great  applause.]  And  whatever 
may  have  been  said,  allow  me  to  say  here  that  the  Ku-Klux  law  has  done  more 
good  in  a  shorter  time  than  any  law  ever  enacted  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States.  It  has  operated  like  a  charm.  It  has  protected  thousands  atid 
thousands  of  people  from  murder,  from  outrage,  and  from  exile.  And  those  in 
the  South  who  denounce  that  law,  and  who  oppose  the  re-enactment  for  an- 
other year  of  the  power  of  the  Pro.sident  to  suspend  the  writ  of  habeas  cor- 
pus in  case  of  revolution  or  rebellion,  do  not  oppose  it  because  any  wrong 
has  fK'«  n  done,  because  any  rights  have  been  violated,  but  they  oppose  it  be- 
cause they  are  unwilling  that  a  certain  instrumentality  shall  be  crushed  out, 
which,  being  kit  uncontrolled,  may  control,  may  absolutely  sway,  the  politi- 
cal action  of  certain  States  of  this  Union.  We  desire  only  fair  and  honest 
elections.  We  want  men  of  all  parties  and  of  all  colors,  without  regard  to 
previous  condition,  to  have  perfect  liberty  in  the  exercise  of  their  political 
rights.  (Applause.]  And  it  is  beeause  they  have  not  been  accorded  hereto^ 
iore  that  that  law  was  enacted. 

Fellow-citizens,  I  believe  that  the  salvation  of  this  country,  I  believe  that 
our  greatest  and  best  interests,  are  bound  up  with  the  continued  predominance 
of  the  Republican  party  for  years  to  come.  (Applause.]  T  am  not  an  advocate 
oi  the  Republican  party  merely  as  a  partisan,  but  because  it  has  been  the  great 
instrusnentality  by  which  this  country  has  been  saved  in  the  past,  and  by  which, 
in  my  judgment,  it  must  be  preserved  in  the  future,  f .\pplau.se.]  In  a  Gov- 
ernment like  ours  there  are,  there  must  be,  parties.  Men  entertaining  siiuilar 
principles  must  act  together;  they  cannot  act  together  without  organization 
and  co-operation,  and  that  makes  a  party.  When  you  have  broken  this  party 
down,  what  security  will  you  have  that  you  can  ever  get  another  which  will 
carry  out  and  consummate  its  work  Stand  fast  by  principle.  Look  to  the 
future,  and  be  guided  by  the  light  of  the  past.  Sometimes  a  great  l-pht  is 
extinguished ;  sometimes  one  of  those  to  whom  the  people  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  look  up  falls  by  the  wayside.  We  may  drop  a  tear  of  regret,  but 
we  should  not  pause.  (.Applause  ]  Remember  that  the  Republican  party  is 
greater  than  any  man.  It  is  much  greater  than  all  it.s  leaders  combined.  But 
among  the  greatest  of  our  statesmen  and  politicians  a  great  many  errors  arc 
committed.  It  is  said  that  General  Grant  has  committed  hi^  errors.  I  (\a  not 
deny  it;  but  I  am  happy  to  say  that  most  of  them  arc  trivial.  They  do  not 
go  to  the  essence  and  substance  of  his  administration,  and  some  of  those  who 
now  oppose  him  have  committed  a  greater  error.  Any  man  who  supposes  that 
he  has  strength  enough  to  break  up  the  Republican  party  will  commit  a  very 
grave. blunder.  (Applause.]  Any  man  who  supposes  he  can  lead  the  Re- 
publican party  into  the  ranks  of  the  Democratic  party,  by  means  of  aiiv  l  ick 
door  or  back  stairs,  for  the  sake  of  plunder,  commits  a  very  great  blunder. 
[Applause  and  langhter.] 
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Several  men  who  have  been  distinguished  in  the  Kepubhcan  party,  whom 
we  have  been  looking  up  to  as  leaders  and  pioneers,  have  committed  this  mis- 
take; but  when  they  have  made  this  mistake  they  have  t)een  (!rnppcfi  and 
passed  away  forev«  r,  and  there  has  been  no  perceptible  intluencc  produced  upon 
the  party.  (Applause  1  A  pebble  dropped  into  a  pool  produces  a  ripple  for 
a  little  while,  but  it  very  soon  becomes  placid:  you  cannot  tell  by  lookinp  at 
the  surface  of  the  pool  what  has  happened.  So.  the  grrcatest  man  in  the  Rc- 
publion  party,  if  he  shall  be  unfaithtnt  to  its  principles;  if.  by  reason  of  per- 
sonal disappointment  nr  irritation  I'.e  shall  still  endeavor  to  destroy  its  organ- 
ization, or  betray  it  into  the  hands  of  its  enemies,  he  will  sink  out  of  si^t, 
to  disturb  the  surface  of  the  political  world  as  little  as  the  pebble  when 
dropped  into  the  lake.  f.Xpiilanse] 

Then  stand  fast  by  your  principles.  You  will  on  to-morrow  nominate 
General  Grant  f  Applause.]  General  Grant  has  toM  the  American  people 
that  he  had  no  policy  to  urRe  aga'nst  their  wi^hc?  and  their  understandings. 
He  has  made  pledges  which  have  been  faithfully  redeemed.  He  endeavors 
to  carry  out  the  national  wish  whenever  he  finds  out  what  that  wish  is.  The 
judgment  of  all  men  is  better  than  the  jtidcrment  of  any  one  man.  The  com- 
mon sense  of  the  countrjr  is  better  than  the  judgment  of  any  man,  however 
lofty  or  angelic  may  be  his  abilities,  and  the  raithful  public  servant  endeavors 
to  find  out  what  i'^  the  popular  will,  what  is  the  wish  of  the  nation,  and  then 
to  carry  it  out,  understanding  that  the  great  object  of  government  is  to  sub- 
serve and  carry  otit  the  wishes  of  the  nation  rather  than  to  carry  out  the  policy 

or  theory  of  any  individual,  neiieral  Grant'-,  career  ha-^  been  i  c;reat  sttCCCSS 
in  all  essential  and  substantial  matters.  It  has  been  a  conimual  triumph. 

He  has  fostered  and  protected  the  interests  of  the  people.  I  believe  they 
are  intelligent  enough  to  understand  it,  and  that  they  intend  to  entrust  thos€ 
interests  to  him  for  four  more  years.  [Applause.]  But  whenever  General 
Grant  shall  betray  the  principles  of  the  Republican  party  upon  which  he  was 
elected,  whenever  he  shall  become  recreant  to  his  higli  dut!e>J.  he  will  piss 
away  as  some  other  men  have  passed  away.  He  will  be  condemned  by  the 
popular  breath  as  other  men  are  condemned,   f  Applause.] 

After  Senator  Morton  had  concluded,  calls  for  several  gentlemen  were 
made,  and  qtiieted  by  the  Chairman,  who  announced  that  a  delegate  from 
Massachusetts  had  the  floor. 

Mr.  GsoiCB  B.  Loung,  of  Massachusetts.  JIfr.  Prendent  attd  Gentlemen: 
I  do  not  propose  to  make  a  speech.  I  understand  that  the  Committee  on  Per- 
manent Organni7ation  arc  ready  to  report,  or  will  be  in  a  moment.  It  has 
been  usual  when  there  has  been  any  conflict  in  rcpnrd  to  the  delcgntes  in  the 
conventions,  that  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization  should  not  report 
until  the  Committee  on  Credentials  have  made  their  report.  But  there  is  no 
difficulty  whatever.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  have  a  mere  formality  to 
go  through,  and  as  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization  is  now  nearly 
ready  to  report,  I  move  they  be  requested  to  do  so  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment. 

'i'he  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr  .'\.  J  Ransikr,  of  South  Carc^ina.  Mr.  President,  we  have  listened 
with  great  pleasure  to  the  eloquent  and  expressive  words  which  have  ialien 
from  the  sage,  and  if  I  may  so  express  it,  the  philosopher  of  New  York— I 
allude  to  Mr.  Gerritt  Smith :  and  as  the  time  and  occasion  seem  ausoicious, 
I  ask  on  behalf  of  this  delegation  that  the  Convention  now  listen  to  Governor 
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James  L.  Orr,  of  South  Carolina.  [Cries  all  over  the  house  o£  '*OrrI"  "Orrt" 

and  great  cheering  ] 

Governor  Orr,  upon  appearing  on  the  stage,  was  received  with  great 
cheers.    He  spoke  as  follows: 

SPEECH  or  HOK.  JAMES  L.  OMt. 

GmHemen  of  the  Convention:  I  feel  that  the  call  which  has  been  ma<fe 

with  so  much  enthusiasm  by  this  hody  is  more  of  a  compliment  to  the  section 
from  which  I  come  than  any  personal  comphment  intended  for  me.  (Cries 
of  "No!"  ''No!")  W«  are  here  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates 
for  the  Presidency  and  \'ice-Presidt  ncy  of  the  I'liited  States,  for  the  Republi- 
can party,  to  fill  these  offices  for  four  years  more,  and  I  suppose  that  what- 
ever controvert  or  contest  yott  may  have  in  other  States  with  the  assist' 
ance  of  our  colored  friends  in  South  Carolina  you  may  be  well  assured  that 
that  State  will  give  a  cordial  and  overwhelming  vote  for  the  nominees  of  this 
Convention.   [Great  applause.] 

I  hnve  felt  more  than  ordinary  solicitude,  which  has  induced  nic  to  attend 
this  Convention,  growing  out  of  the  many  assaults  which  1  have  seen  made 
on  the  President  of  the  llnited  States.  If  there  was  a  contest  here,  it  would^ 
perhr-.p  -  !)e  inappropriate  to  discuss  the  mer-t-  <  f  any  of  the  men  who  are  to 
be  presented ;  but  the  evidences  arc  unmistakable  here  that  the  voice  of  the 
Cbnvendon.  simply  registering  the  instmctions  which  we  have  received  re' 
spectivcly  from  our  constituents,  will  he  the  unanimous  nomination  of  Presi- 
dent Grant  for  re-election.  [Applause.]  I  know  that  he  has  been  arraigned; 
he  has  been  maligned ;  he  has  been  traduced.  Has  he  been  traduced  or  ma- 
lifirncd  more  than  General  Washington?  Was  there  ever  a  man  who  has  filled 
the  Presidential  chair  in  the  history  of  this  Government  who  was  subject  to 
more  assatilts  than  Washington?  He  sttrvtved  them,  and  the  people  that  he 

carried  through  the  bloody  scenes  of  the  Revolution  re-elected  him  fOT  foUT 
years,  and  when  he  had  served  eight  years,  he  retired  voluntarily. 

Th  next  great  military  hero  that  this  country  produced  was  General  Jadc- 
son.  At  the  end  or  before  the  expiratir  n  of  his  four  years  he  was  malip^ned 
all  over  the  land  and  traduced,  and  vet  the  memory  of  the  services  which  he 
had  rendered  to  his  countrymen  in  the  war  of  1812  carried  him  triumphantly 
a  second  time  into  the  Presidential  rli  iir  Are  the  Anurican  people  now,  with 
the  full  recollection  of  the  services  rendered  by  Genral  Grant  in  behalf  of  the 
Union,  when  they  arc  enjoying  the  full  fruition  of  those  services,  prepared  to 
reverse  the  rule  which  was  adopted  with  reference  to  those  two  illustrious 
heroes,  his  predecessors,  and  cast  him  aside?  I  don't  believe  it.  [Great  ap- 
phinse,  and  cries  of  "No,  no,  no !  they  won't.*'] 

It  is  said  that  he  has  failed,  failed  morally,  failed  financially,  failed  in 
every  respect  as  a  President  Well,  it  may  be  that  he  has  failed.  That  he 
has  his  fanlts,  I  have  no  doubt:  but  General  Grant  is  not  the  man  to  fall, 
f Cheers.]  When  did  he  fail?  Where  did  be  fail?  On  what  fiel  l  A\A  ];<  f  i!!' 
I  was  upon  the  other  side,  and  one  of  the  great  reasons  why  1  think  that 
my  countrymen,  in  my  own  section  of  the  United  States,  those  who  in  for- 
mer times,  before  the  war,  were  associated  with  nie  in  political  life,  should 
sustain  him,  is  this  (and  I  have  borne  this  testimony  of  him  upon  all  occa- 
sions, from  the  beginning  of  the  war  to  the  end),  that  white  he  made  a  gal- 
lant  and  finally  a  successful  soldier,  in  all  bi'^  intercourse  with  the  arnu"es  of 
the  rebel  States  he  never  once  forgot  the  duties  of  the  soldier  or  of  the  gentle- 
man.  (Wild  applause.] 

T  believe  myself  that  his  re-election  is  a  necessity  to  preserve  peace  in 
the  country  and  peace  abroad,  and  if  he  has  failed  I  like  such  failures  as 
he  has  given  vs  within  the  last  four  years.   [Renewed  ai^lause.]   There  is 
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no  sea  that  our  flag  docs  not  float  triumphantly  upon.  There  is  not  a  Court 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth  where  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
is  not  respected  more  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 

Your  ptiblic  debt  is  btinp  cxiinguished,  your  public  expense:  arc  bein? 
reduced,  and  your  taxation  h  being  diminished.  What  more  could  a  gov- 
ernment do  to  make  the  people  contended  and  happ}  .  and  induce  them  to 
frive  tn  those  who  are  carrying  it  on  their  stti»port  and^their  votes?  [Great 
applause.] 

I  come,  gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  from  tht  Ku-Klux  region,  and  I 
f]r'--]Trd  and  intenck'cl  to  have  availed  my-eli  oi  tlu'  occasion  some  time, 
whilst  in  Philadelphia,  to  present  to  you  some  statistics  which  would  perhaps 
enlighten  you  in  respect  to  the  outcry  which  has  been  raised  by  the  Demo- 
cratic party  in  the  Southern  St.Ttrs,  ,nnd  in  the  North  and  W<*<;t  alsn,  about 
the  outrages  that  have  been  committed.  In  South  Carolina,  as  you  are  aware, 
in  nine  counties  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  has  been  suspended— in  a  little  oyer 
one-fourth  of  the  entire  State.  The  suspension  embraced  those  counties 
where  it  was  insisted  that  the  State  government  was  unable — it  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  discuss  why — to  give  protection  to  men  whose  only  offence 
was  their  politii-il  opinions  and  sentiment?.  They  were  colored  men  and 
white  men,  and  when  they  went  to  sleep  at  night  they  had  no  guarantee  that 
they  would  not  be  taken  out  of  their  beds  at  the  dead  hour  of  ni^ht :  taken 
out  and  scoitrpcd,  or  else  balls  put  through  their  bodies.  This  action  on 
the  part  of  President  Grant  was  not  taken  until  the  Legislature  of  South 
Carolina  passed  resolutions  and  sent  messengers  to  him  calKng  upon  him  to 
send  the  forces  of  the  United  States  Government  there  to  give  them  pro- 
tection. With  reference  to  this  Ku-Klux  law  President  Grant  had  to  execute 
the  law.  It  was  in  the  statute-book,  and  he  was  called  upon  to  execute  it 
bjr  that  tribunal  which  had  the  right  to  call  upon  him. 

He  performed  the  duty,  and  I  have  no  doubt  performed  it  cheerfully. 
He  did  not  pa«s  the  law.  How  came  it  to  be  passed?  Was  it  not  the  thun- 
ders of  The  New  Yorl  I'rihune,  day  after  day  and  week  after  week,  nmg 
into  the  ears  of  Congress,  demanding  that  they  should  pass  some  such  law 
to  give  protection  to  these  people?  And  now  when  the  law  is  passed  and 
has  been  executed  in  mercy  and  firmness,  how  stands  my  old  friend  Greeley? 
He  has  turned  round  now  and  denounces  Grant  and  the  Ku-Klux  law  for  its 
enormities.  Judge  Bond  has  discharged  his  duties  with  great  fidelity  in 
South  Carolina,  has  administered  this  law  firmly  and  mercifully,  and  although 
you  hear  so  much  claraor,  of  people  being  cast  into  prison  and  not  being 
able  to  proctire  bail,  what  is  the  result  of  the  trials  that  have  taken  place? 
There  have  been  about  seven  trials  only  at  the  two  courts;  one  an  acqtiittal, 
one  a  mistrial,  and  five  convictions.  Those  are  the  results;  and  yet  to  show 
the  extent  of  it,  and  how  conclusive  the  proof  was,  not  made  up  of  manu- 
factured testimony,  or  of  testimony  of  suborned  witnesses:  more  tlmn  sixty 
of  these  unfortunate  people  who  have  been  indicted  have  voluntarily  come 
forward  and  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  preferred  against  them.  Now 
when  the  facts  come  to  be  understood.  I  should  suppose  that.  <?o  far  from 
being  an  element  of  weakness  against  the  President,  they  would  be  an  ele- 
ment of  strength,  because  they  prove  beyond  all  controversy  that  when  Presi- 
dent Grant  fmds  a  law  upon  the  statute-book  he  intends  to  execute  it  hon- 
estly and  faithfully. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  T  thank  you  for  the  attention  you  have 
given  me.  T  shall  not  detain  ynn  anv  further  on  this  occn'^ion.  I  trust  that 
the  proceedings  of  this  body  will  be  harmonious.  1  have  no  doubt  that  they 
will,  but  I  hope  that  when  we  adjourn,  and  go  forth  to  our  respective  homes, 
we  will  leave  this  place  determined  to  fight  a  good  fight  and  win  the  battle. 
In  less  than  thirty  days  ten  thousand  voices  will  be  raised,  on  every  hill 
and  in  every  valley  upon  the  broad  expanse  of  this  great  country,  in  ^vor  of 
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the  nominees  of  this  Convention,  and  in  November,  when  the  votes  are  cotint- 
ed.  I  have  nn  Hottbt  whatever  thnt  rr'.neral  Grant"  and  his  associate  will  be 
re-elected,  and  that  the  Republican  party  and  principles  will  be  established 
for  tbe  next  lour  years.  God  grant  tt  may  be  so.  (Applattse.) 

General  Sbblby  M.  Cullom,  of  Illinois  in  behalf  of  the  Illinois  delega> 
tion,  asked  that  Governor  Rich  akp  J.  Oglesbv.  of  Illinois,  be  invited  to  address 
the  Convention.    [Loud  cries  of  "Oglesby!"  "OpU'shv  !'"] 

Governor  Oglxsbv  appeared  upon  the  platform  and  addressed  the  Con- 
vcntioii  as  follows:  « 

SPEECH  OF  SOVEKNOR  OGLESBY. 

Mr.  President  and  Cinlhmcn  of  the  Convention:  I  have  been  listening 
for  nearly  two  hours  to  «;omc  of  the  best  speeches  that  have  been  made  for 
a  long  time.  Yon  have  first  been  entertained  by  the  excellent  and  forcible 
speech  of  the  temporary  president  of  the  Convention.  After  that  you  listened 
to  the  solemn  words  of  invocation — one  of  the  nol)lest  and  most  fervent 
prayers  that  has  ever  been  uttered  in  this  city  or  this  nation.  You  listened 
then  to  the  Senator  from  Illinois  (General  Logan),  who  spoke  for  a  few 
moments*  and  again  to  the  Senator  from  Indiana  (Governor  Morton),  who 
<pokc  at  <;omr  Icnp^th  :  but  greatest  and  best  of  all.  especially  to  tho.sc  of  us 
who  never  before  have  listened  to  his  great  words,  we  heard  from  thai  vener- 
able, sublime  man,  of  New  York,  who  stood  before  us  the  impersonation  of 
American  dignity  and  American  lienevolencc.    [Great  applause  j 

I  thought  as  the  golden  words  fell  from  that  oracle,  that  grand  old  agi- 
tator, how  happy  he  must  now  be  to  realize  the  results  of  his  long  years 
of  labor,  when  you  and  I  were  young  and  useless,  as  he  saw  before  him 
here  these  colored  men,  redeemed  and  elevated  to  the  high  plateau  of  Ameri- 
can freemen.    (Renewed  applause.] 

The  honorable  Gcrritt  Smith  ha?  not  only  been  a  i?reat  instrument  in  the 
hands  of  God,  before  these  American  people,  in  lifting  up  this  down-trod- 
den and  abused  race,  but  he  has  taught  vou  and  me  a  little  sense — to  know 
and  respect  their  rights.  [(Thecrs.) 

Why.  the  Republican  party,  as  Senator  Morton  has  said,  is  nothing  more 
nor  less  than  this  great  Republic  Without  the  Republican  party  the  Republic 
would  be  nothing.  (Cheers  and  cries  of  assent  ]  It  has  elevated  us  in  the 
eyes  of  the  world,  in  my  opinion,  to  that  high  mark  in  American  politics 
that  no  other  party  preceding  it  has,  in  our  political  history,  ever  attained 
before.  In  this  convention  tn  day — neither  a  constitntional  nor  unconstitu- 
tional, but  rather  exlra-constiiutional  body — the  representatives  of  the  out- 
spoken sentiments  of  the  respective  States,  speaking  here  for  the  whole 
people,  that  mighty  tribunal  bcf»ue  which  politicians  quake  and  tremble, 
come  to  record  the  solemn  verdict  of  the  Republican  party  of  the  United 
States.    [Tremendous  applause.l    It  is  a  solemn,  grand  result. 

That  little  man.  who  but  a  few  years  ago  wa'^  as  unknown  to  fame  and  to 
this  country  as  that  poor  colored  man  now  redeemed  and  sitting  in  your 
midst;  the  young  man  who  passed  through  West  Point  unnoticed,  who 
pa>;-^r,'  through  the  Mexican  war  in  the  same  way,  tmnoticrd  retired  to  pri- 
vate hfe.  You  and  I  know  that  among  all  the  great  names  but  a  few  years 
ago,  this  little  man's  name,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  was  unknown.  I  felt  deeply 
grieved  the  other  dav  by  that  great  Senator  from  one  of  our  grand  States — 
that  noble  State  that  shines  like  a  diamond  on  the  Atlantic  coa.st— that  noble 
State  which  rocked  the  cradle  of  American  liberty— that  noble  State  that  has 
ever  stood  first  in  behalf  of  human  liberty— T  fdt  reallv  aggrieved  in  my 
own  soul  when  I  heard  the  voice,  the  grand  potent  voice  of  the  Senator 
from  Massachusetts  speak  in  such  disrespectful  language  regarding  the  Presi- 
dent; pronouncing  against  that  man  violent  and  disrespectful  epithets,  cul-

minatinR  witli  tlio  weak,  almost  imbecile,  chargfe  that  he  was  a  tanner. 
What  has  been  the  history  of  General  Grant?  He  went  a  stranger  to  West 
Point  He  bore  the  ensign  of  his  country  as  a  subaltern  officer  in  the  Mex- 
ican war.  He  retired  from  the  army  and  went  into  the  rank<;  of  private  life, 
and,  as  an  American  citizen  ought  to  do,  when  the  hour  came  for  him  to 
support  his  wife  and  children,  he  went  to  work  like  an  honest  man.  (Ap- 
plause.] 

How  came  the  American  people  to  select  him  for  their  general  ?  Can 
yon  tell?  Can  history  tell?  No;  no  man  can  tell,  unless  it  is  written  upon 
the  necessities  of  the  times  by  the  invisible  finger  of  Almighty  God.  [Ap- 
plause.] Who  brought  him  from  obscurity?  It  was  a  mere  circumstance 
in  his  life  that  he  lived  in  our  proud  State.  He  came  trudging  along  from 
obscurity  ?tcp  by  step.  He  marched  to  the  front.  When  the  dark  clouds  of  war 
were  rolling  and  reverberating  around  the  angry  horizon ;  when  none  of 
us,  not  even  our  other  gallant  generals,  our  other  magnificat  soldiers  in  the 
East  and  Wc«t.  worthy  of  all  praise,  wrrthy  of  all  gratitude,  when  none  of 
knew  where  to  look  or  what  to  do,  this  little  shadow  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant 
felt  upon  us  [applause]  to  idve  relief ;  and  although  that  mighty  voice  assailed 
him  but  yesterday  in  the  Senate  to-day  ihc  fcohlc  voice  of  an  obscure  man 
who  fought  under  his  orders  and  by  his  side  must  now  defend  and  uphold 
him.  [Immense  applause.]  You,  soldiers  of  the  Potomac;  you,  soldiers 
of  the  East ;  you,  soldiers  of  the  Wc^t.  and  of  all  the  land,  you  remember 
how  unostentatiously  and  kindly,  how  generously,  how  confidingly  he  asso- 
ciated with  and  commanded  us  all.-  He  was  an  enifrma  from  the  hour  of 
his  birth  to  this  moment:  hi«;  character  has  not  yet  been  fathomed  by  this 
American  people.  He  is  purer  and  greater  and  nobler  than  we  have  ever 
thought  him  to  be.  Am  I  not  an  American  citizen?  Are  you  not,  gentle' 
men,  here  with  con^iidcrable  responsibility  tipon  your  shoulders,  represent- 
ing your  people?  Arc  not  you,  and  are  not  all  of  us  American  citizens, 
and  have  we  not  the  same  deep  and  vital  interest  in  the  perpetuity  and  the 
continuance  of  our  Government  that  any  other  living  mortal  nun  can  possi- 
bly have?  I  stand  before  jrou  to-day,  for  one,  uttering  in  my  feeble  way 
the  voice  of  the  great  Prairie  State,  the  State  that  gave  to  the  country  the 
iinmortnl  Lincoln  I  come  here  lo-drty  from  that  State  with  something  of 
responsibility  upon  my  shoulders,  to  speak  for  her  free  people,  to  say  that 
our  confidence  to-day  ts  unshaken  in  the  deep  and  pure  patriotism  of  General 
Grant,  as  has  been  shown  in  his  magnanimity,  and  in  his  bright  and  shining 
intellect.  [Applause.]  He  is  not  a  man  of  words.  ^  He  cannot  utter  a 
speech  to  defend  himself  at  any  time;  upon  no  occasion  can  we  hope  for 
that,  and  therefore  those  of  us  who  are  pifted  with  speech — I  am  not  <5;urc 
but  that  some  of  us  have  a  little  too  much  of  tliat  element  [laughter] — 
are  quite  free  in  our  comments  and  strictures.  Upon  general  grounds,  and 
spenkinK  for  myself  as  one  man.  I  claim  as  much  interest  in  pood  pnvrrn- 
ment  for  myself  and  my  children  as  any  one  can  have  in  perpetuating  this 
tr«at  RepuMic.  But  I  come  here  to  say.  for  myself,  for  you.  and  for  the 
people  whom  we  represent,  that  we  have  to-day  perfect  confidence  in  Gen- 
eral Grant,  and  are  willing  to  trust  him  four  years  longer,  without  so  much 
as  a  shadow  or  suspicion  of  a  doubt.  [Applause.] 

Those  irentlemo!!  who  profess  to  believe  the  liberties  of  the  people  are 
in  danger  from  the  election  of  this  man  or  that  as  President,  are  altogether 
mistaken  in  their  estimate  of  the  popular  intelligence  and  popular  patriotism 
if  they  suspect  that  General  Grant,  or  any  other  livinp  man,  can  destroy 
or  tamper  with  the  liberties  of  this  great  people.  We  tolerate  incompetent 
officers:  we  tolerate  unpalatable  acts,  but  we  suffer  no  man.  great  or  smalt, 
to  trifle  witli  our  liberties.  The  American  people  know  how  to  defend  them- 
selves; they  know  how  to  protect  their  liberties.  They  are  not  alarmed  at 
the  cry  of  centralizatioti  of  government,  or  of  attempts  on  the  part  of  this 
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man  or  that  to  usurp  power.  Wc  arc  prrcnter  than  we  used  to  be.  We  can 
aSord  to  overlook  many  things  that  twenty-five  years  ago  were  sufficient 
to  raise  the  cry  that  the  rifdits  of  the  States  or  the  rigtits  of  the  peojple 
were  in  danger.  Some  of  these  venerable  relics  of  tin  past  arc  still  tramp- 
ing round  in  our  State,  with  the  same  cry.  [Laughter.]  Some  of  these 
men  have  been  greatly  honored  and  respected  in  the  Republican  party,  and 
they  regard  it  as  their  mission  to  instruct  otir  people  how  to  vote.  Let  me 
say  to  you,  gentlemen,  gathered  here  in  this  Convention  from  all  the  States 
of  this  Union,  to  let  Illinois  alone.  She  will  take  care  of  herself.  [Applause.] 
Wc  know  how  to  vote:  wc  know  how  to  discuss  politics,  and  we  know 
how  to  dispose  of  prominent  gentlemen  who  have  had  no  more  prudence 
thflM  to  Stumble  and  fall  out  of  our  gallant  ranks  as  wc  are  marching  on. 
[Renewed  applause.]  There  is  no  trouble  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  gentle- 
men, and  I  hope  it  will  be  so  in  every  State  in  the  U^nion.  The  public 
safety  and  the  public  security  requires  that  this  country  shall  still  remain  in 
the  hands  of  its  true  and  tried  friends.  No  man  doubts  the  fidelity  of  the 
Republican  party  to  the  principles  of  civil  liberty.  The  people  have  conti- 
denee  in  us  as  the  party  of  freedom  and  constitutional  government.  We 
do  not  hold  the  constitution  of  a  State  a?  the  Brahmin  Iiold"?  hi=;  idol;  we 
do  not  hold  the  constitution  of  any  State  as  too  sacred  to  be  questioned 
when  it  is  used  for  purposes  of  oppression  and  wrong.  Oh,  no,  gentlemen, 
wc  bow  to  the  majesty  of  the  law;  we  abide  by  the  requirements  of  our 
own  State  constitutions;  we  reverence  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States; 
but  beyond  constitutions,  above  constitutions,  below  constitutions,  all  around 
constitutions,  "Stands  this  trreat  American  people,  filled  with  c  TTimon  sense, 
deep  profound  unfathomable,  and  that  American  people  will  make  and  un- 
muet  constitutions.   [Tremendous  and  long'Continued  applause.] 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  there  were  loud  calls  for  Governor 
JosiPH  R.  Hawlev  of  Connecticut,  who  went  upon  the  platform  and  said : 

Mr.  Chairman  aud  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  I  assure  you  that 
while  I  am  gratified  by  this  call.  I  am  very  greatly  embarrassed  also,  for  I 
desire  to  call  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization. 
There  may  be  other  opportunities  during  the  session  of  this  Convention 
when  I  may  desire  to  say  a  few  words.  It  is  not  the  time  now  for  cool 
and  deliberate  argument.  Will  you.  then,  permit  me  now  to  call  for  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization? 

The  Chairman  stated  he  had  just  been  informed  that  the  committee  is  not 
ready  to  report. 

Mr.  M.  D.  BoRUCK,  of  California,  ilfr.  PreHdAtt:  The  delegates  of 
California  have  heard  with  delight  the  distinguished  speakers  who  have 
addressed  us  so  eloquently  in  favor  of  the  colored  race  and  those  delegates 
who  reprefpnt  them  here  in  this  Convention.  California  would  like  to 
bear  a  representative  of  that  race  speak  for  himself.    [Great  applaii<!e.") 

There  were  continued  calls  for  Grey  (colored  delegate  from  Arkansas), 
who  was  greeted  with  cheers  upon  taking  the  stand.  He  said: 

SPEECH   OF  MR.   WIU-IAM   H.  GREY,  OF  ARKANSAS. 

GentUmrn  of  the  Convention:  For  the  first  time,  perhaps,  in  the  history 
of  the  American  people,  there  .stands  before  you  in  a  National  Convention 
assembled,  a  representative  of  that  oppressed  race  that  has  lived  among 
you  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  years,  lifted  by  the  magnanimity  of  tht<;  great 
nation,  by  the  power  of  God  and  the  laws  of  war,  from  the  degradation  of 
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slavcn'  to  the  prond  position  of  American  citizenship.  (Great  applause  ] 
Words  fai!  mc,  upon  this. occasion,  to  thank  you  for  this  evidence  of  the 
grandest  progress  in  civilization,  when  a  people  of  such  magnitude,  the  g:rand> 
est  and  greatest  nation  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  not  only  in  the  recogni- 
tion of  the  merits  and  of  the  glory  of  the  war  which  her  noble  sons  waged 
so  successfully,  have,  in  convention  assembled,  been  willing  to  listen  not 
only  to  the  greatest  of  her  orators^  but  to  the  humblest  citizens  of  this  great 
Republic.  [Applause.] 

I  scarcely  know  uhcre  to  begin  upon  an  occasion  like  the  present  If 
1  raise  the  curta-n  <>i  ilu-  past,  then  I  open  the  doors  of  the  sarcophagus 
from  which  we  have  but  jusi  emerged.  If  I  should  go  back  to  the  primary 
history  of  my  race  in  this  country,  I  would  open  up,  perhaps,  to  dtscuasioil 
things  and  circumstances  that  would  make  us  blush,  and  the  blond  in  our 
cheeks  tingle  in  view  of  the  evidences  of  the  shameful  and  horrible  condi- 
tion—such in  its  degradation  as  the  American  people  have  never  thought  of — 
from  which  we  have  just  escaped. 

But  this  is  scarcely  necessary.  We  arc  ready  to  say  in  the  words  of  the 
Good  Book,  "let  the  dead  past  bury  its  dead."  While  we  renwmber  these 
errors,  while  we  remember  a!l  the<e  deKradatton^,  there  is  no  venijeance, 
thank  God,  found  in  our  hearts.  No  revengeful  feelings,  no  desire  of  retal- 
iation. But  God  has  given  us  a  heart  to  tlnnk  the  American  people  for  the 
position  in  which  we  stand  to-day.  and  we  are  willing,  as  I  said  before,  to 
"let  the  dead  past  bury  its  dead,"  aiui  to  go  on  in  our  progress  and  fit  our- 
selves to  become  what  we  have  been  nude  by  law,  American  citixens  in 
deed  and  in  fact.  f.Applau'^r  i  It  is  the  wonder  of  the  world,  the  miracle 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  that  in  this  tremendous  struggle  which  rocked  this 
great  country  from  centre  to  circumference,  that  amid  the  debris  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  years,  a  living  people  were  found  by  this  great  nation  and 
lifted  from  degradation,  as  it  were,  by  the  strong  arm  of  power,  and  at  once, 
without  preparation  and  without  forethought,  placed  upon  the  broad  phme 
of  Amencan  citizenship.  If  we  have  failed  somewhrit  in  the  sanguine  expec- 
tation of  our  friends  yet,  upon  the  whole,  I  think  we  liave  fairly  worked  out 
the  problem  so  far  as  we  have  gone. 

To-day,  for  the  first  time.  Cod  has  pleased  ine  with  the  sight  of  that 
grand,  noble  old  man,  Gcrritt  Smith  [applause],  who  stood  by  us  and  for 
us  when  we  could  not  stand  for  ourselves.  (Tremendous  applause.]  The 
sight  of  him  repays  mr  for  all  the  toil,  all  the  sufT  ring,  all  the  pain  of  years. 
The  sight  of  him  renev,  s  my  faith  in  that  luunaiiity  which  is  divine. 
[Cheert.]  We  are  here  to-day,  gentlemen,  a  part  and  parcel  of  this  great 
people,  an  integral  part  of  the  great  body  of  this  cotmtry,  and  liere  for  the 
purpose,  in  harmony  with  you,  of  entrusting  the  reins  of  power  into  the 
hands  of  that  hero  who  led  us  through  a  great  and  bloody  struggle  of  years 
into  the  brijrlit  sunshine  of  li])erty;  led  us  out  to  citizenship  and  who.  when 
the  war  ended  and  he  was  nominated  for  President,  in  i8t)8,  said,  "Let  us 
have  peace."  The  solving  of  the  problem  of  our  citizenship  has  been  the 
work  of  years.  No  one  knew  how  that  position  wn«  to  he  brought  a!)out. 
But  few  men  could  comprehend  the  situation  or  the  political  position  of 
affairs  in  the  South.  Few  men  knew. 

I  happened  to  be  present  on  that  occasinn.  in  Chicago,  in  1868.  when 
General  Grant  was  nominated,  and  I  know  very  well,  and  there  arc  men 
here  who  can  attest  it.  that  through  that  political  contest  it  cost  the  lives 
of  over  three  hundred  black  nun  in  .Arkansas  to  c.irry  the  State  for  Ulysses 
S.  Grant  To-day  the  problem  is  being  worked  out  to  further  solution.  The 
Ku'-Klttx  problem  is  being  worked  out.  The  Kn-KIux  situation  is  settled, 
and  the  peace  of  the  count ry  secured.  Rut.  had  it  not  been  for  the  pass.ige 
of  the  Ku-Klux  law  and  the  man  at  the  helm  who  had  the  nerve  to  execute 
it,  that  organization  would  be  to-day  in  full  venom'  in  that  section  of  the 
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country.  Therefore  we  urge  upon  the  American  people  to  ffive  uk  l'!y<«es 
S.  Gram  tor  our  candidate,  for  his  name  is  a  tower  of  strength  at  the  Soutli, 
and  the  only  name  that  unrepentant  rebels  respect  [Prolofiged  cheers.) 
He  is  the  man  who  {9,  to  work  otit  the  preat  problem  now  heinp  srdvod  in 
this  country  by  the  great  Republican  party; — as  has  been  truly  saiJ.  that 
problem  has  not  yet  been  solved ;«-~its  duties  arc  not  entirely  fulfilled;  its 
organization  mt"^'  t  vcr  he  (li>intfgrntcd.  The  full  measure  of  -  nr  citi- 
2tnship  is  not  yet  coinplcte.  We  stand,  many  of  us,  in  a  prominent  posi- 
tion in  the  Southern  States;  but  right  among  the  people  where  we  hold 
these  positions  the  law  is  so  weak  and  the  pnhlir  ';cntimcnt  so  perverse 
that  the  common  civilities  of  a  citizen  arc  withheld  from  us.  We  want 
the  Civil  Rights  bill.  [Applause.]  We  ask  of  the  American  people  as  the 
natural  result  of  their  own  action  that  we  shall  be  respected  as  men  among 
men.  and  as  free  American  citizens.  (Cheers.]  We  do  not  ask  that  for 
any  small  reason.  There  are  always  two  classes  of  people  we  have  to  be 
afraid  of :  that  dass  who  love  us  too  well  and  that  class  who  hate  us  too  bad. 
[Laughter.] 

All  we  ask  is  a  fair  chance  in  the  race  of  life.  Give  us  the  same  priv- 
ileges and  opportunities  that  arc  given  to  other  men.  I  hnpo  the  action  of 
this  Convention  will  be  such  that  we  may  be  able  to  go  home  rejoicing. 
So  far  as  the  colored  people  of  the  South  are  concerned,  they  are  a  unit 
to-day  for  Ulysses  S.  Grant.  [Cheers.]  I  know  they  tuM  us  after  the 
Cincinnati  Convention  that  "you  niggers  can  now  go  for  the  father  of  Repub- 
licanism, Horace  Greely."  When  we  objected  to  this  on  the  ground  that 
he  was  not  the  Republican  nominee  they  said,  "H**  the  father  of  Reptib- 
licanism."  Said  I :  "Very  well ;  if  that  is  so  I  thank  him  for  having  been 
the  father  of  such  a  brood  of  illustrious  and  loyal  men,  but  I  f«ir,  like  Abra- 
him  '  f  old,  he  takes  Hagar  instead  of  Sarah»  and  we  cannot  afford  that." 
[Laughter.] 

This  is  the  inheritance  of  the  free  woman.  This  is  the  legitimate  inher- 
itance;  thesf  are  the  legitimate  offspring,  and  we  are  going  to  keep  the  boys 
at  home.  [Laughter.]  I  am  very  much  afraid  that,  like  Hagar  and  Ishmael, 
the  old  lady  will  have  to  hunt  water  in  the  wilderness.  [Great  laughter.] 
The  black  people  stand  solid  together.  They  know  intuitively  who  is 
their  friend ;  they  know  full  well  there  is  no  standing  for  them  outside  the 
Republican  party.  They  know  they  caniifit  afford  to  vote  for  men  who  say 
to  them  when  they  desire  to  vote.  "Voii  have  got  your  rights  now:  what 
more  do  you  want .'"  They  cannot  afford  to  vole  for  men  who  have  re- 
fused to  acknowledge  or  carry  out  the  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  and  fifteenth 
amendments  to  the  C< institution.  They  cannot  afTord  to  vote  against  their 
own  manhood,  and  they  will  not  do  it  Thank  Ciod,  the  colored  men  are 
Grant  men  with  scarcely  an  exception  to-day.  [Applause.]  God  grant  that 
the  Republican  party  may  close  up  its  ranks  and  solidly  niarcli  tocfethcr. 
and  victory  will  perch  on  its  banners  in  the  coming  contest.  [Prolonged 
cheering.] 

Hon.  R.  B.  Elliott.  M.  C.  a  cohered  delegate  from  South  Carolina,  hav- 
ing hern  repeatedly  called  for  from  the  audience,  came  to  the  stand  and 
spoke  as  follows:  * 

SPEECH  OP  MR.  ELLIOTT. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  It  is  with  great  appreciation  of  the  com- 
pliment paid  to  my  State  that  I  rise  to  rc<:ponf1  to  yottr  invitation  to  address 
this  august  assembly.  I  regret,  however,  ihai  while  accepting  ibis  invitation.  I 
am  compelled  by  the  recognition  of  the  foct  that  we  are  assembled  here  for 
the  purpose  of  an  important  duty  to  the  people  of  the  nation,  which  duty 
is  now  pressing  closely  upon  us,  to  ask  you  to  excuse  ine  from  any  extended 
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remarks.  I  stand  here,  gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  together  with  my  col- 
leagues from  the  Southern  States,  to  represent  the  people  of  my  identity 
as  an  illustration  of  an  accomplishd  fact  in  American  emancipation.  [Ap- 
plause.] As  an  illustration,  not  only  of  the  magnanimity  of  the  American 
people,  as  stated  by  my  distinguished  friend  from  Arkansas,  but  also  as  a 
living  example  of  the  justice  of  the  American  Government  [applause],  wc 
stand  here  in  your  midst,  gentlemen,  to  assure  you  of  the  fact  that  we  be- 
lieve earnestly  and  faithfully  in  the  principles  of  humanity  and  equal  justict 
that  you  have  asserted  and  maintained  in  the  past.  We  stand  forth  to-day 
among  you,  not  only  to  give  our  votes  in  this  body  in  behalf  of  our  constit- 
uencies for  the  nomination  of  President  and  Vice-President  for  the  com- 
ing election,  but  also  to  pledge  to  you  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  nine 
hundred  thousand  voters  of  our  race,  whose  convictions  are  like  unto  your 
own.  [Applause.l 

We  come  here  to-day  to  assure  the  delegates  here  assembled  from  the 
severaj  States;  we  come  here  to  assure  the  American  people,  that  mindful 
of  their  services  to  us  in  the  past,  mindful  of  their  goodness  and  of  their 
justice,  we  intend  to  use  the  rights  that  have  been  given  us,  to  use  the 
privilege  of  the  elective  franchise,  in  the  interest  of  the  country,  in  the 
interest  of  the  American  people :  and  luiv'ng  a  common  interest  with  our 
fellow-citizens  of  whatever  shade  of  complexion  or  from  whatever  part  of 
the  country,  asking  only  what  is  just  and  fair,  performing  what  is  right, 
we  mean  to  contribute  our  fair  share  and  our  full  quota  toward  making  our 
country  what  we  conceive,  along  with  you.  it  ought  to  be;  a  country  that 
-guarantees  to  all  its  citizens  the  equal  orotection  of  the  law.  [.\pplause.] 

We  will  unite  with  you  in  making  the  American  people  the  grandest  and 
most  powerful  and  purest  in  all  respects  of  all  the  nations  upon  the  face 
of  the  earth.  We  propose  to  unite  with  you,  not  only  in  protecting  our 
citizens  abroad,  not  only  in  having  our  banner  waving  all  over  this  broad 
land,  but  that  you  may  guarantee  to  all  your  citizens,  whether  they  be  among 
the  lofty  or  the  lowly,  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws  at  home. 

Gentlemen,  will  not  attempt  to  detain  the  Convention  from  the  purpose 
of  its  duties  by  any  further  remarks,  but  will  simply  say  that  the  nine  hun- 
dred thousand  colored  voters  of  America  will  stand  by  you  in  bringing  suc- 
cess to  the  Republican  party  in  the  coming  canvass  upon  the  platform  of 
justice  and  civil  as  well  as  political  equality  to  all  the  people  of  the  United 
States.  [Applause.l  Upon  such  a  platform  will  we  stand  with  you;  we 
will  pour  out  the  trratiiudc  of  our  hearts  in  most  earnest  devotion  to  our 
American  institutions,  and  pour  out  upon  them  the  rich  oblation  of  earnest 
devotion.    ( Applaii<?e.] 

Mr.  Harris,  a  colored  delegate  from  North  Carolina,  responding  to  re- 
peated calls,  spoke  as  follows: 

SraSCH  OF  JAMES  H.  BA1«IS. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  detain  this  Convention  T  cannot  be  oWivious 
of  the  fact  that  you  have  been  in  session  already  four  long  hours,  and^you 
must  have  become  impatient  in  waiting  for  the  report  of  the  committee 
which  we  are  now  expecting.  I  do  not  appear  upon  this  plat  form  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  speech.  I  merely  come  forward  to  acknowledge  the 
compliment  paid,  not  to  me,  but  to  the  loyal  Republicans  of  North  Carolina. 
[Applause.]  I  believe,  sir,  that  no  section  of  the  ccnintry  hns  pone  throuch  a 
more  severe  ordeal  than  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  Ku-Kluxers  them- 
selves can  testify  to  that  fact ;  and  while  I  stste  that.  I  can  also  say  that  1 
believe.  Ku-Kluxers  permitting — and  I  suppose  General  Grant  lias  convinced 
them  that  they  must  permit  it— on  the  first  day  of  August  no  State,  North. 
South.  East  or  West,  will  give  a  better  account  of  itself  than  the  Repnb* 
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licans  of  North  Carolina  will  do.    I  cannot  trespass  upon  your  time  by  ask- 
ing you  to  listen  to  my  speakinf?.    f  Cries  of  "Go  on !"] 

I  a.ssurc  you  I  am  not  one  of  those  who  have  entertained  the  idea  for  a 
moment  that  this  party — 1  mean  the  originators  of  the  party — have  ever 
grown  weak-kneed---decided  to  abandon  S  single  principle  of  onr  oHf^'nal 
platform — although  they  may  not  have  carried  out  the  eivil  r-Rht^  hills  in 
the  way  some  of  us  desired.  I  have  not  agreed  even  with  some  of  the  col- 
ored Republicans  who  think  we  otiffht  to  be  very  careful  about  cotnmittinsT 
ourselves  to  the  principles  that  shall  he  enunciattd  lieie.  T  have  always  hc- 
lieved  that  the  political  salvation  of  the  negro  and  of  the  honest,  hard-work- 
ing people  of  the  South  rests  with  the  Republican  party.  I  believe,  also,  that 
this  Convention  will  adopt  a  platform  hroad  enough  for  every  loyal  man  to 
stand  upon;  that  it  will,  before  adjourning,  incorporate  into  the  platform 
every  vital  principle  contained  in  Sumner's  civil  rights  Wll.  Then,  when  we 
go  into  the  campaign,  we  can  unfold  our  hanner  in  the  bright  sun  and  pleas- 
ant breeze  with  the  name  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  in  letters  of  living^  light  upon 
it  We  will  make  a  clean  sweep,  and  Mr.  Greeley  and  Liberalism  will  be 
known  no  mor^'  in  this  coimtry.  [.Xpplause.] 

I  will  say»  in  conclusion,  that  our  Northern  friends  need  not  give  them- 
selves any  fear  that  we  are  charmed  with  the  name  of  Mr.  Greeley,  or  that 
we  have  one  eye  toward  Cincinnati.  Although  ignorant  in  the  SHUith. 
although  we  have  not  had  the  advantages  of  education,  yet  we  know  by  in- 
stinct whidi  side  our  bread  is  buttered  on.  fLaughter  and  applause.]  But. 
although  we  may  not  c  impreluiul  the  great  political  question^.  Kt  mc  tell 
you  one  thing,  that  the  name  of  no  man,  or  set  of  men,  in  this  land  will' 
ever  blind  ns  so  much  as  to  make  us  forget  the  party  that  gave^  us  liberty : 
that  party  which  defends  us,  and  which  will  lead  us  to  a  glorious  future. 
[Applause.  1

General  Albkigbt,  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  Chairman:  The  Commiftee 
on  Organization  desire  to  present  the  name  of  General  H.  H.  Bingham,  of 
this  ci^,  for  the  permanent  Secretary  of  this  Convention.    He  is  the  man  to 

whom  we  are  indebted  for  this  fine  building  and  the  fine  adornments  we 
have  here,  and  to  the  great  welcome  the  delegates  have  received  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia.    I  move  he  be  made  that  Secretary. 
The  motion  was  adopted. 

The  Chairiian.  I  have  the  honor  to  announce  to  the  Convention  that 
Judge  Settle  has  just  been  unanimously  elected  President  of  this  body,  and 
will  now  take  his  scat. 

The  Hon.  TnoM.\s  Settle,  of  North  Carolina,  President  elect,  was  then 

escorted  to  the  chair,  now  vacated  by  Mr.  AIcMitchael,  and  was  received 
with  enthusiastic  and  prolonged  cheering,  the  audience  rising  to  their  feet. 
He  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  or  TBB  PUSIDENT. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  :  I  thank  you  for  the  distinction  of  pre- 
siding over  the  deliberations  of  the  greatest  party  in  the  greatest  Power 
on  earth;  and  I  accept  it,  not  so  much  as  a  personal  tribute  to  myself,  as 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship  extended  from  our  magnanimous  sisters  of  the 
North  to  the  erring,  wayward,  punished,  regenerated  patriotic  sisters  of  the 
South,    [Immense  applause.] 

We  have  high  duties  to  perform.  We  have  assembled  to  name  the  man 
who  shall  administer  the  laws  of  the  great  Republic  for  the  next  four  years; 
but  our  duties  are  plain.  We  shall  be  recreant  to  every  trust  and  fail  to 
respond  to  the  vibrations  of  every  patriotic  heart  if  we  do  not,  with  one 
voice,  n.ime  the  soldier  and  patriot,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  for  the  next  Presi- 
dent.   [Renewed  applause.) 

We  of  the  South  recognize  and  demand  him  as  a  necessity  for  law  and 
order  in  that  portion  of  the  cotmtry  and  for  the  freedom  of  all  men.  [.\p- 
plause.]  It  is  not  proper  that  I  should  detain  you  with  extended  remarks 
wis  evening.  I  shall  therefore  assume  the  duties  which  you  have  imposed 
upon  me  and  I  shall  be  vcr>'  glad  if  an  opportunity  is  afforded  mc  to  address 
you  at  greater  length  later  in  the  session  and  when  our  labors  shall  have 
closed. 
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Mr.  Charles  S.  Si^enceh,  of  New  York.  Mr.  President:  I  move  that 
we  adjoom  until  to>inoiTOw  at  ten  o'clock.  A  great  many  men  are  tired  out, 
and  we  all  wish  rest  now,  that  we  nuiy  come  fresh  to  the  labors  of  that  im- 
portant day. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  President.  The  motion  to  adjourn  i?  agreed  to,  and  the  Convention 
stands  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  ai  io  o'clock. 


SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  June  6.  1872. 

At  twenty  minute;  after  ten  o'clock  the  President  of  the  Convention, 
Judge  Settle,  called  the  Cnnvcntinn  to  order. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  H.\kper,  of  the  North  Broad  street 
Church,  Philadelphia,  as  follows: 

FRAYn. 

Our  Heavenly  Father,  Thou  who  rulcst  in  Heaven,  we  invoke  Thy  pres- 
ence and  Thy  blessing.  We  desire  to  bc^Hn  this  day  that  is  to  be  memorable 
in  the  future  and  solve  the  destiny  of  this  nation — wc  desire  to  l)cpin,  O 
Lord,  this  day  with  Thee.  We  come  before  Thee  with  a  deep  reverence  for 
Thee.  Preside  over  this  assembly.  Give  them  one  mind  and  one  heart. 
Help  them  to  adopt  the  best  measures.  May  the  platform  be  the  embodiment 
of  the  most  humane  principles.  May  the  men  selected  be  good  and  true 
men;  may  the  land  approve  all  they  do  O  Lord,  we  thank  Thee  for  Thy 
care  of  tis  in  d.iys  of  adversity;  let  iis  not  forget  the  ocean  of  blood  tlirouc;h 
which  we  have  passed.  Bless  the  people,  our  rulers,  the  enfranchised,  the 
unmortal  dead,  the  widows  and  children,  and  make  us  a*  blessing  among  the 
nations  of  the  earth,  and  we  shall  ascribe  all  the  praise  to  the  Father,  son, 
and  Holy  Spirit,  evermore.  Amen.

Mr.  Devore,  of  Oregon.  Air.  Chairman:  Oregon  is  redeemed.  [Ap- 
phttse.]  Oregon  is  redeemed  both  as  to  Representatives  in  Congress  and 
her  Legislature.  [Renewed  applause.]  On  last  Monday  an  election  was  held 
in  the  State  of  Oregon.  Four  years  we  have  been  under  Democratic  rule. 
We  are  now  Republican. 
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The  Convention  hailed  the  amioancement  with  repeated  outbursts  of 
applause.  A  New  Hampshire  delegate  proposed  three  cheers  for  Oregon, 
which  were  heartily  given. 

KULCS  AND  Ctam  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  FkESinKT  annoimced  as  the  business  first  in  order  the  reception 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business, 

Mr.  Oliver  Ames,  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on 

Rules  and  Order  of  Business  re«pcctfuny  report  as  follows: 

Rule  I.  Upon  all  subjects  before  the  Convention,  the  States  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  next  the  Territories. 

Rule  2.  Each  State  sliall  be  entitled  to  double  the  number  of  its  Sena- 
tors and  Representative?;  in  Confess  according  to  the  recent  apportionment, 
and  each  Territory  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes.  The  vote  of  each  delega- 
tion shall  be  reported  1^  its  chairman. 

Rule  3.  Tlic  report  of  tlic  Coininiltee  on  Credentials  shall  be  disposed 
of  before  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Platform  and  Resolutions  is  acted 
upon,  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Platform  and  Resolutions  shall 
1 L-  disposed  of  before  the  Coin  fution  procccd  to  the  nomination  of  candidates 

for  I'residcnt  and  X'ice-l'resident. 

Rule  4.  In  niakuig  the  nominations  for  President  and  Vice-President, 
in  no  case  shall  the  calling  of  the  roll  he  dispensed  with.  When  it  shall 
appear  that  any  candidate  has  received  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  the 
President  of  tlie  Convention  shall  announce  the  question  to  be,  "Shall  the 
nomination  of  the  candidate  be  made  unanimous?"  But  if  no  candidate  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  the  Chair  shall  direct  the  vote  to  be 
again  taken,  which  shall  be  repeated  until  sonic  candidate  shall  have  received 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

Rule  5.  When  a  majority  of  the  delepates  from  any  two  States  shall 
demand  that  a  vote  be  recorded,  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  Sec- 
retary calling  the  roll  of  States  in  the  order  heretofore  stated. 

Rule  6.  In  the  record  of  the  vote  by  States  the  vote  of  each  State  shall 
be  announced  by  the  chairman;  and  in  ea';!-  the  votes  of  any  State  sliall  be 
divided,  the  chairman  shall  announce  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  can- 
didate, or  for  or  against  any  proposition. 

Rule  7.  When  the  previous  qncsfion  shall  be  demanded  by  a  majority 
of  the  delegation  of  any  State,  and  the  demand  seconded  by  two  or  more 
States,  and  the  call  sustained  by  the  majority  of  the  Convention,  the  ques- 
tion shall  then  he  proceederl  with,  and  disposed  of  according  to  the  rules  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  similar  cases. 

Rule  8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  ques- 
tion, nor  longer  than  five  minutes,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Convention,  except 
that  delegates  presenting  the  name  of  a  candidate  shall  be  allowed  ten. min- 
utes to  present  the  name  of  such  candidate. 

Rule  9.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  rules 
of  this  Convention,  SO  far  as  th^  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 

foregoing  rules. 

Rule  ID.  A  Rcpuhiican  National  Committee  shall  be  appointed,  to  con- 
sist of  one  member  from  each  State.  Territory,  and  District  represented  in 
this  Convention.  The  roll  shall  he  called,  and  the  delegation  from  each  State, 
Territory,  and  District,  shall  name,  through  their  chairman,  a  person  to  act 
as  a  member  of  such  committee.

Mr.  President:  The  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  respectfully  report  that  there  are  present  full  delega-* 
tions  from  all  the  States  and  Territorks,  and  tliat  no  seats  are  contested, 
except  those  of  Utali  and  Dakota.  The  conniiittcc  have  decided  to  admit  the 
four  delegates  from  Dakota,  giving  them  the  right  to  two  votes  in  the  Con- 
vention*. In  the  case  of  Utah  the  committee  have  decided  that  the  dele\ 
gation  represented  by  A.  S.  Gould  and  O.  J.  HoUister  is  the  more  regular, ' 
and  are  therefore  entitled  to  their  scats.

A  Delegate  from  California.  Mr.  President:  I  desire  to  move  an 
amendment  to  the  report,  and  I  do  not  know  whether  this  is  the  proper 
time  to  move  that  amendment.  I  have  understood  that  there  being  a  con- 
test among  Uie  delegates  from  Utah,  one  set,  and  the  regular  set  of  dele- 
gates from  that  Territoiy,  were  ruled  out  because  of  th  r  I  ing  Mormons. 
I  therefore  move  that  the  report  he  amended  so  as  to  admit  both  sets  of 
delegate?:,  a«  was  done  in  the  othtr  case.    [Cries  of  "No!"  "Nol"J 

The  President.   The  question  is  upon  the  amendment. 

Mr.  E.  B.  StoDOAED,  of  Massachusetts.  The  gentleman  is  mistaken  in 
regard  to  the  decision  of  the  committee.  It  was  made  upon  the  ground  that 
the  delegates  who  were  reported  against  were  not  elected  at  a  duly  called 
convention.  This  is  the  substance  of  the  report  of  the  committee.  [Cries  of 
-Quotion."! 

Mr.  Charles  S.  Si'encek,  of  New  York.  Thrte  gentlemen,  sir,  have 
come  a  long  way  here  from  Utah.  There  are  but  two  of  them.  I  shall  sup- 
port the  amendment;  I  think  we  had  better  marry  them  all.  [Laughter 

and  applause.] 

Mr.  George  Wi'kts,  of  New  Jersey.  Mr.  President:  In  the  committee 
I  moved  precisely  this  compromise,  but  the  delegates  whose  exclusion  is  rec- 
ommended declined  to  accept  it. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  as  originally 
presented  was  adopted,  with  a  single  dissenting  voice.

Ex-Governor  Passons^  of  Afatfaama.  I  offer  the  following  resolutions, 
which  I  desire  read: 

Resolved.  Thni  \vc  earnestly  desire  peace  with  all  nations  as  the  great- 
est earthly  blessing,  and  the  continuation  of  friendly  relations  with  thein, 
founded  on  principles  of  justice  and  right.  To  accomplish  these  great  ends 
we  are  willing  to  make  all  proper  concession <  The  spirit  has  characterized 
our  intercourse  with  the  people  and  government  of  Great  Britain. 

Resolved,  Thsit  in  view  of  existing  circumstances,  we  deem  it  proper  to 
declare  that,  in  onr  judgment,  when  these  means  fail,  our  "English  cous- 
ins" will  find  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  this  day  as  firmly  resolved 
and  united  in  the  maintenance  of  our  rights  and  honor  as  our  fathers  were 
in  1776  and  1812;  and  that  we  will  uphold  the  hands  of  our  Government 
in  asserting  them,  without  distinction  of  party  or  section,  as  our  fathers  have 
taught  us,  **with  our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honor.** 

Resolved.  That  the  "Trrnt  nfTnir"  was  settled  at  the  time  hy  the  prompt 
action  of  our  Government  before  the  act  complained  of  was  made  know^n  by 
the  British  govertmient,  and  that  we  cc»nmend  this  example  to  favorable 
consideration  with  respect  to  the  "Alabama  claims,"  which  must  also  be  set- 
tled, by  peaceable  means  or  otherwise.

The  members  of  Tat  Union  Lkagub  op  Ahbuca,  in  National  Council 
assembled,  do  hereby  affirm  thftir  adherence  to  the  following  sentiments  and 
principles: 

First.  We  reject,  as  utterly  unfounded,  the  idea  that  the  mission  of  the 
Republican  party  has  been  accomplished,  and  that  no  necessity  exists  for  its 
continuance.  By  its  principles  and  actions  the  nation  was  saved  during  the 
period  ot  the  late  rebellion,  and  by  them  must  it  be  preserved  and  exalted  in 

coming  time. 

Second.  Whatever  may  be  its  pretences,  the  Democratic  party  remains 
undianged  in  character  and  ultimate  purposes.  What  it  was  from  April, 
1861,  to  April.  1865,  it  still  is.  and  will  continue  to  be.  Incapable  of  reform 
or  improvement,  it  will  always  be  unfit  to  direct  or  govern  the  nation. 

Third.   In  the  so-called  Liberal  Republican  party  we  find  no  attractive 

political  virtue  and  no  importaiU  distinctive  principle.  It  is  manifestly  an 
organization  created  by  personal  designs,  and  by  feelings  so  embittered  and 
intense  that  it  is  prepared  and  solicitous  to  form  an  alliance  with  the  Demo- 
cratic party,  as  tlie  only  possible  method  of  accomijli-liitiLr  its  narrow  and 
unjustifiable  purposes.  This  fact  alone  develops  its  true  nature:  and  it 
requires  no  other  to  present  it  to  the  people,  as  mherently  base  and  ignoble, 
and  altogether  undeserving  of  their  approval  and  supjinrt. 

Fourth.  All  American  citizen^;,  without  distinction  of  race,  color,  or  reli- 
gion, arc  entitled  to  the  same  civil  and  political  right.s,  and  to  equal  and  exact 
justice  before  the  laws,  subject  only  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Fifth,  The  system  of  terrorism  which  so  Innp  infested,  and  still  exists, 
in  some  portions  of  the  South,  must  be  put  down  at  all  hazards,  and  the 
guilty  parties  ptmished  as  other  outlaws  and  murderers  are  punished. 
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Sixth.  Wo  earnestly  urRc  the  House  of  pr  i  cntatives  to  pass  the  civil 
lights  and  enforcement  biljs  pending  before  it;  and  it  is  our  profound  coavtc> 
tkm  tint  Congress  should  not  adjourn  until  these  bills  shall  become  laws. 

Seventk  The  wisdom  of  the  adoption  of  the  thirteenth,  fourteenH/.  and 
fifteenth  amendments  to  tlie  Constitution  has  been  fully  demonstrated  by 
their  practical  operation,  and  we  will  earnestly  (^pose  any  attempt,  open  or 
insidious,  to  either  repeal  them  or  weaken  their  force. 

Eighth.  We  believe  the  national  debt,  contracted  to  save  the  life  of  tlie 
nation,  should  be  paid^  to  the  uttermost  farthing,  according  to  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  the  laws  which  authorized  it.  This  payment  should  be  steady  but 

gradual,  so  as  to  avert  oppressive  taxation,  and  distribute  a  portion  of  the 
burden  upon  the  vastly  increased  wealth  and  jjopulation  of  future  years. 

Ninth.  All  tariff  and  internal  taxation  needed  for  the  reduction  of  the 
public  debt  and  for  the  support  of  the  Government  should  be  so  adjusted  as 

to  bear  with  least  weicrht  upon  the  laboring  classes,  and  to  foster  and  encour- 
age the  mdustries  of  the  nation,  which  arc  the  foundation  of  all  national 
prosperity. 

Tenth.  We  favor  the  reform  of  the  civil  service  so  that  capacity  and 
integrity,  and  not  political  influence  alone,  shall  be  the  tests  for  office;  and 
we  nave  no  faith  in  the  accomplishment  of  that  reform  by  the  party  which 
oripinated  the  ma.xini,  "To  the  victor  helonps  the  spoils,"  and  which  haS 
faithfully  observed  the  maxim  whenever  there  were  any  spoils  to  divide. 

Eleventh.  The  administration  of  President  Grant  is  one  which  is  ap- 
proved by  the  calm,  sober  sense  of  the  nation,  and  however  much  it  may  be 
misrepresented  by  those  whose  hatred  of  the  man  dates  back  to  the  times 
of  his  victories  ijvcr  the  rebels  in  the  field,  or  by  others  whri>e  narrow  jeal- 
ousies or  ambitious  aspirations  have  led  them  to  array  themselves  against 
him.  the  fact  that  during  his  administration  three  hundred  and  thirty-two 
millions  of  the  public  debt  have  been  paid ;  the  premium  on  gold  has  become 
nearly  nominal;  the  revenue  taxes  have  been  greatly  reduced  and  faithfully 
collected;  civil  service  reform  has  been  successfully  inaugurated:  and  an 
ac(iuiescence,  real  or  pretended,  in  all  the  cardinal  principles  the  Republican 
party  lias  urged  during  the  past  years,  been  obtained,  has  strengthened  his 
hold  uptin  the  confidence  of  the  people  no  less  than  his  Splendid  victories  in 
the  field  had  endeared  him  to  their  hearts. 

The  reading  of  the  resolutions  was  received  with  demonstrations  of  ap- 
proval by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  George  B.  Loring,  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  President:  The  organ- 
ization presenting  these  resolutions  is  entitled  to  the  respect  of  every  Repub- 
lican in  the  United  States.  It  has  done  more  than  almost  any  existing  asso- 
ciation that  I  know  of  to  keep  the  Republican  sentiment  strong  before  the 
people  from  the  opening  df  the  war  to  th's  hour.  The  Presiflent  of  that  as^'>- 
ciation,  with  whose  name  every  loyal  .American  is  familiar,  and  who  has  done 
so  much  for  the  Slate  over  whose  councils  he  presides,  is  also  entitled  to 
the  affection  and  regard  of  eveiy  Republican  of  every  State;  The  name  of 
Governor  Geary  is  dear  to  every  Republican,  North  and  South.  Now,  sir, 
it  is  on  this  account  that  I  desire  to  step  out  of  our  usual  diannel  and  to 
move  that  thc?c  resolutions  be  entered  on  the  records  of  this  Conventicm  and 
be  printed  with  the  proceedings. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  the  Convention,  and  it  was  unanimously 
adopted. 
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Mr.  Webster  Flanagan,  of  Texas.  Mr,  President:  Yesterday  this 
Convention  wa«;  edified  by  orators  from  various  portions  of  the  Union.  We 
heard  only  from  tiiose  who  wore  loyal  during  the  war.  We  heard  those  who 
wttre  opposed  to  secession.  Texas  feels  that  she  has  a  right  to  be  heard, 
and  asks  that  she  be  heard  m  the  person  of  General  George  W.  Carter,  who 
was  the  leader  of  one  of  the  Southern  brigades  in  the  late  rebelHoa  I  had 
the  honor,  and  I  am  glad  to  express  it.  of  being  an  humble  private  in  that 
soldier's  corps,  and  I  ask  that  he  be  heard  on  this  occasion. 

Cries  for  "Carter!"  "Carter!"'  "Speech!"  &c.,  were  heard. 

Colonel  Geokce  W.  Carter  then  proceeded  upon  the  platform  and  spoke 
as  follows: 

REMARKS  OF  COLONEL  GEORGE  W.  CARTER. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Con''i*f\tion :  I  appreciate  your  de- 
sire to  hear  something  of  the  Republican  candidates  from  a  Confederate,  who 
believed  he  was  right,  although  a  speech  from  me  at  this  time  may  not  be 
very  appropriate.  I  am  an  ex-Confederate  .soldier  who  needed  reconstruction, 
and  if  1  am  any  judge  in  the  matter.  I  believe  that  I  have  been  recon- 
structed. I  came  out  of  the  war  witfh  only  two  planks  in  my  platform.  One 
was  from  the  Democrr'tic  platform,  which  was.  if  I  could  not  get  what  I 
wanted,  to  take  what  1  could  get.  The  other  was  a  philosophical  plank, 
to  have  no  prejudices,  and  that  a  whipped  man  was  not  entitled  to  his  preju- 
dice«!.  I  think  T  am  a  type  of  the  men  who  foufjhf  honestly  rmd  irot  whipped 
squarely  on  that  question.  We  have  come  through  the  war,  and  have  learned 
lessons  which  we  think  will  be  valuable.  I  think  our  people  down  there  are 
learninir.  One  of  the  lessons  we  have  learned  is  this,  that  the  will  of  the 
American  people      to  be  respected.  [Applause.] 

The  Hollander  was  our  typt  of  the  revolutionist.  We  have  now  taken 
the  French  type,  that  when  we  pfet  whipped,  if  the  country  won't  follow  us 
we  will  follow  it.  We  came  out  of  the  war  with  that  purpose,  and  you  wiU 
find  it  in  the  South  to-day  in  the  Presidential  election  approaching,  and  il  the 
issue  is  made  Iietween  Grant  and  Greeley,  the  Southern  people  who  were 
honest  in  their  convictions,  and  have  al>an(loned  their  ab.stractions  a.s  far  as 
they  entered  into  the  fight,  prefer  an  honest,  practical  man.  who  makes  them 
behave  themselves.  [Applause.]  They  prefer  a  man  who  does  not  cry  over 
them  as  they  weep  over  their  distres.ses,  but  tells  them  they  must  work  if  they 
would  be  happy ;  that  the  true  remedy  for  the  evils  under  which  they  labor 
is  to  go  to  work  and  adjust  themselves  to  tlie  condition  of  the  country  as  they 
find  it  in  their  new  relations.  I  believe  to-<lay  if  the  Democrats  endorse  Mr. 
Gredey,  General  Grant  will  get  more  straight  Democratic  votes  than  Greel^r 
will  in  Louisiana.  [Applause.) 

In  response  to  loud  calls,  Mr.  Strobacm,  of  Alabama,  took  the  ^tand  and 

said: 

SPEECH  OF  MK.  PAUL  STROSACH. 

Crntlcmeu  of  the  Convention :  It  is  with  great  diffidence  that  T  approach 
the  stand  this  morning.  I  understood  that  yesterday  I  was  called  for,  as 
great  desire  was  expressed  to  hear  from  a  naturalized  citizen,  but  I  was  ab- 
sent at  the  moment.  T  did  not  expect  to  si)eak  to-day.  because  I  tlionfjlit  there 
was  no  necessity.^  You  already  know  how  the  naturalized  citizen  in  his  grat- 
itude feels  for  this  adopted  country  of  his.  I  saw  this  morning  in  one  of  the 
papers  a  slur  on  the  Convention,  alleging  that  it  did  not  allow  the  natural- 
ized citizen  to  be  heard.    In  presence  of  all,  allow  me  to  return  my  sincere 
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thanks  to  you  fcir  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  m  making  mc  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents  of  this  Convention,  which,  in  my  opinion,  represents  the 
oniy  true  and  unselfish  patriots  of  this  great  country— the  Republtcans. 

I  will  take  the  liberty  of  speaking  to  you  first  as  a  citizen  of  my  ailoptt  <! 
State,  Alabama,  and  then  as  one  of  those  who  represent  what  is  called  tlie 
Gennan  element.  We  number  twenty  delegates  from  the  Southern  States, 
and  I  sn\y  a  ntwspapt-r  thi<  morning  which  called  this  Convention  a  eoiuen- 
tion  of  office-holders  and  ofiice-seekers.  None  of  the  delegate  from  Alabama 
are  office-holders  tmder  the  Federal  Government.  None  of  us  are  office-seek- 
ers. We  can  have  f.ffices.  if  we  want  them,  at  home  from  the  han(!<  of  onr 
Republican  friends.  1  had  the  honor  to  represent  my  county  for  four  years 
in  our  legislature  in  that  cradle  of  secession — ^Montgomery— and  in  the  hall 
where  William  L.  Yancey  tauKht  I^.is  pernicious  doctrines.  I  was  -ent  there 
by  an  overwhelming  majority  of  Republicans,  and  at  the  last  election  they 
made  me  sheriff  of  my  county.  But  I  am  no  office-seeker.  I  am  here,  I 
trust,  actuated  by  true,  patriotic  motives. 

One  of  the  distinguished  orators  said  on  yesterday  that  he  came  from  the 
Ku-Klux  region.  I  am  not  from  that  region,  but  I  know  something  about  it 
Many  outrages  and  terrible  crimes  lia\e  been  committed  in  my  adjacent 
neighborhoods  by  bands  of  disguised,  midnight  assassins,  and,  wherever  that 
hefl-bom  organization  exists,  it  will  need  the  strong  arm  of  the  Government 
to  protect  l<e])nl)]ican<.  I  will  mention  one  instance:  in  the  jail  of  my  connty 
are  confined  33  United  State  prisoners,  a  majori^  of  them  having  been  com- 
mitted under  the  Ku-Klux  law.  One  of  the  most  terrible  crimes  which  has 
ever  disgraced  the  pages  of  history  will  be  tried  to  day  in  MontRomery.  be- 
fore Judge  fiusteed.  The  case  in  one  in  which  a  colored  man  and  his  wife 
were  burned  alive,  and  the  man's  only  crime  was  that  he  had  married  a  white 
woman.  I  tell  you  that  I  consider  that  a  matter  of  taste.  It  is  nobody's  busi- 
ness who  a  man  marries.  If  that  white  woman  desired  to  marry  that  colored 
man,  no  one  else  had  anything  to  do  with  it.  This  band  of  assassins  went  at 
the  hour  of  miflnipht,  and  destroyed  their  little  cabin,  and  after  killing  the 
husband,  burned  the  wife  alive.  This  is  one  of  the  many  instances  to  show 
you  that  the  Ku-Klux  are  not  as  the  Democratic  papers  represent  them,  a 
myth,  for  ther-  ire  facts  and  accusations  so  plain  that  we  must  have  the 
Strong  arm  of  the  Government  to  protect  us  in  the  South,  While  if  we  should 
have  the  philosopher  Greeley  as  our  next  ruler,  I  am  confident  that  the  Re- 
publicans of  the  Soutli  will  suffer.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  you  will  give  us 
as  our  next  ruier  the  man  who  is  able  and  willing  to  make  the  people  down 
there  respect  our  rights  for  all  time  to  come,  /  mean  Gen,  Grant  Among 
other  arg^unents  which  I  have  heard  sneeringly  used  against  President  Grant 
— not  counting  the  abuse  and  calumny  heaped  upon  him  by  the  great  Massa- 
chusetts Senator  a  few  days  since,  which,  by  the  way,  gave  Grant  more  sym- 
pathy and  votes  than  Mr.  Sumner  dreamed  of — is  this:  that  he  is  not  a  preat 
speaker.  But  we  don't  want  a  man  of  speech;  we  want  a  man  of  w'll  and 
action.  But  yet  I  remember  that  Gen.  Grant  made  three  speeches,  which  are 
engraved  with  an  iron  |)en  in  the  book  of  history,  and  which  will  endear  him 
forever  to  the  Union-loving  people  of  this  country.  The  first  was  when  he 
said,  "I  will  fiffht  it  out  on  this  hne.  if  it  takes  all  summer."  The  second  was 
at  Belmont,  when  he  said,  "Wt  whipped  them  once,  and  I  hope  to  God  we 
will  whip  them  again and  the  third  and  noblest  speech  of  this  great  captain, 
who  faiew  that  every  battle  of  the  war  had  crowned  his  brow  with  laurels, 
was  when  he  said,  "Let  us  h.\ve  i  eacf.." 

I  ask  if  you  do  not  find  more  force,  more  justice,  and  especially  more 
patriotism,  in  those  three  little  speeches,  than  in  all  the  late  oratorical  dis- 
plays cf  the  renowned  Senators  from  Massachusetts  and  Miss'Uiri? 

And  now,  gentlemen,  let  me  approach  one  subject,  which  I  touch  with  al- 
most bleeding  heart,  being  compelled  to  arraign  before  you  a  countryman 
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and  friend  of  mine ;  a  man  who  has  worked  faithfully  for  the  Republican  par- 
ty in  the  past,  but  who  seems  to  be  parting  with  his  old  love  for  unaccotint- 

able  or  amlot:"i:  reasons.  Out  of  the  many  indictments  preferrt-d  by  the 
Republicans  aguinst  him,  X  will  arraign  him  before  you  to-day  on  one  only. 
G«ntlcinen.  I  love  my  fatherland  and  am  not  ashamed  of  it  I  know  that  ev- 
ery native-born  American  will  respect  me  the  more  for  it.  Rut  beyond  this 
love  tor  my  mother  country — which  gave  roe  only  birth — I  cherish  a  deep  and 
undymg  love,  mingled  with  eternal  gratitude,  for  my  adopted  country,  which  ' 
gave  me  a  home  and  fireside  for  my  wife  and  children,  and  I  would  rather 
allow  my  tongue  to  cleave  to  the  roof  of  my  mouth  before  uttering  one  word 
of  abuse  against  my  home  and  government,  to  bring  my  adopted  country  into 
disgrace  and  difficulty  with  a  foreij^n  power,  even  though  it  be  my  mother 
country.  I  tell  you,  gentlnnen,  that  were  I  to  live  to  be  as  old  as  Methuselah, 
I  could  never  atone  for  this  crime.  And  yet  that  man  upon  whom  the  people, 
and  especially  Republicans,  have  bestowed  the  highest  pi  Mti  ui  with  which 
the  American  people  can  honor  an  adopted  citizen,  has  committed  that  crime 
under  a  frivolous  pretext ;  but  thanks  to  the  wisdom  of  our  government,  and 
the  mr:;i  vlio  controls  the  diplomacy  of  the  old  fatherland,  it  resulted  in 
nothing  but  a  little  oratorical  display  and  waste  of  precious  time. 

But,  gentlemen,  I  am  confident  that  the  Republican  party,  like  an  affeco 
tionatc,  f  rl)  aring.  and  forgnving  mother,  will  be  willii  iT  to  take  back  the  err- 
ing son  mto  its  fold,  when  he  is  willing  to  acknowledge  that  the  false  Demo- 
cratic prophets  deceived  him  and  a  few  of  his  followers  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  their  own  aims  and  tlu  destruction  of  the  Republican  party.  But  if 
he  should  insist,  in  his  incomprehensible  blindness  and  self  delusion,  in  con- 
tinuing this  unholy  war  for  the  only  purpose  of  delivering  the  Republican 
party,  hand  and  foot,  f  nrch  enemy,  he  will  be  left  alone,  deserted  by  his 
former  allies,  and  the  great  Senator  from  Missouri  will  not  have  a  corporal's 
gttard  of  his  Republican  countrymen  to  attend  his  political  funeral.  An  over- 
v.!:- 'ruing  majority  of  the  adopted  German  sons  of  this  great  and  free  coun- 
try will  turn  to  the  old  flag  in  ^ace,  as  they  did  in  war,  and  march  on,  as  in 
10(58,  to  the  great  Republican  vietoty  in  1872. 

Calls  were  next  made  for  "Storrs  of  Illinois  and  in  response  thereto. 
Mr.  Em onr  A.  Storbs  came  to  the  platform. 

SPEFXH  OF  E.  A.  STOKRS. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  This  magnificent  as- 
semblage of  people  doesn't  look  very  much  as  if  the  mission  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  was  ended.  I  represent  in  part  the  greatest  carpet-bag  Stite  in 
the  Union — the  State  of  Illinois — for  in  our  delegation  there  is  but  one  man  born 
in  the  State.  [Applause.]  We  came  to  that  State  without  even  a  carpet- 
bag. 

We  came  there  with  nothing  but  lessons  of  earnest  work  and  resolute 
purpose,  and  high  heart  and  strong  will,  that  we  had  learned  in  our  otd'East- 
trn  and  New  England  homes.  Tn  twenty -five  years  the  carpet-baggers  of  Il- 
linois have  built  a  magnificent  empire,  and,  on  the  shores  of  that  great  lake, 
one  of  tfie  most  magnificent  dtles  that  the  world  has  ever  seen.  I  say.  then,' 

tl'.at  if  the  carpet-ltag  tree  produces  this  kind  of  fruit,  for  God's  sake  plant 
it  all  over  the  nation.  [Cheers.]  As  proud  as  I  was  of  my  great  citpr  a  year 
or  two  ago.  I  was  prouder  stTll  of  it  aner  the  flames  had  swept  over  it^  when, 
out  of  the  still  unextinguished  fires,  I  saw  the  Spirit  of  the  carpct-bagger  ris- 
ing unconquercd  and  unconquerable. 

Tbey  claim  that  the  mission  of  the  Republican  party  is  ended,  and  that  its 
work  in  done  Tt  lias  never  made  a  promise  it  has  not  kept:  it  never  made 
an  engagement  it  has  not  performed ;  it  never  entered  into  any  contract  it 
has  not  executed,  and  therefor^  I  suppose,  its  mission  has  terminated  I  It 
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is  one  of  those  parties  stronger  than  its  leaders.  I  remember  one  day  we 
discharged  a  whole  cabinet  o!  leaders,  and  it  operated  like  a  tonic,  and  we 

were  stronger  for  the  exercise  the  next  morning.  The  pathway  of  the  Roptih- 
Hcan  party  is  strewn  with  the  carcasses  of  its  leaders.  The  party  goes  after 
its  leaders  when  those  leaders  go  to  the  place  where  the  rank  and  file  desire 
to  It  is  stronger  than  platforms,  for  the  platforms  of  the  Rcpitbh'can  par- 
ty are  written  upon  the  hearts  of  the  rank  and  file  in  a  language  above  that 
'inscribed  in  the  records  of  our  conventions.  [Cheers.]  And  the  conventions 
take  tlieir  law  from  the  rank  and  file;  they  do  not  give  it  to  the  rank  and  file. 
We  know  to-day  what  the  platform  of  the  Republican  party  is,  and  what  the 
platform  of  the  Republican  party  will  be.  We  are  told,  however,  that  our 
great  chieftain  has  been  untrue  to  the  cause  which  he  represents  and  unfaith- 
ful to  the  principles  upon  which  he  was  elected,  and  Mr.  Sumner,  in  a  recent 
speech,  made  these  charges.  Let  me  say  that  the  Republican  party  has  always 
been  a  party  of  deeds  and  not  of  words — a  party  of  achievements  and  not 
merely  a  party  of  promises;  and  that  so  far  as  history  is  concerned,  the  rec-  ' 
ord  of  what  our  great  captain  has  done,  and  the  deeds  he  has  accomplished, 
will  live  in  the  pacfes  of  history  long  after  the  speeches  of  Sttmner  and  hts 
other  defamers  shall  have  gone  into  oblivion. 

I  will  not  detain  you  longer,  my  fellow-citizens,  than  to  say  that  the 
people  of  this  country  cannot  forpct  and  will  not  forget  the  great  achieve- 
ments which  Ulysses  S.  Grant  has  accomplished  in  the  redemption  of  this 
land,  nor  the  great  deeds  which  he  has  written  on  the  records  of  the  nation's 
history;  and  when  the  hour  shall  come  they  will  give  voice  to  their  gratitude 
by  a  larger  majority  than  any  President  ever  yet  received,  in  the  election  of 
Ulysses  S.  Grant  as  his  own  successor.   [Great  appUtuse.] 

A  Delegate  from  California.  I  desire  to  inquire  whether  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions  is  ready  to  report.  We  understand  the  order  of  business  re- 
quires the  platform  to  be  adopted,  and  we  desire  that  to  be  done  so  that  we 
can  proceed  to  the  nomination  of  Grant.  [Applause.] 

The  PusiseKT.  I  am  informed  that  the  committee  wilt  be  ready  to  re- 
port in  a  half  hour. 

Hon.  H.  T.  Blow,  of  Missouri.  Mr.  President:  The  delegates  of  this 
State  a<;k  a  favor  of  this  Convention,  if  it  is  pleasant  to  grant  i'  We  have  in 
ottr  mid>^t  a  distinguished  representative  of  Missouri,  familiar  with  the  pol- 
itics of  the  nation,  and  especially  of  his  own  State  of  Missouri.  We  ask  that 
you  Kstoi  to  John  B.  Henderson. 

In  re^nse  to  general  calls  from  the  audience,  Hon.  John  B.  Hendoison 
rose  in  his  place  in  the  Convention,  and  spoke  as  follows : 

SPEECH  OF  E.\  SENATOR  HENDERSON. 

Mr.  Prcsidt'nt  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Cour  ention:  You  want  to  hear  some- 
thing of  Missouri  politics.  Well.  Missouri  politics  for  the  last  two  years  have 
been  a  little  misty.  We  have  so  many  great  men  in  Missouri  that  it  is  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  to  satij^fy  them  all.  fLaugh.ter.]  I  cannot,  my  fellow-citi- 
zens, when  you  arc  so  restless  and  weary,  attempt  to  address  you,  and  I  have 
said  to  our  delegation  not  to  insist  upon  it.  It  is  not  well  to  press  remarks 
upon  a  bo(h'  wht  n  thcv  .-iro  not  inclined  to  listen.  We  came  here  for  the  pur- 
pose of  makmg  nominations.  After  these  are  made.  I  will,  with  your  good- 
will, select  an  0|q>ortunity  of  addressing  a  few  words  to  this  body,  \yait  till 
the  resolutions  are  adopted,  and  I  have  a  text  to  talk  to  you  on.  I  might  not 
talk  in  exactly  tlie  orthodox  manner.  I  have  my  choice  in  regard  to  the 
selections  to  be  made  for  the  oflkes  of  President  and  Vice-President,  but  let 
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me  tdl  vnn,  Tiowever,  that  after  you  shall  have  rnnde  the  nominations,  I.  for 
one,  shaii  K'Vc  ihv'm  my  most  hearty  support;  and  whatever  you  may  think  of 
Missouri,  I  am  here  to  say  that  now  the  RepuUicaii  partjr  of  that  State  is 
united.  [Applause.]  There  will  come  up  from  the  prairies  and  from  the 
valleys  of  that  State  one  universal  shout  for  the  nominations  of  this  Conven- 
tion. [Applause.]  It  has  been  a  most  unfortunate  quarrel  in  our  State*  but 
it  is  healed  now.  There  have  been  Liberals  and  rrfrnl.Tr'^,  but  now  they  are 
upon  the  same  platform.  [Applause.]  Some  of  us  in  the  State  favored  the 
repeal  of  constitutional  restrictions  against  those  who  had  been  engaged  in 
the  rebellion.  I,  for  one.  after  the  war  was  over,  and  we  had  secured  every- 
thing we  could,  was  in  favor  of  the  constitutional  amendments  adopted  by 
the  Republican  party  to  enfnmcbise  the  rebels ;  not  that  they  deserved  it,  but  - 
simply  because  it  was  dangerous  in  a  Republican  jrovernment  to  keep  a  part 
of  her  citizens  excluded,  and  I  therefore  went  for  repealing  the  constitutional 
testrictions. 

But,  my  fellow-citizens,  the  nominee  in  Missouri  having  received  the 
support  of  the  Democratic  party  i  and  it  always  seemed  dangerous  to  receive 
it  from  that  party,)  after  his  re-election  f;eemed  to  feel  greater  obligations 
to  the  Democracy  of  the  day  than  to  the  Liberal  portions  of  the  Republican 
party.  Unfortunately  he  left  us,  he  went  astray,  and  ncnv  we  wish  him  all  the 
success  that  he  can  possibly  have  except  an  dection  upon  the  tail  of  the  Lib- 
eral Republican  ticket.  After  that  election  \va<;  over,  I,  for  one,  supposed  that 
all  the  elements  of  separation,  and  all  that  iiad  kept  us  from  harmoniously 
working  together,  had  disappeared,  and  that  there  was  no  reason  why  the 
party  should  not  unite.  It  is  united,  and  we  wish  our  friend  Carl  Schurz 
would  be  with  us.  But  it  seemed  that  this  enfranchisement  alone  was  not 
enough,  and  immediately  after  the  ele^ion  they  broaKht  on  a  new  issue. 
They  wanted  free  traile.  Well,  gentlemen,  we  are  rather  a  free-trade  State  in 
Missouri.  We  should  be  for  free  trade  if  we  had  no  debt.  But  we  do  not 
believe  in  running  this  great  Government  for  our  exclusive  benefit.  We  real- 
i7e  the  amenities  of  life,  we  are  a  clever  people,  and  understand  the  various 
wants  of  this  great  nation. 

Although  our  State  is  largely  a  ferming  State,  and  would  be  largely  ben- 
efited by  a  low  tariff,  our  people  are  not  "so  wild  that  they  do  not  recognire 
the  rights  of  others,  and  in  levying  a  tariff  for  revenue  they  could  not  over- 
look the  grreat  interests  (  i  the  great  industries  of  Pennsylvania  and  other 
States  of  the  nation.  [Applause.]  Otir  friend  Schtir^  went  to  Cincinnati  and 
secured  an  equivocal  plattorm.  and  the  father  of  liigh  taritl  is  the  caii<lidate 
that  stands  upon  it.  I  understand  that  in  a  short  time  he  is  to  i  Europe, 
and,  I  suppose,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  large  supply  of  "pretzel  seed" 
for  his  candidate.    [Laughter  and  applause.] 

Mr.  W.  D.  BiCKKAM,  of  Ohio.   Mr.  President:  I  move  a  suspension  of 
the  rules,  and  that  we  proceed  to  ballot  for  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  President.  There  is  a  rule  just  reported  and  adopted  that  until 
the  platform  is  adopted  no  ballot  for  President  shall  take  place.  We  are  in- 
formed that  it  will  be  some  time  before  the  committee  can  report.  It  i<;  moved 
and  seconded  that  the  rule  which  prohibits  a  ballot  for  a  candidate  for  Presi- 
dent be  suspended,  and  the  Convention  proceed  to  nominate  a  President  As 
many  as  are  in  favor  of  that  motion  will  say  aye. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  HiT-i-,  of  Mississippi.  Mr.  President:  T  desire  to  suggest  that  while 
the  various  delegations  are  presentim?  to  this  Convention,  from  different  sec- 
tions, eloquent  orators,  we  propose  to  this  Convention  that  it  listen  to  the 
eloquent  colored  Secretary  of  State  from  Mississippi,  Hon.  James  R.  Lynch. 
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Mr.  Lynch  was  loudly  called  for,  and  advancing  to  the  platform,  said: 


ADDRESS  OF  JAMES  R.  LYNCH,  OF  MISSiSSllPI. 

Mr.  President:  Standing  in  this  great  presence,  after  the  c!(H|ncnt  ex- 
pression that  was  given  to  the  feelings  and  opinions  of  the  colored  people  of 
our  country  on  yesterday,  and  appreciating  the  value  of  your  time,  I  should 
be  constrained  to  silence  on  this  occasion,  knowing  that  the  400,000  colored 
people  of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  and  the  Republicans  of  other  color,  are 
waiting  with  anxious  hope  to  h^ar  the  announcement  by  telegraph  that  Gen. 
Grant  has  been  renominated  for  President  of  the  United  Sutes.  [Great  ap- 
plause.] 

I  will  not  trespass  on  your  valuable  time  by  entering  into  any  argunient 

in  favor  of  the  Reimlilican  party.  It  needs  no  more  argument  to  convince 
patriotism,  justice,  reason,  and  intelligence  that  it  is  the  only  party  that  can 
bless  and  save  the  country,  and  realize  the  hopes  of  its  founders,  than  does  the 
glorious  sun,  scnttcrinp  lii-^  ray>  everywhere,  bathing  the  world  in  plr>ry,  to 
make  men  believe  that  it  is  necessary  to  warm  our  air  to  make  it  capable  of 
supporting  human  life.   [Great  applause.] 

I  lieard  gentlemen  say  here  that  we  would  kill  the  Democratic  party. 
With  all  due  deference  to  those  who  have  superior  political  sagacity  and 
knowledge  to  that  which  1  possess,  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  Democratkc 
party  is  dead.  |  l^auphter.  |  Some  may  a.-<k.  then,  why  fulmitiate  against  it 
from  the  platform?  why  resolve  against  it?  why  invoke  the  Divine  Master 
to  retard  its  progress?  Because  a  dead  body  lying  on  the  grotmd  in  the  sum- 
met  time  may  do  more  harm  than  a  living  one.  [Roars  of  laughter.]  I  be- 
hold this  Democratic  party  dead;  its  hydra  head  in  the  waters  of  the  Lakes, 
its  great  cloven  feet  stuck  out  in  the  waters  of  the  Gulf,  one  of  its  coId»  dam- 
my.  l>ony  fingers  Rrasps  the  Pacific  and  the  other  the  .Atlantic,  and  the  stink- 
ing carcass  emits  an  odor  that  breeds  disease,  and  that  disease  threatens  the 
Union  soldier,  one-armed  and  one-legged,  and  the  widows  and  orphans, 
clothed  in  the  habiliments  of  mourning,  with  national  disgrace.  That  con- 
tagion threatens  the  nation  with  repudiation ;  threatens  men  who.  in  the  field, 
in  the  Cabinet,  and  in  the  national  councils,  saved  to  the  world  the  glorious 
heritafje  and  the  hope  which  made  the  victims  of  European  despotism  and 
tyranny  smile  amid  their  tears  as  in  chains  they  were  confined  within  the 
walls  of  the  bastiles  and  dungeons  all  over  Europe.  It  threatens  them  with 
di-grace,  and  we  propose  to  turn  out  next  November  in  the  Stale  of  Mississip- 
pi, with  the  colored  citizens  all  over  our  broad  land,  under  the  leadership  of 
General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  now  President  of  the  United  States,  and  dig  a 
grave  for  this  crpsc.  so  deep  and  so  wide,  and  bury  it  so  that  it  will  never 
more  be  resuscitated.  [.Applause.] 

Mr.  President.  I  will  not  detain  you.  [Cries  of  "Go  on!"]  There  arc 
some  reasons  why  the  colored  people  of  the  United  States  cling  to  the  Re- 
pnblicati  party.  We  look  to  the  Republican  party  as  our  political  parents. 
We  are  born  of  them.  Have  you  any  guarantee  of  the  fidelity  of  colored  men 
in  the  Republican  party?  You  have  the  .sa  1  i^narantee  that  fathers  all  over 
the  land,  wherever  civilization  beams,  have  for  tlu-  filial  aM<l  faithful  regard  of 
their  children.  [Cheers.]  We  are,  then,  true  to  the  RepubUcan  party;  and 
while  we  love  the  people  of  the  South,  and  while  we  ask  for  concord,  for 
peace  and  hnrmnny,  while  we  recognize  the  fact  of  the  identity  of  interest 
between  white  and  black,  that  the  ex- rebels  of  the  South  are  ident-fied  and 
interwoven  in  all  the  interests  of  social  life,  of  material  wealth,  and  all  that 
concerns  it,  yet  \vc  mean  to  walk  in  the  pathway  hewn  out  by  the  swnrd.  Any 
concession  we  could  make  that  would  not  sacrifice  our  poluical  equality  we 
would  m^e. 
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But,  Mr.  President,  we  rejoice  that  the  RcpiiMican  party  has  m:\dv  a 
sentiment,  and  gives  expression  to  it  in  this  great  Union,  that  our  Republic, 
like  the  rainbow,  is  not  complete  without  its  darkest  color.  (Laughter  and 
applause.]  \Vc  stand  here  asking  no  i)ariicular  advantage,  no  special  favor, 
but  simply  to  be  recognized  as  an  equal  in  the  body  politic  of  this  great  land. 

Opposition  to  General  Grant  means  more  than  opposition  to  nepotism; 
more  than  opposition  to  the  irreat  soldier  of  Island  No.  lo  and  the  conqueror 
of  the  rrhellion.  It  means  opposition  to  the  principles  that  triumphed  during 
the  war.  f  Applause.]  Tell  me  not  that  because  Mr.  Greeley  was  the  great 
apostle  of  liberty;  tell  mc  not  because  his  gray  hairs  arc  associated  with  the 
noblest  and  grandest  work  for  humanity,  that  the  colored  people  will  recog- 
nize any  magic  power  in  that  name.  Aye.  sir.  the  name  of  IHysscs  S.  Grant 
was  imprinted  in  their  hearts  and  memories,  revealed  to  tlu  fii  by  the  thunder 
of  war.  by  the  lightning  flash  of  musketry,  when  their  hearts  were  melted 
lava,  burning  with  a  desire  for  freedom.    Then  was  Grant's  name  written, 

Eveiy  regiment,  every  squad  of  United  States  forces  that  advanced  upon 
the  S')t!th  under  your  Losrnn*;,  tin''rr  voiir  Howards,  under  your  Shermans 
and  Gearys,  that  unfolded  the  .«.lar-.'-paiigkd  banner  and  dropped  the  boon  of 
liberty  at  every  cabin  door,  bound  their  hearts  to  Pn  i  :<  i  t  Grant  by  cords 
that  cannot  be  separated.  [Ai)plause.]  The  colored  people  of  the  I'nited 
States  are  gravitating  toward  the  South.  The  semi-tropical  and  tropical  por- 
tions of  our  great  country— a  vast  untitled  country  and  ol  undeveto^d  re- 
smircc^ — 'Tir  country,  foremo.st  in  the  family  of  nations,  representing  ad- 
vanced inicliigcnce,  Christianity,  and  moral  power,  exceetling.  in  all  these, 
any  portion  of  the  world — must  soon  make  Mcx-co,  the  West  Indies,  and 
Central  .'\merica  part  of  ourselves,  as  is  Ala-^ka.  |  Cheers  ]  These  new  coun- 
tries, with  their  wealth  of  centuries,  with  their  mahogany  wood,  witli  their 
mines,  their  wonderful  harbors,  and  their  undeveloped  resources,  cannot  be 
developed,  cannot  enrich  the  u  nrld,  cannot  subserve  the  purposes  of  .'\merican 
civilization  without  the  black  man's  muscle.  Without  the  black  man  the  cot- 
ton States  cannot  be  developed.  They  have  tried  to  supplant  the  black  man 
by  the  introductifin  of  the  Swedes,  atid  Danes,  and  English,  but  it  has  been 
such  a  sad  failure  that  the  distinguished  men  who  have  attempted  it  arc  now 
ashamed  to  confesss  that  they  ever  embarked  in  it.  The  Democrats  in  the 
political  canvass  of  the  South  are  now  looking  to  the  Southern  bhick  men  and 
begging  them  for  their  votes.  They  cry  out  as  did  a  certain  warrior  in  the 
turbid  waters  of  the  Tiber,  asking  his  companions  to  save  him  lest  he  sink. 
With  their  lands  worn  and  barren,  with  their  capital  gone,  with  their  houses 
dilapidated,  with  their  industry  gone,  with  ihtir  resources  vanishing,  iliey  cry 
to  the  black  man  from  a  material  stand-point,  "Save  us,  or  we  sink!"  [The 
appbiise  was  continued  some  time.]  Is  this  an  attempt  to  put  down  President 
Grant?  [The  applause  was  renewed.]  The  experience  of  the  past  has  con- 
vinced me  that  applause  admits  of  two  interpretations,  [laughter.]  therefore 
I  will  have  regard  for  time.  No:  if  you  do  not  nominate  President  Grant — 
which  your  Brick  Pomeroys  are  invoking  God  you  will  not — if  they  have  any 
Cod — you  cannot  do  him  any  harm.  His  fame  is  immortal;  great  names  and 
deeds  go  not  down  to  silence,  hut  hi.story  embalms  their  memory  with  un- 
dying honors,  and  minstrels  catch  up  the  glowing  theme,  and  .send  it  echoing 
all  along  the  archways  of  time. 

^fr.  President,  Grant  will  lie  a  >trong  caixiidaie  at  the  South.  The  name 
of  Greeley  inspires  no  heartfelt  enthusiasm.  1  hat  man  who  had  the  genius 
to  command  your  armies  when  the  nation  was  incredulous  of  success:  that 
man  who  could  stand  reverses  :  who,  disrc?ardiii!cr  alike  tlie  bickerings  and 
jealousy  of  petty  rivalry,  could  move  on  with  j>jrandeur  anil  unswervmg  will 
to  the  conquest  of  the  rebellion,  understands  the  wants  of  this  great  country. 
I  bcheve  his  luart  to-day  goes  forth  to  the  South,  and  he  would,  if  he  rould. 
lift  the  disabilities  from  every  one  of  its  citizens  and  declare  universal  am- 
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nesty.  Ah!  our  Southern  people  have  much  to  learn  T  tell  them  tlii??  at 
home:  I  tell  iIkiu  lliis  everywhere.  Instead  of  basking  in  the  hght  of  this 
great  candle  of  liberty  which  is  destined  to  dispel  their  darkness;  instead  of 
putting'  their  fingers  into  it  and  htirning  them,  or  el^c  lilowinp  it  out  for  fun, 
and  complaining  because  we  will  not  let  them  do  this,  they  must  say,  No,  you 
must  stand  still ;  you  must  let  this  candle  burn. 

Fellow-citizens,  I  thank  you  for  this  onnortunity  to  express  the  senti- 
ments of  the  colored  people  of  the  South.  lApplause.J 

A  Member  op  the  Obio  Deucation.   Ohio  was  not  'silent  in  the  war, 

but  we  have  been  silent  in  this  great  Gmvention.  Now,  we  desire  to  be  heard 

through  a  crippled  soldier,  General  E.  F.  Noyes.   [Great  cheering;  and  calls 

for  "Noyes !"] 

Governor  E.  F.  Noyes,  of  Ohio,  speaking  from  his  seat,  said; 


REM^VRKS  OF  GOVERNOR  NOVES,  OK  OHIO. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convetttion :  I  am  exceedingly  obliged  to  my  enthusi- 
astic friends  for  mentioning  my  name  in  this  Convention,  but  I  am  confident 
that  the  delegates  are  now  in  no  temper  to  listen  to  political  speeches.  [Cries 
of  '*Go  on!  go  on!"  during  which  the  General  was  pushed  forward  to  the 
stand  by  his  friends.] 

General  Noyes  (resuming).  I  certainly  did  not  come  here  with  any 
purpose  of  saying  anything  upon  political  subjects,  <and  1  am  quite  certain  the 
feeling  of  our  delegation  ts  to  talk  less  and  Mfork  more.  We  don't  want  to 
stay  here  for  another  day.  Many  of  tlie  delegates  liavc  made  their  arrange- 
ments to  go  home,  and  we  feel  it  is  time  to  proceed  with  business.  I  am 
told  that  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  will  not  be  able  to  report  under  two 
or  three  hours.  If  that  is  true  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  get  through 
with  the  business  of  the  Convention,  and  yet  start  home  to-night  I  hope 
the  rules  may  be  suspended,  so  that  we  can  make  these  nominations,  and 
then,  when  they  are  ready,  let  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  come  in  with 
their  report. 

I  want  now  to  say  one  word  about  Ohio,  and  then  I  am  done.   As  the 

Governor  of  that  State,  I  have  been  brought  into  somewhat  intimate  con- 
tact with  all  her  people,  and  now  I  want  to  say  to  you  for  the  State  of  Ohio, 
we  shall  be  content  with  whatever  nomination  you  make  for  Vice-President. 
We  have  a  candidate  of  our  own,  a  tried  patriot  and  excellent  gentleman, 
who,  finding  himself  in  the  Cabinet  of  a  recreant  President,  shook  oft  the 
dust  of  his  feet  against  him,  not  being  willing  to  compromise  or  destroy 
the  party  that  had  honored  him.  [Ai)piause.l  \\'e  honor  liim :  hut  let  me 
say  for  Ohio  that  whoever  shall  be  nominated  here,  you  can  count  upon 
us  to  give  a  bigger  majority  than  we  gave  four  years  ago.  [Cheers.] 

There  i';  absolutely  no  disaffection  in  our  State.  [Renewed  cheering.] 
A  few  prominent  and  excellent  gentlemen,  who  are  among  my  personal 
friends,  identified  themselv«  with  what  was  known  as  the  liberal  movement, 
but  every  one  nf  them  of  any  prominence  has  become  so  heartily  disgusted 
that  they  will  vote  for  Grant  now,  if  they  would  not  betore.  [Great  ap- 
plause.] I  asked  a  member  of  the  Illfnols  delegation,  who  is  a  leading 
8tati--man,  b*  w  it  happened  that  in  Cincinnati  the  Illinnis  delegation  was  the 
first  to  go  over  to  Greeley.  Said  he,  "We  had  the  best  set  of  men  from  any 
State,  representative,  leading  men,  and  we  were  about  equally  divided  be- 
tween Davis  and  Trumbull,  and  when  they  could  not  be  noiuinated,  our  dele- 
gation was  determined  to  make  the  thing  just  as  ridiculous  as  possible,  retire 
and  go  out."  (Cheers  and  laughter.] 
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Now,  we  want  to  get  at  work.  I  hope  the  Convention  will  a^ree  to  go 
on  and  nominate  our  candidate  for  President,  and  if  the  committee  are  not 
ready,  ihon  the  Vice-PresideiU  ;  and  then,  if  they  arc  not  ready,  let  us  take 
a  recess.  [Cries  of  "Make  the  motion  T'J  I  hardly  like  to  do  it.  [Cries  of 
"Make  itl"]  If  the  committee  are  ready  after  we  have  made  the  nomination, 
the  report  can  cnnie  in.  If,  after  wc  liavc  dnne  this,  the  comniitte*  not 
ready,  let  us  nominate  our  candidate  for  the  Vice-Presidency,  then,  if  need 
be,  take  a  recess ;  but,  lor  Heaven's  sake,  d<m't  let  us  stay  here  and  talk  all 
day.    [Cheers,  and  cries  of  "Make  the  motion T] 

Mr.  President.  I  renew  the  motinn  tn  suspend  the  rnU'«.  and  proceed 
first  and  only  to  the  selection  of  our  caiKlidaie  for  President.  [Cheers.] 

The  motion  was  carried,  amid  great  applause. 

THE  NOMINATION  OF  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  PKESII«NT. 

The  Chairman  announced  the  naming  of  candidates  for  President  in 
order. 

Mr.  Shf.i.by  M.  Cullom,  of  Illinois  having  ascended  the  platform,  said: 
Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  On  behalf  of  the  great  Repuhlican  party 
of  Illinois  and  tliat  of  the  Uniou — in  the  name  of  liberty,  of  loyally,  of  jus- 
tice, and  of  law—in  the  interest  of  economy,  of  good  government,  of  peace, 
and  of  the  equal  rights  of  all — remembering  with  profound  gratitude  his 
glorious  achievements  in  the  field  and  his  noble  statesmanship  as  Chief  Mag- 
istrate of  this  great  nation — I  nominate  as  Pmesioent  of  the  United  States, 

FOR  A  SECOND  TERM,  UlVSSES  S.  GrANT. 

A  scene  of  wildest  excitement  followed  this  speech.  The  spacious  Acad- 
emy was  crowded  with  thousands  of  spectators  in  every  part;  and  on  the 
stage,  in  the  parquet,  and  in  tier  upon  tier  of  galleries,  arose  deafening,  pro- 
longed, tumultuous  cheers,  swelhng  from  pit  to  dome.  A  perfect  wilder- 
ness of  hats,  caps,  and  handkerchiefs  waved  to  and  fro  in  a  surging  mass 
as  three  times  three  reverberated  from  the  thousands  of  voices. 

The  band  appeared  to  catch  the  prevailing  enthusiasm,  and  waved  their 
instruments  as  though  they  had  been  flags.  Amid  cries  of  "Music "Music !" 
they  struck  up  "Hail  to  the  Giief." 

As  the  majestic  stream  of  this  mn.Mc  came  lloatinR  down  from  the 
balcony,  a  lifc-sizc  equestrian  [jortrait  of  Grant  came  down  as  if  by  magic, 
filling  the  entire  space  of  the  back  scene,  and  the  enthusiasm  knew  no  bounds. 

Governor  Stbwast  I«  Woodford^  of  New  York,  then  ascended  the  plat* 
fonn»  and  made  the  following  address: 

ADDRESS  OF  GOVERNOR  WOODFORD,  OF  NEW  YORK. 

Mr.  president  and  Gentleuicn  of  the  CoitZ'entiou :  New  York,  the  home 
of  the  distinguished  editor  who  has  been  placed  in  nomination  for  the  Presi- 
dency at  Cincinnati,  asks  you  to  pause  one  moment  before  you  record  the 
formal  nomination  that  is  the  prophecy  of  (kctidn,  that  she  may  reach  out 
across  the  continent,  strike  hands  with  llhnois,  and  second  the  nomination 
of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  [Cheers.]  Seated  by  the  sea,  at  the  great  eastern 
gateway  of  the  continent,  imperial  in  resources  and  in  wealth.  New  York 
has  the  largest  interest  in  the  wisdom  of  your  platform,  in  the  integrity,  the 
stability,  and  the  fitness  of  your  candidate.  {Applause.] 
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Four  years  ago  she  sustained  General  Grant,  because  she  recognized  and 
would  express  the  grext  debt  of  gratitude  that  the  nation  owed  to  the  brave 
heart,  the  strorij^  arm,  and  tlie  silent  lips  of  our  great  chieftain.  To-day 
she  endorses  that  nomination,  because  he  has  been  tried  and  found  faithful. 
When  we  have  passed  by  the  little  quarrellings  and  criticisms  of  the  hour, 
which  are  as  the  mote?;  that  float  in  the  sunbeam,  impartial  history  will 
wonder  that  the  great  Republic,  through  one  of  its  recognized  Senators  of  a 
Republican  State,  could  have  attempted  to  stain  the  sword  and  impeach  the 
honor  of  the  one  man  to  whom,  under  God,  the  nation  owes  more  than  to 
any  other.  In  his  place  upon  the  Senate  floor  the  Senator  from  Massacliu- 
setts  said  it,  and,  as  I  read  it  according  to  the  gospel  of  The  Tribune,  the 
text  is  probably  correct. 

He  said  that  Stanton,  just  before  he  passed  from  earth,  ^poke  thus: 

"I  know  Genera]  Grant  better  than  any  other  person  in  the  country  can 
know  him.  It  wac  my  duty  to  study  him,  and  I  did  it.  night  and  day,  when 
I  saw  him  and  when  1  did  not  see  him,  and  now  I  tell  you  what  I  know — 
he  cannot  govern  this  country." 

Let  the  history  of  those  perilous  days  reply  that  the  great  War  Secretary 
indeed  knew  Grant  through  and  through;  that  until  the  hour  when  Grant 
assumed  personal  command  in  Virginia,  Stanton  had  been  compelled  to  dis- 
charge not  only  his  ministerial  duties  as  Secretary,  but  to  watch  and  guide 
the  action  of  the  commanders  in  the  field ;  that  from  that  hour  he  and  Lin* 
coin  alike  trusted,  leaned  upon,  and  confided  in  Grant,  and  left  him  free, 
according  to  his  own  judgment,  to  fight  the  rebellion  in  his  own  resolute  and 
sure  way. 

Let  history  record  that  when  our  gallant  Sherman  seemed,  in  the  judg' 

TTient  of  the  War  Secretary,  to  have  erred  in  the  terms  proposed  for  John- 
ston's surrender,  that  Stanton  knew  Grant  so  well  that  he  sent  him,  all  untried 
in  diplomacy  and  statesmanship,  to  arrange  the  surrender  and  prevent  pos- 
sible legal  complication .s  and  political  niisundcrstandinps.  Let  history  also 
record  that  this  plain  soldier,  of  whose  autocratic,  egotistic,  and  imperial 
will  the  same  Senator  made  such  frequent  mention,  was  so  little  disposed 
to  assert  In'msclf,  was  so  generous  to  the  feelings  of  the  preat  Lieutenant, 
that,  having  conferred  with  Sherman  and  indicated  the  purpose  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  so  prevented  further  possible  mistakes,  he  left  Sherman  to 
complete  the  neRotratinn  in  his  own  name  and  by  his  own  means,  I  chal- 
lenge the  records  of  the  war  and  memories  of  his  old  soldiers  to  find  one 
singte  instance  where  Grant  ever  sought  to  appropriate  one  single  laurel 
that  his  comrade  had  gained,  or  failed  to  recognize  and  reward  a  oomrade's 
merit  and  worth. 

But  to  return.   Stanton  indeed  knew  Grant  through  and  through.  He 

knew  that  when  for  an  liour  .\ndrew  Johnson  may  have  meditated  the  use 
of  force  a^inst  the  will  of  the  people  in  Congress  assembled,  he  did  not 
dare  to  whisper  his  dream  to  Grant,  but  sought,  by  the  creation  of  brevet 
ranks,  to  find  others  who  mipht  do  his  will.  To  the  honor  of  the  man  and 
true  men  who  stood  that  day  in  the  highest  rank,  Johnson  offered  the  com- 
mission in  vain.  Aye !  Stanton  knew  Grant  well.  He  knew  that-  when, 
by  assignment  to  tlie  War  Department  ad  interim,  Grant  filled  for  a  time 
that  high  civic  trust,  the  only  barrier  between  the  passion  of  the  President 
and  the  renewal  of  civil  strife  was  this  patient,  silent,  loyal  man,  who, 
sound  in  peace  as  in  war.  was  forever  on  the  side  of  constitutional  law, 
unity,  and  peace.  Aye!  he  knew  him  well — so  well,  that  during  that  long 
strti|[gle,  when  Mr.  Stanton  stood  and  fought  out  the  bitter  fight  between 
Presidential  usurpation  and  Congressional  authority,  he  leaned  on  Grant  con- 
stantly and  completely,  and  this  Caesar,  whose  red  hand  is  to  stop  our  liberty, 
was  true  at  every  time  and  in  every  place — as  true  to  the  people  and  the 
law  as  is  the  needle  to  the  pole.  .\ye!  Stanton  knew  Grant  well;  so  well, 
that  when  he  had  been  placed  in  nomination  for  the  Presidency,  Mr.  Stan- 
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ton  pleaded  for  his  election,  endorsed  his  fitness,  and  labored  for  his  success. 
These  very  walls  still  ringr  with  the  echo  of  that  great  speech,  one  of  the  last 

utterances  of  that  great  statesman  in  hi>  own  Pennsylvania — from  the  i^rave 
where  he  was  killed  from  overwork  in  the  Cabinet,  as  much  a  martyr  to 
the  war  as  though  he  had  wasted  in  hosoital  or  died  on  the  field.  His 
cold  lips  -peak  tliis  f!ay  as  in  life.  They  sinikc  from  this  very  platform. 
From  the  grave  the  dead  Stanton  rebukes  the  living  Senator,  and  I  hear 
his  earnest  and  solemn  approval  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  as  soldier,  man,  and 
patriot. 

In  the  name  oi  millions  of  our  loyal  people,  in  the  name  of  an  enfran- 
chised race,  in  the  name  of  his  old  comrades,  the  living  and  the  dead,  in 

the  name  of  the  dead  Secretary  of  War.  New  York  endorses  the  nomina- 
aod  asks  God's  blessing  on  the  cause.    [  rrenieiuious  enthusiasm.] 

Mr.  M.  D.  BoRUCK,  of  California,  followed,  and  said: 

ADDRESS  OF  M.  D.  BORUCK,  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

Mr.  President:  Illinois  rightly,  in  nominattncr  Grant  for  re-election, 
claims  him  as  her  citizen. '  But,  sir,  though  I  contc  from  a  long  distance,  from 
that  land  where  the  setting  sun  lights  up  the  peaceful  waters  of  the  Pacific, 
we  claim,  too.  a  portion  of  that  citizenship  which  does  such  lionor  to  Illi- 
nois. California^  Oregon,  and  a  portion  of  the  Pacific  slope,  claim  Grant  as 
their  honored  citizen. 

We  have  come,  sir.  a  Icnp  distance  to  perform,  it  trtic,  a  self-impcxed 
duty  in  casting  our  votes  for  the  greatest  leader  and  greatest  chieftain  the 
world  ever  saw.  We  come,  sir,  if  you  please,  from  the  land  of  the  earth- 
quake: "^fT'  though  like  the  wondrous  rocking-stone  reared  hy  the  Drin'ds, 
which  the  linger  of  a  child  might  vibrate  to  the  centre,  but  wliich  the  might 
of  armies  could  not  move,  so  we  stand  there  under  those  great  convul- 
«iorN  '  f  rile  earth;  and,  Mr.  President,  when  the  preat  convulsion  of  trea- 
son and  i  thellion  and  antagonism  to  our  great  and  beloved  country  washed 
in  fright  fnl  waves  against  her  base,  we  stood  there  like  rocks  of  adamant, 
nnmoved  and  immovahlc.  Sir,  to  be  very  brief,  I  desire  to  call  the  attention 
of  this  vast  bndv  to  what  I  consider  a  remarkable  coincidence  in  the  words 
I  shall  name,  (littering,  if  you  please,  in  but  one  small  letter  of  the  alphabet. 

Wc  all  recollect  that  when  the  first  gtjn  was  fired  upon  Fort  Sumter, 
the  loyal  heans  of  the  people  of  the  nation  moved  to  the  old  tiag  and  hast- 
ened to  support  it;  and  now,  sir,  with  the  first  gun  from  Sumner,  the  loyal 
hearts  of  n  nation  rallies  again  to  that  standard  held  aloft  by  Grant,  and  in 
the  contest  whicli  appri>athe.s  in  November  the  same  serried  ranks  will  be 
presented,  and  a  great  victory  will  be  achieved  in  his  re-election.  I  prom* 
i«p  yon.  sir,  so  far  as  the  Pacific  coast  is  concerned,  to  return  a  good  aocoont. 
[Long  and  continued  applause.]

J.  R.  LoFLAND,  Cliairnian.  1  am  instructed  by  the  Delaware  delegation  to 
cast  her  six  votes  for  Ulysses  S.  Grant. 

ILOUDA. 

Dennis  Eagan,  Chairman.  The  land  of  flowers  gives  her  eight  votes 
ttnanimously  for  Ulysses  S.  Grant.

When  this  was  concludc<l.  a  cry  went  from  the  mitltitmle.  "Jolin  Brown!"

The  whole  concourse  rose  as  one 
mass.  From  the  parquet  to  the  upper  tier,  the  vast  multitude  stood  up  and 
rolled  out  the  grand  old  hymn  of  freedom.  Strong  men  wept  with  intensity 
of  feeling.  There  was  scarcely  a  dry  eye  in  the  great  assemblage;  not  a 
heart  was  not  thrilled  with  the  sublimity  of  the  moment.  When  this  song 
was  at  last  finished,  the  cry  came  for  "Rally  Round  the  Flag."  and  the  air  of 
that  battle-song  was  given  by  the  band,  the  whole  audience  singing  the  words 
with  the  same  fervor  with  which  the  hymn  had  been  rendered.  This  con> 
eluded,  the  band  gave  "Yankee  Doodle,"  in  the  midst  of  tumultuous  cheers.

SBIIASKS  OP  LUaUS  B.  CHUICH. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  Twelve  years  ago,  in  the 
wigwam  at  Chicago,  preparatory  to  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  I  was 
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called  upon  for  a  patriotic  song.  My  selection  at  that  time  was  our  army 
and  navy  song,  "The  Red.  White,  and  Blue."  If  there  are  any  here  who  were 
present  at  that  time  they  will  remember  the  spontaneous  chorus  we  had.

HENRY  WILSON.  OF  MASSACHUSETTS,  PROPOSED. 

The  Hon.  MoKTON  McMicHAEL,  of  Pennsylvania,  appeared  upon  the 
stage,  and  said : 

Mr.  President:  I  beg  your  indulgence,  and  the  indulgence  of  the  Con- 
vention, for  a  few  moments,  preparatory  to  making:  nomination  of  a  candidate 
lor  Vice-President  of  the  United  States.  1  do  not  come  here,  sir,  for  the 
purpose  of  uttering  needless  complaint:  but  I  do  feel  that  there  is  a  com- 
plaint for  me  to  make.  Sir,  the  Republican  party  had  both  its  birth  and  its 
baptism  on  Pennsylvania  soil.  At  Pittsburgh  it  was  called  into  e.xislence 
by  voluntary  gathering,  and  in  Philadelphia  it  received  the  solemn  sanction 
of  the  people,  and  from  the  hour  of  its  orcatn/ation  to  this,  Pcnn<^ylvania 
has  always  steadfastly  upheld  the  principles  upon  which  it  was  founded. 
YoQ,  sir,  and  all  who  hear  me,  remember  it,  and  when,  because  of  the  suc- 
cesses of  tho«;p  principles,  the  South  plunged  madly  into  revolt,  and  with 
formidable  martial  preparations  challenged  the  North  to  mortal  combat. 
Pennsylvania  was  ^'e  nrst  in  the  field  and  foremost  in  the  fight.  fGreat 
applause  1 

God  forbid,  sir,  that  by  even  so  much  as  a  fragment  of  a  syllable  I  should 
Otter  any  sound  derogatory  to  the  gallant  and  noble  spirits  who  at  the  signal- 
gun  of  the  war,  from  rolling  prairie  and  rudiing  river,  from  the  silence  of 
tht  forest  and  the  depths  of  the  mine,  from  the  glow  of  the  furnace,  from 
the  din  of  the  factory,  and  from  the  bustle  of  the  mart,  from  church  and 
college,  swarmed  to  the  defence  of  the  national  capital.  But  ours  was  the 
border-land  of  the  war.  Hence,  it  was  our  distinction  to  be  the  first  at  the 
scene  of  peril  and  to  bring  gtad  tidings  of  the  rescue.  In  all  the  troubled 
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hours  that  followed,  Pennsylvania  never  grew  wear^'  or  '=;hirked  her  duty. 
By  regiments,  by  brigades,  by  divisions,  aye,  sir,  by  armies  of  soldiers,  she 
came  to  the  rescue,  and  from  her  tax-burdened  exchequer  thousands,  tens  of 
thousands,  hundreds  of  thousands,  and  millions,  she  gave  to  siistain  the  cause. 
In  the  supreme  council  of  the  nation  foremost,  she  was  heard  among  the 
earnest,  the  clearest,  and  the  loudest  in  aid  of  that  grandest  of  all  grand 
Republican  achievement— the  emancipation  of  four  million  of  human  souls 
from  a  bondage  worse  than  death. 

I  ask  you,  sir,  how  has  Pennsylvania  been  requited?  Four  years  ago 
she  presented  to  the  Convention  at  Chicago  her  famou*:  war  Governor  as 
a  candidate  for  Vice-President,  and  he  was  rejected.  But.  though  disap- 
pointed, she  never  murmured.  In  the  coiiHict  that  followed,  she  engaged 
with  all  her  energies  in  behalf  of  the  Rcpubhcan  nominees.  They  were 
elected,  and  from  that  time  forward  what  State  has  stood  so  earnestly  by 
the  National  Administration  or  the  Republican  party  on  all  questions  of 
distinctive  polic>'?  Her  delegation  in  Congress — the  Republican  members, 
of  course,  I  mean — have  been  their  stauncbcst  adherents ;  yet,  when  these 
same  members  have  ventured  to  urge  that  her  interests,  in  common  with 
those  of  the  whole  country,  shall  not  be  overlooked,  she  is  denounced  as 
selfish,  her  people  are  maligned,  and  her  motives  are  misrepresented.  I 
trust  that  before  this  Convention  adjourns  it  will  declare,  and  that  with  no 
uncertain  voice,  its  adherence  to  those  cardinal,  economic  doctrines  which 
arc  the  ver>'  life  of  our  life — our  fidelity  to  the  interests  and  the  rights  of  all 
sections.  North  and  South,  East  and  West,  .ilike. 

I  hesitate  to  continue  the  catalogue  of  complaint ;  but  it  is  painful  to 
acknowledge  that  this  mighty  Commonwealth  for  years  has  been  imploring 
that  her  metropolis,  .second  in  population  and  first  in  industrial  activities  in 
this  country,  should  be  allowed  some  suitable  arrangement  for  its  postoffice, 
and  it  is  only  within  a  few  days  that  her  prayer  has  been  grudgingly  granted. 

It  is  humiliating  to  be  obliged  to  confess  that  for  years  she  has  been 
beseeching  that  the  unrivalled  naval  station,  which,  as  it  now  appears,  with 
improvident  generosity  she  bestowed  on  the  nation,  might  be  adequately 
improved,  and  that  it  still  lies  waste  and  neglected.  Sir,  when  the  great 
public  offices  of  the  country  are  to  be  filled,  she  is  disregarded.  In  the  Cab- 
inet at  Washington  she  has  no  voice ;  in  the  most  important  foreign  missions 
she  has  no  representatives.  And  yet.  sir.  when  recently  a  journal  dedicated 
to  her  service  proposed  that,  for  reasons  similar  to  those  I  have  mentioned, 
it  might  be  expedient  to  select  one  of  her  citizens  as  Vice-President,  the 
proposition  was  met  with  sneers,  and  in  one  conspicuous  instance  with  worse 
than  sneers — with  the  insolent  declaration.  "Pennsylvania,  as  usual,  comes 
forward  with  the  demand,  looking  as  much  like  a  threat  as  a  demand,  about 
Presidential  candidates." 

Now  I  say.  sir,  that  it  is  utterly  mitrue  that  Pennsylvania  ever  made  any 
demand  on  such  a  subject.  It  would  have  been,  perhaps,  far  better  for  her 
had  she  done  so.  It  would  have  been  better  for  her  had  she  insisted  upon 
the  position  which  her  rank,  her  strength,  and  her  influence  entitled  her  to, 
btit  which  she  did  not  then  and  does  not  now  demand.  And  for  the  pur- 
pose of  shov.-ing  how  utterly  unfounded  are  all  imputations  against  her,  as 
feeling  jealousy  or  animosity  toward  her  sister  States,  I  will  say  that  this 
offensive  paragraph  to  which  I  have  referred  appeared  in  a  paper  printed 
and  circulated  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

And  now,  as  a  fitting  reply  to  the  insinuations  that  that  paper  contained. 
I  am  here,  under  the  unanimous  instructions  of  the  Pennsylvania  delegation, 
to  present  the  name  of  a  statesman  known  to  the  country'  as  an  honest,  upright, 
nM<  tnan.  who  has  labored,  and  is  laboring  still,  earnestly  in  behalf  of  the  labor- 
jiig  masses  of  the  country,  and  for  the  good  of  the  whole  country;  I  mean 
Henry  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts.  (Mr.  McMichael  closed  amid  the  wildest 
applause.]

Mr.  LoRiNC«  of  Massachusetts,  came  forward  to  the  platform,  and  said: 

SPEECH  or  lat.  txmvG,  or  iiassachusxtts. 

Mr.  President  and  GenUenten  of  the  Convnition:  I  have  but  one  word 
to  say,  gentlemen,  ttpon  this  subject.  I^lnssnehusetts  has  not  occupied  much 
of  the  time  oi  the  Conveiiiion  in  specch-iuaking.  She  has  sat  here  silently 
and  quietly,  ready  that  her  voice  slumld  be  heard  whenever  called  for.  and 
ready  to  do  her  ditty  in  solid  cnhimn  when  the  occasion  demands  it  T  de- 
sire to  say  to  llus  ConvciUiun  that  tlKVc  is  no  division  in  the  Republican 
party  in  Massachusetts  so  far  as  Uk-  Administration  of  General  Grant  is 
concerned.  [Applausf  ]  I  desire,  in  behalf  of  that  Commonwealth,  so  trtte, 
so  devoted  to  republican  principles,  to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  delega- 
tion from  that  State  to  the  gentleman  who  has  put  in  nomination  her  favorite 
Senator  and  son. 

Mr.  President,  this  is  not  the  first  time  that  Penn«;ylvani.i  and  Ma>saclui- 
setts  have  stood  side  by  side.  The  gentleman  who  has  addri  <^cd  yon  said 
thnt  rpptfhlicnritm  fninul  its  birth  and  baptism  in  l\nn>yl\ ania  So  they 
did;  but  in  those  days  iMassachu setts  sent  down  here  her  John  Adams,  and 
Samuel  Adams:  the  blood  of  Warren  and  General  Hancock  give  birth  to 
the  cause  of  repubh'canism ;  and  if  it  tnic  that  in  1776  republicanism  was 
baptized  on  this  soil,  it  is  also  true  that  Massachusetts  was  here,  and  stood 
by  the  cradle  on  that  occasion. 

Now.  I  desire  (o  second  the  nomination  of  the  gentleman  from  Penn- 
sylvania. In  prtscnliiig  llie  name  of  Henry  Wilson  a.s  a  candidate  for  the 
Vice- Presidency  of  the  United  St.ites,  he  has  not  only  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
fidelity  of  ^T<^ssachusctts  to  repidilicanism.  but  he  has  paid  a  tribtitc  tn  that 
spirit  of  genius,  devotion,  fidelity,  lionesiy,  and  honor  which  will  always 
pave  the  way  to  great  success  to  the  poor  and  toiling     this  country.  (Ap-' 

plause] 

Henry  Wilson  represents,  in  all  his  aiiributes,  more  than  any  man  I 
know  of,  the  power  of  high  principles,  of  thorough  devotion  to  overcome 
all  the  obstacles  which  fall  in  the  path  of  childhoo(l,  and  youth,  and  mntnro 
years.  For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  he  has  adhered  to  tlie  great 
principles  of  this  party.  He  was  devoted  to  them  long  before  it  was  a 
party,  and  when  Massachusetts  stood  almost  niono  in  the  great  cause,  it 
was  Henry  Wilson  whose  voice  was  early  heard  in  the  cause  of  freedom. 
I  ask  you  to  name  to  me  the  commonwealth  in  this  Union  w  lu  rc  that  voice 
has  not  been  heard  in  the  cause.  1  ask  you  to  point  me  the  down-trodden 
and  oppressed  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have  not  been  encouraged 
b>'  Henr>  Wilson,  and  aided  in  lifting  themselves  above  the  oppressor. 
fApplause.]  I  ask,  moreover,  the  successful  politicians  of  this,  and  of  almost 
every  State,  to  tell  nu  how  many  times  Henry  Wilson's  voice  has  been 
heard  speaking  for  tlicm  and  their  cause.  [Applatise]  Warm-hearted, 
generous,  devoted  to  the  RopitMican  principles  of  brotherhood,  this  land 
over,  he  is  ready  to  do  his  duty  in  season  and  out  of  season.  And  let  me 
tell  you.  my  friends,  that  as  Henry  Wilson  stood  by  the  cradle  of  the  Re- 
publican party  in  his  poverty  and  in  his  youth,  he.  if  this  party  is  to  fall, 
will  follow  it  to  the  grave,  the  saddest  and  most  broken-hearted  mourner 
ID  all  that  mournful  procession.  He  is  devoted  to  this  cause,  and  I  assure 
you  that  he  will  add  strength  to  the  ticket  put  in  nomination  to-day,  refH 
resenting  as  he  does,  the  toiling  people  of  this  country.  [.Applause.] 

Mr.  OssiAN  Ray,  of  New  Hampshire,  spoke  as  follows: 

.SPKECII    OK   nSSTAV  RAY. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Comention:  Coming  as  I  do  from  the  State  in  which 
Henry  Wilson  was  bom.  it  gives  me  unbounded  pleasure  to  annotmce  that 
we  are  united  on  Massachusetts'  favorite  and  great  Senator,  Henry  Wilson. 
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[Applause]  We  ought  to  nominate  him  as  Vice-President  because  he  is  a 
good  man  and  true,  because  he  has  alwajrs  been  the  friend  of  the  people, 

whose  instincts  and  iniimlscs  are  always  right.  It  is  peculiarly  appropnatt 
we  should  honor  onrsclvts  by  honoring  him  with  the  nomination.  It  is  as 
fitting  a  disapproval  on  the  part  of  the  Republican  party  of  the  course  of 
his  colleague  as  could  be  given.  [Applause] 

Another  reason  why  I  think  he  should  be  nominated  on  this  ticket  is 
that  I  firmly  believe  if  we  were  to  call  up  the  entire  nation  and  have  its 
vote  taken  throughout  the  land,  he  would  receive  the  entire  vote  of  the  Re- 
publican party.  If  they  could  decide  whether  or  nut  Henry  Wilson  should 
be  nominated  or  some  other  man  selected  as  a  candidati-,  he  would  carry 
th  '  ly  by  a  million  tnnjnrity.  (Prolonged  cheers.]  We  are  here  simply 
to  register  the  choice  oi  the  people.  The  name  of  Henry  Wilson  is  one 
which  will  add  strength  and  fame  even  to  that  of  the  colossal  name  of  the 
great  Captain  of  tlie  Western  World.    [ Applaii^e.] 

Like  General  Grani,  he  has  been  the  arclniect  of  his  own  fortunes.  He 
commenced  life  poor,  by  graduating  from  a  schoemaker's  shop.  It  is  th" 
pride  and  irlory  of  American  civilisation  that  by  industry,  honesty,  and 
perseverance  the  highest  offices  witlun  tlie  nation**  gift  are  within  the  pos- 
sible reach  of  the  humblc.'^t  youth  in  the  land.  With  a  good  tanner  at  the 
head  of  the  ticket  to  fan  tlie  pelts  of  the  enemy,  and  with  a  ^fiod  shoemaker 
to  sew  them  up,  and  drive  the  pegs,  if  need  be,  we  shall  win  next  November 
by  a  large  majority.  I  pray  you,  gentlemen,  to  nominate  the  bonest  ana 
noble  Henry  Wilson.  (Cheers.] 

KAME  OF  SCHtrVLin  COIVAX  PRESENTED. 

^Ir.  RicuAKD  \\ ,  1  iioMPSON,  of  Indiana,  addressed  the  Convention  as 
follows : 

In  behalf  of  the  united  Republican  party  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and 
in  obedience  to  the  unanimous  instructions  of  ottr  State  convention,  in  behalf 
of  the  delegates  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  I  am  insinicied  lu  nominate  the 
Hon.  Schuyler  Colfax.  [Prolonged  applause.]  I  do  this  with  satisfaction,  be- 
cause it  is  a  just  reward  of  eminent  ability  and  devoted  public  service  (chei  rsj, 
of  devotion  to  the  country  and  the  integrity  and  honor  of  the  Union;  but  that 
satisfaction  is  somewhat  alloyed  by  the  fact  that  wc  find  our  older  and  bet- 
ter  sister  of  M  i<-:ichusetts  presenting  one  of  her  eminent  and  honored  SOns 
for  whom  we  have  the  highest  possible  respect.  [Cheers.] 

If  Mr.  Colfax  were  a  new  man,  I  should  be  required  to  tell  you  who 
and  what  he  wa<  He  not  unknown  to  fnmc.  Four  years  ago  the  names 
of  Grant  and  Colia.x  were  associated  totrrthcr.  f Cheers.]  They  were  the 
battle-cry  which  led  to  that  great  trinin!>h.  placing  the  principles  of  recon- 
struction promineiuly  before  the  world,  cnilila/nncd  on  the  flap  of  tlu-  Repub- 
lican party.  [Cheers.]  We  do  not  ihuik  they  should  be  ^rjiarated  until 
another  triumph  has  been  won.  (Cheers.]  Wc  do  not  think  the  partner- 
ship should  I)c  now  ]\ed.  because  the  firm  is  not  yet  insolvent,  and  its 
assets  are  not  yei  ready  lo  be  turned  over  to  t.ie  hands  of  a  receiver. 
I  v^iicers.)  We,  however,  desire  to  say  upoa  this  question,  and  to  be  dis-  • 
tinctly  understood,  that  \v  c  Itave  no  antagonism  with  our  older  sisters,  Mas- 
sachusetts and  Pennsylvania. 

For  every  man  oif  the  delegation  which  I  represent,  and  for  myself  per- 
sonally. 1  say  that  among  the  men  of  this  country  who  have  stood  forth 
boldly  in  defence  of  the  life  of  the  nation,  those  who  nptesmt  the  purity 
of  our  natiotial  institutions,  there  is  tn  t  oiu  more  worthy  ti>  he  received 
with  honor  than  ilrnry  Wilson,  of  M.i-^h  Iip.m  tt |  Aiiitlan^^e  ]  And  in  that 
respect  he  is  not  unlike  Schuyler  Coltax.  [Renewed  applause]  Without 
the  aid  of  adventitious  wealth  in  early  life^  they  have  both  carved  their 
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way  to  eminence  and  distinction.  They  have  been  enabled  to  rench  the 
highest  positiuiis  of  honor  and  distinction  in  the  land,  and  whether  the  Repub- 
lican party  shall  place  the  name  of  one  or  the  other  upon  the  standard  which 
is  to  })( ar  ilic  name  of  Grant,  it  will  have  achieved  a  triumph.  The  honor  of 
the  nation  may  be  trusted  with  them  both. 

But,  white  Massachusetts  and  Pennsylvania,  elder  sisters  of  ours,  were 
true  to  tin-  principles  (  f  lil)criy  and  of  the  Republican  party,  they  should 
not  forget  that  we  in  the  West,  younger  than  they,  have  followed  their  ex* 
ample ;  that  when  the  tocsin  of  war  was  sounded,  when  the  flaff  of  rebel* 
lion  was  unfurled,  the  West  was  tiot  behind  its  older  jiMer-  in  jjimring  out 
its  treasure  and  the  biood  of  its  sons  for  the  maintenance  of  the  mtegrity  of 
the  Union,    f  Applause.] 

Feeling,  thcretore,  as  we  do.  that  by  j(Mning  the  name  of  Colfax  with 
that  of  Grant,  we  utter  the  same  old  battle-cry  which  has  -been  repeated  by 
«very  child  in  the  land"->''Grant  and  Colfax'*— and  that  it  will  be  the  signal 
of  victory,  we  present  his  name.  [Applause.]  We  urge  bi^  name,  believing, 
as  wc  do,  that  with  it  u^on  our  flag,  our  own  State  will  be  triumphant,  our 
party  throughout  the  Union  will  be  triumphant,  and  the  work  of  reconstruc- 
tion tlnally  cnnplcted.  ?o  that  hereaftrr  lliere  shall  be  no  more  talk  cf  com- 
promise between  the  extremes  of  parties,  no  sugar-coated  pills  of  liber- 
alism and  democracy  to  be  administered  to  our  people  as  the  cure  for  all 
national  ills,  but  that  our  nation,  troinc;  forward  in  a  urand  eai  t  t  r  of  j^lory. 
will  become  wtiat  she  is  destined  to  be,  the  great  shming  light  of  the  world, 
from  which  shall  go  out  the  true  princinles  of  republicanism  to  lead  other 
natior.s  to  triumph  and  victory  with  us.    [Prolonged  cheering.] 

Mr.  WiLLi.\M  A.  HowAwn.  of  Michigan,  was  then  loudly  called  for,  and 
upon  taking  the  stand  spoke  as  follows: 

SPEECH  OF  WILLIAM    A.   ITOWAIB,  OF  MICHIGAN. 

Mr.  Prcsidt-iit  and  Gentlemen  of  ihc  Convention:  I  represent  that  State 
which  first  ptrlLcled  a  Republican  Slate  organi/atiuii — that  State  which 
first  applied  the  name  of  a  State  organization,  with  all  due  deference  to 
my  friend  from  Pennsylvania.  Tlie  nak  tree  ■-till  stands  where  that  organ- 
ization was  made.  No  Senator  from  any  Stale  who  is  now  living  was  there 
to  receive  the  applause  when  the  name  was  uttered.  Whether  there  will 
ht  any  Senator  to  follow  the  hearse  remains  to  be  «een.  In  the  border  of 
tliat  Stati .  before  the  State  had  a  name,  there  came  a  stripling  youth  from 

the  great  Empire  State  of  New  York.  He  located  within  five  miles  of  our 

border.    In  a  little  room  he  opened  a  printing  office     He  was  compositor,  . 
pressman,  and  editor,  and  before  he  was  of  age.  in  that  way  he  supported 
a  mother  and  built  up  his  business,  developed  his  intellect,  cultivated  states- 
manship, and  is  now  the  second  officer  in  the  great  United  States.   [  Ap- 
plause.] 

Eight  years  aco — yes.  ten  years  ago — when  the  war  was  raging;  he  was 
made  the  presiding  officer  of  the  popular  branch  nf  this  great  government. 
So  steadily  did  he  hold  the  reins,  with  sue!)  exact  justice  did  he  admin- 
ister parliamentary  law,  so  hrmly  did  he  support  the  Union,  that  with  his 
present  associate.  General  Grant,  in  the  fi.  the  war  proved  a  succe'is.  Four 
years  ago  his  name  was  associated  with  thai  of  General  Grant  on  the  Presi- 
dential ticket.  Grant  and  Colfa.x  became  the  rallying  cry  tbroiighriut  the 
land.  Both  have  proved  eminently  faithful  and  successful.  In  God's  name, 
we  ask.  why  bbuuld  tiie^e  names  to-day  be  separated?  We  do  not  appeal 
Co  this  Convention  in  behalf  of  our  State.  Thank  God,  she  stands  on  her 
own  Republican  devotion,  with  our  choice  we  will  ring  in  a  good  old  tw^enty 
thou.'and  majority. 

.\nd  in  passing,  let  me  say  that  I  accord  with  all  that  has  been  '^aid  of  the 
son  of  Massachusetts.  I  know  him  well.  I  have  seen  him  in  those  days 
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that  tried  mens  souls.  I  glory  with  Massachusetts  in  her  honored  son. 
But  I  pray  to  you.  gentlemen,  do  not  endanger  a  doubtful  State  by  insulting 

her  noble  son.  Insti't,  did  I  '-ay'  Tli.it  is  too  strong  an  expression.  There 
is  not  a  man  in  this  Convention  who  would  wiHingly  insult  Schuyler  Col- 
fax. Not  one;  but  it  might  imply  censure.  We  feel  more  tenderly  for  him 
than  if  he  were  a  citizen  of  our  own  State.  Gather  up  all  the  good  quali- 
ties of  the  candidate  named  from  Massachusetts,  and  wc  concede  them  all, 
and  Schuyler  Colfax  matches  every  one  of  them.  He  represents  a  State 
which  may  he  doubtful,  but  in  whkh  success  is  certain  with  his  name  com- 
bined with  that  of  the  great  leader. 

Now,  gentlemen  of  the  Convention.  I  have  just  one  word,  and  I  will  re- 
lieve your  patience.  I  think  the  Republican  party  have  a  right  to  appeal  to 
the  work  that  has  been  done  and  to  name  the  men  who  have  done  it.  And, 
sir,  if  the  good  old  Roman  matron  once  made  her  name  immortal  by  point- 
ing to  lur  chilitrcn,  when  a^jked  to  show  her  jewels,  I  say  that  the  Repub- 
lican party  occupies  a  prouder  position  to-day  than  any  man  or  party  has 
occupied  since  the  world  began.  We  present  as  our  jewels  four  millions 
of  people,  whom  wr  fotind  with  the  shackles  (if  slavery  upon  them.  We 
found  them  in  shackles,  and  we  present  them  here  before  the  American 
people  a.s  four  millions  of  free,  independent  citizens,  enjoying  all  the  rights 
of  any  favored  citizen 

1  liese  arc  the  jewels,  and  ttterefore  I  say  we  have  a  right  to  appeal  to 
justice  in  behalf  of  those  men  who  have  accomplished  these  great  results. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  I  beg  leave  to  5ay  in  conclusion,  without  one 
word  of  detraction  from  any  candidate  who  has  been  named  here — I  would 
take  him  to  my  heart  of  hearts  if  I  deemed  it  a  new  question — yet  I  am 
c  nstraincd.  in  behalf  of  the  united  delegation  from  a  State  that  never 
faltered  one  step  from  the  beginning  of  the  organization,  to  second  the  nom- 
ination of  Schuyler  Colfax,  of  Indiana. 

Mr.  Lynch,  of  Mississippi,  said: 

Sl'EECH    oy    .MR.   LYNCH,  OF  .M1.S^1^.S1^PI. 

Mr.  President:  It  seems  to  me  that  at  this  important  moment  the  spirit 
of  the  martyred  President,  whose  name  is  written  m  every  heart,  rc.«;ts  upon 
me,  and  I  remember  his  words  on  one  occasion,  that  "it  was  not  safe  to 
swap  horses  while  crossing  a  stream."  I  Cheers.]  I  cannot  forget  the  calamity 
we  experienced  once  by  making  a  swap  similar  to  the  one  proposed.  Now, 
the  name  of  the  gentleman  (Mr.  Wilson)  who  has  been  nominated  by  other 
friends  is  also  great.  His  career,  too,  is  noble.  He  will  be  remembered 
wherever  unsullied  patriotism  and  noble  devotion  to  liberty  and  equality 
shall  be  cherished  by  the  people  of  this  country.  But  I  rise  to  support 
the  nomination  of  one  who  stands  forth,  also,  one  of  the  highest  symbols  of 
American  palru^ism  and  American  virtue,  whose  greatness  of  mind  and  good- 
ness of  heart  causes  him  to  rIow  with  that  magnetic  power  which  touches 
the  heart  of  every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  this  great  land  of  ours — 
Schuyler  Colfax.    [Prolonged  applau.sc.l 

SmCH  OF  GERKITT  SMITH. 

Mr.  Gerritt  S.mith,  of  New  Yoiic,  next  addressed  the  Convention.  He 
spoke  in  high  terms  of  Mr.  Colfax,  and  also  of  General  Hawlcy,  who  was 
prominently  before  them  as  a  candidate.  But  his  preference  was  for  Henry 
Wilson,  an  old  abolitionist,  whose  first  vote  for  President  was  for  James  G. 
Bimcy,  and  who  had  ever  been  the  faithful  friend  and  able  advocate  of  the 
laboring  man.  His  own  early  life  was  one  of  poverty  and  toil.  Mr.  Col- 
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fax's  living  in  a  State  rtdi inning  General  Grant's  Mr.  Smith  regarded  as  no 
small  objection  to  Mr.  Colfax's  nomination. 

Mr.  CoKTLANDT  Parker.  of  N«w  Jersey,  succeeded  Mr,  Smith.  He  said, 
ID  substance: 

In  conf'  rinlty  with  ilic  wish  of  New  Jcr?ev.  expressed  by  her  conven- 
tion, and  speaking  the  unanimous  voice  of  her  delegation,  and  at  their  re- 
quest, I  trespass  on  the  patience  of  the  Convention  with  a  few  words  in  behalf 
of  Schuyler  Colfax.  Not  that  cither  we  or  our  people  yield  to  any  in  appre- 
ciation of  the  distmguishcd  merits  oi  Henry  Wilson.  Between  two  such 
men  it  is  hard  to  choose.  The  pride  which,  as  Republicans,  we  have  in  pos- 
sessing them,  beeome<  almost  sorrow  when  such  a  choice  is  neces- 
sary. Both  arc  eminently  representative  men.  They  are  each  the 
prtMuct  of  Republican  principles.  Both  are  of  the  people,  lovers  of  right,  lov- 
ers, in  all  thinc«..  of  tlulr  eonntry.  Both  have  dignified  every  office  they 
have  filled.  Both  will  adorn  any  station  to  which  they  may  be  elevated. 
But  the  people  of  New  Jersey  ask  why,  when  the  country  says  to  Ulysses 
S  (^rain.  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant,"  tlie  i^aiTie  '-hould  not  he 
said  to  Schuyler  Colfax.  Of  him  it  may  be  truly  said  that  not  one  of  his 
official  acts  has  even  been  criticised,  much  less  reprehended,  an!  if  so  un- 
toward an  event  should  occur  as  the  dcatli  of  (lie  President,  the  world  would 
still  confide  in  the  stability  of  our  institutions,  did  their  maintenance  fall 
into  the  hands  of  Colfax  as  our  Executive.  Nor  should  locality  be  urged 
against  him.  for  the  man  of  Indiana  is  no  longer  a  western  man;  the  West 
lies  hundreds  of  miles  beyond.  Indiana  has  become  a  central  State.  New 
Jersey  clings,  then,  to  her  first  choice — her  choice  of  four  years  ago— Schuy- 
ler Colfax,  of  Indiana. 

Mr.  J.  F.  QuAKLES,  of  Georgia,  said : 

REMARKS  OP  MR.  QUARLES,  OF  GEORGIA. 

Gcnilcmcti  of  the  Couvcntion:  I  arise  on  behalf  of  a  large  portion  of  the 
Georgia  delegation,  and  on  behalf  of  a  great  majority  of  the  Southern  Repub- 
licans, to  second  the  nomination  of  Henry  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts,  f. Ap- 
plause. ]  While  much  honor  is  due  to  Schuyler  Colfax,  after  all,  this  great 
champion  of  human  liberty  and  freedom  in  this  country  deserves  something 
at  the  hands  of  the  .American  people.  (Applause.] 

Sir.  commencing  his  early  life  in  poverty,  he  began  almost  with  his  man- 
hood tlie  battles  of  humanity  in  this  country.  Massachnsett-  Ii.in  repeatedly 
I'onorecl  him,  as  she  ought  to  have  done;  but  his  reputation  is  broader  than 
tile  State  of  Massachusetts.  It  reaches  out  furtlier  than  any  State  line  can  ex- 
tend, and  embraces  his  whoK  c  nintry.  (Applause.)  He  has  labored  for  his 
cottntry  earnestly  and  long.  He  has  fought  long  and  well  in  behalf  of  human 
liberty.  American  honor  and  dignity,  and  we  think  the  time  has  come  when 
the  people  of  this  country  should  give  him  a  recognition  for  his  services. 
(Applause.]  We  of  the  South  have  an  especial  interest  in  this  matter.  We 
remember  the  fiery  ordeal  through  which  wc  have  passed,  and  we  remember 
that  wl.ilt  hold  and  true  men  Stood  by  us  in  that  ordeal  Henry  Wilson  was 
among  the  foremost. 

With  all  due  deference  to  the  gentleman  who  has  spoken  upon  the  op- 
posite side  of  this  question,  we  say  that  it  is  always  sifc  to  swap  horses  any- 
where if  we  get  one  equally  as  good,  f  Applause. ]  .Sir.  we  hold  that  this  is 
f'.ue.  not  only  to  the  services  of  Henry  Wilson,  but  that  it  is  due  especially  to 
Ma:--aclnjsetts  and  to  the  East.  (.Applause.  Cries  of  "Good!"  "good!'"]  Wc 
have  taken  our  President  again  and  again  from  the  W^est.  The  Republican 
party  has  never  selected  a  candidate  for  the  Presidency  from  the  East.  We 
have  taken  our  Vice-President  at  the  last  election  from  the  West,  and  we 
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hold  that  some  recognition  is  due  to  the  East  for  its  devotion  to  the  country. 
[Cries  of  "Grood!"] 

Afr  ni.nnnrm,  ihcTi.  in  ])th;ilf  nf  tnucli  (!n  l.irKtr  portion  of  the  Georgia 
delegation^  in  behalf  of  the  great  loyal  heart  of  the  ^ople  of  the  South,  it 
cives  me  inexpressible  pleasure  to  second  the  nomination  of  the  Hon.  Henry 
Wilson*  of  Massachusetts.  [Great  applause.] 

THE  NAME  OF  JOHN  F.  LEWIS,  OF  VIRGINIA,  PREJsE.NTEO. 

Mr.  James  B.  Sener,  of  Virginia,  next  addressed  the  Convention.  He 

said : 

I  ask  ten  mimiics  for  Virifinia,  not  for  myst  lf.  hut  for  others.  We  come 
here  today,  a  representative  delcf?ation  from  Virpnii  i.  to  express  the  prefer- 
ence of  the  Rcpnblicrm  party  in  ih.a  State  in  tlii>  Cr-nvcntion.  We  are  here 
by  the  grace  of  God  and  the  Republican  parly  of  Virginia,  and  1  tell  you.  men 
of  all  sections,  men  of  tbe  North,  nun  of  the  South,  men  of  the  East,  and  men 
of  tin  W'c^f,  thnt  \vc  who  in  the  South  endured  the  fires  of  the  rebellion  have 
the  right  to  Ix*  lieard. 

Mr.  President,  if  God  has  taught  me  anything  in  the  history  of  the  civil 
war  it  is  this:  that  the  North  nnd  tlu-  South,  althi  iiijli  divided  for  awhile,  like 
the  waters  of  the  Mississippi  may  again  mingle  and  How  on  in  harmony.  The 
Republican  party,  representing  all  these  diverse  channels  of  human  freedom 
and  civil  liberty,  is  yet  a  unit.  Whoever  speaks  the  principles  of  that  party 
speak<  for  Virginia. 

So  great  confusion  now  prevailed  as  to  make  the  voice  of  tlie  speaker 
wholly  inaudible.  He  closed  by  placing  in  nomination,  in  behalf  of  the  Vir- 
ginia delegation,  John  F.  Lewis,  oi  that  State,  as  a  suitable  candidate  for  Vice* 
President  of  the  United  States;  a  man  who.  when  the  fires  of  rebellion  stirred 
all  hearts,  was  trnc  in  his  patriotism  and  devotion  to  the  Union ;  a  man  on 
whnsc  ':k!rts  tlurr  nst  none  of  tbe  taints  of  civil  war;  a  man  who  has  been 
trtie  to  the  Consiittition.  "I  ask  y<n!,'*  said  the  speaker,  *'now,  men  of  the 
North  and  men  of  the  South,  in  the  name  of  constitutional  liberty  and  of  con- 
stitutional law,  to  rise  cqttal  to  this  great  occasion  and  endorse  the  nomina- 
tion I  make  of  John  F.  Lewis,  of  Virginta.'l 

THE  NAME  OF  E.  J.  DAV1.<,  C  I    TEXAS,  PRESENTED. 

Mr.  Fi.ANN AHAN.  of  Texas,  nt  xt  spoke  from  a  portion  of  the  hall  distant 
from  the  platform,  and  was  nearly  inntufihle. 

He  said  that  while  paying  due  respect  to  the  great  names  presented  to  this 
Convention  for  tbe  second  office  in  the  gift  of  the  American  people,  endorsing 
them  all  as  (it  and  proper  men,  he  presented  one  whose  name  stands  high  in  all 
the  States  of  this  Union  among  all  those  who  love  right  and  justice,  a  man 
known  and  honored  among  all  loyal  men  of  his  own  Stat- — in  the  nnmr  of  the 
hundred  thon-and  loyal,  true-hearted  men  of  Texas — the  name  of  Governor 
E.  J.  Davis,  of  that  State. 

THE  NAME  OP  HOKACE  IIAYNABO,  OP  TENNKSSSB,  PRESENTBa 

Mr.  David  A.  Nukn,  of  Tennessee,  also  speaking  from  the  audience,  was 
heard  indistinctly. 
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He  said  he  was  instructed  1^  the  delegation  from  Tennessee  to  place  in 

nrniinafi(  n  a  name  not  nnknown  to  the  people  of  thi>  nation,  tlie  name  of  a 
man  whose  reputation  i<  Cl)-cxtc■n^ive  with  the  Vnion  ;  eniitu'iit  in  the  councils 
of  the  naticHi;  a  son  of  the  noble  and  proud  old  Commonwealth  of  Massachus- 
etts by  birdi  and  education,  a  dtizoi  of  the  gallant  State  of  Tennessee  by 
adoption  and  forty  years*  residence,  combining  the  elements  of  both  North 
and  South :  a  man  who,  in  the  dark  hour  of  the  nation's  trouble,  never  fal- 
tered, but  stood  unmovable  as  the  fsrranite  hills.  ITc  was  nt  the  head  of  the 
pariy  in  I  ctuies^iee  that  cru^-hrd  out  .Xndrcw  JohnNt:>n  wlicn  he  proved  false  to 
that  party,  that  crushed  out  the  Democracy  and  struck  the  death-blow  to  Ku- 
Kltucism.  That  man  was  Horace  Maynard. 

THE  PLATFORM. 

Th"e  President  announced  that  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  were  now 
ready  to  report,  and  a^kcd  whether  the  business  in  which  the  Convention 
was  engaRod  sli.  uld  be  suspended  for  that  purpose. 

General  assent  was  expressed  by  the  Convention.  ' 

Mr.  SconELDy  of  Pennsylvania,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions, then  said : 

The  Committee  on  Resohitions-  are  now  prepared  to  report  a  platf<irm. 
Governor  Uawley,  of  Connecticut,  who  acted  as  secretary  to  the  commutee, 
will  read  the  report.  I  beg  gentlemen  to  remember,  as  it  is  read,  that  the 
commi'tee  had  hut  a  very  short  time  tn  consider  a  great  number  of  subjects 
which  were  presented;  and  that  while  every  gentleman  may  not  find  in  our 
report  everything  he  may  desire,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  committee  liave 
shewn  no  disposition  to  avoid  any  question  whicli  is  agitating  the  country 
at  the  present  time.  The  committee  have  not  been  content  to  repose,  as  per- 
haps they  might  have  done,  upon  the  laurels  of  the  party,  and  refer  simply  to 
its  past  record,  but  have  made  expression  upon  all  the  great  questions  of  tlic 
day.  I  will  not  detain  the  Convention,  because  you  are  all  anxious  to  hear 
what  has  been  done.  We  submit  it  now,  from  the  lips  of  Governor  Haw  ley, 
to  yoar  judgment. 

Governor  Hawlev  then  read  the  resolutions,  as  fullows: 

The  Republican  party  of  the  United  States,  assembled  in  National  Con- 
vention in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  5th  and  6th  days  of  June,  1872, 
agntn  declares  it<  faith,  appeals  to  its  history,  and  announces  its  position  upon 

the  qucslJon>  before  the  country. 

First.  During  eleven  years  of  supremacy  il  has  accepted  with  grand  cour- 
age the  solemn  dutie.«  of  the  time.  It  suppressed  .a  gigantic  rebellion,  emanci- 
pated fotrr  millirvn':  <  f  slaves,  decreed  the  equal  citizenship  of  all.  anrl  estab- 
lished uinver-al  ^uliiagc.  Exhibiting  unparalleled  magnanimity,  it  criminally 
punished  no  man  for  political  offences,  and  warmly  welcomed  all  who  proved 
loyalty  by  obeying  the  laws  and  dealing^  jiT<tlv  with  their  neighbor*.  It  has 
steadily  decreased  with  a  firm  hand  the  resultant  disorder.s  of  a  great  war, 
and  initiated  a  wise  and  humaiK  policy  toward  tiie  Indians.  The  Pacific  rail- 
road and  similar  va«:t  enterpri<es  have  been  generously  aided  and  successfully 
conducted,  the  public  lands  freely  given  to  actual  settlers,  immigration  pro- 
tected and  encoitraged,  and  a  full  acknowledgment  of  the  naturalized  citi  <  n's 
rights:  secured  from  European  Powers.  A  uniform  national  currency  has  been 
provided,  repudiation  frowned  down,  the  national  credit  sustained  under  the 
most  extraordinaiy  burdens,  and  new  bonds  negotiated  at  lower  rates.  The 
revenues  have  been  carefully  collected  and  honestly  applied.  Despite  large  an- 
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nual  reductions  of  the  rates  of  taxation,  the  public  debt  has  been  reduced  dur- 
ing General  Grant's  Presidency  at  the  rate  of  a  hundred  millions  a  year,  great 
finaiu-ial  crises  liavi.-  been  avoided,  and  pence  and  plenty  prevail  throughout  the 
land.  Menacing  foretgn  difficulties  have  been  peacefully  and  honorablyxcom- 
po<;ed,  and  the  honor  and  power  of  the  nation  kept  in  high  respect  thronghont 
the  world.  This  glorious  record  of  the  pa«;t  is  the  party's  best  pledge  for  the 
future.  We  believe  the  people  will  not  entrust  the  Government  to  any  party 
or  combination  of  men  composed  chiefly  of  those  who  have  resisted  every 
step  of  this  bcne6cient  progress. 

Second.  The  recent  amendments  to  the  national  Const ittilion  should  be 
cordially  sustained  because  ihcy  arc  right,  not  merely  tokraud  because  they 
are  laws,  and  should  be  carried  out  according  to  iheir  spirit  by  appropriate  leg- 
islation, the  enforcement  of  which  can  safely  be  entrusted  only  to  the  party 

that  secured  those  amendments. 

Third.  Complete  liberty  and  exact  equality  in  the  enioyment  of  all  civil, 
political,  and  public  rights  should  be  r '-talili^berl  ant!  cfTi^ctnally  maintained 
throughout  the  Union  by  efficient  and  appropriate  State  and  Federal  legisla- 
tion. Neither  the  law  nor  its  administration  should  admit  any  discrimination 
in  respect  of  citizens  by  reason  of  race,  creed,  color,  or  previous  condition 
of  servitude. 

Fourth.   The  National  Government  should  seek  to  maintain  honorable 

peace  with  all  nations.  pr( aectini^'  its  citizens  everywhere,  and  Sjrmpathizing 
with  all  peoples  who  strive  fur  greater  liberty. 

Fifth.  Any  system  of  the  civil  service  under  which  the  subordiiiaic  posi- 
tions of  the  Government  are  considered  rewards  for  mere  party  zeal  is  fatally 
den^ornliring,  and  \\c  tbt  rcfore  favor  a  reform  of  the  system  by  laws  which 
shall  abolish  the  evils  of  paironacc,  and  make  honesty,  efficiency,  and  fidelity 
the  essential  qualifications  for  puUic  positions,  without  practically  creating 
a  lifc-icnurc  of  office. 

Sixth.  We  are  opposed  to  further  grants  of  the  public  lands  to  corpora- 
tions and  monopolies,  and  demand  that  the  national  domain  be  set  apart  for 
free  homes  for  the  people.  ^ 

Seventh  The  annual  revenue,  after  paying  cnrrent  expenditure^,  pen- 
sions, and  llu  interest  on  the  public  debt,  should  lurnisii  a  luotleralc  balance 
for  the  reduction  of  the  principal,  and  that  revenue.  e.\cept  so  much  as  may  be 
derived  from  a  tax  upon  tobacco  and  liqnors,  should  be  raised  by  dntie<;  upon 
importations,  the  (kiaiL-.  of  which  should  be  so  adjusted  as  to  aid  in  securing 
reniurerativc  wages  to  labor,  and  to  promote  the  industries,  prosperity,  and 

growth  of  the  whole  coiijitry. 

Eighth.  We  hold  m  undying  honor  the  soldiers  and  sailors  whose  valor 
saved  the  Union.    Their  pensions  are  a  sacred  debt  of  the  nation,  and  the 

widows  and  orphans  of  iho^v  wlio  died  for  their  country  arc  entitled  to  the 
care  of  a  generous  and  grateful  people.  We  favor  such  additional  legislation 
as  will  extend  the  bounty  of  the  Government  to  all  our  soldiers  and  sailors 

who  were  honrrnblly  discharged,  and  who,  in  the  line  of  duty,  became  di  - 
atiic  1,  without  regard  to  the  length  of  service  or  the  cause  ui  such  discharge. 

Ninth.  The  doctrine  of  Great  Britain  and  other  Euronean  powers  con- 
cerning allegiance — "once  a  subject  always  a  subject" — having  at  last,  through 
the  eftf  rt«  of  flie  Republican  party,  been  abandoned,  and  the  ,\merican  idea 
of  the  individual'a  ri«Iu  to  transfer  allegiance  having  been  accepted  bv  Euro- 
pean nations,  it  is  the  duty  of  our  Government  to  guard  with  jealous  c.ire  the 
right-;  of  adopted  citizens  against  the  assumption  of  unauthorized  claims  by 
their  former  govertunents :  and  we  urge  continued  careful  encouragement  and 
protection  of  voluntary  immigration. 

Tenth.  The  franking  privilege  ought  to  be  abolished,  and  the  way  pre- 
pared for  a  speedy  reduction  in  the  rates  of  oostage. 
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Eleventh.  Among  ihc  questions  which  press  for  nftenttnn  i«  that  which 
concerns  the  relations  of  capital  aiui  labor,  and  the  Republican  party  recog- 
nises the  duty  of  so  shaping  legislation  as  to  secure  full  protection  and  the 
ampU«;T  fuld  for  capital,  and  for  labor-  the  creator  of  capital — the  largest  op- 
portunities and  a  just  share  of  the  mutual  profits  of  these  two  great  servants 
of  civilization. 

Twelfth.  We  hold  that  Congress  and  the  President  havt-  only  fulfilled 
an  imperative  duty  in  their  measures  for  the  suppression  of  violent  and  trea- 
sonable organizations  in  certain  lately  rebellious  regions,  and  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  baltot-box»  and  therefore  they  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
nation. 

ihirftiith.  We  denounce  repudiation  of  the  public  debt,  in  any  form  or 
disgn:  as  .t  nati(5nal  crime.  We  witness  with  pride  the  reduction  of  the 
principal  "i  the  debt,  and  of  ttic  rate:  of  interest  upon  the  balance,  and  con- 
fidrn.ly  expect  that  our  excellent  national  currency  will  be  perfected  by  a 
speedy  resumption  of  specie  payment. 

Fourteenth.  Tlic  Republican  party  is  mindful  of  its  obligations  to  the 
level  women  of  America  for  their  noble  devotion  to  the  cause  of  freedom. 
Tneir  admission  to  wider  fields  of  usefulness  is  viewed  with  satisfaction,  and 
the  honest  demand  of  any  class  of  citizens  for  additional  rights  should  be 
treated  with  respectful  consideration. 

Fifteenth.  We  heartily  approve  the  action  of  Congress  in  extending  am- 
nestA-  to  those  lately  in  rebellion,  and  rejoice  in  the  growth  of  peace  and  fra- 
ternal feeling  tliroughout  the  land. 

Sixteeiuh.  The  Republican  party  proposes  to  respect  the  rights  reserved 
by  the  peo))Ic  to  themselves  as  carefully  as  the  powers  delegated  by  them  to 
the  State  and  to  the  Federal  Government.  Tt  disapproves  of  the  resort  to  un- 
constitutional laws  for  the  purpose  of  removing  evils,  by  interference  with 
rights  not  surrendered  by  the  people  to  either  the  State  or  National  Govern- 
ment 

Seventccmli.  It  i>  tlie  duty  of  the  general  Gnvcmrncnt  to  adopt  such 
measures  as  may  tend  to  encourage  and  restore  American  commerce  and  ship- 
building. 

Eighteenth.  We  believe  that  the  modest  patriotism,  the  carne';!  purpose, 
the  sound  judgment,  the  practical  wisdom,  the  incorruptible  integrity,  and  the 
Hlustrioas  services  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  have  commended  him  to  the  heart  of 
the  .American  people,  and  with  him  at  our  head  we  start  to-day  upon  a  new 

march  to  victory. 

Xineiceiuh.  Henry  Wilson,  nominated  for  the  Vice-Presidency,  known 
to  the  whole  land  from  the  early  days  of  the  great  struggle  for  liberty  as  an. 
indefatipaI»M  laborer  in  all  campaiR'n'=,  an  incnrruptible  legislator  and  repre- 
sentative man  of  American  institutions,  is  worthy  to  associate  with  our  great 
leader  and  share  the  honors  which  we  pledge  our  best  efforts  to  bestow  upon 
them. 

The  nineteenth  resolution  was  adopted  after  the  nomination  of  Vice-Pres- 
ident. 

General  Buxxside,  of  Rhode  Island.  Mr.  President:  I  move  the  adoption 
of  tlie  platform  as  a  whole. 

The  motion  was  put  and  unanimously  carried. 

NOM  I. N  ATION  OF  VirE-PRESIDENT. 

The  Convention  then  resumed  the  business  which  was  suspended  to  re- 
reive  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  it  being  the  execution  of 
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t!ic  order  that  the  Convention  now  proceed  to  nominate  a  candidate  for  V' ice- 
President. 

A  Dblbcatb  from  Virginia.  Mr.  President:  It  is  with  retuctance  ttiat  I 

am  compelled  to  a^k  the  attention  of  the  Convention  for  a  moment,  but  the  in- 
structions which  the  delegates  from  Virginia  liave  received  from  an  honest 
constittiency  impel  me  to  ask  your  attention.  An  honorable  pfentleman.  a  rep- 
resentattve  of  the  Virginia  delegation,  took  the  stand  a  few  mintitcs  af?n.  and 
clamied  that  tlierc  was  not  due  courtesy  paid  hint  while  placing  in  nomination 
John  F.  Lewis.  For  this  reason  I  am  compelled  to  say  to  this  Convention 
that  while  I  am  individually  in  favor  of  Henry  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts.  I 
desire  now  under  instructions  also  to  propose  the  name  of  Mr.  John  F.  Lewis 
for  the  Vice-Presidency. 

Governor  Noyes,  of  Ohio,  then  being  called  upon,  took  the  stand,  and 

said: 

SPBBCR  or  COVES H(W  NOYBS. 

Mr.  President:  On  behalf  of  a  large  majority  of  the  Ohio  delegation  .  on 
behalf  of  a  large  Republican  constituency  which  they  represent:  on  behalf  of 
the  culorcd  people,  whose  best  friend  I  shall  shortly  name — the  best  irund  in 
those  days  when  there  were  few ;  in  the  name  of  our  living  soldier*^,  and  in 
the  name  of  my  dead  comrades  who  sleep  upon  the  Southern  battle  fieltlN.  I 
should  fail  in  my  dut>'  if  1  did  not  second  the  nuinination  of  the  H<iii.  Henry 
Wilson,  of  Massachusetts.   (Great  applause.]. 

KEMAKKS  OF    MK.    IIK  KMAM  OF  OHIO. 

Mr.  nic  KiTANf.  of  Ohio.  i\fr.  I'resident:  In  behalf  of  a  very  large  and 
very  respectable  nunoriiy  of  the  Ohio  delegation,  who  have  just  as  many 
claims  upon  the  soldiers  and  the  negroes  as  tin  majority.  I  would  fail  in  my 
duly  if  1  did  not  present  the  claims  of  the  Hon.  Schuyler  Colfax.  {Applause.] 

tEMARKS  OP  MR.  HILL.  OF  MIS5ISSIPPL 

Mr.  Hill,  of  Mississippi.  Mr.  President:  In  behalf  of  a  majority  of  my 
delegation  I  wish  to  state  to  this  Convention  that  we  are  in  favor  of  Henry 
Wilson,  of  Massachusetts.  While  I  regret  that  Mr.  Colfax  wrote  his  letter 
withdrawing  from  the  candidacy  for  Vice-President,  I  cannot  change  with  him, 
now  that  he  is  running  for  the  nomination,  or  with  anybody  else. 

KE.MAKKS  OF  COVEKNOk  CL.W  loN 

Governor  Powell  Cl.wton.  of  Arkansas.  .Mr.  President  :  Four  years 
apo,  at  Chicago,  the  Republican  delegation  frpm  Arkansas  threw  a  unanimous 
vote  for  Henry  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts,  as  candidate  for  Vice-President, 
and  time  has  only  strengthened  the  devotion  of  the  Republicans  of  our  State 
for  that  great  and  good  man.  The  iiuuie  of  Henry  Wilson  is  as  common  as 
a  household  word  in  every  hamlet  throughout  the  South,  and  will  be  sup- 
ported by  our  delegation  with  the  .solid  vote  of  Arkansas  in  this  Convention. 
Iti  saying  this  I  am  not  to  be  uiulerstood  as  detracting  in  any  word  or  syl- 
lable from  the  bright  and  ylonniN  record  of  that  great  statesuLin  now  OCCU- 
pymjj  tin-  eliair  of  the  \'ur  I'resident.

At  this  poin^  although  the  result  of  the  ballot  had  not  been  announced,

tions of  satisfactioti  Itrok-j  out  in  every  part  nf  the  house.  The  enthusiajsin  was 
a  repetition  of  ihal  which  waa  manifested  when  the  nomination  of  President 
Grant  was  announced.  Chairmen  of  delegations  in  different  parts  of  the  floor 
were,  amidst  all  the  commotion,  struggling  to  obtain  recognition  by  the  Chair 
to  change  the  votes  of  their  States,  when  the  floor  was  awarded  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  Indiana  delegation. 

Hon.  Henrv  S.  Lane,  of  IncHana.  Mr.  Frtstdent:  I  am  instructed  by 
the  united  delegation  from  Indiana  to  move  that  the  nomination  of  that  dis- 
tinguished patriot  and  son  of  Massachusetts,  Henry  Wilson,  be  made  unan- 
imous.

John  W.  Foster,  Indiana: 

Accept  for  yourself  and  delegation  my  sincere  gratitude  for  your  gallant 
contest.  I  support  the  ticket  cheerfully.  Men  are  nothing,  principles  every- 
thmg.  Nothing  must  arrest  Republican  triumph  until  equality  under  law.  like 
liberty,  from  which  it  springs,  is  universally  acknowledged,  and  the  citizenship 
of  the  humblest  becomes  a  sure  protection  against  outrage  and  wrong,  as  was 
Roman  citizenship  of  old.

Washington,  D.  C,  June  xo,  1872. 


The  Pre'^idcnt  and  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Natioti.il  Republican  Cdiuih- 
tion,  at  half  past  one  o'clock  to-day,  proceeded  in  a  body  to  the  Executive 
Mansion  to  formally  and  officially  notify  the  President  of  bis  nomination  by 
the  Republican  party  for  the  oflke  o!  President  of  the  United  States  for  the 
term  ending  Marcli  4,  1877. 

On  reaching  the  Executive  Mansion,  they  were  shown  into  the  President's 
private  parlor.  The  President  immediately  came  in.  an<l  was  personally  tntro- 
diiced  to  each  member  of  the  ofllicial  party  by  Hon.  Thomas  Settle,  who  pre- 
sided over  the  Convention. 

The  ceremony  of  introduction  over,  Mr.  Settle  addressed  the  President 
as  follows: 

Mr.  President:  We  visit  you  to-day  for  the  purpose  of  performing  a 
very  agreeable  duty.  We  come  to  officially  inform  you  of  your  unanimous 
nomination  for  the  Presidency  by  the  National  Republican  Convention  as- 
sembled in  Philadelphia  on  the  6th  instant.  Beyond  making  this  formal  an- 
nouncement, I  do  not  know  that  we  have  anything  to  add. 

Mr.  Settle  then  handed  the  President  the  following  official  letter,  signed 
by  the  officers  of  the  Convention: 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  10.  1872. 

To  ihe  President: 

Sir  :  In  pursuance  of  our  instructions,  we.  the  undersigned.  President 
and  Vice-Presidents  of  the  National  Republican  Convention  held  in  Phila- 
delphia on  the  5th  and  6th  instant,  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  your 
nomination  for  re-election  to  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

As  it  is  impossible  to  give  an  adequate  idea  of  the  enthusiasm  which  pre- 
vailed, or  the  unanimity  which  hailed  you  as  the  choice  of  the  people,  we 
can  only  add  that  you  received  the  entire  vote  of  everv  State  and  Territory. 

Regarding  your  re-election  as  necessary  to  the  peace  and  continued  pros- 
perity of  the  country,  wc  ask  your  acceptance  of  the  nomination.

Well,  gentlemen,  at  present  I  am  not  prei»ared  to  fully  respond  to  your 

letter,  but  will  do  so  soon. 

Judge  Settle.   Thank  you,  sir. 

Mr.  Snmts.  of  Illinois.  I  wish  the  President  of  the  Convention  would 
tell  President  Grant  what  a  superb  Convention  we  had,  and  how  we  have 

never  seen  anything  that  equalled  it. 

Judge  Settle.  My  frienrl  is  aware  that  it  is  not  my  habit  to  make  a 
speech,  and  I  confess  I  do  not  feel  equal  to  the  ta«k  he  suRgesf: 

The  President.  That  is  a  speech  I  like,  i  can  respond  to  that.  It  is 
short  and  to  the  point  [Laughter.] 

Judge  Settle.  Nothing  is  more  certain  than  that  I  should  fail  if  I  at> 
tempted  anything  like  a  description  of  the  Convention.  Mere  words  cannot 
do  the  subject  jtisttrr.  'I'he  enthusiasm,  the  unanimity,  the  f^nVu]  vote  of 
every  State,  the  good  feeling  pervading  the  entire  Convention,  cannot  Ik*  ade- 
quately described,  and  has  not  been,  even  in  the  public  prints.  In  order  to 
fully  appreciate  the  Convention,  the  Prendent  himself  should  have  been  pres^ 
ent.  What  we  now  desire  especially  to  do  is  to  tell  the  President  what  we 
mean  to  accomplish  in  November. 

Mr.  STRoiv\r!T,  of  Alabama.  As  a  representative  of  the  Germans  of 
America,  I  not  only  pledge  the  Stale  of  Alabama  for  you  in  November  by 
a  handsome  majority,  but  I  pledge  you  the  overwhelming  vote  of  8co,ooo 
Germans  in  the  United  States. 

The  President.  It  is  sincerely  gratifying  to  me  to  know  that  after  hold- 
ing for  three  years  the  exalted  office  I  now  occupv,  and  without  any  political 
training  whatever.  I  am  again  endorsed  by  kind  friends  and  former  support- 
ers.   I  am,  of  course,  deeply  grateful. 
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General  Solomon  D.  MnBDtTH.  A  single  word  here  is  appropriate.  The 
nomfaiation  of  President  Grant  is  unprecedented  in  all  the  history  of  the 
United  States.   Every  congressional  district  in  Pennsylvania  was  represented 

in  iho  Convention,  and  cvcrv  ^•^te  was  cast  for  yoii,  Mr.  President.  Never 
iiave  I  seen  before  in  a  nominating  convcnticni  such  unanimity  as  was  exhib- 
ited at  Philadelphia.  It  is  very  flattering  to  you,  sir;  and  now  let  me  say 
for  Indiana  that  she  will  give  you  her  fifteen  electoral  votes.  Til  say  nothing 
now  as  to  the  precise  majority,  hut  of  the  State  you  nuiy  be  sure. 

The  President.  At  any  fate,  General*  don't  let  your  people  vote  but  once 
each.  [Laughter.] 

General  Meredith.  No;  we  shall  give  you  the  State  by  a  handsome  ma- 
jority by  allowing  each  man  to  vote  once  only. 

Similar  assurances  were  made  to  the  President  by  different  members  of 
the  delegation  assenting  in  a  word  or  two  to  what  General  Meredith  had  said. 

Mr.  Stokrs.  The  endorsement  of  General  Grant  at  Philadelphia  is  the 
endorsement  of  a  man  with  good  and  honest  purposes,  and  my  State  of 
Illinois  proposes  to  give  him  a  majority  next  November  of  from  yo,ooo  to 
50,000. 

General  Jorh  P.  Benjamin,  of  Missouri.  You  are  as  well  aware,  Mr. 
President,  as  I  am,  that  disaffection  has  existed  in  the  ranks  of  the  R^ub- 
lican  party  in  Missouri,  but  we  hope  to  give  its  electoral  vote  for  Grant  and 

Wilson. 

Governor  Fairchild,  of  Wi5^con5in,  followed  General  Benjamin,  pledtyiiicr 
the  Stale  of  Wisconsin,  and  similar  pledges  were  made  by  the  representaiive 
from  Michigan  and  by  Mr.  Malord,  of  Virginia. 

Mr.  A.  B.  NorcON,  of  Texas.  Mr.  President:  Every  true  and  loyal  man 
in  Texas  will  give  you  a  cordial  support,  and  for  the  reason  that  no  loyal 
man  can  live  in  Texas  unless  he  has  about  him  the  strong,  protectinj^  arm  of 
the  Government.  We  propose  to  do  now  what  we  did  in  1868,  and  our  whole 
duty  will  be  done  at  the  polls.  If  Horace  Greeley  is  nominated  at  Balti- 
more, Texas  will  give  her  electoral  vote  to  President  Grant. 

Mr.  W.  H.  WiSENEK,  of  Tennessee.  Mr.  President:  It  is  a  great  pleas- 
ure to  me  to  promise  you  that  we  will  make  in  your  behalf  a  gallant  fight  in 
Tennessee.  There  are  many  Democrats  in  my  State  who.  if  called  upon  to 
give  up  their  or}?anization  to  Greeley  and  Brown,  will  prefer  to  capitulate  to 
you,  as  they  did  in  1865. 

This  closed  the  congratulatory  speech-making.  The  President  then  again 
informed  the  committee  that  he  would  read  their  letter,  and  respond  in 
writing. 

The  delegation  then  withdrew. 

Subsequently  the  President's  letter  was  received,  as  follows:

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month,  and  of  iny  unanimous  nomination  for  the  Presidency  by  it.  is  received. 

I  i.ccept  the  nomination,  and  through  you  return  my  heartfelt  thanks  to 
your  e()ii5tititrnts  for  this  mark  of  their  confidence  and  support. 

If  elected  in  November  and  protected  by  a  kind  Providence  in  health  and 
strength  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  high  trust  conferred,  I  promise  the  same 
zeal  and  devotion  to  the  good  of  the  whole  people  lor  the  future  of  my  official 
life  as  shown  in  the  past. 

Past  experience  may  guide  me  in  avoiding  mistakes  inevitable  with  nov- 
ices in  all  professions  and  in  all  occupations. 

WTien  relieved  from  the  responsibilities  of  my  present  trust,  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  successor,  whether  it  be  at  the  end  of  this  term  or  the  next,  I  hope 
to  leave  to  him,  as  Executive,  a  country  at  peace  within  its  own  borders,  at 
peace  with  outside  nations,  with  a  credit  at  home  and  abroad*  and  without 
embarrassing  questions  to  threaten  its  future  prcsperily. 

With  the  expression  of  a  desire  to  see  a  speedy  healing  of  all  bitterness 
of  feeling  between  sections,  parties,  or  races  of  citizens,  and  the  time  wheiv 
the  tiik  of  citizen  carries  with  it  all  the  protection  and  privileges  to  the

After  the  delegation  kft  the  Executive  Mansion  they  proceeded  to  the 
Capitol,  and  assembled  in  the  room  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 
Senator  Wilson  having  entered,  Mr.  Settle  said  that  they  had  a  pleasing  duty 
to  perform  in  acquainting  him  with  his  nomination  for  the  Vice- Presidency 
of  the  United  States,  and  also  in  presenting  him  with  the  ofikial  letter  of  the 
Convention. 

Senator  Wilson  made  the  following  impromptu  reply: 

SENATOR  WILSON'S  RETLY. 

I  will  in  a  day  or  two  give  you  an  answer  in  writing  to  this  communica- 
tion. I  take  this  occasion,  however,  to  thank  yon  and  the  members  of  the 
Convention  you  represent  for  this  manifestation  of  your  confidence.  As  I 
neither  asked  nor  wrote  to  any  member  of  the  Convention  to  five  me  a  vote, 
I  am  the  more  grateful  for  their  generous  .supi)ort.  I  am  prattful.  tuo.  for 
the  friendly  tone  of  the  Republican  press  of  the  counti^.  For  thirty  years, 
in  public  and  in  private  life,  I  have  striven  to  maintam  the  distinguishing 
idea  of  tlu-  Republican  party — the  freedom  and  equality  of  all  men.

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other?.  I  h<ipc  we  shall  al!  strive  to  win  to  our  support  every  honest  and 
patriotic  man  in  the  country;  every  man  true  to  the  rights  of  humanity; 
every  man  who  would  elevate  the  condition  of  the  toiling  millions  and  have 
mir  Republic  become  a  great  Christian  nation,  an  example  to  the  wrrl1 

Let  it  be  understood  that  our  ranks  arc  wide  open  to  receive  all  devoted 
to  the  country,  and  who  would  advance  the  happiness  and  general  well-being 
of  all  section?  of  the  land  and  all  conditions  of  the  people.  We  Repub- 
licans should  offer  the  hand  of  reconciliation  to  all  fair-minded  and  honorable 
men,  and  use  all  legitimate  means  to  achieve  success  for  the^  honor  and  sal- 
vation of  the  country,  a?  wcM  as  for  that  of  the  party  whtdh  saved  the  Uni<m 
and  established  freedom  in  every  part  of  the  land.

Washington,  June  14. 

Hon.  Thomas  SErrur,  President  of  the  Nationai  RepvblkflH  Convention: 
Paul  Sisobach,  Eusba  BAXTER,  H.  S.  SascenTt  and  olhersr  Vice'Prest' 

dents: 

GtNTLEMEN:  Your  note  of  the  loth  instant,  conveying  to  nie  the  action 
of  the  Convention  in  placing  my  name  in  nomination  for  the  <^&ce  of  Vice* 
President  of  the  I'nited  States,  is  before  me.  I  need  not  pivo  you  an  assur- 
ance of  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  high  honor  conferred  on  nie  by  this 
action  of  the  fifth  National  Convention  of  the  Republican  party. 

Sixteen  years  ago,  in  the  same  city,  was  held  the  first  meeting  of  men 
who,  amid  the  darkness  and  doubts  of  that  hour  of  slave-holding  ascendency 
and  aggression,  had  assembled  in  national  convention  to  confer  with  each 
other  on  the  exigencies  to  which  that  fearful  domination  had  brought  their 
country.  After  a  full  conference,  the  highest  point  of  resolve  they  could 
reach,  the  most  they  dared  to  recommend,  was  the  avowed  purpose  to  pro-  / 
hibit  the  existence  of  .slavery  in  the  Territories 

Last  week  the  same  party  met  by  its  representatives  from  thirty-seven 
States  and  ten  Territories,  at  the  same  great  centre  of  wealth,  intelligence, 
and  power,  to  review  the  past,  take  note  of  the  present,  and  indicate  its  line 
of  action  for  the  future.  As  typical  facts  of  the  luadlands  of  the  nation's 
recent  history,  there  sat  on  its  platform,  taking  a  prominent  and  honorahle 
part  in  its  proceedings,  adm'tted  on  terms  of  perfect  equality  to  the  lead- 
ing hotels  of  the  city,  not  only  colored  representatives  of  the  race  which 
was  ten  years  before  in  abicct  slavery,  hut  <ine  of  the  oldest  and  most  prom- 
inent of  the  once  despised  abolitionists,  to  whom  was  accorded,  as  to  no 
other,  the  warmest  demonstration  of  popular  regard  and  esteem,  an  ovation 
not  to  him  alone,  but  to  the  cause  he  had  for  so  many  years  represented,  and 
to  the  men  and  women,  living  and  dead,  who  had  toiled  through  long  years 
of  obliquity  and  self-sacrifice  for  the  glorious  fruition  of  that  hour.  It 
hardly  needed  a  brilliant  summary  of  its  platform  to  set  forth  its  illustrious 
achievements.  The  very  presence  of  those  men  was  alone  significant  of  vic- 
tories already  achievecl,  the  progress  already  made,  and  the  great  distance 
'which  the  nation  had  travelled  between  the  years  1856  and  1872. 

Rut  grand  as  had  been  its  record,  the  Reptd)lican  party  rests  not  on  its 
past  alone;  it  looks  to  the  future  and  grapples  with  its  problems  of  duty 
and  danger.  It  proposes,  as  objects  of  its  immediate  accomplishment,  cnu- 
plete  liberty  and  exact  equality  for  all,  the  enforcement  of  the  recent  amend- 
ments to  the  National  Constitution,  reform  in  the  civil  .service,  the  national 
domain  to  be  set  apart  ft»r  homes  for  the  people,  the  adjustment  of  duties  on 
imjKJrts  as  to  secure  remunerative  wages  to  labor,  the  extension  of  boimties 
to  all  sold'crs  and  sailors  who,  in  the  line  of  duty,  become  disabled,  continued 
and  careful  encouragement  and  protection  to  voluntary  immigration,  and 
guarding  with  zealous  care  the  rights  of  the  adopted  citizens,  the  abolition 
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of  the  franking  privilege,  and  the  speedy  reduction  (jf  tlu-  natii-nnl  debt  and 
the  rates  o^  interest,  and  the  resumption  of  specie  payment,  the  encourage- 
ment of  American  commerce  and  of  ship-buiidinfr,  the  suppression  of  vio- 
lence, and  protection  of  the  ballot  box.  It  also  placed  on  record  the  opinion 
and  purposes  of  the  oarty  in  favor  ot  amnesty,  against  all  forms  of  repudia- 
tion, and  endorsed  the  humane  and  peacefnl  policy  of  the  Administration  in 
regard  to  the  Indians 

But  while  clearly  detining  and  distinctly  announcing  the  policy  of  the 
Republican  party  on  these  questions  of  practical  legislation  and  administra- 
tion, the  Convention  did  not  ignore  the  great  social  problems  which  arc 
pressing  their  claims  for  solution,  and  which  demand  the  most  careful  nnd 
wise  consideration.  Foremost  stands  the  lal>or  question,  concerning  the  rela- 
tions of  capital  and  labor.  The  Republican  party  accepts  the  duty  of  so 
shapinir  Irgislat'on  to  secure  a  full  protectic^n  and  amplest  field  for  cap- 
ital, and  lor  labor,  liie  creation  of  capital,  the  largest  opportunities  and  a 
just  share  of  the  mutual  profits  of  these  two  great  servants  of  civilization. 
To  woman,  too,  and  her  new  demands,  it  extends  the  hand  of  grateful  rec- 
ognition, and  proffers  its  most  respectful  inquiry.  It  recognizes  her  noble 
devotion  to  the  country  and  freedom,  welcomes  her  admission  to  wider  fields 
of  usefulness,  and  commends  her  demands  for  additional  ripht?  to  the  calm 
and  careful  consideration  of  the  nation.  To  guard  well  what  has  already  been 
secured,  to  work  out  faithfully  and  wisely  what  is  now  in  hand,  and  to  con- 
sider questions  which  are  Inominji^  up  to  view  but  a  little  way  before  us,  the 
Republican  party  is  to-day  what  it  was  in  the  gloomy  years  of  slavery,  rebel- 
lion, and  reconstruction — a  national  necessity. 

It  appeal?,  tlicrefore,  for  ?tipport  to  the  pntrintic  and  liberty-Toving,  to 
the  just  and  humane,  to  all  who  would  dignify  labor,  to  all  who  would  edu- 
cate, elevate,  and  lighten  the  burdens  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  toil.  With 
its  ereat  record,  the  work  still  to  be  done  under  the  great  soldier  whose  his- 
toric renown  and  whose  successful  administratioji  for  the  last  three  years 
begot  such  popular  confidence,  the  Republican  party  may  confidently,  in  the 
language  of  the  Convention  you  represent,  start  on  a  new  march  to  victory. 

Having  accepted  for  thirty-six  years  of  life  the  distinguishing  doctrines 
of  the  Republican  party  of  to-day;  having;,  during. years  of  that  period,  for 
their  advancement  subordinated  all  otlier  issues,  acting  in  and  co-operating 
with  polttieal  organizations  with  whose  leading  doctrines  I  sometimes  had 
neither  sympathy  nor  belief;  having  labored  incessantly  for  many  years  to 
found  uiil  I  uibi  up  the  Republican  party,  and  having  during  its  existence 
taken  an  humble  part  in  the  grand  work,  I  gratefully  accept  the  nomination 
thus  tendered,  and  shall  endeavor,  if  it  shall  be  ratified  by  the  people,  faith- 
fully to  perform  the  duties  it  imposes.

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CALLS  AND  PLATFORMS. 


PLATPmu  Adopted  at  Philadblpbia,  1856. 

This  convention  of  delegates,  assembled  in  pursuance  of  a  call  addressed 

to  the  people  of  the  United  State?,  withmit  regard  to  past  political  differ- 
ences or  divisions,  who  arc  opposed  to  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  compro- 
imse»  to  the  policy  of  the  present  Administration,  to  the  extension  of  slavery 
into  free  territory,  in  favor  of  admitting  Kansas  ns  a  free  State,  of  restoring 
the  action  of  the  Federal  Gpvemmcnt  to  the  principles  of  Washington  and 
Jefferson,  and  who  purpose  to  unite  in  presenting  candidates  for  the  offices 
of  President  and  Vice-President,  do  resolve  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  maintenance  of  the  principles  proniulRaled  in  the  Declara- 
tion of  Indcjiciulciice  and  embodied  in  the  Federal  Coiistiuuion  is  essential 
to  the  preservation  of  our  republican  institutions,  and  that  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution, the  rights  of  the  States  and  tlic  union  of  the  States,  shall  be  pre- 
served, that,  with  our  republican  fathers,  we  hold  it  to  be  a  self-evident 
truth,  that  all  men  are  endowed  w  th  the  inalienable  rights  of  life,  liberty, 
and  the  pursuit  of  h:ippinc5<;.  and  that  the  priman,'  nbiect  ;uid  ulterior  design 
of  our  Federal  Government  were  to  secure  tlu  se  rights  tu  ail  persons  within 
its  exclusive  jurisdiction;  that,  as  our  republican  fathers,  when. they  had  abol- 
ished -bvcry  in  all  our  national  territory,  ordained  that  no  person  should  be 
deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property  without  due  process  of  law,  it  becomes 
our  duty  to  maintain  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  against  all  attempts 
to  violate  it  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  slavery  in  the  United  States  by 
positive  legislation  prohibiting  its  existence  or  extension  therein ;  that  we 
deny  the  authority  of  Congrcs  .  of  a  territorial  legislature,  of  any  individual 
or  association  of  individuals,  to  gi\o  legal  existetue  to  slaver^'  in  anv  Terri- 
tory ot  the  United  Slates  wiiile  the  present  Coasiitution  shall  be  maintained. 

2.  That  the  Constitution  confers  upon  Congress  sovereign  power  over  the ' 

Territories;  r,f  the  United  States  for  their  goM  rnment.  and  that  in  the  exer- 
cise of  this  power  it  is  both^  the  right  and  duty  of  Congress  to  prohibit  in 
the  Territories  those  twin  relics  of  barbarism — polygamy  and  slavery. 

3.  That,  while  the  C< institution  of  the  United  States  was  ordained  and 
established  by  the  people  "in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish 
justice,  insure  domestic  tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote 
the  general  wxlfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty."  and  contains  ample 
provi«;ion<;  for  the  protection  of  the  life,  liberty,  and  prnpcrty  of  every  citi- 
zen, the  dearest  constitut'onal  rights  of  the  people  ct  Kansas  have  been 
fraitdutently  and  violently  taken  from  them;  their  territorj'  has  been  invaded 
by  an  armed  force;  spurious  and  pretended  legislative,  judicial,  and  execu- 
tive officers  have  been  set  over  ihcm,  by  whose  usurped  authority,  sustained 
by  the  military  power  of  the  Government,  tyrannical  and  unconstitutional 
laws  have  been  enacted  and  enforced ;  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and 
bear  arni^  has  been  infringed  ;  test-oaths  of  an  extraordinary  an<I  entangling 
nature  have  been  imposed  as  a  condition  of  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage 
and  holding  office;  the  right  of  an  accused  person  to  a  speedy  and  public 
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trial  by  an  impartial  jury  has  been  denied;  the  right  nf  the  penple  to  be 
secure  in  thdr  persons,  houses,  papers,  and  cflfccts,  agamsi  unreasonable 
searches  and  seizures,  has  been  violated:  they  have  been  deprived  of  life, 
liberty,  and  property  without  dne  process  of  law ;  that  the  frcedoni  of  speech 
and  of  the  press  has  been  abridged ;  the  right  to  clioose  their  representatives 
has  been  made  of  no  effect;  murders,  robberies,  and  arsons  have  hetn 
instigated  .irul  encourage*!,  nnd  the  offender^  been  nllnucd  to  go  unpun- 

ished; that  all  these  things  have  been  done  with  the  knowledge,  sanction, 
and  pn  onri'iiu  nt  of  the  present  Administration,  and  that  for  this  high  crime 
aga-n^-t  ihe  Constitution,  the  Union,  and  humanity,  we  arrnif^n  the  Adminis- 
tration, the  President,  his  advisers,  agcuu,  .supporters,  apologi.<its,  and  acces- 
sories either  before  or  after  the  fact,  before  the  country  and  before  the  world ; 
and  that  it  is  our  fixed  purpose  to  bring  the  actual  perpetrator^  nf  these 
atrocious  outrages  and  their  accomplices  to  a  sure  and  condign  punishment 
hereafter. 

4.  That  Kansas  should  be  ininKdiatcly  admitted  as  a  State  of  the  Union, 
with  !h  r  present  free  constitution,  as  at  once  ttie  most  effectual  way  of  se- 
curing  to  her  citizens  the  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and  privileges  to  which 

they  are  entitled,  and  of  ending  the  civil  strife  now  raging  in  her  tirrit^'ry. 

5.  That  the  highwayman's  pica  that  "might  makes  right."  i-mlKHlicd  in 
the  Ostciid  circular,  was  in  every  respect  unworthy  of  American  diplomacy, 
and  wotdd  bring  shame  and  dishonor  upon  any  Government  or  people  that 

gavi-'  It  tl'.vir  sanction. 

6.  That  a  railroad  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  by  the  most  central  and  practica- 
ble route  is  imperatively  demanded  by  the  interests  of  the  whole  country, 
and  that  the  Federal  Government  oitglit  to  render  immediate  and  efficient  aid 
in  its  construction;  and,  as  an  auxiliary  thereto,  to  the  immediate  construc- 
tion of  an  emigrant  route  on  the  line  of  the  railroad. 

7.  That  appropriations  by  Congress  for  the  improvement  of  rivers  and 
harlxirs  r  f  a  national  cliaracter,  required  for  the  accommodatton  and  secur- 
ity of  our  existing  commerce,  are  authorized  by  the  Constitution  and  justified 
by  the  obligation  of  Government  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  its  citi- 
zens. 

8.  That  we  invite  the  affiliation  and  co-operatior.  i  freemen  of  all  par- 
ties, however  differing  from  us  in  other  respects,  in  stip[tort  of  the  principles 
herein  declared;  and,  believing  that  tlie  -spirit  of  our  institutions,  as  well 
as  the  Constitution  of  our  country,  guarantees  liberty  of  conscience  and 
equality  of  rights  among  citizens,  we  oppose  all  legisration  impairing  their 
security.

Resolved,  That  we,  the  delegated  representatives  of  the  Republican 
electors  of  the  United  States,  in  convention  assembled,  in  discharge  of  the 
dutv  we  owe  to  our  constituents  and  our  country,  unite  in  the  following 

declarations: 

1.  That  the  history  of  the  nation,  during  the  last  four  years,  has  fully 

established  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  the  organization  and  perpetuation 
of  the  Republican  party,  and  that  the  causes  which  called  it  into  existence 
are  permanent  in  their  nature,  and  now,  more  than  ever  before,  demand  its 
peaceful  and  constitutional  triumph. 

2.  That  the  maintenance  of  the  principles  promulgated  in  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  and  embodied  in  the  Federal  Constitution,  "that  all  men 
are  created  equal ;  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  creator  with  certain  inalien- 
able rights;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happine<;s; 
that  to  secure  these  rights  governments  are  instituted  among  men,  deriv- 
ing their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed,"  is  essential  to 
the  preservation  of  our  republican  institutions;  and  that  the  Federal  Consti- 
tution, the  rights  of  the  States,  and  the  union  of  the  States  must  and  shall 
be  preserved. 

J.  That  to  the  union  of  the  States  this  natiiMi  owes  its  unprecedented 
increase  in  population,  its  surprising  development,  of  material  resources,  its 
rapid  augmentation  of  wealth,  its  happiness  at  home,  and  its  honor  abroad; 
and  we  hold  in  abhorrence  all  schemes  for  di'-iin'on.  come  frijiii  wliatever 
source  they  may:  and  we  congratulate  the  country  that  no  Republican  mem- 
ber of  Congress  has  uttered  or  cotmtenanced  the  threats  of  disunicm  so 
often  made  by  Democratic  mem?)ers  withom  rebuke,  and  with  applause  from 
their  political  associates;  and  we  denounce  those  threats  of  disunion,  in 
ease  of  a  popular  overthrow  of  their  ascendency,  as  denying  the  vital  prin- 
ciple.- of  a  free  iro\ernment,  and  as  an  avDwal  of  Ci 'ntemplaled  trca'^'Ui  which 
it  is  the  imperative  duty  of  an  indignant  people  sternly  to  rebuke  and  for- 
ever silence. 

4.  That  the  maintenance  inviolate  of  the  rights  of  the  States,  and  espe- 
cially the  right  of  each  State  to  order  and  control  its  own  domestic  institu-

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ance  of  power  on  which  the  perfection  and  endurance  o£  our  political  fabric 
dqiends;  and  we  denotuice  tne  lawless  invasion  by  armed  force  of  the  scdl 
of  any  State  or  Territory,  no  matter  under  what  pretext,  as  among  the  gravest 

of  crimes. 

S  That  Ae  present  Democratic  Administration  has  far  exceeded  our 

worst  apprehensions,  in  its  mcasur^'less  subserviency  to  the  exactions  of  a 
sectional  interest,  as  especially  evinced  in  its  desperate  exertions  to  force 
the  ittfamoos  Lecompton  constitution  upon  the  protestingr  people  of  Kansas ; 
in  construing  the  personal  relation  between  master  and  servant  to  involve 
an  unqualified  property  in  persons;  in  its  attempted  enforcement  everywhere, 
on  land  and  sea,  through  the  intervention  of  Congress  and  of  the  Federal 
r'>;irt  ,  i  f  t'le  extreme  pretensions  of  a  purely  local  interest;  and  in  its  gen- 
eral and  unvarying  abuse  of  the  power  entrusted  to  it  hy  a  confiding  people. 

6.  That  the  people  justly  view  with  alarm  the  reckless  extravagance 
which  pervades  every  department  of  the  Federal  Government  That  a  return 

to  rigid  economy  and  accountability  is  indispensable  to  arrest  the  systematic 

f blunder  of  the  public  treasury  by  favored  partisans;  while  the  recent  start- 
ing developments  of  frauds  and  corruptions  at  the  Federal  metropolis  show 
that  an  entire  change  of  administration  is  imperatively  demanded. 

7.  That  the  new  dogma  that  the  Conslitution.  of  its  own  force,  carries 
slavery  into  any  or  all  of  the  Territories  of  the  United  States,  is  a  danger- 
ous political  heresy,  at  variance  with  the  explicit  provisions  of  that  instru- 
ment itself,  with  contemporanmiT^  exposition,  and  with  legislative  and  judi- 
cial precedent ;  is  revolutionary  in  lis  tendency,  and  subversive  of  the  peace 
and  Barmony  of  the  country. 

8.  '^hnf  the  normal  condition  of  all  the  territory  of  the  United  States  is 
that  of  freedom;  that  as  our  republican  fathers,  when  they  had  abolished 
slavery  in  all  our  national  territory,  ordained  ^that  no  person  should  be 
deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property  without  due  process  of  law,"  it  becomes 
our  duty,  by  legislation,  whenever  such  legislation  is  necessary,  to  maintain 
this  provision  of  the  Constitution  against  all  attempts  to  violate  it;  and  we 
deny  the  authority  of  Congress,  of  a  territorial  legislature,  or  of  any  indi- 
viduals, to  give  legal  existence  to  slavery  in  any  Territory  of  the  United 
States. 

9.  That  we  brand  the  recent  re-opening  of  the  African  slavt  rade,  un- 
der the  mvrr  of  onr  national  f!ag.  pided  hv  perversions  of  judicial  power, 
as  a  cnmc  against  humanity  and  a  burning  shame  to  our  country  and  age; 
and  we  call  upon  Congress  to  take  prompt  and  efficient  measures  for  the  total 

and  final  sttppression  of  that  execrable  traffic. 

10.  That  in  the  recent  vetoes,  by  their  Federal  Governors,  of  the  acts 
of  the  legislatures  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  prohibiting  slavery  in  those  Ter- 
ritories,  we  find  a  practical  illustration  of  the  boasted  democratic  principle 
of  non-intervention  and  popular  sovereignty,  embodied  in  the  Kansas-Ne- 
braska  bill,  and  a  demonstration  of  the  deception  and  fraud  involved  therein. 

11.  That  Kansas  should,  of  right,  be  immediately  admitted  as  a  State 
under  the  constitution   recently  formed  and  adopted  by  her  people  and 

accepted  by  the  House  of  Representatives. 

12.  That  while  providing  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment by  duties  upon  imports,  sound  policy  requires  such  an  adjustment 
of  these  imports  as  to  encourage  the  development  of  the  industrial  interest 
of  the  whole  country;  and  we  commend  that  policy  of  national  exchanges 
which  secures  to  the  workingmen  liberal  wages,  to  agriculture  remurierating 
prices,  to  mechanics  and  manufacturers  an  adequate  reward  for  their  skill, 
labor,  and  enterprise,  and  to  the  nation  comnicrcial  prosperity  and  independ- 
ence 
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13.  That  we  protest  against  any  sale  or  alienation  to  others  of  the  public 
lands  held  by  actual  settlers,  and  against  any  view  of  the  free  homestead 
policy  which  regards  the  settlers  as.  paupers  or  suppliants  for  public  bounty; 
and  we  demand  the  passage  by  Congress  of  the  complete  and  satisfactoty 
homestead  measure  which  has  already  passed  the  House. 

14.  That  the  Republican  party  is  opposed  to  any  change  in  our  natural- 
ization laws,  or  any  State  legislation,  by  which  the  rights  of  citizenship  hith- 
erto accorded  to  immigrants  from  foreign  lands  shall  be  abridged  or  impaired; 
and  in  fxvot  of  giving  a  full  and  eflficient  protection  to  the  rights  of  alt 
classes  of  citizens,  whether  native  or  naturalized,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

15.  1  hat  appropriations  by  Congress  for  river  and  harbor  improvements 
of  a  national  character,  reciuired  for  the  accommodation  and  security  of  an 
existing  commerce,  are  authorized  by  the  Constitution  and  justified  by  the 
obligation  of  Government  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  its  citizens. 

16.  That  a  railroad  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  is  imperatively  demanded  by  the 
interests  of  the  whole  country;  that>the  Federal  Government  ought  to  ren- 
der immediate  and  eflficient  aid  in  its  construction,  and  that,  as  preliminary 
thereto,  a  daily  overland  mail  should  bo  promptly  established. 

17.  Finally,  having  thus  set  forth  our  distinctive  principles  and  views, 
w«  invite  the  co-operation  of  all  citizens,  however  differing  on  other  ques> 
ikms,  who  substantially  agree  with  us  in  their  affirmance  and  support.

The  imdcrsigncd,  who  by  original  appointment,  or  subsequent  dcsigna* 
tion  to  fill  vacancies,  constitute  the  executive  committee  created  by  the  Na- 
tional Convention  held  at  Chicago  on  the  i6th  day  of  May,  if^(<),  do  lurehy 
call  upon  all  qualified  voters  who  desire  the  unconditional  maintenance  of 
the  Union,  the  supremacy  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  complete  suppression 
of  the  existing  rchcllion,  with  the  cause  thereof,  by  vigorous  war  and  all 
apt  and  efficient  means,  to  send  delegates  to  a  convention  to  assemble  at 
Baltimore,  on  Tuesday,  the  7th  day  of  June,  1864,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  for 
the  purpose  of  presenting  candidates  for  the  offices  of  Prcsidrnt  find  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States.  Each  State  having  a  representation  in  Con- 
gress will  be  entitled  to  as  many  dele^tes  as  shall  be  equal  to  twice  the 
number  of  electors  to  which*  Sttch  State  is  entitled  in  the  electoral  college  of 
the  United  States.

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amount  authority  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States;  and 
that.  laying  aside  all  differences  of  political  opinion,  we  pledge  ourselves,  as

vigor  to  the  complete  suppression  of  the  re!)('Il)on,  in  full  reliance  upon  the 
self-sacriticing  jpatriotism,  the  heroic  valor  and  the  undying  devotion  of  the 
American  people  to  their  country  and  its  free  institutions. 

3.  Resolved,  That  as  slavery  was  the  cause,  and  now  constitutes  the 
strength,  of  this  rebellion,  and  as  it  must  be,  always  and  everywhere,  hostile 
to  the  principles  of  republican  Government,  justice  and  the  national  safety 
demand  its  utter  and  complete  extirpation  from  the  soil  of  the  Republic; — 
and  that  whi?c  we  uphold  and  maintain  the  acf;  an*!  pmclaniation'^  hy  which 
the  Government,  in  its  own  defence,  liai  auned  a  death-blow  at  this  gigantic 
evil,  we  are  in  favor,  furthermore,  of  such  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, to  be  made  by  the  people  in  conformity  with  its  provisions,  as  shall 
terminate  and  forever  prohibit  the  existence  of  slavery  within  the  limits  or  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.

their  valor,  and  ample  and  permanent  provision  for  those  of  their  survivors 
who  have  rcretved  disabling  and  honorable  wounds  in  the  service  of  the 
country;  and  that  the  memories  of  those  who  have  fallen  In  its  defence 

shall  be  held  in  grateful  and  everlasting  rememhrance. 

5.  Kt'sohed,  That  we  approve  and  applaud  the  practical  wisdom,  the 
unselfish  patriotism,  and  the  unswerving  fidelity  to  the  Constitution  and  the 
principles  tif  Ameriran  liberty,  with  which  Abraham  Lincrihi  ha^  (lischarcred. 
under  circumstances  of  unparalleled  difficulty,  the  great  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Presidential  office ;  that  we  approve  and  endorse,  as  demanded 
by  the  emerj3:cncy  and  essential  to  the  presLTvation  of  the  nation  and  a'^ 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  the  measures  and  acts  which  he 
has  adopted  to  defend  the  nation  against  its  open  and  secret  foes;  that  we

6.  Resolvt  d,  'Ihni  wv  deem  it  essential  to  tlie  genera!  welfare  that  har- 
mony should  prevail  in  the  National  Councils,  and  we  regard  as  worthy  of 
public  confidence  and  (  Ificia!  trn«t  those  only  who  cordially  iinl<:)r>e  the  prin- 
ciples proclaimed  in  these  resolutions,  and  which  should  characterize  ihe 
administration  of  the  Government. 

7.  Resolved.  That  the  Government  owes  to  all  men  employed  in  its 
armies,  without  regard  to  distinction  of  color,  the  full  protection  of  the  law? 
of  war,  and  that  any  violation  of  these  laws,  or  of  the  usages  of  civilized 
nations  in  time  >f  war.  by  the  rebels  now  in  arms,  should  be  made  the  sub- 
j*ct  of  prompt  and  full  redress. 
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8.  Ri'solvcJ.  That  foreign  immigration,  which  in  the  past  hn-  nrlded  <5o 
much  to  tile  wealth,  development  of  resources  and  increase  oi  power  to  this 
nation — the  asylum  of  the  oppressed  of  all  nations — should  be  fostered  and 
encouraged  by  a  liberal  and  just  policy. 

g.  Hesolved,  That  we  are  in  favor  of  a  speedy  construction  of  the  rail- 
road to  the  Pacific  coast. 

la  Resolved,  That  the  national  faith,  pledged  for  the  redemption  of 

the  public  debt,  must  he  kept  invinlntf,  and  that  for  this  purpc^e  we  recom- 
mend economy  and  rigid  responsibiiity  in  the  public  expenditures,  and  a 
vigorous  and  just  system  of  taxation;  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  loyal 
State  to  sustain  the  credit  and  promote  the  use  of  the  national  currency. 

II.  Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  position  taken  by  the  Government 
that  the  people  of  the  United  States  can  never  regard  with  indifference  the 

attempt  l  f  any  European  Power  to  overthrow  '  v  force  or  to  supplant  b^' 
fraud  the  institutions  of  an^  republican  government  on  the  Western  Conti- 
nent; and  that  they  will  view  with  extreme  jealotisy.  as  menacing  to  the 
peace  and  indepetulcnce  of  tlu-ir  own  country,  the  ifTorts  of  any  sudi  Ptnvcr 
to  obtain  new  footholds  for  monarchical  governments,  sustained  by  foreign 
military  force,  in  near  proximity  to  the  United  States.

The  undersigned,  constitutinij  the  national  committee  dc^icrnated  by  the 
convention  held  at  Baltimore,  on  the  7th  of  June,  1864.  do  appoint  that  a 
convention  of  the  Union  Republican  party  be  held  at  the  city  of  Chicago^ 
on  Wednesday,  the  20th  day  of  May  next,  at  12  o'clock  M.,  for  the  purpo<;e 
01  nonunaiing  candidates  for  the  offices  of  President  and  Vice-President  of 
the  United  States. 

Each  State  in  the  I'nited  Stnte*;  i"?  authorized  to  l)e  represented  in  said 
convention  by  a  number  of  delegates  equal  to  twice  the  number  of  Senators 
and  Representatives  to  which  each  State  is  entitled  in  the  Natioiul  Con- 
gress. 

We  invite  the  co-operation  of  all  citizens  who  rejoice  that  our  great  civil 
war  has  happily  terminated  in  the  discomfiture  of  rebellion;  who  would 
hold  fa?t  the  unity  and  integrity  of  the  Republic,  and  maintain  its  para- 
mount right  to  defend  to  tlie  utmost  its  existence,  whether  imperiled  by  a 
secret  conspiracy  or  armed  force;  of  an  economical  administration  of  the 
public  expenditures;  of  the  compUte  extirpation  of  the  principles  and  policy 
of  slavery,  and  of  the  speedy  reorganization  of  those  States  whose  govern- 
ments were  destroyed  by  the  rebellion,  and  the  permanent  restoration  to  their 
proper  practical  relations  with  the  ("nited  States,  tn  accordance  with  the 
true  principles  of  a  republican  government.

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pLATFokM  Adopted  at  Chicago.  1868. 

The  National  llnicni  Rr-publlcan  party  of  the  United  States  assembled 
in  National  Convention,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  on  the  20th  day  of  May,  i868» 
make  the  following  declaration  of  principles : 

First.  \Vc  coiiKratnlate  the  country  on  the  assured  success  of  the  recon- 
struction policy  of  Congress,  as  evinced  by  the  adoption,  in  a  majority  of  the 
States  lately  in  rebcTlion,  of  constitutions  securing  equal  civil  and 
political  rights  to  all,  and  regard  it  as  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  sus- 
tain those  constitutions,  and  to  prevent  the  people  oi  such  States  from  being 
remitted  to  a  slate  of  anarchy  or  military  rule. 

Second.  The  guarantee  by  Congress  of  equal  suflfrage  to  all  loyal  men  at 
the  South  was  demanded  hy  every  con>icIeratitMi  of  public  safely,  of  grati- 
tude, and  of  justice,  and  must  be  maintained;  while  the  question  of  suffrage 
in  all  the  loyal  States  properly  belongs  to  the  people  of  those  States. 

TuiKii  \\\:  denounce  all  forms  of  repudiation  as  a  national  crime;  and 
national  honor  requires  the  payment  of  the  public  mdebtedness  in  the  utmost 
good  faith  to  all  creditors  at  home  and  abroad,  not  only  according  to  the 
letter,  but  the  spirit  of  the  laws  under  which  it  was  contracted. 

ForRTH.    It  is  due  to  the  labor  of  the  nation  that  taxation  should  be 
equalized  and  reduced  as  rapidly  as  national  faith  will  permit. 

FtFTir.  The  National  debt,  contracted  as  it  has  been  for  the  preservation . 

of  the  UnidU  for  all  time  to  come,  should  be  extended  over  a  fair  period  for 
redemption,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  Congress  to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest 
there<m  whenever  it  can  honestly  be  done. 

Sixth.  That  the  best  policy  to  diminish  our  burden  of  debt  is  to  so  im- 
prove our  credit  that  capitalists  will  seek  to  loan  us  rnnney  at  lower  rate"?  of 
interest  than  we  now  pay,  and  must  continue  to  pay,  so  long  as  repudiation, 
partial  or  total,  open  or  covert,  is  threatened  or  suspected. 

Skvkntii.  The  Govcrimient  of  the  I'v.it' d  States  should  be  administered 
with  the  strictest  economy;  and  the  corruptions  which  have  been  so  shame- 
fully nursed  and  fostered  by  Andrew  Johnson  call  loudly  for  radical  reform. , 

Eighth.  We  profoundly  deplore  the  untimely  and  tragic  death  of  Abra* 
ham  Lincoln,  and  resjrei  the  accession  of  Andrew  Johnson  to  the  Presidency, 
who  has  acted  treacherously  to  the  pet  ple  who  elected  him  and  the  cause 
he  was  pledged  to  support;  has  usurped  his:h  legislative  and  judicial  ftmc- 
tions ;  ha^:  refused  to  execute  the  law-; :  has  used  his  high  office  to  induce 
other  ofticcrs  to  ign()re  and  violate  the  laws;  has  employed  his  executive 
powers  to  render  insecure  the  property,  peace,  liberty,  and  life  of  the  citizen; 
has  abused  the  pardoning  power;  has  denounced  the  Natirna!  Letiislatnre  as 
unconstitutional ;  has  persistently  and  corruptly  resisted,  by  every  means  in 
his  power,  every  proper  attempt  at  the  reconstruction  of  the  States  lately 
in  rebellion;  ha':  perverted  the  public  patTonage  into  an  engine  of  wholesale 
corruption;  and  has  been  justly  impeached  for  high  crimes  and  misdemean- 
ors and  properly  pronounced  guilty  thereof  by  the  votes  of  thirty-five  Sen- 
ators. 

Ninth.  The  doctrine  of  Great  Britain  and  other  European  powers,  that 
because  a  man  is  once  a  subject,  he  is  always  so,  must  be  resisted,  at  every 
hazard,  by  the  United  States,  as  a  relic  of  the  feudal  times,  not  authorized 
by  the  law  of  nations,  and  at  war  with  our  national  honor  and  independ- 
ence. Naturalized  citizens  are  entitled  to  be  protected  in  all  their  rights  of 
citizensftip,  as  th<»uRh  they  were  native  Ik  rn  :  and  no  citt/en  of  the  I'uited 
Stales,  native  or  naturalized,  must  be  liable  to  arrest  and  imprisonment  by 
any  foreisrn  power,  for  acts  done  or  words  spoken  in  this  countiy;  and  if 
so  arrested  and  imprisoned,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  interfere  ia 
his  behalf. 
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Temth.  Of  all  who  were  faithful  in  the  trials  of  the  late  war,  there  were 
none  entitled  to  more  especial  honor  than  the  brave  soldiers  and  seamen  who 
endured  tilt  liardships  of  campaign  and  crui>c-.  and  imperiled  their  lives  in 
the  service  of  the  countnr.  The  bounties  and  pensions  provided  by  law  for 
these  brave  defenders  of  the  nation,  are  obligations  never  to  be  forgotten. 
The  widows  ami  orijhans  of  tlu-  pallant  dead  are  tl;e  wards  of  the  people— 
h  j^.'crcd  legacy  bequeathed  to  tlie  nation's  protecting  care. 

Eleventh.  We  highly  commend  the  spirit  of  magnanimity  and  forgive- 
ness with  which  the  men  who  have  served  the  rebellion,  but  now  frankly  and 

hoiT  «^'tv  co  operate  with  tis  in  rc5tnri:ic:  the  peace  of  the  country,  and  recon- 
strucnng  the  Southern  State  governments  upon  tlie  basis  of  impartial  jits- 
ticc  and  equal  rights,  are  received  hack  into  the  communion  of  the  loyal 
people;  and  we  favor  the  removal  of  the  di^qualihcntions  and  restrictions 
imposed  upon  the  late  rebels  in  the  same  measure  as  the  spirit  of  disloyalty 
will  die  out*  and  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  loyal  people. 

TwEiFTii.  We  recognize  the  great  principles  laid  down  in  tlic  immor- 
tai  Declaration  of  Independence  as  the  true  foundation  of  Democratic  gov- 
ernment; and  we  hail  with  gladness  every  effort  towards  making  these  prin- 
ciples a  living  reality  on  every  inch  of  American  soil. 

Thirtffnth.  Foreign  immigration,  which,  in  the  past,  has  added  so 
much  to  the  wealth,  development  of  resources  and  increase  of  power  to  this 
nation — the  asylum  of  the  oppressed  of  all  nations — should  be  fostered  and 
enconrncred  by  a  liberal  and  just"  policy. 

FoL'kTEENTH.  This  convention  declares^  its^  sympathy  with  all  the  op- 
pressed i>coplcs  which  are  struggling  for  their  rights. 

Call  for  the  Convention  at  Philadelphia,  i9y2. 

The  undersif^ed,  constituting  the  National  Committee  designated  by  the 

convention  li'  Id  at  Chicago  on  the  20tli  of  May,  1868,  hcrchy  call  a  convention 
of  the  Union  Republican  party  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia  on  Wednesday, 
the  5th  day  of  June  next,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  for  the  purpose  of  nominating 
candidates  for  the  ofKces  of  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States. 

Each  State  is  authorized  to  be  represented  in  the  convention  by  delegates 

equal  to  twice  the  number  r)f  Senators  and  Representative*  to  which  it  will 
be  entitled  in  the  next  National  Congress,  and  each  organized  Territory  is 
atfthorized  to  send  two  delegates. 

In  calling  this  convention,  the  Comtnittcc  remind  the  country  that  the 
promises  of  the  Union  Republican  Convention  of  1868  have  been  fulfilled. 
The  States  lately  in  rebellion  have  been  restored  to  their  former  relations 
to  the  Government.  The  laws  of  tlu'  comitry  have  Itcen  faithfully  cvccnted.

Governmental  economy  has  been  illustrated  by  the  reduction,  at  the  same 
lime,  of  the  pi:bHc  debt  and  of  taxation;  and  tlu  funding  of  the  national 
debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  has  been  successfully  inaugurated.  The 
rights  of  nattiralized  citizens  have  been  ijrotected  by  treaties,  and  immtgra* 
tion  encouriged  by  liberal  pro\'isinn^.  The  defender^  of  the  Union  have 
been  gratefully  remembered,  and  the  rights  and  interests  of  labor  recognized. 
Laws  have  been  enacted,  and  are  being  enforced,  for  the  protection  of  per- 
sons and  property  in  all  >ectIon-.  Equal  «;ufTraRe  has  been  engrafted  on 
the  National  Constitution;  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  American  citi- 
zenship have  become  a  part  of  the  organic  law.  and  a  liberal  policy  has 
l>ee:i  adopted  toward  all  who  engaged  in  the  rcMlion.  Complication^;  in  for- 
eign relations  have  been  adjusted  in  the  interest  of  peace  throughout  the 
world,  while  the  national  honor  has  been  maintained.

ciency of  the  public  service,  lo  continue  and  6rtnly  establish  its  funda*

try, and  to  the  prosperity,  and  welfare,  and  honor,  and  safety  of  thy  people. 
Guides  we  beseech  thee,  therefore,  their  efforts  in  the  choice  of  the  men  who 
may  be  commended  or  presented  to  the  confidence  and  suffrages  of  the  people, 
to  the  conception  and  declaration  of  right  principles;  and,  invoking  such  re- 
sults, we  pray  thee  that  national  peace,  governmental  purity,  truth,  justice,  and 
liberty  may  be  established  among  us  for  all  generations.  We  pray  thee  that 
thou  mayest  uphold  and  bless  thy  servant  the  president  of  the  United  States^ 
and  all  others  in  authority.  By  the  help  of  thy  Spirit  may  they  be  inclined  to 
thy  will  and  walk  in  thy  way.  Grant  them  heahh,  and.prosperity,  tmdlong  life. 
For  the  mercies  which  thou  hast  given  n*?  a<!  a  nation,  wc  praise  thee.  We 
pray,  this  morning,  that  thy  work  may  appear  ittiio  thy  servants,  and  thy 
glory  unto  their  children,  and  that  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  may  be 
Upon  us.  Establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands ;  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands* 
establish  thou  it  These  blessings  we  ask  for  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

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The  delegates  having  been  seated,  Governor  Morgan  made  the  opening 
address,  as  follows: 

GOVntNQB  MOBCAN'S  ASDSB88. 

GentUmen  of  iht  Convention:   The  day  and  the  hour  have  arrived- at 

whicli  the  representatives  of  the  Republican  pnrty  were  invited  to  n«?cnible 
to  nominate  candidates  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  Slates ; 
and,  in  obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  Republican  National  Committee,  I 
now  respectfully  ask  that  ynu  will  mnintnin  order. 

In  i8s&,  at  Philadelphia,  in  1600,  at  Chicago,  and  in  iSd^,  at  Baltimore, 
acting  under  the  same  general  authority,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  call  Re> 
puMicnn  conventions  to  order. 

If  I  except  the  action  of  the  convention  of  1864,  the  duties  which  this  in- 
telligent body  has  to  perform,  in  comparison  with  former  ones,  are  the  most 
important  of  all. 

There  is  no  special  or  parliamentary  authority  for  an^  remarks  from  the 
diair.   In  the  nature  of  things,  there  cannot  be  any.  Custom,  only,  is  my' 

excuse  (if  excuse  is  needed)  for  even  a  few  word?. 

In  June,  1864,  we  were  in  tlie  midst  of  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Union.  We  had  great  armies  in  the  field,  but  they  had  achieved  only  partial 
successes,  and  wlun  successful,  always  at  very  great  cost  of  life.  The  bravest 
and  best  of  our  young  men  had  fallen  in  battle  by  tens  and  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands, or  were  in  prison  at-  Andersonville  and  Libhey.  President  Lincoln, 
seventeen  moiulls  prior  to  this,  had  by  proclamation,  hut  only  as  a  war  meas- 
ure, declared  the  slaves  free,  while  tlieir  masters  kept  them  within  their  lines, 
and  held  full  dominion  over  them. 

It  was  then  modestly  suprgested  by  your  chairman  of  tlie  national  com- 
mittee, tnat  the  convention  would  not  discharge  its  whole  duty  unless,  among 
its  resolves,  is  should  declare  for  such  an  amendment  of  the  national  constitu> 
tion  as  would,  when  adopted  hy  the  requisite  nuniher  of  states,  forever  pro- 
hibit African  slavery  on  this  continent.  The  suggestion  was  received  with 
unexampled  enthusiasm  by  the  convention.  The  resolution  to  secure  this  na- 
.  tional  blessing  was  written  in  your  party  platform  on  that  day;  hntli  house; 
of  congress  very  soon  after  passed  the  rcqwred  amendment;  twenty-nine 
sovereign  states  ratified  it;  the  noble  Lmcoln  proclaimed  the  result  to  the 
people; — and  from  that  hour  to  tin-,  "the  >un  has  m  t  r'-an  upon  a  bondman 
nor  set  upon  a  slave"  in  all  this  fair  land.  Not  to  the  North,  not  to  the 
South,  but  to  that  Supreme  Being  atone  who  controls  the  destinies  of  nations 
as  well  a?  the  affairs  of  individuals.  Irt  us  give  all  the  glory.  But  all  this  is 
past,  and  the  past  we  conclude  is  secure. 

Pardon  me,  gentlemen,  if  again,  with  like  modesty.  I  make  a  suggestion 
or  two  bearing  directly  on  the  present.  This  convention  should  emphatically 
demand  the  prompt  and  cdicient  execution  of  those  solemn  promises  of  both 
houses  of  congress,  and  the  president,  to'  redeem  in  coin  the  legal-tender 
obligafion.s  of  the  government  on  the  1st  of  Jamiary.  1870.  and  -iiriufy  its 
Of>position  to  any  modification  or  repeal  of  this  law  that  docs  not  guarantee  a 
Still  earlier  or  better  method  of  returning  to  specie  payment.  Let  no  dootrtful 
word  Ro  out  from  this  convention  upon  the  subject  of  honest  money.  Prices 
are  already  at  a  specie  point.  Stand  firmly  by  your  numerous  resolutions  and 
platforms  a  little  Icmger,  and  your  currency  basis  will  be  transformed  into  a 
coin  ha^is  so  easily  and  naturally  that  ynu  will  he  yl>ur^^  lvcs  surprised  regret- 
ting only,  as  ^ou  will,  that  it  was  not  determined  upon  at  an  earlier  day. 

Resumption  accomplished,  then,  in  all  human  probability,  will  follow  ten 
or  fifteen  years  of  prosperity  equal  to  that  of  any  former  period,  perhaps 
greater  than  the  country  has  yet  seen..  If  you  will,  in  addition,  put  a  plank  in 
your  platfonn  declaring  for  such  an  amendment  of  the  constitution  as  will  ex- 
tend the  presidential  office  to  '-ix  years,  and  make  the  incumbent  ineligible  for 
re-election,  you  will  deserve  the  gratitude  of  the  American  people. 
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As  the  mariner,  when  tossed  for  many  days  in  thick  wcaihtr.  avails  him- 
self of  the  earhest  glance  of  the  sun  to  ascertain  how  far  the  elements  have 
driven  him  from  his  true  course,  so  in  Ukc  manner,  nt  the  end  of  one  huiulred 
years  from  the  fouiidauon  of  our  government,  we  too  have  come  from  the 
north,  the  south,  the  east,  and  the  west,  to  take  a  political  observation  for 
the  purpose  of  amending:  and  improving  our  ?:ystcm  of  national  government. 
80  far  as  improvement  is  really  necessary  and  pohsible.  With  this  view  we 
have  come  to  this  great  and  beautiful  city  of  Cincinnati,  on  the  bnnk>  of 
the  grand  but  placid  Ohio,  containing  nearly  three  hundred  thousand  soids. 
and  where  we  now  find  every  luxury  that  wealth,  nature,  or  art  can  produce, 
but  where  not  even  a  log  catim  had  been  erected  or  a  white  man  born  when 
our  government  was  organized 

The  last  three  national  conventions  of  our  party  have  had^  indicated  to 
them,  in  advance,  the  names  of  the  candi  lates  for  the  national  ticket,  so  that 
they  have  been  but  little  else  than  ratification  meetings  of  ilccrees  that  had 
been  made  by  the  people,  merely  putting  in  form  that  wliich  liad  already  been 
deci<le(l  upon.  I  allude  to  President  Lincoln's  second  nomination,  and  to  the 
nominati'  n  and  renomination  of  the  splendid  soldier  and  patriot,  General 
Grant.  But  such  a  state  of  things  no  longer  exists.  There  appears  to  be 
at  the  present  time  no  one  to  whom  the  unerring  finger  points  as  the  only 
candidate.  There  seems  to  be  no  man  rising  so  far  above  all  others  as  to 
cause  exultant  voices  to  exclaim, — "1  hou  art  the  man  I  ' 

1  he  consequence  is.  that  many  distinguished  names  among  our  party 
friends  liave  been  mentioned  as  candidates,  and  will  be  bronglu  before  the 
convention  when  the  proper  time  arrives  for  making  nominations,  i  hereforp 
it  is  that  I  have  cxi're>  ed  ni\selt  as  seeing  greater  responsibilities  resting 
upon  the  delegates  to  this  Cincinnati  convention  than  upon  any  or  all  that  have 
preceded  it. 

The  history  of  the  Republican  party  funii-lu-s  abundant  evidence  of  its 
desire  that  the  government  -hall  bo  administered  with  honesty  and  economy, 
and  a>;  a  means  to  that  end  that  the  civil  service  should  l»e  elevated  by  the 
introduction  of  all  needful  and  proper  reforms.  With  such  a  history,  and 
at  a  time  like  the  present,  it  cannot  be  doubter!  that  the  choice  of  the  conven-  ,  ' 
tion,  will  tall  on  some  one,  whomsoever  he  may  be,  clearly  committed  on  this 
question — not  only  by  his  expressed  opinions,  but  also  by  his  public  life  and 
conduct. 

I  will  not  further  anticipate  the  action  of  this  honorable  body,  except 
to  say  that  the  firm  support  on  the  part  of  the  nominees  of  all  the  recent 

amendments  to  the  national  con->titution,  and  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  all  other  principles  involved  in  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union, 
must  aNo  l)e  regarded  as  the  pre-requisites  for  the  high  ofllces  of  President 
and  Vice-President  of  the  I'm'ted  States.  With  this  accomidi>hed,  it  will 
be  the  highest  duty,  and  should  be  the  greatest  plca<>ure,  for  all  in  authority 
to  extend  the  warm  hand  of  felTowship  to  all  good  citifens  of  this  Union, 
and  a?  rapidly  as  possible  to  forgive  atid  to  forget  the  recent  past,  and  to  do 
every  act  lo  make  us  satisfied  to  be  and  remain  in  fact,  as  we  are  in  name,  one 
people,  one  country. 

It  is  fif  and  proper.  ctt!7cn<^  of  Cincinnati,  that  the  Republican  National 
Convention,  in  this  centennial  year,  should  be  held  in  your  city  and  under 
your  auspices,  as  you.  quite  as  fully  as  any  other  locality,  represent  in  your- 
.«;e!ves  the  influstry.  the  enterprise,  the  sublimity,  and  the  gnmdeuf  of  our 
country  s  growth  and  greatness. 

TBMFOKARY  CHAIRNAN. 

Gov.  Morgan.  I  am  further  requested  by  the  national  committee  to  make 
a  nomination  of  the  temporary  presiding  officer  of  the  convention,  and  there< 
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fore  nominate  the  Hon.  Theodore  M.  Pomeroy,  of  New  York,  for  that  office. 
{Applause.]  • 

The  question  having  been  put,  Governor  Morgan  declared  Mr.  Pomeroy 
chosen,  and  designated  Governor  Baldwin*  of  Michigan,  and  Governor  Van 
Zandt,  of  Rhode  Island,  to  conduct  the  temporary  president  to  the  chair. 

On  the  arriva!  of  the  gentleman  on  the  ?taRe  with  the  temporary  chair- 
man. Governor  Mors'ii  sniH. — "T  now  present  to  you  the  Hon.  Theodore  M. 
Pomeroy,  of  Ntw  York."    [Renewed  applause.] 

ADDRESS  OP  THE  TEMPQltARY  CHAIRMAN. 

Mr.  Pomeroy  spoke  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Ctniveni'wn:  I  thank  you  most  heartily  for  the  com- 
pliment conferred  by  calling  me  to  preside  over  the  temporary  organization  oi 
this  convention. 

I  have  been  SO  long  withdrawn  from  practical  participation  in  political 
affair«.  that  it  is  in  ohrdience  to  custom,  rather  than  my  own  inclination, 
that  I  occupy  tvcii  a  few  minutes  of  your  time  in  the  consideration  of  the 
political  situation,  and  of  the  principles  so  long  and  so  sii  1>  entrusted 

to  the  kcepincT  of  the  Republican  party.  Events  have  chased  each  other  so 
rapidly,  from  the  inauguration  of  I'lesident  Lincoln  to  the  closing  year  of  the 
administration  of  General  Grant,  fraught  with  such  fundamental  changes  in 
the  ufinle  thcnry  and  practice  of  government,  that  the  consideration  of  them, 
in  the  briefest  manner,  is  precluded  upon  an  occasion  such  as  this.  Brief 
as  may  be  considered  the  existence  of  the  Republican  party,  none  other  in  the 
history  of  the  nation  has  for  so  long  a  consecutive  period  controlled  its  gov- 
ernment without  encountering  popular  defeat ;  and  still,  notwithstanding  pop- 
ular jealousy  of  political  ascendency  long  continued  by  any  party,  it  is  in 
the  power  of  this  convention  to  designate  the  coming  President  of  the  United 
States.  [.Applause.]  Our  folly  may  concede  what  the  wisdom  of  the  opposi- 
tion cannot  achieve,— our  defeat  at  the  polls  in  November;  but  such  defeat 
can  come  from  no  other  source.  We  are  met  here,  not  as  contending  fac- 
tions within  the  party  to  test  under  various  leaderships  our  relative  strength, 
but  as  representatives  accepting  a  high  responsibility  to  extract  from  the 
crucible  of  conflicting  opinions  that  type  of  American  statesmanship  which 
shall  be  accepted  as  the  worthy  embodiment  of  the  principles  of  the  party. 
JApplause.]  Men  as  well  as  measures  are  to  be  weighed  in  the  balance  dur- 
ing the  coming  canvass,  and  neither  mu=;t  be  found  wanlinj:^  secure  suc- 
cess. [Applause.]  The  Republican  party  cannot  continue  to  live  by  reason 
of  its  splendid  achievements  in  the  past,  nor  the  Democratic  party  expect  to 
be  returned  to  power  upon  its  glittering  promises  of  reform  in  the  future. 
[.Applause.)  The  former  party  has  btit  to  present  men  representative  of  its 
principles ;  the  latter  must  discover  both  its  principles  and  its  men.  [Ap- 
plause.] In  former  days,  when  party  ties  were  firmer,  when  the  immediate 
pressure  of  impending  national  calamity  hedged  us  about  and  compciied  party 
fidelity,  the  platform  carried  along  the  man.  whomsoever  he  might  bt  Party 
ties  are  looser  now,  and  no  platform  is  buoyant  enough  to  Doat  an  unworthy 
candidate.  [Applause.] 

The  necessity  for  the  continuance  of  the  administrative  policy  of  the  Re- 
publican party,  while  not  so  apparent  in  immediate  results,  is  as  command- 
ing respecting  future  conseqticiices  as  at  any  tune  in  its  history.  W<e  are 
told  that  it  has  accomplished  its  mission,  and,  therefore,  has  no  longer  claim 
to^  live.  Well,  if  it  has,  and  the  time  for  its  dissolution  has  come,  it  can  die 
triumphantly,  like  the  apostle  of  old,  exclaiming, — "I  have  fought  a  good 
fight;  I  have  kept  the  faith."   [Immense  and  continued  applause.}   It  has 
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fulfilled  many  missions.  It  fulfilled  the  mission  of  its  birth  tit  iieutraiizins 
the  disastrous  effects  of  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise,  in  saying 
freedom  to  the  great  territories  of  the  North-west,  and  in  bringing  Califor- 
nia into  the  sisterhood  of  states,  undefiled  by  slavery,  and  adorned  like  a  bride 
in  the  glitter  of  her  golden  promise  f  Applause.)  It  fulfilled  th^  mission 
of  its-  youth  in  accepting  the  "irrepressible  conflict,"  and  it  was  a  mission 
worth  living  for  to  nave  saved  a  nationality  like  ours;  to  have  freed  four 
million  slaves  and  raised  them  to  the  dignity  of  American  citizenship,  and 
to  have  rcc* mqructed  the  federal  constitution  so  as  to  place  the  liberties  of 
the  citizen  and  the  credit  of  the  nation  upon  foundations  strong  enough  to 
endure  anything  except  the  imbecility  of  a  Democratic  administration.  [Loud 
applause  ]  The  mission  of  the  manhood  of  the  Republican  party,  our  mis- 
sion of  to-day,  IS,  to  establish  on  sure  foundations  and  make  secure  for  the 
coming  ages  the  fruits  of  the  war-debt,  and  taxation  thtbugh  which  the  pres- 
ent has  been  achieved.  The  benefits  to  be  derived  to  the  individual  citizen 
from  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  constitutional  amendments  are  to  be  secured 
through  such  ap|)ropriate  legislation  as  congress  may  devise.  I  ask  the 
frccdnicn  <if  (!k-  South,  if  they  are  ready  to  accept  the  Democratic  party  as 
the  source  of  power  [Voices — "No!"  "No!"  Speaker — I  know  it.]  from 
which  is  to  flow  the  appropriate  legislation  to  give  effect  to  those  amendments. 
I  ask  a  candid  public,  if  the  only  anarchy  that  exists  in  the  South  to-day  is 
not  the  anarchy  caused  by  the  opposition  of  the  Democratic  party,  as  such, 
to  the  principles  adopted  in  the  work  of  reconstruction,  and  now  a  funda- 
mental part  of  the  law  of  the  land.  Tlie  Democratic  party  claims  to  accept 
the  situation  respecting  the  sacredness  of  tlie  national  debt  and  the  inviola- 
bility of  the.  national  credit,  and  yet  $20,000,000  of  taxation  will  not  make 
pood  the  annual  loss  to  the  .American  people,  from  the  undefined  and  unde- 
finable  attitude  and  intentions  of  that  party  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  the  public  debt. 

In  the  prosecution  of  the  war  to  o\  (  rthro\v  the  rrbellion.  for  the  purpose 
of  procuring  the  ready  money  to  pay  the  army  and  the  navy,  and  to  provide 
the  immense  materia!  of  war,  it  became  necessary  to  suspend  specie  payment, 
and  to  make  a  forced  loan  from  the  jieople.  by  declaring  the  greenback  a 
legal  tender  in  payment  of  public  and  private  indebtedness;  and  yet,  while 
claiming  to  be  in  favor  of  resumption  of  specie  payment  at  some  indefinite 
lime,  and  li>  means  of  some  indefinite  process,  although  eleven  \ear->  have 
elapsed  since  the  close  of  the  war,  the  Democratic  party  bitterly  opposes 
the  payment  of  the  forced  loan,  or  the  taking  of  the  first  practical  step  toward 
assuming  our  position  among  the  solvent  nations  of  the  ctviliaed  world. 
[Applause.] 

No,  gentlemen,  the  late  war  was  not  a  mere  pri^e-fight  for  national 

supremacy  h  w.ih  the  outgrowth  of  the  conflict  of  irreconcilable  mora, 
social,  and  political  forces.  Democracy  had  its  Jot  with  the  moral,  social, 
and  political  forces  of  the  cause  which  was  lost:  the  Republican  party  with 
those  which  triumphed  and  snrvi\  ed.  The  preservation  of  the  results  of  that 
victory  devolves  upon  us  here  and  now.  Democracy  has  no  tradition of  the 
past,  no  impulses  of  the  present,  no  aspirations  for  the  future  fitting  it  for 
this  task.  The  reaction  of  1874  has  already  spent  itself  in  a  vain  effort  to 
realize  the  situation.  It  has  simply  demonstrated  that  no  change  in  the 
machinery  of  the  government  can  be  had  outside  of  the  Republican  party 
without  drawing  \\ith  it  a  j>ractical  nullification  of  the  great  work  of  recon- 
Struction,  financial  chaos,  and  administrative  revolution.  The  present  house 
of  representatives  has  succeeded  in  nothing  except  the  development  of  its 
own  incapacity.  [Applause].  From  the  inception  of  the  Repuldican  party, 
in  iS5§,  it  has  kept  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  times,  accepting  each  added 
resonsibility  of  war,  emancipation,  taxation,  and  reconstruction,  till  the  bright- 
est pages  of  American  history  are  but  the  ]ife>story  of  the  Republican  party. 
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[Applause.]  Of  the  whole  mass  of  its  constitutional  an^endments  and  leg- 
tslative  enactments,  it  takes  the  responsibility  without  apology.  It  has  often  ' 
erred,  but  it  has  never  failed  to  act,  and  through  its  action  the  nation  has  lived, 
lliere  has  been  corruption ;  but  when  it  was  discovered,  the  order  went  fortht 
"Let  no  guilty  man  escape."  [Loud  applause.}  Gentlemen,  that  order  has 
been  txecntcd.  [Renewed  applause.]  There  has  been  want  of  harmony; 
but  a  piatiorm,  unwavering:  in  its  declaration  of  principles,  with  candidates* 
worthy  of  it,  will  weld  together,  as  of  old,  into  an  tmconqtierable  army,  the 
great  Iiberty-loving,  law-abiding  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  Unitetl  States, 
and  stamp  with  enduring  success  the  results  of  the  deliberations  of  this  con- 
▼enticin.  [Great  applause.]  Again  thanking  you,  gentlemen,  I  inquire.  What 
is  the  fdeASure  of  the  convention? 

Mr.  David  Atwood,  of  Wisconsin.   I  offer  the  following  resolution: 
Resok'ed.  Thnt  Irving  M.  Bean,  Esq.,  of  Wisconsin,  and  Gen.  H.  H. 
Bingham,  of  Pennsylvania,  serve  as  temporary  secretaries  of  this  convention. 

The  resolution  was  read  and  adopted,  and  the  chair  requested  the  secre- 
taries to  take  their  seats. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Howard,  of  Michigan.   By  request  of  the  national  commit- 
tee,  with  the  entire  assent  of  the  local  committee,  and  by  the  earnest  reqitest 
of  the  Michigan  dele(?ation.  T  wish  to  present  the  name  of  Gen.  E.  W.  Hinks,  • 
of  Wisconsin,  for  scrgtant-at-arms  of  this  convention.    He  is  a  man  cov- 
ered  all  over  with  sears,  and  I  hope  that  he  will  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

A  vote  was  taken,  and  the  chairman  declared  General  Hinks  elected. 

Dr.  LoRiNC,  of  Massachusetts,  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Rcsolt  i'd .  Thnt  the  roll  of  the  states  nTvl  territories  be  called,  and  the 
chairman  oi  eacli  delegation  announce  the  names  of  the  persons  selected 
to  sen'e  on  the  following  committees  as  each  committee  is  named  by  the 
chair:  i.  The  Committee  on  Credentials.  2.  The  Committee  on  Perma- 
nent Organization.  3.  The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business.  4. 
The  Comimittee  on  Resolutions. 

The  question  being  put,  the  resolution  was  declared  adopted. 

The  Chahu   Pursuant  to  the  resolution,  the  secretary  will  call  the  roll 

of  states. 

Mr.  S.  B.  DuTCHER,  of  New  York.    I  would  inquire  if  that  motion  in- 
cludes the  territories. 

The  Chau.  It  does. 

DuTCHEK.    Then  I  move  to  reconsider  the  motion. 

Mr.  .Albkight.  of  Pennsylvania.    I  move  to  l:iv  that  motion  on  the  table. 

The  Chair  put  this  motion,  and  declared  that  Mr.  Dutcher's  motion  to 
reconsider  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  S.  L.  WooDFmD^  of  New  York.  I  desire  to  ask  if  the  roll  of  the 
states  where  there  is  a  contest  will  be  called. 

The  Chair.  The  convention  has  given  no  direction  in  respect  to  that. 
I  prc'^time  as  the  states  are  called,  when  we  come  to  States  where  there  are 
contests,  that  question  will  be  decided. 

Mr.  CuiiDACK,  of  Indiana.   Is  it  propu^ed  to  call  the  roll  for  each  of 
these  several  committees? 

The  Chair.  It  was  so  ordered.  They  can  be  called  in  mass. 

Mr.  Cum  BACK.    I  move  that  as  the  states  are  called  they  respectively 
announce  their  member  for  each  of  the  committees. 
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The  Chaik.  There  i«  no  nhjecticn.  and  the  Chair  CDnsidcrs  that  tiie 
motion  is  adopted,  ihc  gentlemen  will  therefore  nominate  the  different 
committees  ftt  one  time.

A  DF-i.EGATr  from  Pennsylvania.  There  is  no  propriety  in  that,  because 
the  Committee  on  Organization  should  select  the  vice-presidents. 

Mr.  DuTCHBa.  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  roll-call  was  begun,  Alabama  being  first  called,  and  announcing  as 

member  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  George  Turner.  Before  the  names 
of  Alabama's  members  of  the  other  committers  had  been  annoimccd. 

Mr.  WnoDFORD,  of  New  York  said, — It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  mani- 
fest impropriety  in  allowing  those  states  or  territories  where  there  may  be 
contests  as  to  the  proper  delegation,  to  name  members  of  the  committee,  and 
1  think  that  either  by  unanimous  consent  or  by  some  amendment  of  the  res- 
olution the  usual  {larliamentary  rule  should  be  adopted —that  when  a  stntc 
is  reached  where  there  contesting  (UK [ration«,  that  state  or  rerritnr\'  should 
be  pr>«"=c<!  on  the  roll-call.

Mr.  W(K)nFOKD    I  accept  the  aiiieiidtnei-.t  of  the  gentleman  from  Indiana. 

The  question  being  put  by  the  chair,  the  motion  of  Mr.  Woodford,  as 
ihus  amended,  was  agreed  to. 

The  secretaries  proceeded  with  the  rolNcall.  passing  Alabama  under  the 
above  motion,  and  calling'  Arkansas.  It  being  difficult  to  get  the  names  cor* 
rectly  as  they  were  announced  by  the  chairmen  of  t!ie  delegations,

Mr.  Edward  McPherson,  of  Pennsylvania.  I  offer  the  following  res- 
olution: 

Resolved,  That  when  this  convention  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet  at 
eleven  o'clock  to-morrow  morning,  and  that  immediately  upon  the  meet- 
ing of  the  convention  it  shall  proceed  to  nominate  candidate  for  the  office 
of  President  of  the  United  States;  that  two  speeches  of  presentation  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  minutes  each,  or  one  speech  of  twenty  minutes,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  friends  of  the  respective  candidates,  be  permitted,  and  that  thereojioil 
the  convention  will  proceed  to  make  the  nomination." 

General  Hawley,  of  Connecticut.  I  move  the  reference  of  that  resolu- 
tion to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business. 

Agreed  to. 

The  chairman  announced  that  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Permanent 
Organization  would  be  held  immediately  in  a  room  adjoining  the  hall. 

Judge  DiTTENHOFER,  of  New  York.   On  behalf  of  the  National  German 

Rei)nl)!icpii  Convention  recently  assembled  in  this  city,  over  which  I  had 
the  honor  to  preside,  and  in  which  twenty  states  were  represented,  I  desire 
to  present  the  following  resolutions,  which  I  will  send  up  to  the  secretary. 
Without  desiring  to  discuss  them,  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  coti- 
vention  to  but  three  of  them :  first,  the  resolution  in  view  of  the  receiu  deci- 
sion of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  declaring  state  legislation 
on  the  subject  of  emigration  iincoMstitutional.  and  that  the  national  govern- 
ment, should  alone  legislate  on  that  subject;  second,  demanding  the  revi- 
sion of  the  treaties  beiween  the  foreign  countries  affecting  naturalization  and 
expatriation;  and,  third,  dcinatiding  unsectarian  schools  [apolause]  and.  taxa- 
tion of  church  property  [renewed  applause],  as  recommended  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  in  his  recent  message.  [Renewed  applause.]  I 
ask  the  permission  of  this  convention  that  a  committee  of  three,  of  which 
the  Hon.  Mr.  Wolf,  of  Washington,  is  chairman,  attend  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  and  present  them. 
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The  resolutions,  which  were  read  from  the  stncre.  were  as  follows: 

The  German  Republican  delegates  of  the  United  States,  in  convention 
assembled,  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  June  I2th  and  13th,  1876,  hav*  adopted 
the  following  declaration  of  principles  for  the  coming  campaign,  and  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  National  Republican  Convention  for  their  favorable 

consideration : 

1.  We  declare  our  tmatterable  alleipance  to  the  principles  of  the  Repttb- 
lican  party,  recognizing  in  their  perpettiation  the  only  safeguard  of  the  re-  - 

public. 

2.  Free,  non-sectarian  schools,  compulsory  education,  taxation  of  church 
property,  as  expressed  in  the  late  message  of  the  President  of  the  United 

States. 

3.  No  recognition  of  any  system  of  worship  by  the  state  or  Federal  gov- 
ernment  Sunday  being  recognized  by  the  individual  and  not  by  the  consti* 

tution  of  the  United  Slates,  to  enforce  the  legislation  seeking  to  abridge  the 
personal  rights  of  the  citizens  with  respect  to  its  "observings"  is  unconsti- 

4.  The  protection  of  the  immigrant  by  the  Federal  power  is  an  indis- 
pensable  nece'sity.  Legislation  fostering  and  protecting  tins  important  factor 
m  the  pros^rity  of  the  republic  must  be  at  once  devised,  in  view  of  the 
recent  decision  of  the  supreme  court  declaring  state  legislation  unconstitu- 
tional. 

5.  In  a  republic  there  can  be  but  one  class  of  citizens.  The  law  must 
give  the  same  protection  abroad  as  at  home.  Any  discrimination  between 
those  adopted  and  those  native  born  is  unjust,  and  .'■uch  legislation  savors  of 
Know-\othinR!«m,  and  is  unworthy  of  American  statesmanship; — tlierefore 
wc  demand  a  revision  of  the  existmg  treaties  with  foreign  governments,  espe- 
cially that  of  Germany,  affecting  naturalization  and  expatriation. 

6.  The  honor  and  integrity  of  the  republic  lie  primarily  in  a  regulated 
system  of  civil  service,  based  on  moral  character  and  capacity,  and  not  solely 
on  political  service. 

7.  Opposition  to  all  inflation  and  repudiation  heresies,  and  no  step  back* 
ward  on  the  road  to  resumption 

8.  The  maintenance  of  every  amendment  to  the  constitution  by  the  Fed- 
eral power,  and  especially  the  rigid  enforcement  of  every  law  affecting  dtU 
sens  South. 

g.   The  nation  is  supreme,  and  not  the  state. 

The  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Re'^ohitions. 
The  Chair.    The  following  communication  has  been  handed  to  the  chair 
and  will  be  read  by  the  secretary. 

Tht  communication  was  read  as  follows: 

To  tlu'  Hon.  the  President  of  the  ffaHonal  Republican  Convention: 

The  courtesy  of  the  reading-room  and  library  of  the  Young  Men's  Mer- 
cantile Library  of  Cincinnati  is  cordially  extended  to  the  delegates  of  the  con- 
vention.

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A  Delegate  from  Missouri.   I  move  that  the  convention  now  adjourn 

until  four  o'clock. 

Gov.  Van  Zakdt,  of  Rhode  Island.  I  hope  not  until  after  the  Committee 
on  Peimanent  Organization  shall  have  reported 

A  DiLECATB  from  New  York.  I  trust  that  the  convention  will  not  ad- 
journ.  We  can  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization. 

and  then  adjourn  until  to-morrow  morninp. 

At  I  :25  P.  M.,  while  the  Severn!  cominittcts  were  retiring^  the  conven- 
tion took  an  informal  recess,  and  the  band  struck  up. 

At  2  P.  M.  the  convention  was  again  called  to  order  by  the  Chair. 
Mr.  J.  W.  Mason,  of  New  York.  I  offer  tfie  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion: 

Wliercas,  We  still  remember  with  jrr.ititndc  the  services  of  the  loyal 
women  of  the  coimtry  during  the  late  war,  and  their  devotion  in  the  hos^i> 
tals  of  the  North,  and  their  fidelity  to  the  nation  in  many  of  the  disputed  dis> 

tricts  of  the  Smtth;  and, 

Whereas,  i'he  Republican  party  has  always  advocated  the  extension  of 
human  freedom ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  \vc  favor  tlic  bestowal  of  equal  civil  and  political  rights 
on  all  loyal  citizens  of  the  I'nited  Stales,  without  regard  to  sex. 

Mr.  CJfor(;e  William  Ci  ktis,  of  New  York.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  hold  in 
my  hand  an  address  of  the  Republican  Reiorni  Club  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  which  I  have  been  requested  to  lay  before  this  convention,  and  to  ask 
leave  that  it  shall  be  read.  I  therefore  move  you,  sir,  that  the  address  which 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  be  now  read  to  the  convention. 

Objected  to. 

The  Ch.\ik.  The  c:entleman  from  New  York  states  in  his  place  that  he 
has  an  address  from  the  Republican  Reform  Club  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
which  he  desires  to  have  read.  Objection  is  made,  and  the  question  before 
the  convention  is,  ''Shall  the  address  be  read?" 

The  question  being  put,  was  decided  in  the  afErmative. 

Mr.  Curtis,  in  response  to  repeated  calls,  ascended  the  platform  and  read 
the  following: 

ADDRESS  OF  THE  BEPORII  CLUBt  OP  NEW  YORK. 

To  the  Republican  National  Convention  of  1876: 

'I'he  Repiil)lican  Reform  Club  of  the  city  <  f  N\\v  York  pray  yoTi  to  con- 
sider our  respectful  declaration  of  what- we  deem  necessary  to  make  the  Re- 
publican party  deserve  and  obtain  success  in  this  state,  which  is  conceded 
to  be  the  principal  liattle-ground  r,{  the  cama.^s.  and  in  which  the  apparent 
Strength  of  the  Democratic  and  Republican  parties  is  nearly  equal. 

We  believie  that  the  people  wish  to  keep  the  Republican  party  in  power 
only  upon  conditirn  that  a  new  Federal  administration  shall  fulfill  the  prom- 
ises which  were  given  by  the  Republican  National  Convention  of  1872.  With- 
out pausing  to  argue  whether  they  do  demand  something  more,  certainly  they 
will  insist  upon  nothing  lebs.  One  of  those  promises  committed  the  Repub- 
lican party  to  a  speedy  resumption  of  specie  payments,  and  another  com- 
mitted it  to  a  thorough  reform  of  the  civil  service.  But  the  only  measure 
that  lias  been  enacted  toward  fulfilling  the  first  promise  is  a  statute  which 
pledges  the  honor  of  the  nation  to  redeem  its  paper  currency  with  specie 
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on  the  ist  of  January,  1879:  and  the  second  promise,  after  some  beneficent 
experiments,  has  been  evenly,  wilfully,  and  totally  broken  by  congress  and  the 
President. 

The  long  delay  to  resume  specie  payments  keeps  the  business  of  the 

country  depressed.  Confidence  is  essential  to  prosperity.  There  cannot  be 
confidence  without  a  stable  measure  of ^  value,  and  the  only  stable  measure 
is  gold.   The  neglect  to  reform  the  civil  service  exposes  <he  people  to  a 

greater  peri!,  for  it  encourages  office-holder';  to  conspire  to  keep  their  places 
without  regard  to  their  fitness  for  theni.  We  leave  the  Republicans  of  other 
states,  who  are  suffering  from  this  grievance,  to  tell  you  their  own  story. 
Speaking  for  the  state  of  Xcw  Y(irk.  we  testify  to  you  of  our  own  knowledge 
and  experience,  that  Federal  ofticc-holders  have  here  usurped  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Republican  party,  and  abu<e  it  to  exclude  large  classes  of  its 
members  from  any  voice  in  its  councils;  that  they  treat  the  tenure  of  their 
ofllccs  as  depending  on  the  caprice  of  the  Republican  senator  from  this  state, 
because  he  is  the  patron  who  dictated  their  appointment,  and  not  on  the  will 
of  the  President  or  the  people;  and  that  they  have  banded  themselves  into 
an  odi  us  and  intolerable  oligarchy  which  menaces  the  very  system  of  our 
government. 

W'f  believe  that  a  jrreat  majority  of  the  perprc  deeply  and  justly  distrust 
the  motives  which  animate  the  Democratic  party  and  the  influences  which 
guide  it:  that  they  arc  not  reasonably  hopeful  of  reform  at  its  hands;  and 
that  they  alwny;  will  be  reluctant  to  confide  the  Ft  deral  government  to  any 
party  which  is  controlled  by  men  who  assailed  the  Union  ihcnisclves,  or 
sympathized  with  its  assailants.  Nor  is  this  distrust  inconsistent  with  fra- 
ternal feeling  to  our  fellow-citizens  who  were  recently  in  rebellion.  But  it  is 
neither  honest  nor  prudent  to  speculate  upon  imputations  of  disloyalty  for 
a  Republican  success.  If  you  neglect  to  prove  by  your  resolutions  and  your 
rominaticns  that  the  flaprant  decay  of  official  faith  and  intcjjrlty.  which  has 
occurred  during  the  present  Federal  administration,  is  not  the  fault  of  the 
Republican  party  itself,  but  of  unfaithful  servants,  whom  you  now,  upon  the 
first  opportunity  since  1872.  arc  eay^cr  to  depose,  it  is  our  solemn  conviction 
that  your  procceduigs  will  impel  the  people  to  put  the  Democratic  party  into 
power,  for  the  sake,  at  least,  of  a  change  of  the  administrators  of  evil,  since 
th^  cannot  obta-n  from  you  a  remedy  of  the  evil  it'-clf. 

Under  this  conviction,  we  earnestly  attest  to  you  our  belief  that  a  triumph 
of  the  Republican  party  in  the  approaching  elections  can  be  obtained  only 
by  ynnr  nr  niinatif»ii  of  uresidt  ntial  candidates  whose  lives  atTord  a  more  trust- 
worthy pledge  than  the  resolutions  of  any  convention  that  they  will  spare 
no  effort  to  fulfill  the  promises  of  the  Republican  party  to  resume  specie  pay- 
TTents  speedily,  and  to  emancipate  the  civil  service  from  [wlittcal  control. 
Wt  declare  the  desires  of  greater  multitudes  than  our  immediate  constitu- 
ency, when  we  demand  all  the  assurances  which  you  can  give  by  your  reso* 
lutions,  and  still  more  by  your  nominations. 

1.  That  the  >acrcd  pledge  of  the  honor  of  tbc  United  States  to  redeem 
and  pay  its  legal-tender  promises  on  the  i^t  of  January,  ifog.  shall  be  fol- 
lowed by  alt  the  legislatit  n  needful  to  fulfil  it,  and  never  sliall  be  repealed 
or  modified  without  the  substitution  of  an  earlier  and  belter  method  of  specie 
resumption. 

2.  That  all  the  powers  of  apiio'ntinent  to  office,  which  are  intru«^ted  to 
the  Executive  by  the  constitution  and  the  laws,  shall  be  faitlifully  executed; 
that  fixed  methods  shall  he  established  for  the  selection  of  persons  for  ap- 
pointment which  «:hnll  protect  merit  against  mere  influence  and  favoritism; 
that  the  legislature  never  >hnll  encroach  upon  the  executive  in  this  depart- 
ment of  authority,  and  espec  ally  that  executive  and  executive  powers  shall 
not  be  confttstd  by  the  delegation  of  the  power  of  app'^intment  liy  the  Presi- 
dent, or  any  other  executive  officer,  to  members  of  congress  m  order  to  con- 
aliate  their  support  or  promote  their  ambition.

3.  That  the  tenure  of  all  the  officer  of  the  Federal  fjrnvcmmcnt.  whose 
faithful  execution  does  not  depend  upon  the  political  opiniuns  of  ihcir  hold- 
ers, shall  be  independent  of  those  opinions;  and  that  honesty,  capacity,  and 
fidchty  shall  become  the  conditions  of  obtaining  and  retaining  every  Federal 
ofHce. 

Solemnly  convinced  that  a  Republican  reform,  and  nothing  but  a  Repub- 
lican reform,  can  secure  that  Republican  victor>'  for  which  we  pray,  and  to 
which  we  are  anxious  to  give  our  heartiest  aid,  we  beseech  you  to  ^ive  us 
presidential  candidates  who  can  secure  it,  and  to  put  no  man  in  nomination 
who  is  responsible  in  any  degree  for  the  repudiatirn  or  evasion  of  the  unful- 
filled promises  of  the  Republican  National  Convention  of  1872,  which  it  is 
the  highest  duty  of  the  Republican  party  to  renew  and  redeem. 

A  Delicate  from  New  York.  I  move  you  that  the  document  which  has 
just  been  read  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

A  Delegate  from  Montana.  I  move  you  that  the  address  be  adopted  as 

the  sense  of  this  convention.  • 
The  reference  wa<!  ordered. 

A  DELtc..\TE  from  Maryland.    Unless  the  Committee  on  Credentials  are 
ready  to  report,  I  move  that  the  convention  take  a  recess  until  four  o*clock. 
Not  agreed  to. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Pierce,  of  Massachusetts.  I  move  that  all  addresses,  memorials, 
and  resolutions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  without  reading 
and  withotit  debate. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Senem,  of  Virginia.  1  hope  that  the  motion  will  be  amended 
so  as  to  except  such  communications  as  the  chair  shall  judge  should  be  laid 
before  the  convention.  The  wording  of  the  gentleman's  resolution  is  so 
broad  that  it  will  exclude  all. 

The  Chatr.    Tlie  Chair  w  ill  take  care  of  that. 

Mr.  Pierce's  luution  was  pr.t  and  atjreed  U). 

At  this  point  calls  were  made  for  various  speakers,  among  whom  was 
U.  &  Senator  John  A.  Logan,  of  Illinois.  General  Logan  came  forward, 
and  was  introduced  by  the  chairman  of  the  convention.  He  spoke  as  follows : 

SPEECH  or  GBKERAL  LOGAN. 

Mr.  President  and  Cmilemcn  of  ti\c  Xationol  Republican  CotiTcnfi'yn  ■ 
I  know  not  what  I  can  say  to  you  that  will  be  of  any  benefit  in  directing  your 
minds  in  that  duty  which  you  are  now  called  upon  to  perform.  You  are 
the  chosen  rcpre^i iitatives  of  the  RepuMicans  of  United  States  of  America, 
assembled  here  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  President  and 
Vice-President  upon  a  Republican  platform,  to  be  voted  for  at  the  next  Novem- 
ber election  by  the  Republicans  of  the  United  States.  To  recite  all  that  ha< 
been  done  by  this  party  of  ours,  which  has  been  of  advantacre  to  the  whole 
people  of  this  great  country,  and  to  enumerate  the  many  things  that  have 
inured  to  the  benefit  of  civilized  man,  would  be  a  work  I  cannot  now  under- 
take. Our  coming  campaiprn.  in  my  iudpment,  however,  is  to  l>e  one  of  no 
ordinary  character.  We  have  the  evidence  now  before  us  in  the  demonstra- 
tions that  are  being  made  by  the  (^yponents  of  the  Republican  party  sufficient 
to  satisfy  ii«  that  the  time  has  again  come  for  every  lover  of  liberty  ana 
freedom  in  this  land  to  buckle  on  his  armor  and  be  ready  for  the  fray.  Thai 
which  has  been  achieved  by  our  armies,  that  which  has  been  made  and  per- 
fected for  the  benefit  of  mankind  by  the  intellect  of  our  party,  is  before  the 
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country,  for  them  to  decide  whether  or  not  that  which  has  been  made  so 
for  a  success  shall  be  still  continued  as  a  success  in  this  land,  or  whether 
all  the  fruiis  that  have  been  gathered  by  the  Republican  party  and  by  their 
exertions  shall  be  destrnycd.  It  is  for  you  to  say  whether  that  which  we 
have  added  to  the  constitution  of  the  country  shall  be  sustained  and  sliall  be 
carried  out  by  ihc  laws  that  shall  be  made  by  the  legislative  department  of 
the  government  in  Republican  hands,  or  whether  you  will  turn  it  over  to 
the  hands  of  those  who  will  lefjislatc  in  opposition  to  the  principles  that  have 
been  embodied  in  that  constitution  by  our  amendments.  To  you,  then,  has 
this  task  been  referred,  so  far  as  presenting  to  the  country  men  that  will 
stand  upon  this  platform  and  carry  ont  these  principles.  Lei  there  be  no 
uncertain  sound  in  the  platform  that  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Republican 
party  here  to-day.  It  is  not  for  me  to  indicate  what  your  committee  shall 
report,  or  what  you  shall  adopt,  except  to  say,  as  a  Republican,  Let  there 
be  no  uncertain  sound  on  any  question  that  is  at  all  a  vital  question  before 
the  American  people. 

This  is  a  Republican  convention,  and  it  should  be  only  captured  by  Re- 
publicans and  only  be  sustained  and  sui>ported  by  Republicans.  I  have  learned, 
while  being  a  Republican,  that  Republicanism  in  this  land  means  liberty, 
freef!<Hn.  and  eiiinyment  nf  happiness,  the  protection  under  our  law>  alike 
to  each  and  every  citizen  in  the  confines  of  this  country,  let  him  come  from 
whence  he  may,  whether  bom  in  a  foreign  land  or  upon  our  own  soil.  When 
you  tell  me  that  we  have  power  to  protect  the  American  citizen  on  the  high 
seas  or  in  foreign  lands.  I  say  the  government  that  has  power  to  stretch 
forth  its  strong  arm  and  protect  the  American  citizen  in  foreign  parts,  has 
[hr  f>'<v\  <  r  r>nd  it  is  boundcn  duty,  to  protect  him  at  home.  Sir>.  the  pr"v 
crnnicnt  liiai  will  not  allow  an  insult  to  its  flag  from  a  foreign  toe,  but  will 
allow  its  citizens  to  be  trampled  under  foot,  deprived  of  each  and  every  right 
gtiaranteed  to  them  by  the  constitution  of  the  land  in  which  they  live,  that 
will  allow  them  to  be  plundered  and  robbed  and  murdered,  is  not  a  govern- 
ment of  freedom  and  right,  and  the  way  to  protect  American  citizens  in  their 
rights  and  in  the  enjoyment  of  that  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  our 
constitution,  is  to  enforce  the  laws,  and  to  make  such  laws  as  will  throw 
safeguards  around  each  and  every  one  of  them,  and  to  place  in  the  presiden- 
tial chair  the  man  who  will  execute  the  laws  for  the  benefit  anfl  protection 
of  this  people.  The  man  that  tells  me  that  the  four  niiilions  of  unoffending 
people  that  have  been  made  freeint  ii  in  this  land  by  the  voice  and  tlu  strong 
arm  niu'  will  of  the  Republicans  and  L^iion  men  of  the  nat'on  <ball  not  have 
their  rights  protected  the  same  as  ours,  but  that  they  may  become  a  prey  at 
any  day.  or  in  any  titne  or  place,  to  tlie  men  who  themselves  will  commit  all 
kinds  of  depredations  and  fraud  for  tlic  piirpose  of  enforcinfr  their  victims 
either  to  acquiescence  in  wrong  or  into  machinations  against  their  friends, 
says  that  which  is  ;icain-t  the  wishes  of  the  great  Republican  party.  It  is  our 
duty  to  say  that  this  shall  not  be  done. 

Now,  my  countrymen,  one  word  in  reference  to  the  signs  of  the  times. 
What  is  it  we  see  and  hear  all  around  and  about  us  to-day,  from  those  who 
oppose  the  «!uccess  of  the  Republican  party  in  thi>  land?  Do  they  sing  the 
praises  of  the  American  nation?  Do  they  sing  the  praises  of  quiet  acquies- 
cence of  Americans  in  the  laws  of  the  country?  Do  they  go  forward  to 
oppofe  the  enemies  of  civilization,  of  Republicanism,  of  frenlom,  and  '^ay. 
"Here  we  stand  with  the  banner  of  freedom  in  our  hands,  and  we  intend  to 
wave  it  over  this  land  and  sustain  all  that  it  indicates  for  civilization?"  Do 
'  we  find  that  among  the  enemies  of  Republicanism  ?  Mbst  assuredly  we  do 
not! 

We  find  this  to-day.  The  men  in  this  land  who  failed  of  success  in  over- 
turning this  government  by  force  of  arms,  have  trndertaken.  and  thev  have 
had  success  to  a  certain  extent,  to  destroy  the  government  in  a  different 
manner  The  destruction  of  this  government  «is  contemplated,  not  by  arms. 
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not  by  force,  but  by  capturing  the  government,  and  ilun  nullifying  every 
law  and  every  amendment  to  the  constitution  that  gives  that  protection  to 
our  citizens  that  we  ourselves  said  they  should  have  when  they  were  l»t* 
tling  to  preserve  this  nation.  How  do  they  do  it?  Wliat  the  commence- 
ment of  this  new  revolution?— for  revolution  it  means,  and  that  is  what  it  is. 
First,  it  is  the  assassination  of  the  private  character  of  every  leading  Repub- 
lican in  the  land.  The  daptjer  of  tlctraction  is  to  be  pluiiRed  into  the  very 
vitals  of  the  men  who  stand  firm  against  the  storms  that  have  been  rolling 
against  liberty  and  freedom  in  this  country. 

Sir,  every  man  is  to  be  stricken  down  who  lipids  a  proniiticnt  position 
in  the  Republican  party.  Every  bold,  earnest,  and  aggressive  man  is  to  be 
destroyed ;  and  when  I  say  this.  I  have  ito  reference  to  any  individtial.  The 
commencement  of  this  di^inteijratii ai  and  dt<; ruction  of  the  Repnhhcan  party, 
by  assailing  and  attacking  evcr>'  man  that  has  been  a  prominent  man  within 
its  ranks.   With  their  destniction.  the  conquest  is  simple. 

We  need,  then,  a  bold  movement  on  this  enemy,  and  another  viciory  will  be 
ours.  Sir,  I  say  the  men  tliat  stand  Arm  and  boldly  vindicate  the  rights  of 
the  people,  the  principles  of  Republicanism. — no  matter  who  they  are  or 
\\Iiere  they  live, — should  be  sustained  hy  the  Rei)u!)lican  iiarty.  so  far  as  they 
deserve  being  sustained.  I  do  not  mean  this  by  way  of  saying  that  I  have 
excuses  to  make  for  any  one  man  or  set  of  men,  but  I  mean  that  the  rights 
of  the  people  should  be  guarded  as  well  as  thev  have  heen  puar.inteed. 

Then,  in  conclusion,  let  me  say  this:  Give  us  a  Republican  platform 
Give  us  candidates  for  President  and  Vice-President  that  are  men  known 
for  tlie  land.  Name  them  yi.ur--elves.  I  have  r.anplu  to  do  witli  that.  The 
man  you  name  is  my  man.  The  man  you  name  is  the  Republican  standard- 
bearer,  and  he  is  the  man  that  will  be  elected.  T  dislike  to  hear  it  'aid 
that  we  cannot  elect  this  man  or  th.it  man.  The  Rei)u1dican  party,  if  it  is 
true  to  itself,  can  elect  whomsoever  you  shall  nominate.  You  have  collected 
together  as  wise  men.  as  discreet  men.  In  yonr  hands  is  reposed  the  con- 
fidence of  the  Republicans  of  the  United  States.  Whatever  your  wisdom 
shall  decide,  the  Republicans  of  tiiis  country  should  be  satisfied  with  and 
should  acquiesce  in:  and.  in  my  jiulgnicnt.  a  Republican,  after  having  called 
you  tc^rether  to  maki-  your  nomination,  who  will  fail  to  supiicrt  that  nomi- 
nation, is  not  a  true  and  genuine  Republican.  Now,  gentlemen,  I  hope  your 
deliberations  will  be  calm  and  harmonious ;  that  when  we  leave  this  place  all 
asperity  of  feeling  that  diay  have  arisen  during  tliis  canvass  will  he  wiped 
out,  and  that  each  and  every  one  of  us  will  take  our  departure  to  our  homes 
satisfied  that  we  have  done  the  best  we  could  for  the  country.  Those  who 
fire  df'^povccl  to  he  di^'«ati^fied — to  them  say  c-nly  that  it  is  the  best  we  can 
do;  that  if  they  cannot  be  satisfied  with  that,  we  cannot  help  it.  as  we  have 
done  all  we  could  do  for  the  benefit  of  the  country.  Do  that,  my  country- 
men, without  being  deterred  in  anv  way.  and  yon  will  satisfy  the  country, 
and  the  country  will  r.itify  your  ch<iice  Iti  November. 

-After  Gen,  Logan  had  concluded,  there  were  loud  calls  for  Ex-Gor. 
Joseph  R.  Hawley,  of  Connecticut,  who,  ascending  the  platform,  was  intro- 
duced Iqt  the  chairman,  and  sooke  as  foUowt: 

SttBCB  OP  GEW.  RAWLBY. 

Afr.  President  and  GenHemen:   I  am  exceedinfrly  sorry  that  I  am  not  ''n  . 

a  condition  to  address  you.  I  wish,  indeed,  that  I  could  talk  with  interest 
and  power  here  upon  the  necessities  of  the  hour,  and  the  great  duties  of 
the  Republican  party.  But  I  am  not  well;  I  have  a  severe  neadache ;  and 
I  have  much  work  before  me  in  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions 
this  evening, — ^^so  I  will  say  but  a  word,  and  leave  you.

I  wish  I  could  believe,  as  our  gallant  and  eloquent  friend  who^  has  just 
addressed  you  lias  said,  that  the  Republican  party  has  but  to  nominate  and 
go  home  and  elect.  I  should  be  glad  to  believe  this,  expressed  in  as  strong 
langtTnge  as  any  sanijuine  temperament  could  devise ;  but  I  ani  not  sure  that 
it  is  pretiacly  so.  There  has  been  growing  up  for  some  time  in  the  country 
a  wide-spread  and  serious  dissatisfaction.  It  is  simply  common  sense  to 
rccojjmire  it.  No  wise  officer  goes  into  battle  without  understanding  his 
ground  and  recognizing  the  power  of  his  enemy.  He  is  well  on  his  way  to 
victory  when  he  has  done  that.  Now,  gentlemen,  when  you  shall  have  nom- 
inated your  candidates  and  laid  down  your  platform,  if  that  platform  dis- 
tinctly expresses  and  propoimds  sound  Republican  doctrine,  and  your  candi- 
date be  an  able,  sound,  and  true  Republican,  1  sjiall  go  to  work  with  all  my 
heart  and  al!  my  strength  to  elect  him.  But  now  is  the  time:  this  afternoon, 
this  night,  and  lo-morrow  are  the  precious  hours  giv^n  you  to  decide  what 
you  will  do  and  how  you  will  do  it.  I  enter  into  no  particulars,  but  you  know, 
all  of  yon, — there  is  not  a  man  in  this  convention  who  does  not  know, — that 
you  can  so  conduct  yourselves  in  forty-eight  hours  that  the  three  or  four 
months  between  now  and  November  will  be  unavailing. 

I  betr  to  point  to  one  particular  at  least,  in  which  it  is  the  high  duty  of  the 
Republican  i>any  to  take  clear,  strong,  honorable  ground.  I  refer  to  the  grreat 
question^  of  debt  and  of  c«irrency. 

I  heard  an  able  and  eloquent  woman  arguing  once  before  a  committee 
of  congress  in  favor  of  female  sudrage.  She  said  that  women  might  not 
always  care  to  vote,  because  sometimes  there  might  be  pending  merely  finan- 
cial questions.  Merely  financial  questions!  As  if  all  questions  involving 
that  description  did  not  carry  with  them  tests  of  moral  power,  of  the  hon- 
esty and  the  integrity  of  the  people.  There  is  no  higher  test  of  our  fitness 
for  repubhcan  government  than  a  financial  test.  A  great  country  of  forty 
millions  can  carry  on  a  war.  Everybody  knows  it.  Summon  them  to  the 
defence  of  the  country  against  domestic  or  foreign  foes,  and  we  assume  it 
is  not  difficult  to  call  one  or  two  millions  into  the  field;  hut  when  the  great 
and  exciting  contest  is  passed,  and  it  becomes  a  question  of  how  manufac- 
turers shall  carry  on  their  work  and  pay  the  taxes  necessary  to  raise  the 
interest  of  the  debt  created  by  the  war,  then  comes  the  test,  and  then  come 
the  insidious  doctrines  which  have  been  promulgated  by  persons  who  think 
they  see  short  ways  to  getting  rid  of  the  burden.  Then  we  strike  the  moral 
vitals  of  the  people.  You  can  fight ;  but  can  you  resolutely  determine  that 
you  y,'\\l  pay  every  dollar  of  that  debt  according  to  the  promise?  that  you 
will  return  to  sound  currency  based  upon  economic  laws?  We  hear  much 
said  about  the  great  mysteries  and  the  great  and  puzzling  problems  of  finan- 
cial science.  These  difficulties  vanish  very  much  when  you  apply  to  them 
the  same  very  simple  test.  Tell  the  truth,  and  fulfil  your  promise.  Do 
that,  and  you  will  solve  half  of  the  trouble.  What  do  the  bonds  say?  Read 
it,  and  do  it  What  does  your  enforced  loan,  your  legal-tender  note  prom- 
ise to  do,  and  what  did  you  promise  to  do  when  you  issued  them?  Do  it. 
There  is  no  profound  mystery  in  it,  and  no  extraordinary  difficulty  in  the 
performance  of  that  duty. 

I  hold  that  perhaps  the  first  of  our  many  duties  is  to  bring  back  our 
currency  to  a  sound  basis,  to  a  resumption  of  specie  payments  And  this 
not  alone  a'  a  question  of  honor  and  integrity  for  the  nation,  but  as  an  indis- 
pensable pre-requisite  to  the  restoration  of  business  prosperity.  Our  busi- 
ness men  are  utterly  unable  to  make  any  calculations  with  reference  to  the 
near  future.  They  arc  waiting,  in  some  measure,  for  tht  results  of  the  cam- 
paign, that  they  may  decide  what  to  do.  And  I  need  not  say  that  there  is 
a  profound  anxiety  throughout  the  whole  Republican  party,  that  we  shall 
give  new  assurances  to  the  coimtry  that  all  its  affairs  arc  to  he  administered 
with  high  honor  and  integrity;  that  the  sacred  trusts  of  oflke-holders  arc 
indeed  sacred  trusts,  and  not  to  be  trifled  with  by  bold  and  designing  men. 
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I  do  not  in  any  sense  despair  of  the  rcpubhc,  or  of  the  Republican  party ; 
bwt  we  find,  however,  in  the  great  mass  of  our  party,  in"  the  mind's  eye,  a 
very  noble  mikI  \  t  i  \'  h\^:h  ideal.  We  have  bri  fi  vipliftcd,  uiKlt  r  the  providence 
of  God  during  these  fifteen  years,  to  see  a  new  glory  in  the  constitution 
and  a  new  glory  in  the  flag;  and  when  the  yoimp  men  of  our  countiy — san- 
guine and  hopeful,  honorable  young  sik  n  —  -cr  men  in  high  office  trifling  with 
their  duties  and  trading  in  office,  winking  at  corruption,  tb^  beccMne  dis- 
satisfied ;  and  that  general  discontent,  now  prevailing  thronghout  the  conn- 
try  in  the  minds  of  many  men,  must  not  be  disregarded  hf  this  conventioii,  if 
you  desire  success. 

After  Gov.  Hawlcy  had  concluded,  there  were  calls  for  Ex-Gov,  Edward 

F.  Noyes,  of  Ohio,  who  spoke  as  foltows: 


Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:   I  am  under  very  man^ 

obligations  for  the  honor  of  being  called  upon  to-day,  but  it  seems  to  me  it 
would  be  more  modest  for  me  to  sit  and  listen  rather  than  to  speak  in  this 
presence.  But  as  you  have  doTic  me  the  honor  to  call  upon  me,  I  will  sa^ 
a  single  word,  and  .1  word  only.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  wonderful  responsi- 
bility is  resting  upon  this  convention  at  this  lime.  The  people  in  this  cen- 
tennial year  are  demanding  more  of  their  representatives  than  has  ever  been 
asked  of  public  servants  before.  This  i^  n  .sentiment  which  we  must  recog- 
nize in  all  our  action  here.  I  have  no  sympathy  with  the  vile  slanderers 
who  would  destroy  the  reputation  of  onr  honest  statesmen  for  political  pur- 
poses. '!  he  reputation  of  our  public  men  is  too  dear  to  us  for  us  to  afford  that 
they  should  be  unjustly  destroyed.  While  we  will  defend  ihcm  in  everything 
where  the^  are  right,  yet  the  spirit  of  criticism  which  seeks  out  wrong  wher- 
ever it  exists,  and  punishes  the  offender,  is  noble,  and  I  trust  will  be  ever^ 
more. 

The  Republican  party,  after  its  career  of  sixteen  years,  challenges  hon- 
est criticism.  We  refer  to  nur  record,  and  what  does  it  show  '  The  shackles 
stricken  off  from  the  lirnbs  of  four  or  five  millions  of  our  fellow  citizens; 
the  ruinous  heresy  that  a  state  of  its  own  motion  has  a  right  to  destrojr 
our  government,  has  been  trampled  out  forever;  we  have  settled  that  our 
foreign-born  citizens  here  shall  have  the  same  rights  among  us  as  native- 
born  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  that  they  shall  go  up  and  down  the 
earth  protected  by  the  entire  power  of  ilie  American  government  We  are 
going  to  settle  the  question  that  the  American  people  will  do  as  they  have 
promised  to  do,  and  pay  their  honest  debts  as  they  have  promised  to  pay 
them.  We  are  g-oinsr  to  settle  the  qtiestion,  that  in  every  part  of  our  country, 
in  the  South  as  well  as  in  the  North,  every  man  shall  be  protected  in  his 
rights  of  person  or  property,  whether  black  or  white,  native  or  foreign-born. 
The  Republican  party  does  not  forget  the  millions  of  our  colored  fellow 
citizens  of  the  South  who  stood  by  our  Hag,  supported  by  only  a  tew  white 


hundreds  of  lliesc  colored  soldiers  are  sleeping  to-day  side  by  side  with  those 
of  our  heroic  dead  on  the  fields  of  battle  where  tluy  fell  fighting  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States.  Remembering  these  things,  we  propose,  God 
helping  us,  so  long  as  we  exist  as  a  party  organization,  to  stand  by  them  and 
their  rights. 

Whenever  we  discover  thieves  and  rascals  within  the  limits  of  our  own 
party,  we  propose  to  hunt  them  otit  and  punish  them,  and  drive  them  out 

of  the  party  and  into  the  one  where  they  belong. 

As  to  the  candidate  of  this  convention,  we,  of  Ohio,  ask  only  this.  We 

fight  nobndy.  We  assail  no  man's  reputation.  Whoever  you  nominate  we  will 
try  to  elect.    But  all  we  want,  in  the  first  place,  is  a  man  who  is  honest;

Gentlemen:  I  take  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  a 
man  well  known  before  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  these  United  States;  a 
man  wbo  helped  win  the  battle  as  wdl  as  his  fellow  citizens  of  this  nation,*- 
the  Rev.  Henry  Highland  Gamett,  of  New  York. 

SPEECH  OF  THE  REV.  HENJtY  UICULAMD  CARNETT. 

^^r.  President  and  Fellozc  Citisenj:  I  regret  extremely  that  ynnr  kind- 
ness has  demanded  my  appearance  upon  this  platform  at  this  tunc.  I  would 
have  been  better  satisfied  to  have  listened  to  other  gentlemen,  whose  names 
are  well  known,  and  to  hear  whom  you  have  expressd  your  desires:  and, 
to  jprove  that  I  mean  what  I  say,  you  will  find  that  the  remarks  which  I 
make  shall  be  exceedingly  brief.  It  has  gratified  me  much  to  hear  from  gen- 
tlemen who  have  claimed  your  attention  and  f^a'nod  yottr  car,  that  one  par- 
ticular desire  that  lies  near  the  hearts  of  the  delegates  to  this  convention, 
is  the  purification  of  the  government,  and  the  election  of  men  as  President 
and  Vice-Pre>idont  of  the  United  States  who  shall  not  only  have  tlie  sagac- 
ity of  knowing  what  to  do,  but  who  shall  surround  themselves  with  men  who 
know  how  to  do,  how  to  act,  how  to  carry  out  the  desires  of  the  true  Repub- 
lican"; of  tliis  country.  There  is  another  thing  that  I  earnestly  desire,  but 
to  which  no  allusion  has  been  made.  Gratified  as  I  have  been  to  hear  it  an- 
nounced, by  every  speaker  who  has  appeared  upon  this  platform,  that  it  is 
yonr  purpose  to  give  protection  to  the  men  who  helin  d  to  «ccnre  the  per- 
petuity of  this  Union,  who  helped  you  to  lift  up  the  old  flag  from  the  dust 
when  it  was  smitten  down  by  disloyal  hands,  let  me  beg  of  this  convention 
to  notice  th's:  l  lure  were  men  from  who^e  hand-  the  fetters  have  been 
anitten,  who  got  together  their  little  earnings,  and,  by  the  advice  and  direc- 
tion of  their  friends,  laid  it  away  for  a  rainy  day.  and,  by  the  mismanage- 
ment of  men  who  deceived  you,  they  have  been  deprived  of  thi  ir  little  earn- 
ings ;  and  to-day  there  are  aching  hearts  all  over  the  country,  and  especially 
in  the  South.  If  you  can.  Mr.  President,  try  in  your  deliberations  to  put  in 
a  little  {)lank  that  will  give  security  to  tlic  freedmen  of  the  Sonth.  that  the 
suffering  which  they  endure,  in  conse(iuencc  of  the  rascality  and  villainy 
of  the  managers  of  the  Freedmen's  savings  banks,  shall  be  set  right.  Don't 
forget  that.  If  you  do  it  yon  will  have  the  gratitude,  and  love,  and  respect 
of  that  much  injured  people.  Another  thing,  in  conclusion:  You  may  talk 
about  your  banks,  your  rag  money,  your  silver  and  gold ;  you  may  talk  about 
your  civil  service  as  much  as  you  please, — hi:f  there  is  one  thing  that  rises 
in  importance  above  all  these  considerations.  It  is  this:  that  in  the  South 
as  well  as  in  the  North,  every  man, — not  only  the  black  Republicans,  but  the 
white  Repnblicans. — shall  be  permitted  lo  enjoy  the  hiphcst  privilcfro  of  citi- 
miship  at  the  ijolls,  without  being  murdered  by  the  pistol  and  the  gun-shot. 
That  IS  all  I  wish  to  say. 

The  Chair.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions  is  desired  to  meet  at  s6o 
Vine  street,  at  seven  o'clock  this  evening. 

A  UELEr,ATE  from  Michigan  I  move  that  the  convention  do  now  adjourn 
till  to-morrow  morning  at  ten  o  clock. 
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Loud  calls  being  made  for  Hon.  William  A.  Howard,  of  Michigan,  the 
motion  to  ndjourn  was  temporarily  withdrawn,  and  Mr.  Howard  came  upon 
the  platform  and  said:  * 

SPmCH  OP  MIL  HOWAKDL 

Genttemen  of  the  Convention:   You  will  excuse  me  for  sitting  while  I 

spt-ak.  The  success  of  the  great  Republican  party  must  depctid.  in  a  great 
measure,  upon  enlisting  the  sympathies  of  all  classes.  To  do  that,  we  seek 
to  give  all  classes  representation  here.  Eloquent  orators  have  already  been 
heard, — leading  nicti  in  th,e  Republican  party.  Here  our  colored  brother 
has  been  heard.  Two  classes  have  been  represented ;  and  I  suppose,  sir,  that 
I  am  indebted  for  this  honor  to  the  fact  that  T  am  a  cripple.  Gentlemen.  I 
stand  before  you  [rising  to  his  feet]  representing  the  great  body  of  the  crip- 
ples in  the  Republican  party.  It  is  the  only  claim  I  have  to  be  heard.  But 
there  was  a  time  when  I  was  not  a  cripple.  There  was  a  time  when  I  was 
the  only  nominee  for  congress  under  the  Republican  party  under  that  name, 
and,  for  a  wonder,^  I  was  elected.  Since  tliat  time  the  Republican  party  has 
been  instrumental  in  making  more  histoiy  than  any  party  that  has  ever  ex- 
isted under  the  heavens,  and  better  faistoiy.  To-day  it  represents  certain 
great  principles,  certain  ideas. 

Liberty  has  always  been  the  leading  characteristic  of  the  party.  The 
Democratic  party,  our  oppr.nents. — they  also,  as  an  organization,  are  cham- 
pions of  liberty.  They  claim  the^  liberty  to  murder  negroes  and  assassinate 
white  men's  reputations.  We  claim  that  there  should  be  in  this  broad  land 
one  manner  of  citizens,  so  far  as  rights  are  concerned.  We  claim  that  there 
should  be  one  manner  of  laws,  and  that  the  laws  should  be  enforced  in  every 
place  in  the  land.  We  claim  that  if  the  Federal  government  has  the  right  to 
fight  jurates  on  the  seas  in  defence  of  American  citizens,  they  have  the  righc 
to  fight  Ku-Klux  in  our  own  land. 

Now,  fellow  citizens.  I  come  from  a  state  where  the  Republican  banner 
has  never  trailed.  A  wise  general,  going  into  battle,  will  strengthen  the  weak- 
est parts  of  the  line.  I  cotne  here  to  say  that  Michigan  can,  and  will,  carry 
any  candidate  triumphantly  you  may  nominate,  be  he  whom  he  may.  We 
ask  for  no  reinforcements;  we  will  hold  our  fort;  and  yet,  looking  to  the 
future  of  the  Republican  party,  we  ask  that  you  will  not  fail  to  meet  the 
demands,  the  jnst  demands,  of  the  people.  The  great  body  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  demand  to-day  that  no  guilty  man  shall  escape,  and  that  no  inno» 
cent  man  shall  have  his  rei)utation  assassinated.  For  these  two  things, — 
for  the  protection  of  every  citizen  in  ever>  part  of  the  land, — we  arc  ready,  not 
only  to  vote,  but  to  fight ;  and,  cripple  as  I  am.  I  would  rather  die  in  the 
ditch  than  see  the  Republican  party  take  one  step  backward.  I  have  said  that 
It  was  a  principle  of  the  Republican  party  that  we  must  have  one  kind  of 
citizen  only,  so  far  as  rights  are  concerned.  No  matter  alwut  the  color: 
no  matter  about  wealth  or  poverty;  if  he  be  a  citizen,  he  is  entitled  to  equal 
protection.  The  broad  principle  of  our  constitution  is  simply  this:  no  man 
in  the  lar  '  :^  i  in  tied  to  any  ])rivileges  over  any  other  man.  This  is  the 
principle  tliat  underlies  our  whole  creed.  Do  not  go  back  on  it.  Never  fear 
your/  enemies.  A  bold  fight  is  the  best :  we  should  advance,  and  not  retro- 
grade. But,  sir,  I  ought  not  to  have  consented  to  come  up  here  to-day.  1 
did  not  want  to.  There  is  a  black  Douglass  in  this  hall,  and  while  he  is  not 
much  blacker  than  I  am,  he  is  a  great  deal  smarter;  so  I  hope  you  will 
let  me  off  and  call  for  him. 

A  DpirnATF.  from  Michigan.  I  now  renew  my  motion  to  adjourn  to  lo 

o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

The  motion,  being  put,  was  lost. 
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Mr.  Fred.  Douglass  being  loudly  ailed  for,  stepped  forward  upon  the 
platlMm. 

The  Chair.  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  Frederick  Douglass  needs 
no  introduction  anywhere  in  the  United  States. 

SPEECH  OF  MR-  DOVGLASS. 

Mr,  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  National  Republican  Convention: 
Allow  me  to  express  my  deep,  my  heartfelt  gratitude  to  you  for  the  warm, 
the  cordial  invitation  you  have  extended  to  nic  to  make  my  appearance  on 
this  platform  at  this  time.  The  work  to  which  you  have  called  me  is  some- 
what new.  It  is  the  first  time  in  my  life  that  I  have  ever  had  the  pleasure 
of  looking  the  Republican  party  squarely  in  the  face.  And  I  must  say, — and 
I  hope  yon  will  acquit  mc  of  everything  like  a  disposition  to  flatter,  that 
you  arc  a  pretty  good  looking  man.  Bufl  will  not  detain  you  here  by  any 
attempt  at  a  speech.  You  have  had  speeches,  eloquent  speeches,  plorious 
Speeches,  wise  speeches,  patriotic  speeches;  speeches  in  respect  to  the  im- 
portance of  managing  correctly  your  currency;  speeches  in  defence  of  purity 
of  administration  :  and  speeelies  in  respect  to  the  Rreat  priiictplcs  for  which 

Sou  struggled,  and  for  which  the  race  to  which  I  belong  struggled  on  the 
attlefield,  and  poured  out  their  blood. 

The  thing,  however,  in  which  I  feel  the  deepest  interest,  and  the  tiling 
in  which  I  believe  this  country  feels  the  deepest  interest,  is,  that  the  prin- 
ciples involved  in  the  contest  which  carried  your  sons  and  brothers  to  the 
battlefield  :  which  draped  our  Norlhern  churches  w  itli  the  weeds  of  mourn- 
ing, and  filled  our  towns  and  our  cities  with  mere  stumps  of  men, — ^armless, 
leg^less.  maimed  and  mutilated ;  those  for  which  you  poitred  out  your  blood, 
and  piled  a  debt  for  after-coming  generations  higher  than  a  mountain  of  gold,  to 
weigh  down  the  necks  of ^our  children  and  i^our  children's  children, — I  say  that 
those  principles,  those  mterests  involved  in  that  tremendous  contest,  ought 
to  be  dearer  to  the  American  people,  in  tlie  great  political  Struggle  now  upon 
them,  than  any  other  principles  wc  have. 

Xptt  say  you  have  emancipated  us.  You  have;  and  I  thank  you  for  it 
You  say  you  have  enfranchised  us.  Yon  have:  and  T  thank  you  for  it.  But 
what  is  your  emancipation? — what  is  your  enfranchisement?  What  does  it 
all  amount  to,  if  the  black  man,  after  having-  been  made  free  by  the  letter 
of  your  law,  is  unable  to  exercise  that  freedom,  and,  after  havlnfj  been  freed 
frcmi  the  slaveholder's  lash,  he  is  to  be  subject  to  the  slaveholder's  shot-gun? 
Oh?  you  freed  us!  You  emancipated  us!  I  thank  you  for  it.  But  under 
what  circumstances  did  you  emancipate  us?  Under  what  circumstances  have 
we  obtained  our  freedom?  Sir,  ours  is  the  most  extraordinary  case  of  any 
people  ever  emancipated  on  the  globe.  I  sometimes  wonder  that  we  still 
exist  as  a  people  in  this  country;  that  wc  have  not  all  been  swept  out  ot 
existence,  with  nothing  left  to  show  that  we  ever  existed.  Look  at  it..  When 
the  Israelites  were  emancipated,  they  were  told  to  go  and  borrow  of  their 
neighbor*:, — borrow  their  com,  borrow  their  jewel'^.  load  themselves  down  with 
the  means  of  subsistence:  after,  they  should  go  free  in  the  land  of  which  the 
Lord  God  gave  them.  When  the  Russian  serfs  had  their  chains  broken  and 
were  given  their  liberty,  the  government  of  Russia — aye,  the  despotic  govern- 
ment of  Russia — gave  to  those  poor  emancipated  serfs  a  few  acres  of  land  on 
which  they  could  live  and  earn  their  bread.  But  when  you  turned  us  loo>c, 
you  gave  us  no  acres:  you  turned  us  loo^e  to  the  sky,  to  the  storm,  to  the 
whirlwind,  and,  worst  of  all,  you  turned  us  loose  to  the  wrath  of  our  infuri- 
ated masters.  * 

The  question  now  is.  Do  you  ;n  in  to  make  good  to  us  the  promises  in 
your  constitution?   Talk  not  to  me  of  finance.   Talk  not  of  mere  reform  in 
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your  ailniinistration.  I  liclicvc  tlitrt'  is  lioiusty  in  the  American  people:  hon- 
esty in  the  men  whum  you  will  elect ;  wisdom  in  the  men  to  manage  those  af- 
fairs^—bttt  tell  me,  if  your  heart -be  as  my  heart,  that  the  liberty  which  you  have 
asserted  for  the  black  man  in  this  country  shall  be  maintained?  You  «:ay.  ?ome 
of  you,  that  you  can  get  along  without  the  vote  of  the  black  man  of  the  South. 
Yes,  that  may  be,  possibly ;  but  I  doubt  it  At  any  rate,  in  order  to  insure  our 
protection  hereafter,  we  feel  the  need,  in  the  candidate  whom  you  will  place 
before  the  country,  of  the  assurance  that,  if  it  be  necessary,  the  black  man  shall 
walk  to  the  ballot-box  in  safety,  even  if  we  have  to  bring  a  baronet  bdiind  its. 
And  I  have  this  feeling,  that,  if  we  bring  forth  either  of  the  gentlemen  named 
here,  the  government  of  the  United  States  and  the  moral  feeling  of  the  coun- 
try will  surrotmd  the  black  voter  as  by  a  wall  of  fire;  and,  instead  of  electing 
your  President  without  the  black  vote,  you  may  count  in  the  number  of 
your  victorous  Republican  .states  five  or  six,  at  least,  of  the  old  master  states 
of  the  South,  But  I  have  no  vdce  to  address  you  longer :  and  you  may  now 
move,  down  there,  for  an  adjournment.

The  Chair.   The  convention  has  adopted  no  rules,  and  therefore  must 

make  its  own  rules  as  it  goes  along.  The  Chair  therefore  decides  that  the  mo- 
tion to  lay  upon  the  table  only  carried  with  it  the  motioti  of  the  getuk-man 
from  Arkansas  to  lay  upon  the  table,  i  he  (juestion  therefore  recurs  iii)nu  the 
motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania,  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  question  being  put,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and  the 
oflkers  named  declared  duly  elected. 
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THE  PERMANENT  CHAIRMAN. 

The  Chair.   The  first  business  now  in  order,  and  ihe  only  business,  is  to 
surrender  the  chair  to  the  permanent  chairman  named  by  the  Conunittee  on  • 
Organization.  The  cbair  therefore  names  Messrs.  Orton  of  New  York,  Don* 
nan  of  Iowa,  and  McCormick  of  Arizona,  as  a  committee  to  conduct  the  per- 
manent chairman  to  tlic  platform. 

Mr.  McPherson  came  forward,  accompanied  by  the  escort,  and  was  greet- 
ed with  cheers. 

The  retiring  Cbadimam  said :  I  take  pleasure  in  introducing  as  your  per* 
manent  president  the  Hon.  Edward  McPherson,  of  Pennsylvania. 

SPEECH  OF  ME.  x'PHERSOK. 

Gentlemen  o>  the  Com'entiott :  None  of  you  know  belter  tlian  iiiy>(.lf  how 
entirely  unworthy  I  am  of  this  hif(h  distinction.  It  has  come  to  nic  not  only 
unsought,  but  with  a  feeling  of  absolute  and  uncontrollable  surprise.  But  I 
have  liccn  reared  in  a  school  of  duty  :  and  in  the  polit'cs  of  Pennsylvania  it  is 
a  fundamental  doctrine,  that  every  Republican  shall  do  his  whole  duty;  and 
therefore,  I  am  here  to  accept  the  honor  tendered  by  your  committee  and  rati-^ 
ficd  by  yourselves,  as  an  honor  tendered  to  the  great  commonwealth  which 
has  sent  mc  as  one  of  its  delesates  to  this  convention,  which,  since  1856,  in  no 
one  of  the  great  contests  has  ever  faltered,  and  which,  in  this  centcnnral  of  th« 
nation,  dftcrmined,  inflixihU-,  defiant,  turning  it>  face  to  ihc  iiicmy  >tripcd  all 
over  with  treason  and  malignity  and  hate  at  everything  that  is  national,  has 
determined  to  roll  up  for  the  nominees  of  th:s  convention  such  a  vote  as  will 
entitle  her  to  continue  to  be  what  -he  has  been — and  T  --ay  it  with  all  respect*— 
foremost  in  the  Rcptih!icnn  ct  linnn.    The  chair  is  ready  for  bu'^ines*;. 

Mr.  Caktek,  of  Virgnna.  1  move  that  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives be  adopted  for  the  government  of  this  convention. 

A  Delegate  from  Pennsylvania.  That  belongs  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Mr.  John  Cessna,  of  Pennsylvania.  I  desire  to  annoniKc  th.at  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ruks  and  Order  of  Busmcss.  not  beinji  able  to  find  a  place  of  meet- 
ing, will  nitci  this  afternoon,  at  fonr  o'clock,  in  the  [jarlor  of  the  Gibson  bon?e. 

The  President.  I  would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  member  ot  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  to  take  my  place,  vacated  by  my  election  to  this 
position. 

Mr.  CuMBACK.  I  move  that  the  convention  do  now  adjourn  till  ten  o'clock 

to-morrow  morning. 

Which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  President  declared  the  convention  so  ad- 
journed. 
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SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  June  15,  1876. 
It  h.ivinf^  been  RctiLrally  understood  that  tlic  ciuivcntion  had  adjourned 
to  meet  at  eleven  u'ciock  this  morning,  the  President  waited  until  Uiat  hour 
before  calling  the  body  to  order.

Almighty  and  ever-living  God!  Our  father's  Cod  and  our  God!  We  look 
to  thee  tor  strength  and  guidance.  1  hme  is  tlie  dominion  and  the  power  and 
the  wisdom.  Thou  hast  been  the  God  of  our  fathers ;  and  when,  in  other  times 
of  trouble  they  called  on  thee,  thou  heardst  and  helpst  them.  Thou  hast  been 
our  God,  and,  in  our  davs  of  trial,  thou  didst  defend  and  shield  us.  We  ac- 
knou ledj?*-  that  the  power  is  thine;  that  i?  is  not  nf  tis  or  of  our  fathers  that 
is  the  e;reatnc<i«  of  this  land,  but  due  is  it  ail  to  thy  poodness ;  and  now  we  thank 
thee  lor  it :  and  as  thou  hast  ruled  in  our  midst  in  the  years  thai  arc  pa^t,  rule 
thou  still  over  us.  Be  thou  our  God  and  our  wisdom;  and  grant,  wc  pray  thee, 
our  Father  in  heaven,  that  all  we  do  this  day  may  be  to  thy  honor  and  glory,  < 
Wc  pray  thee  that  thou  wilt  be  here  this  day,  giving  to  those  who  are  gath- 
ered here  for  thi«?  great  and  responsible  work  tliy  Spirit  and  thy  i?iii<!ance. 
Grant,  we  pray  thee,  that  re  thou  hast  for  tliy  people  of  old,  and  as  th(m  ha-t  for 
us  in  other  days,  raised  up  great  leaders  to  go  out  and  in  before  thy  people,  so 
to-day  wilt  thou  raise  up  a  great  leader,  that  shall  go  out  and  in  before  this 
tiatton,  and  lead  them  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  and  truth.  We  pray  thee 
to  this  end  that  thou  wilt  choose  for  us :  and  grant,  we  beseech  thee,  that  thy 
Spirit  may  be  here  in  the  hearts  of  thy  servants,  so  that  they  sliall  be  kept 
from  every  wrong  decision:  that  thev  shall  he  tritided  into  every  right  decision. 
Wc  pray  thee  that  thou  wilt  drive  away  all  low  and  all  earth-born  passions,  if 
such  there  be,  all  selfishness,  all  prejudice,  all  pride,  and  all  hatred  and  strife; 
and  grant,  we  pray  thee,  that  an  unselfish  devotion  to  public  good,  a  love  for 
country,  for  humanity,  and  for  God,  may  fill  every  breast,  and  produce  harmony» 
and  peace  and  unity.  And  grant,  we  pray  thee,  that  divine  wisdom  may  char- 
acterise the  proceedings  o{  tliis  hour  and  the  principles  that  shall  go  forth 
from  this  assembly,  so  thai  purity  and  righteousness  and  peace  may  prevail 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  land. 

Bless,  we  pray  thee,  the  ofiicers  of  this  meeting.  Give  them  strength  for 
the  duties  devolving  upon  them.  Bless  our  nation.  Bless,  we  pray  thee,  all 
those  that  are  in  authority:  our  chief  mnjristrate  and  all  his  counsellor":  and 
advisers.  Bless  the  nations  of  the  eartli:  and  ^rant  that  thy  kini;doni.  which 
is  righteousness,  and  peace  and  joy,  may  till  the  whole  earth.  And  as  all  the 
Strength  and  wisdom  comes  from  thee,  so  unto  thee  be  all  the  honor  and 
gloiy,  forever  and  ever.  Amen.

The  motion  was  agreed  to.

IIEICARKS  OF  lias.  SFCNCES. 

Citizens  of  the  Umtcd  States — Members  of  l/iV  National  Republican  Con- 
vention :  The  request  would  not  have  been  made  to  this  convention  that  any 
woman's  voice  should  be  luard  in  a  convention  of  men  called  by  men  for  men. 
if  yesterday,  when  the  grand  opportunities  were  presented,  your  noble  speak- 
ers had  rernembcred  that  there  were  women  citizens  in  the  United  States  who 
had  no  voice  in  this  honorable  body.  The  first  plank  in  your  platform  of  1872 
declares  that  "the  Republican  party  has  emancipated  four  millions  of  slaves, 
and  has  established  universal  suffrage.''  Where  were  the  ten  million  women, 
— citizens  of  the  United  States?  When  will  yon  make  this  high-sounding 
declaration  true?  The  second  plank  in  your  platform  declares  that  you  have 
established  "justice,  perfect  liberty,  and  perfect  equality  for  all."  Where  are 
the  wi\  es  and  nioiluT'-  and  dauplitcrs  of  this  repnblic'    In  jtlank  14.  it  be- 

Sins  to  dawn  upon  the  Republican  party  that  there  are  women  m  the  United 
tates :  and  plank  14  reads, — 

"The  Republican  party  is  mindful  of  its  obligations  to  the  loyal  women 
of  America,  for  their  noble  devotion  to  the  cansc  of  freedom.  Their  admis- 
sion to  the  wider  tields  of  usefulness  >s  viewed  with  satisfaction ;  and  the 
hotK-st  demands  of  any  class  of  citizens  for  additional  rights  should  be  treated 
with  respectful  consideration." 

Yesterday,  when  Gen.  Logan,  who  voted  for  us  in  the  United  States  sen- 
ate, forgot  to  mention  us,  I  reminded  him  of  it.  He  said, — "I  forgot  the  wo- 
men." I  said. — "Beware,  lest  ten  millions  of  women  in  the  United  States 
with  the  ballot  in  their  hands,  forget  you."  When  Frederick  DonRln^^  yester- 
day, also  forgot  the  women,  I  reminded  him  that  to  a, woman— lu  iiurnet 
Beecher  Stowe-4ie  owed  more  than  to  all  the  men  of  the  United  States. 

Frederick  Doug!n>^  once  "^aid  tliat  tbe  proposition  had  been  established 
for  men,  that  a  man's  head  is  his  head,  his  body  is  his  body,  his  feet  are  his 
feet,  and  if  he  chooses  to  run  away  with  them  it  is  nobody  s  business.  Now 
we  want  tlie  iiroposition  r^tablisbed  for  women,  that  a  woman's  bead  is  lier 
head,  her  body  is  her  body,  her  feet  arc  her  feet,  her  hands  are  her  hands,  and 
that  she  should  hold  in  them  the  ballot  for*  self-protection. 

The  Republican  party  promised  to  give  our  claims  respectful  attention  in 
1872.  It  cannot  afford  to  recede  in  four  years.  It  cannot  afford  to  stand  still, 
for  to  be  still  is  to  die.  Nothing  is  still  that  lives.  It  must  move  forward. 
In  this  bright  new  century,  let  me  ask  you  to  win  to  your  side  the  women  of 
the  United  States— the  wives,  daughters,  and  sisters  of  this  republic. 
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The  following  is  the  memorial  presented  but  not  read: 
To  the  president  and  Members  of  the  Republican  Xatioual  Convention: 

Gentlemen:  The  National  Woman's  Suffrage  Association  asks  you  to 
place  in  your  platform  the  fotlowtng  plank : 

"Resolved,  That  the  right  to  the  use  of  the  ballot  inheres  in  the  citizens 
of  the  United  States." 

We  ask  the  insertion  of  this  plank.  Wc  propose  no  change  of  ftmda- 
snental  prgiciples.  Our  question  is  as  old  as  the  nation.  Our  govcninicnt  was 
framed  on  the  political  basis  of  the  consent  of  the  governed.  From  July  4. 
1776,  until  the  present  year,  1876,  the  nation  has  constantly  advanced  toward 
a  fuller-practice  of  our  fundamental  theory  that  the  governed  are  the  source 
of  all  powers.  Your  nominating  convciuion  occurs  in  the  rcntennial  year  of 
the  republic,  and  is  a  most  opportune  moment  for  the  reaflirmalion  and  com- 
plete recognition  of  these  principles.  Our  government  has  not  yet  answered 
the  end  for  which  it  uas  formed,  while  one  half  the  people  of  the  United 
States  are  deprived  of  the  right  of  self-government.  Before  the  Revolution, 
Great  Britain  claimed  the  right  to  legislate  for  the  colonics  in  all  cases  what* 
50  ever.  The  men  of  the  nation  now  a?  unjustly  claim  the  right  to  legislate 
for  women  in  all  cases  whatsoever.  The  call  for  your  nominatuig  convention 
invited  the  cooperation  of  all  voters  who  desire  to  inaugurate  and  enforce 
the  rights  of  every  citi/in.  including  the  full  and  free  exercise  of  the  right  of 
suffrage.  Women  are  citizens,  declared  to  be  so  by  the  highest  legislative 
and  judicial  authorities,  but  they  are  citizens  deprived  of  a  full  and  free  ex- 
ercise of  the  right  of  suffrage  Your  platform  of  1872  declared, — 'The  Repub- 
lican party,  mindful  of  its  obligations  to  the  loyal  women  of  the  nation  for 
their  noble  devotion  to  the  cause  of  freedom."  Devotion  to  freedom  is  no 
new  thing  for  ilie  women  of  this  nation.  From  tlie  earliest  history  nf  our 
country,  man  has  skoyvn  herself  as  devoted  as  man  to  the  cause  of  freedom. 
At  every  vital  period  in  the  nation's  life,  from  the  Revolution  to  the  present 
hour,  woman  ha?  stood  by  the  .•^ide  of  father,  hn^hand.  son.  and  brother,  in 
defence  of  liberty.  The  heroic  and  self-sacrificing  deeds  of  the  women  of  the 
Revolution  must  not  be  forgotten.  Men  and  women  then  fought  together  for 
liberty.  Together,  men  and  women  have  made  the  coimtry  what  it  is;  and 
to-day,  in  this  hundredth  year  of  our  existence,  the  women  of  the  country, 
as  members  <A  the  nation,  as  citizens  of  the  United  States,  ask  national  rec- 
ognition of  their  right  and  suffrage.  The  Declaration  of  Independence  struck 
a  blow  at  every  existent  form  of  government  by  declaring  the  individual  the 
source  of  all  power.  Upon  this,  one  newly  proclaimed  truth  over  native  error 
arose:  hut  if  states  may  deny  suffrage  to  any  classes,  according  totheMinorv. 
Hoppersott  decision  of  the  supreme  court,  a  decision  rendered  under  the  au- 
spices of  the  Republican  party  against  suffrage  as  a  constituent  element  of 
United  States  citizenship,  we  have  nothing  truly  national  in  the  character  of 
this  government.  National  supremacy  does  not  chiefly  mean  the  power  to 
levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  and  establish  commerce.  It  nfeans 
national  protection  and  security  in  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  self-government, 
which  comes  alone  by  and  through  the  use  of  the  ballot.  Even  granting  the 
premise  of  the  supreme  court  decision,— 'that  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  docs  not  confer  suffrage  on  anv  one." — ntir  national  liff  doe<  not  date 
from  that  instrunicni.  The  constitution  is  not  the  original  declaration  of 
rights  It  was  not  framed  until  eleven  years  after  our  existence  as  a  nation, 
nctr  fully  ratified  until  nearlv  fourteen  years  after  the  coinmencenu-tit  of  our 
national  life.  This  centennial  celebration  of  our  nation's  birth  does  not  date 
from  the  constitution,  but  from  the  declaration  of  independence.  The  declared 
ptirposr  of  our  civil  war  was  the  settlement  of  the  f|ut  -.tion  of  supremacy  be- 
tween the  states  and  the  United  States.  The  documents  sent  out  by  the  Re- 
publican party  in  this  present. campaign  warn  the  people  that  the  Democrats 
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mlcud  another  batile  lur  stale  sovereignty,  tO  be  fought  this  year  at  the  ballot- 
box.  The  National  Woman's  Suffrage  Association  calls  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  RcpuWican  party  itself  ha?  reopened  the  battle,  and  now  holds 
tlie  anomalous  position  of  having  iiellleU  the  question  of  state  sovereignty  in 
the  cas«  of  black  men,  and  again  opened  it  through  the  Minor^Hbppersott  de- 
cision, not  onlv  in  tlie  case  of  women  citizens,  but  also  in  the  cn^e  of  nien  cit- 
izens, for  all  other  causes  save  those  specified  in  the  fifteenth  .mundment. 
You  have  yet  another  opportunity  to  retrieve  your  party  from  this  false  posi- 
tion. The  political  power  of  thi-;  rmnury  has  always  shown  itself  superior 
to  judicial  powers,  the  latter  ever  >naping  and  Iwsing  its  decisions  on  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Democratic  party.  A  pledge,  therefore,  by  your  convention  to  se- 
cure n:\tional  protection,  enfranchisement,  perfect  equality  of  rights,  civil  and 
pohiicai,  to  ail  citizens,  will  so  define  the  pohcy  of  the  Republican  parly  as  to 
open  a  way  to  a  ftill  and  final  adjustment  of  this  question.  Aside  from  these 
higher  motives  of  justice,  we  would  suggest  your  adoption  of  this  principle  of 
equal  rights  to  women  as  a  means,  of  securing  your  own  future  existence.  The 
pftrty  that  ceases  to  respect  the  vital  principles  of  truth  and  justice  is  the 
party  tb->t  <Hes.  If  you  would  have  the  party  of  tlie  future  be  the  Republican 
party,  you  must  now  take  the  bruad,  noble  ground  of  citizens  suffrage.  By 
this  step  yott  will  pay  the  most  honor  to  your  ancestors ;  by  this  act  you  will 
do  most  to  promote  the  general  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty 
to  yourselves  and  your  posterity;  by  this  act  you  will  reduce  to  practice  the 
theory  of  a  hundred  years,  and  establish  a  genuine  repubtic  that  shall  know  no 
class,  caste,  race,  or  ^ry  where  all  the  people  are  citizensi  and  all  the  citizens 
are  equal  before  the  iaw.

The  PftEsiDENT.  The  first  business  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Committee 

on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business. 

Mr.  Cf.ssna.  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  Chairman:  On  beiialf  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business,  1  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

To  the  Honorable  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Republican  National 

Convention: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  rules  and  order  of 
business,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  rules,  including  the  order  of  busi- 
ness, for  the  government  of  this  c<mvention»  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Rule  I.  Upon  all  subjects  before  the  convention  the  states  shall  be  called 
in  alphabetical  order,  and  next  the  territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Rule  ^.  Each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  double  the  number  of  its  senators 
and  representatives  in  congress,  according  to  the  late  apportionment,  and 
each  territory  and  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes.  The 
votes  of  each  delegation  shall  be  reported  by  its  chairman. 

Rule  3.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  disposed 
of  before  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Platform  and  Resolutions  is  acted 
upon ;  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Platform  and  Resolutions  shall  be 
disposed  of  before  the  convention  proceeds  to  the  nomination  of  candidates 
for  President  and  Vice-President. 

Rule  4.  In  niakinp  the  nominations  for  President  and  Vice-President, 
in  no  case  shall  the  calling  of  the  roll  be  dispensed  with  when  it  shall  appear 
that  any  candidate  has  receive(f  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  The  president 
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of  the  convention  shall  announce  the  question  to  be,  "Shall  the  nomination  of 
the  candidate  be  made  unanimous?"  but,  if  no  candidate  shall  have  received 
a  majority  of  the  votes,  the  chair  shall  direct  the  vote  to  be  again  taken  which 
shall  be  repeated  until  some  candidate  shall  have  received, a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast ;  and  when  any  state  has  announced  its  vote,  it  shall  so  stand  until 
the  ballot  is  announced,  unless  in  case  of  numerical  error. 

Rule  5.  When  a  major^y  of  the  delegates  nf  anv  two  states  shall  demand 
that  a  vote  be  recorded,  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  states,  territories,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia— the  secretary  calling  the  roll  of  the  states  and  territorial 
in  the  order  heretofore  stated,  and  the  District  of  Coltunbia. 

Rule  6.  In  the  record  of  the  votes  by  state?,  the  vote  of  each  state,  terri- 
tory, and  the  Disirict  of  Columbia  shall  be  announced  by  the  chairman;  and, 
in  case  the  votes  of  any  state,  territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be 
divided,  the  chairman  shall  annotmce  the  number  of  VOtes  cast  for  any  candi- 
date, or  for  or  against  any  proposition. 

Rule  7.  When  the  previous  question  shall  be  demanded  by  the  majority 
of  the  delegates  from  any  state,  and  the  demand  seconded  by  two  or  more 
states,  and  the  call  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the  convention,  the  question 
shall  then  be  proceeded  with  and  disposed  of  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  similar  cases. 

Rule  8.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  qticstion, 
nor  longer  than  five  mmutes,  unless  by  leave  of  the  convention,  except  that 
delegates,  presenting  the  name  of  a  candidate,  shall  be  allowed  ten  minutes 

in  presenting  the  name  of  such  candidate. 

Rule  9.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  rules  of 
diis  convention,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
foregoing  rules. 

Rtile  10.  A  Republican  Xational  Committee  shall  be  appointed,  tn  consist 
01  one  member  from  each  state,  territory,  and  district  represented  in  this  con- 
vention. The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  delegation  from  each  stat^  territory, 
?.1v^  district  shall  name,  through  their  chairman,  a  person  to  act  as  a  member 

ui  such  committee.

DEBATE  ON  THE  KBPQRT. 

Mr.  EuGENB  Hals,  of  Maine.  I  move  to  strike  from  Rule  3  that  part  of 
it  wluch  postpones  the  nomination  of  candidates  until  after  the  adoption  of  the  ' 
platform. 

Mr.  Cessna.  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  make  a  motion  to  recommit, 
my  object  being  to  secure  the  di\ision  of  the  report,  as  it  appears  that  the 
convention  desire  to  discuss  it  I  ask  that  the  report  be  divided  into  two  di- 
visions,—the  first  division  to  embrace  the  whole  of  it  except  Rule  3,  and  the 
second  to  embrace  Rule  3. 

Mr.  Hale.  That  will  be  perfectly  satisfactory.  T  had  no  indication  of 
the  object  of  the  gentleman.  I  oppose  the  rule,  because  I  do  not  believe  it  is 
usual  in  l>odies  of  this  kind  to  adopt  the  platform  before  the  nominations  arc 
made. 

Mr.  Cmsskk  If  there  be  no  other  objection.  I  ask  that  this  report  be  di- 
vided as  indicated. 

Mr.  SiLLiM.\x.  of  New  York,  said  he  desired,  before  the  qncstion  should 
be  put  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report,  to  suggest  an  amendment,  as  follows : 
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Resolvtd,  That  after  each  ballot,  and  until  some  candidate  shall  receive  a 
majority  of  die  votes  cast,  thu  convention  will  take  a  recess  for  the  space  of 
half  an  hour. 

Mr.  Stlliman.  I  will  state,  in  another  word,  that  this  will  enable  the 
delegates  from  each  stale  to  meet,  confer,  consult,  and  decide  UDOn  their  next 
.ballot,  and  also  to  consult  with  other  delegations.^ 

Mr.  Cbssna.  I  desire  to  sus^est  to  the  convention,  that,  in  my  judgment, 
the  desirability,  if  not  the  necessity,  of  having  some  rules,  will  veiy  soon  ap- 
pear; and  I  now  say  to  my  friend  from  New  York,  that,  if  be  will  let  the  vote 
be  taken  on  the  first  division,  !  v. ill  not  object  to  bis  offering  that  as  a  new 
rule  to  come  in  at  the  end  of  the  report.  ^ 

Mr.  Silhman  withdrew  his  amendment  temporarily. 

The  FhBsnieiiT.  The  proiwsition,  of  which  notice  was  given  by  the  gen- 
tleman from  New  York,  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  report  of  the 
c<Mnmtttee,  will  be  read.  Although  it  has  been  temporarily  withdrawn,  it  may 
be  renewed  after  the  division  of  the  report  itself.  It  will  now  be  re-read  for 
information  only. 

The  secretary  read  the  amendment  for  tlie  infonnalion  of  the  convention. 

The  PBBSIDBMT.  The  previous  question  has  been  called  upon  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report,~the  report  being  divided  into  two  parts,  the  first  to  em- 
brace the  whole  of  it  except  Role  3.  The  secretary  will  read  Rtde  3  for  infor- 
mation 

The  secretary  read  the  rule,  as  follows: 

"The  report  of  the  Commiitee  on  Credentials  shall  be  disposed  of  hcforc 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Platform  and  Resolutions  is  acted  on ;  and  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Platform  nnrl  Rf>';"!utions  shall  be  disposed  of 
before  the  convention  proceeds  to  the  nouunation  of  candidates  for  President 
and  Vice-President" 

The  PKEsmmf.  The  question  on  the  adoption  of  that  rule  is  reserved; 
.and  the  pending  question  is  upon  the  adoption  of  the  remaininfr  rules. 

The  remaining  ruks  wore  tnen  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Mr.  Cessna.    I  move  10  reconsider  and  lay  upon  the  tabic. 

The  PRBSIDBNT.  That  is  unanimously  agreed  to,  no  objection  being  made. 

The  question  then  recurred  upon  the  adoption  of  Rule  3. 

Mr.  Hale.  I  move  to  strike  out  that  portion  of  the  rule  that  postpones 
the  ballotinp^  for  candidates  until  after  the  platform  is  settled.  I  do  not  ob- 
ject, and  cannot  conceive  of  any  one  objecting,  m  the  first  part  of  the  rule, 
that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credcniiais  shall  be  first  settled,  and  there- 
fore do  not  desire  to  antagonize  the  whole  rule.  I  move  to  strike  out  the  last 
part  of  it,  which  tiie  secretaiy  will  please  read. 

The  secretary  read  as  follows : 

"And  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Platform  and  Resolutions  shall  be 
disposed  of  before  the  convention  proceeds  to  the  nomination  ot  candidates 
for  President  and  Vice-President." 

The  President.  The  proposition  is  to  strike  from  the  rule  the  words 
read,  so  that  the  rule  will  stand  as  follows: 

"The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  disposed  of  before 
the  report  ot  the  Committee  on  Platform  and  Resolutions  is  acted  on.'' 
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Mr.  Cessna.  Before  the  vote  is  taken,  I  desire  to  know  tl  my  friend  from 
Maine  wishes  to  discuss  the  amendmtnt 

Mr.  Hale.  The  whole  point  presented  by  my  motion,  Mr.  Prendent, 
must  be  so  dear  that  I  do  not  desire  before  this  body  of  men  to  take  up  their 
time  I  will  only  say  that  so  far  as  my  knowledge  goe^  neither  in  locaX  nor 
state  conventions  nor  national  conventions,  where  I  have  attended  before, 
has  the  platform  or  the  resolutions  of  the  party  been  presented  before  the 
nomination  and  selection  of  candidates.  I  believe,  sir,  that  gentlemen  present 
will  see,  that  unless  this  motion  of  mine  be  carried,  this  convention  may  re- 
main here  for  hours«  nncasy  and  impatient,  with  nothing  essential  to  do,  while 
the  Conunittee  on  Resolutions  may  be  waiting,  debating  upon  their  report. 

Mr  S.  W.  KEtLOOC,  of  Connecticut.  Was  that  not  the  case  in  when 

■ 

President  Lincoln  was  first  nominated? 

Mr.  Hale.  I  am  informed  by  gentlemen  about  me  that  it  was  not.  The 
gentleman  has  had  more  experience  than  I,  and  was  perhaps  present  at  that 
convention. 

Mr.  KELLOG&  I  was  not.  I  understand  the  Conmiittee  on  Platform  will 
be  ready  to  report  in  five  minutes.  Therefore  I  do  not  see  any  necessity  for 
changing  the  rule. 

Mr.  Hale.  That  only  places  the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  com- 
mittee before  the  convention,  and  leaves,  us  engaged  upon  resolutions  to  be 
first  considered,  when  I  believe  that  the  feeling  of  the  gentlemen  I  see  before 
me  now  is  that  when  the  organization  of  this  convention  is  completed  we 
should  proceed  at  once  to  the  nomination  of  its  candidates. 

Mr.  G.  W.  HoTCHKISS,  of  New  York.  Mr.  Chairmen:  In  i860  we  made 
a  platform  before  wc  placed  our  candidates  upon  it.  Practically  it  may  make 
no  difference  to-day,  but  theoretically  it  would  be  an  absurdity  to  place  a  man 
on  horseback  before  you  get  your  horse.  If  there  ever  was  a  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Republican  party  when  we  needed  deliberati<m  in  our  proceedings» 
it  is  to-day.  In  behalf  of  New  York.  I  ask  this  convention  that  they  make  no 
forced  march,  but  first  let  us  know  what  our  platform  demands  of  the  candi- 
dates. You  mnv  mnkf  a  platform  that  will  lessen  the  number  of  candidates 
materially.  In  i860  the  Republican  party  was  composed  of  elements  that  had 
not  come  together  and  congealed,  and  they  had  to  knov^  what  the  principles 
of  the  party  were  in  order  to  get  a  fit  candidate.  More  new  questions  exist 
to-day  in  th.£  Republican  party  than  existed  in  18/  0  We  had  then  an  over- 
shadowing question.  Now  we  are  circumstanced  differently,  and  every  speak- 
er upon  that  stand  has  fold  us  tliat  we  were  to  meet  new  issues  and  new  (jues- 
tions.  Let  us  know  what  new  questions  we  are  to  agree  upon ;  then  we  can 
put  forward  a  candidate  reflecting  our  views,  and  he  must  be  a  candidate  who 
is  known  and  assured  to  be  a  fit  exponent  of  those  views,  an  earnest  one,  and 
not  one  who  has  to  make  up  his  mind  after  the  platform  is  made 

Mr.  NoYES,  of  Ohio.  The  gentleman  frcm  .Maine  is  decidedly  mii^lakcn 
in  his  history  of  i860.  .'\s  the  gontknian  has  just  stated,  the  platform  was 
reported  before  the  candidate  was  nominated  eight  years  ago.  I  am  informed 
by  Lieutenant-Governor  Lee,  of  the  New  York  delegation,  who  was  then  one 
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of  ihe  Coninuiite  on  Resolutions,  that  the  convention  waited  a  long  time  for 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions  to  report.  As  the  gentleman  says,  it  is  absurd 
to  nominate  a  candidate  until  yon  know  what  he  is  to  stand  upon.  It  may 
make  all  the  difference  in  the  world  when  the  platform  is  reported.  It  might 
turn  out  that  one  candidate  was  fitted  to  it,  and  another  was  not. 

Mr.  Cessna.  Mr.  Chairman:  I  have  no  feelinff  whatever  on  this  subject. 
I  consider  it,  however,  but  proper  and  fair  that,  on  behalf  of  my  committee, 
I  should  stand  by  what  was  its  ^unanimous  a^on  as  to  die  report  to  this  oon- 
vention.  The  resolution  which  is  now  pendingr  for  adoption  before  this  body 
has  neither  an  "i"  dotted  nor  a  "t"  crossed  from  the  resolution  and  the  rule, 
and  its  nuinhcr  is  the  same  adopted  by  the  last  national  convention,  held  in 
1872.  I  beg  to  say  to  niy  friend  from  Maine,  and  any  other  gentlemen  who 
entertain  different  views,  that  this  rule  is  not  introduced,  and  it  is  not  now^  ad- 
vocated, by  the  present  speaker  at  least,  in  the  interest  of  any  candidate,  nor  in 
a  j^trit  of  <q^sition  to  any  other  candidate.  I  believe  a  platform  should  be 
made,  and  I  believe,  as  my  friend  has  said,  that  if  ever  there  was  a  time  when 
dflih: mtinn  wa?  ncccs.";an,^  at  the  hands  nf  a  national  convention,  that  honr  is 
now.  1  have  been  in  conventions  in  former  times,  and  I  know  and  I  feel  to- 
day, that  if  wc  go  to  work  and  nominate  our  ticket  before  we  make  our  plat- 
form, one  half  of  the  delegates  will  be  on  their  way  home  before  we  get  to  die 
platform,  and  there  will  be  no  deliberation  or  discussion  of  it. 

Mr.  Haub;  Let  me  ask  the  gentleman  a  question. 

Mr.  Cessna.  Certainly. 

Mr.  Hale,  My  main  point  in  making  the  motion  was  to  have  something 
for  the  convention  to  do.  1  wish  to  ask  if  the  cliair  has  authoritative  informa- 
tion that  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  is  ready  to  report 

The  pREsnsNT.  The  chair  has  not ;  but  the  chairman  of  the'committee  tfl 
present. 

Mr.  Cess.va.  This  is  a  matter  of  very  immaterial  difference,  because, 
under  the  rules,  T  would  state  to  my  friend  from  Maine,  that  the  report  <^f  the 
Conunittee  on  Credentials  must  be  considered  before  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions,  and  before  any  nominations;  and,  from  what  I  have 
heard  in  relation  to  that  report,  I  think  my  friend  fr<nn  Maine  will  find  that  we 
have  enough  to  do  when  that  report  comes  in. 

Mr.  Hale.  I  only  asked  the  question  to  get  from  my  friend  from  Rhode 
Island  the  information  whether  the  committee  was  ready  to  report. 

A  DELEGATfc  from  Rhode  Island.  I  am  so  informed  by  my  colleague  on 
that  committee. 

Mr.  Hale.  Then,  Mr.  President,  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  Cessna.   I  demand  the  previous  question. 

The  previous  question  was  ordered,  and  the  motion  agreed  to;  and  Rule 
3  was  adopted  as  reported  by  the  committee. 

THE  QUESTION  OF  A  RBCESS  ATTER  BACH  BAIXOT. 

The  Pkesident.  The  next  business  in  order  is  the  motion  of  Mr.  SUli- 
man,  from  New  York,  for  the  addition  of  a  new  rule.  The  secretaty  will  read 
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the  proprxftion  made  by  the  gentleman  from  New  York,  which  is  now  pending 

as  an  addition. 

The  secretary  read  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  after  eadi  ballot,  and  until  some  candidate  shall  receive 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  this  convention  will  take  a  recess  for  the  space 

of  half  an  hour. 

Cries  of  "No!"  "No?" 

The  President.    Is  the  convention  ready  for  the  vote? 

Mr.  SiLLiM.\N.  Perhaps  the  necessity  of  the  resolution  will  appear,  when 
I  state  that  after  each  ballot  is  taken  each  delegation  may  wish  to  have  time 
to  consult  and  confer  with  other  delegations. 

Mr.  Vak  Zandt,  of  Rhode  Island.  I  trust,  before  the  motion  is  put,  it  may  " 
be  amended ;  and  I  offer  as  an  amendment,  that,  before  the  thirty  minutes  re- 
cecs  he  taken,  each  delegation,  or  the  chairman  of  each  delegation,  ^li.ill  be 
suitably  labelled  for  what  they  ask»  and  whether  they  take  "cash"  or  "country 
produce." 

A  Delegate  from  Virginia.  I  move  to  lay  on  the  table. 

The  president  put  the  vote  on  laying  on  the  table  the  motion  of  the  gentle- 
man from  New  York,  which  provides  that  after  each  ballot  there  shall  be  a  re- 
cess  of  thirty  niinute.s ;  and  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  adopted. 

The  Preside.vt.  The  next  business  in  order  is  tlie  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials.  Mr.  John  T.  Ensor,  of  Maryland,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  will  now  read  the  report.

Mr.  Heaton,  of  North  Carolina.  I  desire  to  correct  an  error  in  the  re- 
port. .\t  the  time  the  committee  first  met,  the  North  Carolina  delegation 
was  not  full,  but  now,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  it  is  full,  Mr.  Russell,  delegate 
from  the  first  district,  having  arrived. 

Mr.  Charles  N.  Harris,  of  Nevada,  read  the  following  minority  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Credentials: 


minority  report. 

The  under^ignt  (1.  members  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  feel  con 
yStrained  to  ditfcr  from  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  committee,  in  so  far 
as  the  s&trik  relates  to  the  seat i up  of  the  delegates  from  Alabama.  From  the 
limited  opportunities  afforded  the  committee  to  invest"gate  this  case,  the  mi- 
nority are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  delegation  from  Alabama,  beaded  by 
Hon.  Geo.  E.  Spencer,  is  the  only  legitimate  and  truly  representative  dele- 
gation applying  for  adniisH'on  to  this  convention  from  that  state.  We  base 
our  opinion  on  the  following  facts  and  considerations: 
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Tin  August  of  1874,  a  Republican  state  convention  was  held  at  the  city  pf 
Montgomery.  Alabama,  for  the  nomination  of  state  officers,  to  be  voted  for 
in  that  state  for  that  year.  There  was  at  this  time  no  faction  in  the  party  in 
the  state.  All  Republicans  were  represented  in  the  convention,  and  were 
satisfied  with  its  action.  This  convention  appointed  a  sute  executive  com> 
niittco,  cnnsistinR  of  twelve  members,  to  conduct  the  succeeding  campaign, 
and  to  act  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  party  in  the  state  in  all  things  until  the 
convention  to  be  called  in  1876,  two  years  thereafter.  The  committee  met 
and  elected  as  chairman  Charles  E.  Mayer.  The  campatg^n  was  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  this  committee,  and  its  actions  were  acquiesced  in  by 
all  except  the  Democrats,  so  far  as  the  minority  of  your  committee  are  in- 
formed. These  facts  are  undisputed.  A  quorum  of  this  committee  met  in 
Montgomery  on  February  2,  1876,  under  The  call  of  its  chairman,  and  put 
forth  a  caJl4«r  the  convtntten  of  May  24,  itTfk,  which  asseml  U  d  and  sent  to 
thi>.  convention  the  delegation  headed  by  Mr.  Spencer.  If  thire  he  any 
virtue  in  legitimacy  and  regularity,  the  convention  held  on  I^lay  -24,  last  past, 
was  the  rei^ar  Republican  state  convention  of  Alabama,  and  the  delegation 
sent  by  that  convention  to  represent  the  Republican  voters  o£  Alabama,  in  our 
body,  are  the  delegates  that  should  be  admitted. 

The  delegation,  headed  by  &  F.  Rice,  while  admitting,  as  we  understand, 
the  facts  a>  above  set  forth,  claim  that  on  December  tlie  jQth  the  committee 
created  by  the  last  state  convention  was  reorganized  by  the  committee  itself, 
in  obedience  to  the  demands  of  a  mass  meeting  held  at  Montgomery  on  said 
day.  The  claim,  briefly  staled,  is  as  follow*;:  That  when  the  original  com- 
mittee was  created  in  1874,  there  were  but  six  congressional  districts  in  the 
state,  and  the  committee  was  formed  by  appointing  two  members  of  the  com- 
mittee from  each  of  said  congressional  di-trict^:  but  that  at  the  session  of 
the  legislature  for  1874-5  congressional  districts  of  the  state  wcre^  reor- 
ganized, by  reason  of  the  increased  representation  allowed  Alabama  in  the 
lower  house  of  congress  by  the  tiew  apportionment,  and  eight  districts  were 
created,  thus  creating  two  new  congressional  districts  in  the  state,  and  chang- 
ing the  boundaries  of  the  old  districts.  The  claim  is,  that  this  rendered  a 
rei.rEaiW/ation  of  the  state  executive  committee  necessary,  in  order  that  each 
district  might  be  represented  thereon,  and  that  the  committee,  in  compliance 
with  the  demands  of  the  mass  meeting  before  referred  to.  met  and  added 
twelve  new  members  to  itself  for  this  purpose.  The  ctmunittee,  as  thus  con- 
stituted, would  be  one  of  twenty-four  members,  and  not  twelve.  The  mi- 
nority of  yotir  committee,  from  the  best  information  they  have  been  able  to 
Rain,  find  it  to  lie  true  that  a  mass  meetinp  was  held  in  tlu-  city  of  Montgom- 
ery on  the  ^'jih  day  of  December,  1875;  but  its  representative  character  is 
detiied,  the  organization,  headed  by  Mr.  Spencer,  claiming  that  it  Was  local 
in  its  character,  and  that  it  represented  only  the  couiUy  of  Montgomery,  with 
trifling  exceptions.  We  find  it  to  be  true,  further,  that  some  members  of 
the  committee  did.  at  the  dictation  of  this  mass  meeting,  consent  to  elect 
twelve  new  members  to  be  added  to  the  twelve  already  constituting  the  com- 
mittee; but  wc  find  that  this  action  was  not  taken  by  the  committee  itself, 
afker  having  been  duly  called  by  its  recognized  chairman.  Members  of  the 
committee,  being  in  the  city  at  the  time,  voluntarily  assembled  and  took  the 
action  as  stated.  Such  action,  had  under  such  circumstances,  is  diametrically 
opposed  to  every  idea  entertained  by  us  of  order  or  regularity  in  a  political 
body,  or  of  legality  in  a  legj  I  it  ve  bodyj 

This  convention,  yesterday,  adjourned  until  this  morning  at  ten  r,'elock 
If,  at  ten  o'clock  last  night,  four  hundred  of  its  members  had  assembled  in 
this  hall  and  pretended  to  nominate  candidates  for  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent, without  notification  to  or  the  acquiescence  of  thg  other  three  hundred 
and  odd  members,  it  would  be  a  precisel"  parallel  case. ,  The  committee  after- 
wards, under  the  regular  call  of  its  chairman,  assembledt  and  refused  to  recog- 
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nizc  or  acquiesce  in  the  action  of  its  members  at  tlic  former  unauthorized 
meeting.  This  fact  shows  that  the  committee  have  never  acquiesced  in  the 
action  first  taken;  and  subsequent- event ?  sliow  that  tlie  Republican  party 
has  never  acquiesced  therein,  put  \vc  tlo  not  rccugni/.e  the  right 
of  a  committee,  even  if  regularly  called  and  fully  attended,  to  increase  or 
diminish  its  number,  or  to  change  its  constitution  in  any  iormj  Any  attempt 
to  do  so  is  but  an  attempt  at  revolution,  and  can  never  have  validity,  except 
when  universally  acquiesced  in  by  the  party,  wherein  sovereignty  in  sndi  mat- 
ters rests.  \  The  convention  that  created  the  eomniittee  did  not  confer  on  it 
the  power  of  making  a  new  coiiimiuce.  It  clothed  the  ci>miniitee  with  the 
power  and  responsibility  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  party,  and  not  for 
the  purpose  of  having  it  divide  that  power  and  responsibility  with  others 
unknown  to  and  unrecognized  by  the  convention. 

These  considerations  derive  additional  force,  when  the  pretext  upon 
which  the  pretended  reorganization  was  based  is  fully  considered.  That  pre- 
text is,  that  the  reorganization  of  the  congressional  districts  rendered  a  re- 
organization of  the  stat£.je^ecutive  committee  necessary.  But,  in  our  view, 
such  was  not  the  case.  Mt  is  prc^itmed  that  the  congressional  districts  were 
taken  as  the  basis  of  representation  on  the  conimittcc,  because  they  were  fair 
geographical  divisions  of  the  state ;  and  it  was  die  desire  of  the  state  con^ 
vention  tn  give  each  section  of  the  state  representation  on  the  comiiiitt^! 
The  addition  of  new  districts,  then,  or  the  abolition  of  old  ones.  couiJ'not 
change  those  geographical  divisions.  They  still  existed,  and  each  section  of 
the  state  was  as  well  represented  on  the  committee  after  as  before  the  change 
m  the  districts.  Further:  we  understand  it  to  be  a  fact,  that  |the  law  creat- 
ing the  new  districts  does  not  go  into  effect  imtil  November,  1876.  Accord- 
ing to  party  usage,  a  state  convention  would  have  to  he  held  before  the  Aug- 
ust election  of  the  present  yearJ  Why,  then,  resort  to  disorganization  and 
disintegration  to  re-form  the  committee,  to  conform  to  the  law  going  into 
force  eight  months  thereafter,  wlien,  by  waiting  only  three  months,  if  tliere 
was  any  justice  in  the  claim,  the  committee  could  be  reorganized  by  a  regular 
state  convention  chosen  by  the  people  for  that  purpose? 

No  evidence  was  adduced  before  the  committee  to  show  the  relative 
.strength  of  the  different  organizations  before  the  Republicans  of  Alabama. 
In  the  discussions,  however,  and  in  published  statements  submitted  to  the 
committee,  mention  was  made  of  a  proposition  of  compromise  made  bv  Hon. 
Simon  Cameron,  chairman  of  theilgimi  K<U)tubiuaji  Congrpssiong^  ("runmit- 
tee»  and  by  Hon.  Wm,  E.  Chanoier^  secretary  of  the  Kepjihlican.  Natfoiul 
Committee.  Said  proposition  is  as  follows : 

Washington,  D.  C,  March  21,  1876. 
Dear  Sir:    The  following  plan  of  compromise,  by  which  to  unite  the 
Republican  party  in  Alabama,  is  presented,  after  mature  deliberation,  as  being 
fair  and  eauitable  in  its  terms,  and  in  full  confidence  that  it  will  be  accepted 

by  all  parties : 

1.  The  chairman  of  the  two  executive  committees  shall  withdraw  the 
calls  already  made,  and  unite  in  calling  a  convention  to  be  held  on  the  23A 

day  of  May  next. 

2.  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Mayer,  the  chairman  of  one  committee,  shall  call  the 
convention  to  order,  and  name  the  Hon.  William  H.  Smith,  chairman  of  the 
other  committee,  as  temporary  chairman  of  tlie  convention. 

3.  The  temporary  chairman  .shall  appoint  two  coiiunillees  and  no  more, 
vi^.,  the  committees  rn  credentials  and  on  permanent  organization,  and  no 
other  business  shall  be  transacted,  or  additional  committees  appointed,  until 
the  convention  shall  have  been  permanently  organized. 

4.  The  committees  on  credentials  and  on  oermanent  organization  shall 
he  selected  in  the  following  ninnner:  Mr.  Mayer  and  Governor  Smith  shall 
each  name  two  members  of  each  committee,  and  the  four  thus  selected  shall 
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vokct  a  fifth.   All  five  mcrrtbers  of  each  coaimittee  shall  be  selected  before 
the  meeting  of  the  convention. 

A  letter  identical  in  its  terms  with  this  has  been  sent  to  Hon.  William 

H  Smith. 

You  will  please  call  your  committee  together  without  delay,  and  at  your 
earliest  convenience  notify  Hon.  J.  M.  Edmtinds,  of  Washtngtoo,  D.  C.»  of  the 
acceptance  or  rejection  of  these  terms  of  compromise.

This  proposition  vi^s  promptly  and  unconditionally  accepted  by  the  or«\ 

ganization  that  called  the  convention  of  May  24th.  and  that  ?cnt  the  dolegntes  \ 
to  this  convention  headed  Mr.  Spencer, — thus  showing  a  commendable  1 
willingness  to  test  their  strength  and  rest  their  cause  in  the  hands  of  the  Re*  } 
publican  voters  of  their  Ftnte. 

The  proposition  of  Mr.  Cameron  and  Mr.  Chandler  was  undoubtedly  as 

f»romptly  and  unconditionally  declined  by  the  other  organization.   Right  herex 
ct  it  be  observed,  that  the  point  of  the  Cameron-Chandler  proposition  was  | 
to  bring  both  parties  together  on  one  da^  and  in  one  convention,  under  such  J 
safeguards  that  it  could  not  but  give  a  fair  expression  to  the  views  and  feel-^ 
Ings  of  the  Rcpnhlimns  nf  the  state. 

Mr.  Cameron  and  Mr.  Chandler,  with  a  commendable  zeal  for  party 
unity  and  harmony,  did  not  stop  here,  but  made  the  following  reply  to  the 
declination  of  their  proposition. 

Washington,  April  28,  1876. 

Sir:    We  have  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  April  13,  in  answer 
to  our  letter  of  March  23. 

In  making:  our  fnmier  commimicatinn,  we  did  not  desire  to  express  an 
opinion  or  to  invite  a  discussion  of  the  actual  merits  of  the  controversy  going 
on  between  two  rival  organizations  of  the  Republican  party  in  Alabama. 

Whatever  the  merits  of  that  controversy  may  he.  we  de-ire  to  end  it  all 
by  securing  a  state  convention  fairly  representing  the  Republicans  of  the  state. 

Neither  do  we  desire  to  enter  into  the  merits  of  vour  complaints  of  Sen- 
ator Spencer  and  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Mayer,  or  their  associates. 

It  is  sufficient  to  say,  that,  while  you  make  assertions  against  ihcm,  tlioy 
generally  and  specifically  deny  that  they  are  correct  or  just;  and  our  object 
is  to  remit  them  to  one  convention  fairly  and  impartially  constituted,  instead 
of  having  them  result  in  an  injurious  division  of  the  party. 

To  the  plan  proposed  by  us  you  take  no  specific  exception :  and  certainly 
upon  its  face  it  indicates  perfect  fairness  toward  hotli  sides,  and  give<5  neither 
side  an  advantage  over  the  other.  It  does  not  seem  to  us  that  either  side 
can  refuse  to  .iccept  it,  unconditionally,  without  admitting  its  belief  that  it 
will  be  in  a  minority  of  a  Republican  convention  fairly  constituted,  and  legiti- 
mately entitled  to  represent  the  Republicans  of  Alabama. 

We  therefore  repeat  our  request  that  you  will  accept  our  suggestions, 
and  wc  trust  upon  reflection  you  and  ymir  committee  will  conclude  to  do  SO. 

The  propositions  suggested  are  reiKated  at  the  foot  of  this  letter.

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Is  it  not  apparent  that  the  strictures  of  Messrs.  Cameron  and  Chandler 
were  Just?  The  proposition  submitted  by  them  provided  for  a  perfectly  fair 
organization  of  the  convention.  It  proposed  to  place  the  question  In  the 
hands  of  the  people  for  their  decision,  and  the  only  reason  we  can  .see  for 
either  side  dectimng  the  proposition  was  a  conscious  weakness  of  their  cause 
witli  the  people,  for  the  organization  that  had  the  most  voters  would  control 
the  convention. 

Therefore,  the  conclusion  is  most  convincing  that  the  side  refosingr  to 

accept  it  could  only  be  nctuated  in  their  refusal  by  one  of  two  motives,  name- 
ly,— by  a  desire  to  divide  and  disrupt  the  parly,  or  by  the  fear  and  knowledge 
not  the.  people  were  not  with  them,  and  would  not  send  a  majority  of  their 
delegates  to  the  convention. 

The  foregoing  considerations  induce  us  to  dissent  from  the  majority, 
and  to  recommend  that  the  following  gentlemen  be  admitted  to  this  con- 
vention.

A  Delegate  from  Maryland.  I  move  that  the  subject-matter  referring 
to  this  particular  delegation  be  recommitted. 

Mr.  Cessna.  I  ask  that  the  report  ht  divided,  and  that  the  first  part 
be  the  adoption  of  the  whole  of  it,  except  the  part  relating  to  Alabama. 
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The  president  stated  the  motion  for  a  division. 

Mr.  Cessna.  I  presume  I  have  a  right  to  demand  that  division,  without 
putting  it  to  a  vote.  I  have  learned, — and  I  beg  not  to  be  con-'idered  offen- 
sive toward  the  committee,— partly  from  the  commiitee  and  partly  on  my  own  ' 
responsibility*  that,  in  the  case  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  neither  of  the  ' 
delegations  comes  with  that  regularity  and  form  that  would  entitle  them  to 
scats  in  this  convention.  I  feel  that  the  states  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  and  cnhcr  "States,  have  been  very  generous  and  liberal  in  giving  the 
territories  places  upon  ail  these  committees,  gtvinp  them  five  or  six  places 
on  the  most  important  committees,  to  make  a  plailonu  on  which  candidates 
for  President  and  Vice-President  are  to  stand.  After  so  learning,  in  the 
interest  of  peace  and  haimony,  I  move  to  amend  that  portion  of  the  report, 
by  striking  out  the  name  of  Sayles  J.  Bowen,  and  inserting  the  name  of 
Frederick  Douglass,  so  that  each  delegation  from  the  District  of  Columbia 
may  be  represented  here. 

The  President.    The  report  of  the  committee  has  been  di\idcd.    The  N 
pending  proposition  is  to  adopt  the  whole  of  the  report  except  that  relating 
to  Alabama.  The  gentleman  fnm  Pennsylvania  moves  to  amend  that  part 
1  elating  to  the  District  of  Columbia  by  striking  oi|t  the  name  of  Mr.  Bowen, 
and  inserting  the  name  of  Mr.  Douglass. 

Mr.  Kellooc,  of  Connecticut.   I  wish  to  ask  by  what  authority  any  dele- 

gate<!  are  recognized  as  entitled  to  scat*;  in  thi?  convention  from  the  District 
of  Columbia?  Formerly,  for  a  feu  years  under  the  law-;,  it  was  entitled  to  a 
delegate  in  congress,  ihc  same  as  the  icrritorics.  and,  I  presume,  was  under 
the  same  custom  allowed  delegates  in  national  conventions. 

The  PatsiDENT.  Such  is  the  custom.^ 

A  Delegate  from  West  Virginia.  I  would  ask  if  the  call  for  this  con- 
vention did  not  ask  for  the  election  of  delegates  from  the  city  of  Washington  ? 

The  President.   It  so  appears  from  the  call. 

Mr.  James  N.  Tvner,  of  Indiana.  Before  the  vote  shall  be  taken  upon 
the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania,  I  de«;ire  to  call  his  attenti'^n 
to  the  fact  tliat  he  has  stated,  in  general  terms,  that  the  action  of  the  Repub- 
licans in  the  District  of  Columbia  was  somewhat  irregular  in  sending  the  two 
delegates  here,  whose  admission  has  been  recommended  by  the  majority  re- 
port. Now,  will  the  gentlemen  tell  us  in  what  respect  those  proceedings  were 
irregular? 

Mr  CE.s^^•A.  T  answer  the  gentleman  from  Indiana  that  all  the  infor- 
mation I  have  got  is  from  the  Republican  organs  in  the  city  of  Wasbinpton. 
and  that  kind  of  Republicans  who  come  here  headed  by  Frederick  Douglass, 
who  needs  no  indorsement  anywhere  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Tykeil  Then,  Mr.  President,  I  treat  the  gentleman  with  entire 
respectfulness  when  I  say  that  he  ha^  no  information  on  the  subject.  TTiere- 
fore,  it  is  fnir  to  assume  that  the  gentleman  makes  his  proposition  because 
Frederick  Douglass  happens  to  represent  an  interest  here  in  which  he  fully 
concurs  and  other  delegates  do  not. 
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Mr.  Ensor.  I  wish  to  make  but  a  single  remark  on  this  part  of  the 
report.  While  there  were  differences  of  opinion  in  regard  to  other  subjects 
before  the  committee,  the  committee  will  bear  me  out  that  if  we  were  not 
entirely,  we  were  almost  unanimously,  in  favor  of  the  admission  of  the

It  is  trtic,  he  chimed 
that  he  had  the  credentials,  and  had  handed  them  in  to  the  secretary  of  ilie 
National  Executive  Coniniiiiec;  but  he  brought  no  credentials  to  us.  VVc. 
therefore,  strictly  speaking,  could  take  no  notice  of  his  case,  but,  aside  from 
that,  it  was  clearly  demonstrated  to  the  committee  that  the  credentials  of  Mr. 
Bowen  and  Mr.  Green  were  regular  in  eveiy  respect 
Mr.  Cessna.   Mr.  Chairman — 

Mr.  REonEX.  of  Kansas.  This  convention  has  adopted  a  rule  that  no 
gentleman  shall  speak  twice  upon  the  same  subject,  and  the  gentleman  from 
Pennsylvania  has  already  spoken  twice  upon  the  subject. 

Mr.  Cessna.  I  desire  before  the  chair  rules  on  that  point  of  order  to 
make  thi-  statement. 

Cries  of  "Order!"  "Order!" 

The  Presidext.  The  chair  states  that  he  will  rule  upon  the  question  ol 
order  raised  by  the  gentleman  from  Kansas  upon  ascertaining  the  precise 
facts.  The  discussion  was  so  desultory  that  he  cannot  recollect  the  fact 
whether  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  has  spoken  more  than  once  upon 
the  proposition.  I  am  not  aware  that  the  gentleman  has  made  any  remarks 
upon  this  proposition. 

Mr.  Cessn  a.    I  do  not  desire  to  make  any  now.    What  1  desire,  is—

The  PusiOBNT.  The  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  has  withdrawn  his 
proposition. 

Mr.  Cessna.  That  is  all  I  want  to  do. 

The  President.  The  qne«:tion  then  recurs  upon  the  adoption  of  the  rtr- 
pr)rt  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  except  that  portion  relating  to  Ala* 

bauia. 

This  question,  on  being  put,  was  agreed  to^  and  the  report,  with  that 
exception,  adopted,  and  the  delegates  reported  declared  entitled  to  seats  in 

the  convention. 

Mr.  E.VSOM     T  move  thr!t  the  portion  relatinp  to  Alabama  be  recommit- 
ted.   I  shall  not  occupy  more  than  tive  tniniues  in  replying  to  the  lon?r  writ- 
^     ten  argument  of  my  friend  who  has  introduced  the  minority  report.    1  wish 
.  sTroply  to  call  attention  to  facts— plain,  simple  facts.    The  state  central 
committee  of  Alabama  was  constituted  in  1874.   There  were  then  six  con- 
gressional districts  in  the  state;  and  the  cimimittee  was  composed  of  twelve 
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members — two  from  each  conprc•^^i(>na1  district.  That  coniniittcc  met.  It 
considered  iiselt  not  large  tnuugh,  and  it  called  in  Mr.  Charles  E.  Mayer, 
and  elected  him  chairman  of  that  committee.  Mr.  Miayer  was  not  appointed 
a  memher  of  that  committee  by  the  state  convention.  He  was  called  in  by 
the  members  of  the  committee,  without  authority,  and,  after  having  been 
called  in.  he  was  made  chairman  of  that  committee.  This  seemed  to  be 
regular,  as  the  party  accepted  it:  and  thoy  went  on  for  a  year  or  two,  until 
many  Republit-'aiii  .  ■  iwwU-ti^t- oiiglii  lu  have  more  members  on  the  com- 
mittee. Inasmuch  as  Mayer  had  been  called  in  irregularly,  without  author- 
itXt  roembtrs  nf  thr  parij  said.-^*' Wc. .with  oth»ra  calWd  in:  we  wish  the 
committee  increased  from  twelve  or  thirteen  Jta  twenty-four." 

TTic  "Republicans  of  the  state  called  a  meeting.  The  members  of  that 
commiucc  were  invited  t<>  it.  They  went  to  it.  most  of  them.  Tt  was  there 
determined  that  this  committee  should  be  increased,  in  just  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  chairman  had  been  added  to  it.  Xlll^  acquiesced  in  by  the 
]2S0ple.  It  was-  ttuquicjct J  itr  by  tnost  of  the  old  c6mmflt<n.  The  commit- 
tee was  then  made  up  of  twenty-four  members.  In  February  last,  when  they 
wi:'hcd  to  call  .t  onnventint^  to  oh  rt  dclogatcs  to  this  convention,  the  com- 
mittee met.  si.x  of  the  oid  members  of  the  cinmittee  meeting  with  llie  twelve 
new^membcrs,  making  eighteen.  These  eighteen  members  of  the  stale  cen- 
tral committed  called  a  convention  that  elected  the  delegates  to  this  con- 
vention. The  otlwr  six  not_being  satisfied,  and  not,  by  the  way,  being  a  quo- 
rum, went  off  and  called  anrtlicr  convention,  and  sent  delegates,  who  arc 
contesting  the  scats  of  those  whom  the  committee  have  reported  in  favor 
of  seating.  If  there  wa.^  any  irregularity  m  this  committee,  it  was  inaugu- 
rated in  the  beginning  by  calling  in  a  man  who  was  not  a  member  of  it, 
who  had  not  been  appointed  by  the  state  convention.' '  But  that  was  acquiesced 
in,  atid  when  the  committee  of  twenty-four  was  appointed  it  was  acquiesced 
in  at  the  time  by  at  least  a  portion  of  the  old  committee,  and  by  the  great 
body;^  of  the  people  of  Alabama,  who  wanted  success  for  the  Rcpuhlican 
party  in  the  sta.te  of  Alabama.  The  committee  being  thus  constituted, 
twelve  of  that  committee  called  the  convention  which  has  sent  its  delegate* 
here.  Six  of  the  others,  looking  to  disorganization,  hava  sent  the  other  dele- 
gates. 

Mr.  CuMH.^cK.  of  Indiana.  I  do  not  wish,  sir,  to  take  up  much  time  in 

discuss'ng  this  report, — 

Mr.  ExsoR.  I  shoul<l  have  .'•tatcd  that  this  matter  was  fully  di5cu.»3t<l 
in  the  committee.  The  vote  was  'taken  by  calling  the  roll ;  and  it  appeared 
that  there  were  twenty-six  in  favor  of  the  one  delegation,  and  thirteen  in  favor 
of  the  other. 

Mr.  Cl:mb.\ck.  I  propose  to  reply  to  that  prnpfiMtion  at  once.  The  gen- 
tlemen knew  when  they  came  liefore  this  convention  with  this  majority  rc- 
pon  that  the  minority  report  would  be  made,  setting  forth  the  facts  of  the 
minority ;  and  yet  the  gentlemen  of  the  majority  come  without  a  single  fact 
to  sustain  their  report.  I  think,  therefore^,  it  is  conclusive,  that  this  majority 
of  the  committee  have  no  facts  from  which  they  could  draw  the  conctu- 
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I  sion  thcj'  have  presented:  and  they  propose  to  -^cat  this  delegation  without 
\any  {acts.  Now,  the  minority  of  this  coinmituc  h.'4vc  conu  before  this  con- 
vention with  such  an  array  of  facts,  undisputed  by  the  report  of  the  majority, 
as  should  leave  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  every  fair-minded  Republican  that 
the  minority  report  should  be  adopted.  Anotlier  thing  that  is  conclusive  to 
me,  irrespective  of  the  acts  of  the  committee,  is  this :  The  NatiowtttUZoiiv- 
m»U««s  fairly  and  sffmreJy  prescnteti  a  contpromiie  to  these  gentlemen,  and 
asked  them  to  leave  it  to  the  RepuUicauji  uf  Alabama.  The  delcgaiiun  rep- 
resented by  the  majority  of  the  committee  declined  any  such  proposition. 
I  therefore  conclude  two  facts:  First,  that  the  majority  of  this  committee 
had  not  sufiicient  facts  to  sustain  their  report ;  and  that  the  delegation  ).ad 
not  (sufficient  facts  to  justify  their  action  so  that  they  could  dare  to  submit  it 
to  the  Rcpiif)ljcans  of  Alabama. 

Mr.  TyneR-  Mr.  Prvstdent:  After  listening  carefully  to  the  argument 
of  the  gentleman  in  charge  of  the  majority  report,  I  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  made  only  one  single  point  in  behalf  of  his  report.  That  point  was 
this:  That,  after  the  regular  executive  committee  had  been  appointed  by 
tlie  ?tnte  cnnvcTitinn  in  AlabaiiKi,  in  1874,  they  went  outside  of  their  list 
and  chose  a  cliairnian  of  that  committee.  Now,  can  the  gentleman  tell  me 
that  that  committee  did  not  have  the  authority  of  ihaj.  convention  to  do  so? 

Mr.  3nsor.  It  was  not  claimed  on  the  part  oiF  the  Spencer  delegation 
that  the  convention  delegated  any  such  authority. 

Mr.  Tyxer.  It  is  claimed  upon  the  part  of  the  Spencer  delegation  that 
they  had  the  aufhoriiy,  in  accordance  with  the  usage  of  the  party  from  its 
organization  down  to  this  day. 

Mr.  Ensor.  Ihat  is  an  affirmative  proposition;  and  if  that  convention 
ever  had  such  authority,  by  resolution,  it  is  in  your  power  to  produce  it,  and 
I  ask  for  it  here. 

Mr.  TvNFK.  Then.  Mr.  President,  the  gentleman  has  presented  authori* 
tativc  conclusions  for  the  admi'^sion  of  certain  trenilcmen  from  Ala!)nma.  I 
return  upon  him,  by  a'-kinp:  Inrn  for  the  proof  that  these  gentlemen  are  en- 
titled to  admission  on  this  tloor. 

Mr.  Ensor.  Allow  me  to  interrupt  you.  Is  it  customaiy  that  a  com- 
mittee on  credentials  shall  read  all  its  proof— read  all  its  evidence?  If  so, 
we  can  produce  it. 

^tr.  TvNER.  Then,  Mr.  President,  my  response  tn  that  is,  that  the  gen- 
tleman should  not  qtic<tion  my  statement  .on  this  floca  imtil  he  h  prepared 
to  substantiate  his  own.  Again,  sir:  I  want  to  say,  that  after  looking  this 
matter  over  as  carefully  as  I  can,  I  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  only 
/  authority  for  the  convention  of  May  16  was  authority  which  emanated  from 
I  a  mass  convention  called  without  authority  of  the  state  central  committee; 
and.  if  I  am  right,  then  it  follows  that  tlie  duly  orpanircd  and  regular  dele- 
gation here  from  the  state  of  .Mabama  is  that  headed  by  Gcnrpe  E.  Spen- 
cer. One  word  more,  sir,  and  I  have  done.  There  are  many  gentlemen 
about  me  who  have  been  associated  with  me  in  legislative  life  for  more  than 
six  years.  They  will  bear  me  testimony  that  ray  history  and  my  record  will 
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inflicntc  that  1  never  took  an  unfair  advantact-  of  any  man.  I  say,  then, 
gentlemen,  presuming  upon  my  own  spirit  of  fairness  in  this  matter, — I  say, 
that  the  gentlonan  who  stand*  here  as  the  friend  and  supporter  of  any  candi- 
date  who  is  to  be  benefited  fay  the  admission  or  rejection  of  either  of  these 
delegations,  cannot  afTord  to  ask  this  convention  to  do  an  unfair  thing.  Who- 
ever shall  be  the  nominee  o/  this  convention  mti«t  win  the  prize  fairly. 

Mr.  Dezenikikf.  of  X'irginia.  I  wish  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  majority 
report.  In  presenting  this  case  to  the  convention,  I  shall  endeavor  to  con- 
line  myself  to  the  facts  as  they  appeared  before  that  committee-^he  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  It  apfwars,  sir,  that  in  1874.  at  the  state  convention^ 
there  was  a  committee  appointed  consisting  of  twelve  members.  That  com- 
a--  l!a>  been  here  stated,  proceeded  to  elect  a  chairman  ont«idc  of  its 
c-\\(!  number.  That,  I  claim,  they  had  a  ric;ht  to  do,  if  they  saw  fit  so  to  do. 
It  1^  the  case  in  a  great  many  states  that  such  a  proceediijg  has  been  taken. 
Time  passed;  and,  from  the  ^atemenUi  made  to  the  ConiSittee  on  Credent 
tials,  it  appears  that  the  party  in  Alabama  became  vety  much  demoralized. 
It  got  into  a  very  bad  shape  indeed;  and  a  large  number  of  Republicatis 
f^f  that  stale  published  a  call  calling  upon  the  state  central  committee  to  call 
a  meeting  of  conference,  lo  he  composed  of  delct^ates  or  members  from  all 
portions  of  the  state  of  Alabama,  ihat  conference  was  held.  It  was  par- 
ticipated in  by  ajarge  number  of  this  old  convention  or  committee.  In  the 
process. of  their  considerations  and  deliberations,  they  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion  that  it  was  necessary  to  enlarge  the  state  central  committee,  and  make 
it  composed  of  twenty-four  instead  of  twelve  delef^ntes,  in  order  that  all  the 
districts  in  the  •^tate  of  Alabama  might  be  properly  represented.  That  was 
assented  to  by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  old  state  committee.  In  conse- 
ooence  of  the  absence  of  the  chairman  of  the  state  central  committee,  Mr. 
Mayer,  who^  I  believe,  was  a  clerk  of  a  committee  in  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, and  absent  from  the  state  a  large  portion  of  the  time,  they  decided  to 
elect  n  temporary  chairman,  which  they  did.  That  committee  of  twenty-four 
— a  majority  of  it.  cinsistinR  of  eitrhteen  members — called  a  convention,  which 
convention  elected  the  delegatic'n  to  this  house  headed  by  Jcrc  Haralson, 
as  he  is  commonly  called.  Six  of  the  committee  dissented  from  the  views  of 
the  majority,  and  called  another  convention,  which  elected  the  Spencer  del- 
egation. The  questioi^  then,  gentlemen,  it  seems  to  me,  resolves  itself  down 
to  \vb  tlu  r  or  not  the  majority  of  the  committee  shall  rule,  or  the  minority. 
Gentlemen  have  alluded  to  the  fact  that  the  olTer  of  compromise  was  not 
accepted.  The  people  recogni/.ed  no  two  committees.  There  was  but  one 
committee. 

Mr  James  Atkins,  of  Georgia.  Mr.  President  and  CentUmen  of  the 
Convention:    I  desire  to  present  a  few  facts  and  consideratiras  that  Justify 

me,  a-:  a  member  of  the  minority  of  this  committee,  in  recommendinfj:  the 
Stating  of  the  Spencer  delegation;  and.  to  my  nnnd,  tl.^se  facts  and  rea-i  ns 
are  entirely  unanswerable.  A  state  central  committee,  or.  as  they  called  it, 
an  executive  committee  of  Alabama,  was  appointed  in  1874.  There  is  no 
dispute  about  this  one  great  fact.  This  committee,  in  accordance  wit]^  the 
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cuitom  prcvaiUng  in  the  party  in  Alalwiiia,  appointed  a  chairman  outside  of 
their  own  number.  We  may  say  that  this  is  regular;  that  it  is  not  the  best 

way;  that  it  is  not  the  right  way; — but  Republicans  of  Alabama  have  always 
^cted  under  that  system.    It  will  not  do  for  tts  to  come  now  and  dictate  to 
them,  especially  in  regard  to  transactions  tliat  have  already  taken  place. 
I  The  parly  followed  this  committee,  worked  with  this  committee,  responded 
\to  the  call  of  this  committee,  in  all  the  campaigns  that  took  place  from  the 
time  of  its  appointment  until  this  difllculty  arose.  There  is  no  difficulty,  no 
doubt,  no  question  of  fact,  for  a  moment,  about  the  r^ularity  of  this  com- 
mittee.   The  question  arises  right  hero.  Mad  any  power  hnt  a  convention, 
/  regularly  called,  composed  of  delegates  ironi  the  Repubhcan  party  from  ihc 
I  State  of  Alabama,  any  right  to  appoint  another  committee?    Had  they  any 
Vright  to  increase  the  old  committee,  or  diminish  it,  in  any  way  whatsoever? 
In  a  political  sense,  is  there  any  sovereignty  in  the  state  of  Alabama,  so  far 
as  the  Republica#  party  is  concerned,  except  the  peqple,  the  Republicans  of 
Alabama'    I  think  not,  and  1  think  you  will  all  agree  with  me.    If  so,  then 
this  committee  being  appointed,  it  would  remain  and  continue  as  it  was. 
except  as  it  might  be  changed  by  acts  of  Providence.    A  set  of  gentlemen 
conceived  the  idea  of  taking  possession  of  the  Republican  party  of  Alabama, 
and  they  are  represented  by  the  delegation  that  opposes  the  Spencer  dele* 
^gation  here.    They  attempted  it  by  a  couf>  d'etat — bf  revolution;  it  is  noth- 
ing else  but  revolution.    If  it  succeeded,  and  was  ratified  by  the  Repub- 
licans of  Alabama,  it  was  a  success.    But  did  they  succeed?    Let  us  see. 
Did  their  revolution  succeed?   What  was  the  first  step?   Was  a  conven- 
^  tiott  called?  Not  at  alt.  There  was  a  mass  meeting  in  Montgomery,  at- 
tended by  the  local  Republicans  and  Democrats  around  Montgomery.  There 
is  no  pretence  that  it  was  a  representative  body  at  all.   Was  their  attempted 
revolution  successful?    Was  it  acquiesced  in?    No  call  of  the  central  com- 
mittee was  made  at  the  time  of  this  mass  meeting  in  Alabama;  but  a  num- 
ber of  the  members  of  this  committee  were  present  in  the  city  of  Montgom- 
ery, and  they,  overawed  by  this  mass  meeting,  consented,  so  far  as  they 
were  concerned,  and  added  these  twelve  men  to  the  old  twelve  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  MjLLiKEN,  of  Maine.    1  wish,  Mr.  I^residcnt,  to  say  but  a  single  word 
upon  this  subject.    It  seems  to  me  that  gentlemen  have  so  treated  the  mat- 
ter as  to  give  us  an  entire  misconception  of  it.   The  gentleman  who  pre- 
ceded me  wished  this  convention  to  understand  that  somebody  was  ousted 
there;  that  there  was  a  couf>  d^'etat;  that  there  was  a  revolution.  Now,  the 
facts  arc  these:  When  the  people  of  .Mabama  found  it  was  necessary  to 
vitalize  that  state  committee,  found  that  the  Republican  party  was  languish- 
.  ing  for  the  want  of  activity,  members  of  the  state  committee  being  out  of  the 
I ,  state,  they  called  a  mass  meetii^  to  consider  this  question.  At  that  mass 
^  meeting  the  old  committee  was  present.  They  recommended  that  new  ad- 
ditions should  be  made.  Those  additions  were  made  by  the  committee  with 
the  consent  of  every  one,  nolunly  objecting.    The  new  committee  and  the 
old,  acting  harmoniously  together,  nobody  objecting,  called  a  convention. 
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Then  Mr,  Mayer,  who  was  elected  chairman  of  the  old  committee  from  the 
outside,  and  who  held  n  place,  as  I  understand  it,  in  Washington,  found  it 
necessary  for  sonic  purpose.  I  know  not  what,  to  come  down  and  make  trou- 
ble- I  understand  that  this  new  committee  was  acting  in  entire  harmony; 
that  the  people  were  satisfied  until  this  Mr.  Mayer,— never  elected  by  the 
executive  committee,  but  only  chosen  by  the  state  oommittee»->I  say*  this 
Mr.  Mayer  called  a  convention,  but  he  was  not  stistained  by  a  quorum  of 
the  old  committee  of  twelve — it  is  a  significant  fact,  gentlemen,  that  this 
committee  which  elected  the  Plaralson  delegates,  as  they  are  called,  was 
called  by  tightccn  delegates.  It  must  have  included  six  of  the  old  commit- 
tee at  least.  This  new  convention,  which  the  gentleman  calls  legitimate, 
was  called  simply  by  Mr.  Mayer,  not  sustained  by  a  quorum,  as  I  said  before, 
of  the  old  committee.  One  gentleman  who  spoke  before  me  said  that  he 
acted  in  fairnesK  towards  the  prevalent  sentiment  of  the  state.  I  say,  it 
appeared  to  the  committee  that  they  who  lived  there,  who  voted  there,  they 
who  fought  the  Republican  battles,  and  not  those  who  held  (at  places  away 
out  of  the  state, — I  say,  it  appeared  to  the  committee,  by  overwhelming  tes- 
timony, that  the  people  of  Alabama,  who  stayed  there,  were  unanimously  in 
&vor  of  the  Haralson  delegation.  It  was  hardly  denied  at  all. 

Mr.  PoMBKOY,  of  New  Yoric   Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:   I  woldd 
not  take  a  moment  oC  your  time  upon  this  question,  so  far  n   it  has  any  polit- 
ical bearing;  but  it  goi^s  further  than  that,  and  we  are  sitting  here  as  jurors, 
upon  our  honor,  to  pass  upon  a  question  of  fact  and  law  involving'the  rights 
of  the  state  of  Alabama,  and  perhaps  deciding  the  fate  of  this  convention. 
Now,  when  it  comes  to  a  question  like  that,  where  I  am  sitting  upon  my 
honor  as  a  juror  to  pass  upon  the  rights  of  others,  then  I  say  I  will  act 
upon  it  without  fear,  favor,  affection,  reward,  or  the  hope  thereof,  and  so. 
no  donbt.  the  members  of  this  convention  fee!.    Now,  what  arc  the  facts 
of  this  case?    We  came  here  yesterday:  we  understood  there  were  con- 
tcsunts  from  the  state  of  Alabama,  and  the  matter  of  the  contest  was  re- 
ferred to  the  OMnmittee  on  Credentials.  They  come  in  this  morning,  and  a 
majority  of  that  committee  present  to  us— what?   The  facts?   Not  one. 
They  present  a  simple  conclusion  of  law  not  ba^ed  upon  a  single  fact.  As 
a  juror  sitting  to  pass  upon  this  case.  I  find  that  there  is  nothing  before  me. 
Now,  I  say  that  any  court,  upon  the  presentation  of  such  a  report  as  this, 
would  set  it  aside  without  argument.   They  would  not  allow  it  to  be  dis- 
cussed. There  is  nothing  there.  Now,  if  that  was  all  there  was  of  this  thing, 
I  should  before  this  have  moved  that  the  subject  be  again  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  to  give  us  something  to  act  upon :  but  there  is 
no  necessity  of  that     A  minority  report  has  been  presented  here  which  does 
«n^hr-irf»  the  fact<,  and  it  does  arrive  at  a  difTerent  conclusion  of  law.  Not 
one  vital  laci  in  that  report  is  controverted.    There  is  no  necessity,  then,  to 
send  this  back  to  the  committee  for  a  further  report.  We  have  the  facts, 
all  of  them.  Not  one  of  them  essential  to  our  finding  is  disputed,  and  the 
only  question  is.  Shall  Alabama  be  turned  out  of  this  convention?  There 
is  not  a  man  of  the  major^  of  those  who  presented  that  report  that  dare 
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ctuid  iwK  and  say  that,  upon  tliat  majority  report,  Alabama  should  be  rep- 
resented at  all.  The  mass  meeting  th^  bring  in  here  to  purify  the  state  of 
Alabama  is  a  mass  meeting  whose  functions  ended  with  the  state  line;  of 
Alabama.     Wc    are  not  dealing  here   with   mass   meetings.      W'c  are 
dealing  with  regular  organizations;  and  except  we  show  credentials  from 
regular  organizations,  none  of  us  could  have  any  status  here.    Now  the 
undisputed  fact,  as  it  appears  from  tiie  report  of  the  minority,  which  is  the 
/t>nly  report  before  the  convention«  is,  that  George  IS.  Spencer  and  his  asso- 
V  ciates  represent  a  convention  emanating  from  the  committee  appointetl  two 
'  years  ago,  and  which  is  the  only  committee  holding  any  power  from ,  any 
I  source  in  the  state  of  Alabama  entitled  to  recognition  here.   The  question 
i  therefore  is,  simply.  Shall  George  K  Spencer  and  his  associates  be  admitted, 
^or,  shall  Alabama  be  denied  representation  in  this  convention? 

Ulr,  HxATOK,  of  North  Carolina.  Mr.  President  and  Gt*i\tlcmen  of  the 
Convention:  I  am  a  citizen  of  the  tar-heel  state.  I  know  what  the  people 
throughout  this  Southern  Union  desire ;  and  1  .stand  here  to-day,  although  a 
native-born  Ohioan,  to  say  that  while  I  love  that  state,  this  beautiful  land 
of  the  middle  section,  I  still  love  the  state  of  my  adoption  more,  the  state 
of  North  Gsrolina.  Now,  then,  the  question  presents  itself  to  you  in  this 
wise:  Who  are  the  proper  men  to  be  seated  here  as  delegates  from  Ala- 
bama? According  to  the  evidence  that  was  adduced  before  the  Connnit- 
tee  on  Credentials  last  night,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  in  every  point 
of  view,  in  every  fact  that  is  material  to  the  issue,  that  Mr.  Spencer,  with 
his  followers,  backed  up  by  the  regularly  organized  element  of  the  Repub- 
'  lican  executive  ocmimittee  of  that  state,  is  the  man,  and  they  are  the  dele- 
gates entitled  to  seats  upon  this  floor. 

Now,  then,  gentlemen,  there  is  something  behind  the  curtain  that  I  wish 
to  speak  of  here.    \Vh*«n  that  committee  was  in  open  session,  in  the  hall  of 
.the  Grand  Hotel,  down  here,  last  night,  there  was  a  strenuous  effort — an 
'  effort  that  was  somewhat  successful-^iefore  that  committee,  by  the  illus- 
^trious  chairman  of  i^  to  suppress  debate  in  favor  of  Mr.  Spencer  and  his 
delegation.   I  say  it  widi  all  due  deference  to  him, — but  I  tell  him,  that  if 
he  friko'=  iin  the  ^ntfle-cry  of  the  Horace  Greeley  disorganizing,  disintegrating 
clement  ol  the  ."^^^  luh,  and  fights  it  out  in  his  contest  as  he  did  last  year,  you 
may  bid  farewell  to  Republican  success.   I  have  nothing  to  say  against  Gree- 
ley,—for,  when  God  puts  his  hand  on  a  man,  I  always  take  mine  oif ;~ 
but  I  do  say  this,— tisat  if  we  had  been  thoroughly  heard  before  that  committee, 
and  had  had  proper  time  to  represent  the  facts  and  issues,  that  report  would 
have  been  different  entirely.    But  we  were  suppressed.    Wc  were  denied 
that  opportunity,  and  the  gentleman  here  knows  it. 

A  Delegate  from  Wisconsin.  I  think  there  is  altogether  too  much  elo> 
qucnce  wasted  upon  this  question.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  only  sensible 
way  to  settle  it  is.  to  adopt  tl;e  majority  report.  Therefore.  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  move  the  previous  question. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Powers,  of  Mississippi.  I  move,  sir,  that  when  that  vote  is 
taken,  it  be  taken  by  the  call  of  states. 

Mr.  Van  Zakdt,  of  Rhode  Island.  The  previous  question  is  seconded  by 
Rhode  Island 
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The  President.  The  chair  begs  to  state  to  the  conventioii»  that  he  was 
not  aware  that  the  gentleman  from  Wisconsin  demanded  the  previous  ques> 
tion.  Under  the  rules  of  the  house*  it  is  required  that  a  majority  of  the 
delegation  of  any  one  state  shall  demand  the  previous  question.  The  demand 
must  be  made  on  behalf  of  a  majorit\'  of  the  delegation.  Does  the  gentle- 
man represent  a  majority  of  the  delegation? 

A  Delegate  from  Wisconsin.  The  demand  is  made  on  behalf  of  every 
living  soul  in  Wisconsin. 

The  President.  The  chair  now  understands  that  the  rule  has  been  com- 
plied with.  The  previous  question  has  been  demanded  and  seconded,  and 
the  question  now  is,  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ?  It  appears  to  be 
agreed  to.  It  is  agreed  to,  and  the  question  arises  upon  the  adoption  of  the 
substitute  proposed  by  the  minority  of  the  committee. 

A  Delegate  from  Connecticut  I  now  move  that  the  roll  of  states  be 
called  on  that  motion,  and  that  the  duiirman  of  each  delegation  rise  in  his 
place  to  respond. 

The  President.    Under  the  rule,  it  is  required  that  a  majority  of  the 
delegates  of  two  states.   All  concur  in  ordering  the  yeas  and  nays. 
A  Dblecaib:   The  call  is  seconded  by  Kansas. 
Another  Delegate.  And  Indiana. 

The  FusimENT.  The  clerk  will  call  thc.roll  of  the  states,  and  the  ques- 
tion is  on  the  adoptioh  of  the  substitute  (^fTcrod  by  the  minority  of  the  com- 
mittee. The  majority  of  the  committee  made  a  report  in  favor  of  seating 
the  delegation  headed  by  Jeremiah  Haralson,  i  lie  mmoriiy  of  the  com- 
mittee made  a  report  in  favor  of  seating  the  delegation  headed  by  George 
E.  Spencer.  The  pending  question  is  the  motion  to  substitute  the  resolUT 
tion  of  the  minority  committee  for  the  resolution  of  the  majority,  and,  linder 
the  rules,  as  each  state  is  called,  the  chairman  of  the  delegation  will  announce 
the  vote  of  his  delegation.    The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  accordingly  called,  the  states  voting  as  follows:

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When  the  vote  had  proceeded  as  far  as  California.  Mr.  Van  Zandt.  of 
Rhode  Island,  arose  and  asked  the  chair  to  put  the  question  more  definitely, 
as  there  appeared  to  be  some  misunderstanding  among  the  delegates. 

The  President,  in  order  to  get  a  clear  comprehension  of  the  question, 
the  chair  has  been  requested  to  state  what  it  is.  Those  gentlemen  who  vote 
Aye,  vote  in  favor  of  seating  the  Spencer  delegation,  and  those  who  vote 
Mo  upon  this  question,  vote  in  favor  of  seating  the  Haralson  delegation. 

Before  the  result  was  announced.  Mr.  Thomas,  of  Alaryland,  asked  to 
change  the  vote  of  that  delegation. 

Mr.  Cumback  raised  the  point  that  it  was  not  competent  for  the  chair- 

man  of  the  Maryland  delefjation  to  chanjfe  the  record. 

The  President,  i  he  gentleman  from  Maryland  rises  to  make  a  correc- 
tion of  the  report  he  made  in  the  vote.  He  reported  four  afRrmative  and 
twelve  negative  votes,  and  he  wants  to  make  it  stand  three  affirmative  and 
thirteen  negative  votes.  The  gentleman  from  Indiana  raises  the  point  of 
order,  that  it  is  not  competent  for  the  chairman  of  the  delegation  to  change 
the  record. 

Mr.  Thomas  explained  that  the  vote  was  reported  under  a  misappre- 
hension. 

Mr.  CmnAOL  Wdl,  if  it  was  a  misapprehension,  I  will  withdraw  mj 
objection. 

Mr.  PHBt.PS,  of  New  York.  I  understand  that  Colorado  is  reported  as 
havinij  ca?!t  six  votes.    I  find  they  arc  only  entitled  to  two. 

The  President.  Under  the  call  of  the  National  Committee,  a?  I  under- 
stand it,  the  state  of  Colorado  was  conceded  six  votes.  At  all  events,  that 
question  can  hardly  arise  now,  as  the  convention  has  settled  it. 

Mr.  E.  R.  HoAK,  of  Massadiusetts.  I  would  like  the  vote  of  Massachu- 
setts to  stand  twenty  six  noes  instead  of  twenty- four  noes.  Two  gentle- 
men who  were  thought  absent  were  present,  and  wished  to  vote  in  the  neg- 
ative. 

The  PkEiiDENT.    Were  these  delegates  within  the  bar  of  the  convention 
before  the  hst  name  on  the  roll  was  called? 
Mr.  Hoar  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

The  chair  then  ordered  the  change  made. 

Mr.  WooDFOKn,  of  New  York.  T  \vi^lT  to  mrrect  the  vote  of  New  York. 
One  delegate  counted  in  the  affirmative  we  found  was  absent  when  the  vote 
was  taken. 

The  change  was  made. 

A  Delbgaik  from  New  York.  I  demand  that  the  vote  be  announced  in 

detail. 

The  secretary  accordingly  read  the  vote  in  detail. 

The  President.  Uixju  the  proposition  to  substitute  the  minority  for 
the  majority  report,  the  affirmative  has  354  votes,  and  the  negative  37s 
votes.  So  the  substitute  is  disagreed  to.  The  question  recurs  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  majority  report. 
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A  Delegate  from  Maryland.  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  majority  report 
Mr.  CuMBACK.   I  demand  the  vote  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report'  by 
states. 

At  the  sugRo'^tion  of  delegates.  Mr.  Cuniback  withdrew  his  demand. 
A  vote  was  then  taken  viva  voce  on  the  majority  report,  and  it  was  de* 
dared  adopted. 

BEFOirr  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  EESOLimONS. 

The  PHESiDEifT.  The  next  thing  in  order  is  the  report  of  the  Committee 

on  Resolutions. 

General  J.  R.  Hawley.  You  must  be  aware  that  your  Committee  on 
Resolution-  ripoii  asscnibling.  found  themselves  constituted  of  men  o£  some- 
what ditk-rciu  bcniinienis  and  widely  separated  localities,  mostly  strangers 
'  to  each  other.  We  have  in  general  agreed  upon  the  statement  we  are  abont 
to  present  to  you,  and  respectfully  submit  it  to  you  for  your  consideration, 
and  for  your  amendment*  if  yon  please. 

General  Hawlcy  then  read  the  report,  as  follows: 

PLATFORM. 

When,  in  the  economy  of  providence,  this  land  was  to  be  purged  of 
human  slavery,  and  when  the  strength  of  government  of  the  people  by  the 
people  for  tlic  people  was  to  be  demonstrated,  the  RoptiMican  party  came  into 
power,  its  deeds  have  passed  into  history,  and  we  look  back  to  them  with 
pride.  Incited  by  their  memories,  and  with  high  aims  for  the  good  of  our 
cotmtry  and  mankind,  and  lookinp  to  the  future  with  unfaltering  courage, 
hope,  and  purpose,  wc,  the  representatives  of  the  party,  m  national  conven- 
tion assembled,  make  the  following  declaration  of  principles : 

1.  The  United  States  of  America  is  a  nation,  not  a  league.  By  the  com- 
bined workings  of  the  national  and  state  governments,  under  their  respective 
constitutions,  the  rights  of  every  citizen  are  secured  at  home  and  protected 
abroad,  and  the  common  welfare  promoted. 

2.  The  Repuhlicaii  party  has  preserved  these  government*;  tn  the  fuin- 
drcdth  anniversary  of  the  nation's  birth,  and  they  are  now  embodinienls  of 
the  great  truths  spoken  at  its  cradle*  that  all  men  are  created  equal;  that 
they  arc  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalienable  rights,  among 
which  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happmess;  that  for  th£  attainment 
of  these  ends  governments  have  been  instituted  among  men,  OTNving  their 
in-t  powers  frrmi  the  con-;cnT  of  the  governed  Until  these  truths  arc  clioer- 
lully  obeyed,  and,  if  need  be,  vigorously  enforced,  the  work  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  is  unfinished. 

3.  The  permanent  pacification  of  the  Southern  section  of  the  Union, 
and  the  complete  protection  of  all  its  citizens  in  the  free  enjoyment  of  all 
their  rights,  are  duties  to  which  the  Republican  party  is  sacredly  pledged. 
The  power  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  tli  )rinciples  embodied 
in  the  recent  constitutional  amendments  is  vested  by  those  amendments  in 
the  congress  of  the  United  States:  and  we  declare  it  to  he  the  solemn  obli- 
gation of  the  legislative  and  executive  departments  of  ilu  government  to 
put  into  immediate  and  vigorous  exercise  all  their  constitutional  powers  for 
removing  an\  just  causes  of  discontent  on  the  part  of  any  class,  and  secur- 
ing to  every  American  citizen  complete  liberty  and  exact  equality  in  the 
exercise  of  all  civil,  political,  and  public  rights.   To  this  end  we  imperatively 
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demand  a  conc:rc«;s  nnd  chief  executive  whose  coiirnf^c  and  fidelity  to  these 
duties  shall  not  fahtr  until  these  resuks  arc  placed  beyond  dispute  or  recall. 

4.  In  the  first  act  of  congress,  sijimed  by  President  Grant,  the  national 
^vernment  assumed  to  remove  any  douht  of  it^  purijose  to  discharge  all 
just  obligations  to  j)ubHe  creditors,  and  solemnly  pKiiged  its  faith  "to  make 
provision  ai  the  earliest  practicable  period  for  the  redenipiion  of  the  I'niied 
States  notes  in  coin."  Commercial  prosperity,  public  morals,  and  the  national 
credit  demand  that  this  promise  be  fulfilled  by  a  continuous  and  steady 
progress  to  specie  payment. 

5.  Under  the  constitution,  the  President  and  heads  of  departments  are 

to  make  nominations  for  nffice,  the  senate  is  to  advise  and  consent  to  aj^point- 
meats,  and  the  house  of  representatives  is  to  accuse  and  prosecute  faithless 
ofScers.  The  best  interest  of  the  public  service  demands  that  these  distinc- 
tions be  respected;  that  j^cnators  atid  representatives  who  may  he  judj^rs  and 
accusers  should  not  dictate  appointments  to  office.  The  mvariabie  rxile  tor 
appointments  should  have  reference  to  the  honesty,  fidelity,  and  capacity  of 
appointto^.  skiving  to  the  party  in  power  those  places  where  harmi  ny  and 
vigor  of  administration  require  its  policy  to  be  represented,  but  permitting 
all  others  to  be  filled  by  persons  selected  with  sole  reference  to  the  efficiency 
cf  the  pulilic  service  and  the  right  of  citizens  to  share  in  the  honor  of  ren- 
dering faithful  service  to  their  country. 

6.  We  rejoice  in  the  quickened  conscience  of  the  people  concerning 
political  affairs.  We  will  hold  all  public  officers  to  a  rigid  responsibility,  and 
engage  that  the  prr.crcntinn  r-nd  pimishnient  of  all  who  betray  official  trusts 
shall  be  speedy,  thorough,  and  unsparing. 

7.  1  he  public  school  system  of  the  several  states  is  the  bulwark  of  the 
American  republic:  and,  with  a  view  to  its  security  and  permanence,  we  rec- 
ommend an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  Ignited  States,  forbidding 
the  application  ot  any  public  funds  or  property  for  the  benetit  of  any  school  or 
institution  under  sectarian  control. 

S  The  revenue  necessary  for  current  expenditures  and  tlie  ohlij^at'ons 
of  the  public  debt  must  be  largely  derived  from  duties  upon  importations, 
which,  so  far  as  possible,  should  be  so  adjusted  as  to  promote  the  interests 
cf  American  ]al)or  and  advance  the  prosperity  of  the  whole  country. 

Q  Wc  reaffirm  onr  opposition  to  ftirther  grants  of  the  public  lartds  to 
corporations  and  monopolies,  and  demand  that  the  national  domain  be  de- 
voted to  free  homes  for  the  people. 

10.  It  i-  the  imperative  dnt\  rif  the  government  so  to  modify  existing 
treaties  with  European  governments,  that  the  same  protection  shajl  be  afford- 
ed to  adopted  .American  citizens  that  is  given  to  native  bom,  and  all  nece.*- 
sary  laws  be  passed  to  protect  emigrants,  in  the  absence  of  power  in  the 
states  for  that  purpo'^e. 

11.  It  is  the  immediate  duty  of  congress  fully  to  investigate  the  effect 
of  the  immigration  and  importation  of  Mongolians  on  the  moral  and  material 

interests  of  the  country. 

12.  The  Republican  party  recognizei;  \\ith  approval  the  substantial  ad- 
vances recently  made  toward  the  establi^linient  of  equal  rights  for  women, 
by  the  many  important  amendments  effected  by  Republican  legislatures  in 
the  laws  which  concern  the  pers<>na!  ami  property  relations  of  wives,  tnorh- 
ers,  and  widows,  and  by  the  appoint  mil  lU  .uid  election  of  women  to  the  super- 
intcndenec  of  eduaition.  charities,  and  other  public  trusts.  The  honest  de- 
mands of  this  cla<=-:  of  citizens  for  additional  rivjhts,  privileges,  and  immun- 
ities should  be  treated  with  respectful  consideration. 

13.  The  constitution  confers  upon  congress  sovereign  power  over  the 
territories  of  the  United  States  for  their  government.  And  in  the  exercise 
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of  this  power  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  congress  to  prohibit  and  extirpate 
in  the  territories  that  relic  of  barbarism,  polvsramy;  and  we  demand  such 
legislation  as  will  secure  this  end,  and  the  supremacy  of  American  institu- 
tions in  all  th«  territories. 

14.  The  pledges  \vh;ch  otir  nation  has  given  to  our  soldiers  and  sailors 
must  be  fulfilled.  The  graceful  people  will  always  hold  those  who  perilled 
their  lives  for  the  country's  preservation  in  the  kindest  remembrance. 

15.  We  sincerely  deprecate  all  sectional  feeling  and  tendencies.  We 
therefore  note  with  deep  solicitude  tliat  tlie  Democratic  party  counts,  as  its 
chief  hope  of  success,  upon  the  electoral  vote  of  a  united  _  South,  secured 
through  the  efforts  of  those  who  were  recently  arrayed  against  the  nation: 
and  we  invoke  the  earnest  attention  of  the  country  (n  the  grave  truth,  that 
a  success  thus  achieved  would  reopen  sectional  strife,  and  imperil  national 
honor  and  human  rights. 

16.  We  charge  the  Democratic  party  with  being  the  same  in  character 
and  spirit  as  when  it  sympathized  with  treason;  with  making  its  control 
of  the  house  of  representatives  the  triumph  and  opportunity  of  the  nation's 
recent  foes;  with  reasserting  and  applauding  in  the  national  capitol  the  sen- 
timents of  unrepentant  rel>ellinn ;  with  sending  Union  soldiers  to  the  rear, 
and  promoting  Confederate  soldiers  to  the  front;  with  deliberately  propos- 
ing to  repudiate  the  plighted  faith  of  the  government ;  with  being  equally 
false  and  imbecile  upr»n  the  overshadowinc;  financial  (lue^tions;  with  thwart- 
ing the  ends  of  justice,  by  its  partisan  mismanagciiKiU  and  ob^^t ruction  01 
ijn  i  sti^^tion ;  with  proving  itself,  through  the  period  of  its  a  ^t  endency  in 
the  lower  house  of  concrres?.  utterly  incompetent  to  arlmtnister  the* govern- 
ment ; — and  we  warn  the  country  against  trusting  a  party  thus  alike  un- 
worthy, recreant,  and  incapable. 

17.  The  natiimal  aflniini-tration  mer't-  conKiu  iuIatii  in  for  its  honorable 
work  in  the  management  of  domestic  and  foreign  atTairs;  and  President 
Grant  deserves  the  continued  hearty  gratitude  of  the  American  people,  for 
his  patriotism  and  his  eminent  services  in  war  and  in  peace.

THE  UONGQLIAN  QUESTION. 

General  Hawley  having  concluded  the  reading  of  his  report,  Mr.  Edward 

L  Pierce,  of  Massachusetts,  addressed  the  convention  as  follows: 

A/r.  President  and  Gentlemen  nf  Ihc  Con:-cnt'wn :  I  doire  (n  move  an 
amradment  to  the  platform  which  has  been  otTcred,  and  to  make  a  few  re- 
marks in  support  of  that  amendment.  I  move  to  amend  by  striking  out  what 
appear^  npor;  the  eleventh  page  in  relation  to  the  Mongoh'.ui  iinTirfrmtion. 
The  Republican  party  this  year,  this  centennial  year,  is  twenty  years  old, 
and  meets  to-day  for  the  sixth  time  in  national  convention,  and  this  is  the 
first  time  in  all  that  long  period  that  any  atteinpt  has  e\  <  r  been  made  to 
put  in  its  platform  a  discrimination  of  race.  In  1858,  on  the  prairies  of 
Illinois.  Abraham  Lincoln  met  his  great  antagonist  on  this  ground.— that 
nowhere  in  the  Deelarati<  n  of  Indcpi  ndence  had  its  doctrine  of  equality 
been  confined  to  the  Caucasian  or  Aryan,  to  the  exclusion  of  African.  Mon- 
golian, or  Semitic  races.  Standing  on  that  groimd,  he  won  the  victory, 
and  ascended  to  the  highest  office  in  this  world.  I  denotmce.  therefore,  that 
resolution  as  a  departure  from  the  life  and  memory  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 
I  denounce  it  as  a  departure  from  every  Republican  platform  adopted  by 
every  Republican  national  convention.  I  denounce  it  as  a  violation  of  the

principles  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  I  denounce  it  as  contrary 
in  that  great  law  of  Christian  love  which  proclaims  that  there  is  no  differ- 
ence between  men,  no  matter  of  what  race  they  may  be,  whcilier  Greeks  or 
Jews.  Barbarians  or  Scythians.  I  therefore  move  this  amendment.  I  will 
not  accept  this  resolution.  It  is  not  the  doctrine  of  New  Englam].  Tlicre 
was  but  a  single  member  of  the  committee  from  New  England  who  voted 
for  it,  and  the  only  African  on  the  committee  recorded  his  vote  against  it. 

Mr.  S.  B.  AXTELL,  of  New  Mexico.  In  relation  to  the  proposed  ami  ml- 
ment,  I  desiry'  the  patience  of  the  convention  but  for  one  or  two  words.  The 
Republicans  of  the  Pacitic  states,  in  fact,  all  persons,  irrespective  of  party, 
desire  that  ccmgren  should  investigate  the  question  of  Mongolian  or  Chi- 
nese immigration.  There  is  no  other  action  called  for  by  the  resolution  but 
simply  to  uivcsiigatc  tliai  question.  It  is  claimed  by  those  best  informed  upon 
this  subject,  that  this  immigration  is  not  in  good  faith :  that  it  is.  in  fact, 
an  importation  of  cootie:  and  slaves:  that  it  is  an  importation  of  labor  hired 
in  China,  at  the  prices  paid  there,  we  will  suppose  four  dollars  a  month, 
with  contracts  running  three  or  four  years  under  the  coo|-e  system.  It  is 
claimed  that  they  come  under  the  pretence  of  immigration  to  this  countr>', 
and.  by  their  presence,  by  their  custom,  by  their  pagan  and  filthy  habits, 
degrade  American  labor;  and  we  ask  that  congress  shall  investigate  the  sub- 
iect.  We  ask  that  the  great  Republican  party,  that  has  always  been  opposed 
to  servile  labor,  that  lias  always  been  opposed  to  the  slave  trade,  should 
investigate  this  subject.  We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  for  this  step 
to  he  taken,  and  we  trust  that  this  simple  request  of  our  brethren  on  the 
Pacific  slope  will  be  acceded  to,  simply  and  only  for  the  purpose  of  having 
an  investigation. 

Mr.  John  P  Jones,  of  Nevada.  Mr.  President  and  Gentlnnen  of  the 
Convention:  I  do  not  propose,  after  so  long  and  tedious  a  session  as  you 
have  had  to>day,  and  in  view  of  the  vast  amonnt  of  business  you  have  yet 
to  perform,  to  occupy  the  nttent'on  of  ihi';  convention  more  than  a  very 
few  minutes  on  this  question,  i  he  question  is  one  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance, not  only  to  otir  own  citizens,  to  our  own  laborers  with  regard  to  the 
reward  that  the)'  shall  cct  for  their  labor,  hnt  in  regard  to  the  morah  of  the 
community.  I  he  people  on  the  Pacific  coast  have  sutTcred  an  invasion  there 
worse  than  the  grasshopper  plague,  worse  than  the  plague  of  the  locusts. 
They  have  found  a  people  wlm  Itrinsj^  with  them  no  respect  for  nur  fiov- 
ernment,  no  knowledge  of  our  language;  a  brutalized  people;  a  people  that 
recognize  neither  honesty  among  their  men,  nor  virtue  among  thc«r  women; 
.ind  they  have  planted  themselves  like  a  leprotts  sore  in  our  midst :  and  I 
believe  there  is  scarcely  any  difference  of  opinion  on  the  Pacific  coast  with 
regard  to  the  action  that  should  be  taken  by  this  convention  on  the  reso- 
lution submittet!  hy  the  Committee  on  Resolnf ir ni;.  Many  of  us  there  are 
in  favor,  a  majority  of  the  law-abiding  people  on  that  coast  are  in  favor, 
of  protecting  the  Chinese ;  but  we  find  that  public  opinion  is  so  strong  against 
them  there,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  do  so.  The  very  lansruaec  of  the 
Chinaman  lias  degenerated  into  a  libidinous  slang.  They  do  nothing  to  su|^- 
port  the  schools  of  the  country.  Th^  do  nothing  to  support  organized  soei« 
ety  in  the  country.  One  of  these  Chinamen  can  work  for  ten  cents  a  d  i\'. 
and,  perhaps,  successfully  compete  with  the  American  laborer,  who  supports 
schools  and  raises  a  fomily,  and,  when  the  country  is  in  danger,  places  him- 
self in  the  foremost  ranks  of  defence.  In  the  resolutions  already  offered 
here,  and  to  which  no  opposition  has  been  made,  I  find  one  in  relation  to  the 
tariff,  providing  that  the  duties  on  imports  shall  be  so  levied  that  the  rights 
of  the  American  lahorrr  shall  he  protected:  that  he  shall  receive  as  high 
wages  as  it  is  pu.ssiblc  for  him  to  receive.  I  have  no  doubt  tliat  the  gentle- 
man who  addressed  yoti,  Opposing  the  present  resolution  submitted  by  the 
committee,  is  in  favor  of  these  imposts  of  tariffs  for  the  protect'on  of  the 
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Amcru-^in  Iri'-rrrr:  that  is  to  say,  he  is  in  favor  of  imposing  a  tariff  upon 
the  niiroduLiion  oi  goods  or  manufactures  from  abroad  under  the  pretence 
that  the  American  laborer  will  be  protected ;  but  he  shows  himself  to  be 
in  favor  of  an  unl-niitid  free  importation  of  the  coolie  «emi-servile  laborers 
10  compete  with  the  honest  American  laborers  of  tlic  Pacific  coast.  This 
resolution  adcs  for  nothing  but  this. — that  this  convention  shall  call  upon 
congress  to  appoint  a  committee  to  inform  itself,  so  that  it  shall  know  as 
mudi  about  this  question  as  those  who  hve  on  that  side  of  the  country,  and 
have  been  subject  to  all  its  horrors.  All  it  asks  is,  that  congress  shall  investi- 
gate, and  if  nothing  shall  be  necessary,  then  of  course  nothing  will  be  done; 
and  I  hope  that  tticre  will  be  no  serious  opposition  to  the  passage  of  the 
resolution  as  offered  by  the  committee. 

Mr.  S.  B.  DuTCHBX,  of  New  York»  called  for  the  reading  of  the  reso- 
lution under  debate. 

The  secretary  read  as  follows: 

"It  is  the  immediate  duty  of  congress  fully  to  investigate  the  effect  of 
the  immigration  and  importation  of  Mbngolians  on  the  moral  and  material 

interests  of  the  country." 

The  President.  Mr.  Pierce,  of  Massachusetts,  moves  to  strike  out  that 
resolution.    Is  the  convention  ready  for  the  question? 

Mr.  DuTCHER.  I  desire  to  say  a  word  upon  this  question.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent and  gentlemen  of  the  convention,  I  will  occupy  your  time  but  for  a 
moment.  1  listened  with  pleasure,  as  I  have  listened  before,  to  the  eloquent 
representative  from  Massachusetts.  I  always  listen  with  pleasure  to  these 
earnest,  strong  phrases  in  behalf  of  liberty,  by  whomsoever  they  may  be 
Tittered  :  but,  standing  a-?  we  do  upon  the  threshold  of  the  second  century  of 
the  republic,  we  must  give  careful  consideration  to  all  question  that  come 
before  this  convention.  We  cannot  afford  to  be  unjust.  We  cannot  afford 
to  he  unfair.  We  will  not  be  unjust,  we  will  not  be  itnfair,  to  any  one; 
and  while  we  rccrfgnize  the  right  of  all  men,  whatever  ilK'ir  color,  whatever 
their  creed,  or  whatever  their  condition,  to  come  to  our  shores,  and  we 
promise  them  a  hcartv  welcome,  yet  our  own  American-born  freemen,  and 
the  freemen  who  come  from  other  sections  of  the  earth,  have  rights  which 
we  should  guarantee  and  protect:  they  have  rights  which  we  should  pro- 
fcct  ngainst  importation  under  contract  of  labor,  as  stated  to  us  to-day  to  be 
the  case  regarding  this  Mongolian  race.  \Vc  cannot  be  unjust  to  them:  and 
I  hope  that  no  haste  and  no  harry,  no  desire  to  return  to  our  homes,  to  our 
wives  and  oitr  cliildren.  will  prevent  us  from  giving  careful  Consideration  tO 
every  question  that  comes  before  this  convention. 

Mr.  Tbormbemg,  of  Tennessee.  In  behalf  of  the  Tennessee  delegation,  I 
call  for  the  previous  question. 

General  Hawlev.  In  behalf  of  the  committee,  and  I  think  for  all  of 
them.  I  suggest  that  an  opportunity  should  be  given  for  brief  talks  upon  a 

great  =nhiect. 

Mr.  J  HuKNiiEHG.    I  withdraw  my  moiion. 

Mr.  Geogre  William  Curtis,  of  New  York.  Mr.  President  and  Gentle- 
men of  the  Convention:  One  himdred  years  ago  the  colonies  of  America 
declared  themselves  free  and  iTid<  p(  ndent  in  a  document  which  laid  down 
fundamental  principles  of  human  rights.  Under  that  sign  ihcy  conquered. 
With  the  Declaration  of  Independence  in  front,  they  carried  their  independ- 
ence, they  secured  your  independence,  and  the  freedom  of  all  who  come  after 
yon.  Fur  nearly  one  century  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  in  a  part 
connected  with  a  very  essential  portion  of  the  representation  in  this  con- 
vention, was  trampled  under  the  feet  of  the  American  people.  And  you. 
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Republican^,  you  are  sprung  from  the  Dectarat'on  of  Tndcpcndcncc,  yon  are 
the  children  of  the  Declaration  of  independence;  and  our  first,  great,  revered, 
martyred  leader,  Abratiam  Uncoln,  was  the  first  man  plainly  to  declare 
that  the  platfomi  of  the  Repiiblican  party  was  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence. 

Now,  tiien,  as  we  began  a  new  century,  as  my  friend  and  associate  from 

New  York  says,  is  it  for  us,— is  it  for  the  Republicans  of  America  who  arc 
resolving,  as  I  believe  that  they  will,  to  purify  and  elevate  their  govem- 
nient,-^to  declare  tlmt  the  principles  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  shall 
now  be  virtually  revoked?  For  what  t«  this  platform'  It  is  simply  a  dec- 
laration of  faith  of  this  party.  It  is  not  a  means  of  asking  that  this  or  that 
shall  be  done.  It  is  a  declaration  of  our  purpose.  It  is  a  declaration  of 
the  thinps  that  wc,  as  a  party,  mean  shall  be  accomplished;  and,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent and  |:cntlcmen,  if  you  mean  to  draw  a  cordon  along  the  coasts  of  this 
country. — if  you  mean  to  say  that  any  man  of  any  race  shall  be  excluded.—^ 
then  you  have  revoked  the  original  ])riiiciple  of  your  party;  then,  Cfcntle- 
men,  you  have  accused  your  own  statesmanship,  for,  under  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  we  have  freed  the  colored  men  of  the  South :  we  have  made 
them  voters;  and  to-day  the  country  i?  'Strong,  and  the  government  is  surer 
than  ever.  I  beg  you,  therefore,  gentlcmcii,  to  understand,  that  if  you  are 
to  make  this  declaration  of  principle  at  this  time,  and  at  the  beginning  of 
thi?  year,  you,  in  my  judgment,  <leclare  that  tlie  fundamental  principle,  not 
only  of  the  Republican  party,  but  of  the  American  republic,  demands  revi- 
stoa  at  your  hands. 

The  Pmesident.  The  question  pending  is  the  adoption  of  the  motion  of 

the  gentleman  from  Massachusetts,  to  strike  out  the  eleventh  resolution. 
Mr.  R.  H.  Dana,  of  Massachusetts.  The  delegation  from  Massachusetts 

has  instructed  mc  to  call  for  a  vote  by  states. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Belford,  of  Colorado.  In  common  with  the  senator  from 
Nevada,  I  come  here  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  Pacific 
slope.  I  have  always  been  a  devott-d  and  consistent  and  persistent  friend 
of  human  freedom ;  and.  because  i  have  occupied  that  relation  to  all  parties 
who  have  been  oppressed,  I  am  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  resolution 
reported  to  the  convention  by  this  committee  I  hold,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  chief  object  of  this  convention  is  to  brinpr  nnr  national  honor  up  to  par; 
and,  in  bringing  our  national  honor  up  to  par.  it  is  equally  our  duty  to  pro- 
tect the  honor,  and  purity,  and  virtue,  aiul  integrity  of  the  p'oneers  of  this 
country,  who  have  swelled  the  mere  path  of  the  pioneer  into  the  magrnificent 
highway  of  the  nation,  and  have  built  an  empire  beyond  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
I  say.  that  in  the  state  of  California  exi.sts  a  people  where  the  men  arc 
thieves  and  the  women  are  prostitutes,  and  they  are  brought  from  China  and 
Asia.  I  say  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  laboring  man,  wlicthcr  lie  be  of 
American,  German.  Irish,  or  any  other  nationality,  or  in  any  degree  con- 
nected with  tlie  Caucasian  race,  to  compete  witli  those  people  in  the  prices 
of  labor.  The  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  has  slated  that  we  should 
adhere  to  the  principles  of  the  Declaration  of  .\mcrican  Independence.  I 
state  to  him.  that  here  is  a  class  of  people  who  refuse  to  n'^=;imilate  with 
our  civilization.  Here  is  a  class  of  people  who  ignore  our  school  system, 
ignore  our  church  systnn.  and  in  no  manner  contribute  to  support  the  gov- 
ernment;  who  decline  to  hecnme  citi7cns  of  the  republic  by  virtue  of  the 
naturalization  laws  enforced  there,  and  who  dislike  our  institutions  so  much 
that  :hey  leave  word  for  their  friends  and  brethren,  after  they  arc  dead, 
to  ship  them  '  nrk  to  China  for  burial. 

Mr.  Thornberg,  of  Tennessee.  Tennessee  demands  the  previous  ques- 
tion upon  the  adoption  of  the  platform,  reserving  the  resolution  referring  to 
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the  financial  question,  upon  which  a  gentleman  from  Texas  has  a  minority 

report. 

A  Delet.ate  from  MoTitaiia.    I  object. 

The  Prf.siurnt.  Arc  there  two  other  delegations  seconding  the  demand 
of  tljc  delegation  from  Tennessee  for  the  previous  question? 

Mr.  Wm.  J.  Sewell,  of  New  Jersey.  New  Jersey  seconds  the  call  for 
the  previous  question. 

Delegates  from  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  and  Mississippi  announced  that 
diose  states  seconded  the  demand. 

The  PRESIDENT.  The  question  is,  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put, 
reserving  the  financial  plank?  j 

The  question  being  put,  was  agreed  to. 

The  Fbesibbnt.  The  question  recurs  upon  the  motion  of  the  gentleman 
from  Massachusetts,  upon  which  a  vote  by  states  is  demanded  by  the  dele- 
gation from  Massachusetts  and  the  delegation  from  Rhode  Island.  The 
proposition  is  to  strike  out  the  eleventh  section,'  which  will  now  be  read, 
after  which  the  roll  of  states  will  be  called.

The  vote  will  now  he  taken  npnn  the  proposition  to  strike 
out  this  section  which  has  been  read  in  your  hearing.  The  clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Hailan,  of  Kentucky.  I  beg  leave  to  say,  Mr.  President, 
that,  in  my  judgment,  the  convention  has  been  too  hasty  in  adopting  the 
previous  question,  and  would  inquire  whether  it  would  be  in  order  to  move 
a  recess  for  twenty  minutef:  in  order  that  we  may  confer  further  in  refer- 
ence to  the  question. 

The  Pkesident,   The  motion  would  not  be  in  order. 

Mr.  Haklan.  I  move  to  reconsider  that  vote,  in  order  that  we  may  have 
further  consideration  on  the  subject.

The  President.  On  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Massachusctis 
to  strike  out  the  eleventh  section,  the  ayes  have  215  votes  and  the  noes  have 
532  votes,  and  the  convention  refuse  to  strike  out. 

The  eleventh  resolution  was  then  agreed  to ;  and  the  president  said,  the 
question  now  recurs  upon  the  adoption  of  the  financial  resolution,  for  whidi 
Mr.  Davis,  of  Texas,  ofTcrs  a  substitute. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Davis,  of  Texas.  Mr.  President:  I  desire  to  offer  the  follow- 
ing minority  report : 

To  the  President  of  the  Republican  National  Convention:  The  under- 
signed, one  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  dissents  from  the  majority,  in 
regard  to  the  fourth  resolution — that  bearing  on  the  question  of  resumption  of 
specie  payments.  He  considers  said  resolution  improper  in  this,  among  other 
respects,  that  it  is  uncertain  and  vaeue  in  it'^  i)rom!v(  l(  a\  iiiK  the  time  of  re- 
sumption unsettled,  and  being  thereby  calciilated  further  to  disturb  public  con- 
fidence. The  nndersiffned  therefore  suhmits  the  following,  and  recommends 
that  it  be  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  said  resolution: 

" Rcsohcd.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  congress  to  provide  for  carr>  inK  out  the 
act  known  as  the  Resumption  Act  ot  congress,  to  the  end  that  the  resumption 
of  specie  payments  may  not  be  longer  delayed." 

\fr.  President:  I  <]o  not  pro(>osc  to  make  a  speech,  hut.  as  a  test,  I  move 
that  this  report  be  substituted  in  the  place  of  the  fourth  resolution, — the  finan- 
cial resolution  as  reported  by  the  majority  of  the  committee.  In  that  resolution 
reference  is  made  to  the  declaration  made  by  the  Republican  congress  some

eight  years  ago,  that  they  would  go  on,  without  any  •utincccsfaiy  delay,  atid 
redeem  our  promises  by  resuming  specie  payments.  We  have  gone  on  year  af- 
ter year,  congress  after  congress,  convention  after  convention,  and  have  re- 
peated these  promises,  until  finally,  in  the  early  part  of  last  year,  our  Repub- 
lican friends  in  congress,  having  there  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  both 
houses,  finally  nerved  themselves  to  the  passage  of  an  act  providing  for  re- 
sumption, not  to-day,  or  to-morrow,  as  they  should  have  done,  but  three  years 
hence,  in  January,  1879.  I  think,  gentlemen,  when  you  scrutinize  the  resolution 
as  adopted  bv  the  majority  of  the  committee  and  reported  here  this  morning, 
you  will  find  that  it  is  nothing  more  than  a  step  backward,  and  a  return  to 
promises  ajl^in.  I,  for  one.  and  I  hope  a  majority  of  the  convention  will  $us> 
tain  me,  am  opposed  to  making  any  step  backward. 

At  the  request  of  the  delegates  the  fourth  section  of  the  platform  was  re> 
read :  also  the  substitute  offered  by  the  gentleman  from  Texas. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Hawlf.v.  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen:  I  will  detain  you 
but  a  short  time.  I  think  it  quite  fair  that  the  minority  of  the  committee,  ^ 
very  respectable  and  honorable  gentleman,  who  has  moved  a  substittite,  should 

be  allnwed  ti)  say  a  word  or  two  in  behalf  of  his  motion.  It  is  best,  in  my 
opinion,  always,  m  dealing  with  principles  for  the  guidance  of  a  party  duritig 
a  year,  or  four  long  years,  to  confine  ourselves  to  an  cmpliatic  declaration  of 
sound  principles,  and  not  tie  oiir>elvc>  to  details  in  measures  Tbaf  \v  i  :1  ■ 
general  rule  which  governed  us  in  drafting  that  resolution.  In  drafting  it,  wc 
recited  that  first  great  act  of  Grant's  administration,— that  act  which  is  an 
honor  to  him  and  to  the  Republican  congress,  which  removed  all  possible 
doubt  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  government  to  fulfil  in  letter  and  in  spirit  the 
obligations  of  this  nation  to  redeem  in  coin  every  dollar  of  the  debt,  save 
where  there  was  an  e.xprcss  provision  to  the  contrary  in  the  bill.  That  great 
act,_  framed  in  clear,  strong  language,  asserted  it  the  high  moral  duty  of  the 
nation  to  fulfil  all  these  obligations.  We  knew  not  how  to  express  ourselves 
more  emphatically  than  by  referring  to  that  representative  act  of  legislation, 
and  adding  to  it.  "The  commercial  prosperity,  public  mnral*;.  and  national 
credit  demand  that  the  promise  be  fulfilled  by  a  steady  and  continuous  prog- 
ress to  specie  payment."  The  gentleman  wants  to  confine  the  whole  declara- 
tion of  duty  to  passing  laws  to  carry  the  resumption  act  into  effect.  The 
act  provides  for  resumption  t\vo  years  from  next  January.  You  cannot  pro-  ♦ 
pose  any  law  with  any  chance  of  its  going  through  congress  until  a  year  from 
next  January  or  two  or  three  months  after  that,  even  provided  you  have  the 
next  congress  Republican,  and  then  on\y  ten  or  eleven  months  elapse  before 
the  taking  effect  of  that  act.  Whether  it  is  best  to  bring  about  specie  payments 
in  that  way  I  do  not  know:  but  I  am  not  desirous  ef  being  tied  to  the  adNo- 
cacy  of  that  bill.  I  regard  it  as  a  very  imperfect  bill.  I  voted  against  it.  I 
should  not  care  to  spend  an  hour  on  the  stump  in  defending  it.  T  do  not  care 
for  the  df^tnil-^  of  rcstjmption.  I  plant  myself,  not  only  upon  a  high  political, 
but  upon  a  high  morai^  duty  to  resume  specie  payment — to  do  so  at  the  very 
earliest  practicable  moment;  and  when  I  say  that,  I  mean  it.  It  is  neeessarv 
for  us  to  bring  paper  to  par  with  gold,  for  that  is  essential  to  commercial  pros- 
perity, public  morals,  and  national  credit. 

The  question  was  then  put  upon  the  substitution  of  the  minority  report, 
and  the  President  amioanced  that  it  was  disagreed  to.  The  report  on  the 
loitrtk  section  of  the  platform  was  then  agreed  to. 

The  platform  as  a  whole  was  then  unanimously  adopted.

Mr.  Edick,  of  New  York.  I  move  that  the  secretary  call  the  roll  of  the 
slates  in  their  alphabciical  order  and  tliat  each  state  if  it  has  a  candidate 
present  his  name  to  the  convention.

The  call  of  the  states  was  then  begun  by  the  secretaiy,  and  when  he  had 
reached  the  state  of  Connecticut*  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Kellogg,  of  thnt  state,  arose 
in  his  seat  to  present  the  name  of  a  candidate.  The  Chair  invited  the  gentle- 
man to  the  stage,  whence  he  spoke  as  follows: 

SrEEClI  OF  MR.  KELIX)CG. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  this  Convention:  I  am  instructed  by  a 
majority  of  the  delegates  from  Connecticut  to  present  for  your  suffrages  the 

name  of  the  Honorable  Marshall  Jcvcll,  of  C(<niieclic*ut.  now  Postniaster- 
Generai  of  the  United  States;  and,  in  a  Mngle  word,  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  while  Connectknt  is  often  called  a  Democratic  state  (and  when  we 
talk  to  you  about  our  shares  in  the  Repuhlican  victories  you  call  us  a  Demo- 
cratic state),  bear  in  mmd,  that  from  the  hour  of  the  organization  of  the  Re- 
publican party,— in  1856,  and  through  five  successive  presidential  elections. — 
we  never  failed  you  in  a  single  instance.  Overpowered  as  we  are  on  other 
elections,  yet,  by  dint  of  unwearying  exertion  and  determined  enerj:r>'  in  presi- 
dential contests,  we  have  carried  our  state  in  line  with  the  ranks  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  from  the  first  hour  of  its  organization.  We  present  to  you  the 
name  of  Marshall  Jewell,  as  onr  c»overrtrr  who  redeemed  the  state  from  the 
rule  of  Democracy  in  i86q.  Wc  elected  him  three  years.  He  was  then  absent 
as  minister  to  Russia.  During  the  last  two  years,  or  a  portion  of  them,  he 
has  been  yoiTr  Postmaster  General,  and  you,  men  of  the  hrond  Wc^t,  kiunv  that 
you  never  had  a  man  in  thai  position  that  has  inaugurated  reform,  that  has 
done  so  much  to  bring  speedy  intelligence  to  your  doors  every  day  and  hour, 
as  he  who  now  holds  that  ofTicc  Wc  present  his  name  to  you.  not  desiring  to 
detain  you  longer, — but  wc  believe  he  has  all  the  qualifications  of  an  executive 
officer  that  will  make  him  fit  to  adorn  that  seat,  as  he  has  adorned  all  other 
positions  he  has  ever  filled. 
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OLIVER  P.  MORTON. 

When  the  state  of  Indiana  was  calUd*  Mr.  R.  W.  Thompson  ascended  the 
stage  and  said: 

SPEBCB  07  MR.  THOMPSON. 

il/r  President  and  Gcntletnen  of  this  Convention:  I  am  instructed  by  the 
'entire  Republican  party  of  Indiana  to  put  before  this  convention  the  name  of 
Oliver  P.  Morton  as  a  suitable  nominee  for  President  of  the  United  Sutes. 
We  present  his  name  to  you  because  we  not  only  believe  but  know  bim  to  be 
worthy — to  be  a  faithful,  honest,  and  untiring  representative  of  the  great  fun- 
damental principles  upon  which  the  Republican  party  has  always  stood,  and 
must  always  stand.  1  hese  principles  may  be  preserved. — ihey  may  be  carried 
out  by  other  means  than  his  election.  But  you  must  allow  us  to  say  that  we  do 
not  believe  that  they  can  be  more  surely  preserved  or  better  earned  out  than 
under  the  presidential  administration  of  our  old  war  governor.  We  have  con- 
ferred this  title  upon  him,  not  merely  by  way  of  empty  complimentj  but  because 
he  has  won  it  in  the  field  of  duty  well  discharged  in  the  hour  of  his  country's 
peril,  when  men's  hearts  were  tried,  and  tried  in  that  fiery  ordeal  which  alone 
tested  not  only  the  courage  but  the  virtue  of  the  patriot.  He  was  equal  to  ev- 
ery crisis  during  the  darkest  hours  of  our  rebellion,  and  he  has  been  equal  to 
ever}'  crisis  since  that  darkness  was  dispelled,  and  he  stands  to-day  in  the  sen- 
ale  of  the  Uniitd  States  the  peer  of  the  best  and  ablest  statesmen  of  the  land. 
And  whenever  there  is  an  assault  made  upon  the  rights  of  humanity,  upon  the 
rights  of  the  Southern  colored  men.  upon  the  rights  of  the  nation,  of  the 
Union,  and  of  the  honor  of  the  flag,  who  is  before  Oliver  P.  Morton  in  their 
defence  or  who  defends  them  with  more  ability  and  more  manliness?  None! 
Then  we  do  not  arrogate  to  ourselves  any  superiority  over  our  sisters  when  we 
say  that  while  our  war  povernnr  i«;  no  hotter  than  anybody  cl'e,  he  is  eqiial 
to  the  best  of  them.  We  have  never  had  a  president  froni  Indiana,  li  may 
be  assumption  in  us  to  say  that  we  feel  old  enough  to  have  <  n-  And  we  do 
not  regard  ourselves  as  any  the  less  worthy  than  onr  neighbors  and  our 
friends ;  and  we  simply  .say  to  you  now,  that  if  you  nominate  in  this  convention 
our  candidate  for  the  presidency,  we  assure  you  that  in  the  October  elections 
of  this  year  there  shall  po  iij)  from  the  prairies  of  Indiana  ^uoh  a  shottt  of 
victory  will  do  good  to  the  heart  of  every  Republican  in  the  land. 

I  have  heard  it  said  since  I  came  to  this  city,  more  than  ever  before,  that 
Governor  Morton  was  physically  unfit  for  the  duties  of  this  position.  T  affirm 
to-day,  in  the  presence  of  this  large  and  respectable  audience,  with  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  what  I  say,  and  with  the  full  sense  of  the  responsibility  of 
its  utterance,  that  th<  rr  arc  not  out  uf  any  hundred  men  in  this  convention  ten 
persons  of  it  who  can  inrforni  more  pliysical  labor  to-day  than  he.  True,  he 
has  been  afflicted  in  his  legs,  but  it  does  not  require  legs  to  make  a  statesman ! 
If  he  had  been  in  the  condition  of  J<  fT  Davis,  his  legs  would  have  been  of  ser- 
vice to  him.  His  head  is  clear.  His  heart  is  .sound.  His  will  is  unconquer- 
able. His  devotion  to  the  union  is  unabated,  and  he  is  reatly  now.  to-morrow, 
or  the  next  day.  to  give  his  life  for  the  honor  of  the  old  flag.  Therefore,  sir. 
we  say — and  1  desire  ttnly  to  repeal  tins,  for  1  will  nut  wcarv  you — if  the  rights 
of  all  the  people  without  regard  to  color,  if  the  riRlits  of  all  sections  are  to 
be  preserved,  if  the  constitution  is  to  be  preserved  in  its  iiniKrity.  if  the  I'ninn 
is  to  stand,  if  the  great  principles  of  the  Republican  parly  are  to  be  preserved, 
we  insist,  sir,  that  no  man  in  this  nation  is  better  calculated  to  secure  these 
results  than  our  nominee  for  the  presidency.

date-^en  minutes— having  expired,  the  chair  asked  the  convention  if  leave 
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woulii  be  granted  to  Mr.  Pinchback  to  second  the  nomination.  Leave  .vas 
granted,  and  liir.  Pinchbadc  spoke  as  follows : 

SPEECH.  OP  MR.  PINCHBACK. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  In  the  name  and  in 
behalf  of  the  truly  loyal  people  of  Louistana,  whom  I  in  part  have  the  honor 
to  represent  ui  this  convention,  I  rise  to  second  the  nomination  of  the  Hon* 
Oliver  P.  Morton.  A  inan  of  spotless  integrity,  matchless  courage,  broad  and 
catholic  views,  his  nomination  will  secure  the  comhined  and  un'ted  patriotism 
of  the  party.  Mr.  President,  when  President  Grant  made  that  utterance,  "Let 
no  fuilty  man  escape,"  he  struck  the  chord  of  the  national  heart  In  whatever 
audienres  those  utterances  have  been  repeated,  they  have  been  c:reeted  with 
thuiidrous  applause.  Sir,  the  eh  at  ion  of  Hon.  Oliver  P.  Morion  of  Indiana 
will  not  only  secure  the  arrest  and  the  prosecution  of  ihe  defrauders  of  the 
national  revenue,  but  it  will  do  more  than  that;  it  will  strike  terror  to  the 
hearts  of  those  monsters  in  the  South  who  are  driving  away  caiiital  ironi  that 
section,  destroying  its  commerce,  persecuting  and  murdering  white  and  black 
Rtpulilicans  in  that  section.  More  than  this  Mr.  President,  it  will  be  the  con- 
summation of  all  of  the  i>ast  and  the  aspirations  of  lovers  of  hberiy  every- 
where. It  will  be  a  combined  and  a  complete  and  final  settlement  of  all  the 
great  questions  anting  out  of  the  late  unfortunate  war.  Then.  sir.  w  itii  Oliver 
P.  Morton  as  our  standard-bearer,  with  the  rights  of  all  citizens  guaranteed 
by  the  amendments  of  the  constitution  secured,  and  the  protection  of  every 
man  in  his  civil  rights  as  an  incentive,  victory  mast  and  shall  perch  on  our 
banners. 

BENJAMIN  U.  BRISTOW. 

Mr.  John  M.  Harlan,  on  the  call  of  the  state  of  Kentucky,  spoke  as  fol- 
lows: 

SPEECH  OF  MR.  HARLAN. 

Mr.  President  and  Genflcinrn  <if  tJ:c  Coi:''ciit:oii :  The  name  wliich  has 
been  given  me,  by  the  unanimous  Republican  party  of  the  state  of  Kentucky, 
for  presentation  to  this  convention  as  a  fit  nommcc  for  President  of  the  United 
States,  is  that  of  I'tniamin  H.  Bristow,  of  the  <tatf  of  K(i:'r.ck>.  I  speak 
whereof  I  know,  when  I  declare  to  those  Republicans,  both  from  the  North 
and  from  the  South,  that  from  the  earliest  days  of  h!S  manhood  he  has  been 
true  to  those  great  principles  which  are  dvar  to  the  Republican  party  of  t!ie 
United  States.  Since  his  name  has  been  prominently  mentioned  in  connec- 
tion with  the  presidency,  his  record  has  been  carefully  scrutinized  in  every 
part  of  our  common  coimtr}  .  I  lu  i d  only  say  to-day.  that  he  was  reared  in 
that  school  of  politics  which  taught  ntc  and  you  that  these  United  States  do 
not  constitute  a  league,  but  a  nation.  In  l86i,  when  Abraham  Lincoln  called 
upon  the  freemen  of  this  country  to  rally  to  its  defence  acrainst  an  attack  com- 
ing from  a  causeless  and  wicked  rebellion.  Benjamin  H.  Bristow  promptly 
announced  to  his  fellow  citizens  of  Kentucky,  that,  let  come  what  would,  and 
cost  what  it  would,  he  intended  to  stand  by  the  flaer  of  our  fathers.  His  devo- 
tion to  his  country  was  not  shown  by  mere  words:  it  was  followed  by  acts. 
He  entered  th  •  Federal  army  as  the  lieutenant-colonel  of  a  Kentucky  infantry 
regiment.  He  was  subsequently  colonel  of  the  Eighth  Kentucky  Cavalry. 
W'hile  serving  his  country  in  tlio  field,  he  wa'^  rallnl  uiion  by  hi*  senatorial  dis- 
trict to  ser\'e  that  people  in  the  legislature;  and  there  ho  was  ilie  acknowledged 
head  of  the  Republicans  of  that  period.  In  1865.  when  the  question  was  pre- 
sented to  Kentuck-y,  in  official  form,  whether  she  would  ratify  the  thirteenth 
amendment  to  the  Federal  constitution  abolishing  slavery  throughout  tliis 
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land,  he  with  a  small  band  of  Republicans  in  the  senate,  voted  in  favor  of  its  . 
ratification.  He  voUd  in  favor  and  approved  the  fourtoen'!i  ;iinciulment, 
which  gave  every  man  in  this  country  the  rights  of  citizenship,  without  regard 
to  color.  He  approved  and  endorsed  the  fifteenth  amendment.  In  1866,  as 
United  Stales  nttoniey  for  the  flistnct  of  Kintucky,  he  peiformed  signal  ser- 
vice in  the  orosccut  on  of  men  charged  with  violations  of  the  Ku-Klux  and 
Civil  Riffhts  bills.  In  i87i  standing  upon  the  soil  of  his  native  state,  address- 
ing hi<  ft'l!ow  citizens  f.f  that  state,  when  asked  what  !ic  had  to  say  with  ref- 
erence to  the  amendments  to  the  constitution,  he  used  ihi:,  language:  "Neither 
those  constitutional  provisions,  nor  any  statute  passed  in  relation  to  thcni« 
(  ppn  <se?  or  harms  a  single  human  being.  The  Civil  Rights  and  Ku-Klux 
acts  aim  solely  at  the  lawless  people  who  have  no  respect  for  law;  and  that 
government  that  cannot  protect  its  humblest  citizens  from  outrage  any  itijury 
i?  unworthy  the  name,  and  ottpht  not  to  c-miinand  the  support  of  the  people." 
When  asked,  upon  the  same  occasion,  what  he  had  to  say  in  relation  to  the 
education  of  the  people,  he  responded. — ^**In  the  name  of  our  hiph  and  sacred  . 
duty  tf*  .?cc  that  thv  cofnmnnwi  alth  ^iifTcrs  no  injury,  and  that  the  best  interests 
of  society  are  cared  for,  let  us  make  free  schools  for  ail.  It  I  am  asked  how 
it  rs  proposed  to  raise  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  such  schools,  I  answer, 
by  la\iii(?  all  the  property  of  the  state.  I  would  tax  the  rich  maii'j;  property  to 
educate  his  poor  neighbor's  child.  I  would  tax  the  white  man's  property  to 
educate  the  black  man*s  child,  and  trite  verso.  In  a  word,  I  would  tax  all  the 
property  of  the  .st.atc  to  educate  all  the  children  <if  the  state:"  On  the  same 
occasion,  and  in  the  same  connection,  he  was  asked  what  he  had  to  say  with 
reference  to  the  law  which  then  excluded  the  colored  men  of  Kentucky  from 
the  rijjht  of  testifying.  He  replied. — "The  statute  (jf  Kentucky,  which  denies 
to  225.000  colored  people  of  the  state  the  right  to  testify  in  any  case,  civil  or 
criminal,  affecting  a  wntte  person,  has  its  origin  in  the  supposed  necessities  of 
slavery,  and  is  indefensible  in  a  land  of  freedom.  This  denial  is  a  monstrous 
and  a  grievous  wrong  to  both  races.  It  is  a  practical  denial  of  freedom  to  the 
colored  race.  Yes,  it  is  even  worse  than  that:  it  is  a  license,  if  not  an  invita- 
tion, to  base  miscrrants  and  cowardly  ku-klux  to  gratify  their  brutal  passions 
and  satiate  their  murderous  propensities  on  this  unoffending  and  defenceless 
race." 

But  mj  countrymen,  I  am  to  be  followed  by  gentlemen  as  seconds  to  this 
r«^mifTation  who  will  tell  you  more  about  General  Rristow,  and  in  better  lan- 
guage than  I  can  do,  and  I  will  tlctain  von  no  longer  than  I  intended  to  do. 
I  have,  however,  pride  in  referring  to  the  record  which  Mr.  Bristow  has  re- 
cently made  a*  secretary  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States.  lie  had  not 
been  at  the  head  oi  that  department  thirty  days  before  every  employe  in  that 
denartment.  from  one  end  of  this  land  to  the  other,  felt  that  there  was  at  last 
a  man  at  the  head.  It  is  his  proml  record,  and  wc  of  Kentucky  arc  prond  of  it. 
that  no  man  has  been  able  to  sav  Uiat  Colonel  Bristow.  in  the  administration  of 
the  duties  of  that  office,  has  favored  his  own  party.  He  has  shown  no  favor- 
itism of  any  sort.  H's  mode  has  been  to  execute  the  law  :  and,  if  the  Republi- 
can party  contained  offenders  who  betrayed  their  trust,  or  who  were  thieves, 
he  let  them  he  punished  as  well  as  anybody  else. 

\  \v.  T  have  said  enough.  My  time  is  out.  I  would  !» t:  leave  to  make 
one  single  suggestion.  I  do  not  quite  share  the  ardent  hopes  that  some  have 
in  reference  to  the  future  of  the  Republican  party  of  this  country.  We  of 
the  South  feci  that  onr  destiny  is  in  your  li.m  1  .  \Vc  of  the  South  feel  that  it 
if  in  vour  power  to  avert  from  thi^  country  that  direst  of  all  political  calami- 
lies,  the  return  of  the  national  Democratic  party  to  power.  We  believe  that 
the  man  wIk  ni  wc  present  to  you  can  combine  with  enthusiasm  all  elements  of 
opposition  in  this  country  to  the  Democratic  party,  and  therehv  secure  not  only 
honest  government,  but  the  perpetuation  of  Republican  principles;  and  there- 
fore we  express  the  earnest  hope  that  this  convention  will  not  adjourn  its 
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deliberations  till  they  have  made  him  our  ]»  >(!»  r  in  this  contest  in  the  war  for 
Republican  principles  against  corruption  and  iraud. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Harlan's  speech,  the  rule  was  extended  in  order 

to  allow  Mr.  Luke  P.  Poland,  of  Vermont  to  second  the  nomination  of  Mr. 

Bristow.  Mr.  Poland  spoke  as  follows: 

SFEECH  OF  MK.  i>OLAND. 

Mr  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convoitii'u :  I  come  here  as  a  dele- 
gate trom  one  of  the  smallest  states,  both  in  territory  and  population,  but  m 
that  State  a  larger  proportion  of  its  people  belong  to  the  Republican  party  than 
in  alnin<:t  any  other  state  in  the  I'nion.  No  portion  of  the  Republican  party 
in  this  country  bclicve>  mure  .irmly  in  its  prmciples,  or  believes  more  lirmly 
that  the  success  and  di  minion  of  that  party  in  the  government  of  this  country 
i«  essential  to  its  welfare  and  perpetuity.  We  have  nn  candidate  of  our  own 
present.  We  have  no  special  interest  to  be  served  by  the  nominauoa  <>t  any 
particuliir  man.  Our  only  desire  is  the  general  good  of  the  cause,  the  good  of 
the  party,  and  the  good  of  the  country.  I'he  Republicans  of  \'ermrin:  look 
upon  the  forthcoming  presidential  election  as  involvitig  great  peril  to  this 
great  country.  For  long  years  the  Democratic  party  of  this  country  was  kept 
in  power  by  a  clo-^c  alliance  with  the  power  of  slavery  in  the  South  By  and 
by,  when  the  Republicans  overcame  this  joint  alliance  and  got  into  power,  the 
South  rebelled,  and  aid  and  comfort  were  given  to  that  rebellion  by  the  De> 
mocracy  in  the  North.  Now  that  the  war  is  over  and  slavery  i>  ended,  and 
these  states  are  again  in  the  Union,  the  old  alliance  is  renewed.  The  boast  ot 
the  Democratic  party  is,  that  they  go  into  the  election  with  the  entire  South 
in  tluir  fa\<ir.  If  that  l)e  mi,  and  it  will  probably  be  nearly  so,  only  a  >mall 
fraction  of  the  North  is  required  in  order  to  enable  them  to  obtain  power,  and 
the  result  would  be  that  the  power  of  this  government  would  practically  go 
out  of  onr  hands  and  into  the  hands  of  those  wlit)  for  years  sought  to  destr, >y 
and  break  up  the  government.  Wc  have  the  warnings  of  last  year.  If  the 
Democratic  party  in  this  presidential  election  can  carry  as  large  a  proportron  of 
the  c(  iiiury  as  they  carried  in  tlu-  iKetii  n^  t  f  last  year,  with  what  tluy  will 
get  in  the  South  they  will  carry  the  presidential  election.  Now,  it  is  perfectly 
well  known  that  the  victories  they  obtained  last  year  were  not  on  account  of 
any  change  of  political  (  jiininn  :  they  grew  out  of  doubt,  distrust,  and  dissatis- 
faction in  our  own  party.  It  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  avoid  this  The  pres- 
idential candidates  that  have  been  named,  some  of  them,  a^  our  neighlior^ 
and  friends.  All  personal  considerations  would  induce  us  to  vote  for  them. 
But  it  seems  that  the  cause  is  everything,  and  that  we  should  go  forth  united, 
and  that  the  gentleman  who  has  been  named  can  better  combine  all  the  united 
strength  of  the  Republican  party  than  any  other.  Mr.  President,  Vermont  and 
Kentucky  came  into  this  Union  together.  For  many  years,  in  the  days  of  Hen- 
ry Clay,  they  stood  side  by  side.  I  trust  thai  now  and  henceforth  Vermont 
and  Kentucky,  upon  a  hifl^r  and  purer  platform,  are  again  to  stand  shoulder 
to  shoulder    I  second  the  nomination  of  Benjamin  H.  Bristow. 

.'\t  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Poland's  speech.  Mr.  George  William  Curtis,  of 
New  York,  spoke  as  follows : 

SPEECH  OP  MR.  CURTIS. 

Grntlnnen  of  the  Convention:  On  behalf  of  that  vast  body  of  Republicans 

of  New  York  who  have  seen,  as  the  conntry  and  the  world  have  seen,  that 
reform  is  possible  within  the  Rcpnhhcan  j)arty.— hecau.sc  they  have  seen  the 
heavy  arm  of  the  government  descend  upon  the  thieves  of  the  treasury. — 
rise  to  second  the  nomination  of  Benjamin  H.  Bristow,  of  Kentucl^.  We 
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know,  gentlemen,  as  yoti  know,  that  the  real  question  which  i     nhmitted  to  us 
in  the  contest  of  this  year  is  the  continued  ascendency  of  the  Republican  party. 
Not  more  truly  was  slavery  the  mortal  peril  of  this  country  twenty  years  ago. 
than  political  corruption  and  demoralization  in  every  form  are  its  perils  now; 
and  as  the  conscience  and  inteliigeiKe  of  the  patriotism  of  this  ^untry,  or- 
mnized  as  the  Republican  party,  save  the  government  then  so  mtist  those 
-anu-  (pialities  still  orpani^ed  as  that  party  save  the  character  of  the  govern- 
ment now.  There  is  one  man  in  my  judgment,  of  all  the  great  names  that  have 
heen  presented, — ^therc  is  one  man  who  more  traly  than  the  others  represents  tfje  • 
true  issues  oi  this  campaign.    You  heard,  yesterday,  our  friend  General  I-ogan, 
from  Illinois;  ^ou  heard  our  friend  of  many  years'  standing,  Frederick  Doug- 
lass, of  the  District  of  Coltmibia:  and  what  did  they  tell  you?   They  told 
you  that  the  Republican  party  must  remain  in  power,  in  order  that  the  rights 
of  all  the  white  and  black  men  at  the  South  should  be  absolutely  respected. 
!  believe,  with  them,  that  that  is  indispensable.   I  believe,  with  them,  that  the 
only  condition  of  peace  in  that  part  of  the  country  is  n  continued  ascendency 
of  the  Republican  party.   But  you  must  believe  with  me,  that  the  condition  of 
the  continued  ascendency  of  that  party  is.  that  it  shall  stand  to-day  as  it  stood 
yesterday,  and  that  it  shall  meet  the  issues  of  this  hour  in  the  same  spirit  of 
concord  and  enthusiasm  and  resolution  that  it  met  the  issues  of  the  past. 
Now,  in  my  judgment,  the  real  issues  of  the  campaign  arc  two.    But  one  is, 
in  my  mind,  supreme,  because  it  is  the  only  guaranty  and  security  of  the  other. 
Now.  then,  fellow  citizens,  this  gentleman — Benjamin  H.  Bristow — is  a  citizen 
of  Kentucky.    But  we  in  New  York  have  learned  afar  off  what  those  men, 
our  neighbors  in  New  England,  also  knew  at  a  safe  distance.    When  it  was 
easy  for  itie, — when  it  was  easy  for  you,  my  own  associates, —  to  be  Republi- 
cans, Benjamin  H.  Bristow  took  his  life  in  his  hand,  and  marched  forth  a  Re- 
publican.  And  I  say,  more  especially  to  my  fellow  delegates  from  the  South- 
tm  "itatc^;,  that  the  one  man  in  this  cotmtry  who,  since  the  end  of  the  war  and 
durnig  tile  great  storms  and  contests  of  reconstruction,  during  which  hundreds 
and  thousands  fell  by  the  wayside,  was  the  man  who,  armed  with  the  power  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States  as  d'strict  attorney  of  Kentucky,  htmted 
and  hunted  and  hunted  the  Ku-KIux  until  the  Ku-Klux  disappeared.  The 
life,  the  liberty  of  every  man  at  the  North. — the  liberty,  the  life  of  every  man 
at  the  South, — is  safe  in  the  hands  of  this  man  from  Kentticky.  whn  has 
known,  as  you  of  the  South  have  bitterly  learned,  as  we  of  the  North  have 
distantly  seen,  the  mortal  perils  of  the  struggle. 

And  still  further.  R*  publicans,  if  Governor  Morgan,  who  presided  at  the 
first  convention  of  the  Republican  party,  did  not  look  yesterday  on  the  last 
convention  of  a  successful  Republican  party,  it  will  be  because  we  go  into  this 
c<:>ntest  with  lh<  ilirer  crii-- :  Fir-.t.  nloi'lutv  jiri  jtectii  >ii  -.f  all  riuhts.  North 
and  South,  with  the  utmost  power  of  the  government ;  second,  the  hardest  kind 
oi  hard  money,  aird  the  earliest  return  to  it  possible ;  and  third,  and  more  im- 
portant, I  say.  because  itself  the  security  and  the  guaranty  of  all  thi>-,  will  be 
our  cry  of  victory, — "No  rings,  uo  clifiuc;,  no  combinations  of  personal  interest 
against  the  interest  of  all  the  i»  .,].!,  .  no  l  ersonal  government;  nothing  but  the 
clear  will  of  tin  pef)ple,  clearly  and  dnt  ctlv  exiir.^vcd."  Therefore,  not  what 
we  have  5aid  in  this  platform,  but  that  which  we  arc  about  to  do,  will  speak  to 
this  country  for  our  purpose.  Beyond  th's.  gentlemen,  stands  the  country 
watching.  We  have  heen  tried  long;  and.  Repuldicans.  you  know  we  have  not 
always  commanded  the  conhdence  of  the  Republicans.  You  know  that  we 
have  not  altogether  satisfied  the  scrutiny  that  has  been  fixed  upon  us.  Let  us 
now  show  the  country  that  we  understand  (uir^elv»  Let  us  now  prove  th.-U 
we  know^  what  this  country^  wants  to-day ;  and  we  may  be  sure  that  the  country 
will  not  insist  upon  doing  it  without  our  leadership,  if  it  can  have  it  with  that. 
And  one  word  more,  and  only  one.  The  opportunity  is  sublime.  Napoleon 
before  Au.sterlitz.  Washington  before  Yorktown,  could  not  know  the  future, 
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but  the^  knew  the  present  Thev  had  the  opportunity  offered.  Each  improved 
it  in  hts  own  way.  Napoleon  became  emperor  of  France.  Washington  be- 
came th  lii  t  f  the  American  liberty.  To  us  at  this  monunt  the  opportunity 
is  offered.  Let  us  use  it  as  Washington  used  it.  Let  us  understand  that  this 
government  must  be  purified  if  the  party  is  to  be  saved,  and  that  Benjamm 
H.  Bristow  is  the  one  man  who  '•lands  Ixfi  re  the  country  as  the  embo<l  ni-nt 
of  the  spirit  of  governmental  purihcation,  and  1  know,  gentlemen,  what  the 
v«rdiet  of  the  country  must  be.  ^ 

Mr.  Ridiard  H.  Dana,  of  Massachusetts,  then  spoke  as  foUows : 


SPEECH  OF  Mlt  DANA. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  I  am  deeply  £?rnteful 
for  my  state  and  the  delegation  here  that  we  have  been  permitted  an.l  ni- 
vited  on  the  part  <  {  Ma«<;achii?ctt<:  to  second  the  nominntion  of  Rcniatuin  H. 
Bristow.  When  that  proposition  was  submitted  to  us,  1  asked  the  advice  ot 
my  brethren  of  the  Massachusetts  delegation,  and  by  a  vote  not  quite  unani- 
mous,  but  rcpresentinij  a  very  large  majority  of  t!ie  delegation,  I  was  author- 
ized and  requested  to  second  the  nomination  of  (Jeneral  Bristow;  and  when 
this  lanre  majority  of  the  Massachusetts  delegation  spoke  those  words  to  me. 
they  spoke  the  voice  of  the  rid  cominnnwc  alth  of  Ma5^arhii?ett.s.  I  tell  you. 
gentlemen  of  the  convention,  I  know  no  other  name  which  is  sure  to  carry  the 
old  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  next  November.  Mark  what  I  said :  I 
did  riot  say  no  other  man  %von!d.  hut  no  other  lunti  am  T  ^ure  woidd  do  it. 
Gentlemen  may  make  such  oral  demonstrations  as  are  in  accordance  with  their 
habits  and  their  nature.  But  Massachusetts  has  done  something  in  the  past 
for  the  Repu!)licaii  party,  has  she  not?  Well.  I  claim  no  credit.  It  was  easy  to 
be  loyal  and  to  he  Republican.  We  rested  on  seventy  thousand  majority  in  our 
loyal  state,  but  by  one  cause  or  another,  by  mismanagement,  by  the  settling 
down  of  a  preat  cl<  ud  over  the-  Admini'-tration,  we  n!m<i--t  Ic^t  ttie  state  of 
Massachusetts.  But  now  gentlemen,  now,  Mr.  President,  our  hope  returns. 
Let  me  say  to  you. — and  I  wish  to  speak  seriously  and  earnestly  to  this  con- 
vention, not  for  applause,  luit  in  erder  to  present  the  views  I  am  instructed  'o 
present, — let  mc  say,  therefore,  first,  it  is  the  belief  of  Massachusetts  that  the 
tody  politic  is  laboring  tmder  a  severe  and  dangerous  disease.  It  is  our  belief 
that  it  requires  the  a  Imii.ist  ration  of  strong  and  severe  and  unwelcome  rem- 
edies. It  IS  our  belief  that  the  disease  must  be  cured  by  the  work  of  a  strong 
hand ;  a  strong  hand  and  a  strong  will  of  a  man  of  mighty  courage ;  a  man 
who,  when  lie  is  preside  nt.  will  dcvote  himself  to  the  duty  of  being  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States. 

Gentlemen,  Massachusetts  is  satisfied  with  the  loyalty  of  Benjamin  H. 
Bristow.  Every  man  is  satisfied  with  the  loyalty  of  Benjamin  H.  Bristow. 
We  know  that  he  is  from  the  other  side  of  the  line;  but  we  know  that  his  loy- 
alty has  been  all  the  more  tried  for  that  cause.  It  has  been  tried  in  the  fur- 
nace ;  and,  therefore,  gentlemen,  thanking  you — I  was  about  to  say.  thanking 
you  for  the  attention  you  have  all  given  me — and  knowing  the  respect  in  which 
you  hold  the  commonwealth  that  I  partially  represent,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
large  part  of  the  delegation  which  has  honored  me  by  placing  me  at  its  head.

So  .'iTTi  T  Rut  if  any  man  nominated  by  this  cnnventinn  cannot  carry  the  state 
of  Massachusetts,  1  am  not  satisfied  wiiii  the  loyaUy  of  Massachusetts.  If 
the  nominee  of  this  convention  cannot  carry  the  grand  old  commonwealth 
by  scvcnty-fu'c  thnusnnd  majority,  I  would  advise  them  to  sell  out  Faneuil 
Hall  as  a  Dcmucratic  head-quarters.  I  would  advise  them  to  take  from  Bunk- 
er Hill  their  old  monimient  of  ffloiy.  The  Republicans  of  the  United  States 
demand  as  tlnir  leader  in  the  Freat  content  of  1876  a  man  of  intellect,  a  man 
of  integrity,  a  iiiaii  of  well-known  and  approved  political  opinions.

that  leader  of  leaders  James  G.  Blaine. 

The  next  speaker  was  Mr.  Henry  M.  Turner,  one  of  the  colored  delegates 
from  Georgia,  who  spoke  as  follows: 

SPEECH  OP  MR.  TURNEE. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Comention:  [A  voice,  louder!] 

I  will  be  loud  enough  directly.  When  I  left  my  home  in  Georgia  I  went  east- 
ward, and  determmed,  m  passing  through  several  of  the  states,  to  ascertain  the 
will  of  the  people.  I  knew  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  give  Georgia's 
electoral  vote  to  any  Republican,  notwithstanding  the  dead  have  been  raised. 
Everywhere  I  went,  everywhere  I  mingled  with  the  people,  the  name  of  Blame 
seemed  to  be  talismanic.  It  e.xtorted  a  cheer,  and  the  people  seemed  to  be 
alive  at  the  very  announcement  of  it.  I  rise  to-day  to  second  the  nomination  of 
James  G.  Blaine,  of  Maine.  And  in  doing  this,  Mr.  Presiclent  and  gentlemen 
of  the  convention,  I  want  it  imdcrstood  that  some  of  the  names  that  have 
been  mentioned  I  revere  with  a  reverence  that  my  tongue  cannot  Express. 
The  name  of  Morton,  tlie  champion  of  Gov.  Pinchhack,  the  defender  of  the 
outraged  people  of  Louisiana!  1  would  hurruw  a  Raphael's  pen,  and  dip  it  in 
the  sunhglit  of  heaven,  and  write  on  Morton's  brow,— **Honor,  eternal  honor." 
But.  Mr.  President.  I  believe  that  we  have  before  us  now  a  name  that  will 
arouse  the  people  of  this  great  country  in  a  remarkable  manner  that  the  name 
of  Morton  cannot.  I  have  nothing  to  .say  against  Mr  Bri^tow.  I  listened  to 
the  eloquence  of  the  great  poet  f  !)  of  New  York,  as  lie  defended  the  name  of 
Bristow ;  and  I  paid  equal  deference  to  that  learned  son  of  Massachusetts, 
our  minister  to  England  ( !).  But,  Mr.  President,  in  the  person  of  James  G. 
Blaine  we  have  a  Republican  n!)out  whom  there  is  no  question.  He  com- 
menced with  the  party,  and  tor  iwenty-five  years  he  has  been  m  its  front,  and 
to-day  he  stands  the  champion  of  Republican  principles,  I  believe,  in  the  Unit- 
e(?  States  of  America.  He  gave  his  own  state. — so  says  an  aged  and  learned 
doctor  of  divinity  of  Maine — to  that  party,  and  forever,  I  expect,  buried  De- 
mocracy on  that  sacred  soil.  It  will  never  lift  its  head  there  again,  I  trust. 
He  originated  tlie  -pirit  01  the  fourteentli  amondment.  He  stood  by  the  im- 
mortal Lincoln  during  the  great  struggle  this  coimtry  was  passing  through 
for  freedom  and  justice  and  equality  to  all  mankind  and  to  chase  out  of  this 

nation  a  ^et  of  insurgents  who  lifted  itnpinu<  hands  against  that  flag  that  still 
floats  over  us,  thank  God.  Mr.  President,  there  is  one  thing  I  like  about  Mr, 
Blaine:  he  is  a  representative  of  Young  America.  He  is  no  dead  fossil.  He 
is  not  tied  on  to  any  old  constitutional  harriers  that  shut  out  a  parcel,  ■■.  -  1  i  ^s. 
of  God's  humanity,  and  tie  him  to  a  set  of  principles  that  are  anti(iuated.  One 
thing  more  I  wish  to  say  of  Mr.  Blaine,  and — I  have  a  dozen  points  to  make. 
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but  will  make  but  one  now — it  is  this:  But  for  Mr.  Rhine  you  would  have  no 
Republican  party  to-day.  Wait,  and  I  will  show  it.  When  the  Democrats 
carried  this  country,  at  the  last  election,  the  Republican  party  of  those  days  all 
over  this  land  was  thnudcrsiruck,  paralyzed,  dead,  and  hlccdiiiR.  It  was 
Blaine,  standing  on  the  floor  of  congress,  who  shook  aloft  the  banner  of  the 
Repttblican  party,  united  the  party,  and  defied  the  Democracy  of  this  itation« 
and  breathed  a^aiii  the  spirit  of  activity  and  hope  into  this  prostrate  Repub- 
hcan  party.

Mr.  Frye  said : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  The  impatience  of  the  convention  is  a  warn- 
ing to  me  which  1  take  heed  (if  a^  T  start,  and  T  would  not  trespass  one  word 
upon  your  patience  or  time  did  I  not  feel  bouttd,  as  a  citizen  of  Maine,  as  a 
Repoblican  of  Maine,  to  stand  lirre  before  this  great  convention,  and  declare 
her  confidence  in  her  favorite,  her  idol  ^on,  James  (i.  Uiaine.  She  is  a  daughter 
of  the  old  conimunwcalth  of  Massachusetts.  But,  sir,  I  say  here,  and  I  say 
now,  that  whoever  is  nominated  in  this  convention  as  the  candidate  of  the  Re- 
publican party  shall  carry  the  state  of  Maine  by  20,000  majnrity.  And  why?

SPEECH  OP  UR.  WOODFORD. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Con7'ention:  In  obedience  to  the 

in)nnction  of  our  >tatc  convention,  with  the  thoughtful  and  absolute  cndrir^c- 
n;ent  of  our  deliberate  reflection  and  conviction,  and  with  the  earnest  en- 
thusiasm that  his  fidelity  in  friendship,  his  private  worth  and  his  public  ser- 
vices demand.  Xew  Yr)rk  presents  for  the  presidency  <,f  tlic  republic  the  hon- 
ored name  of  Koscoe  Conkling.  Broad  in  culture,  eloquent  in  debate,  wise  in 
council,  fearless  in  leadership,  and  as  true  to  the  old  Republican  party  as  the 
nredK'  to  tlie  pole, — Ro-c<te  0>iiklinp  needs  no  defence  nor  cub  tzv  Tie  i-  a 
positive  quantity  in  our  politics.  He,  through  the  dark  and  trying  hours,  when 
slander  and  misrepresentation  hissed  at  the  silent  and  brave  man  whom  we 
have  twice  placed  in  tlu  president i.d  cliair.  was  the  faithful  and  true  friend  of 
Ulysses  S.  Grant.  In  presenting  his  name.  New  York  fully  recogni/cs  and 
cordially  honors  all  the  names  that  have  been  presented  upon  this  platform 
to-day.  Wlien  Connecticut  sngpt^i,,]  the  candidacy  of  Marshall  Jewel!,  we 
recalled  the  energy,  economy,  and  executive  ability  that  have  marked  and 
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adorned  his  admirable  administration  of  postal  affairs.  When  Indiana  present 
ed  the  name  of  her  great  war  governor,  our  hearts  went  back  to  that  tiark 
hour  when  organised  rebellion  seized  on  the  legislature  of  Indiana,  and  when 
Oliver  P.  Morton  strangled  the  treason,  and  won  as  great  a  victory  in  the 
council  a.>  our  best  and  bravest  soldiers  in  the  field.  Wlien  Kentucky, — 
birthplace  of  Abraham  Lincoln — Kentadcy.-^whcre  steep  the  ashes  of  Henry 
Oay — when  Kentucky  named  the  great  secrctan,'.  5;he  soiiRht  to  name  one  to 
whom  New  York  gives  her  heartiest  love  and  highest  honor.  You  and  I  re- 
member how  all  the  animosities  of  partisanship  died,  when  we  learned  that  the 
great  commoner  of  Maine  was  stricken,  and  t!ie  awful  silence  which  fell  tip<.>n 
us  as  we  feared  approaching  death  had  settled  over  him.  From  every  heart 
there  rose  most  earnest  prayers, — from  opponent  as  well  as  supporter,  when 
faithful  friends  ;incl  loving  wile  were  waiting  by  his  side. —  that  the  God  of 
all  lite  wuuld  spare  James  G.  Blaine;  and  to-day,  with  the  most  loving  of  his 
friends.  New  York  congratulates  him  that  his  strength  is  renewed,  and  his 
health  so  fully  restored. 

But,  gentlemen,  let  us  not  nominate  with  our  hearts,  but  with  our  heads. 
Four  years  ago  we  gave  to  Grant,  and  that  grand  old  patriot,  John  A,  Dix, 
50.000  niajoriiy  in  the  state  of  New  York.  Two  vears  ago  and  that  same  state 
gave  53,000  majorhy  to  Samuel  J.  Tildcn.  Only  last  spring  the  state  of  Con- 
necticut, right  on  the  eve  of  the  presidential  battle,  gave  5,000  Democratic 
majority.  Only  the  other  day,  as  we  were  gathering  for  this  convention,  the 
wires  whispered  across  the  continent  that  Oregon  had  gone  Democratic.  To- 
day, Indiana  has  a  Democratic  governor;  to-day.  New  Jersey  has  a  Democratic 
governor ;  to-day  Connecticut  has  a  Democratic  governor ;  to-day,  New  York 
has  a  Democratic  governor;  and  unless  you  can  secure  the  votes  of  Indiana, 
Ohio,  Connecticut,  and  New  York,  or,  failing  one,  the  votes  of  ail  the  rest, 
in  spite  of  all  our  en  1  1  in.  in  spite  of  all  our  zeal,  we  may  follow  the  ban- 
ner of  our  party  to  defeat.  I  do  not  claim  that  Rrxscoe  Conkling  is  the  only 
Republican  who  can  carry  the  state  of  New  York.  I  believe  that  he  c.ui.  If 
I  did  not  so  believe  I  would  cut  that  hand  off  before  I  would  stand  in  a  Repub- 
lican convention  and  [)lead  for  hie  nomination  Mark  thU.  and  it  is  in  all  so- 
berness of  judgment,  there  is  in  New  York  a  vote  that  is  neither  Republican, 
nor  yet  Democratic;  a  vote  that  went  for  Dix  in  1872;  a  vote  that  went  for 
Tilden  in  1874.

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SPEECH  OF  KS.  NOYES. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Cottvention:  On  behalf  of  tin*  I'oriy- 
four  delegates  from  Ohio,  representing  the  entire  Republican  party  of  Ohio, 
I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  this  convention  the  name  of  a  gfentjettian  well 
known  and  favorably  known  throughout  the  country;  one  held  in  high  respect 
and  much  beloved  by  the  people  of  Ohio;  a  man  who,  during  the  dark  and 
stormy  days  of  the  rebellion,  when  those  who  are  invincible  in  peace  and  invis- 
ible in  battle  were  uttering  brave  words  to  cheer  their  neighbors  on.  liiniself 
in  the  fore-front  of  battle,  followed  his  leaders  and  his  flag  until  the  author- 
ity of  our  government  was  reestablished  from  the  lakes  to  the  gulf,  and  from 
the  river  around  to  the  sea ;  a  man  who  has  had  the  rare  good  fortune  since 
the  war  was  over  to  be  twice  elected  to  congress  from  the  district  where  he 
resided,  and  subsequently  the  rare  fortune  of  beating  successively,  for  the 
highest  office  in  the  gift  of  the  i)c<)itle  of  Ohio.  Allen  G.  Thurman,  George  H. 
Pendleton,  and  \\  ilham  Allen.  He  is  n  gentleman  who  has  somehow  fallen 
into  the  habit  of  dcicaiiiig  Democratic  aspirants  for  the  presidency:  and  we 
in  Ohio  all  have  a  notion,  that  from  long  experience,  he  will  be  able  to  do  it 
again.  In  presenting  the  name  of  Governor  Hayes,  permit  me  to  say  we  wage 
no  war  upon  the  distinguished  gentlemen  whose  names  have  been  mentioned 
here  to-day.  They  have  rendered  great  service  to  their  country,  which  entitles 
them  to  our  respect  and  to  our  gratitude.  I  have  no  word  to  utter  against 
them.  I  only  wish  to  say  thai  Governor  Hayes  is  tlie  peer  of  these  gentlemen 
in  integrity,  in  character,  in  ability.  They  appear  as  equals  in  all  the  great 
qii.ilitiis  which  fit  men  for  the  highest  positions  which  the  .\merican  people 
can  give  them.  Governor  Hayes  is  honest;  he  is  brave;  he  is  unpretending; 
he  is  wise,  sagacious. — a  scholar  and  a  gentleman.  Enjoying  an  independent 
fortune,  the  •iimplicify  of  his  private  hfc,  his  modesty  of  bearing,  are  a  standing 
rebuke  to  tlie  e.xiravagance,  the  reckless  extravagance,  wluch  leads  to  corrup- 
tion in  public  and  in  private  places. 

Remember  now.  delegrttcs  tn  the  convention,  that  a  responsible  duty  rest' 
upon  you.  You  can  uc  governed  by  no  wild  impulse.  You  can  run  no  fearful 
risks  ill  I  his  campaign.  You  must,  if  you  would  succeed,  nominate  a  candidate 
here  who  will  not  only  carry  the  old,  strong  Republican  ?tntc«5,  but  who  will 
carry  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  New  York,  as  well  as  other  doubtful  states.  We 
care  not  whcmi  the  man  shall  be.  other  than  our  own  candidate.  Whoever  you 
nominate,  men  of  the  convention,  '-hall  receive  onr  heartiest  and  mn<:t  earne'^t 
efforts  for  h's  success.  But  we  Ik^^  to  submit  that  in  G  nernor  Hayes  you 
have  those  qualities  which  are  calculated  best  to  compromise  all  difficulties, 
and  to  soften  all  antagnni<;m';.  He  has  no  personal  enmities.  His  private  life 
is  so  pure  that  no  man  has  ever  dared  to  assail  it.  His  public  acts  throughout 
all  tht.-e  years  have  been  above  suspicion  even.  I  ask  you,  then,  if  in  the 
lack  of  all  these  antagonisms,  and  with  all  these  good  qualitie<.  -living  in  a 
state  which  nolds  its  election  in  October,  the  result  of  which  will  be  decisive, 
it  may  be,  of  the  presidential  campaign,— if  it  is  not  worth  while  to  see  to  it 
that  a  candidate  is  nominated  against  whom  nothing  can  be  said,  and  who  is 
sure  to  succeed  in  the  campaign? 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  say,  that  if  the  wisdom  of  this  convention 
shall  decide  at  last  that  Governor  Hayek's  nomination  is  safest  and  is  best, 
that  decision  will  meet  with  such  responsive  enthusiasm  here  in  Ohio  as  will 
msure  Republican  success  at  home,  and  which  will  be  so  far-reaching  and 
wide^spreading  as  to  make  success  almost  certain  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific 

SPEECH  OF  MR.  BENJA.MIN  F.  WADE. 

Mr.  Wade,  of  Ohio,  said : 

After  what  hjis  been  said  by  my  colleague,  there  remains  but  very  little 
for  mi  to  say.  In  fact.  Gen.  Hayes  needs  no  second  to  name  him  as  a  nom- 
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ini  (  for  president  He  is  well  known  in  Ohio.  He  is  well  known  by  all  the 
Kepiiblicans  of  Uhio,  and  respected  by  all  the  Democracy  of  Ohio.  He  is  a 
gentleman  about  whom  nothing  can  be  said  to  his  discredit ;  a  man  who  will 
nm  withntit  opposition;  a  man  who  will  enter  the  field  without  il  o  fear  of  any 
opposition  whatever.  We  of  Ohio  know  him  well.  He  is  not  unknown  in  offi- 
cial life.  He  has  occupied  high  and  responsible  official  positions,  not  only  in 
the  state  htit  in  tlic  nation;  and  in  the  whole  period  of  his  official  hfe  he  has 
acquitted  himself  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  those  who  placed  him  there. 
And  two  years  ago,  when  the  Republican  flag  seemed  to  ne  trailing,  when 
the  Republicans  <tood  in  fear  that  their  cause  might  temporarily  be  lost,  he 
was  the  man  that  we  put  up  to  bear  the  standard  of  this  state  in  the  face  of  the 
nation,  when  the  eyes  of  the  whole  people  were  upon  us,  looking  at  us  with  the 
most  intense  anxiety.

Mr.  Pi  i-sidi'nt  and  Crvtlemcn  of  the  Couvenfion :  1  ela'm  the  right  to 
raise  a  voice  from  the  stale  of  Missouri  in  support  of  liie  nouiin.ition  of  Gov- 
ernor Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  of  Ohio.  Without  reflecting  upon  the  great  and 
illu<:triotis  names  tliat  have  hccn  presented,  yet  I  must  "^ay,  thnt.  in  the  present 
state  and  condiliun  c»l  ihc  cuuntrv  it  is  the  duly  of  the  Republican  party  and  of 
this  convention  to  reflect  upon  the  selection  of  a  standard-bearer  that  u  ill  wm 
in  the  contest  of  November.  I  will  say,  that  on  the  nomiriation  of  Riiihirford

SiEECil  OF  MH.  j.  W.  DAVIS,  OK  Wt.ST  VJR(;INI.\.

-\/r.  President  and  Crtttlcnicn  of  the  Convention  -  The  manifest  rmxiety 
tliat  pervades  this  assembly  to  depart,  shall  hasten  mc  to  a  conclusion.  I 
know  well  that  the  gentleman  whose  name  I  propose  to  this  convention, 
should  he  direct  tiie.  would  ask  and  request  that,  vi  far  a'  his  merits  arc 
concerned,  they  should  be  expressed  with  exceeding  great  modesty,  for  that  is 
his  character.  1  say  here,  as  others  have  said  before  me.  that  I  concede  to  the 
gentlemen  named  a  great  iutelleetual  superiority  over  my  candidate.  I  do  not 
claim  for  General  John  F.  Hartrauft,  of  Pennsylvania,  that  he  possesses  great 
mtellectitality,  bttt  I  do  claim  for  him  that  he  knows  enotigh  to  know  that  he 
doe-fi  not  know  everything,  anrl  is  willing:  to  l.ikf  .ind  to  follow  good,  sound, 
wholesome  advice ;  and  when  an  individual  ^ets  that  far  upon  the  road,  he  pos- 
sesses decided  merit,  at  least  in  my  estimation.  1  can  say  this,  gentlemen,  in 
behalf  of  Jolm  F.  Hartranft.^tha;  liis  patriotism  cannot  he  (|uestioned  ;  that 
his  Republican  principles  cannot  be  questioned.  His  Republicanism  was  taught 
him  under  rebel  fire.  Before  the  echo  of  the  first  gim  that  fired  on  Fort  Sum- 
ter had  died  away.  John  F.  Hartranft  was  in  the  service  of  his  country.  He 
remained  at  the  front,  doin£[  battle  for  his  country,  until  material  treasoq  failed 
at  Appomatox.

You 
have  pronounced  in  this  convention  over  and  over  again,  that  Pennsylvania  is 
a  certain  state.  Let  me  '^av  to  the  delegates  here,  that  no  single  man  upon 
our  soil  has  done  more  to  make  her  a  pronounced  Republican  state  than  Gen- 
eral John  F.  Hartranft.  His  administration  has  been  economical.  No  word, 
no  charge  of  corruiition,  was  ever  uttered  succcssfvilly  against  his  acts.  Econ- 
omy is  his  rule,— ^not  that  false  economy  that  would  scn^l  our  representatives 
to  foreign  courts  in  nankeen  pant<?  and  straw  hats,  but  that  good,  wise  economy 
of  adnitni>tration  j^overnmert  that  i-  the  evidence  of  statesmanship;  and  I  say 
here,  without  detaining  you  further,  that  he  is  with  us  one  of  our  chosen. — nay, 
oar  chosen  leader.  This  nomination  on  the  part  of  Pennsylvania  delegation 
was  un<ou;?ht  h\  h\m.  He  never  sought  it.  It  was  thrust  upon  him  by  the  Re- 
publican party  of  Pennsylvania:  and  I  ask  of  you  here  to  take  his  claims  into 
due  consideration,  because  we  know  he  is  worthy.  He  wants  in  nothing  to 
complete  a  good  and  available  and  successful  candidate  of  the  Republican  party. 
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ADJOURNMENT. 

'1  he  pKEsiuENT.   It  is  not  necessary  to  read  the  remaining  states,  as  there 
are  no  other  candidates. 

Mr.  CuMOACK,  of  Indiana.  I  move  we  adjourn  till  to-morrow  morning  • 
at  ID  o'clock,  and  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  the  call  of  the  states. 

The  President.  The  question  is  upon  a  motion  that  this  convention  ad- 
journ until  10  o'clock  to-morrow.  The  secretary  will  call  the  roll  of  the 
states. 

The  roll-call  was  begun.  Alabama  voted  20  nays;  Arkansas,  11  yeas  and 
one  nay.  At  this  point, — 

Mr.  Edick,  of  New  York.  I  move  as  an  amendment  that  wc  take  an 
informal  ballot,  and  after  that,  we  take  an  adjournment  until  10  o'clock  to- 
morrow. 

Another  Delegate.    I  hc  roll-cali  has  commenced.   That  motion  is  out  of 
order. 

Mr.  Frye,  of  Maine,  inquired  if  the  hall  could  be  lighted. 

Ine  rKKsniENT.  I  desire  to  say.  for  the  information  of  the  convention, 
that  I  am  informed  that  the  gas-lights  of  this  hall  are  in  such  condition  that 
they  cannot  be  safely  lighted. 

On  motion,  the  convention  then  adjourned  at  5:15  r.  m.  until  10  o'clock 
Friday  morning. 
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THIRD  DAY. 

Friday,  June  16,  1876. 

At  10:30  A.  M.  the  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  president,  who 
requested  unauthorized  persons  occupying  seats  set  apart  for  delegates  to  re- 
tire, and  announced  that  this  rule  would  be  absolutely  enforced  during  the  ses- 
sion of  the  day. 

The  proceedings  of  the  morning  were  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Morgan,  of  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church,  of  Cincinnati,  as  follows :

bless  our  sons  and  our  daughters.  Ble?'-,  wc  pray  thee,  the  chief  magistrate 
of  tliis  nation.  Bless,  we  pray  tiicc,  ilie  ^enalors  and  representatives  of  this 
people  tn  congress  assembled,  and  this  national  council  Vouchsafe  unto  them, 
we  pray  thee,  the  direction  of  thine  own  wisdom,  that  by  their  endeavors  all 
things  may  be  so  ordered  and  settled  upon  the  surest  and  best  foundations, 

that  truth  and  happiness,  religion  nnd  piety,  mny  he  e«;taMi>,hed  among  n«  for 
a!l  nerations.  Save  to  us.  \vc  pray  tlKc.  tin-  goodly  heritage  thnt  thou  hast 
Uqueathcd  us  by  the  hands  of  our  fathers.  Make  strong  and  firm  the  hearts 
of  the  rulers ;  make  patriotic  and  pious  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  this  land, 
we  pray  thee.  Settle  and  establish  our  civil  and  religious  institutions.  Deliver 
tts^  we  pray  thee,  from  the  blight  of  ignorance  and  supersititon.  Buur  to 
naught  the  mnchinatinns  of  evil  and  dc^ipntnp  men.  We  pray  thee,  O  Lord, 
that  truth  and  iu>ticc  may  bo  c^-tablishcd  in  our  land  for  all  crcncrations. 
7  hoe  and  all  other  mercies  that  we  need,  we  humbly  ask  in  the  name  and  for 
the  sake  of  thy  Son  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  taught  us  to  pray, 
and  to  say,— "Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name:  thy 
kingdom  come :  thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven :  give  us  this  day 
our  d.n'Iy  bread  :  ft'rpivc  us  our  trespasses  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass 
agauist  u< :  lead  u?;  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil; — for  thine 
is  the  kingdom,  the  power,  and  the  glory,  forever  and  ever."  Amen. 

The  PKBsnxENT.  Before  proceeding  to  general  business,  the  chair  desires 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  delegations  from  Alabama,  from  Florida,  and  from

The  PRESinENT.  The  first  Ini^ine?;*;  in  order  is  the  balloting  for  a  candi- 
date for  the  office  01  the  President  of  the  United  State?.  If  it  be  the  plea'=iure 
of  the  convention,  the  secretary  will  proceed  to  call  the  roll  of  slates,  and  the 
chairman  of  each  delegation  will  announce,  as  distinctly  as  possible*  from  his 
place,  the  choice  of  the  delegation. 


FIRST  BALLOT. 

At  twenty  minutes  of  11,  the  balloting  for  President  began,  and  proceeded 

as  follows: 
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Durine  the  call  of  the  roll,  persons  in  the  galleries  interfered  considerably 
with  the  dispatch  of  business  by  applauding  when  the  votes  were  announced. 
The  dele^tes  were  annoyed  by  the  cheers  and  applatise,  and  rebuked  it  by 
hissing,  which  led  the  president  to  remark, — 

The  chair  thinks  he  will  take  the  responsibility  of  saying  that  there  is  an 

obvious  impropriety  in  hissing,  whatever  may  be  said  as  to  the  propriety  of 
cheering. 

The  votes  of  the  successive  states  were,  however,  still  greeted  with  mani- 
festations, and  the  president  again  reminded  those  in  the  galleries  that  they 

were  interfering  with  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  convention. 

A  Deleo.ate  from  Wisconsin.    I  would  suggest  that  the  chair  notify  the 

occupants  of  the  gallery  that  business  will  be  suspended  unless  order  is  pre- 
served. ^ 

The  PusiDBNT.  It  is  vety  likely  that  the  chair  will  reach  that  point  in  a 
very  short  time,  unless  there  be  a  modification  of  the  demonstrations  in  the 

galleries. 

Mr.  James  L.  Alcosn,  of  Mississippi.   We  desire  to  change  the  vote  of 

Mnsissippi,  as  announced. 

The  PusmwT.  Under  the  nilct  tiiere  can  be  no  change  at  present 

Mr.  Bbuce.  of  Mississippi.  We  desire  to  correct  the  vote.   One  of  our 

delegates  was  absent  when  our  state  was  called,  but  subsequently  came  in. 
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The  President.  The  convention  will  please  come  to  order,  as  a  very- 
important  point  is  involved  in  the  pcndincr  proposition.  'i"he  gentleman  from 
Mississippi  made  the  announcement  of  the  vote  as  reported  from  the  desk. 
Subsequently  a  member  from  Mississippi,  who  was  reported  as  absent  when 
the  vote  was  taken  in  the  delegation,  came  into  the  hall  and  the  proposition  of 
the  fcentleman  now  is  to  correct  the  vote  so  as  to  indude  the  vote  of  the  gen- 
tleman  who  wns  absent  when  the  delegation  acted,  and  when  the  vote  was 
announced.  The  chair  desires  to  say  that  under  the  fourth  rule  adopted  yes- 
terday, this  is  laid  down  as  the  law :  "And  when  any  state  has  announced  its 
vote,  it  shall  so  stand  until  the  ballot  is  announced,  unless  in  case  of  numerical 
error.** 

Another  delegate  from  Mississippi  took  the  floor  to  argue  that  the  d^ired 
change  in  the  vote  should  be  made. 

A  Wisconsin  Deleg.ate.    Let  the  chair  rule  on  the  proposition. 

The  Mississippi  Delegate,  The  proposed  change  is  strictly  in  order.  The 
chairman  of  the  Mississippi  delegation  was  in  error  in  the  announcement  of  the 
vote.  He  certainly  has  or  ought  to  have  a  right  to  correct  an  error  made  in 
the  announcement  of  the  vote. 

The  PXESnxEMT.  If  the  chairman  of  the  delegation  will  rise  and  say  that 
in  the  announcement  of  the  vote  he  committed  what  is  called  a  numerical  error, 
the  chair  will  hold  that  he  has  a  right  to  correct  it:  hnt  the  chair  rules  that 
he  has  no  right  to  change  the  vote  so  as  to  add  one  to  tiie  number  of  persons 
returned  as  voting. 

Mr.  Bmucz.  I  was  in  error  in  announcing  the  vote.  It  should  have  been 
II  for  Morton,  3  for  Bristow,  and  i  for  Canklinar.  I  also  stated  that  one  mem- 
ber was  absent  when  we  acted,  but  came  in  subsequently. 

The  President.  Two  propositions  are  involved.  One  is  to  correct  an 
error  made  in  announcing  the  vote,  which  he  has  a  right  to  do,  and  the  chair 
has  opened  the  question  for  that  purpose.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Missis- 
sippi give  me  his  attention  and  state  how  the  vote  would  stand  as  corrected? 

Mr.  Bruce.  Eleven  for  Morton,  3  for  Bristow,  and  I  for  Conkling. 

The  Prestdext.  It  is  very  important  now  to  have  even,'thing  correctly 
stated.  The  gentleman  from  Mississippi  reports  the  vote  of  his  state  as 
standing  11  for  Morton,  Bristow  3,  and  Conkling  i.  Now,  upon  the  other 
point  Do  you  press  the  right  of  your  absent  delegate  to  vote? 

Mr.  Bauci:  I  withdraw  the  request 

The  PassiDBifT.  The  chair  will  announce  the  result  of  the  ballot.  The 
total  number  of  votes  cast  was  754.  Of  these  James  G.  Blaine  received  285; 
Benjamin  H.  Bristow,  113;  Roscoe  Conkling.  99;  Johi\  F.  Hartranft,  58;  Ruth- 
erford B.  Hayes,  61 ;  Marshall  Jewell,  11 ;  Oliver  P.  Morton,  124;  William  A. 
Wheeler  3.  No  one  having  a  majority  of  all  the  votes,  there  is  no  choice. 
The  secretary  will  proceed  with  the  next  call. 

Mr.  H.  H.  BiNCRAM,  of  Pennsylvania.  Jfr.  CkoirmaH:  I  move  that  this 
convention  take  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes,  to  allow  a  consultation  in  various 
delegations. 

Not  agreed  to. 
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Alaliama  was  twice  called,  but  the  delegation  asked  time  for  consuitatioii. 

Mr.  William  Orton,  of  New  York.  If  it  is  in  order,  I  suggest,  whenever 
a  state  is  not  ready  to  respond  to  the  call,  that  it  be  passed,  and  that  the  ab- 
sentees be  called  at  the  end  of  the  roll. 

The  President,  i  hai  wuuld  create  confusion,  and  is  rather  in  antagonism 
with  the  spirit  of  the  rules,  which  looks  to  the  record  of  each  vote  in  its  order. 

The  conventiOT  then  proceeded  with  the  second  ballot  with  the  following 
result : 
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Dtirinj?  the  roll-call  the  following  proceedings  took  place: 

Some  of  the  announcements  of  votes  being  greeted  by  hisses  in  the  gal- 
leries,— 

A  Delegate  from  New  York.  I  move  that  the  scrgeant-at-arms  be  in- 
structed hereafter  to  remove  »ny  person  hissing  in  the  galleries. 

The  PutsiUBNT.  I  think  this  difficulty  will  be  very  much  obviated  if  the 
mature  people  in  the  gallery  will  consider  for  a  moment  how  nnproper  it  is 
for  those  who  are  here  purely  by  favor  of  the  convention  to  be  interfering  with 
the  bnsine<:<;  of  the- convention.  The  clir>.ir  yry  rehictnnt  to  interfere  with 
the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  any  one  wnl.  n  tt;is  building,  but  it  may  become 
a  necessary  duty  for  the  chair  to  clear  the  galleries,  because  the  work  of  the 
conventiofi  must  go  on. 

Subsequently  the  president  remarked: 

The  diair  has  been  informed  that  persons  in  the  rear  of  the  hall  cannot 
hear  the  announcement  of  the  votes.  If  th^re  be  no  objection,  a  person  will 
be  stationed  in  the  rear  of  the  hall  to  reannounce  the  votes. 

The  suggestion  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  vote  of  Pennsylvania  being  announced  by  the  chairman  of  the  dele- 
gation as  58  for  Hartranft,  Mr.  J.  Smith  Futhey,  of  Chester,  rising  to  his  feet, 

said, — 

"Mr.  Chairman.  I  ri.'^c  to  a  point  of  order.  The  vote  for  Pennsylvania 
was  not  correctly  announced;  myself  and  my  colleague,  representing  the  Sixth 
Congressional  District,  composed  of  the  counties  of  Chester  and  Delaware, 
wish  to  cast  our  votes  for  James  G.  Blaine.  We  requested  the  chairman  of  the 
delegation  to  SO  announce  our  votes,  but  he  refused,  and  we  now  ask  and  de- 
mand that  our  votes  shall  now  be  recorded  for  James  G.  Blaine." 

Two  other  delegates  from  Pennsylvania  made  simitar  requests. 

The  Presii>en't.  A  qnestion  of  privilege  of  that  sort  must  be  Settled  be- 
fore we  pass  to  the  next  state. 

Mr.  Cessna,  of  Pennsylvania.   I  ask  the  attention  of  the  chair  to  Rule  3. 

Delegate  on  the  platform.  Rule  6  covers  the  case. 

The  PsBSiDCNT.  The  chair  will  state  the  case.  The  chairman  of  the 
Pennsylvania  defcgation  rises  in  his  place  and  reports,  as  the  vote  of  that  state, 
fifty-eipht  votes  for  John  F.  Hartranft.  The  gentleman  from  the  Westchester 
District,  speaking  for  himself  and  his  colleague  of  the  Sixth  Pennsylvanja 
District,  and  the  gentleman  from  Pittsburgh,  Mr.  Hampden,  of  the  Twenty- 
second  District,  and  Mr.  Stewart,  from  the  Twenty-first  District,  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  which  is  that  the  report  of  the  vote  made  1^  the  chairman  of 
the  delegation  is  not  the  report  of  the  vote  cast  in  the  delegation,  which,  of 
course,  raises  a  qnestion  of  the  very  liighcsr  privilege  That  point  of  order 
being  raised,  the  chair  rules  that  it  i«  the  ripht  of  any  and  of  every  member 
equally,  to  vote  his  sentiments  in  this  convention. 

Mr.  McCoRMiCK,  of  Pennsylvania.  I  respectfully  appeal  frMn  the  decision 
of  the  chair. 
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The  President.  The  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  appeals  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  chair,  and  the  question  for  the  convention  to  determine  is.  Shall 
the  decision  of  the  chair  be  sustained  ? 

The  question  was  put,  and  the  chair  was  sustained. 

The  PsBsnttNT.  The  question  of  the  right  of  tbese  gentlemen  having  been 
settled,  the  chair  holds»  under  the  order  of  this  body,  that  the  four  votes  of  the 
gentlemen  shall  be  recorded  as  they  elect  they  shall  be, 

Mr.  Cessna.  My  colleague,  Mr.  McCormick,  asked  to  be  heard  before 
that  vote  was  taken. 

The  President.  I  did  not  hear  him. 

Mr.  McCoRif  icx.  The  trouble  is,  you  did  not  want  to  hear  me. 
The  FfeESiMSitT.  I  will  say  to  my  colleague  from  Pittsburgh  that  his  im- 
putation upon  the  chair  is  dishonoring  to  him. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Thompson,  of  Indiana  (interrupting).  I  protest,  in  !hi=  mn- 
vcntion,  against  the  gentlcraati  from  Pennsylvania  or  the  chair  turnuig  this 
convention  into  an  arena  for  their  personal  controversies.  Their  personal 
controversies  should  be  settled  outside  of  this  convention.  We  are  here  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  Republican  convention.  We  are  here  as  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  greatest  party  in  the  world,  and  this  convention  is  not  tO 
be  turned  into  a  theatre  for  the  settlement  of  their  personal  controversies. 
Whin  any  gentleman  in  this  converition  chooses  to  hurl  a  personal  insult  into 
the  lace  of  one  of  his  colleagues  by  telling  him  that  he  has  dishonored  himself, 
he  abuses  the  privileges  which  we  have  confided  to  him.  I  protest  against 
it  in  the  name  of  the  American  people,  and  I  demand  that  this  convention 
shall  be  heard  uoon  the  question  as  to  whether  it  affirms  or  disaffirms  this 
opinion. 

The  Preside.nt.  Will  the  convention  hear  the  chair  for  one  moment. 
The  chair  has  not  the  least  desire  in  the  world  to  interfere  with  the  exercise 
by  this  convention,  and  fay  every  member  of  the  convention,  of  every  right  and 
every  privilege  which  he  possesses.  I  hope  there  is  no  gentleman  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States  who  knows  me,  after  some  years  of  public  service, 
who  supposes  that  I  would  intentionally  abuse  the  powers  of  this  position,  and 
that  I  would  do  any  injustice  to  any  gentleman  of  this  convention.  My  col- 
league from  Pittsburgh  irritated  me  very  much  when  he  said  that  I  did  not 
wish  to  bear  some  appeal  which  he  made.  I  say  to  the  convention,  as  I  said 
to  him,  that  I  did  not  hear  the  appeal. 

Mr.  Thom>sok.  I  do  not  object  to  that,  sir.  You  told  your  colleague 
that  he  dishonored  himself. 

The  PRESIDEMT.  T  am  just  coming  to  that  point.  The  gentleman  then 
said, — "You  did  not  hear  the  appeal,  because  you  did  not  wish  to  hear  it." 
Now,  I  appeal  to  the  gallant  gentleman  from  Indiana  whether  it  was  very 
much  out  of  place  for  a  young  man  to  retort  in  kind  a  remark  of  that  sort. 
I  witlulraw  the  remark  I  made,  however. 

Mr.  Thompson.  I  desire  to  say.  "^ir,  in  respon.«;e  to  that  question,  that 
it  is  out  of  place  for  the  president  of  the  convention  to  use  it  as  an  instrument 
to  hurl  back  his  anathemas  at  his  colleagues. 
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Mr.  Hoar,  of  Massachusetts.  I  raise  the  point  of  order,  that  while  the 
roll-cal!  is  in  order,  and  after  the  announcement  of  a  vote,  nothing  of  this  kind 
is  in  order,  nothinj^  whatever  can  be  done. 

Mr.  Oliver,  of  Pennsylvania.  [Cries  of  "sit  down."]  Gentlemen,  you 
have  given  the- chairman  of  this  convention  a  chance.  He  here  publicly — (con* 
fusion.]  I  wish  to  say  something  which  concerns  the  chairman. 

The  Pbesidbnt.   I  withdraw  the  remark. 

Mr.  Qlivex.  Gentlemen,  listen  to  me.  I  will  not  give  you  any  trouble. 
(Cries  of  "Order  r) 

Mr.  Oliver.  The  chair  recognized  me,  and  I  have  a  right  to  make  my 
statement,   fcries  of  "Order!"] 

The  rkKsinENT.  The  gentleman  from  ^r;i?sachusetts  rise?  to  the  point  -of 
order  that  the  convention  is  in  proces?  of  cxecntine  its  own  order  and  can- 
not be  interrupted.  It  is  a  good  point  of  order ;  but  how  are  we  to  get  out  of 
the  difficulty  if  a  gentleman  rises  to  announce  his  own  vote?  Perhaps  it  would 
be  a  good  way  to  get  rid  of  the  difficulty,  if,  when  an  announcement  is  mad^ 
some  gentleman  interested  therein  should  say  that  it  is  not  a  correct  announce^ 
ment,  thi]s  raising  a  question  of  privilege,  and  insisting  upon  his  right  to  be 
fairly  recorded. 

A  Delegate.   The  chair  has  declared  the  result. 

Mr.  CtesKA.  Oh!  no,  we  have  no  vote. 

M!r.  Thobkbekg,  of  Tennessee.  I  move  that  the  vote  just  taken  to  sustain 
the  chair  be  reconsidered,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  gentleman  from 

Pennsylvania  to  he  heartl. 

Mr.  Ho.vH.    I  move  to  lay  that  motion  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Cessna.  The  gentleman  has  not  the  floor.  Did  not  my  friend  from 
Tennessee  yield  me  the*  floor  ? 

Mr.  Thornbbrc.  No,  sir,  I  do  not  yield  the  floor.  I  move  the  previous 
question  on  my  motion. 

The  President.  The  gentleman  from  Tennessee  moves  to  reconsider 
the  vote  hy  which  the  chair  was  sustained. 

Several  gcnliemen  claimed  the  floor. 

Mr.  Thorn  BERG.  I  do  not  yield  the  floor.  My  motion  is  in  order  to  re- 
consider the  last  vote,  and  then  the  Pennsylvania  delegation  on  both  sides 
should  be  heard. 

A  Deleg.vte  from  Virginia.  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order,  that  nothing  is  now 
in  order  but  to  call  the  roll. 

Mr.  Senek,  of  Virginia.  Then  the  jgcntleman  can  yield  his  time  to  the 
gentleman  from  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Thormbebg.  I  yield  five  minutes  of  my  time  to  Mr.  Cessna. 

A  Dblegatb  from  Missouri.  I  raise  the  point  that  this  whole  thing  is  out 
of  order. 

The  President.  That  has  been  raised  and  overruled  on  the  ground  that, 
being  a  question  of  high  personal  privilege,  it  may  be  rightfully  brought  into 

the  convention. 
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Mr.  Cessna.  I  trust  I  may  come  before  his  convention.  All  I  ask  is, 
that  the  convention  may  understand  the  position  which  the  Pennsylvania  del- 
egation to-day  occupies  before  this  convention  and  before  the  country.  1 
feel  that  ray  oolleagtte  in  the  chair  made  hts  decision  without  a  proper  under* 

standing  or  examination  of  the  rtde^  or  he  would  not  have  made  it  in  the 

way  he  has;  therefore  T  sh^iU  be  compelled  to  vote  for  the  motion  of  my 
friend  from  Tennessee,  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  appeal  was  laid 
upon  the  table.  I  ask  the  attention  of  my  friend  in  the  chair  and  of  this  con- 
vention to  the  second  rule  of  this  convention. 

*  "Each  sUte  shall  be  entitled  to  double  the  number  of  its  senators  and 
representatives  in  congress,  according  to  the  last  apportionment.  Each  ter- 
ritory and  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes.   The  VOtes 

of  each  delegation  shall  be  reported  by  its  chairman." 

Now,  the  next  rule  provides  that  after  the  chairman  of  each  delegation 
has  reported,  there  shall  be  no  change  until  the  next  ballot. 

Mh  CkssvA.  I  beg  now  to  read  the  authort^.  [Confusion.]  I  claim 
the  right  to  read  it  to  this  convention. 

The  President.  The  gentleman  is  entitled  to  the  floor.  I  hope  the  con- 
vention will  come  to  order.    This  is  a  very  important  feature. 

Mr.  Cessna.  I  am  not  here  to  cast  any  firebrands.  I  am  here  in  the 
interest  of  peace  and  harmony  in  Pennsylvania,  and  in  the  interest  of  peace 
and  harmony  in  this  convention  and  throughout  this  broad  land.  No  man 
will  be  more  earnest  for  the  final  result  of  this  convention  than  I  wilU  if  you 
will  allow  me  to  state  my  position.  The  convention  which  elected  our  dele- 
gates passed  unanimously  a  resolution  instructing  us  to  vote  for  Hartranft, 
and  cast  the  vote  of  Pennsylvania  as  a  nnit,  as  a  majority  of  tiic  delegation 
should  direct  it,  and  it  was  signed  by  Henry  M.  Hoyt.  chainnan  of  the  state 
central  committee,  and  Edward  McPherson,  president  of  this  convention. 
Now,  mv  fellow  members,  this  delegation  of  ours  met  here  and  authorized 
oar  chairman  to  cast  the  vote  of  Pennsylvania  as  a  unit  for  Hartranft ;  and 
we  then  passed  a  resolution  that  he  should  continue  until  he  was  called  upon 
by  twenty  members  of  the  convention  to  call  us  up  for  consultation,  which 
has  not  been  done.  This  was  not  reconsidered,  and  I  pray  my  fellow-mem- 
bers not  to  bring  the  matter  into  the  convention.  We  can  settle  it  outside 
peaceably  and  harmoniously,  and  we  will  add  strength  to  the  nominee  when 
he  is  chosen.  We  will  rai-e  the  banner  when  we  get  fim,  and  carry  it  from 
Erie  to  Delaware,  from  New  York  to  Ohio,  whether  it  be  James  G.  Biaine  or 
any  other  man. 

Mr.  Stewart,  of  Pennsylvania.  I  am  a  delegate  here  representing  an 
independent  congressional  district,  and  while  I  acknowledge  that  I  am  under 
obligations  here  to  our  gallant  governor.  General  John  F.  Hartranft,  I  have 
also  a  duty  to  perform  to  the  convention  which  sent  me  here  as  a  delegate. 

I  have  also  to  perform  a  duty  to  my  constituents,  who  sent  me  to  this  con- 
vention to  represent  them,  and  I  propose  to  do  it,  if  this  convention  will  allow 
me  the  simplest  justice  in  the  world.  I  have  tried  to  fulfil  my  duty,  as  I  have 
stated :  on  the  first  ballot  I  tried  to  fulfil  my  duty  to  Hartranft,  and  I  was 
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wining  to  have  mv  vote  cast  for  bim.  The  SMond  du^  I  tried  to  fulfil  in  the 
same  way.  What  I  consider  my  paramount  duty  is  the  duty  I  owe  to  my  own 

con$;tituentS,  whom  I  came  here  to  represent.  Those  constituents  sent  me 
to  this  convention  through  the  ordinary  channels  by  which  wc  get  here,  and 
I  propose  now,  ii  this  convention  will  award  the  simplest  justice  in  the  world, 
to  represent  those  wcnstituents  in  giving  my  vote,  and  my  people  arc  united  on 
this  subject,  I  propose  to  do  that  by  casting  my  vote  for  James  G.  Blaine. 

Mr.  FtJTBsy,  of  Pennsylvania.  My  colleague  and  myself  represent  the 
iSixth  Congressional  District  of  Pennsylvania,  and  we  are  here  by  virtue  of 
an  election  held  in  our  own  district  We  come  here  with  credentials  from  our 

own  district.  We  owe  no  allegiance  to  the  state  convention,  and  we  recojmize 
no  right  of  that  convention  to  say  how  we  shall  vote.  We  claim  tlie  right  to 
represent  our  own  constituents.  The  counties  of  Chester  and  Delaware  are 
almost  a  unit  for  James  G.  Blkine,  and,  representing  those  ootmties,  we  should 
be  false  to  our  constituents  and  to  ourselves  if  we  voted  for  anyone  else.  We 
ask  that  our  votes  shall  be  recorded  in  accordance  with  our  views  and  senti- 
ments of  ovr  constituents.  The  sixth  rule  .idopted  by  this  convention  says 
the  chairman  shall  announce  the  number  f)f  votes  for  any  candidate,  or  fur  or 
against  any  proposition.  Our  chairman  did  not  announce  our  votes,  and  wc 
have  the  right  to  demand,  under  that  rule,  that  our  votes  shall  be  recorded. 

Mr.  HiUJB,  of  Maine.  *GeniUemen:  Let  me  make  a  suggestion  in  die  in- 
terest of  the  harmony  of  this  convention.  We  should  have  little  to  do  with 
diflFerences  arising  in  the  Pennsylvania  delegation,  which  we  should  not  be 
called  upon  to  settle  here.  T  do  not  understand  that  a  reflection  is  cast  upon 
the  chairman  of  the  delegation  in  giving  the  vote  as  he  did  under  the  unit 
rule,  but  certain  members  of  that  delegation  have  asked  that  their  votes  be 
recorded  as  individual  members  of  this  convention.  I  do  not  believe  that 
when  Pennsylvania  retires  to  consider  this  question,  the  delegation  from  that 
state  will  insist  that  members  shall  h.ive  their  votes  declared  contrary  to  their 
wishes;  therefore  I  suggest  that,  by  unanimous  consent,  while  this  roll-call 
proceeds,  Pennsylvania  be  allowed  to  retire,  and  report  to  this  convention  in 
harmonious  lashioo,  what  are  the  acttnl  wishes  anid  votes  of  tite  individual 
members'  of  the  delegation.  I,  for  one,  am  willini^  on  this  proposition,  ta 
trust  the  old  state  of  Peiuisylvania.  I  ask  that  unanimous  consent  be  ^ven 
that  the  Pennsylvania  delegation  may  retire. 

Mr.  Thornbekh.  ^  object. 

Mr.  Hale.  'J  hen,  Mr.  President,  I  ask,  in  the  interest  of  the  expedition 
of  the  business  of  this  convention,  that  the  chair  state  the  exact  conditioo 
of  the  question ;  what  is  the  condition  of  the  appeal ;  is  there  to  be  any  fur- 
ther action  or  debate  upon  it,  or  has  it  been  sustained;  and  that  the  chair 
direct  the  secretan*'  of  the  convention  to  announce  the  vote,  and  that  then  we 
jjrocecd  to  what  nine  out  of  every  ten  nu  n  here  earnest Iv  desire,  SO  close  up 
our  business  in  decent  fashion,  and  go  to  the  American  people. 

Mr.  Van  Zamiit,  of  Rhode  Island.  We  are  unwilling  in  any  way  that 
this  convention  should  interfere  with  or  should  suggest  to  any  delation  in 
this  convention  whether  th^  shall  retire  for  consultation  or  otherwise.  We 
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desire  to  txpttig  the  views  of  the  little  state  of  Rhode  Island  on  this  ques-  ' 

tion. 

The  state  of  Pennsylvania  can  take  care  of  herself.  She  is  big  enough 
and  noble  enough  to  do  it;  and  if  that  convention  ^ssed  resolutions  instruct- 
ing their  delegates  to  cast  a  unit  vote,  and  those  gentlemen  allowed  them- 
sdves  to  be  elected  upon  that  platform.  I  care  not  whether  the  immediate 

constituencies  represented  by  the  pentkmen  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  * 
gentleman  from  Maine  or  any  other  gentleman,  they  are  bound  hy  the  plat- 
form of  their  convention.  I  say  they  are  bound  by  the  platform  of  that  con- 
vention; and  not  only  that*  bat  tiiat  platform,  as  I  understand,  was  liberally 
qualified  by  the  vote  of  the  delegation  of  that  great  and  noble  state,  who 
voted  that  at  any  time  when  twenty  members — which  is  far  less  than  a  ma- 
jority— wished  to  rescind  that  vote,  it  could  be  rescinded. 

Now,  <;ir.  I  have  had  some  fifteen  years*  experience  in  ntrliamentary  law, 
and  I  say  that  this  convention,  if  it  goes  on  in  this  way,  will  get  to  be  a  mob. 
The-  people  of  this  great  country,  from  their  firesides  and  their  homes,  are 
looking  toward  us  to-day, — for  what?  For  proprie^,  decency,  and  order,  and 
bstead  of  that  we  have  been  coverting  ourselves  into  a  sort  of  amateur  bear- 
grarden;  and  I  implore  my  friends  from  rcimsylvania,  whether  they  are  for 
the  one  candidate  or  for  the  other,  to  allow  tliis  vote  to  he  cast  by  thtir  chair- 
man under  the  platform  of  their  convention,  and  under  the  rules  which  they 
have  established  for  themselves,  and  then  to  proceed  with  the  roll-call.  If 
dicy  desire  to  retire  for  consultation,  let  them,  and  God  speed  the  candidate 
they  vote  for,  and  God  speed  the  candidate  of  this  convention. 

Mr.  OUVER^  of  Pennsylvania.  I  will  only  take  a  few  minutes  of  your 
time,  gentlemen,  and  I  think  it  will  be  for  your  interest,  and  will  expedite 
businc5;<:.  if  yon  will  allow  me  quietly  to  state  the  case.  You  will  untiniihtedly 
have  to  make  this  decision.  I  will  give  you  the  story.  1  he  state  convention 
of  Pennsylvania  met  It  has  been  the  rule  in  Pennsylvania  that  the  state  con- 
vention, and  not  the  separate  districts,  should  send  the  delegates  to  the  na- 
tk>nal  convention.  The  Republicans  of  Chester  county,  a  district  which  now 
and  then  sets  up  a  little  for  itself,  and  thinks  it  t?  a  little  in  advance  of 
the  balance  of  onr  state,  met  in  county  convenlinn  and  elected  the  gentkinan 
who  spoke  before  me,  and  his  colleague,  as  delegates  to  the  national  conven- 
tion. The  state  convention  adopted  those  two  delegates,  and  th^  are  the 
only  two  delegates  in  the  whole  list  of  fifty-eight  that  were  not  elected  by  the 
state  convention.  John  F.  Hartranft  was  proposed  for  president:  his  friends 
had  control  of  th  it  convention.  The  Republican  party  of  Pennsylvania,  all  of 
them,  had  control  of  that  convention,  hecaiise  there  was  no  oppt*sition  to  him. 
A  delegation  Svas  to  be  sent  to  Cincinnati  favorable  to  him.  These  gentle- 
men, every  one  of  diem,  pledged  themselves  to  John  F.  Hartranft.  The  dele- 
gates met  on  Tuesday  morning  at  head-quarters  here.  A  resolution  was  passed 
there  by  the  delegation  that  our  chairman  be  instructed  to  cast  the  vote 
{f>r  the  entire  delepation.  There  was  scarcely  any  objection  to  that.  Tt  was  de- 
cided that  a  meeting  might  be  held  at  any  time,  when  twenty  members  would 
call  it.   They  never  called  that  meeting.    They  never  asked  for  any  change. 
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Our  chairman  cast  fifty-eight  votes  as  he  was  instructed,  not  only  by  our  del- 
egation, but  by  the  Repubhcnns  of  Pennsylvania.  Our  chairman  casts  that 
vote.  Ii  was  right;  it  was  fair  -  it  was  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  our 
party  in  our  state ;  it  was  the  wish  of  our  people,  and  the  wish  of  the  majori^ 
of  the  delegation.  The  unit  nile  readsr— ''And  are  hereby  instructed  to  vote 
for  John  F.  Hartranft, — to  give  him  an  earnest,  constant,  and  united  sup- 
port* and  upon  all  questions  to  be  heard  before  or  arising  in  the  convention, 
to  cast  the  vote  of  Pennsylvania  as  the  majority  of  the  delegation  shall  di- 
rect." The  chairman  of  this  convention  was  the  chairman  of  the  convention 
that  passed  that:  and  you  (turning  to  the  chairman]  wrote  the  resolntioR 
youffselff  sir. 

The  President.    Not  that  resolution. 

Mr.  Olinxr.  Yes,  sir,  you  did.  You  wrote  the  resolution.  We  have 
thf  authority  of  your  decision.  If  you  will  stultify  yourself,  you  are  not  the 
man  that  Pennsylvania  put  forward  as  her  chairman. 

The  FkESiDENT.  The  chair  begs  now  to  be  heard.  There  is  no  doubt 
whatever  that  the  first  duty  of  this  convention  is  to  proceed  with  the  roll  calL 
The  first  duty  of  the  chair  is  to  enforce  the  order  of  the  convention,  to  direct 
the  roll-call  to  proceed.  Now,  if  the  convention  will  recollect,  the  only  ques- 
tion the  chair  decided  was  this:  These  parlies  claimed  the  right,  in  their  in- 
dividual capacity,  to  vote  their  particular  sentiments.  I,  as  chairman  of  this 
convention,  know  nothing  whatever  of  any  rules  except  the  rales  which  you 
have  laid  down  for  my  control.  The  chair  therefore  directs  that  the  vote  of 
Pennsylvania  be  recorded  as  fif^-four  votes  for  John  F.  Hartranft  and  four 
votes  for  James  G.  Blaine,  stating  this,  however,  that  if  the  end  of  the 
roll-call,  it  be  the  sense  of  the  convention  that  the  chair  has  made  an  erro- 
neous ruling,  or  has  done  any  one  an  injury  or  an  injustice,  it  will  then  be 
competent  for  the  convention  to  correct  it,  without  any  interruption  of  the 
roll'Call. 

The  roll-call  then  proceeded,  during  which  Mr.  T.  M.  Pomeroy,  of  New 
York,  took  the  chair,  the  president  being  called  out  in  consultation  with  the 
Pennsylvania  delegation. 

After  the  roll-call,  Mr.  Thornherg  moved  the  previous  question  upon  the 
motion  he  made. 

The  Chair.  The  gentleman  .wilt  state  his  motion  again. 

Mr.  Tboknbbrg.  motion  was  to  consider  the  vote  by  which  the 
convention  sustained  the  chair  in  his  rulint;,  that  certain  votes  which  were  not

cast  by  the  chairman  of  the  delfi^.-ilion  should  be  taken  and  recorded. 

The  Chair.  The  question  is  upon  the  motion  to  reconsider,  upon  which 
the  previous  question  is  demanded. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  Hale.   I  do  not  understand  the  motion. 

The  Chair.  The  motion  \^  to  reconsider  the  decision  of  the  conven- 
tion, by  which  the  four  votes  o£  Pennsylvania  were  changed  from  Mr.  Har* 
trani't  to  Mr.  Blaine. 

Mr.  Hale.  How  does  the  chair  decide  the  vote? 
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The  Chaiil  The  previous  question  was  demanded  upon  it.  That  was 
lost.  The  question  is  upon  the  motion  to  reconsider.  Those  in  favor  of 
the  motion  to  reconsider  will  say  "Aye," — ^those  opposed,  "No."  The  nays  ap> 
pear  to  have  it. 

Calls  were  made  for  a  division. 

Mr.  Haub.   That  is  all  right.  We  have  no  objection. 

The  Chair.  A  division  is  called  for,  which  can  only  be  had  by  a  call 
of  the  roll.  A  call  of  the  roll  is  asked.  Is  there  a  second?  Kentucky  sec- 
onds it.  The  clerk  will  call  the  roll,  which  is  upon  the  motion  to  reconsider 
the  vote  by  which  the  chair  announced  that  the  four  votes  from  Pennsylvania 
could  be  changed. 

Mr.  Sener,  of  Virginia,  inquired  whether  the  vote  on  this  question  would 
settle  the  general  question  whether  each  delegation  must  .vote  as  a  unit. 

The  Chair.    In  answer  to  the  gentleman,  the  chair  will  state  that  it  is 

not  in  his  power  to  decide  what  the  effect  of  it  will  be.  The  motion  is  to 
reconsider  the  decision  of  the  convention,  by  which  the  chair  was  sustained 
in  chaiiging  those  votes  upon  which  the  call  of  the  roll  is  demanded,  and 
no  debate  is  now  in  order.  Delegates  will  take  their  seats,  and  all  persons 
not  in  their  seats  will  be  removed  from  the  floor  by  the  sergeant«at-arms. 
The  chair  recognizes  nobody.  No  debate  is  in  order;  the  call  of  the  roll  has 
already  commenced.  The  chair  is  not  entitled  to  recognize  anybody,  but 
by  request  he  will  again  state  the  question,  which  is  upon  the  motion  to 
recon;>:der  the  vote  of  the  convention  in  favor  of  the  decision  of  the  chair 
in  allowing  the  change  in  the  vote  of  the  Penn^lvania  delegation. 

The  clerk  then  called  the  roll,  and  the  state  delegations  voted  as  follows :

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TIk  President.    I  herc  is  no  occasion  lor  that.   The  question  is  directly 

on  i^usiaining  the  appeal. 

Mr.  Ingersoll,  of  Illinois.  The  simple  question  before  thi.s  convcnuon 
is,  whether  each  delegate  has  a  right  to  vote  as  he  believes  the  people  he 
represents  wish  him  to  vote,  or  whether  he  can  be  tied  by  packed  caucuses, 
whether  he  can  be  tied  bjr  party  machinery,  and  forced  to  vote  against 
the  sentiments  of  his  constituents  and  against  his  own  choice  I 
tell  you  that  \vc  cannot  afford  to  go  to  this  cotintn-  upon  tlie  idea 
that  a  delegate  from  a  state  can  he  forced,  against  his  wiii  and  against 
hi.s  conscience,  to  vote  for  a  man  that  he  docs  not  believe  his  constituents 
want.  It  has  been  decided  by  a  Republican  convention  for  the  United  States, 
and  it  was  decided  in  the  case  of  Pennsylvania,  that,  notwithstanding  an 
instruction  to  vote  as  a  unit,  the  delegates  had  a  right  to  vote  as  they 
pleased.  What  wc  want  to  find  out  is.  who  is  the  real  choice  of  iliis  con- 
vention; and  what  the  convention  wants  to  find  out  is,  who  is  the  real  choice 
of  the  great  Republican  party  of  the  United  States,  for  one,  I  believe  in 
allowing  every  delegate  upon  this  floor  the  right  to  vote  his  choice,  the  right 
to  represent  his  constituents,  and  I  am  utterly  opposed  to  the  gag  law  of 
cattcus  and  party  machinery. 

Mr  Thompson,  of  Indiana.  The  simple  question  to  he  now  decided 
by  this  convention  is  this :  whether,  after  we  have  been  sent  here  1^  our 
state  conventions,  under  instructions  from  them,  we  have  the  individual  right 
to  violate  those  instructions:  whether  the  voice  of  a  sovereign  state,  declared 
through  her  state  authorities,  shall  he  detuied  by  individuals  under  a  claun  of 
personal  right.  The  Republican  party  of  Pennsylvania  has  settled,  in  their 
state  convention  appointing  their  delegates  to  this  convention,  under  a  positive 
injunction,  under  irrevocable  instructions,  that  they  should  cast  their  vote  as 
a  unit,  not  for  themselves,  but  for  the  party  in  Pennsylvania.  When  they 
accepted  their  position  as  members  of  this  convention,  they  became  bound, 
by  every  consideration  of  justice,  of  right,  of  truth,  and  of  honor,  to  obey 
those  instructions;  and  I  will  not  give  my  vote  or  my  sanction  to  any  sys- 
tem of  rules  or  measures  which  shall  disfranchise  the  people  of  Pennsylvania. 
I  say,  then,  that  if  a  gentleman  accepts  a  position  from  a  state  convention 
under  such  instructions  as  these,  it  is  his  duty,  if  he  cannot  obey  them,  to 
retire,  and  let  somebody  else  take  his  place.  ' 

Mr.  HoTcuKiss,  of  New  York.   Mr.  Chairman  amL  CentUmtn  of  this 

Convention:  The  .simple  question  pre«ente(l  to  tht^  convention,  the  practical 
question,  is,  whether  there  are  law  and  order  and  di'^cipline  in  the  Repniih'can 
party ;  whether,  when  this  convention  makes  its  nomination,  each  delegate 
here  is  bound  by  that  nomination,  or  whether  he  may  go  home  and  violate 
the  vote  of  the  majority  here.  I  hold  to  party  discipline.  An  individual  is 
born  into  society  without  his  choice.  When  he  joins  a  political  party,  he 
does  it  of  his  own  free  will.  When  he  is  born  into  society,  he  pives  no 
plcdpes.  When  he  joins  a  r"^I'<'ca!  party,  he  Rives  the  pledfie  of  hi*;  lionor 
a.s  a  man.    Ji  lie  violates  the  law  that  you  iniposc  upon  him,  he  is  hung  as 
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a  tmitor,  or  oTight  to  be :  hut  if  he  violates  the  law  that  he  himself  has  agreed 

to,  he  ought  to  be  hung  as  n  dastard. 

Gentlemen  of  this  convention,  I  represent,  in  part,  the  state  of  New 
York,  the  Republican  state  of  New  York.  We  make  our  own  regulations 
tfiere,  and  Pennsylvania  does  not  interfere  with  them.  Pennsylvania  comes 
here  with  her  regulations  and  her  customs  governing  her  representatives, 
and  New  York  should  not  interfere  with  them;  and  it  is  for  this  convention 
to  say  w  htther  otiicr  states  shotild  or  not.  Every  state  and  every  gentleman 
speaks  here  for  himself.  Now  I  beg  this  convention  not  to  set  the  example, 
not  to  establish  tlie  precedent,  that  a  state  convenlicm  or  a  national  CQfi- 
▼cntion,  by  its  resolutions,  does  not  bind  every  individual  member  of  the 
party.  If  he  does  not  like  it»  let  him  step  out,  but.  as  long  as  he  belongs  to 
that  party,  let  him  be  governed  by  the  law«  of  that  party;  and,  when  a 
delegate  frotn  Pennsylvania  comcv  here,  he,  comes  here  under  the  Penn- 
sylvania constitution  and  Pennsylvania  law.  He  is  bound  to  obey  that  law ; 
and  I  hope  this  convention  will  not  excuse  him.  Practically,  it  amounts  to 
nothing  whether  four  votes  go  one  way  or  four  votes  go  another;  but  there 
is  a  principle  that  underlies  this,  which  it  would  be  dangerous  to  y>verthrow. 

Mr.  Van  Zandt,  of  Rhode  Island.  I  wish  to  say  but  one  word,  with 
the  permission  of  the  convention,  and  I  wish  they  would  allow  mc  that  par- 
ticularly, bec.iuse  I  believe  I  represent  in  a  small  way  a  small  state  here.  I 
trust  that  we  shall  stick  to  our  old  rule,  which  has  always  guided  the  Repub- 
lican party  in  all  its  former  deliberations,  and  not  vary  from  it.  Do  you 
know,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  convention,  the  brink  of  the  al^ss 
you  are  standing  upon  when  you  sustain  the  chair?  I  look  at  it  in  this 
way. — that  it  would  lead  to  the  disintegration  of  the  Repnhrcan  party;  for. 
if  the  convention  in  Pennsylvania  instruct  their  delegates  lo  v<ite  as  a  unit, 
instruct  them  to  stand  upon  the  Republican  platform  and  send  them  here 
as  Republicans,  and  if  those  gentlemen  can  vary  from  these  instructions  in 
one  respect  they  can  in  any  other.  I  say,  gentlemen  of  the  convention,  that 
applying  that  principle  as  correct,  it  may  equally  follow  that  any  represen- 
tatives  in  this  convention  who  are  dissatisfied  with  the  choice  of  the  con- 
vention can  go  home  and  bolt  its  nomination  as  individtials,  and  vote  against 
those  nominations.  We  are  to  be  bound  by  certain  rules  and  laws.  Party 
lines  hang  loosely  in  this  countiy  at  best,  and  they  had  better  be  tightened 
up  here  to-day,  or  the  results  will  be  disastrous  with  the  great  Republican 
party.  I  pray  you,  gentlemen,— -and  I  would  not  have  left  my  seat  for  any 
small  or  triviah  reason, — I  pray  you  not  to  open  these  great  gates.  The 
Republican  con%-ention  of  Pennsylvania  instructed  these  gentlemen  to  vote  for 
a  certain  candidate,  and  to  vote  as  a  unit.  They  have  decided  among  them- 
selves that  when  twen^  of  them  desire  to  retire  for  consultation,  the  dele- 
Ration  will  do  so.  It  seems  to  me  that  is  broad  and  liberal  enough.  These 
gentlemen  who  now  desire  to  vote  for  another  candidate  understood  those 
instructions  when  they  accepted  their  position,  and  tliey  are  bound  by  them. 

Mr.  WooDFOKU,  of  New  York.  Mr.  Ciuiirinan  and  Gnitlemtn  of  the 
Convention:    Thanks  for  the  courtesy  that  permits  me  but  a  moment.  I 
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have  no  sympathy  with  the  vote  which  that  minority  from  Pennsylvania 
seeks  to  cast  I  believe  that  any  nomination  that  cannot  carry  the  doubtful 
states*  is  the  burial  of  the  Republican  party  in  this  canvass;  but  I  belieire 
that  under  the  very  existence  alike  of  the  nation  and  the  Republican  party, 

is  the  right  of  every  man  to  cast  his  own  vote.  I  want  to  say  nnother 
ihinK-  1  love-  tlic  Republican  party  with  a  love  that  pulst-s  in  every  tibre 
of  my  being;  but  I  love  the  Republican  pariy  for  the  ideas  of  the  party, 
and  not  for  the  form  and  the  deadness  of  its  organization.  I  want  to  saj 
another  thing*  for  silence  here  were  crime.  As  an  honorable  man  I  am 
bound,  as  honorable  men  you  are  bound,  to  abide  ihe  action  of  the  conven- 
tion; but  sliould  this  or  any  convention  make  declaration  of  nnnorthy  prin- 
ciples, or  place  thereon  candidates  whose  lives  and  records  <\n  jvit  represent 
what  true  Republicanism  means,  tiicn  let  me  to-day  and  here  simply  say,  in 
words  so  plain  that  none  may  misunderstand,  I  am  bound  to  my  country  and 
its  welfare  by  a  higher  tie  than  that  which  binds  me  to  the  Republican  party- 
Mr.  Thatcher,  of  Kansas.  Genticmen:  The  principle  that  is  involved 
in  this  question  is,  whether  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  shall  make  rtrles  and 
laws  for  this  convention,  or  whether  tiii'^  convention  is  supreme  and  -hal! 
make  its  own  laws.  This  convention  is  a  supreme  body.  No  state,  no  cau- 
cus, has  a  right  to  make  its  laws  and  bring  them  in  here  and  say  that  th^ 
shall  bind  this  convention.  We  are  supreme;  we  are  original;  we  stand, 
here  representing  the  great  RepubHcan  party  of  this  nation,  and  neithcR 
Pennsylvania,  nor  Xew  York,  nor  any  other  state,  ran  come  in  here  and 
bind  US  down  with  their  caucus  resolutions.  More  than  that,  as  the  speaker 
before  me  has  said,  the  great  pnuciplcs  of  the  Republican  organization 
demand  that  each  man  shall  have  his  vote  himself,  and  not  be  bound  up  by 
some  party  or  power  that  is  behind  him.  We  are  not  here  to  be  handled 
like  mere  machines.  We  are  not  here  to  be  driven  in  the  traces.  Talk  about 
your  discipline!  I  tell  you  the  jieople  of  this  corntry  think  there  is  a  little 
too  much  discipline  and  a  little  too  much  machinery  in  our  politics  at  the 
present  time.  The  convention  is  supreme.  It  has  the  right,  and  it  is  its 
duty,  its  bounden  duty,  to  let  each  delegate  here  represent  the  sentiments  of 
his  constituents,  and  not  compel  him  to  vote  as  any  body  shall  dictate 

Mr.  Hai.k.  I  only  propose,  Mr.  President,  to  submit  a  bit  of  political 
history.  In  i8^>8.  the  Republican  party  assembled  in  convention  in  Chic.igpj. 
There  was  unanimity  of  sentiment  upon  the  question  of  the  presidency. 
General  Grant  was  nominated  by  every  vote;  but  there  was  division  upon 
the  question  of  the  vice-presidenor,  and  then  Pennsylvania  presented  one 
of  her  gifted  sons  for  the  second  place  in  the  American  republic,— presented 
him  under  instructions  from  her  state  to  present  him,  and  stand  by  him, 
and  vote  for  him.  I  was  a  delepntc  there  myself,  helping  to  represent  the 
state  of  Maine,  ancl  the  whole  scene  presents  itself  now  before  me.  when 
Pennsylvania  was  called  and  her  vote  was  ca-.l  a>  a  unit  for  her  war  gov- 
ernor ;  but  a  delegate  from  Pittsburgh  arose  in  his  seat,  and  with  earnestness- 
and  fervor  upon  his  countenance  and  words  of  warning  upon  his  lips,  ob- 
jected, and  asserted  the  great  principle  of  the  individual  right  to  be  repre- 
sented in  that  convention. 
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Mr.  President,  that  appeal  taken  to  the  convention,  raised  then  as  r.ow 
froni  the  Keystone  state,  was  sustained  overwhelmingly,  and  the  chairman 
was  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  delegate  for  the  individual  of  his  choice. 
Now,  I  regret— no  man  can  more  profoundly  regret — ^that  these  divisions 
have  been  brought  in  here.  They  have  changed  the  current  of  this  con- 
vention and  endangered  its  turning  aside,  so  that  our  attention  is  called 
from  legitimate  business  to  dissensions  in  state  delegations.  I  promised, 
when  I  came  up  here,  Mr.  President,  that  I  would  only  give  this  convention 
a  bit  of  political  history.  We  can  go  back  on  it  if  we  choose;  but  if  we  do 
so^  we  do  it  by  asserting  that  this  convention  nominates,  not  by  a  majority 
of  its  delegates,  but  by  the  votes  of  it  states  controlled  in  caucuses. 

Mr.  Thomberg  moved  the  previous  question.    Agreed  to. 

The  Presidext.  The  question  is,  Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand 
as  the  decision  of  the  convention  The  decision  of  the  chair  was,  that  the 
four  gentlemen  from  Pennsylvania,  who  rose  and  declared  their  desire  to 
cast  their  ballots  for  James  G.  Blaine,  had  a  right,  under  the  rules  of  the 
convention,  so  to  do ;  and  the  chair  directed  their  votes  to  be  so  recorded. 

Mr.  S.  B.  DuTCHFJt,  of  New  York.  Can't  I  ask  a  question. 

The  President.   Not  except  by  consent. 

[Cries  of  "No!"  "No!"] 
>  Mr.  DuTCHER.   Then  I  say  this  is  a  gag  proceeding.    I  ask  by  what 
authority  the  delegates  from  Pennsylvania  came  to  this  convention,  and 
what  was  the  resolution  of  the  convention  sending  them  here? 

The  Pkesident.  I  reply  that  that  is  a  question  with  which  the  chairman 
of  this  convention  has  nothing  whatever  to  do.  and  has  officially  no  knowl- 
edge of  whatever.  The  Sixth  Rule  states, — "The  vote  of  each  state,  terri- 
tory, and  the  District  of  Columbia  bhall  be  announced  by  the  chairman; 
and  in  case  the  votes  of  any  state,  territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall  be  divided,  the  chairman  shall  announce  the  number  of  votes  cast  for 
any  candidate  or  for  any  pr(^sition."  The  quc'^tioIl  is.  Shall  the  decision 
of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  convention? 

Mr.  CuMBAcx.  I  demand  the  vote  by  states. 

The  secretary  then  called  the  roll  on  the  question  of  sustaining^  the  deci- 
sion of  the  chair,  with  the  following  result:

Wheeler,  3;  for  Elihu  B.  Washbume,  i.  Ko  one  having  received  a  noajor' 
ity  of  all  the  votes,  a  third  ballot  is  in  order,  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll  of 
states.

Afr,  President:  There  is  a  man  in  this  section  of  xhc  r  nintry  who  has

The  President.  H  the  New  York  delegation  desires  to  withdraw,  they 
can  do  so  on  their  own  motion,  without  addressing  the  chair. 

Colorado  having  been  called,— 

Mr.  Rogers,  of  New  York.   I  ask  unanimous  consent  that  the  call  be 
suspended  until  tlio  delegations  which  desire  to  do  so  can  retire  and  return. 
Cries  of  "No!"  "No!"  and  "Yes!"  "Ye^!" 

The  PR£SU>ENT.  It  requires  the  unanimous  consent  to  suspend  the  calling 
of  the  roll 

Several  delegates  made  the  motion. 

Mr.  Ambler,  of  Ohio.  I  move  that  a  recess  be  taken  for  fifteen  minutes, 

to  allow  the  delegations  time  to  consult. 

The  Presidsnt.  It  is  not  in  order  to  make  that  motion  pending  the 
roll-call. 

Mr.  Amblek.  I  move  to  suspend  the  rules. 

The  PusiOBNT.  Neither  that  motion  nor  any  other  is  in  order  while 
the  roll  is  being  called. 
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Indiana  having  bcai  called,  Mr.  Cumback  ascended  the  platform  and 

said,— 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Contention:  A  very  unpleasant 
duty  is  now  imposed  upon  me,  as  chairman  of  the  Indiana  delegation,  in 
withdrawing  from  the  further  considerations  of  this  convention  the  name  of 
the  great  statesman  of  Indiana.  I  express  my  own  deep  r^ret  as  well  as 
that  of  every  delegate  from  Indiana,  and  every  alternate  and  every  citizen 
of  Indiana  who  belongs  to  the  Republican  party.  When  I  say  he  stands  in 
the  senate  of  the  United  States  the  peer  of  the  noblest  and  best,  I  utter  a 
truth  that  will  not  be  disputed  by  any  Republican  in  the  United  States  of 
America.  But  we  feel  that  the  time  has  come  for  us  not  to  ask  any  longer 
that  our  friends  shall  stand  by  us.  We  thank  them  for  the  noble  support 
they  have  given  us  in  this  convention ;  and.  in  withdrawing  his  name,  Indi- 
ana casts  twenty-five  votes  for  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  and  five  votes  for  Ben- 
jamin H.  Bristow,  of  Kentucky 

When  Kentucky  was  called,  Mr.  Harlan  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr,  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  ComwnHon:  The  Republicans  of 
the  state  of  Kentucky  fed  deeply  grateful  for  the  very  cordial  support  which 
our  distinguished  fellow-citizen,  Colonel  Bri'^tow,  has  received  from  the  dele- 
gates  of  various  states,  both  North  and  South.  We  feel  especially  grateful 
to  those  j^llant  men  of  Massachusetts  and  Vermont,  and  other  "^tnre;  of 
New  England,  who,  when  it  was  circulated  from  one  end  of  this  land  to  the 
other  that  Benjamin  H.  Bristow  was  not  to  be  President  because  he  was 
bom  and  reared  in  the  South,  came  and  said  they  did  not  believe  it,  but 
have  done  him  and  us  the  honor  to  say  they  believed  that  Bristow  was  true 
to  the  Republican  party,  and  was  to  be  trusted.  Without  detaining  you  any 
longer,  I  have  come  upon  this  stand  for  the  purpose  of  withdrawing  the 
name  of  Benjamin  H.  Bristow,  and  casting  the  entire  vote  of  Kentucky  for 
Rutherford  B.  Hayes. 

Mr.  Cumfaack  (returning  to  the  platform), — 

Mr,  President:  As  the  name  of  Benjamin  H.  Bristow  has  been  with- 
drawn. I  am  instructed  to  cast  the  other  five  votes  from  Indiana  for  Ruther* 

ford  B.  Hayes. 

Mr.  iNCERSOtx,  of  Illinois.  I  hold  that  under  the  Fourth  Rule  this 
change  cannot  be  made.  The  provision  of  the  rule  is,  that  "when  any  state 
has  announced  its  vote,  it  shall  so  stand,  unless  in  case  of  numerical  error." 

Mr.  EiiiCK,  of  New  York.   I  raised  a  similar  question  some  time  ago, 

and  it  was  ruled  out  of  order.    We  in«ist  on  the  same  ruling  now. 

The  Pkf.sipknt.  A  question  of  order  is  always  in  order.  This  is  simply 
a  question  of  order  referring  to  the  immediate  proposition  of  the  delegate 
from  Indiana  to  change  the  vote. 

Mr.  Edick.  If  the  chairman  remembers,  on  a  similar  proposition  to 
change  a  vote,  I  was  ruled  out  of  order. 

The  President.  To  change  a  vote  is  a  matter  of  the  highest  privilege, 
and  is  always  in  order.  The  gentleman  from  Illinois  will  make  his  point  of 
order.  .• 
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Mr.  Ingersoll.  My  point  is,  that  it  is  against  the  rule  to  make  a  change 
of  vote  while  the  roll-call  is  proceedings. 

The  President.  The  (IcU-gatc  from  Indiana  rises  to  change  the  vote  of 
his  delegation,  upon  which  the  delegate  from  Illinois  rises  to  a  point  of 
order,  that  tinder  the  Fourth  Rirfe  the  change  cannot  be  made.  The  pro- 
vision of  the  rule  is.  that  when  any  state  has  announced  its  vote,  it  shall  so 
stand.   The  chair  decides  the  point  well  taken. 

When  the  state  of  New  York  was  called,  Mr.  T.  M.  Pomeroy  ascended 
the  platform  and  said, —  / 

To  indjcate  that  the  state  of  New  York  is  in  favor  of  unity  and  victory, 
she  casts  sixty-one  votes  for  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  and  nine  votes  for  James 
G.  Blaine. 

When  Pennsylvania  was  called.  Mr.  J.  D.  Cameron  said, — 
In  am  instructed  to  withdraw  the  name  of  John  F.  Ilartranft.  and  to  cast 
twenty-eight  votes  for  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  and  thirty  for  James  G.  Blaine. 

The  ballot  was  concluded  as  follows: 
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The  president  said, — 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention :    Rutherford  B.  Haye«,  of  the  ?tate  of 
Ohio,  havinjf  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  the  nominee  of  this  convention  for  the  office  of  President  of  the  United 
Slates:  and  the  question  is»  Shall  this  nomination  be  made  unanimous? 
Mr.  William  P.  Frye,  of  Maine,  took  the  platform,  and  said: 
Mr.  Pretident:    I  dare  say  that  this  immense  and  enthusiastic  convention 
will  pardon  me  if  T  say  ntst  otie  word  of  kindne.ss  and  of  thanks  to  the  prlon- 
ous  supporters  that  our  candidate,  Mr.  Blaine,  has  had  here.   No  words  of 
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mine  can  express  ihe  thanks  that  Maine  gives  to  you  nun  who  ha\  c  stnr,,i  by 
him  as  you  have  here  to-day.  God  bless  you  forever  and  ever.  Now.  gen- 
tlemen, we  recognize  the  fact  that  this  convention  in  its  wisdom  has  selected 
Governor  Hayes  as  the  standard-bearer  in  this  next  great  contest  for  liberty, 
for  justice,  for  humanity,  and  for  civilization,  and  the  state  of  Maine  accepts 
and  indor«e^  fully  and  completely  the  choice  whii  h  the  convention  has  made 
Oiir  gallant  chieftain,  James  G.  Blaine,  in  Soptcmln-r  next,  shall  take  the 
field  in  the  state  of  Maine  for  the  man  you  iiavc  selected,  and  we  wiil  sweep 
the  state  of  ItCaine  for  Hayes  by  20,000.  And  then,  when  we  have  finished 
Maine,  we  will  go  forward,  under  the  leadership  of  Blaine,  into  the  com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  and  we  will  sweep  her,  with  the  help  of  her 
able  men,  by  60,000  majority. 

Gentlemen,  1  will  close  by  seconding  the  motion  which  has  been  made, 
that  the  nomination  of  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  be  made  unanimous. 

The  motion  was  then  carried,  amid  great  acclamations. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Lewis,  of  Virginia.  I  move  that  thie  chairman  appoint  a.  com- 
mittee to  wait  upon  Governor  Hayes,  and  inform  him  of  his  unanimous  nom- 
ination Ijv  thi'?  convention. 

Tlic  Pkksident.    How  many? 

Mr.  Lewis.  Five 

The  chair  put  the  motion,  and  it  'was  carried. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  nomination  of  a  Vice-President  being  in  order, — 
Mr.  Poland,  of  Vermont.    I  nomitiate  Hon.  William  A.  Wheeler,  of 
New  York,  on  behalf  of  Vermont,  for  the  Vice-Fresidenqr. 

Mr.  E.  R.  HoAit^  of  Massachusetts,  also  nominated  Marshall  Jewell,  of 
Connecticut,  for  that  position. 

Mr.  T.  C.  Flatt,  of  New  York,  nominated  Stewart  L.  Woodford,  of  New 
York. 

A  member  of  the  Kansas  delegation  here  moved  that  the  ^tntc^  he 
called  alphabetically,  each  to  nominate  its  candidate  for  the  oflicc  of  Vice- 
President.    The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

On  the  call  of  Kentucky,  Mr.  Harlan  responded,  and  said,— 
Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  I  am  directed,  by  the 
unaninunis  vote  of  the  Kentucky  dclegatim  in  this  convention,  to  present 
for  the  high  office  of  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  tliat  di-tinguished 
Repttbltcan  leader  and  statesman,  General  Joseph  R.  Hawley,  of  the  state  of 
Connecticut. 

Mr.  Seldon,  of  Mississippi,  said,  when  his  state  was  called,-— 
Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  I  am  requested  by 
the  Mississippi  delegation  to  rise  and  second  the  nomination  of  one  whom 
we  believe  will  add  strength  and  dignity  to  our  ticket,  especially  in  the  Sont'i 
It  i«  very  often  the  custom  of  conventions  to  pay  but  small  attention  to  the 
nomination  of  the  second  man  upon  the  ticket ;  but  we  have  learned  by  bit- 
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ter  experience  in  our  country  tliat  it  is  as  important  that  a  good  sound  man 
should  be  placed  upon  the  second  place  as  upon  the  first  It  is  my  pleasure, 

coming  away  from  the  Gulf  as  we  do,  to  second  the  nomination  of  one  living 
near  the  Lakes ;  and  it  is  with  pride  and  pleasure  that  Mississippi  seconds  the 
nominaiion  oi  Stewart  L.  Woodford. 

Mr.  Pitney,  of  New  Jersey.  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  live  Con- 
vention: I  am  directed,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  delegation  from  New 
Jersey,  to  present  to  this  convention  a  name  for  the  candidacy  for  the  oiiice 
of  Vice-President  of  the  United  States.  The  name  that  I  present  is  that  of 
a  man  of  spotless,  untarnished  reputation  and  character;  a  man  whom  the 
breath  of  slander  ha-?  never  dared  to  a<;sail ;  one  wlio,  like  Cx^-ar's  wife,  is  in 
all  respects  above  and  beyond  suspicion;  a  man  who,  during  the  dark  days 
of  the  rebellion,  devoted  his  whole  time  and  energies  in  aiding  the  executive 
of  bis  state  in  the  great  work  of  enlisting  and  equipping  and  forwarding 
to  the  front  volunteers  to  aid  in  suppressing  the  rebellion :  a  man  who  has 
alwa3'«:  served  his  <!tatc  with  prreat  credit  and  ability,  and,  in  a  long  course 
in  the  I'nited  States  senate,  has  shown  himseif  tlie  peer  of  those  who  have 
stood  by  him  there:  a  man  who,  in  all  times  and  in  all  circumstances,  has 
proved  himself  to  be  a  true  Republican  and  a  great  statesman.  The  name  I 
present  is  that  of  Frederick  Theodore  Freltnghuysen,  of  New  Jersey. 

Mr.  Janus,  of  New  York,  briefly  seconded  the  nominatii  tti  of  Mr.  Wheeler 
for  the  office  oi  Vicc-President ;  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  Russell,  of  Texas, 
who  said  : 

h' ellow-Citisens  of  the  Convention:    It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  rise 
in  this  convention  to  make  the  nomination  of  Aat  statesman  and  patriot  from  , 
Connecticut— Marshall  Jewell.  There  are'  other  great  names  mentioned  in 
connection  with  this  position,  fellow-dttzens ;  but  it  is  not  disparaging  to 

those  other  names  to  say  that  his  is  superior  to  any  of  them  in  all  the  qnali- 
ties  requisite  to  the  second  executive  office  of  thi^  n  ition.  He  is  not  unknown 
to  the  people  of  the  United  Slates.  His  dignity  and  cultured  bearing  at  the 
court  of  the  caar  of  Russia  bears  evidence  of  the  highest  type  of  American 
chivalry  and  lofty  statesmanship.  He  has  reformed  the  postal  service  of 
this  country,  and  his  mark  is  expressed  all  along  tlie  patluvay  he  haS  made. 
He  has  held  an  honnrahlc  [losition  in  the  cabinet  of  President  Grant. 

Mr.  Wheeler's  nomination  having  been  seconded  by  the  Pennsylvania 
delegation,  the  secretary  proceeded  to  call  the  roll  of  states. 

Mft.  WOODPOKP  WITHDXAWS. 

When  New  York  was  called,  Mr.  Woodford  took  the  platform  and  said : 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  It  has  always  been  my 
belief  that  no  citizen  sh.ould  ask  office,  or  refuse  to  ?:ervc  th(*  public  when 
called  on  to  do  so,  provided  liis  business  and  personal  obligations  are  such 
as  to  justify  the  assumption  of  official  duty. 

But  to-day  I  am  fcMtunately  freed  from  all  such  decision.  The  vote  of 
ny  delegation  has  been  polled.  Without  any  suggestion  of  mine,  my  name 
was  mentioned.  The  majority  of  my  delegation  do  not  desire  to  present 
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my  name.  In  this  I  am  certain  they  show  their  great  good  sense,  and  I  am 
grateful  for  the  privilege  of  working  in  the  ranks  of  the  party.  Let  me 
heartily  assure  you  that  all  that  lies  in  my  power,  from  now  to  the  ratifi- 
cation by  the  people  of  the  work  you  do  this  day,  will  be  most  cordially  done.

'I  lit-  large  number  of  votes  cast  for  Mr.  Wheeler  plainly  indicated  that 
he  was  the  choice  of  the  convention;  and,  after  the  vote  of  South  Carolina, 
which  made  366  votes  for  Mr.  Wheeler,  Mr.  Kellogg,  of  Connecticut,  with- 
drew the  name  of  Marshall  Jewell,  and  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended, 
and  that  William  A.  Wheeler,  of  New  York,  be  nominated  by  acclamation. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  Mr.  Wheeler  declared  the  nominee  for 
Vice-President 


As  far  as  the  ballot  proceeded,  it  stood  as  follows: 
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Mr.  Lewis,  of  Virginia,  offered  a  resolution,  returninpr  thanks  to  the 
president  of  the  convention  for  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which  he 
had  discbarRcd  his  arduous  duties.  The  resolution  was  amended  so  as  to 
include  the  secretaries,  sergeant-at-arms,  and  other  officers  of  the  conven- 
tion, and  the  citizens  of  Cincinnati  for  their  hospitality  and  kindness.

Mr.  Benjaniiii  Eggleston,  of  Cindnnatiy  then  retunied  tlunks  to  the  con- 
vention, on  behalf  of  the  Republicans  of  Ohio,  for  the  nominating  of  Gov- 
ernor Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  for  President.

in  accordance  with  the  above  notice,  the  commiitee,  appointed  to  convey 
to  Governor  Hayes  the  official  notification  of  his  nomination,  proceeded  to 
Columbus  from  Cincinnati,  headed  by  Mr.  McPherson,  the  president  of  the 
convulsion.  They  proceeded  to  the  executivr  chamber  in  the  State  house  at 
9  o'clock,  where  Governor  Hayes  received  them.  Mr.  McPherson  spoke  as 
follows : 

Coz'crnor  Hayes  :  We  have  been  dvpuled  by  the  national  convention  of 
the  Republican  party,  held  at  Cincinnati  on  the  14th  of  the  i>resert  month, 
to  inform  you  officially  that  you  have  been  unanimously  notninatcd  by  that 
convention  for  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  Slates.    The  manner 
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in  which  that  action  was  taken*  and  the  response  to  it  from  every  portion 

of  the  ci.iiniry,  attest  tlic  strength  of  the  popular  confuk'ncc  in  yon.  and 
the  bcHet  that  your^  administration  will  be  wise,  courageous,  and  just.  We 
s^,  sir.  your  administration,  for  we  believe  the  people  will  confirm  the  action 
01  the  convention,  and  thus  snvc  the  country  from  the  control  of  the  men 
and  the  operation  of  the  principles  and  policy  of  the  Democratic  party.  We 
have  also  heen  directed  to  ask  3rotir  attention  to  the  stmimary  of  Republican 
doctrine  contained  in  the  platform  adopted  hy  the  convention  ;  and  discharg- 
ing this  agreeable  duty  we  find  cause  for  congratulation.  In  the  harmonious 
action  of  the  convention  and  the  hearty  response  given  by  the  people,  we  see 
the  promise  of  assured  success.  Ohio,  we  know,  trusts  and  honors  you. 
Henceforth  you  belong  to  the  whole  country.  Under  circumstances  so  aus- 
picious»  we  trust  you  will  indicate  your  acceptance  of  the  nomination. 

Governor  Hayes  respHed: 

Sir:   I  have  only  to  say,  in  response  to  your  information,  that  I  accept 

the  nomination.  Perhaps  at  ihr  present  time  it  would  be  improper  for  me 
to  say  more  than  this,  although  even  now  I  should  be  glad  to  give  some 
expression  to  the  profound  gratitude  I  feel  for  the  confidence  reposed  in 
me  hy  yourselvc*;  and  tho^^c  for  whom  you  act.  At  a  future  time  I  shall 
take  occasion  to  present  my  acceptance  in  writing,  with  my  views  upon  the 
pUitfoniL 

Subsequentlyf  the  following  letter  of  acceptance  was  received  from  Gov- 
ernor Hayes: 

Columbus^  Ohio,  July  8,  1876. 

Hon,  Edward  McPherson,  Hon.  IViliiam  A.  Howard,  Han.  Joseph  H.  Rameyt 
and  oihers.  Committee  of  the  Republican  National  Convention: 

Gextlemfv  :    In  reply  to  your  official  comnnmication  of  June  17.  by 
which  I  am  informed  of  my  nomination  for  the  office  of  President  of  the' 
United  States  by  the  Republican  National  Convention  at  Cincinnati,  I  accept 

the  nomination  with  gratitude,  hoping  that,  under  Providence,  T  shall  be  able, 
if  elecied,  to  execute  the  duties  of  the  high  office  as  a  iruit  for  the  benefit  of 
all  the  people. 

I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  upon  any  extended  examination  of 
the  declaration  of  principles  made  by  the  convention.  The  resolutions  are 
in  accord  with  my  views,  and  I  heartily  concur  in  the  principles  they  announce. 
In  several  of  the  resolutions,  however,  questions  are  considered  which  are 
of  such  importance  that  1  deem  it  proper  briefly  to  express  my  convictions 
in  regard  to  them.  The  fifth  resolution  adopted  by  the  convention  is  of  par- 
amount interest.  More  than  forty  years  apo  a  system  of  makincr  appoint- 
ments to  ofllkc  grew  up.  based  upon  the  ma.xiin  "To  the  victors  belong  the 
spoils.*'  The  old  rule,  the  true  rule,  that  honesty,  capacity,  and  fidelity  con- 
stitute the  only  real  qualifications  for  office,  and  that  there  is  no  other  claim, 
gave  place  to  the  idea  that  party  services  were  to  be  chiefly  considered.  All 
parties,  in  practice,  have  adopted  this  system.  It  has  been  essentially  mod- 
ified since  its  first  introduction :  it  ha?  not,  however,  been  improved.  At 
first,  the  President,  either  directly  or  through  the  heads  of  departments, 
made  all  the  appointments.  But  gradually  the  appointing  power,  in  many 
cases,  passed  into  the  control  of  members  of  congress.  The  offices  in  ihcse 
cases  have  become  not  merely  rewards  for  party  services,  but  rewards  for 
services  to  party  leaders.  This  system  destroys  the  independence  of  the 
'^''parate  departments  of  the  government.  It  tends  directly  tn  extravagance 
and  official  incapacity;  it  is  a  temptation  to  di.shonesty;  it  hinders  and  im- 
pairs that  careful  'supervision  and  strict  accountability  by  which  alone  faith- 
f:il  and  efficient  puldic  service  can  be  secured:  it  ob-trucis  the  prompt  re- 
moval and  sure  punislimcnt  of  the  imworthy ;  in  every  way  it  degrades  the 
civil  service  and  the  character  of  the  government.  It  is  felt,  I  am  confident. 
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tl>y  a  large  majority  of  the  members  of  congress,  to  be  an  intolerable  bur- 
den and  an  nnwnrrantable  hindrance  to  the  proper  discharge  of  their  legit- 
imate duties,  it  ought  to  be  abolished.  The  reform  should  be  thorough, 
radical,  and  complete.  We  should  return  to  the  principles  and  practice  of 

the  founders  of  the  (government,  supplying  by  legislation,  when  needed,  that 
which  was  formerly  the  established  custom.  They  neither  expected  nor  de- 
sired from  the  public  officers  any  partisan  service.  They  meant  that  pnb- 
li?  officers  should  give  their  whole  service  to  the  government  and  to  the  peo- 

£lc.  They  meant  that  the  officer  should  be  secure  in  his  tenure  as  long  as 
is  personal  character  remained  untarnished,  and  the  performance  of  his 
duties  sntisfactory.  If  elected.  I  shall  conduct  the  administration  of  the 
government  upon  these  prmciples,  and  all  constitutional  powers  vested  in  the 
executive  will  be  employed  to  establish  this  reform. 

The  declaration  of  principles  by  the  Cincinnati  convention  make<  no  an- 
nouncement in  favor  of  a  single  Presidential  term.  I  do  not  assume  to  add 
to  that  declaration,  but,  believing  that  the  restoration  of  the  civil  service  to 
the  "System  established  Ity  Wa-liington,  and  followed  by  the  early  Pr<.st(!c:Us, 
can  be  best  accomplished  by  an  executive  who  is  under  no  temptation  to  use 
the  patronage  of  his  office  to  promote  his  own  re-election,  I  desire  to  per- 
form uliat  T  regard  a?  a  duis  in  stating  now  in\  inflexible  purpose,  if  elected 
not  to  be  a  candidate  for  election  to  a  second  term. 

On  the  currency  question  I  have  frequently  expressed  my  views  in  pub- 
lic, and  T  stand  liy  my  record  on  thi->  sui)ject.  1  regard  all  the  law?  of  the 
United  States  relating  to  the  payment  of  the  public  indebtedness,  the  1^1 
tender  notes  includeoT  as  constituting  a  pledge  and  moral  obligation  of  me 
government  which  must  in  good  faith  he  kept.  It  is  my  conviction  that  the 
feeling  of  uncertainty,  inseparable  from  an  irredeemable  paper  currency,  with 
its  fluctuations  of  value,  is  one  of  the  great  obstacles  to  a  revival  of  confi- 
dence and  business,  aiul  to  a  return  of  prosperity.  That  uncertainty  can  be 
ended  in  but  one  way, — the  resumption  of  specie  payments.  But  the  longer 
the  instability  of  our  money  system  is  permitted  to  continue,  the  greater  will 
be  the  injury  intlicted  upon  our  economical  interests,  and  all  classes  of  society. 
If  elected.  I  shall  approve  every  appropriate  measure  to  accomplish  the  de- 
sired end,  and  shall  oppose  any  step  backward. 

The  resolution  with  respect  to  the  public  school  .system  is  one  which 
should  receive  the  hearty  support  of  the  American  people.  Agitation  upon 
this  ?;ubjcct  is  to  be  apprehended,  until  by  constitutional  amendment  the 
schools  arc  placed  beyond  all  danger  of  sectarian  control  or  interference.  The 
Republican  party  is  pledged  to  secure  such  an  amendment. 

The  resolution  of  the  convention  on  the  subject  of  the  permanent  pacifi- 
cation of  the  country,  and  the  complete  protection  of  all  its  citizens  in  the  free 
enjoyment  of  all  their  constitutional  rights,  is  timely  and  of  great  importance. 
The  condition  of  the  Southern  States  attracts  the  attention  and  commands  the 
sympathy  of  the  people  of  the  whole  Union.  In  their  progressive  recovery 
from  the  effects  of  the  war.  their  first  necessity  i^  an  intelligent  and  honest 
administration  of  government,  which  will  protect  all  classes  of  citizens  in 
their  official  and  private  rights.  What  the  South  most  needs  is  "peace." 
and  peace  depends  upon  the  sitprcmacy  of  the  law.  There  can  be  nn  enduring 
peace  it  the  con.siiiuiioiial  right?  of  any  portion  of  the  people  are  habitually 
disregarded.  A  division  of  political  parties  resting  merely  upon  sectional 
lines  is  ahvay  tnifortunate.  and  mny  be  disastrous.  The  welfare  of  the 
South,  alike  with  that  of  every  other  part  of  this  country,  depends  upon  the 
attnictions  it  can  offer  to  labor  and  immigration,  and  to  capital.  But  labor- 
ers will  not  go,  and  capital  will  not  be  ventured,  wlurc  the  constitution  and 
the  laws  arc  set  at  defiance,  and  distraction,  anprrhcnsion,  and  alarm  take 
the  place  of  peace-loving  and  law-abiding  s  >cial  life.  All  parts  of  the  con- 
stifnlion  arc  sncred,  and  must  be  sacredly  ob-erved. — the  parts  that  are  new. 
no  less  than  the  parts  that  are  old.    The  moral  and  national  prosperity  of 
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the  Sottthern  states  can  be  most  effectually  advanced  by  a  hearty  and  gener- 
ous recognition  of  tlio  ritjhts  of  all  by  all. — a  recognition  wiibout  reserve  or 
exception.  With  such  a  recognition  fully  accorded,  it  will  be  practicable  to 
promote,  by  the  influence  of  all  legritimate  agencies  of  the  general  govern- 
ment, the  cfTort^  of  the  people  nf  tl'.<»<e  states  to  ohtain  fctr  tlieni?clve5  the 
blessings  of  honest  and  capable  local  government.  It  elected,  I  shall  con- 
sider it  not  only  my  duty,  btit  it  will  be  my  ardent  desire,  to  labor  for  the 
altainmcnt  of  this  end.  I.e?  me  assure  my  countrymen  of  the  Sntithern  states 
that  if  I  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  organizing  an  administration,  it 
will  be  one  which  will  regard  and  cherish  their  truest  interests, — ^the  interests 
of  the  white  and  of  (be  colored  [ici  pie  both,  and  equally;  and  which  will  put 
iorth  its  best  efforts  in  behalf  of  a  civil  ^Itcy  whidi  will  wipe  out  forever 
the  distinction  between  North  and  South  in  our  common  country. 

With  a  civil  service  orpani/rd  upon  a  system  which  will  secure  purity, 
experience,  efficiency,  and  economy,  a  strict  regard  for  the  public  welfare 
solely  in  appointments,  and  the  speedy,  thorough,  and  unsparing  prosecution 
and  punishment  of  all  public  officers  who  betray  official  trusts:  with  a  sound 
currency:  with  education,  unsectarian  and  free  to  all;  with  simphcity  and 
frtigality  in  public  and  private  affairs;  and  with  a  fraternal  spirit  of  har- 
mony pervading  the  people  of  all  sections  and  classes,  we  may  reasonably 
hope  that  the  second  century  of  our  existence  as  a  nation  will,  by  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  be  pre-eminent  as  an  era  of  good  feeling,  and  a  period  of  prog- 
ress, prosperity,  and  happiness.

MR.  WHEEI.ER'S  LETTEJl  OF  ACCEITANCE. 

Malone,  July  ;5,  1876. 

Hon.  Edward  McPltcrson,  and  others,  of  the  Commitlcc  of  the  Republican 
Nationat  Convention: 

Gentlemen:  I  received,  on  the  6th  in<;tant,  your  communication  advis- 
ing me  that  I  had  been  unanimously  nominated  by  the  national  convention 
of  the  Republican  party,  held  at  Cincinnati  on  the  14th  ultimo,  for  the  office 
of  \'ice- President  of  the  United  States,  .nid  requesfiner  my  acceptance  of 
the  same,  and  asking  my  attention  to  the  summary  of  RepuUican  doctrines 
contained  in  the  platform  adopted  by  the  convention. 

A  nomination  made  with  such  unanimity  implies  .-^  confidence  nn  the 
part  of  the  convention  which  inspires  my  profound  gratitude.  It  is  accepted 
with  a  sense  of  the  responsibility  which  may  follow.  If  elected.  1  shall  en- 
deavor to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  in  the  fcar  of  the  Supreme  Ruler, 
and  in  the  interest  of  the  whole  country. 

To  the  summary  of  doctrines  enunciated  by  the  convention  I  give  my 
cordial  assent.  The  Republican  party  ba^^  intrenched  in  'be  orcr.uiic  law  of 
our  land  the  doctrine  that  liberty  is  the  supreme,  unchangeable  law  for  every 
foot  of  American  soil.  It  is  the  mission  of  that  party  to  give  full  effect  to 
this  principle  by  "securing  to  every  American  citi/en  complete  librrly  and 
exact  equality  in  the  exercise  of  all  civil,^  political,  and_  public  rights."  This 
will  be  accomplished  only  when  the  American  citizen,  without  regard  to  color, 
shall  wear  this  panoply  of  citizenship  as  fully  and  as  securely  in  the  canC" 
braices  of  Louisiana  as  on  the  banks  of  the  St.  X^wrcnce. 

Upon  the  question  of  our  Southern  relations,  my  views  were  recently  ex- 
pressed a<  a  member  of  the  committee  of  the  United  States  house  (>f  repre- 
sentatives upon  Southern  affairs,  rhcse  views  remain  unchanged,  and  were 
thus  expressed:  We  of  the  North  delude  ourselves  in  expecting  that  the 
masses  of  the  South,  so  far  behind  in  many  of  the  attributes  of  enlightened

improvement  and  civilization,  are,  in  iIr-  i>ricf  period  of  ten  or  fifteen  years, 

to  be  transformed  into  onr  model  Northern  commnnitic«.  That  can  only 
come  through  a  long  course  of  patient  wailing  lo  whicli  nu  one  can  now  set 
certain  bounds. 

There  will  be  a  pood  deal  of  unavoidable  friction  which  will  call  for  for- 
bearance, and  which  will  have  to  be  relieved  by  ihc  temperate,  fostering  care 
of  the  government.  One  of  the  most-  potent  if  not  indispensable  agencies 
in  this  direction  will  be  devisins:  of  some  system  to  aid  in  the  education  of 
the  masses.  The  fact  that  there  are  whole  counties  in  Louisiana  in  which 
there  is  not  a  solitary  school-house  is  full  of  suggestion.  We  compelled 
these  people  to  remain  in  the  Union,  and  now  dii'v  and  interest  demand  that 
we  leave  no  just  means  untried  to  make  them  good,  loj'ai  citizens. 

How  to  diminish  the  friction,  how  to  stimulate  the  elevation  of  this  por- 
tion of  the  country,  arc  pro^llc^ls  address'np  themselves  to  our  best  and  wis- 
est statesmanship.  The  foundation  icr  these  efforts  must  be  laid  in  satisfying 
the  Southern  people  that  they  are  to  have  equal,  exact  justice  accorded  to 
them.  Give  them  to  i!ie  fullest  extent  every  blessing  which  the  government 
confers  upon  the  ino>[  favored.  Give  them  no  just  cause  for  complaint,  and 
then  hold  tiliem,  by  ^very  necessary  means,  to  an  exact,  rigid  observance  of 
all  their  duties  and  (:i)lii.'ations,  under  the  constitut"(m  and  its  amendment^, 
to  secure  to  all  within  their  borders  manhood  and  citizenship,  with  every 
right  thereto  belonging. 

The  just  obligations  to  public  creditors  created  when  the  government 
was  in  the  throes  of  threatened  dissolut-on,  and  as  an  indispensable  condi- 
tion of  its  salvation,  guaranteed  by  the  lives  and  blood  of  thousands  of  its 
brave  defenders,  are  to  be  kept  with  religious  faith,  as  are  all  the  pledges  sub- 
Mdiary  thereto  and  corfirmatory  thereof. 

In  my  judgment,  the  pledge  of  congress  of  Jan.  14,  1875.  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  notes  of  the  United  States  in  coin,  is  the  plighted  faith  of  the  na- 
tion:  and  national  honor,  simple  honesty,  and  ju.«5tice  to  the  people  whose  per- 
manent welfare  and  prosperity  are  dependent  upon  true  money  as  the  basis 
of  their  pecuniary  transactions,  all  demand  the  scrupulous  observance  of  this 
pledge,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  ronpre=;s  to  supplement  it  with  such  legislation  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  its  strict  fulfihnent. 

In  our  system  of  government,  intelligence  nmst  gi\e  safety  and  value  to 
the  hallot ; — hence  the  common  schools  of  the  land  should  he  preserved  in  all 
their  vigor,  while  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  constitution,  they  and  all 
their  endowments  should  be  secured  by  every  possible  and  proper  guaranty 
against  every  form  of  sectarian  influence  or  control. 

There  should  he  the  strictest  economy  in  expenditures  of  government  con- 
sistent with  Its  ( tTectivc  administration,  and  all  unnecessary  offices  should  be 
abolished.  Offices  should  be  conferred  rnly  upon  the  bnsi«:  of  hifjh  character 
and  particular  fitness,  and  should  be  adniinistercd  only  as  public  trusia,  .tnel  not 
for  private  advantage. 

The  forcpoing  are  chief  among  the  cardinal  principles  of  the  Republican 
party,  and  to  carry  thtni  mio  full,  practical  effect  is  the  work  11  now  has  in 
hand.  To  the  completion  of  its  great  mission  we  address  ourselves  in  hope 
and  confidence,  cheered  and  stimulated  by  the  recollection  of  its  pa^t  ncl.ieve- 
ments, — remembering  that,  under  God,  it  is  to  that  pariy  that  we  arc  indebted 
in  this  centennial  year  of  our  existence  for  a  preserved,  unbroken  Union ;  for 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  master  or  slave  throughout  our  broad  domains:  and 
that  emancipated  millions  look  upon  the  ensign  of  the  republic  as  the  symbol 
of  the  fulfilled  declaration  that  all  men  are  created  free  and  equal,  and  the 
guaranty  of  their  own  equality,  under  the  law,  with  the  most  highly  favored 
citizen  of  the  land. 

To  the  intelligence  and  conscience  of  all  who  desire  good  government, 
good-will,  good  money,  and  universal  prosperity,  the  Republican  party,  not 
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unmindful  of  the  imperfections  and  shortcomings  of  human  organizations. 

yet  with  the  honest  purposes  of  its  masses  promptly  to  r<-trievo  all  errors  and 
to  suinmarily  punish  all  offenders  against  the  laws  of  the  country,  confidently 
stibmlts  its  claims  for  the  continttea  support  of  the  American  people.

CALLS  AND  PLATFORMS. 


Call  for  the  Convention  at  Philadelphia^  1856. 


The  people  of  the  United  States,  without  regard  to  past  political  differ- 
ences or  divisions,  who  are  opposed  to  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  compromise, 
to  the  policy  of  the  present  administration,  to  the  extension  of  slavery  into  the 
territories,  in  favor  of  the  admission  of  Kansas  as  a  free  state,  and  of  restoring 
the  action  of  the  federal  government  to  the  principles  of  Washington  and 
Jefferson,  arc  invited  by  the  National  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Pittsburgh 
Convention  of  the  2;nd  of  Feliruary.  1856.  to  send  from  each  state  three  dele- 
gates from  every  congressional  district,  and  six  delegates  at  large,  to  meet  in 
Philadelphia,  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  June  next,  for  the  purpose  of  recom- 
mending candidates  to  be  supported  for  the  offices  of  President  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States. 


This  convention  of  delegates,  assembled  in  pursuance  of  a  call  addressed 
to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  without  regard  to  past  political  differences 
or  divisions,  who  are  opposed  to  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  compromise,  to  the 
policy  of  the  present  administration,  to  the  extension  of  slavery  into  free  ter- 
ritory, in  favor  of  admitting  Kansas  as  a  free  state,  of  restoring  the  action 
of  the  fc'lcral  government  to  the  principles  of  Washinpt^n  and  Jefferson,  and 
who  purpose  to  unite  in  presenting  candidates  for  the  olliccs  of  President  and 
Vice-President,  do  resolve  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  maintenance  of  the  principles  promulgated  in  the  Declaration 

of  Independence  and  enihodied  in  the  fcdcrni  constitution  is  essential  to  the 
preservation  of  our  republican  institutions,  and  that  the  federal  constitution,

PLATFORM    ADOPTED    AT    PH  It. ADELPHIA,  1856. 
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the  rights  of  the  states,  and  the  unton  of  the  states,  shall  be  preserved :  that, 

with  our  republican  fathers,  \vc  hold  it  to  be  a  self-evident  truth,  that  all  tncn 
are  endowed  with  the  inalienable  rights  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  hap- 
piness, and  that  the  primary  object  and  tilterior  dcsiRn  of  our  federal  govern- 
ment were  to  secure  these  rights  to  all  persons  within  its  exchisive  jurisdic- 
tion; that,  as  our  republican  fathers,  when  they  had  abolished  slavery  in  all 
ottr  national  territory,  ordained  that  no  person  should  be  deprived  of  fife,  lib- 
erty, or  property  without  due  process  of  law,  it  becomes  our  duty  to  maintain 
this  provision  of  the  constitution,  against  all  attempts  to.  violate  it  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  slavery  in  the  United  States,  by  positive  legislation  pro- 
hibiting its  existence  or  extension  therein  ;  that  we  deny  the  authority  of  con- 
gress, of  a  territorial  legislature,  of  any  individual  or  association  of  individuals 
to  give  legal  existence  to  slavery  in  any  territory  of  the  United  States  while 
the  present  constitution  shall  be  maintained. 

2.  That  the  constitution  confers  upon  congress  sovereign  power  over  the 
territories  of  the  United  States  for  their  government,  and  that  in  the  excrase 
of  this  power  it  is  both  the  right  and  the  duty  of  congress  to  prohibit  in  the 
territories  those  twin  relics  of  barbarism. — polygamy  and  slavery. 

3-  That,  while  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  was  ordained  and  es- 
tablished by  the  people  'in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish  jus- 
tice, insure  domestic  tranquillity,  provide  for  the  common  defense,  promote 
the  g'encral  welfare,  and  scctire  the  blessings  of  liberty,"  and  contatn<>  ample 
provisions  for  the  proiccuon  oi  the  life,  liberty,  and  property  of  every  citizen, 
the  dearest  constitutional  rights  of  the  people  of  Kansas  have  been  fraudu- 
lently and  violently  taken  from  them;  their  territory  has  been  invaded  by  an 
armed  force;  spurious  and  pretended  legislative,  judicial,  and  executive  of- 
ficers have  been  set  over  them,  bv  whose  usurped  authority,  sustained  by  the 
military  power  of  the  Erovernment.  tyrannical  and  uncon';titutional  laws  have 
been  enacted  and  enforced ;  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  has 
been  infringed;  test-oaths  of  an  extraordinary  and  entangling  nature  have 
been  imposed  as  a  condition  of  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage  and  hoMing 
office;  the  right  of  an  accused  person  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  im- 
partial jury  luis  been  denied ;  the  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  per- 
son?, hotises.  papers,  and  cfTrcts,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures, 
has  been  vioiaicd;  they  have  been  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  and  property  with- 
out due  process  of  law;  the  freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press  has  been 
abridged;  the  right  to  choose  their  reprc«:cnlatives  has  been  made  of  no  effect; 
murders,  robberies,  and  arsons  have  been  instigated  and  encouraged,  and  the 
offenders  ha\  c  been  allowed  to  go  unpunished;  that  all  these  things  have  been 
done  with  the  knowledtre.  sanction,  and  procurement  of  the  present  adminis- 
trations—and that  for  this  high  crime  against  the  constitution,  the  Union,  and 
hmnamty,  we  arraign  the  administration,  the  President,  his  advisers,  agents, 
supporter*;,  apologists,  and  accessories,  either  before  or  after  the  fact,  before 
the  country,  and  before  the  world;  and  that  it  is  our  fixed  purpose  to  bring 
the  actual  perpetrators  of  these  atrocious  outrages  and  their  accomplices  to  a 
sure  and  condign  punishment  hereafter. 

4.  That  Kansas  should  be  immediately  admitted  as  a  state  of  the  Union, 
with  her  present  free  constitution,  as  at  once  the  most  effectual  way  of  secur- 
ing to  her  citizens  the  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and  privileges  to  which  they 
are  entitled,  and  of  ending  the  civil  strife  now  raging  in  her  territAn*. 

5.  That  the  highwayman's  plea,  that  "might  makes  right,"  embodied  in  the 
Ostend  circular,  was  in  every  respect  unworthy  of  American  diplomacy,  and 
would  bring  shame  and  dishonor  upon  any  government  or  people  that  gave 

it  their  sanction, 

6.  That  a  railroad  to  the  Pacific  ocean  by  the  most  central  and  practicable 
route  is  imperatively  demanded  by  the  interests  of  the  whole  country,  and 
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that  tlic  federal  government  ought  to  render  immediate  and  efficient  aid  in  its 
construction ;  and,  as  an  auxiliary  thereto,  to  the  immediate  construction  of  an 
emigrant  route  on  the  line  of  the  railroad. 

7.  That  appropriations  by  congress  for  the  improvement  of  rivers  and 
harbor?  of  a  national  character,  required  for  the  accommodation  and  -(^r-irity 
of  our  exi^iiug  coininerce,  are  authorized  hyr  the  constitution  and  justin^jd  by  - 
the  obligation  of  government  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  its  citizens. 

8.  That  we  invite  the  affiliation  and  co-operation  of  freemen  of  all  parties, 
however  differing  from  us  in  other  resects,  in  support  of  the  principles  here- 
in declared;  and,  believing  that  the  spirit  of  our  institutions,  as  well  as  die 
C"n=titution  of  our  country,  guarantees  lilK-rly  of  con  1  e  and  equality  of 
rights  among  citizens,  we  oppose  all  legislation  impairing  their  security.

PuvTFORM  AnoPTEi)  AT  Chu  ago,  i86o. 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  delegated  representatives  ol  the  Republican 
electors  of  the  United  States,  in  convention  assembled,  in  discharge  of  the 
duty  we  owe  to  Our  constituents  and  our  country,  unite  in  the  following 
declarations : 
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1.  That  the  history  of  the  nation  during  the  last  four  years  has  fully 
established  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  the  or^nization  and  perpetuation 
of  the  Republican  party,  and  that  tlie  causes  which  called  it  into  existence 
are  permanent  in  their  nature,  and  now,  more  than  ever  before,  demand  its 
fteacefnl  and  constitutional  triumph. 

2.  That  the  maintenance  of  the  principles  pronnilgatcd  in  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  and  emhodied  in  the  federal  c  nstitutiou, — "that  all 
men  are  created  equal;  that  they  are  endowed  by  thtir  Creator  with  certain 
inalienable  rights;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  hap- 
piness ;  that  to  secure  these  rights  governments  are  instituted  nmnnp  men. 
deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed," — is  essential 
to  the  preservation  of  our  republican  institutions;  and  that  the  federal  con- 
stitutton,  the  rights  of  the  States,  and  the  tmion  of  the  states  must  and  ^tl 
be  preserved. 

3.  That  to  the  union  of  the  states  this  nation  owes  its  unprecedented 
increase  in  population,  its  surprising  development  of  material  resources, 
its  rapid  nugmentation  of  wca'tli.  its  happiness  at  home,  and  it^  honor 
abroad:  and  we  hold  in  abhorrence  all  schemes  for  disunion,  come  from 
whatever  source  they  may:  and  we  congratulate  the  country  that  no 
Republican  member  of  conjjre-*  lia^  uttered  or  c  "utitenanced  tlu- 
threats  of  disunion  so  often  made  by  Democratic  members  without  rebuke, 
and  with  applause  from  their  political  associates:  -and  we  denounce  those 
threat?  of  disunion  in  ea^c  of  a  popular  t  vt  rihrr  w  of  their  ascendency,  as 
denying  the  vital  principles  of  a  free  government,  and  as  an  avowal  of  con- 
templated treason,  which  it  is  the  imperative  du^  of  an  indignant  people 
sternly  to  rebuke  and  forever  silence. 

4.  That  the  maintenniue  inviolate  of  the  rights  of  tlie  states,  and  espe- 
cially the  ri^ht  of  each  .state  to  order  and  control  its  own  domestic  institu- 
tions accordmg  to  its  own  judgment  exclusively,  is  essential  to  that  balance 
of  power  on  which  the  pertrciion  and  endurance  of  our  political  fahric  de- 
pends: and  wc  denounce  the  lawless  invasion  by  armed  force  of  the  soil. of 
any  state  or  territory,  no  matter  under  what  pretext,  as  among  the  gravest 
of  crinu  V 

5.  'Ihat  the  present  Drmrcrntic  adnu'ni>trati( «ti  has  far  exceeded  our 
worst  apprehensions,  m  its  measureless  subserviency  to  the  exact i. -us  of  a 
sectional  interest,  as  especially  evinced  in  its  desperate  exertion t(^  force 
the  infamous  T.ecompton  constitution  upon  the  protesting  people  of  Kansas: 
in  construing  the  personal  relation  between  master  and  servant  to  involve 
an  unqualified  property  in  persons :  in  its  attempted  enforcement  every- 
where, on  land  and  sea,  thr<ai£;h  tlie  intervention  of  congress  and  of  the 
federal  courts,  of  the  extreme  pretensions  of  a  purely  local  interest ;  and  in 
its  general  and  unvarying  abuse  of  the  power  entrusted  to  it  by  a  confiding 
people. 

f\  That  the  peoplr  justly  view  with  ,v1;irm  the  reckless  extravagance 
w  hicli  pervades  everv  dci»arinu  lU  ui  ihc  federal  government.  That  a  return 
to  riuid  economy  and  accountability  is  indispensable  to  arrest  the  systcni.ir  i- 
plundtr  rf  tlir  pubi'c  tren-^tiry  by  favored  parti'^ans,  while  the  recent  start- 
ling developments  of  frauds  and  corruptions  at  tlie  federal  metropolis  show 
that  an  entire  change  of  administration  is  imperatively  demanded. 

7.  That  the  new  dofrma,  that  the  constitution,  of  its  own  force,  carries 
slavery  into  any  or  al!  of  the  territnric;  of  the  I'nitcd  States,  is  a  danger- 
ous political  heresy,  at  variance  with  the  explicit  provisions  of  that  instru- 
ment itself,  with  contemporaneous  exposition,  and  with  legislative  and  judi- 
cial precedent :  is  revolutionary  in  its  tendency,  and  subversive  of  the  peace 
and  harmony  of  the  country. 
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8.  That  the  normat  condition  of  all  the  territory  of  the  United  Slates 
is  that  of  frc'Cfloin  :  that,  as  onr  republican  fathers,  when  they  had  abolished 
slavery  in  all  our  national  territory,  ordained  that  no  person  should  be  de- 
prived of  life,  liberty,  or  property  without  due  process  of  law,  it  becomes 
our  duty,  by  legislation,  whenever  such  legislation  is  necessary,  to  maintain 
this  provision  of  the  constitution  against  all  attempts  to  violate  it :  and 
we  deny  the  authority  of  congress,  of  a  territorial  legislature,  or  of  any 
individuals,  to  give  legal  existence  to  slavery  in  any  territory  of  the  United 
States. 

9-  That  we  brand  the  recent  reopening  of  the  African  slave  trade 
under  the  cover  of  our  national  flaR.  aided  by  perversions  of  judicial  power, 
as  a  crime  against  humanity,  and  a  burning  shame  to  our  country  and  age; 
and  we  call  upon  congress  to  take  prompt  and  efficient  measures  for  the 
total  and  final  suppression  of  that  execrable  tralTic. 

10.  That  in  the  recent  vetoes,  by  their  federal  governors,  of  the  acts 
of  the  legislatures  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  prohibiting  slavery  in  those 
territories,  we  find  a  practical  illustration  of  the  lx)astcd  democratic  prin- 
ciple of  non-intervention  and  popular  sovereignly,  embodied  in  the  Kansas- 
Nebraska  bill,  and  a  demonstration  of  the  deception  of  fraud  involved 
therein. 

11.  Tliat  Kansas  should,  of  right,  be  imfticdiatcly  admitted  a«:  a  state 
under  the  constitution  recently  formed  and  adopted  by  licr  people  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  house  of  representatives. 

la.  That  while  providing  revenue  for  the  stipfiort  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment by  duties  upon  import?,  sound  policy  requires  such  an  adjustment 
of  these  imposts  as  to  encourage  the  development  of  the  industrial  interest 
of  the  whole  cotmtry;  and  we  commend  that  policy  of  national  exchan^pes 
which  secures  to  the  workingmen  liberal  v,'apres.  to  agriculture  remuneratmg 
prices,  to  mechanics  and  manufacturers  an  ade<|uatc  reward  for  their  skill, 
labor  and  enterprise,  and  to  the  nation  commercial  prosperity  and  independ- 
ence. 

13.  That  we  protest  ag:ain?;t  any  sale  or  alienation  to  others  of  the 
public  lands  held  by  actual  settlers,  and  against  any  view  of  the  free  home- 
stead policy  which  regards  the  settlers  as  paupers  or  suppliants  for  public 
bounty:  and  we  demand  the  passage  by  congress  of  the  complete  and  sat- 
isfactory homestead  nicaj^ure  uhirh  has  already  passed  tin-  house. 

14.  That  the  Republican  parly  is  opposed  to  any  change  in  our  natur- 
alization laws,  or  any  state  legislation,  by  which  the  rights  of  citi/.cnship 
hitherto  accorded  to  immigrants  from  foreifrn  lands  shall  be  abridcred  or 
impaired  -  and  in  favor  of  giving  a  full  and  crticient  protection  to  tlic  rights 
of  all  classes  of  citizens,  whether  native  or  naturalized,  both  at  home  and 
abroad. 

15.  That  appropriation*;  hy  ronpress  for  river  and  harbor  improvements 
of  a  national  cliaracter,  required  for  the  accf)niinodati<)n  and  security  of  an 
existing  commerce,  are  authorized  by  the  constitution,  and  justified  by  the 
obligation  of  government  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  its  citizens. 

16.  That  a  railroad  to  the  Pacific  ocean  i?  imperativelv  demanded  by 
the  interests  of  the  whole  coiuuiy  ;  that  the  federal  govcnuiKnt  ought  to 
render  immediate  and  efficient  aid  in  its  construction;  and  that,  as  pre- 
liminary thereto,  a  daily  overland  mail  should  be  promptly  established. 

17.  Finally,  havinei:  thus  set  forth  our  distinrti\-e  principles  and  views, 
we  invite  the  co-operation  of  ail  citizens,  however  diUenng  on  other  ques- 
tions, who  substantially  agree  with  us  in  their  affirmance  and  support. 
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Call  for  tbb  Convention  at  Balthiore,  1864. 

Tlie  uiidcrsiRiKMl,  who,  by  origina!  .ippoinlincnt.  or  subsrqncnt  designa- 
tion to  fiJl  vacancies,  constitute  the  executive  committee  created  by  the 
national  convention  held  at  Chicago  on  the  i6th  day  of  May.  i860,  do  hereby 
call  upon  a!l  qualified  voters  who  desire  the  unconditional  maintenance  of 
the  Union,  the  supremacy^  of  the  constitution,  and  the  complete  suppres- 
sion of  the  existingr  rebellion,  with  the  cause  thereof,  by  vigorous  war  and 
all  apt  and  officitnt  means,  to  send  delegates  (o  a  convention  to  assemble 
at  Baltimore,  on  1  ucsday,  the  7th  day  of  Jtuie,  1864,  at  12  o'clock,  noon, 
for  the  purpose  of  presenting  candidates  for  the  offices  of  President  and 
Vice-President  of  ilie  United  States.  E^icli  slate  having  a  repre-entatirn  in 
congress  will  be  entitled  to  as  many  delegates  as  shall  be  equal  to  twice 
the  number  of  electors  to  which  such  state  is  entitled  in  the  electoral  college 
of  the  United  States.

Platform  Adopted  at  Baltimorb^  1864. 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  highest  duty  of  every  American  citizen  to 

maintain  njzainst  all  their  enemies  the  integrity  of  the  Union  and  the  par- 
amount authority  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States;  and 
that,  laying  aside  all  differences  of  political  opinion,  we  pledge  ourselves, 
as  Union  men,  animated  by  a  common  sentiment,  anrl  aiming  at  a  common 
object,  to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  aid  the  government  in  quelling, 
by  force  of  arms,  the  rebellion  now  raging  against  its  authority,  and  in 
I)ringing  to  the  punishment  due  to  their  crimes  the  rebels  and  traitors  arrayed 
against  it. 

2.  Kcsohcd,  I  iiai  wc  approve  the  determination  of  the  go\  crnment  of 
the  United  States  not  to  compromise  with  the  rdiels,  or  to  offer  them  any 

terms  of  peace,  cxccnt  "^Mch  as  may  be  based  upon  an  unconditional  sur- 
render of  their  ho.stility,  and  a  return  to  their  just  alk-giaiici;  10  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  that  wc  call  upon  the  govern- 
ment to  maintain  this  position,  and  to  prosectttc  t!ie  war  with  tin-  innin-t 
possible  vigor  to  the  complete  suppression  of  the  rcbcilion,  in  lull  reliance 
upon  the  self-sacrilicinsr  patriotism,  the  heroic  valor,  and  the  undying  devo- 
tion of  the  American  people  to  their  country  and  its  free  institutinn<;. 

3.  Resolved,  That  as  slaver;^  was  the  cause  and  now  constitutes  the 
strength  of  this  rebellion,  and  as  it  must  be,  always  and  everywhere,  hostile 

to  the  nriiici])les  of  Ri  jnitilicaii  i^ovcrnmcnt,  ju.stice  and  the  nat'oiial  >afcty 
demand  its  utter  and  complete  extirpation  from  the  soil  of  the  republic; 
and  that,  while  wc  uphold  and  maintain  the  acts  and  proclamations  by  which 

the  government  in  its  own  (UfLUCe  lias  aimed  a  ilcatli-hlow  at  tliis  iritrantic 
evil,  we  arc  in  favor,  furthermore,  of  such  an  amendment  to  the  constitu- 
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tton,  to  be  made  by  the  people  in  conformity  with  its  provisions,  as  shall 
terminate  and  forever  prohibit  the  existence  of  slavery  within  the  limits  or 

the  jurisdiction  of  the  I'nited  States. 

4.  Resoivedp  That  the  thanks  of  the  American  people  are  due  to  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  army  and  navy  who  have  perilled  their  lives  in 

defenci-  fif  tlnir  country  and  in  vimlicaf i<in  of  the  lionor  of  its  fla;::  that 
the  nation  owes  to  them  some  permanent  recognition  of  their  patriotism  and 
their  valor,  and  ample  and  permanent  provision  for  those  of  their  survivors 
who  have  received  disahh'np:  and  honorabU'  wounffs  in  tlu-  service  of  tlie 
country;  and  that  the  memories  of  those  who  have  fallen  in  its  defence  shall 
be  held  in  grateful  and  everiasting  remembrance. 

5.  Resolved.  That  we  approve  and  applaud  the  practical  wisdom,  the 

unselfish  patri<<ti<in.  rind  the  nnsucrviuj?  fidelity  to  the  C'  n>titi!tion  and  the 
principles  of  American  iibcriy  with  which  Abraham  Lincoln  has  discharged, 
mtder  circumstances  of  unparalleled  difficulty,  the  f^reat  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  tile  prc-idcntinl  oftico  :  tliat  \vc  approve  and  endorse,  as  demanded 
by  the  emergency  and  essential  to  tlie  preservation  of  the  nation,  and  as 
within  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  the  measures  and  acts  which  he 
has  adopted  to  defend  the  nation  a^nin^t  itv  nj)en  and  seen  t  fnes :  that  we 
approve,  especially,  the  Proclamation  of  Emancipation,  and  the  cinnloyment 
as  Union  soldiers  of  men  heretofore  held  in  slavery ;  and  that  we  have  full 
confidence  in  h')<  determination  to  carry  these  an<i  all  other  constitutional 
measures  essential  to  the  salvation  of  the  country  into  full  and  complete 
effect 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  essential  to  the  fpeneral  welfare  that  har- 
mony should  prevail  in  the  national  councils;  and  we  reizar<l  as  worthy  (-if 
public  confidence  and  official  trust  those  only^  who  cordially  indorse  the 
principles  proclaimed  in  these  resolutions,  and  which  should  characterize  the 
administration  of  the  government. 

7.  Rcsolird,  That  the  government  owes  to  ail  nun  employed  in  its 
armies,  without  regard  to  distinction  of  color,  the  full  protection  of  the  laws 
of  war,  and  that  any  violation  of  these  laws,  or  of  the  usages  of  civilized 
nations  in  time  of  war.  hy  the  rebels  now  in  arms,  should  be  made  the 
subject  of  prompt  and  inll  redress. 

8.  Resolved.  That  foreign  immigration,  which  in  the  past  has  added 
so  much  to  the  wealth,  development  of  resources,  and  increase  of  power  to 

this  nation. — the  asylum  of  the  oppn-Md  of  all  nations, — should  be  fos- 
tered and  encouraged  by  a  liberal  aiul  just  policy. 

9.  Resolved.  That  we  are  in  favor  of  a  speedy  construction  of  the  rail- 
road to  the  Pacific  const. 

ro.  Resolved.  That  the  national  faith,  pledged  for  the  redemption  of 
the  public  debt,  must  be  kept  inviolate,  and  that  for  this  purpose  wc  recom- 
mend economy  and  rigid  responsibility  in  the  public  expenditures,  and  a 
vigorous  and  just  system  of  taxation;  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  everv  loyal 
state  to  sustain  the  credit  and  promote  the  use  of  the  national  currency. 

II.  Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  position  taken  by  the  ^rovcrnmcnt, 
that  the  people  of  the  United  States  can  never  regard  with  indifference  the 
attempt  of  any  European  power  to  overthrow  by  force  or  to  supplant  bv 
fraud  the  institutions  of  any  republican  government  on  the  Western  Conti- 
nent: and  that  they  will  view-  with  extreme  jealousy,  as  menacing  to  the 
peace  and  indepe  idence  of  their  own  countrj',  the  efforts  of  any  such  power 
to  obtain  new  footholds  for  monarchical  governments,  sustained  by  foreign 
military  force,  in  near  proximity  to  the  United  States. 
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Call  pob  thb  Cokvbntiok  at  Chicago,  1866. 

The  untfersiRncd,  constituting  the  national  committee  designated  by  the 
coiivtiuiuti  held  at  iialtiiiinrc  en  the  7lh  of  June.  1864.  do  appoint  that  a 
convention  of  the  Union  Repubhcan  party  be  held  at  the  city  of  Chicago,  on 
Wednesday,  the  20th  day  of  May  next,  at  12  o'clock  u„  for  Uie  purpose  of 
nominating  candidates  for  the  omoes  of  President  and  Vice-Prestdent  of  the 
United  States. 

Each  state  in  the  United  States  is  authorized  to  be  represented  in  said 

Cdiueiitirn  by  a  number  of  delegates  equal  to  twice  the  number  of  senators 
and  representatives  to  which  each  state  is  entitled  in  the  national  congress. 

We  invite  the  co-operation  of  all  citizens  who  rejoice  that  our  great  civil 
war  has  happily  terminated  in  the  discomfiture  of  rebellion :  who  would  hold 
fast  the  unity  and  integrity  of  the  republic,  and  maintain  its  paramount 
right  to  defend  to  the  utmost  its  existence,  whether  imperilled  by  a  secret 
conspiracy  or  armed  force:  of  an  economical  administration  of  the  public 
expenditures ;  of  the  complete  extirpation  of  the  principles  and  policy  of 
slavery,  and  of  the  speedy  reorganization  of  those  states  whose  governments 
were  destroyed  by  the  rebellion,  and  the  permanent  restoration  to  their 
prf)per  practical  relations  with  the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  true 
principles  of  a  republican  government.

Platform  Adopted  at  Chicago.  1868. 

The  National  Union  Republican  party  of  the  l^nitt  il  Strite«.  a<;<;embled 
in  national  convention,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  on  the  20ih  day  of  May,  1868) 
make  the  following  declaration  of  principles: 

1.  We  cdugratulate  the  country  on  the  :\.^s\\rc<\  success  of  the  recon- 
struction policy  of  congress,  as  evinced  by  the  atiopiion,  in  a  majority  of 
the  states  lately  in  rebellion,  of  constitutions  securing  t  qual  civil  and  political 
rights  to  all.  and  regard  is  as  the  duty  of  the  government  to  -u  tain  those 
constitutions,  and  to  prevent  the  people  of  such  states  from  bcmg  remitted 
to  a  state  of  anarchy  or-  military  rule. 

2.  The  guar  tut)  lv\  congress  of  equal  suffrage  to  all  loyal  men  at  the 
South  wa.'^  demanded  by  every  consideration  of  public  safety,  of  gratitude, 
and  of  justice,  and  must  be  maintained;  while  the  question  ot  suffrage  in 
all  the  loyal  states  properly  belongs  to  the  people  of  those  states. 

.1.  We  denounce  all  forms  of  repudiation  as  a  national  critm  :  an<!  na- 
tional honor  requires  the  payment  of  the  public  indebtedness  in  the  utmost 
good  faith  to  all  creditors  at  home  and  abroad,  not  only  according  to  the  let- 
ter but  the  spirit  of  the  laws  under  which  it  was  contracted. 
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4.  It  is  due  to  the  labor  of  the  nation  that  taxation  should  be  equalucd, 
and  reduced  as  rapidly  as  national  faith  will  permit. 

5.  The  national  debt,  contracted  as  it  has  been  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Union  for  all  time  to  come,  should  be  extended  over  a  fair  period  for 
redemption;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  congress  to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon  whenever  it  can  honestly  be  done. 

6.  That  the  best  policy  to  diminish  our  hurdeii  of  debt  is  to  so  improve 
our  credit  that  capitalists  will  seek  to  loan  us  money  at  lower  rates  of  inter- 
est than  we  now  pay,  and  nmst  continue  to  pay  so  long  as  repudiation,  partial 
or  total,  open  or  covert,  is  threatened  or  suspected. 

7.  The  government  of  the  United  States  should  be  administered  with 
the  strictest  economy;  and  the  corruptions  which  have  been  so  shamefully 
nursed  and  fostered  1^  Andrew  Johnson  call  loudly  for  iradical  reform. 

8.  We  profoundly  deplore  the  untimely  and  tragic  death  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  regret  the  accession  of  Andrew  Johnson  to  the  presidency, 
who  has  acted  treacherously  to  the  people  who  elected  him  and  the  cause 
he  was  pledged  to  support;  has  usurped  high  legislative  and  judicial  func- 
tions ;  has  refused  to  execute  the  laws ;  has  used  his  high  office  to  induce 
other  officers  to  ignore  and  violate  the  laws ;  has  employed  his  executive 
powers  to  render  insecure  the  property,  peace,  liberty,  and  life  of  the  citi- 
zen ;  has  abused  the  pardoning  power ;  has  denounced  the  national  legisla- 
ture as  unconstitutional ;  has  persistently  and  corruptly  resisted,  by  every 
means  in  his  power,  every  proper  attempt  at  the  reconstruction  of  the  States 
lately  in  rebellion ;  has  perverted  the  public  patronage  into  an  engine  of 
wholesale  corruption;  and  has  been  justly  impeached  for  high  crimes  and 
misdemeanors,  and  properly  pronounced  guilty  thereof  by  the  votes  of  thirty* 
five  senators. 

9.  The  doctrine  of  Great  Britain  and  other  European  powers,  that  be- 
cause a  man  is  once  a  subject  he  is  always  so,  must  be  resisted  at  every 
hazard  by  the  United  States,  as  a  relic  of  the  feudal  times,  not  anthori/cd 
by  the  law  of  nations,  and  at  war  with  our  national  honor  and  independence. 
Naturalized  citizens- are  entitled  to  be  protected  in  all  their  rights  of  citizen* 
ship,  n  '111  r.p'i  ihey  were  native  born;  and  no  citi/rn  of  the  I'nitcd  States, 
native  or  naturalized,  must  be  liable  to  arrest  and  imprisonment  by  any  for- 
eign power,  for  acts  done  or  words  spoken  in  this  cotmtry;  and  if  so  arrested 
and  imprisoned,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  government  to  interfere  in  his  behalf. 

10.  Of  all  who  were  faithful  in  the  trials  of  the  late  war,  there  were 
none  entitled  to  more  especial  honor  than  the  brave  soldiers  and  seamen  who 
endured  the  hardships  of  campaign  and  cruise,  and  imperilled  their  lives  in 
the  service  of  the  country.  I  lie  bounties  and  pensions  prrivided  by  law  for 
these  brave  defenders  of  the  nation  are  obligaiiuns  never  to  be  forgotten. 
The  widows  and  orphans  of  the  gallant  dead  are  the  wards  of  the  people,^ 
a  sacred  legacy  bequeathed  to  the  nation's  protecting  care. 

Ti.  We  highly  commend  the  spirit  of  magnanimity  and  forgiveness  with 
which  the  men  who  ha%c  served  liie  rebellion,  but  now  frankly  and  hon- 
estly co-operate  with  us  iii  restoring  the  peace  of  the  country  and  recon- 
structing the  Southern  state  governments  upon  the  basis  of  impartial  jus- 
tice and  equal  rights,  arc  received  back  into  the  communion  of  the  loyal 
people;  and  we  favor  the  removal  of  the  disqualifications  and  restrictions 
imposed  upon  the  late  rtlxls  in  the  same  measure  as  the  spirit  of  disloyalty 
will  die  out,  and  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  loyal  people. 

12.  We  recognize  the  great  principles  laid  down  in  the  immortal  Decla- 
ration of  Independence  as  the  true  foundation  of  democratic  pivcrnmcnt ; 
and  we  hail  with  gladness  every  effort  towards  making  these  principles  a  liv- 
ing reality  on  every  inch  of  American  soil. 
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13.  Foreign  tmtniimtion,  which  in  the  past  has  added  so  much  to  the 

wealth,  development  of  resources,  and  increase  of  power  to  this  nation,— 
the  asylum  of  the  oppressed  of  all  nations, — should  be  fostered  and  encour- 
aged by  a  liberal  and  just  policy. 

14.  This  convention  declares  its  sympathy  with  alT  the  oppressed  peo- 
ples which  are  struggling  for  their  rights. 


Call  for  the  Convention  at  PuaAOKLPHiA^  1872. 

The  nndcrsigned,  constituting  the  National  Committee  designated  by 
the  conventipn  held  at  Chicago  on  the  20th  of  May,  1868,  hereby  call  a  con- 
vention of  the  Union  Republican  party,  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  5th  day  of  June  next,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  for  the  pur^iose  of  nom- 
inating candidates  for  the  offices  of  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States. 

Each  state  is  authorized  to  be  represented  in  the  convention  by  dele- 
gates equal  to  twice  the  number  of  senators  and  representatives  to  which  it 
will  be  entitled  in  the  next  national  congress,  and  each  organized  territory 
is  ^uthori/i'd  to  .send  two  delegates. 

In  calling  this  convention,  the  committee  remind  the  country  that  the 
pramises  of  the  Union  Republican  Convention  of  1868  have  been  fulfilled. 
The  states  lately  in  rebellion  have  been  re^^tored  to  their  former  relations 
to  the  government.  The  laws  of  the  country  have  been  faithfully  executed, 
public  faith  has  been  preserved,  and  the  national  credit  firmly  established. 
Govcrnnun'al  eci  noniy  lias  be'-n  illustrated  by  the  reduction  at  the  same 
time  of  the  public  debt  and  of  taxation;  and  the  funding  of  the  national 
debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  has  been  successfully  inaugurated.  The 
rights  of  naturalized  citizens  have  been  protected  by  treaties,  and  immigra- 
tion encouraged  by  liberal  provisions.  Ihe  defenders  of  the  Union  have 
been  gratefully  remembered,  and  the  risrhts  and  interests  of  labor  rcog- 
ni/cd.  Laws  have  been  enacted,  and  are  being  enforced,  for  the  protect'on  of 
persons  and  property  in  all  sections.  Equal  suffrage  has  been  engrafted  on 
the  national  constittttion,  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  American  citi- 
zenship have  bee  nie  a  jiart  of  ibe  orgaiu'c  law,  and  a  liberal  policy  has  been 
adopted  toward  all  who  engaged  in  the  rebellion.  Complications  in  foreign 
relations  have  been  adjusted  in  the  interest  of  peace  throughout  the  world, 
while  the  national  honor  has  been  maintained.  Corruption  lias  been  exposed, 
offenders  punished,  responsibility  enforced,  safeguards  established,  and  now. 
as  heretofore,  the  Republican  party  stands  pledged  to  correct  all  abuses  and 
carry  out  all  reforms  necessary  to  1  iitain  the  purity  and  efficiency  of  the 
public  service.  To  continue  and  hrmly  establish  its  fundamental  principles, 
we  invite  the  co-operation  of  all  the  cftisens  of  the  United  States.

Platfokm  Adopted  at  FhiladelpuiA;,  1872. 


The  Republican  party  of  the  United  States,  assembled  in  national  con- 
vention in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  5th  and  6th  days  of  ^une,  1872. 
again  declares  its  faith,  appeals  to  its  history,  and  announces  its  position 
upon  the  questions  before  the  country. 

1.  During  eleven  year<;  of  sTiprctnacy,  it  has  accepted  with  prnnd  conrasre 
the  solemn  duties  of  the  time.  It  suppressed  a  gigantic  rebellion,  emanci- 
pated four  millions  of  slaves,  decreed  the  equal  citizenship  of  all,  and  estab- 
lished universal  suffrage.  Exliihititi?  unparalleled  magnanimity,  it  crimi- 
nally punished  no  man  for  polilical  otTences,  aiul  warmly  vvcicuincti  all  who 
proved  loyalty  by  obeying  the  laws,  and  dealing  justly  with  their  neighbors. 
It  has  steadily  decreased  with  a  firm  hand  the  resultant  di -orders  of  a  great 
war,  and  initiated  a  wise  and  htmiane  policy  towards  the  Indians.  The  Pa- 
cific Railroad  and  similar  vast  (^^nterprises  have  been  generously  aided  and 
successfully  conducted,  the  jiublic  lands  freely  given  to  actual  settler^,  immi- 
gration protected  and  encouraged,  and  a  full  acknowledgment  of  ilie  natur- 
alized citizen's  rights  secured  from  European  powers.  A  uniform  national 
curn'ficy  has  been  provided,  repudiation  frowned  down,  the  national  credit 
sustained  under  the  most  extraordinary  burdens,  and  new  bonds  negotiated 
at  lower  rates.  The  revenues  have  been  carefully  collected  and  honestly 
applied.  Despite  large  annual  reductions  "f  the  rates  of  taxation,  the  pnhlic 
dcl)t  has  heen  reduced  during  General  Grant's  presidency  at  the  rale  of  a 
hundred  millions  a  year,  great  financial  crimes  have  been  avoided,  and  peace 
and  pli'tity  prevail  throughout  the  land.  Menacing  foreign  dilTirtdtics  have 
been  peacefully  and  honorably  composed,  and  the  honor  and  power  of  the 
nation  kept  in  high  respect  throughout  the  world.  This  glorious  record  of 
the  pa=t  i<^  thp  party's  be«:f  pledge  for  the  future.  We  I)elie\e  tiie  peojde 
will  not  entrust  the  government  to  any  party  or  combination  of  men  com- 
posed chiefly  of  those  who  have  resisted  every  step  of  this  beneficent  prog- 
ress. 

2.  The  recent  amendments  to  the  national  constitution  should  be  cor- 
dially sustained  becanse  they  are  right. — not  merely  tolerated  because  they 

are  law?,— and  sh  i.ild  li-  -arried  out  according  to  their  spirit  liy  aitpropri- 
ate  legislation,  the  enforcement  of  which  can  safely  be  entrusted  only  to  the 
party  that  secured  those  amendments. 

Comidete  liberty  and  exact  equality  in  the  enjoyment  of  all  civil, 
politie.il.  and  public  right-  slinuld  he  e-trddi-hed  ai.d  cffectualfy  maintained 
throughout  the  Union  by  efficient  and  appropriate  state  and  federal  legisla- 
tion. Neither  the  law  nor  its  administration  should  admit  any  discrimina- 
tion in  rc'^pcct  of  citizens  by  reason  of  race,  creed,  color,  or  previous  con- 
dition of  servitude. 

4.  The  national  government  should  seek  to  maintain  honorable  peace 

with  all  nations,  protecting  it>  citizens  everywhere,  and  sympathizing  with 
all  peoples  who  strive  for  greater  liberty. 

5.  Any  system  of  the  civil  service,  under  which  the  subordinate  posi- 
tions of  the  government  arc  considettd  rewards  for  mere  party  zeal,  is  fatally 
demoralizing,  and  we  therefore  favor  a  reform  of  the  system  by  laws  which 
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shall  abolish  the  evils  of  patronage,  and  make  honesty,  efficiency,  and  &Ie1- 
ity  the  essential  qualifications  for  public  positions,  without  practically  creat- 
ing a  life-tenure  of  o&ce. 

6.  We  are  opposed  to  further  grants  of  the  public  lands  to  corpora** 
lions  and  ttionoiuilics,  and  demand  that  the  national  domain  be  set  apart  for 

free  honus  for  the  people. 

7.  riic  annual  revenue,  after  paying  current  expenditures,  pensions,  and 
the  iiiurcst  on  the  public  debt,  should  furnish  a  moderate  balance  for  the 
reduction  of  the  prmcipal.  and  that  revenue,  except  so  mtich  as  may  be 
derived  from  a  tax  upon  tobacco  and  liquors,  should  l>c  raised  by  duties  upon 
importations,  the  details  of  which  should  be  so  adjusted  as  to  aid  in  secur- 
inp  remunerative  wapc;  to  labor,  and  tO  promote  the  industries^  prosperity^ 
and  growth  of  the  whole  counirj'. 

8.  We  hold  in  undying  honor  the  soldiers  and  sailors  whose  valor  saved 

the  Union.  Their  pensions  are  a  sacred  debt  of  the  nation,  and  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  those  who  died  for  their  country  arc  entitled  to  the  care  of 
a  generous  and  grateful  people.  We  favor  such  additional  legislation  as 
will  extend  the  bounty  of  the  government  to  all  our  soldiers  and  sailors 
who  were  honorably  discharged,  and  who,  in  the  line  of  duty,  became  dis- 
abled, without  regard  to  the  length  of  service  or  the  cause  of  such  discharge. 

9.  "fhe  doctrine  of  Great  Britain  and  other  European  powers  concern- 
ing allegiance — "once  a  subject  always  a  subject" — havinp  at  last,  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Republican  party,  been  abandoned,  and  the  American 
idea  of  the  individual's  right  tn  transfer  allegiance  having  been  accepted  by 
European  nations,  it  is  the  duty  of  our  povernment  to  ptinrd  with  jcaIouf5 
care  the  rights  of  adopted  citi^cns  against  the  assumption  of  unauthorized 
claims  by  their  former  governments;  and  we  urge  continued  careful  encour- 
agement and  protection  of  voluntary  immigration. 

10.  The  franking  privilege  ought  to  be  abolished,  and  the  way  pre- 
pared for  a  speedy  reduction  in  the  rates  of  postage. 

11.  Among  the  questions  which  press  for  attention  is  that  which  con- 
cern": ilu-  relations  of  capital  and  labor;  and  the  Republican  party  rccopnires 
the  duty  of  so  shaping  legislation  as  to  secure  full  protection  and  the  amplest 
field  for  capital, — and  for  labor^  the  creator  of  capital,  the  largest  opportune 
itics  and  a  just  share  of  the  mutual  profits  of  these  two  great  servants  of 
civilization. 

12.  We  hold  that  congress  and  the  President  have  only  fulfilled  an 
imperative  duty  in  their  measures  for  the  suppre^-'^ion  of  violent  and  treason- 
able organizations  in  certain  lately  rebellious  regions,  and  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  ballot-box,  and  therefore  they  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
nation. 

13.  We  denounce  repudiation  of  the  public  debt,  in  any  form  or  dis- 
guise, as  a  national  crime.  We  witness  with  pride  the  reduction  of  the 
principal  of  the  debt,  and  of  the  rates  of  interest  upon  the  balance,  and  con- 
fidently expect  that  our  excellent  national  currency  will  be  perfected  by  a 
speedy  resumption  of  specie  payment. 

14.  The  Republican  party  is  mindful  of  its  obligations  to  the  loyal 
women  of  America  f<:ir  tlieir  noMe  devotion  to  the  cause  of  freedom.  Their 
admission  to  wider  tields  of  usefulness  is  viewed  with  satisfaction,  and  the 
honest  demand  of  any  class  of  citizens  for  additional  rights  should  be  treated 
with  respectful  consideration. 

15.  We  heartily  approve  the  action  of  congress  in  extending  amnesty 
to  those  lately  in  rebellion,  and  rejoice  in  the  growth  of  peace  and  fratonal 
feeling  throughout  the  land. 

16.  The  Republican  party  pmpDsc;  to  respect  the  riphts  reserved  by 
the  people  to  themselves,  as  carefully  as  the  powers  delegated  by  them  to  the 
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state  and  to  the  federal  government.  It  disapproves  of  the  resort  to  uncon- 
stitutional laws  for  the  purpose  o£  removing  evil,  by  interference  with  rights 
not  surrendered  by  the  people  to  either  the  state  or  national  government. 

17.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  general  government  to  adopt  such  measures  as 
may  tend  to  encourage  and  restore  American  commerce  and  shipbuilding, 

18.  We  believe  that  the  modest  patriotism,  the  earnest  purpose,  the  sound 
judgment,  the  practical  wisdom,  the  incorruptible  integrity,  and  the  illus- 
trious services  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  have  commended  him  to  tlie  heart  of  tlie 
American  people,  and  with  him  at  our  head  we  start  to-day  upon  a  new 
march  to  victory. 

19.  Henry  Wilson,  nominated  for  the  Vice- Presidency,  known  to  the 
whole  land  from  the  early  days  of  the  great  struggle  for  liberty  a*;  an  inde- 
fatigable laborer  in  all  campaigns,  an  incorruptible  legislator,  and  a  repre- 
sentative man  of  American  institutions,  is  worthy  to  associate  with  our  great 
leader,  and  sharc  the  honors  which  we  pledge  our  best  efforts  to  bestow 
upon  them.

system  is  the  nursery  of  American  liberty,  and  should  be  maintained  abso- 
liUely  free  from  sectarian  control;  who  believe  th.it,  for  the  promption  of 
these  ends,  the  direction  of^the  government  should  continue  to  be  confided  to 
those  who  adhere  to  the  principles  of  1776.  and  support  them  as  incorporated 
in  the  constituti'm  and  the  lav^;  and  who  are  in  favor  fif  recogni/ing  and 
Strengthening  the  fundamental  principle  of  national  unity  in  this  centennial 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the  republic

FROCEEDINGS. 

First  Day— Webubsday,  June  2,  i88o. 

The  Rbpubucan  National  Convention  assembled  in  Exhibition  Hall, 
Chicago,  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  of  this  day,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Hon. 
J.  Donald  Cameron,  Chairman  of  the  Republican  National  Committee,  who 
announced  that  Rev.  Dr.  Kittredge,  of  Chicago,  would  open  the  proceedmgs 

wjth  prayer. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kittredgc  then  oticred  the  following 

PRAYER. 

Le$  US  unite  in  prayer:  Our  Father  in  Heaven,  we  thank  Thee  that  at 
the  opening  of  this  Convention  we  can  unite  our  hearts  at  the  mercy  seat  and 
seek  Thy  blessing.  We  thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast  promised  to  hear  those 

who  come  to  Thee  with  penitent,  believing  hearts.  And  so  wilt  Thou  pardon 
us  all  onr  sins  as  we  bow  before  Thee,  and  wilt  Thou  give  us  such  a  blessed 
mighty  faith  in  Thee  that  our  prayer  shall  bring  down  a  blessing  from  Th> 
love.  We  thank  Thee  this  morning  for  the  unity  of  our  hearts  in  Thy  Father- 
hood. We  thank  Thee,  gathered  as^we  are  from  so  many  different  homes, 
so  many, States,  with  so  many  diftercnt  experiences  and  different  views,  that, 
as  we  look  up  into  Thy  face,  we  lose  sight  df  all  tliese  differences  as  wc  call 
Thee  "Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,"  Wc  thank  Thee  tlii.s  morning  for  all 
Thy  blessings  to  our  dear  land;  that,  as  Thou  didst  lead  Thine  Israel  of  old, 
and  didst  go  before  them  in  the  cloud  by  day  and  in  the  pillar  of  fire  by  night, 
so  Thou  hast  led  our  Nation  during  these  many  years,  and  though  Thou  hast 
led  us  as  Thou  didst  Thine  Israel  through  the  Red  Sea  of  blood,  and  through 
•he  wilderness  of  sorrow;  we  thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast  never  left  us.  We 
thank  Thee  that  Thy  discipline  has  purified  us.  We  thank  Thee  this  morning 
that  we  are  a  united  Nation— one  Nation  in  Ipve  one  to  the  other.  We  thank 
Thee,  Heavenly  Father,  for  the  names  and  the  memories  that  are  so  sacred 
to  us  to-day;  for  that  name  of  Washington,  for  that  name  of  Lincoln,  and  for 
all  the  memories  of  grttt  and  good  men  through  whom  Thou  hast  blessed 
our  country. 

And  now  we  come  to  Thee  this  morninpr  because  Thou  art  an  unchan)?c- 
able  God,  because  Thou  art  our  God,  as  Thou  wast  our  father's  God.  We

Slate,  every  city  and  town,  and  every  home.  We  thank  i  hee  for  ail  that  Thou 
hast  accomplished  for  the  strength  and  the  beauty  of  our  country  through  that 
party  whose  representatives  meet  here  to-day.  We  thank  Thee  for  the  chains 
of  bondage  that  are  forever  broken.  Wc  thapk  Thee  fpr  re-united  States. 
\Vc  thank  Thee  for  the  principles  of  justice,  and  equality,  and  righteottsness 
which  underlie  the  foundations  of  our  Government.

Be  as  a  wall  of  fire  about 
gur  homes,  and  may  we  be  re  united  again  to  the  dear  ones  from  whom  we 
are  absent  Hear  this  our  prayer.  Bless  us;  bless  this  whole  land.  God  of 
our  fothers,  may  Thy  blessing  ever  go  before  us,  and  at  last  wilt  Thou  gather 
us  all  into  the  Father's  house,  where  they  never  ro  out»  and  where  love,  and 
truth,  and  friendship  are  perfect.  We  ask  it  all  in  the  name  of  our  blessed 
Redeemer.  Amen.

AnmESS  OP  THE  CHAIKMAN  OP  THE  NATIONAL  OOICMITTEE. 

Mr.  Cameron  then  delivered  the  following  opening  address: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Conz  etitton:  I  ask  your  attention  for  a  single  ni  'intnt. 
During  the  canvass  just  ended  there  has  been  manifested  in  many  sections 
of  the  country  considerable  bitterness,  which,  I  trust,  will  entirely  disappear 

before  we  enter  upon  the  grave  duties  devolved  upon  u>.  Let  there  be  but 
one  motive  governing  our  action,  and  let  that  be  a  determination  to  place  in 
nomination  the  strongest  possible  candidates — men  strong;  in  themselves,  men 

stront?  in  the  confidence  and  afTections  of  the  people,  and  men  who  will  corTi- 
mand  the  respect  of  the  civilized  world.  Our  country,  of  which  we  are  justly 
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proud,  has  pmwn  so  rapidly  in  populnfion.  wealth  and  influence  during  the 
existence  of  ihe  Republican  iiarty,  that  wc  have  attained  a  position  as  one  of 
the  leading  powers  of  the  world ;  and  we  can  no  longer  be  satisfied  with  our 
isolation.  Frcoenizing  thv  changed  condition,  we  must  place  in  position  men 
whose  famUianty  with  other  nationas  will  enable  them  to  direct  our  affairs 
so  that  we  will  take  the  lead  in  commerce,  as  we  have  in  agriculture  and  in 
manufactures.  Do  not  for  a  moment  (ioubt  the  strength  of  our  institutions. 
They  have  been  tried  in  blood  and  have  come  through  the  contest  better, 
stronger,  and  purer  than  the  most  ardent  patriot  had  dared  to  hope.  No 
combinatii  n  of  circum<?tances,  no  coterie  of  individiKils,  no  personal  aml.ition, 
can  tvtr  prevail  against  the  intelligence  and  inborn  love  of  liberty  which  are 
implanted  in  the  hearts  of  Americans.  When  the  nominations  are  made  and 
the  Convention  has  completed  its  work,  let  there  he  but  one  sentiment  animat- 
ing all  earnest,  sincere,  and  unscliish  Republicans,  and  let  that  be  that  each 
shall  vie  with  the  other  in  carrying  our  grand  old  party  through  the  coming 
contest  to  victory. 

I  have  been  instructed  by  the  Republican  National  Committee  to  place  in 
nomination  as  Temporary  Chairman.

Mr.  CauBROn.  C/V«//i'mt'M  uf  the  Convention:  I  have  the  great  pleasure 
of  introducing  to  you  the  Honorable  George  F.  Hoar,  of  Massachusetts. 

Atnutess  OF  the  tekfcmiary  chairuak. 
On  taking  the  chair,  Mr.  Hoar  said: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  Acc^t  my  thanks  for  this  distinguished 
mark  of  your  confidence. 

The  framers  of  the  Constttntion  expected  that  the  President  would  be 

chosen  by  Electors,  wlio  were  to  as^enifile  in  their  respective  States,  and,  on 
coasultalion  with  each  other,  cast  their  ballots  for  a  Chief  Magistmte.  In 
case  of  failure  by  the  Electors,  the  House  of  Representatives,  voting  l^y  States, 
were  to  make  choice  from  the  four  who  had  the  highest  number  of  voles  in 
the  Electoral  College.  So  far  from  direct  popular  action  did  the  Constitution 
remove  the  choice  of  an  Executive.  But  the  people,  by  the  customs  they  have 
cstahlivhed,  have  baffled  the  exi>ectatioii  of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution 
The  Elector  to-day  is  but  a  scribe.  The  <^"'Mivcntions  of  the  great  political 
parties  designate  each  a  man  for  whom  the  pt..  pie  vote  directly  through  their 
agents,  the  Presidential  Electors,  and  to  a  choice  between  whom  they  are 
practically  restricted.  The  function  of  this  Convention,  therefore,  is  to  n.nmc 
one  of  two  men  from  whom  the  people  of  the  United  Stales  arc  to  select  their 
President.  If  it  perform  its  duties  wisely,  fearlessly,  and  freely,  it  is  to  name 
the  man  whom  the  people  will  make  their  Prcsi<lent.  Your  term  of  office  is 
but  brief ;  but  scarcely  auy  duty  is  intrusted  to  the  most  honored  citizens  of 
the  Republic  which,  in  dignity,  m  authority,  in  far-reaching  public  importance, 
equals  this 

It  is  twenty  years  since  the  Republican  Convention  met  in  this  city,  and 
after  a  stormy  but  friendly  contest,  put  in  nomination  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Hantn'bal  HamHn.  Lincoln  has  gone  to  lii«:  rest.  Hi<?  companion  upon  the 
ticket,  in  fresh  and  vigorous  age,  is  present  with  us  to-day,  to  give  couiLsel 
from  the  stores  of  an  experience  gathered  from  a  life  of  honorable  public  ser- 
vice. Lincoln  has  gone  to  his  rest.  Douglas  and  Brcckenridge,  his  two  com- 
petitors for  the  great  office  of  the  Presidency,  sleep  by  his  side.  But. 
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the  parties  which  confronted,  each  ether  thrn.  confront  each  other  now,  un- 
changed in  purpose,  in  umpcr.  and  in  character.  The  Democratic  party  was 
ruled  then,  as  now.  by  the  Sr-uth.  The  single  purpose  of  its  being  was  to  give 
politicnl  supremacy  to  the  olicarrlr^  of  the  South,  and  office,  without  influence^ 
to  their  subservient  Northern  allies. 

In  the  pursuit  of  that  end,  every  great  public  interest  was  sacrificed  or 
disregarded.  Expending  little  for  public  improvements,  either  on  the  coast 
or  on  inland  river  or  lake,  in  i860  the  credit  of  the  Nation  was  poor,  its  irca- 
suiy  empty,  its  six  per  cent,  bonds  below  par  Our  unprotected  manufac- 
tures contended  at  fearful  odds  with  the  pnnper  labor  of  Europe,  on  whose 
workshops  we  depended  for  a  large  poriion  oi  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of 
life.  Our  little  navy  was  scattered  over  the  four  quarters  of  the  globe.  Poor 
millions  of  onr  conntn,*mcn  were  in  hopeless  bondaj?e.  To  them  every  new 
State,  as  it  took  its  place  in  the  great  family,  but  added  a  new  dungeon  to  their 
gloomy  prison-house. 

At  last,  as  the  Democratic  party  let  po  its  hold  on  power,  the  National 
flag  itself  seemed  about  to  be  folded  and  laid  aside,  to  be  regarded  thence- 
forth as  a  miserable  symbol  of  the  futility  and  folly  of  the  last  great  experi^ 
ment  of  self-povcrnment.  The  Democratic  party  confronts  us  to-day,  as  I 
said,  unchanged  in  purpose,  in  temper,  and  in  character.  United  in  nothing 
else,  proposing  no  other  measure  of  policy,  it  wages  its  warfare  upon  the  safe- 
guards which  the  Nation  has  thrown  around  the  purity  of  its  elections.  It 
can  see  nothing  else  of  evil  except  that  a  freeman  should  cast  a  Jrcc  vote  under 
the  protection  of  the  National  authority.  •  * 

In  I  iiisiana  and  Mi'^'^issijjpi  it  is  the  accomplice  of  the  White  League  and 
the  Ku-Kiux.  In  South  Carolina  it  takes  the  honest  ballot  from  the  box,  and 
stuffs  tissue  ballots  in  its  place.  In  New  York  it  issues  fraudulent  naturaliza* 
tion  paper-,  three  score  tliousand  in  number.  In  Maine  its  ambitious  larceny 
tries  to  pilfer  a  whole  State  Government  at  once.  In  Delaware  it  stands  com- 
placently by  the  whipping-post.  As  in  war  it  found  in  the  Constitution  noth- 
mg  wliich  ciudd  prc-tect  the  National  life.  «o  i:i  \>r:icr  il  fmds  nothing  there 
which  can  pmtect  the  National  honor.  Can  vou  find  in  the  history  of  the 
Democratic  party  for  sixteen  years  anything  that  it  has  either  dime  or  tried 
to  do.  except  to' break  down  the  legal  safeguards  which  make  free  electiont 
possible  ? 

My  friends,  the  Republican  party  has  no  such  miserable  history.  It  tells 
you  of  rehelli'  II  subdued;  nf  slaves  freed:  of  ereat  public  ways  constructed; 
jnf  rivers  and  harbors  opened  to  commerce;  of  homestead  laws  for  the  set- 
tlers; of  treaties  protectmg  the  rights  of  our  naturalized  citizens  abroad;  of  • 
public  credit  re-established;  of  debt  diminished;  of  sound  currency  restored; 
of  a  flag  floating  everywhere,  honored  and  respected,  over  peaceful  seas  and 
welcomed  everywhere  in  friendly  ports. 

But  not  for  these  things  alone  does  the  Republican  party  challenge  your 
respect  or  demand  yonr  confidence.  Natiot.al  wealth  may  exist,  manufactures 
may  flourish,  commerce  may  increase,  in  a  nation  whose  people  arc  degraded 
and  enslaved.  The  kejrnote  of  every  Republican  platform,  the  principle  of 
even.'  Republican  union,  is  foimd  in  its  respect  for  the  dignity  of  the  individ- 
ual man.  Until  that  becomes  the  pervading  principle  of  the  Republic,  from 
Canada  to  the  Gulf,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  our  mission  is  not  ended. 
The  Republic  lives,  the  Republican  party  lives,  but  for  this:  That  every  man 
within  our  borders  may  dwell  secure  in  a  happy  home,  may  cast  and  have 
counted  his  equal  vote,  and  may  send  his  child  at  the  public  charge  to  a  free 
school. 

Until  the<;e  thsngs  come  to  pass,  the  mission  of  our  party  is  not  accom- 
plished, nor  is  its  conflict  with  its  ancient  adversary  ended. 

My  friends",  1  thank  you  again  for  this  distinguished  mark  of  your  confi- 
dence, which  I  will  endeavor  to  merit  by  performing  the  duties  of  the  Chair 
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during  the  brief  space  in  which  T  shall  fill  it.  without  respect  of  person  or  of 
desire  among  the  delegates  of  this  Convention, 

The  National  Executive  ComtnitUe  have  instructed  the  Chair  to  propose

Mr.  FkY^  of  Maine.  I  notice  that  in  the  call  the  Territory  of  Utah  was 
emitted.  T  know  of  no  rcn^^on  at  all  for  its  omission,  and  I  therefore  move 
that  the  Territory  be  called. 

The  Chair.m.\n.  Let  the  Territory  be  called,  as  of  course,  unless  some 
objection  be  made. 

Mr.  CoNKUNG,  of  New  York.  There  is  objection,  Mr.  Chairman. 
The  Chairman.  It  is  moved  by  the  gentleman  from  Maine  that  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Utah  be  called. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  I  rise  to  a  question  of  order. 

The  Chairman.   The  gentleman  will  state  his  question  of  order. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNC.  It  is  this;  the  National  Comniittee,  through  its  proper 
organ,  prepared  and  presented  a  roll  on  which,  as  I  am  informed,  the  State  of 
Louisiana/ for  one,  was  omitted.  The  Territory  of  Utah,  because  of  a  contest, 
was  omitted.  The  resolution  under  wliicli  the  Convention  has  acted  wa» 
based  on  that  roll,  and  it  has  been  called ;  and  I  submit  that  it  is  not  in  order, 
after  the  cxcctitton  of  that  resolution,  to  move  either  that  Utah  or  Louisiana, 
or  any  other  Slate  or  Territory  omitted,  now  be  placed  upon  the  roll.  I  have 
no  right,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  speak  of  the  merits,  but.  whenever  a  motion  in 
respect  to  Utah  is  in  order^  I  beg  to  be  heard  upon  the  merits  of  that  con- 
troversy. 

The  Chairman.  The  Chnir  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  roll  referred  to  in 
the  re-ri!\e  which  Iin-  hecn  adopted  by  the  Convention  is  the  ridl  prepared 
by  the  National  Comnutlce,  and  that  the  order  of  the  Convention  embraced  in 
that^resolotion  has  been  executed ;  but  the  Chair  cannot  hold  as  a  matter  of 
order  that  it  is  out  of  order  to  now  move  to  call  another  Territory. 

Mr.  CoNKi.iNG.  W'ill  the  Chair  allow  me  to  say  a  word?  I  inquire  of 
the  Chair  whether  it  is  in  order  for  mc  to  amend  the  motion  by  adding  as 
well,  the  State  of  Louisiana? 
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'Ihe  Chairman.  Undoubtedly. 

Mr.  CbKEUKG.  I  do  not  make  that  motion^  nor  do  I  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  Chair,  trat,  with  great  respect  to  the  Chair,  I  beg  to  say  that, 
like  many  delegates  around  me,  we  understood,  in  voting  for  the  resolution 
of  the  gentleman  froni  Maine,  that  the  Convention  and  all  concerned  were 
to  stand  to  and  abide  hy  the  asreed-on  roll. 

The  CuAikMAN.    The  question  is  on  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Fitve,  of  Maine.  Beinjir  a  member  of  the  National  Committee,  and 
having  taken  part  in  all  of  the  proceedings  of  that  committee  since  we  have 
been  in  session  in  this  city.  I  desire  to  say  to  the  Convention  and  to  the  gen- 
tlcmnn  from  Xew  "^'ork,  that  it  was  agreed  by  that  coinmittcc  that  Utah

Mr.  Tox-.A.v,  of  Illinois.   I  desire  to  oflfer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  'l  hat  the  Committee  on  the  Distribution  of  Tickets  is  hereby 
instructed  to  furnish  each  day  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Veteran  Soldiers'  As- 
sociation, five  hundred  tickets  of  admission  for  distribution  among  the  vet- 
eran Union  soldiers. 

I  desire  to  say  one  word,  sir,  in  reference  to  that  resolution.  The  veter- 
ans have  had  a  meeting  in  the  ci^  of  Chicago,  and  are  here  and  have  expect- 
ed that  at  least  they  would  be  treated  as  they  have  been  in  former  National 
Conventions,  in  1808,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  1  was  Chairman  of  the  Veteran 
Association,  and  marched  into  the  National  Convention  at  the  head  of  these 
veterans,  and  that  by  the  invitation  of  the  National  Republican  Convention. 
Application  was  made  to  the  National  Committee  for  their  admission  to  this 
Republican  Convention,  and  I  am  told— however,  not  being  a  member  of 
that  committee,  T  cannot  vouch  for  the  truth  of  the  statement — that  it  was 
voted  down  in  that  committee.  If  that  be  true,  I  ask  this  Convention  to  do 
for  them  that  justice  which  has  been  done  by  every  other  Ctmvention  where 
the  application  has  been  made.  On  looking  .irnund  and  observing  scats  unoc- 
cupied aM  day  to-day,  I  ask  what  Republican  will  say  that  the  veteran  sol- 
diers, many  of  them  wearing  wooden  legs — ^the  men  that  saved  your  Natimv*— 
should  nr,t  be  furnlslu-d  with  tickets  of  admis^ioti  to  this  Convention?  T'-tc 
are  a^iiong  them  veteran  soldiers  who  support  each  and  every  candidate  whose 
nam^  will  be  presented  here.  It  is  not  for  that  that  I  ask  their  admission; 
but  It  is  that  these  men.  who  in  time  of  trial  went  forth  and  saved  their 
country,  nine-tenths  of  whom  arc  Republicans,  should  not  be  denied  their 
rights. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  <lo  not  wish  to  complain,  nor  do  I  complain,  of  the 
National  Committee,  but,  sir,  this  morning  when  I  entered  this  Convention, 
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although  a  delegate-at-large  from  Illinois,  I  had  to  enter  it  without  a  ticket 
of  admission  as  a  delegate,  excepting  a  provisional  ticket  given  me  by  a  man 
appointed  by  that  committee.  I  went  to  every  member  of  diat  eommtttee 
whom  I  could  find,  and  they  finally  said  that  they  gave  no  such  instructions. 
No  man  questioning  my  right  to  a  seat  in  this  hall,  I  was  not  permitted  to 
enter  this  hall  with  a  delegate's  tidcet.  I  entered  with  a  ticket  signed  by 
James  P.  Root.  Now,  sir,  I  do  not  say  this  by  way  of  complaint:  T  am  here; 
but  I  want  to  see  admitted  these  men  that  have  asked  this  committee  to  be 
permitted  to  look  upon  the  Convention.  They  do  not  desire  to  come  here 
to  make  a  noise.  Ihcy  do  not  desire  to  come  here  to  cheer  for  any  man, 
but  ask  merely  that  they  may  be  permitted,  as  men  who  have  served  their 
country  faithfully,  to  look  upon  this  Convention  that  nominates  the  candidate 
for  whom  they  are  asked  to  vote. 

Mr.  Kti.patrick,  of  New  Jersey.  I  desire  to  say  just  one  word.  With 
all  my  heart  I  second  the  resolution  of  the  Rentlcman  from  Illinois.  The 
men  lor  whom  he  pleads  here  to-day  were. my  constant  and  well  loved  com- 
panions on  many  a  bloody  battlefield  I  do  not  care  whom  they  may  &vor  in 
this  Convention,  they  have  a  right  to  be  here  to  look  upon  it.  There  are 
men  who  have  received  tickets  to  this  Convention  from  their  friends  who 
do  not  pretend  to  have  done  what  these  brave  soldiers  did,  not  only  for  the 
grand  old  Republican  party  of  the  Nation,  but  for  the  Nation  itself.  I  will 
never  turn  mv  back  upon  a  soldier,  no  matter  for  whom  he  votes  or  whom  he 
may  favor  in  this  Convention.

Mr.  CoNKUNC,  of  New  York.  (The  hour  being  3  p.  m.]  Mr.  Chairman: 
There  are  now  four  Committees  of  the  Convention  absent  to  commence  their 
duties.  It  is  possible  that  one  or  two  of  these  Committees  might  be  able  to 

report  in  season  for  an  evening  session,  but  the  others  cannot  be  able  to  re- 
port before  to-morrow  morning:.  Until  reports  arc  received  from  all  these 
Conmiiitees,  more  especially  from  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Con- 
tested Seats,  no  business  can  well  proceed  in  the  Convention.  Iherctore,  at 
the  suggestion  of  a  number  of  delates,  and  in  accordance  with  my  own 
judgment,  I  suggest  that  our  convenience  would  be  omsulted,  and  that  prob- 
ably we  should  conclude  our  labors  sooner,  were  we  now  to  adjourn  to  a  con- 
venient hour  in  the  morning:.

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Mr.  Hale,  of  Maine.    Mr.  Chairman  

Mr.  CoMKLiiiG.  I  withdraw  the  motion  for  a  moment  to  hear  any  sug* 
gestion. 

Mr.  Haia  I  only  rise  to  say  tfiat  it  seems  to  me  that  the  proposition  made 
by  the  goitteman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Conkling)  is  one  that  does  accord 
with  the  condition  of  the  business  before  this  Convention.   If  we  had  an 

evening  se<5sion.  not  more  than  one,  or  possil)ly  two,  of  the  Committee?,  upon 
whose  reports  probably  no  division  would  arise,  could  report.  It  would  only 
be  the  bringing  of  delegates  here  for  a  brief  time,  and  for  business  that  could 
be  as  wdl  aocomplished  in  the  early  hours  of  to-morrow  morning,  and  I 
hope  that  the  suggestion  embodied  in  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  New 
York,  will  now  prevail,  and  tiiat  the  Committees  may  have  full  scope  to.  work 
from  now  until  to-morrow  ^orninp. 

Mr.  Conkling.   I  now  renew  my  motion.

Dr.  Noble  offered  the  following

Seats  and  Credentials  is  ready  to  report? 

The  Cbaibman.  The  Chair  has  no  authentic  information  on  that  subject, 
but  has  been  told  by  some  persons  who  claimed  to  know,  that  that  Commit- 
tee would  not  be  likely  to  be  ready  for  several  hours. 
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Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  May  I  inquire  of  the  Chair  the  time,  as  far  a>  the  Chair 
is  informed,  when  the  Committee  will  be  likely  to  be  ready  to  report? 

The  Chaukak.  Some  gentleman  on  the  plntfonn— the  Chair  is  luiaUe 
to  remember  now  whom,  or  to  vouch  for  the  authentic!^  of  the  information 
—said  that  that  committee  would  not  be  able  to  report  before  four  oVlock. 
Perhaps  some  other  person  is  better  informed 

Mr.  CoNKi  iNG.    Mr.  ClMtrmau  

The  Chairman.  The  gentleman  will  wait  one  moment.  The  Secretary 
now  informs  tlie  Chair  iliat  he  left  that  Coiiiinittce  about  half  an  hour  since, 
and  they  informed  him  that  they  probably  would  not  report  before  four 
o'clock. 

Mr.  CONi  I  :xc  Mr.  Chairman:  The  information  we  have  in  this  part  of 
the  house  is  tlic  information  the  Convention  has  received  from  the  Chair, 
namely,  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  C"nte?ied  Seats  will  in  no 
event  be  ready  to  n;akc  report  before  four  o'clock.  Ever>-  delegate  must  see 
that,  before  proceeding  to  any  business  of  importance,  the  membership  of  the 
Convention  must  be  ascertained.  We  must  know  who  are  and  who  are  not 
its  members,  before  the  tr  i  tion  of  business  can  begin.  This  being  the 
necessity  of  the  case.  I  rise,  Mr.  Chairman,  at  the  suggestion  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  delegates,  to  stibmit  a  motion  which  I  confess  I  make  with  great  reluc- 
tance; because,  like  others.  I  am  very  anxious  that  the  Convention  should 
finish  its  business  in  order  that  wc  may  depart  to  our  homes.  But,  being  here, 
we  are  compelled,  of  course,  not  only  to  do  our  duty,  but  to  submit  to  its  in> 
conveniences  and  necessities.  Therefore,  in  the  hope  of  saving  time,  and 
trusting  that  all  committees  by  that  time  will  be  ready  to  report.  1  now  move 
that  the  Convention  take  a  recess  imtil — T  will  ."^ny — six  o'clock  this  evening. 
I  mention  that  Iiour  because  it  will  enable  delegates  in  the  tneantinu-  to  take 
their  dinners,  come  here  in  the  cool  of  the  day,  and  give  us  an  evening  ses- 
wm  of  hours  enough,  I  trust,  to  advance,  and  greatly  advance,  the  bosiness 
of  the  Convention.  I  therefore  submit  the  motion  I  have  proposed. 

The  Chairman.    The  gentleman  from  New  York  moves  

'Sir.  Hate,  of  ^faine.  I  ask  the  gentleman  from  New  York  if  he  will 
yield  for  a  moment. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.    For  what  purpose? 

Mr.  Hale.   For  the  purpose  of  making  some  remarks  upon  the  motion. 

Mr.  CoNKUNG.  I  wish  to  take  the  sense  of  the  Convention  upon  the 
motion,  and,  therefbre,  I  think  it  better  to  insist  upon  it. 

The  CifAiRMAN,  The  gentleman  from  New  York  moves  that  the  Con- 
vention lake  n  recess  until  six  o'clock. 

-  Mr.  Hale.   Then  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order,  Mr.  Chairman. 

The  Chairman.   The  gentleman  will  state  his  point  of  order. 

Mr.  Hale.  I  make  the  point  of  order  that  a  motion  to  take  a  recess,  to  a 
certain  time,  is  clearly  a  debatable  motion.  It  is  contradistinguished  in  its 

The  Chairman.  The  Chair  will  hold  the  motion  debatable. 

Mr.  Hai.k.  Mr.  Cluiirjuan:  I  rise  tn  oppose  the  motion  of  ilie  gentle- 
man from  New  York.  Nearly  eight  himdred  delegates,  representing  all  of 
die  United  States  and  Territories,  have  been  assembled  in  this  city  durmg 
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the  last  four  or  five  days,  and  have  been  eager  to  proceed  to  the  business  that 
has  brought  them  here  from  their  constituents.  We  met  upon  yesterday,  and  l>y 
common  consent — tor  I  had  the  pleasure  then  of  concurring  with  the  gentle- 
nan  from  New  York ;  we  adjourned  with  the  dear  tinderstandingr  that  upon 
this  morning:,  pivinc:  l.nst  evening  up  to  other  matter?,  the  Convention  should 
go  to  work.  Now  it  is  claimed  that  because  the  Committee  on  Credentials  is 
not  ready  to  report,  the  whole  Convention  must  be  hung  in  a  condition  of  sus- 
pended animation  and  can  do  nothinR:  and  it  is  willi  some  force  urged  that 
until  we  know  our  membership  nothing  can  be  done.  But,  Mr.  Chairnrnn, 
in  Republican  Conventions  hewtofore,  much  business  has  been  done  before 
the  Committee  on  Credentials,  which  necessarily  must  be  the  latent  Committee 
to  be  ready  to  report,  brings  in  its  final  or  preliminary  report.  I  hold  in 
my  hand  the  oflicTat  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  of  1876. 
the  last  one  before  this,  which  was  held  in  Cincinnati,  and  T  find  that  the 
same  condition  of  things  confronted  that  Convention  tliat  confronts  us  now 
at  this  hour.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  was  the  hard-working  Commit- 
tee of  the  Convention.  The  Committee  on  Credential'^  was  tlie  last  one  of  the 
committees  of  the  Convention  to  report.  It  was  not  ready  to  report  at  once, 
as  other  Committees  were  ready,  because  of  the  hard  work  upon  it.  But 
the  Cf invention  wanted  to  do  business,  as  the  gentleman  will  find,  and  I  call 
it  to  the  attention  of  the  gentleman  from  New  York.  I  do  not  need  to  do 
this,  because  with  his  thorough  preparation  upon  everything  before  this  con- 
vention, he  has  it  already  familiarly  in  his  mind.  The  first  thing  was  the 
report  of  tlie  Committee  on  Permanent  Organ i/ation.  If  the  gentleman  wilt 
look  at  page  27  of  the  ofhcial  report,  he  will  find  that,  represented  by  the  gcu- 
tleman  from  Massachusetts.  Dr.  Loring.  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Or- 
ganisation reported.  It  was  then,  as  1  believe  it  is  now,  an  uncontested  re- 
port :  and  there  was  unanimous  consent  that  time  should  not  be  misspent  in 
repeated  adjournment;  but  that  thai  Committee  being  ready,  the  Convention 
should  go  on  and  organize  permanently,  ready  for  business  And  when  that 
was  done,  and  the  permanent  organization  had  been  etlccted.  and  the  >peech 
of  the  Permanent  Chairman  had  been  made,  then,  as  gentlemen  will  find,  if 
they  will  refer  to  page  34  of  those  proceedings,  the  Cnmniiltee  on  Rules  and  Or- 
der of  Business  stood  ready,  knocking  at  the  door  of  the  Convention.  And 
the  Convention  of  1876,  like  this  Convention,  with  the  same  object,  and  in 
the  ??ame  situation,  took  np  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Order 
of  Business;  and  that  was  disposed  of.  The  Comnuttee  on  Credentials  was 
not  ready,  and  did  not  report  until  afterwards,  as  it  is  found  on  page  39. 

Mr.  Chairman,  this  Convention  i>  ready  for  hu-iness.  We  can,  in  the 
hours  between  now  and  five  o'clock  this  afternoon,  organize  this  Convention 
permanently,  as  has  been  done  before.  We  can  then  take  up,  for  I  under- 
stand the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Order  of  Bu'-iness  is  reafiy  to  report,  the 
report  of  that  Committee,  and  can  dispose  of  it :  and,  when  six  o'clock  conies, 
can  assemble  here  in  our  evening  session  and  do  the  business  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials.  T  do  not  believe  that  this  Convention  is  ready  to 
throw  away  the  time  between^  now  and  then. 

In  answer  to  the  proposition  that  we  must  know  our  membership  be- 
fr  we  organize,  1  can  f)nly  invoke  the  precedent*  (J  the  pa-t,  and  trust  that 
the  Convention  will  maintain  them.    I  will  take  up  no  further  time. 

Mr.  CoNKi.iNf;,  I  find,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  I  have  been  able  to  estab- 
lidl  an  unexpected  claim  to  the  gratitude  of  the  Convention.  But  for  the 
little  motion  which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit,  the  Convention  and  the  coun- 
try would  have  been  deprived  of  the  eloquent  speech  of  my  distinguished 
friend  from  Manie. 

The  motion  was  one  of  mere  convenience,  and  T  hccr  to  a<^^tire  my  hon- 
orable and  amiable  friend  that  he  need  not  be  at  all  timid  in  respect  of  any 
possible  effect  it  wilt  have  upon  the  cause  in  which  he  is  so  strenuously 
xealotts. 
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The  gentleman  from  Maine  says  the  Convention  is  ready  to  ro  to  work. 
The  only  work  we  shall  do  between  now  and  four  or  five  o'clock  is  to  sit 
here  idle  on  uncushiuncd  scats, — fortunately  with  backs,  while  a  vast  number 
of  other  persons  sit  in  the  galleries  on  benches  without  cither  cushions  or 
backs;  and  the  whole  question  is,  whether,  for  the  comfort  of  all  concerned, 
wc  shall  pass  the  ttnit-  here  in  waiting,  or  let  evcryhndy  take  care  of  him- 
self. Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  an  open  secret,  and  I  allude  to  it  because  the  gen- 
tleman from  Maine  has  done  so,  he  says  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pcr- 
iiiaiieni  Organization  is  an  uncontested  report — it  is  an  open  secret  that  the 
present  organization  of  the  Convention,  as  to  its  head,  is  to  be  continued, 
and,  although  the  honorable  Presiding  Officer  comes  from  the  same  portion 
of  the  cdiintry  which  pives  us  the  gentlemen  from  Maine,  (a  region  peopled 
chiefly  by  orators).  (Laughter.l  I  hardly  believe  that  our  Chairman  will 
feel  bound  to  indulge  the  Convention  in  a  second  presiding  speech.  There- 
fore, rould  the  honorable  gentleman  have  a  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Permanent  Organization,  and  have  action  upon  it  forthwith,  to  which  I  have 
no  objection,  he  would  have  a  proceeding  which,  whenever  it  occurs,  will  not 
occupy  ten  minutes  of  the  time  of  the  Convention;  and,  when  that  proceed- 
ing has  occurred,  we  shall  have  come  to  the  confines  of  present  progress, 
unless  we  intend  to  do  that  which,  on  reflection,  no  delegate  will  advise. 

Mr.  Chairman,  there  are  very  grave  questions  concerning  the  member- 
ship of  the  Convention, — questions  which  go  deep  in  regard  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Republican  party,  and  in  respect  of  the  rights  of  States.  It  has 
been  said  in  the  public  journals,  that  among  the  rules  to  be  reported  to  us, — 
and  I  suppose  there  is  no  improoricty  in  alluding  to  the  public  journals, — is 
a  rule  restricting  to  a  debate  of  five  minutes,  in  the  case  of  every  delegate,  all 
(|uestions  whatsoever.  The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Proceedings,  knowii 
the  manifest  impropriety  of  applying  such  a  rule  to  the  questions  which  may 
come  from  the  Committee  on  Contested  Seats,  have,  I  am  told,  instructed  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  not  even  to  propose  to  the  Convention 
any  rule  whatever,  until  the  Committee  on  Credentials  has  reported,  and  un- 
til action  is  taken  on  the  last  question  which  shall  come  from  that  Committee. 
I  beg  leave,  as  one  member  of  the  Convention,  to  express  my  respect  for 
the  forethought  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  in  adopting  that  resolution.  So 
that  there  is  no  business  which  can  properly  be  transacted  until  we  have 
reports  from  the  Committte  on  Contested  Seats.  And  unless  my  honorable 
friend  from  Maine  will  give  me  some  hope  that  we  may  have  the  pleasure 
of  listening  farther  to  him,  I  feel  strongly  inclined  to  insist  upon  my  motion ; 
or,  to  change  it  to  a  motion  that  the  Convention  do  now  adjourn  imtil  six 
o'clock.  But.  Mr.  Chairman.  I  will  not  make  that  motion  if  any  member 
of  the  Convention  rises  to  debate  it.  If  no  one  rises  to  speak,  I  will  make 
it,  satisfied  as  1  am,  and  most  reluctantly,  that  the  wisest  thing  we  can  do  is 
to  come  here  fresh,  in  the  cool  of  the  day,  prepared  to  stay  as  many  hours 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  advance  the  business  which  brought  us  together. 

Mr.  Hale.  Mr.  Chairman:  1  have  only  one  suggestion  to  make.  It  is 
purely  a  point  of  parliamentary  law  that  should  guide  us.  My  remark  shall 
be  in  answer  to  the  argumentative  part  of  the  speech  of  the  gentleman  from 
New  York,  of  the  infirmity  ot  thi-  Convention  to  do  any  business.  We  are 
already  organized  with  members  here  with  prima  facie  seats  ready  to  do 
business  as  suggested.  The  point  is  that  until  all  doubtful  questions  of  seats 
he  settled  no  business  can  be  done.  All  I  can  say  is.  apply  that  rule  to  any 
legislative  body  in  the  land,  and  you  never  could  move  or  pass  a  motion  to 
do  business  until  every  contested  seat  was  settled. 

The  IIou>^e  of  Representatives  at  Washington  is  to-day  engaged  in  the 
•settling  of  contested  seats,  although  it  has  been  in  session,  in  all.  eight 
niuiuhs.  The  Senate  of  the  I'nited  States,  of  which  the  gentleman  is  so  dis- 
tinguished a  member,  is  to-day  engaged  in  settling  a  contested  seat — that 
from  Louisiana.   The  gentleman  from  New  York  has  taken  part,  I  doubt 
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not,  in  that  contest;  but  all  ttiat  time  he  and  others  were  doing  business  there 
for  the  country,  and  proceeding  in  the  coorse  of  business  from  day  to  day; 

and  ihat  is  answer  enough  for  us. 

Now,  one  thing  more,  Mr.  Chairman.   I  shall  not  enter  with  the  gentle* 

man  the  ficUI  of  irony  and  sarcasm,  in  wliicli  he  is  ^o  expert.  The  little  power 
that  I  have  has  been  cultivated  in  other  direction^.  I  leave  that  to  him,  only 
saying  that  if  I  am  less  raM>ish  than  he  this  morning,  and  am  more  amiable 
than  Mc,  tins  vast  audience  knows  why  it  is  so. 

The  motion  for  a  recess  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  Chairman.  The  Convention  refuses  to  adjourn.  The  Chair  awaits 
the  further  pleasure  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Joy,  of  Michigan.  Is  it  in  order,  Mr.  Chairman,  for  me  to  make 

a  motion? 

The  Chairman.   It  is  in  order. 

Mr.  Joy.  I  move,  then,  that  the  contestants  in  the  election  for  the  con- 
tested seats  in  Illinois  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  before  this  Conven- 
tion, by  such  counsel  as  they  may  select.  I  will  send  my  resolution  to  the 
desk. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

Resolved.  That  the  contestants  for  the  disputed  seats,  in  the  Illinois  dele- 
gation, shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  before  this  Convention,  by  such  coun- 
sel as  they  may  select. 

Mr.  v.,ami'bell,  of  West  Virginia.  I  move  to  lay  that  resolution  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  CassodiAY,  of  Wisconsin.  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

The  Chairman.    The  gentleman  will  state  his  point  of  order. 

Mr.  Cassoday.  The  point  of  order  is  that  there  is  no  knowledge  in  this 
Convention  of  any  contest  yet  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  will  not  be  until 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

The  Chairman.  The  Chair  decides  the  point  not  well  taken.  The 
question  is  on  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  West  Virginia  to  lay  on  the 
table  the  resolution  offered  by  the  f;jentleman  from  Michigan.  [After  put- 
ting the  question:]  The  Chair  i^^  unaljle  to  decide  as  to  the  vote,  and  will 
direct  the  roll  of  States  to  be  called.  As  the  Secretary  calls  the  roll  the 
Chairman  of  each  delegation  will  announce  the  vote  in  his  delegation  for  or 
against  the  proposition.  Gentlemen  in  favor  of  laying  the  resolution  on  the 
tabie  will,  as  the  roll  is  called  say  "Aye;"  and  those  opposed,  "No." 

Mr.  Logan,  of  Illinois.    I  rise  to  a  question  of  order. 

The  Chmwm.\x.    The  pentlcman  will  «tate  hi«  question  of  order. 

Mr.  Lo<j,\.\.  My  point  of  order  is.  hrst,  that  the  credentials  of  the  sit- 
ting delegates  and  contestants  are  now  before  the  Committee  on  Credentials, 
who  have  not  reported ;  that  it  is  out  of  order  to  proceed  to  any  business  in 
connection  with  that  question  until  the  Committee  on  Credentials  do  make 
their  report.  Again,  that  there  arc  no  rules  yet  established  for  this  Conven- 
tion. This  Convention  not  being  organized,  rnle«;  cannot  be  established  until 
it  is  organized,  except  for  temporary  organization. 

The  Chairman.  The  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  in  order  for  this  Con- 
vention to  prescribe  a  rule  or  mode  of  proceeding  which  shall  govern  it  when

Mr.  Logan,  of  Illinois.  If  the  Chair  will  allow  me,  I  desire  to  ask  the 
gentleman  who  made  the  motion  to  lay  this  resolution  on  the  table,  if  he  will 
withdraw  it  for  one  moment. 

Mr.  Joy.  I  will  withdraw  the  resolution  for  the  present. 

The  Chairman.  The  mover  of  the  resolution  withdraws  the  resolution 
for  the  present.  It  is  not  before  the  Convention. 

PntMANENT  ORGANIEATTON. 

Mr.  Sew  all,  of  New  Jersey.  I  move  that  the  Convention  proceed  to 
its  permanent  organization,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organisa- 
tion be  asked  to  report 

The  motion  was  agreed  to.  • 

The  Chairman.    The  Committee  are  instructed  now  to  report. 

Mr.  PiERSON,  of  New  York.  Mr.  Chairman:  The  Conmiittee  on  Per- 
manent Organization  have  prepared  a  report  so  far  a.";  they  can.  The  Com- 
mittee were  euiireiy  unanimous  and  entirely  harmonious.  1  am  happy  to  say 
that  there  was  not  a  single  question  upon  which  the  Committee  did  not  agree. 
The  States  named  their  candidates  for  Vice-Presidents  and  Secretaries. 
They  adopted  a  resolution  that  these  men  must  unquestionably  be  delegates 
to  the  Convention.  The  State  of  Illinois,  whicli  is  in  contest,  had  a  member 
on  that  Committee.  The  delegate  from  that  State  upnn  that  Committee  gave 
us  some  names.  There  had  been  an  informal  discussion.  I  stale  it  informal- 
ly, and  not  by  the  direction  of  the  Committee.  The  State  of  Itttnois  was 
known  to  be  in  conflict,  and  the  Committee  are  not  able  to  say  whether  the 
names  upon  our  report  are  names  that  will  turn  out  to  be  members  of  the 
rnnvrntion  or  not.  With  that  statement  I  am  prepared  tO  make  the  report 
if  the  Convention  declare  it  shall  be  made.

You 
have  manifested  in  the  choice  you  have  made  for  permanent  presiding  of-  • 
ficcr  a  disposition  to  a  wise  economy  in  tne  matter  of  opening  speeches.  One 
good  reason  occurs  to  me  for  the  selection  that  you  have  made,  and  that  is, 
that  having  heard  one  speech  from  inc.  for  reasons  entirely  satisfactory  to 
each  delej^ate  ynt!  have  no  inclination  to  hear  another.  The  Convention  is 
now  permanently  organized. 

KULES. 

Mr.  I'Kvt.  of  Maine.  Mr.  President.  I  underj^tand  that  the  Committee 
on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business  have  completed  their  labors,  and  are  ready 
to  report.   I  move  that  they  be  requested  now  to  make  their  report 

Mr.  Shaspb,  of  New  York.  Mr.  President.  The  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Order  of  Business  spent  three  hours  in  session  !a?t  evening.  Tluy  la- 
bored heartily  to  produce  a  result  which  should  tend  to  harmony  in  this  Con- 
vention. Thfv  adjourned  to  meet  this  morning  at  nine  o'clock,  and  the  last 
vote  was  taken  only  ten  minutes  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  assembling  of 
this  Convention.  .\s  a  result,  I  was  instructed  by  the  delegates  from  nine 
States  to  prepare  a  minority  report,  and  having  come  here  directly  from  the 
place  of  our  assemblage,  and  learning  that  the  Committee  on  Contested  Seats 
was  not  yet  ready  to  report,  I  had  presumed  that  I  would  have  an  opportunity 
of  preparing:  that  report  which  I  am  instructed  to  make.  Further  than  that, 
aiu!  Ixfore  tin-  romnntter  ailjourned.  the  question  came  up,  nmonj?  others,  as 
to  when  our  chairman,  Gen.  Garfield,  should  be  instructed  to  make  his  re- 
port, and  after  a  harmonious  discussion  of  it,  it  was  unanimously  considered 
that  that  report  was  not  to  be  made  until  after  the  Committee  on  Contested 
Seats  had  made  their  report,  and  the  results  had  been  asceruined.  I  am, 
tliercfore,  not  prepared  to  carry  out  tlie  ortlcr  of  thnip  who  were  a's'sociated 
with  me  upon  the  conmiittcc.  and  I  hope  that  the  motion  of  the  gentleman 
upon  my  left,  [Mr.  Frycj  which  would  throw  some  discord  into  our  commit- 
tee, may  be,  for  the  present,  withdrawn. 

.    The  PusiOEKT.  Does  the  gentleman  from  Maine  press  his  motion? 

Mr.  FktYB.  I  desire  to  ask  information  of  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee. Of  course,  if  it  was  agreed  in  committee  that  there  should  be  an  exprc?;- 
sion  of  the  views  of  the  minority.  T  should  not  then  press  my  motion.  1  un- 
derstand the  chairman  is  present,  and  1  desire  to  know  what  the  agreement 
was,  if  any. 
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Mr.  Garfield,  of  Ohio.  The  Committee  on  Rules  finished  its  business 
at  about  eleven  o'clock  by  adopting  a  body  of  tu\c%  and  an  order  of  bu.sine<«. 
A  resolution  was  then  otTertci  by  one  member  of  the  committee  that  it  was 
the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  the  report  ought  to  be  made  after  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials.  That  was  adopted,  whether  tmani* 
mously  or  not»  t  am  unable  to  say«  lor  the  committee  was  about  breaking  up. 
General  Sharpe  requested  that  a  minori^  of  that  committee  might  have 
leave  to  oflFcr  their  views  i  minority  report,  and  no  objection  was  made. 
No  vote  was  taken  on  that  latter  topic.  I  do  not  propose  to,  and  sliall  not 
at  this  time,  tender  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules.

RULES. 

Mr.  HenoersoNj  of  Iowa.   I  understand  that  the  Committee  on  Creden^ 

tial?  will  not  be  able  to  report  at  this  5;e?<;ion  of  the  Convention.  I  there- 
fore move  that  the  Committee  on  Rules  be  n<nv  requested  to  make  their  re- 
port to  the  Convention,  so  that  we  may  proceed  with  business. 

Mr.  LoGAiv,  of  Illmois.   Mr.  President.   1  do  not  rise  to  make  any  cap- 
tious opposition  to  anything  tli  it  tl  i<  C<^nvention  may  decide  to  do.    But,  sir, 
I  will  ask  the  gentleman  from  luwa  [Mr.  Henderson]  to  consider  how  much 
will  be  accomplished  by  compelling  the  Committee  on  Rates  to  report  at  this 
time    This  report  on  rules  and  order  <  f  business  was  agreed  by  the  Com- 
mittee to  be  deferred  tmtil  after  the  Committee  on  Credentials  should  have 
maile  their  report.   There  are  many  things  in  this  report,  sir,  that  wotild  be 
appropriate,  and  some,  perhaps,  that  might  not  be.    Why  this  haste.  1  a  'h.^ 
There  is  a  resolution  in  that  report  that  denied  to  men  on  this  floor  the  right 
to  defend  their  claim  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention  unless  they  confine  them- 
selves to  five  minutes.    Sir,  if  the  Convention,  the  bodv  of  men  which  it  is 
— honorable,  true  and  just,— desire  that  victory  shall  follow  what  we  shall 
do  here,  gentlemen  should  not  be  too  hasty  in  laying  the  ax  to  the  heads  of 
their  brethren.    All  that  I  ask.  or  any  man  here  ought  to  ask,  as  an  honor- 
able delegate  in  thic  Convcnt'on.  is  fair  play  in  this  and  all  other  matters. 
We  should  Jiuvt  lair  play  for  all.    We  should  deliberate  and  consider  well 
all  the  propositions  that  are  presented  to  us  for  OUr  consideration.  Why 
this  de«it-c  that  these  rules  shall  be  adopted  before  we  knnw  who  are  tr>  be 
the  sitlmg  mernljers  in  this  Convention?    You  cannot  proceed  with  the  busi- 
ness of  this  Convention  until  this  <juestion  is  settled  as  to  vfho  the  delegates 
are.    If  you  c.Tnnot  proceed  to  t!i<-  business  of  this  Convention,  so  frtr  ns  its 
results  may  be  concerned,  1  a^k  you  why  must  these  rules  be  adopteti  before 
the  members  are  reported  to  this  Convention  and  action  taken  in  reference 
to  the  sittinp  members?    I  desire,  "^o  far  as  I  am  concerned,  no  advantage 
cither  under  rules  or  by  any  other  process  that  can  be  devised  by  man.  But, 
inasmuch  as  we  come  together  to  consider  these  questions  fairly  and  tustly 
for  all.  these  rules  are  to  be  onr  crnide  for  the  rcmain<ler  of  cur  de1il>erations. 
If  that  be  so,  then  let  the  compact  be  kept  that  was  agreed  to  by  the  members 
of  that  Committee,  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  be  deferred  un- 
til the  report  of  the  Commiftee  >  n  Credentials  is  acted  nn.    There  is  n<*  c<'>m- 
pact,  sir,  that  has  been  made  on  the  part  of  any  of  our  friends  u^  to  the  pres- 
ent time  that  will  not  be  honestly  and  strictly  kept.   The  Chairman  of  the 
Comnnttee  (Mr.  Garfield]  this  morning  said  that  in  their  Comniittee  the  gen- 
tleman from  New  York  [Mr.  SharpcJ  asked  permission  to  present  a  minority 
report.   That  wa<  granted.   It  was  also  suireested,  and  not  objected  to.  that 
this  report  shouM  ii  l!ow  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Cre  knt'als. 

.\s  to  that.  I  desire  to  address  myself  to  the  good  judgment,  the  cool 
judgment,  and  the  fair  honest  sense  of  this  Convention.  I  ask  for  no  favors 
and  no  partiality  here.  I  address  myself  to  no  prejudices,  but  to  the  better 
judgment  of  men.  We  are  brought  here  representing  honest  constituencies. 
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We  are  here,  sir,  to  do  labor  in  their  service,  and  let  it  be  so  performed  that 
when  we  return  home,  every  Republican,  no  matter  what  his  choice  may 
have  been,  no  matter  what  his  predilections  may  now  be,  can  say  to  us,— 
"Wcl!  done,  good  and  faithful  servant." 

Mr.  President.  I  hope  the  gentleman  from  Iowa  [Mr.  Henderson]  with 
ail  these  facts  before  the  Convention,  will  withdraw  the  motion.  {Cries 
of  "No,"  "No."l  Why  r\n  you  say  "No?"  I  it  because  you  are  determined 
not  to  stand  by  the  agreement  of  your  Committee?  If  so,  do  you  propose 
to  ride  rough- shod  over  compacts  and  over  agreements,  and  over  the  rights 
of  others? 

(Great  confusion  and  noise  in  the  galleries.] 

The  President.  The  Chair  will  order  any  portion  of  the  gallery  to  bc 
cleared  from  which  any  interruption  of  the  speaker  shall  come. 

Mr.  Logan.  No  matter  if  th^  do  hiss.  I  cannot  be  thrown  off  my 
guard  bgr  anything  that  may  be  said  to  me.  I,  as  I  said,  am  not  discussing 
this  matter  with  the  gallersea^  but  am  addressing  myself  to  the  men  who 
come  here  for  the  purpose  of  coolly  determining  these  questions.  To  them 
I  do  appeal,  and  to  no  one  else.  In  the  hands  of  these  men  1  leave  it,  and 
not  in  the  hands  of  men  who  have  no  votes  in  the  Convention  on  this  floor. 

Mr.  Henderso-v.  I  am  glad,  Mr.  President,  particularly  Riad,  to  hear 
the  scmiments  that  have  just  fallen  from  the  lips  of  the  disiin^'uished  gen- 
tleman irom  Illinois.  I  assume,  .sir.  that  the  words  that  have  fallen  from 
his  lips  in  his  closing  remarks  will  be  gratifying  to  the  entire  country.  From 
no  gentleman  in  this  Convention  would  I  be  more  glad,  than  irom  him.  to 
hear  the  announcement  that  there  mii«:t  be  no  riding,  rough- <hod,  over  the 
rights  of  the  people.  Mr.  President.  I  am  glad  to  see  the  contending  armies 
in  this  Convention  coming  into  unison  on  the  grand  plane  of  fair  play.  I 
thank  niy  distinguished  fellow-citizen  (Mr.  Logan]  for  the  eloquent  triliute 
he  has  paid  to  the  recognition  of  the  rights  of  the  members  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

The  gentleman  has  asked:  "Why  this  haste?"  T  ask  the  gentleman, 
Why  this  delay?  This  other  great  champion  of  peace  and  human  rights, 
the  distinguished  gentleman  from  New  York.  th:s  morning  moved  his  col- 
umns in  the  direction    f  Iflay.    Why  this  delay? 

Now.  let  us  look  th;s  proposition  squarely  in  the  face  as  men,  as  Re- 
publicans, who  have  come  here  together  to  put  in  the  field  a  nominee  who 
will  be  overwhelmingly  elected. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  [Mr.  Garfield]  made  a  state- 
ment here  this  morning  which  showed  that  there  was  no  such  compact  as 
is  indicated  by  the  gentleman  froiu  Illinois.  He  did  indicate  that  he  was 
ready  to  abide  by  the  wish  of  the  Convention.  This  Convention,  ready  as 
it  was  then  to  move  on  with  its  work,  was  not  permitted  to  do  so.  because, 
upon  the  e.xplanatioti  that  the  minority  desired  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
report,  the  gentleman  from  Maine  (Mr.  Frye],  withdrew  his  motion.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  the  minority  report,  which  should  and  could  have  been 
ready  at  twelve  o'clock,  is  not  ready  yet.  But  the  gentleman  sees  a  monster 
in  the  Ninth  Rule.  I  am  informed  that  the  Ninth  Rule  is  almost  tn  hac 
verba,  the  sanit  as  was  adopted  by  the  last  National  Convention,  and,  in 
substance,  the  same  as  was  adopted  by  the  Convention  last  before  that. 

Have  we  become  so  changed  in  our  ideas,  in  our  necessities,  that  we 
must  depart  from  the  action  of  a  Convention  that  nominated  Gen.  Grant 
and  afterwards,  Mr.  Hayes?  .'\nd  that  same  Ninth  Rule,  we  say.  extends 
the  time.  a«;  the  Convention  wishes,  to  any  gentleman  upnn  any  que*:»ion. 
As  I  say,  it  may  be  all  very  well  for  gentlemen  here  in  Illinois,  but  there 
are  ten  thousand  citizens  here  from  every  portion  of  this  continent.  They 
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want  to  proceed  with  business.  Here  is  an  organized  Convention,  ready 
for  work,  and  its  members  want  to  work.  Mr.  Prcsidctit.  under  those  cir- 
cumsUpccs  1  insist  upon  my  motion,  that  we  shall  proceed  to  consider  the 
business  that  brought  us  here.  One  word  more  I  am  infortned  by  one  of 
the  gcnt!tiiun  representing  Kentucky,  that  tlic  Committeeman  who  signed 
the  minority  report  says  it  was  ready  to  be  reported  this  morning., 

Mr.  BoUTWEix,  ot  Massachusetts.  I  rise  to  make  an  inquiry.  It  is  this.— 
whether  the  Committee,  or  the  gentleman  on  the  floor  rc-iJrcscntinp  the 
Committee,  intend  to  make  anv  different  proposition  touching  the  debate  upon 
contested  qucstioiia,  ccnecriung  seats  in  this  Convention,  than  is  provided 
for  in  the  report  whch  was  published  in  the  morning  papers  of  this  cit\. 
limiting  debate  tu  five  niiiuites'  If  that  be  the  intention,  I  for  one,  could 
not  do  otherwise  than  vote  against  the  consideration  of  the  report  Of  the 
Committee  on  Rules.  We  are  interested  in  the  Rravest  qaestion  of  Am^n- 
can  citven>hip-  the  right  <.f  men  elected  by  the  people  to  represent  the 
oeonle  The  question  is  whether  the  moilo  is  to  stand  as  the  permanent 
guide  of  the  Republican  party  of  this  country,  or  whether  here,  and  now 
and  in  this  presence,  it  is  to  be  disregarded— that  this  is  'A  Government  of 
the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people." 

Mr.  White,  of  Kentucky.   Will  the  gentleman  yield  for  a  moment? 

Mr.  BoUTWELL.  Yes.  , 

Mr,  White.  I  desire  to  state,  that  the  member  of  the  Committee  from 
Kentucky,  states  emphatically  that  the  sUtement  by  the  genlcraan  from  Iowa 

is  a  misappreliension. 

Mr  Hamilton,  of  Kentucky.  I  desire  to  say  that  he  did  say  so.  1 
am  rc.*.iK>nsible  for  it,  and  say  lo  ibis  convention — 

The  PkEsiDENT.  The  gentleman  is  out  of  order.  The  gentleman  from 
Massachusetts  has  the  floor.  . 

Mr  BoUTWELL.    If  my  friend  from  Iowa  will  allow  me  a  word  m  the 
way  of' an  observation,  it  is  never  safe  in  a  public,  assembly  to  report  pri- 
vate conversations.    Now.  the  particular  thing  which  I  wish  to    now  and 
which  as  far  as  I  can  now  foresee,  will  decide  my  vote,  and  winch.  I  think, 
ough7t;  decide  the  votes  of  thi.  Convention,  is  tiJhei'bv 
seats  on  th  s  floor  are  to  be  luiuied  tu  the  period  of  five  minutes,  either  by 
themselves  or  by  their  representatives,  on  the  discussion  of  thi^  grave  ques- 
tioT  Hav  as  one  drlecrate.  that  1  will  stand  here  and  wait  till  there  is 
aTudgmem  by  UK  Amer'an  pe.pK  whether  either  or  all  th«e  questjo^^^^^ 
irreat  range,  and  of  deep  puhhc  concern,  are  to  be  discu-cd  lure  and  set- 
flT.^  n  a  debate  in  uhich  those  hav  njr  the  deepest  ^^on^eni  are  to  be 
pennit  cd  to  speak  for  only  five  minute.    There  is  time  enough  for  ^he 
Consideration  of  the  grave  business  on  which  we  are  rue     "^^^  ^^^^^^[^-i, 
five  millions  of  people  waiting  for  our  judgment,  •^"il  .^^ J "^^^^ 
honest— if  wc  make  no  misstep-and  if  we  go  forward  m  n<>"««Vl»f"?' P"'^ 
suing  the  accomplishment  of  h^est  purposes,  the  judgment  we  s^iall  render^ 
wheUier  it  be  for  the  citizen  of  Maine,  or  or  the  hero  of  the  war  will  be 
Enforced  and  established,  and  ratified  by  the  American  people.    But  if  we 
Serrsevon  Cndred  selected  men.  decide  these  grave  questions  by  a  f^ve  minutes 
deba^rthrough  fear  Sf  a  hostile  result,  what  will  the  American  people  say? 
What  will  they  do?  . 

Mr  Harrison,  of  ln<li.oia.  If  I  understand  the  question  that  now 
divides  this  Convention,  and  uhich  seems  to  have  provoked  such  acrimonious 
rbatc  it  i.  this:  The  objection  on  the  part  of  the  «f ntk^"  rommit^^^^^ 
no^s  (Mr  Loganl  to  the  present  reception  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
Sn  Rides  and  Order  is  fiased  upon  the  Information  which  h...  come  to 
the  cSTvention  that  among  those  rules  is  one  which  limits  debate  upon  all 
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auestions  that  come  before  the  Convention,  to  five  minutes.  It  is  objected 
tnat  this  limitation  will  be  unfair  when  the  important  questions  of  the 
rights  of  cfinttsting  and  sitting  delegates  to  seats  on  this  floor  are  to  be 
decided ;  and  that  though  I  differ  widely  from  the  gentleman  of  the  Illinois 
delegation  who  has  spoken,  and  may  possibly  not  find  myself  in  accord  with 
him  again  to-day,  upon  that  question  I  am  with  him. 

Whatever  may  have  been  done  elsewhere — and  I  do  not  desire  here  to 
add  to  the  acrimony  of  this  debate  by  any  reference  to,  or  criticism  upon, 
what  may  have  been  done  in  other  conventions — in  my  opinion  these  ques- 
tions ought  not  to  be  settled  under  a  five  minutes'  rule.  If  a  reasonable  limit 
can  be  agreed  upon,  it  should  be  done;  and  certainly  there  is  sufllicient  fair- 
ness in  this  Convention  to  agree  upon  a  reasonable  limit — something  better 
than  five  minutes.  Five  minutes  will  not  be  sufficient  to  allow  one  of  these 
delegates  so  much  as  to  state  his  claim  to  a  seat,  much  less  support  it  by 
precedent  and  argument.  While  1  object  to  that  limit,  I  equally  object  that 
the  time  of  this  Convention  shall  be  indefinitely  occupied,  and  its  patience 
worn  out  by  endless  debate  upon  that  question.  Therefore  I  will  suggest 
th;u  sDinc  agreement  can  be  made  by  which  a  convenient  time  ample  for 
rhc  fair  (liscussinn  by  selected  persons  of  those  questions  upon  which  we 
are  to  sit  as  judges,  shall  be  accredited  to  those  several  delegations  in  which 
there  are  contests,  and  we  can  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  report 
of  the  Cnmmittec  on  RiiU  s,  I  sympathize  with  every  delegate  here  in  the 
inconvenience  oi  this  protracted  stay  in  Chicago.  I  have  found  my  former 
visits  here  pleasant,  hut  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  to  my  much  trodden 
toes  I  have  been  anxious  to  get  away  this  time. 

But.  Mr.  Pre^dent,  I  think  vvc  ought  to  be  fair  upon  this  question,  and 
I  am,  therefore,  opposed  to  adopting  that  rule  before  a  decision  of  this 
question  of  contested  scat?,  unless  it  can  he  arranged  that  that  rule  shall  not 
a(H>ly  to  that  question,  but  there  should  be  a  fair  limitation  of  time  upon  that 
debate. 

Mr.  Hendehson,  of  Iowa.  I  desire  but  a  word  in  reply.  The  argu- 
ment of  the  distinguished  representative  nf  Massachusetts  r\fr.  Boutwell], 
and  of  tlic  di-Jtineruished  representative  of  Indiana  (Mr.  Harrison]  is  all 
proper  and  right  to  be  considered  when  the  report  is  before  this  Conven- 
tion. But  the  motion  which  I  have  made  simply  hrings  that  report  before 
the  Convention.  When  that  is  done,  if  five  minutes  is  too  short,  make  it 
ten,  twenty,  or  an  hour,  or  any  suitable  time  as  to  these  spt  ciat  cases.  But 
when  the  whole  report  1)cfnrc  the  Convention  and  in  our  iiatid<^,  T  n'^k 
the  gentleman,  need  we  be  afraid  to  trust  ourselves  as  to  the  tune  we  wiil 
fix?  We  can  amend  it  to  suit  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention.  I  atMnre 
the  gentleman  from  my  heart  that  I  have  no  desire,  nor  have  any  of  the 
gentlemen  associated  with  me  in  support  of  this  idea,  any  desire  to  take 
any  imfair  advantage  of  any  one  in  this  Convention.  We  desire  to  bring 
the  report  before  us.  If  it  does  not  suit  us  we  will  make  it  suit  us,  and 
go  on  with  the  work  that  is  before  us. 

Mr.  Shakpe,  of  New  York.  Mr.  President^ 

Mr.  Clark,  of  Iowa.    Mr.  President   I  want  simply  to  sav  

The  Pkesident.  I>oes  the  gentleman  from  New  York  yield? 

Mr.  SHARPt   Will  I  be  entitled  to  the  floor  after  he  pet^  throngh? 

The  President.    Certainly,  the  Chair  will  recognize  the  vjentleman. 

Mr.  Cl.\rk.  I  want  ^\w\Ay  to  say,  as  the  Iowa  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Rules,  that  it  the  report  comes  before  this  Convention  for  action  now. 
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which  I  think  is  right  and  proper,  nnd  if  no  Dthcr  mrmlur  nt  the  Conven- 
tion will  mcjvf  to  amend  the  rule  so  thai  it  shall  lUA  apply  to  the  rciiort  of 
liiL-  Committee  on  Credentials,  I  will  make  that  motion  myself,  and  every 
delegate  from  Iowa  wilt  vote  for  it. 

Mr.  Sharpe,  of  New  York.  Mr.  President.  I  am  hero  simply  by  a 
chance  to  represent  the  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Rnles  and  Order  of 
Business.  1  want  to  say.  s  r,  that  there  is  no  concealment  about  it.  The 
report  of  the  minority  of  the  conmnttce  is  in  my  pocket  now,  ready  to  be 
read  to  this  Convention  when  it  shall  proceed  to  consider  it  according  to 
the  understanding  of  the  Connnutec.  That  report  is  signed  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  nine  States — States  without  which  the  nominee  of  this  Convene 
tion  can  not  be  elected,  Now.  Mr,  President  I  desire  to  state  c,,tii^,  fncts 
that  passed  in  the  Conmuttee  on  Rules,  and  I  desire  to  say  that  i  watu  to 
state  them  I  liope,  without  the  necessary  indorsement  of  my  brother  soldier 
of  Ohio,  which  it  pccms  is  necessary  to  the  gentleman  from  Maine  for  any 
statement  thai  is  made  uii  the  fluur  uf  this  Convent  on.  I  hope,  sir,  that 
the  next  National  Convention  will  be  held  nearer  my  home,  where  my  word 
is  accustomed  to  be  taken  without  the  indorsement  of  any  distinguished 
soldier.  There  was  before  this  Committee  on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business 
a  consideration  of  all  the  rules  and  order  of  business  tliat  has  governed 
previous  Republican  Conventions.  They  knew  verv  well  that  when  the 
composition  of  the  Convcniion  was  settled  it  vyould  be  necessary  to  proceed 
to  the  transaction  of  its  business  with  as  much  alacrity  as  might  be  possible; 
and  considering  the  stringency  of  the  rule  wliich  limits  d.ebatc  on  all  ques- 
tions to  five  mmutes,  they  agreed  among  themselves  that  they  would  post- 
pone the  enforcement  of  that  rule,  until  after  this  Convention  found  out  of 
whom  we  were  composed. 

I  charge  that  agreemen^t  upon  every  member  of  that  committee. 

It  was  placed  in  their  hanos  to  consider,  and  I  say  that  it  was  an  agree- 
ment which,  if  it  was  not  unanimous,  according  to  my  brother  soldier  from 
Ohio  I  Mr.  Gartield],  at  all  events,  was  made  without  a  single  dissenting 
voice.  1  propose,  Mr.  Presidoit,  to  move  to  amend  this  resolution  by  in- 
serting therein  "tliat  the  Committee  on  Credentials  be  ordered  to  make  i\s 
report."  and  i  so  move. 

Mr.  Gasfibld,  of  Ohio.  Mr.  President  

The  Phesidbnt.  Th^  Chair  will  first  state  the  questbn.  The  gentle- 
man from  New  York  [Mr.  Sharpe]  moves  as  a  substitute  for  the  pending* 
resolution,  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  be  instructed  to  make  its  re- 
port. 

Mr.  Gakkiki.ii.  i  here  is  no  ground  for  any  charge  whatever,  and  I 
understand  none  is  made  that  bad  faith  has  been  in  any  way  practiced  by 
any  person  :n  connection  with  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Mr.  Sharpc  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Garfield.  The  gentVtnan  does  not  charge  it.  No  one  charges 
it.  A  suggestion  was  made  in  the  Committee,  and  concurred  in  without 
division,  that,  so  far  as  we  were  concerned,  we  would  not  move  of  our  own 
motif  Ml  tile  prescntati'ii  "f  onr  report  tintil  after  tlte  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Credentials.;  but  the  Chairuiaa  remarked  immediately,  and  it  wa.«:  also 
the  understanding,  that  we  had  no  business  to  control  that  question  if  the 
Convention  ordered  otherwise.  The  qtie^^tion  now  is:  "Shall  the  Convention 
order  otherwise?"  and  that  i:^  the  only  qviestK  n  before  us. 

A  point  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the  time  for  debate:  and  that  wa« 
one  of  the  verv  cons-deraiic  ns  that  1<  <I  the  Committee,  a"*  a  matter  of  con- 
venience, to  thmk  it  might  be  well  to  have  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
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report  fir<;t.  But  when  this  report  is  made  it  is  for  this  Convention  to  say 
whether  that  fivc-minute  rule  shall  be  one  of  its  rules  or  not.  Further- 
more, that  five-minute  rtile  also  provides  that  it  is  merely  the  ordinary  duty 
of  the  Chairman  to  rnU-  five  inintitc?  as  the  time;  hut  it  adds,  "unless  the 
Convention  shall  in  any  case  otherwise  order."  So  that  it  is  always  in  the 
power  of  the  Convention  to  extend  the  time  on  any  topic,  and  to  any  per- 
son it  pleases.  I  think  the  sTiRpcstinn  niadc  hy  tlie  gentleman  from  Iowa 
(Mr.  Henderson],  following  on  the  suggestion  of  the  gentleman  from  Illi- 
nois (Mr.  Logan],  ought  to  be  adopted.  And,  if  these  rules  be  now  adopted, 
there  shnnld  he  a  provision  added  that  in  the  dchate  on  the  report  nf  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  a  longer  time  should  Ue  agreed  to  be  granted. 
But  that  is  a  part  of  our  business  when  we  come  to  adopt  our  report.  That 
is  all  I  have  to  say. 

The  President.    The  question  is  on  the  motion  to  substitute.    Is  the 

Convention  ready  for  the  question  ? 

Mr.  CoNKLiNC.    What  is  the  question  ? 

The  Presidknt.  It  is  moved  tint  the  Committee  on  Rules  be  now  direct- 
ed  to  make  their  report,  to  which  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [MV. 

Sharpe]  moves  as  a  substitute  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  be  now 
directed  to  make  their  report.  The  question  is  on  the  adoption  of  the  sub- 
stitute. Is  the  Convention  ready  for  the  question?  Those  who  are  will  say 
aye  

Mr.  CoNKUNC.  Before  voting  on  that  question  I  would  like  to  state 
the  information  on  which  I  think  even,-  delegate  should  vote.  Some  hours 
ago  a  motion  was  made  that  the  Convention  take  a  recess  until  about  this 
time.  That  motion,  when  submitted  the  second  time,  was  adopted  unani- 
mously. What  di«l  tlie  Convention  mean,  and  for  what  purpose  did  this 
interval  occur?  It  was  to  carry  out  the  just  and  reasonable  purpose  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business.  WTiat  was  that  purpose,  as 
now  adfniifed  by  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  [Mr.  Garfield],  and  as  conclu- 
sively established  before,  because  asserted,  by  my  honored  colleague  by  my 
side  fMr.  Sharpel  ?  It  was  that  before  such  rules  as  these  should  obtain, 
the  Convention  should  know  and  slioidd  determine  of  whom  the  Convention 
is  composed.  So  proper  was  that,  and  so  binding  upon  the  Convention 
was  the  unanimous  understanding  of  the  Committee,  that  upon  its  being 
disclosed  no  man,  not  one.  dis-iented  from  the  propriety  f.f  this  temporary 
adjournment.  Now,  of  course,  the  expectation  and  meanitJR  were  that  when 
we  came  together,  as  now  we  have  come,  the  Committee  on  Crerlenlials 
would  "^nbinit  its  report.  That  the  Convention  meant.  TJuit  the  Cinivcn- 
tion  unanimously  said,  by  plaui  intendment  and  implication,  was  the  proper 
course.  Why  is  it  not  the  proper  course  now?  I  am  told  by  members  of 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  that  ihey  arc  ready  to  report,  not  upon  one 
State,  nor  upon  two  States,  nor  upon  three  States,  but  upon  nearly  ever>- 
case  in  which  a  contest  has  been  referred.  Why,  I  inquire,  should  not  that 
Committee  come  in  and  make  its  full  report  if  it  i-  ready!  and  if  not.  make 
so  much  of  the  report  as  it  is  now  ready  to  make,  and  allow  us  to  vole  as 
far  as  it  has  gone,  upon  its  work? 

While  we  are  so  voting,  the  Committee  can  proceed,  as  the  Conunittee 
proceeds  now ;  and  by  the  time  we  have  acted  on  the  first  section  of  the  re- 
port, the  residue  will  be  ready.  Is  not  that  very  simple?  Is  not  that,  I  ask 
yon  gentlemen. carrying  out  and  executing  yntir  purpose,  and  vour  vote,  this 
morning?  It  seeras  to  me  it  is.  And  therefore,  1  shall  vote  for  the  amend- 
metrt,  Mr.  President,  unless  some  member  of  the  Convention  shall  do  what 
has  not  yet  been  done,  namely :  izive  us  some  reason  why  now  we  should 
not  go  on  and  do  what  this  monung  was  agreed.   If  there  be  a  reason  why 
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the  Committee  on  Contested  Scats,  sitting  at  the  Sherman  House,  so  near 
that  they  can  come  in  a  twinklinfr  into  the  Convention,— 4f  there  be  any 

reason  why  their  Chairman  should  not  conit-  in  and  dehver  >o  much  of  the 
reports  as  consists  of  cases  already  passed  upon,  let  us  hear  that  reason. 
But,  whether  there  be  such  reason  or  not.  I  snbmit  that  the  good  faith  and 

the  pood  umtcrstanding  of  all  concerned  will  he  observed  by  proceeding 
first  to  consider  the  rejjort  oi  the  Conunittec  nn  Contested  Seat''. 

Mr.  Hendekson,  of  Iowa.  Mr.  Prestdc-nt:  In  reply  to  the  remarks  of 
the  gentHnman  from  New  York  (Mr.  Conkling],  I  would  say  that  it  occurs 

to  me  that  there  are  pood  reasons  u  by  the  amendment  should  not  prevail. 
In  the  first  place,  the  Committee  on  Rules  has  hnishcd  its  work  and  is  ready 
to  report.  So  is  the  ininority.  In  the  next  place,  the  Committee  on  Crcden- 
fial^  has  not  finished  its  work,  and  is  ni  t  ready  to  report.  T  atn  informed 
that  the  cases  of  Louisiana,  West  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  have  not  yet 
been  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  they  will  not  be  ready 
to  report  hefon  t<'-mMrrow  im  rninp,  in  all  probability. 

Now,  sir,  that  being  true,  and  it  being  also  true  that,  if  they  bring  in 
a  portion  of  their  report,  and  go  on  with  their  work,  the  members  of  the 
Committee  will  not  he  here  to  explain  tluir  action,  or  to  defend  their  action, 
it  must  be  obvious  to  every  gentleman  that  they  should  not  be  interrupted 
until  their  work  is  completed,  and  they  can  be  present  in  the  Convention  to 
explain  and  defend  their  work. 

Now  then,  with  these  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  and_  with  the  other 
Committee  ready ;  and.  as  the  gentleman  representing  the  minority  admitted, 
according  to  the  statement  of  the  gentleman  from  Kentucky,  tliat  the  rep  ort 
is  made  and  ready  to  be  presented,  why  not  let  us  have  it.  and  get  so  much 
of  the  work  of  the  Convention  completed?  I  suggest,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  sooner  we  get  .some  limitation  on  the  time  and  the  number  of  speedies 
the  better  for  the  Convention. 

The  Pkksii  f.nt.  The  question  is  on  the  substitute.  Is  the  Convention 
ready  for  the  (juestion? 

Mr.  Sm  vKi'E,  of  New  York.    I  ask  for  the  roll  call,  sir. 

The  President.  The  Chair  suppo.scs  that  in  the  absence  of  any  rules, 
the  method  of  taking  the  question  must  rest  in  the  sound  discretion  of  the 
Chair,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  order  of  the  Convention:  but  the  request 
of  the  gentleman  from  New  York  is  so  eminently  proper  that  the  ri  i  will 
direct  the  question  to  be  taken  in  that  way.  The  Clerk  will  call  th<  r.  II 
of  the  States.  The  chairmen  of  the  respective  delcpatiotis  are  reiiue^ted  to 
act  as  tellers,  and  to  report  to  the  Secretary  the  vote  oi  delegates  from  their 
respective  States  on  the  nucstion. 

Mr.  Mftcalf,  of  Illinois.   I  should  like  the  question  definitely  stated  now. 

The  President.  The  Chair  will  state  the  question  again.  It  is  moved 
that  the  Committee  on  Rules  be  directed  now  to  refMrt,  To  this  the  gentle- 
man  from  New  York  |Mr.  Sharpe]  moves  as  a  substitute,  that  the  Commit- 
tee on  Credentials  he  directed  now  to  report.  The  qnr<:tion  is  on  the  adop- 
tion of  tv.c  cnb=tittite.  The  Clerk  \vt?!  cn!1  the  rnll  i.f  the  States,  and  the 
chairmen  oi  the  respective  delegations  will  announce  the  ayes  and  noes  from 
their  respective  States.

Mr.  HuBBAKi).  He  does,  sir — four  of  us.  There  are  four  "stalwarts" 
from  Kentucky. 

The  Pkesioent.  The  vote  of  the  gentleman  from  Kentucky  will  be  re- 
corded in  the  n^ative. 

^^r.  Hamilton.    Mr.  President  

Mr.  HuBBABO.  I  have  the  floor. 
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The  President.  The  gentleman  from  Keiuiicky  has  nm  the  floor  for 
any  purpose  except  to  (kclare  hi>  vote.  If  any  other  prentleitian  from  Ken- 
tucky desires  to  claim  the  same  privilege  he  will  be  recognized. 

Mr.  Hamilton.  Mr.  Prttidtni  

The  President.   The  gentleman  from  Kentucky  is  out  of  order.  No 

bnsiiu<s  is  now  in  order  except  the  calling  of  the  roll.  Any  other  questions 
may  be  settled  by  the  Convention  as  it  pleases  when  the  roU-call  is  over. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.    That  is  right. 

The  President.  The  Chair  will  permit  no  delegate  to  interrupt  the  roU- 
cali,  except  when  an  individual  delegate  rises  and  claims  that  his  vote  has 
been  improperly  reported  by  the  chairman  of  his  delegation,  and  it  will  be 
recor  1  r!  hy  the  SecreUiy.  Does  any  other  delegate  from  Kentucky  rise  for 
that  purpose  ?" 

Mr.  White,  of  Kentucky.    Kentuck-y  votes  twenty  yea,  four  nay. 
The '  Phbsiubmt.    The  Chairman  ml  the  Kentucky  delegation  now  an- 
nounces that  there  are  four  dissenting  voters.  They  will  be  so  recorded. 

On  the  call  of  the  State  of  Michigan  : 

Mr.  Joy.  of  Michigan.    One  of  the  Michigan  delegation  is  upon  the 

Committee  on  Credentials.    Have  we  a  right  to  cast  his  vote  in  his  absence, 

knowing  how  he  will  vote? 

The  PaESmCNT.  The  Chair  thinks  not.  The  Secretary  will  proceed  with 
the  roll. 

On, the  announcement  of  the  vote  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

Mr.  Robertson,  of  New  York.  I  think  the  chairm.in  of  the  delegration 
has  made  a  m!<;takc  of  one.  There  are  only  sixty-nine  delegates  present*  and 
the  vuie  should  be  forty-bix  ayes  and  twenty-three  noes. 

Mr.  CoNKLtNG.  I  have  in  my  hand,  having  taken  some  care  to  make 
the  canvass,  a  list  on  this  vote  of  tiie  del^tn  from  New  York,  and  my 
information  is  that  every  seat  is  full,  either  in  the  person  of  the  delegate  or 
his  alternate.  So  that  the  vote,  as  shown  and  stated,  is  forty-scven  one  way, 
and  twenty-three  the  other  way. 

The  President.  The  Chair  must  accept  the  statement  of  the  chairman 
of  the  delegation  unless  an  individual  delegate  rises  and  states  that  his  vote 
is  wrongly  recorded.  At  the  close  of  the  roll-call,  if  any  question  arises,  it 
will  be  settled  by  the  Convention. 

The  vote  was  announced  as  above  recorded. 

The  President.  The  substitute  is  rejected.  The  question  recurs  on  the 
original  resolution. 

Mr.  Brandagee,  of  Connecticut.  Mr.  President:  I  desire  to  make  a 
motion  which  I  believe  to  !)e  in  the  interest  of  order,  of  liarniony.  and  of 
peace.  Many  of  the  delegates  who  voted  upon  the  proposition,  or  amendment, 
which  has  just  been  rejected,  and  notably  the  delegation  from  Connecticut, 
of  which  I  am  a  member,  voted  No  upon  that  qnc«tion  because  they  did 
not  believe  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  should  be  forced  to  make  a 
report  in  installments  while  we  supposed  it  would  be  necessary  for  them 
to  be  njiMn  the  flonr  of  the  Convention  to  >u>tain  and  explain  their  report. 
It,  therefore,  was  not  in  the  interest  of  expediting  the  business  of  the  Con- 
vention that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  should  be  made  to  come  into 
the  Convention  and  make  their  report. 
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We  voted  against  it  on  that  ground,  but  now,  sir,  I  do  believe  that  it 
was  a  fair  understanding,  if  not  an  affreewient,  in  the  Committee  on  Rules 

and  Order  of  Business,  that  the  Conunittcc  should  not  report  until  after  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  had  been  acted  on.  But  nothing  will 
be  gained  here  by  jin  attempt  to  crowd  anything  through.  I  have  listened 
with  interest  and  delight  to  the  champions  and  the  giants  who  liave  engaged 
in  the  preliminary  skirmishes  here.  I  am  no^  champion,  and  I  have  no 
"boom,"  sir,  to  engineer  through  this  Convention.  We  have  no  candidate 
in  C( 'iinecticut  that  we  are  attempting  to  put  upon  the  Convention,  but  we 
are  waiting  for  the  hour  when  the  clock  shall  strike,  and  the  Convention 
shall  name  its  man;  and  that  man,  we  believe,  will  be  elected  if  wisdom 
and  harmony  m  !  courtesy  prevail  here — and  not  otherwise.  Now.  sir,  at 
this  stage  of  the  Convention,  when  it  seems  to  me  we  cannot  expedite  any 
farther  business  here  this  evening,  and  understanding  from  my  colleague 
on  the  Committee  on  Credentials  that  that  Committee  caimot  report  before 
to-morrow  morning,  I  move  to  lay  the  present  resolution  on  the  table^  in 
order  that  the  Convention  may  adjourn.  Let  us  dispose  of  this  question  and 
come  in  to-morrow  prepared  to  settle  of  whom  the  Convention  consists, 
and  then  to  nominate  the  candidate  on  whom  we  may  write  the  words  victory 
in  November. 

The  PsssiUBMT.    The  gentleman  from  Comiecticut  [Mr.  Brandagee] 
moves  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table. 
The  motion  was  agreed  to.

Mr.  H.\LE,  of  Maine.  Mr.  Prcsidivtt :  I  take  it  that  a  Repul)lican  Con- 
vention does  not  need  lu  be  insiructed  that  its  lirst  and  underlying  duty, 
after  nominating  its  candidate,  is  to  elect  him  over  a  Democratic  candidate. 
We  have  come  here  with  our  preferences,  and  are  earnest  and  ardent  in  the 
expression  and  urgency  of  those  preferences;  but  1  have  yet  fatle<l  to  hear, 
in  the  busy  and  exciting  conflict  in  which  men  have  been  engaged  for  the 
In-t  week,  any  expression  on  the  part  of  any  dclcpntc  to  this  Conventirti.  for 
whoni.soever  he  may  be.  of  a  dissent  as  to  the  final  detcraiinaiie  n  of  Uiis 
Convention.  When  we  have  had  deliverance  from  all  the  labor  of  this  Con- 
vention, I  have  no  doubt,  and  I  shall  in  that  agree  with  the  distinguished 
firentleman  from  New  York,  that  we  will  be  found  hand  in  hand,  shoulder 
to  shoulder,  marching  on  to  the  election  of  our  candidate.  If  he  nominates 
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his  candidate,  Mr.  President,  we  will  pledee  ourselves  to  refrain  from  noth- 
ing, by  night  or  by  day.  to  elect  him.  And,  in  tttm,  we  shall  expect  that  if 
we  nominate  ours,  ho  will  work  night  and  day  to  elect  him. 

Mr.  Br.and.sgee.  of  Connrrticut.  I  do  not  rise.  Mr.  President,  to  advo- 
cate the  resolution.  I  do  not  ihmk  such  a  resolution  needs  advocacy  in  a 
Republican  convention.  It  ought  to  pass  without  opposition,  sir,  and  no  man 
can  be  in  a  Republican  convention  that  is  not  prepared  to  vote  for  it,  and 

to  stand  by  it.  Mr.  President,  all  I  rise  for  is  to  ask  that  this  question  shall 
be  taken  by  a  call  of  States,  that  we  mav  empha<;ize  the  verdict,  and  know 
who  vote^  for  it  and  who  will  tr\'  td  c  <cape  from  it,  if  any  such  there  be.  I 
call  fur  the  roll  of  States  on  the  vote. 

The  PkEsiDENT.  The  Cliair  will  first  put  the  question.  If  the  decision 
of  the  Chair  is  doubted,  the  call  of  States  will  then  be  ordered.  The  Chair 
will  not  hold  himself  botmd  to  put  questions  on  a  call  of  States  at  the  request 

of  any  individual  member  of  the  Convention  unless  there  be  some  doubt  as 
to  the  «;ense  of  the  Convention.   [After  putting  the  question],  the  ayes  have  it. 

Mr.  Brandagee,    I  doubt  it,  and  move  that  the  roll  of  States  be  called. 

Mr.  CoKKLiNC,  of  New  York.  Plaitily  and  audibly  to  me  and  to  others, 
negati\e  votes  were  given  on  this  re-^olution,  and  I  respectfully  ask  the  Chair 
to  call  the  States,  that  we  may  know  who  it  is  in  a  Republican  convention 
that  votes  "No"  on  such  a  pledge. 

The  PtESiDBNT.  The  Chair  will  take  the  sense  of  the  Convention.  Is 
it  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention  that  this  question  be  taken  by  a  call  of 
States?

On  the  call  of  the  Sute  of  South  Carolina. 

Mr.  Elliott,  of  South  Carolina.  Mr.  President:  Being  the  only  mem- 
ber of  the  delegation  present  from  South  Carolina,  and  not  being  authorised 

to  cast  the  vote  of  the  other  members  of  the  delegation,  I  desire  to  be  al- 
lowed to  record  my  vote  on  the  affirmative  side  of  the  question. 
On  the  call  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia. 

Mr.  Campbell,  of  West  Virginia.  Mr.  President.  There  are  two  mem- 
bers of  the  delegation  from  West  Virginia  serving  on  eommittees.  Those 

present  vote  five  "aye"  and  three  "no." 

On  tlie  call  of  the  Territory  of  Dakot^ 

A  VOICE.  The  members  forming  the  delegation  from  Dakota  are  absent, 
but  their  alternates  are  here  nnd  cast  two  votes  aye. 

(The  delegates  from  the  Territories  of  Idaho,  Montana  and  Washington 
and  from  the  District  of  Columbia  were  absent,  and  their  votes  were  not  re- 
corded.] 

The  vote  was  announced  as  above  recorded. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNC,  of  New  York.  Mr.  President:  I  wish  to  offer  a  reso- 
lution, which  in  one  moment  I  will  reduce  to  writing,  the  substance  of  which 
meanwhile  I  will  submit  orally  to  the  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  who  on  this  roll>call  have  voted  "no"  on 
the  resolutron  just  adopted  do  not  deserve  to  have,  and  have  forfeited  thetr 
votes  in  this  Convention. 

Mr.  C.AMPREf  L,  of  West  X'ir^inia.  I  hope  that  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  voted  in  the  negative  the  gentleman  will  repeat  his  remarks. 

Mr.  Conkling  liaving  sent  to  the  Chair  his  resolution  in  writing,  it  was 
read,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  who  have  voted  that  they  will  not  abide  the 
action  of  the  Convention,  do  not  deserve,  and  have  forfeited  their  votes  in 
this  Convention. 

Mr.  Camtoell,  of  West  Virginia.  Mr.  President:  Before  the  resolu- 
tion is  put  to  this  Convention,  I  desire  to  make  a  few  remarks.  There  are 
three  gentlemen  from  West  Virginia,  good  and  uue  Republicans,  who  li.ivc 
voted  in  the  negative.  I  came  to  the  City  of  Chicago,  when  a  young  man. 
from  the  State  of  Virginia,  after  having  submitted  for  twenty  years  to 
contumely  and  to  violence  m  that  State  for  my  Republican  principles, — an*! 
if  it  has  come  to  this,  that  in  this  City  ot  Chicago,  a  delegate  from  that 
State  to  a  Republican  Convention' cannot  have  a  free  expre^ion  of  hts  opin- 
ion, I  for  one  am  willing  to  witlulraw  from  thi>  C' invention.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  have  been  a  Republican  in  the  State  of  Virginia  from  my  youth.  For 
twenty-three  years  I  have  published  a  Republican  newspaper  m  that  State 
I  have  supported  i  \  ery  Presidential  Republican  nominee  in  that  time.  1 
expect  to  support  the  nominee  of  this  Convention.  But,  sir,  as  a  Repub- 
lican. I  imbibed  my  principles  from  the  great  statesman  from  New  York. 
William  H.  Seward,  with  whom  I  had  an  early  acquaintance  by  virtue  of 
my  having  gone  to  school  with  him  near  the  Cii^  of  Utica,  from  which  the 
gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Conkling)  now  hails.  I  was  a  Republican 
then,  and  I  made  the  acquaintance  of  that  distinguished  gentleman.  I  came 
home,  and  in  my  youth  I  became  a  newspaper  editor.  From  that  day  to 
this — from  the  John  Brown  raid  on  Harper's  Ferry  all  through  the  troubles 
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of  the  la'=t  twcnty-fno  ycar^— I  luivo  consistently  and  always  supported  our 
State  and  National  Republican  nominees.  But,  Mr.  President.  I  feel,  as  a 
Republican,  that  there  is  a  principle  in  this  question,  and  I  will  never  come 
into  any  Corivention  and  atrrtc  beforehand  that  whatever  may  be  done  by 
that  Convention  shall  have  my  endorsement.  Sir.  as  a  free  man.  whom  God 
made  free,  I  always  intend  to  carry  my  sovereignty  under  my  own  hat. 
(Applause.]  I  never  intend  that  any  body  of  men  shall  take  it  from  me.  1 
"do  not,  Mr.  President,  make  my  living  by  politics;  I  make  it  by  my  labor 
as  a  newspaper  editor;  and  I  am  not  afraid  to  go  home  and  say  that  I 
stood  up  here  in  this  Convention  and  expressed  my  honest  opinion,  as  I 
was  not  afraid  to  stand  up  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  when  but  2.500 
men  were  found  to  vote  for  Abraham  Lincoln,  though,  i  am  glad  to  say, 
that  that  party  has  risen  to-day  to  45.000  votes  under  the  training  that  we 
received,  and  from  the  early  inspiration  of  Republican  principle?.  I  am 
net  afraid,  sir.  to  go  home  and  face  those  men  as  I  have  faced  them  always. 

Mr.  MooKE,  of  West  Virginia.  Although  I  differ  with  my  brother  from 
Wf'^t  Virginia  (Mr.  CampbeTll.  yet  I  do  in.«ist  and  demand  npnn  h-s  part, 
as  one  of  the  delegates  from  that  State,  the  right  to  utter  his  sentiments  as 
a  representative  of  West  Vit^inia,  on  every  question.  He  is  responsible  to 
his  people,  and  to  his  people  alone.  In  the  name  of  God,  has  it  come  to  this, 
that  one  who  has  battled  as  A.  W.  Campbell  has  to  my  knowledge,  in  be- 
^  half  of  Republicanism,  when  it  cost  someuiing  more  than  it  did  in  the  State 
of  New  York  or  in  the  State  of  Maine,  cannot  freely  express  his  opinion  in  « 
a  Republican  Convention? 

When  the  dark  clouds  of  1861  to  '65  Swept  over  what  is  now  the  little 
State  of  West  Virginia,  when  it  was  the  great  battle  ground,  as  it  were,  of 
the  Northern  and  Southern  armies,  A.  W.  Campbell  was  standing  holding 
aloft  the  flag  of  his  country  on  the  battlefield  and  fighting  for  its  principles. 
While  T  differ  from  him,  and  have  resolved  to  vote  for  the  nominee,  whom- 
ever he  may  be,  yet  I  do  insist  on  behalf  of  my  friends  that  he  has  a  right 
to  express  his  sentiments  here. 

Mr.  Brandaceb.  Mr.  President:  Before  this  Convention  passes  this 
resolution  it  would  be  quite  well  for  these  gentlemen  to  see  and  decide  for 
themselves  what  the  question  is  and  what  the  question  is  not.  In  the  firpt 
place,  Mr.  President,  it  is  not  a  question  of  free  speech  in  a  Republican 
Convent'on.  That  question  was  decided  in  the  fir.st  Republican  Convention 
that  ever  sat  on  this  continent,  and  it  never  has  been  doubted  or  questioned 
m  Btiy  National  Republican  Convention  that  has  met  since  that  date.  The 
war  cry  of  this  party  was  "Free  Speech.  Free  Press.  Free  Soil,  Freedom, 
and  Fremont  I"  It  lies  at  the  foundation  of  the  great  temple  of  Republican 
liberty,  which  is  the  glory  of  this  land,  and  the  admiratitm  of  the  world. — 
Free  Speech — freedcim  to  express  at  all  proper  times  and  places  one's  pref- 
erences upon  political  questions;  and  at  the  foundations  of  that  other  endur- 
ing monument,  laid  deeper  than  any  Convention's  work,  the  Emiality  of 
Manhood  in  Courts,  in  streets,  in  Conventions,  and  in  all  places.  Now.  s  r. 
let  the  gentlemen  from  West  VirRiina  clearly  understand  that  it  is  no  ques- 
tion of  freedom  of  speech  here.  1  heir  own  course  has  demonstrated  that. 
They  are  at  perfect  liberty  to  talk  both  to  the  Convention  and  the  galleries. 
No  man  has  denied,  doubted,  or  hindered  them  in  the  exercise  of  their  right 
of  speech,  and  no  mm  will,  until  this  debate  is  ended.  Nor  is  it.  sir.  that 
other  qtie^tion  of  individual  liberty  which  every  American  citizen  and  voter 
must  answer  for  himself,  to  his  God,  and  his  conscience,  when  he  comes  to 
the  polls,  the  quection  for  whom  he  individually  shall  vote.  That  question 
each  man  will  take  to  h-"  conscience  and  his  God.  and  settle  it  before  thern, 
under  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  his  country.  He  will  vote  as  his 
conscience  dictates,  without  fear,  favor  or  reward.  The  question  is  whether 
he  shall  sit  here  in  a  Republican  Convention  in  true  loyalty  to  this  glori- 
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ous  party,  tliat  has  carried  this  country  through  the  storm  of  battle,  and 
which  advocates  Republican  liberty  for  this  continent,  and  Republican  liberty 

for  all  nation!;. 

As  a  delegate  to  the  Convention  of  Republicans,  with  equal  rights  and 
equal  privileges,  is  it  decent,  is  it  to  be  tolerated,  will  it  conduce  to  order, 

will  it  conduce  to  wholesome  party  integrity  in  tlic  coming  campaign,  to 
let  one  State  here  tu  advance  say  unto  us,  "The  mountain  must  come  to 
Mahomet;  Mahomet  won't  go  to  the  mountain.*'  and  to  dictate  in  advance 
terms  here  to  put  shackles  upon  the  action  of  the  delegation  of  any  State 
in  the  Convention?  1  say,  that  any  State,  or  any  portion  of  any  delegation 
from  any  State,  that  deliberately  announces  that  doctrine  in  advance  is  not 
fit  for  a  5cat  on  this  floor.  I  would  not  exclude  them.  I  \\r)nl(I  nnxlify  ili.it 
resolution,  and  suggest  to  the  great  orator  from  New  York  [Mr.  Conklin^l. 
the  great  representative  Republican  of  the  country,  to  modify  his  resolution 
so  as  not  to  exclude  them  from  the  hall.  Let  them  stay  here  ami  see  how 
unanimous  we  can  be.  But  I  would  instruct  the  Clerk  of  this  Convention 
and  its  President,  upon  the  roll-call,  not  to  call  their  names  so  that  they 
may  not  participate  in  the  results  ..f  a  Convention  tO  which  results  they  in 
advance  pledge  themselves  in)t  lo  ccnfrrni. 

Mr.  MtCoRMiCK,  of  West  Virginia.  Mr.  Pt evident:  I  w.is  one  ot  the 
three  men  that  voted  against  that  resolution.   I  did  not  vote  against  it.  sir, 

because  I  did  not  intend  to  support  the  nominee  r.f  this  Convention,  because 
I  do,  as  I  have  done  ever  since  I  was  old  enough  to  cast  a  vote.  I  have 
to  say  to  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Conkling]  that  I  have  been 
as  consistent  a  Republican  as  he  has  been.  I  have  further  to  say  to  the 
gentleman  from  New  York  that  when  the  war  broke  out  in  i86i  I  was 
but  a  boy  of  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  I  went  into  the  army  from  the  State 
of  Indiana,  and  int<:>  Camp  Morton,  and  was  in  the  army  fnr  two  long  years. 
I  made,  sir — if  the  gciulenicn  of  this  Convention  will  allow  me  to  say — in 
1876  more  than  one  hundred  speeches  for  the  nominee  of  the  Republican 
party,  and  I  am  informed  that  the  gentleman  from  New  York  made  but 
one.  1  would  like  tu  see  the  gentleman  practice  what  he  preaches.  It  is 
a  notorious  fact  that  the  gentleman  from  New  York  on  many  occasions  in 
the  past,  win  ti  lie  has  failed  to  secure  what  he  wanted  from  the  Repub- 
lican party,  has  not  given  it  the  hearty  support  that  1  have.  I  object  10  that 
resolution  for  this:  That  resolution  recites  that  a  man  who  dares  assert 
his  independence  in  this  Convention  is  not  worthy  of  a  seat  in  the  body  I 
say  he  is,  and  I  object  to  it  for  that  reason,  and  not  because  I  do  not  intend 
to  support  the  nominee  of  this  Convention.  I  do.  and  it  makes  no  difference 
who  he  is, 

Mr.  Young,  of  Tennessee.  I  understand  something  of  politics  in  Ten- 
nessee. I  hate  turmoil  or  anything  of  the  kind  among  my  peers,  but  I  do 
feel  bound  to  say  something  here,  because  matters  are  shaping  themselves, 
or  are  being  brnnght  about,  which  are  sooner  or  later  to  tell  the  destiny  of 
the  Republican  party  in  the  South.  Now.  this  is  no  small  question,  but  it 
is  a  question  in  which  we  Southern  people  are  much  interested.  Tin-  pr.int 
is  this  with  mc  and  with  the  Southern  Republicans:  The  intent  of  the  South 
is  not  a  true  purpose — that  is,  in  the  Democratic  parly.  Take  you  Repub- 
licans of  the  North,  and  of  the  East,  and  of  the  We^i,  and  when  \on  cMiie 
down  thronsjh  the  South  it  will  sugar-coat  you  luitil  you  believe  the  South 
is  an  angel,  robed  in  the  most  spotless  robes  with  which  angels  have  ever 
been  clothed,  and  we  Republicans  get  the  worst  of  it  when  yon  leave  that 
section  of  the  countrv.  We  do  not  want  to  be  mistaken.  We  want  you  in 
this  Convention  to  look  into  these  little  things,  that  tell  which  way  the  wind 
blows,  when  we  go  home.  I  do  not  doubt  the  Republicairsm  of  then  gen- 
tlemen ;  hut,  sir.  if  a  man  in  the  South  has  not  the  pluck  to  stand  firm  on 
the  smallest  question  in  Republicanism,  he  is  unworthy  to  stand  among  his

Southern  fellows.  I  have  not  yet  und' r  tood  why  the<?e  Rcntlenien  refuse 
to  support  the  nominee  of  the  Republican  parly.  I  want  to  know  this:  If 
they  intend  to  join  any  other  party  in  case  they  are  not  satisfied  here,  then 
what  nt'lit  havf  they  to  join  us?  If  they  intend  to  unite  with  the  Dcinn- 
cratic  ijariy,  wliat  right  have  ihey  to  be  with  us  here?  If  they  intend  to  be 
silent,  why  would  they  say  that  they  would  not  support  him?  That  would 
leave  them  without  a  vote,  I  would  rather  sneak  out  after  declaring  thnt 
I  would  not  vote  with  the  party  than  claim  a  seat  in  a  Republican  Con- 
tention. I  understand  what  liberty  means,  but  I  do  not  understand  that 
liberty  extends  so  far  ns  to  allow  men  to  throw  a  division  into  a  party 
which  lias  to  act  as  a  unit.  Now,  I  take  this  jposition:  Tliat  unless  the 
Republican  party  in  the  North,  in  the  East,  and  in  the  West  determines  to 
stand  to  tht  -'n  -'.Ider  and  at  the  hack  of  the  Republican  party  in  the  South, 
the  South  will  count  Democratic  every  time,  and  you  can  not  help  it.  But 
the  day  that  the  North  stands  by  the  Republican  party  in  the  South,  as  she 
has  sto'id  to  the  party  all  over  this  coimtry.  then  the  Electoral  College  will 
have  Republican  votes  from  the  Southern  States,  and  they  will  be  counted. 
All  we  ask  is  men  with  backbone,  and  not  men  who  go  to  the  gate  and  help 
otiicrs  in,  and  themselves  >lip  out.  We  need  the  a^-urance  that  in  our  at- 
tempt to  support  the  party  we  will  be  supported.  That  is  all  the  Southern 
RepubHcans  ask.  Now,  I  do  not  by  any  means  intend  to  say  that  the  South- 
ern \'liite  Kr]inhlicatis  arc  not  true.  We  have  them  down  there  — we  have 
them  in  the  Tennessee  delegation — as  good  as  any  colored  man.  [Laugh- 
ter.] I  can  not  say  they  arc  any  l>etter,  but  w-e  claim  that  we  have  got 
good  colored  Repuldicni^s  down  tliere  Bin  we  are  tired  of  men  who  claim 
to  be  Repubhcans  just  enough  to  put  us  m  a  position  in  the  South  to  be 
defeated;  and  because  they  do  not  agree  with  the  great  Republican  Convcn-» 
tion  go  back  and  sow  dissension  all  over  the  country.  I  am  opposed  to  it. 
Let  these  men  define  themselves,  and  let  us  see  what  is  the  matter,  and,  if 
it  is  simply  because  of  their  higli  independence,  I  say  let  them  vacate  their 
seats,  and  let  the  Republican  party  go  on. 

Mr.  Campbell,  of  West  Virginia.''  I  desire  to  say  one  word  in  answer 
to  all  that  has  been  *;aid  upon  this  stibiect.  and  in  answer  to  the  delegate 
from  Tennessee  [Mr.  VoungJ,  I  would  say  that  I  am  not  afraid  to  speak  of 
Republicanism,  and  never  have  been.  When  Frederick  Douglass  came  to  my 
city  immediately  after  the  war  to  make  a  speech,  there  wn^  Tint  a  promi- 
nent man  in  that  city,  so  far  as  I  have  been  ini'oruied.  thai  wa>  willing  to 
introduce  him  to  an  audience.  He  sent  for  me,  or  some  of  his  friends  did, 
and  I  said  I  would  introduce  him;  and  I  did  introduce  him.  And.  Mr. 
President^  I  helped  to  make  such  men  as  the  delegate  frotn  lenncs-vce  free, 
and  I  think  it  is  a  very  poor  return  for  one  of  his  race  to  stand  up  here 
and  talk  aVioirt  S'  utht  rti  white  Republicans  not  having  sufficient  grit  to  t.icr 
their  opponents.  I  claim  to  have  all  the  grit  that  any  man  can  have  who 
wears  a  conscience  in  his  breast.  I  have  always  held  to  my  principles  under 
every  sort  of  persecution,  and  I  expect  to  do  so  now. 

Mr.  Bbakdacce.  I  rise  to  question  of  order  T  would  like  through  the 
medium  of  a  question  of  order,  to  ask  my  friend  from  West  Virginia  whether

The  President.  The  gentleman  from  Connecticut  is  out  of  order.  He 
is  not  statin!?  a  queitii>n  of  order. 

Mr.  Hk\N».\GFE.    I  know  i  am  not;  but  I  am  asking  a  question. 

The  President.  The  gentleman  is  out  of  order.  The  gentleman  from 
West  Virginia  has  the  floor. 

A  DtusGATE.  Mr.  Campbell  is  through. 
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Mr.  Garfield,  of  Ohio.  I  fear  this  Convcnticni  i>  about  to  commit  a 
great  error,  and  before  they  act  I  beg  leave  to  state  the  case.  Every  dele- 
gate in  this  Convention,  save  three,  voted  for  a  resolution.  Those  three 
gentlemen  wh  )  voted  rig;un^t  it  ha\c  arisen  in  their  places  and  each  man 
has  said  that  he  expects  and  intends  to  support  the  nominee  of  this  Con- 
vention. But  they  say  it  is  not,  according  to  their  judgment,  a  wise  thing 
at  this  time  to  pa^>  the  resnhitioii  for  wliich  all  the  rest  of  us  voted. 
Arc  they  to  be  disfranchised  becaui^c  they  thought  it  was  not  the  time  to  pass 
the  resolution  for  which  we  voted?  That  is  the  question,  and  that  is  the 
whole  (|ue'«ti<!n.  If  these  peiitlemvn  liad  arisen  in  tlitir  jilaccs  and  said.  "I 
will  not  vote  for  your  nominee, "  then  the  question  would  be  a  pert-nent  and 
entirely  different  one.  Is  every  delegate  here  to  have  his  Kepubh'canism 
inquired  into  before  this  Convention  will  allctw  him  to  vote?  We  come 
here  as  Republicans,  and  we  are  entitled  to  take  part  in  the  proceeding  of 
this  Convention,  and  as  one  of  our  rights,  we  can  vote  on  every  resolution 
"aye"  or  "nn,"  \Vc  are  respon^^ihle  for  those  votes  to  mir  constituents,  and 
to  them  alone.  There  never  was  a  Convention,  there  never  can  be  a  Con- 
vention, of  which  I  am  one  delegate,  equal  in  rights  to  every  other  delegate, 
that  shall  bind  iny  vote  agaiii'^t  my  will  on  any  question  whatever. 

I  regret  that  these  gentlemen  thought  it  best  to  break  the  harmony  of 
this  Convention  by  their  dissent;  but,  when  they  tell  the  Convention  that 
by  their  dissent  they  did  not  mean,  that  they  would  not  vote  for  the  nom- 
inee of  this  Convention,  but  only  that  they  did  not  think  the  resolution  at 
this  time  wise.  I  say  they  acted  in  their  right ;  and  not  by  my  vote  shall 
they  be  deprived  of  their  seats  or  their  freedom.  I  do  not  know  tlie  j^entle- 
men,  nor  their  affiliations,  nor  their  relations  to  candidates,  except  one  of 
them  One  of  them  I  know,  who  in  the  dark  days  of  slavery,  and  for  twenty 
long  years,  in  the  midst  of  slave-pens  and  slave-drivers,  has  stood  up  for  lib- 
erty with  a  clear-sighted  courage  and  a  brave  heart  equal  to  that  of  the  best 
Rcpifblican  that  lives  on  this  globe.  And  if  this  Convention  expel  him,  th«n 
we  must  purge  ourselves  at  the  end  of  every  vote  by  requiring  that  so  many 
as  shall  vote  against  us  shall  go  out. 

I  trust,  after  the  statements  that  have  been  made  by  the  three  delegates 
from  West  Virginia,  that  the  distinfxuished  gentleman  from  New  York  fMr. 
Conkling)  will  take  pleasure  in  withdrawing  the  resolution  and  let  the  Con- 
vention proceed  with  its  business. 

Mr.  PixLEY,  of  California.  I  have  the  honor  very  respectfully  to  move 
that  the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  CoNKUHG.  Mr,  President:  I  beg  to  ask  that  the  roll  be  called,  that 

being  a  test  question. 

The  President.  It  is  requested  that  the  roll  be  called.  The  Chair  in 
his  discretion  will  direct  the  roll  to  be  called. 

A  DELEGATE,   I  waut  to  say  just  a  word. 

The  President.  The  motion  is  not  debatable. 

Mr.  Cartes,  of  Mississippi.  I  desire  to  ask  the  gentleman  [Mr.  Fixloyl.

I  beg  to  inquire  of  the  Chair,  there 
being  no  ditlerence  of  understanuuig  around  me,  whether  the  delegates  re- 
ferred to  in  that  resolution  did  state  that  they  would  support  the  nominee 
of  the  Convention.

The  FuESiDEirr.  The  Chair  does  not  deem  it  within  his  province  to  un- 
dertake to  put  meaning  upon  the  speeches  or  addresses  which  have  been  made 
to  tlic  Convention.

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  One  word  further.  If  I  had  or  could  have  an  afiinna- 
tive  answer  to  the  question  I  put  to  the  Chair,  it  would  give  me  great  plea»> 
ure  to  withdraw  this  resolution.  I  think  in  some  way  the  Chair  might  enable

Mr*  CoNKUNa  If  I  am  in  order,  and  I  believe  I  am,  owing  to  the  pur- 
pose for  which  I  rise.  I  will  not  insist  upon  any  resolution  against  even  a 

doubt  a?  tM  the  position  (A  the  three  members  from  West  Virginia,  and  al- 
though I  (lid  not  understand  the  declaration  as  another  member  did,  rather 
than  run  the  risk  of  an  injustice  to  any  delegate,  I  will  withdraw  the  reso- 
lution. 

Mr.  Campbell*  of  West  Virginia.  In  the  language  of  the  gentleman 
from  New  York,  I  congratulate  him  upon  his  success. 

Mr.  Sewell,  of  New  Jersey.  I  move  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials 

'  be  instrttcted  now  to  report. 

'I'hc  motion  was  aj?reed  to. 

The  PitEbii>ENT.  The  Chair  wishes  to  be  heard  in  making  a  statement 
to  the  Convention  and  the  galleries.  The  National  Convention  has  supposed 
it  would  give  great  pleasure  to  persons  not  members  of  the  Convention,  as- 
sembled here,  to  witness  its  proceedings :  and  accordingly  arrangements  have 
been  made  by  which  ten  thousand  citizens  are  present  as  lookers  on.  But 
It  is  quite  obvious  that  it  is  an  abuse  of  \h<^  courtesy  of  the  Convention  for 
gentlemen  in  the  naileries  to  undertake  to  express  their  disapprobation  of 
the  sentiments  which  arc  uttered  by  the  speakers  here.

A  DELECATK.    He  i«  not  in  the  hall. 

Ihc  FKESii>EM.  The  Chair  is  informed  that  the  Chairman  ot  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  is  not  in  the  halL 

Mr.  Sewiu.,  of  New  Jersey.  In  order  that  the  time  of  the  Convention 

may  not  be  wasted,  pending  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  I 
move  that  the  Chairman  rf  the  Committee  on  Rults  be  instructed  to  report, 
but  that  no  action  be  taken  on  the  rules  until  after  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Credentials. 

Mr.  0>KicuNa  And  action  upon  it 

The  pREsmBNT.  Does  the  gentleman  accept  the  modification  that  no 
action  be  taken  on  the  rc  jx  rt  until  after  the  disposition  of  the  report  of  the 

Committer  on  Credentials?  Is  there  any  objection  to  that  suggestion?  The 
Chair  hears  none,  and  it  is  so  ordered.  The  Chair  will  request  the  chairmen 
of  committees  to  take  the  platform  in  making  their  report.  1"he  Chair  re- 
quests the  Hon.  Blanche  K.  Bruce,  of  Mississippi,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
of  the  Convention,  to  assume  the  chair  for  a  few  minutes. 

The  Phbsiihng  Ofpicek  (Mr.  Bruce,  of  Mississippi,  in  Uie  chair].  The 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  will  now  report  to  the  Convention. 

REPORT  or  THE  OOMMIITEB  OK  RULES. 

Mr.  Garfislo^  of  Ohio.  Mr.  President:  I  am  instructed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business  to  report  to  this  Convention  the  rules 
and  order  of  business  for  its  government.  I  will  request  the  Secretary  to 

read  the  report  of  the  committee.  , 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business  beg  leave  to  make  the 
following  report: 

Rule  I.  The  Convention  shall  consist  of  a  number  of  delegates  from 

each  State  equal  to  (lon!)le  the  inmiber  of  its  Senators  and  Representatives 
in  Congress,  and  two  delegates  from  each  1  crrilory,  and  two  from  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia. 

Rule  2.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  rules  of 
the-  Coiuention  SO  far  as  they  are  applicable,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 

following  rules. 

Rule  3.   When  the  previous  question  shall  be  demanded  by  a  majority 

of  the  delegates  from  any  State,  and  the  demand  seconded  by  two  or  more 
States,  and  the  call  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the  Convention,  the  question 
shall  then  be  proceeded  with  and  disposed  of  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  similar  cases. 

Rule  4.  Upon  all  suhjeets  before  the  Convention  the  States  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  next  the  Territories  and  District  of  Columbia. 

Rule  5.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  disposed 
of  before  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  is  acted  upon  :  and  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  Con- 
vention proceeds  to  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  President  and  Vice- 
President 
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Rule  d  When  a  majority  ol  the  ddegates  of  any  two  States  shall  de- 
mand that  a  vote  be  recorded,  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  States,  Territories 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Secretary  calling  the  roll  of  the  States 
and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  order  heretofore  stated. 

Rule  7.   In  making  the  nomination  for  President  and  Vice-President, 

in  no  case  shall  the  calling  of  the  roll  he  dispensed  with.  When  it  shall 
appear  that  any  candidate  has  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Convention  shall  annomice  the  question  to  be:  Shall  the  nom- 
ination of  the  candidate  be  made  unanimotis?  Btit  if  no  candidate  shall 
have  received  a  majori^  of  the  votes,  the  Chair  shall  direct  the  vote  to  be 
again  taken,  which  shall  be  repeated  until  some  candidate  shall  have  received 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast;  and  when  any  State  has  announced  its  vote  it 
shall  so  i>tand  until  the  ballot  is  announced,  unless  in  case  of  numerical  error.. 

Rule  8.  In  the  record  of  the  vote  by  States,  the  vote  of  each  State,  Ter- 
ritory, and  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  announced  by  the  chairman : 
and  in  case  the  vote  of  any  State,  Territon*,  or  District  of  Columbia  shall 
be  divided,  the  chairman  shall  announce  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  any 
candidate,  or  for  or  against  any  proposition;  but,  if  exception  is  taken  by 
any  delegate  to  the  correctness  of  such  announcement  by  the  chairman  of 
his  delegation,  the  President  of  the  Convention  shall  direct  the  roll  of  mem- 
bers of  such  delegation  to  be  called,)and  the  result  shall  be  recorded  in  accord- 
ance with  the  votes  individually  given. 

Rule  9.  No  mejnber  i^hall  speak  more  than  once  upon,  the  same  ques- 
tion, nor  longer  than  five  minutes,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Convention,  ex- 
cept tliat  delegates  presenting  the  name  of  a  candidate  shall  be  allowed  ten 
minutes  in  presenting  the  name  of  such  candidate. 

Rule  10.  A  Republican  National  Committee  shall  be  appointed,  to  con- 
sist of  one  member  from  each  State,  Territorv  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
represented  in  this  Convention.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  delegation 
from  each  State,  Territory  and  the  District  ot  Columbia  shall  name,  through 
their  chairman,  a  person  to  act  as  a  member  of  such  committee. 

Rule  II.  All  resolutions  relating  to  the  platform  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  without  debate.

Mr.  Gaifielsi   Mr.  Chairman:    I  do  not  tmderstand  that  these  rules 

arc  now  up  for  discussion;  but  the  Convention  has  directed  that  the  report 
be  made  for  the  information  of  the  delegates.  As  a  part  of  that  informa- 
tion, I  make  this  statement:  The  Committee  on  Rules  have  made  but  two 
i-Ia'^ses  (if  changes  in  the  rules  of  1876:  First,  merely  verbal  cliances  and 
re-arrangement  of  rules  in  what  they  thought  was  a  more  convcnicni  order; 
and  in  that  I  understand  the  report  of  the  committee  to  be  absolutely  unan- 
imous. 

The  only  change  of  substance  of  any  rule  is  the  language  in^  the  last 
clause  of  Rule  8  in  regard  to  the  vote  where  a  State  may  be  divided.  In 
that  case,  the  Committee  on  Rules  thought  it  best  to  embody  the  precedents 
nf  rulings  in  all  former  Republican  conventions,  as  they  believe,  into  a  plain, 
unambiguous  addition  to  the  rules.  Beyond  that,  no  change  has  been  made. 
This  is  all  I  say  as  to  the  report.  When  it  comes  up  for  con-ideration.  I 
may  have  something  to  say.  T  understand  that  a  minority  of  the  committee 
desire  to  offer  a  minority  report ;  and,  as  the  Chairman  of  the  whole  Com- 
mittee, I  have  said  to  them  that  they  ought  to  be  heard,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  they  will  be;  and  I  ask  that  the  gentlemen  in  the  minority  may  send 
up  their  report,  to  be  read  for  the  information  ot  the  ConvetUion. 
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Mr.  Sharpe,  of  New  York.    I  send  up  the  minority  report. 
The  President.    The  report  of  ilic  niinority  of  ihe  Cuminiuee  will  be 
read  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

KEFORT  or  THE  MIMOItlTY  OP  TBB  COMMimS  ON  BULKS. 

The  minority  from  the  Committee  on  Rti!es  and  Order  of  lln  incsf,  con- 
sisting^ ot  the  delegates  from  .\labania,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Kentucky,  Mis- 
sissippi. Missouri,  New  York,  Tennessee,  Vir^nia.  Illinois  and  Colorado,  re- 
spectfully recommend  the  retention  of  Rule  No.  being  Rule  No.  6  of  the 
Convention  of  1876,  in  the  same  language  held  by  this  rule  in  former  Rcpub> 
Hcan  Conventions,  tinder  which  the  rights  of  all  delegates  have  been  here- 
tofore protected  and  which  is  as  follows: 

"In  fiv  rcrnrJ  f  f  votes  by  '^tn'f'i.  the  vote  of  each  State,  Territory,  and 
the  DisiM  (  1  Colun  l  ia  shall  be  announced  by  the  chairman;  and  in  case 
the  votes  f)i  any  Stat  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  di- 
vided, the  chairman  <:lia!l  announce  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  candidate 
or  for  or  against  any  proposition." 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  addition  made  1^  a  majority  of  the 

Committee,  after  a  protracted  debate,  i^  unwise;  that  it  tends  to  invite  dis- 
cussion which  may  not  otherwise  be  forced  tipon  the  Convention;  that  it 
is  unnecessary,  to  protect  the  rights  of  individual  members;  and  that  it 
gratuitously  and  in  advance  casts  an  imputation  upon  the  chairmen  of  the 
respective  delegations.

The  Chair  will  request  the  gentleman  from 
New  Jersey,  who  made  the  motion  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  be 
instructed  to  report,  to  charge  himself  with  the  order  of  the  Convention  in 
that  respect,  and  with  informing  the  Convention  of  the  purpose  of  the  Com- 
mittee, if  he  will  be  so  kind. 

CREDENTI.XLS. 

Mr.  Conger,  of  iMichigan.  (After  a  short  discussion.]  Mr.  Prcsxdeni: 
I  have  the  honor  to  <sttbmit  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  for 

the  consideration  .>i  tiu-  Conventirm.  Tn  behalf  of  the  Committee  T  apolopi/c 
to  the  Convention  for  the  length  of  time  we  have  detained  the  Convention 
from  receiving  and  acting  upon  this  report.  There  were  more  than  fifty  cases 
of  delegates  and  alternates  upon  which  your  Committee  had  to  act.  hcnr  testi- 
mony and  discussion,  and  consider.  There  were  over  fifty  other  points  sub- 
mitted to  your  Committee  which  required  its  consideration  and  action.  I 
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desire  to  say.  in  bclialf  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  without  detaining 
the  Convention  longer,  that,  with  a  recess  of  but  two  or  three  hours  since 
eleven  o'clock,  day  before  yesterday,  when  this  Committee  withdrew  to  con- 
si<lcr  these  cases,  tlie  Committee  have  been  continuously  and  la1)orinusly  en- 
^ged  in  tlie  performance  of  their  duty.  I  desire  to  say  further  that  all  ques- 
tions submitted  to  the  Committee  have  been  considered  with  candor,  with  fair- 
ne>s.  without  dispute  latwecn  the  niembcr.s  of  the  Committee  as  to  their  set- 
tlement, however  much  members  of  the  Committee  may  have  differed  in  re- 
gard to  the  merits.  Without  delaying  the  Convention,  Mr.  President.  I  now 
present  the  report  of  the  Committee,  and,  when  it  i§  read.  I  shall  have  the 
honor  tn  reqtiest  the  vote  of  the  Conventiem  upon  the  different  propositions 
embraced  in  the  report,  as  I  shall  present  them  to  the  Convention. 

The  PttESTDEKT.  The  report  will  be  read  by  the  Secretaiy. 

Mr.  Cdngbx.  I  ask  that  the  Secreury  of  the  Committee  [Mr.  Fessenden] 
may  read  the  report.  We  did  not  remain  long-  enough  to  have  it  printed  to 
present  to  the  Convention. 

The  Pi<£6iDtxT.  The  Chair  will  recognize  Mr.  Fessenden,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Committee,  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Fessenden  read  as  follows : 


XEPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CKBDENTtALS. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  respectfully  report  the  annexed  roll  of 
ddegates,  recommended  by  them  as  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

The  chnnp:c5  which  have  been  made  in  the  printed  roll  prepared  hy  the 
Secretary  of  the  Republican  National  Committee,  and  also  the  disposition  ot 
contests  which  are  recommended  by  the  Committee,  are  as  follows: 

First— In  the  case  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  iIk  Committee  recommend 
the  admi.->aiun  of  the  delegation,  with  their  alternates,  headed  by  Henry  C. 
Warmoth,  and  the  exclusion  of  the  delegation  with  their  alternates,  headed 
1  y  Taylor  Beattie.  The  Committee  find  that  this  contest  arose  out  of  two 
rival  State  Conventions.  The  call  for  a  convention  to  be  held  in  New  Orleans 
on  the  24th  of  May  wza  regularly  issued.  Previous  to  the  convention,  a  strug- 
gle about  delegate^  being  imminent,  the  partisans  of  the  various  candidates 
came  to  an  agreement  to  divide  the  delegates,  and  have  a  peaceable  conven- 
tion. But  when  the  convention  assembled  a  conflict  arose.  Mr.  Dumont,  the 
Chairman  of  the  State  C  iimiiltee.  called  the  convention  to  order,  but  Mr. 
Beattie  denied  his  right,  and  moved  that  a  Mr.  Demas  be  elected,  and  himself 
declared  him  clccteil  A  disturbance  arose;  Mr.  Demas  was  not  allowed  to 
take  the  Qiair,  but  Mr.  Dumont  \s;i<  liimself  elected  Tcmpr.r.iry  Chairman, 
and  shortly  Mr.  Beattie,  Mr.  Demas  and  others  left  the  hall  and  went  into 
another  room,  and  held  a  separate  convention.  There  is  a  conflict  as  to  the 
number  of  delegates  who  withdrew,  and  as  to  the  number  who  remained  in 
the  hall  of  the  regular  convention,  but  the  Committee  find  that  those  who  went 
4>uLwere  in  a  minority;  that  the  withdrawal  was  without  adequate  cause,  and 
that  the  delegation  headed  by  Ex-Governor  Warmoth  is  Regular,  and  entitled 
to  scats. 

St'cond — The  Committee  recommend  in  the  Fourth  Congressional  Dis- 
trict, of  Alabama.  Jaines  T.  Rapier  for  admission  as  delegate  for  said  district. 
The  facts  found  by  the  Committee  in  this  case  are,  that  a  State  delrpate  con- 
'Kcntiort  of  the  Repul)licans  >>i  AlahaiTia  was  held  at  Sehna.  May  2ist,  1880, 
TO  elect  delegates  to  this  Conventi'm,  wliich  subdivided  itself  into  district  con- 
ventions, and  the  Fourth  Conj^re^sional  District  elected  James  T.  'Rapier  as 
one  of  the  delegates  for  the  district,  which  was  ratified  by  the  convention, 
subject  to  this  condition:  A  resolution  having  passed  the  State  convention 
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/directing  the  vote  of  the  Stale  lo  be  cast  aa  a  unit  lor  Gen.  Grant,  a  resolu- 
tion was  also  passed  requiring  each 'delegate  to  pledge  himself  to  obey  these 

^instructions.  Mr.  Rapier  not  brinp  found  at  the  time  the  convention,  the 
President  of  the  convention  wa.s  directed  to  withhold  from  him  his  credentials 
unless  he  would,  within  twenty  four  hours,  give  the  pledge,  as  appears  by  the 
loUowiog  notice  sent  to  Mr.  Rapier,  to  which  letter  he  has  made  no  response  : 

Montgomery.  Ala  ,  May  24,  1880. 

Dear  Sir— The  undersigned,  as  President  of  the  late  Republtcati  State 
Convention,  was  directed  by  a  resolution  passed  on  the  evening  of  the  last  day 
of  the  convention,  and  after  effort'^  had  l)een  made  by  the  convention  to  se- 
cure your  personal  presence,  to  obuin  from  you  in  writing  a  declaration  that 
it  was  your  purpose  to  abide  by  and  obey  the  resolution  of  instruction  passed 
by  the  convention,  whereby  all  the  d(  Urates  from  Alabama  to  the  National 
Convention  were  directed  to  unite  in  casting  the  whole  vote  of  the  State  for 
Gen.  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  so  long  as  a  majority  of  the  delegation  should  deem 
that  there  was  reasonable  probability  of  his  nomination.  Your  election  being 
4>jyLbJect.  as  a  condition  precedent,  to  your  acceptance  of  this  plodse,  in  the 
event  oT'refusal  orfathire  on  your  part  to  make  such  declaration  wuhin  twen- 
ty-four hours,  the  President  was  directed  to  withhold  from  yott  all  credemials 
as  a  delegate  from  Alabama. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  now  inform  me  in  writing  wheth- 
er or  not  it  is  your  purpose  to  abide  by  and  obey  said  resolutioQ  of  instruc* 
tion.

Third — The  Committee  in  the  case  of  the  Seventh  Congressional  district 
of  Alabama  recommend  that  William  H.  Smith  and  VVillard  Warner  be  ad- 
mitted in  the  place  of  Arthur  Bingham  and  R.  A.  Moseley. 

The  facts  in  the  case  of  Messrs.  Smith  and  Warner  are  substantially  the 
same  as  those  in  the  case  of  James  T.  Rapier.  Messrs.  Smith  and  Warner 
were  duly  elected  by  the  district  conventions,  and  their  names  reported  to  the 
State  convention. 

Gen.  Warner,  when  called  on  by  the  chairman  of  the  state  convention 
to  rise  and  pledge  himself  to  support  Gen.  Grant,  rcfuscil  to  do  so.  and  also 
stated  that  he  was  authorized  to  refuse  for  Gov.  Smith.  Whereupon  the 
State  convention  undertook  to  revoke  their  election,  and  to  elect  Bingham  and 
Mosclcy  in  their  places. 

It  was  claimed  before  the  Committee  that  Smith  and  Warner  were  not 
actually  elected  by  the  district  convention.  But  it  appeared  to  the  Committee 
that  tlic  Seventh  district  was  entitled  to  eighteen  delccrates;  that  there  were 
present  at  the  district  convention  fifteen  delegates  in  person  and  two  by  proxy, 
not  counting  R.  S.  Heflin,  from  Randolph  county,  whose  vote.  Gov  Smith 
testified  he  was  authorized  to  cast,  and  not  counting  one  vote  cast  by  Ewing, 
of  Etowah,  that  county  being  entitled  to  only  one  vote.  The  whole  rlumbcr 
of  votes  cast  was  seventeen.  Counting  Heflin's  vote,  cast  l)y  Smith,  and  one 
vote  illegally  cast  by  Kwinjr.  Smith  received  nine  votes,  Ewinp  rect^ivcd  six. 
VVarner  received  eight  votes  (not  counting  Hefiin's  vote,  cast  by  Smith;  and 
Moseley  seven  votes. 
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Fourth — Illinois.  The  Committee  recommend  the  admission  of  the  follow- 
ing delegates  and  alternates  within  the  State  of  Illinois  in  the  place  of  sitting 
members :

The  Committee  find  that  a  State  convcntifMi  was  hold  at  Springfield.  TIH- 
noiSj  on  the  loth  day  of  May,  to  elect  delegates  to  the  National  Convention, 
purmg  the  convention  the  delegates  frotn  «ich  of  the  foregoing  Congres- 
sional districts  assembled  and  organi7ed  district  convention  ==,  and  elected  two 
delegates  and  two  alternates  to  the  Chicago  Convention,  by  a  clear  majority 
of  all  the  delegates  elected  to  the  State  convention,  in  each  of  said  districts, 
as  is  shown  by  the  credentials  acconipanjring  this  report.  The  State  conven- 
tion, by  means  of  a  committee  of  one  from  each  Congressional  district, 
selected,  and  afterwards  assumed  to  elect,  forty-two  delegates  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention,  including  the  sitting  members  from  the  foregoing  dis- 
tricts, the  delegate?  from  each  of  which  filed  in  the  State  convention  protests 
against  said  elections  by  the  State  convention. 

Fifth — The  Cdmniittee  report  against  the  validity  of  the  contest  in  the 
Second  district  of  Illinois,  of  the  seats  of  sitting  members,  A.  M.  Wright  and 

R,  5.  Tuthill. 

Sixth — The  Committee  report  against  the  objections  to  the  seats  of  the 
four  delegates-at-large  from  Illinois. 

Seventh — Kansas.    The  Committee  recommend  the  admission  as  delc- 

Stes  from  the  Second  district,  of  Kansas,  of  T.  C.  Sears  and  S.  A.  Day,  and 
mi  the  Third  district,  Thomas  J.  Anderson  and  John  M.  Steele,  and  that 
the  ten  present  sitting  members  be  allowed  to  retain  their  seats,  and  to  cast  six 
votes. 

A  Slate  convention  was  held  at  Tooeka.  March  31st.  1880.  and  all  the 
sitting  members  elected  by  one  resolution.  During  the  convention  district 
conventions  were  notified  by  the  chairman,  and  in  the  Second  and  Third  dis- 
tricts the  contestants  were  elected  in  snch  districts  at  the  lime  and  places 
mentioned  and  certified,  and  the  Committee  6nd  that  they  were  the  choice 
of  a  majority  of  the  delegates  in  tln-^ie  districts. 

Eighth — Pennsylvania.  In  the  Ninth  Congressional  district,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  Committee  report  against  the  validity  of  the  contest  made  by  A. 
Kline  and  R  K.  Martin. 

Ninth — The  committee  report  against  the  contestants,  D.  H.  McKinney 
and  H.  S.  McNair,  in  the  Nineteenth  Congressional  district  of  Pennsylvania. 

TVfillH-West  Virginia.  In  the  Third  Congressional  district,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  sitting  members,  Z.  D.  Ramsdell  and  S.  A.  Martin, 
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be  allowed  lo  retain  their  seats.  These  delegates  were  contested  by  J.  W. 

Davis  atui  John  H.  Rossler.  on  the  ground  that  they  were  duly  elected  by  the 
district  sub-convention,  but  there  is  a  controversy  whether  they  actually  re- 
ceived the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  delegates  to  the  State  convention  from 
ihe  Congressionnl  district,  and  the  Cnmmittcc  find  that  fact  is  not  proven. 
'/  Many  of  the  foregoing  recotntncndations  depend  upon  the  adoption  in  the 
iNational  Convention  of  the  principle  of  Congressional  district  representa- 
%ion.  In  each  case  of  :i  favorable  rccf  nnn  ndation.  the  Committee  have  ascer- 
tained that  those  delegates  who  were  recommended  were  actually  chosen  by 
a  proper  convention,  representing  the  Congressional  district  for  which  they  are 
accredited.  In  jiisiification  of  the  principle  of  Congressional  district  ri-prc- 
sentation,  the  Committee  might  well  rest  upon  the  call  for  this  Convention, 
which  is  as  follows: 

"A  National  Convention  of  the  Republican  party  will  meet  at  Chicago 
on  Wednesday,  the  2d  day  of  June  next,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  for  the  nomina- 
tion of  candidates  to  be  supported  for  President  and  Vice-President  at  the 
next  titction.  Republicans,  and  all  who  will  co-operate  with  them  in  sup- 
porting the  nominees  of  the  parly,  are  invited  to  choose  two  delegates  from 
each  Congressional  district,  four  at  large  from  each  State,  two  from  each  Ter- 
ritory, and  two  from  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  represent  them  in  the  Con- 
vention.

An  examination  of  the  calls  of  Conventions  prior  to  1880  confirms 
the  correctness  of  the  call  for  this  Convention.  The  call  for  1856  invited 
"from  each  State  three  delegates  from  every  Congressional  district  and  six 
delcgates-at-large."  The  call  for  the  Convention  of  i860  invited  the  sending 
"from  each  State  two  delegates  from  everv  Congressional  district,  and  four 
delegates-at-large."  The  call  for  1864  merely  declared  each  State  to  be  "en- 
titled to  as  many  delegates  as  shall  be  equal  to  twice  the  number  of  Electors 
to  which  such  State  is  em  11  led  in  the  Electoral  College  of  the  United  Staets." 
The  calls  for  1868,  1872,  and  1876  adopted  substantially  the  language  of  the  call 
for  iS/>4.  Tt  will  thus  be  seen  t'lat  the  call  f  -r  1880.  in  invitincr  "two  (IcM'critc* 
from  cacli  Congressional  district,  four  deiegates-at-largc  from  each  State," 
purposely  pusses  to  and  expressly  adopts  the  lang^nage  of  the  earlier  calls 
of  1856  and  i860. 

/  1  his  form  of  call  for  this  Convcniirn  was  not,  it  may  fairly  be  presumed, 
t  adopted  without  a  purpose.  It  wa>  e.\i)rtssly  intended  to  remove  any  doubt 
(  which  might  po<;<;ihly  be  raised  and  to  make  |)Ositive  and  indispntaMc  district 

representation,  which  had  its  origin  with  the  birth  of  the  Republican  party, 

as  shown  by  the  calls  for  the  Conventions  of  1856  and  i860. 

If  the  question  of  district  representation  i'^  to  be  decided,  therefore,  by 

a  consideration  of  the  call  for  this  Convention,  it  must  be  settled  in  favor  of 

the  right  of  such  representation. 

^  The  justice  and  equity  of  recogni:r!ncr.  srcnring  and  protecting  Congres- 
sional district  representation  is  also  demonstrated  by  the  actual  precedents  of 
the  Republican  party  since  its  organization  in  1856,  which  may  be  summarized 
as  follows:  First— In  ail  the  official  records  of  the  proceed'ncrs  of  the  Con- 
ventions from  1800  to  1876,  the  lists  of  delegates  include,  (with  insignificant 
exceptions)  first,  delegates-at-large,  and  next  the  delegates  residing  within 
and  selected  from  each  Congressional  district.  55ccond — In  no  single  case 
prior  to  1880,  which  has  been  shown  to  the  Committee,  has  the  selection  of 
delegates  fairly  made  within  and  for  any  ■  Congressional  district  by  the  Re- 
publican party  within  snch  flistrict.  been  overmleH  or  changed  by  a  State  coii- 
viiition.  or  by  any  other  means  or  authority.  Third — The  last  proposition  is 
true,  whether  the  delegates  within  any  State  have  been  chosen  by  separate 
di-trict  convention?  held  within  the  districts,  or  at  a  single  State  convention, 
and  where  State  conventions  have  been  held  it  has  been  the  almost  univcraal 
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practice  to  allow  tnc  delegates  to  such  State  conventions  from  each  Congres- 
sional district  to  hold  separate  district  conventions,  and  select  the  national  dd- 
cgates  from  each  district 

This  long  current  of  precedents,  and  this  iintversal  custom  of  the  |iast, 

most  conclusively  establishes  the  right  of  Congressional  district  representa- 
tion. It  is  a  question  of  substance,  and  not  of  form.  Whether  the  delegates 
have  come  certified  from  separate  district  conventions,  or  whether  they  have 
come  from  a  State*  convention,  where  the  district  members  thereof  have  se- 
lected their  district  representatives,  and  formally  reported  them  to  the  State 
convention,  and  their  election  has  betii  certified,  for  brevity  and  convenience, 
4ixily  by  the  officers  of  the  State  convention,  district  representation,  in  fact, 
has  always  been  allowed.  The  right  of  the  Congressional  district  to  two 
members  residing  within  it  and  representing  its  sentiments,  has  been  treated 
as  sacred,  and  your  Committee  do  not  believe  that  it  shotilil  be  now  for 
the  first  time  invaded  with  the  appzoval  of  a  National  Convention.  Not  only 
dbes-  fhe  call  for  the  convention,  and  the  practice  and  precedents  of  the  party, 
in  one  unbroken  line,  indicate  and  secure  the  right  of  single  district  represen- 
tation, but  every  consideration  of  the  reason  of  the  practice  tends  to  confirm 
its  wisdom. 

The  purpose  to  be  secured  in  nominating  a  President  is  the  selection  of. 

a  candidate  the  most  likely  to  be  accepted  by  the  people,  and  the  nearer  we  \ 
get  to  the  popular  feeling,  in  the  manner  of  selecting  delegates,  the  wiser  and 
safer  will  be  our  nominations.   l|„a  State  convcotip^  oalled  to  choose-  dele-  'T^ 
gates  to  a  National  Convention  can,  by  a  bare  majority,  overrule  the  choices  2/ 
uf  the  Cnngrre5?fonal  districts  and  select  delegates  residing  within  the  districts  ^ 
who  do  not  represent  its  sentiments,  they  might  as  well  be  allowed  to  select  '1 
all  the  delegates  from  one  Congressional  district.    Residence  within  a  district, 
coupled  with  misrepresentation  of  its  sentiments,  is  a  mockery.    1  he  delegates  j/ 
thus  selected  by  a  State  convention  will  not  fairly  represent  the  masses  of  th^ 
Republicans  of  the  State,  but  frequently  will  misrepresent  them.  Nominations 
made  by  conventions  of  such  delegates  will  not  be  so  likely  to  be  raiitied  at  the 
polls;  and.  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Convention 
emphatically  to  disapprove  these  attempts  to  over-ride  time-honored  customs 
of  the  party,  and  to  vindicate  the  right  of  every  Congressional  district  to  be 
represented  in  a  National  Convention  by  two  delegates  of  its  own  selection, 
and  expressing  its  own  sentiment. 

^    Eleventh — Utah.    The  Committee  recommended  that  the  sitting  delegates 
and  their  alternates  from  the  Territory  of  Utah  retain  their  scats. 

The  almost  universal  usage  of  the  Territories  has  been  that  the  Central  Re- 
publican Committee  appoint  the  delegates  to  the  Xntional  Convention.  This 
practice  arises  out  of  the  difficulty  and  expense  of  obtaining  a  representation 
from  the  different  localities  in  a  convention  for  that  purpose.  This  usage 
was  followed  in  this  case.  The  contesting  delegates  claim  that  they  were 
selected  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  Republicans  of  the 
Territory  and  held  at  Salt  Lake  City;  but  your  Committee  do  not  find  this 
meeting  to  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  authorize  the  seating  of  the  contesting 
delegation.

Mr.  President:  The  minority  of  the  Committee  desire  to 
present  some  views  to  the  National  Convention,  and  by  the  order  of  the  G>m- 
mittee,  this  occasion,  before  further  action,  was  to  be  permitted  for  that  pres- 
entation. Mr.  Clayton,  a  member  of  the  Committee  will  present  the  views  of 
the  minority. 
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MINORITY  BBPORT  ON  CIEKNTIALS. 

Mr.  Clayton,  ot  Arkansas.  Afr.  President  and  GentUmen  of  ihe  Comvei^ 

tion:    Upon  the  part  of  the  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  andf 
by  their  instruction.  I  am  directed  to  present  their  report,  which  I  now  re- 
spectfully do,  and  ask  the  Secretary  to  read. 
The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

The  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  while  concurring  in  so 

much  of  the  report  of  the  majority  as  reports  the  names  r  f  <K 'elates  and  al- 
ternates whose  seats  are  not  contested,  bcR  leave  to  state  liiat  we  ditfcr  from 
the  opinions  of  the  majority  in  rc^peet  to  their  application  of  the  principle  of 
district  representation  in  a  National  Convcrticn. 

The  adoption  of  the  views  of  the  majority  results  practically  in  changing 
the  traditions  and  practices  of  the  Republican  party  in  many  States,  wher^ 
from  time  immemorial,  the  State  conventicms  have  selected* delegates ' to  the 
National  Conventions. 

Whenever  the  Republicans,  in  National  Convention  assembled,  shall  lay 
down  a  system  to  govern  future  action  in  the  selection  of  delegates,  it  is 
probable  that  the  Republican^  in  cvcr>-  State  will  cheerfully  conform  to  such 
rule,  but  we  declare  as  our  dtlibcrate  judgment  thai  the  majority  propose  for 
the  adoption  of  this  Convention  an  ex  post  facto  rule  which  will  operate  with 
prcat  injustice,  and  virtually  asserts  the  power  on  the  part  of  this  National 
Convention  of  seating  delegates  chosen  in  violation  of  the  long  established  us- 
iiges  of  the  Republican  party  of  the  States  to  be  affected  thereby.  This  action, 
we  affirm,  is  calculated  to  subject  thi<:  Convention  to  the  criticism  of  deciding 
contests  with  a  view  of  affecting  the  tiiiaj  result  of  nominating  candidates  for 
President  and  Vice-President 

With  reference  to  contest  of  the  three  scats  from  Alabama,  we  report 
that  James  T.  Rapier,  Willard  Warner  an  l  William  H.  Smith  are  not  dele- 
gates to  this  Convention  from  Alabama,  and  that  a  vacancy  in  the  delegation 
exists  as  to  the  place  claimed  by  Mr.  Rapier,  which  it  is  proper  should  be  filled 
by  the  duly  elected  and  accredited  alternate  now  in  attendance  with  the  dele- 
gation, and  that  the  places  claimed  by  Mr.  "Warner  and  Mr.  Smith  are  properly 
and  regularly  filled  by  Arthur  Bingham  and  Robert  A.  Mosely,  Jr. 

The  facts  with  reference  to  those  contests  are  briefly  these : 

Ftrjf — to  Rapier.  After  the  transaction  of  the  preliminary  business 
of  the  Republican  State  convention  of  .-Mabama.  a  recess  of  the  convention 
was  taken  to  allow  the  delegates  for  the  several  districts  to  retire,  and,  in  the 
language  of  the  resolution  directing  the  same,  to  "report  to  the  convention 
the  names  of  persons  selected  to  be  recommended  to  the  convention  as  dele* 
gates." 

The  Fourth  district  delegates  selected  Mr.  Rapier  and  one  other. 

Before  votine  upon  the  names  reported  from  the  districts,  a  resolution 
was  adopted  by  the  convention  that  each  person  recommended  by  the  districts 
come  before  the  convention  and  declare  their  purpose  to  abide  by  the  resolution 
of  instructions  theretofore  passed  by  the  convention. 

Wlicn  Mr.  Rapier's  name  was  called  under  this  resolution,  he  could  not 
be  found ;  and.  after  considerable  delay,  the  State  convention,  in  order  to  set* 
tie  the  matter,  passed  a  resolution  declaring  Mr.  Rapier  elected  a  delegate 
upon  the  conditii-n  that  he  afterward  give  to  the  President  of  the  convention 
a  pledge,  in  wriiiuK  to  abide  by  the  resolution  of  instruction,  and  directing 
the  President  to  withhold  credentials  from  Mr.  Rapier  in  case  he  refused  to 
give  the  pledge. 

Mr.  Rapier  has  refused,  and  he  now  appears  before  this  Convention  with- 
out credentials  from  any  political  body  or  organization. 

It  is  said  that  Mr  Rapier  was  elected  by  the  di-^trlct  convention,  and  wa? 
not  dependent  upon  the  action  of  the  State  convention,  which  imposed  this 
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^condition  upon  him;  but  the  evidence  before  the  Committee  showed  con- 
clusively that  the  delegates  who  reported  Mr.  Rapiers  name  did  not  report 
I  him  as  elected,  but  simply  as  nominated  to  the  convention  for  its  acceptance 
y  or  rejection. 

The  original  rqx>rt  of  the  district  caucus  in  writing,  which  was  made 

■  t-<  the  S;?.te  convention  was  produced  in  evidence,  and  showed  that  the  dis- 
trict ck-iegatcs  had  not  pretended  to  do  more  il^anrnqjelvnoxn^ic  the  qame 

^^^>Mf^  Rajw^ttothe_State_  c^  Mr.  RapwrsngntTihcfr  to  a  seat  in 

tni«rConrention  o^endSlipoh  the  action  of  the  State  convention,  and  that  ac- 
tion must  be  accepted  or  rejected  as  a  whole.  If  accepted  as  a  whole,  it  un- 
seats Mr.  Rapier  because  of  his  refusal  to  abide  by  the  condition  attached 
to  his  selection.  If  rejected  as  a  whole,  becanse  of  any  snppo>od  incapacitv 
of  the  State  convention  to  attach  a  condition,  there  is  no  action  of  any  organ- 
ization beyond  a  mere  nomination  by  the  district  delegates  upon  which  he  can 
predicate  a  claim  to  a  seat. 

Back  of  this  and  beyond  it  arc  questions  which  will  apply  as  well  to  thc^ 
contest  made  by  Mr.  Warner  and  Mr.  Smith  as  to  that  made  by  Mr.  Rapier.  > 

All  these  gentlemen  predicate  their  claim  to  seats  on  a  supposed  election  j 
by  district  conventions,  but  it  was  not  shown  tint  a  single  district  convention  I 
had  been  called  or  held  in  the  State  ot  .'\iabanui  for  this  or  any  other  purposty 
at  any  time  during  the  present  year. 

On  the  contrary,  it  was  shown,  and  not  denied,  that  the  only  cnnvcnt'on 
called  in  Alabama  to  select  delegates  to  this  Convention  was  the  late  State 
convention  which  elected.and  accredited  the  present  sitting  members  of  this 
€onv«otion  from  Alabama,  and  the  call,  therefore,  made  in  pursuance  of  a  res- 
olution of  the  Republican  State  Executive  Committee,  expressly  stating  that, 
its  purpose  was  the  selection  of  delegates  to  the  National  Convention,  how  can 
it  be  said  that  delegates  elected  to  a  State  convention,  by  simply  rcsolvinp 
themselves  into  caucuses  of  delegates  from  the  several  Congressional  districts, 
can  thereby  and  of  their  own  motion  make  themselves  district  conventions? 

No  mass  meeting  of  Republicans  in  Alabama,  and  no  deleprate  convention  ■ 
in  any  county  in  that  state,  selected  delegates  to  go  to  a  district  convention  j 
to  select  delegates  to  this  Convention,  or  gave  instructions  or  authority  to  the  ' 
delegates  to  the  State  convention  to  assemble  and  pretend  to  represent  and  act 
for  di«tricts^. 

The  action  of  the  districts,  such  as  it  was,  wa.s  l>y  permission  and  direction 
of  the  State  convention,  and  could  have  no  efficacy  until  submitted  to  and 
adopted  by  that  convention. 

li  district  conventions  had  been  called  and  held  by  competent  authority 
in  the  several  districts  of  Alabama,  and  if  delegates  elected  by  said  district 
convention':  appeared  to  claim  seats  in  (his  Convention,  a  different  question 
would  be  presented  for  our  consideration. 

But,  where  the  delegates  to  the  State  convention  simply  retired  by  dis- 
trict? by  direction  of  the  convention,  to  recommend  to  it  proper  names  xr>  be 
selected  as  delegates,  thus  standing  in  the  position  of  an  advisory  committee, 
it  is  a  perversion  of  terms  to  say  that  the  action  of  the  convention  in  refusing, 
under  such  circumstances,  to  elect  the  persons  recommended  by  the  di-^trict 
delegates,  presents  in  any  sha^e  a  conflict  between  a  State  and  district  con- 
vention, as  to  the  election  of  district  delegates. 

The  minority  con.^idcr  that  this  is  a  matter  entirely  in  the  discretion  of  the"^ 
Republicans  of  the  several  States.  In  some  States  the  districts  have  become  \ 
rec(^ized  by  reason  of  long  usage  as  to  the  proper  unit  of  authority  to  select 
district  delegates.  In  others,  and  we  hazard  nothing  in  saying  in  a  large  ma- 
jority, the  State  conventions  elect  all  the  delegates,  using  precisely  the  ma- 
chinery of  recommcndation9  and  selections  used  in  the  late  convention  in 
"THabama,  to-wit:  Rec(  nimeiulations  In-  the  district  delegates,  and  acceptance 
and  ratification  by  the  convention  at  large. 
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If  this  is  now  to  be  declared  improper,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  more  than 
one-half  of  the  delegates  of  this  Convention  are  here  without  rigbtful  author- 
ity, to  say  nnthitiK  of  klrgates  from  States,  several  in  number*  selected  with- 
out any  reference  uhaavcr  to  districts. 

We  appeal  to  the  members  of  this  Convention  to  pause  and  reflect  before 
they  make  a  decision,  which,  if  foHowcd  out  to  its  logical  conclusion,  will 
leave  this  Convcniion  without  a  quorum  of  regularly  accredited  delegates. 
N  h  .'.ccision  should  be  made  nor  can  it  be  made  without  stultifying:  our» 
selves  before  the  uorUl. 

The  point  has  been  made  that,  even  if  the  caucus  of  district  delegates 
which  selected  Mr.  Warner  and  Mr.  Smith  could  be  considered  a  district  con- 
vention in  any  sense,  with  powers  independent  nf  the  Stntc  convention,  still 
those  gentlemen  are  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  because  they  did 
ot  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  that  caucus. 

The  fact  appears  to  be  that  Messrs  Warner  and  Smith,  the  contestant?. 
/  received  in  that  caucus  an  equal  number  of  votes  with  Messrs.  Bingham  and 
Moseley,  and  that  the  contest  was  decided  by  the  vote  of  an  absent  delefr^te 
who  hnd  not  at  nnv  time  been  in  attendance  upon  the  State  convention. 

Ihe  person  castmg  the  vote  of  the  absent  delegate  on  that  occasion  ap- 
peared before  this  Committee,  and  admitted  that  his  authority  from  the  dde> 
gate  was  a  verb.il  authority,  while  the  absent  delecra'.e  has  written  a  letter, 
which  was  exhibited  to  this  Committee,  with  its  authenticity  undisputed,  in 
which  the  declaration  is  made  that  Mr.  Smith,  the  delefpate  so  castinir  his  vote 
and  benefiting  by  it,  did  >  >  u  itliont  authority,  well  knnwinp  tliat  he,  the  dele 

Stte,  would  not  have  voted  for  Smith  and  Warner  if  he  had  been  present  in 
e  convention. 

When  you  add  tn  tlie  for^nln?  the  further  fact  that,  after  the  rejection 
of  the  names  of  Warner  and  Smith,  the  majority  of  the  delegates  from  the 
Seventh  district  retired  and  selected  the  names  of  the  present  sitting  members, 
who  were  duly  elected  by  the  convention,  it  is  difficult  to  see  upon  what 
ground  the  report  of  the  majority  can  be  sustained. 

Its  adoption  would,  in  our  judgment,  constitute  a  partial  disfranchisement 
of  the  Republicans  of  Alabama  in  this  Convention. 

With  reference  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  minority  respectfully  submit  to 
this  Convention,  and  through  the  Convention  to  the  country,  the  following 
conclusions: 

It  was  understood,  when  notice  was  given  of  this  contest  in  the  Conven- 
tion, that  the  contest  related  merely  to  delegates  in  the  First,  Second,  Third. 
Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Ninth,  Tenth,  Thirteenth  and  Seventeenth  Congressional 
districts ;  but  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Committee,  a  memorial  was  pre- 
sented to  it,  very  general  in  its  character,  signed  by  the  contesting  delegates 
and  their  alternates,  challenging  the  rightfulness  of  the  entire  delegation,  and 
to  this  general  nK>morial,  in  which  this  general  challenge  is  embodied,  we  first 
address  ourselves. 

The  leading  feature  of  that  memorial  may  be  stated  tn  lie  very  vehement 
and  sweeping  denuncinti<^n  of  >l;g_State  convention  for  tJic-^Slate  of  Illinois, 
held  at  Springfield  on  the  19th  day  of  MayT ?w'tepirtj(  and  vchemitTfcKafgcs 
of  tnTfJrtrrtes9?«tt-*heT»*X-^a£JfrTn-r*44^^  :  .sweeping  and  vehement  as- 

sertions of  a  conspiracj'  forojed  prior^ttrtTie  convention,  to  perpetuate,  through 
the  action  oi  the  convention,  a  fraud  upon  the  Republican  electors  of  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

Of  these  charges  so  positively  made,  not  one  ^syllable  of  proof  was  adduced 
before  the  Committee.  We  cannot  regard  the  unsuoported  declarations  of 
these  contesting  delegates  as  furnishing  even  the  slightest  proof  satisfactory 
to  u",  or  to  the  Convention,  or  to  the  country,  of  the  truth  of  the  charges 

winch  they  make. 

If  a  gigantic  conspiracjr  to  defraud  the  electors  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
had  been  organized  as  is  positively  asserted,  and  if  that  conspiracy  was  worked 
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out  in  the  actual  proceedinps  of  the  convention,  there  could  bo.  it  would  seem 
to  us,  no  difficulty  in  furnishing  some  evidence  in  support  of  a  charge  so  grave 
and  serious  in  its  character.  Not  a  syllable  of  evidence  was  adduced,  and  an 
examination  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  that  convention,  so  far  from 
furnishing  any  evidence  on  which  to  base  these  charges,  in  our  j^udgment  com- 
SlStfilx  and  de^sively  refutes  them.   — ' — 

It  is  asserted  in  the  memorial  to  which  wc  have  referred  that  an  agree- 
ment was  entered  into  on  Sunday,  the  gth  day  of  May,  to  "bolt"  the  county  con- 
vmion  held  in  Cook  county.  No'evldence  of  any  srich  agrceWint  has  beep 
furnished  to  ifs.  nor  to  the  Committee,  although  during  the  session  of  the 
Committee,  a  call  was  made  by  the  representatives  of  the  seated  delegates  for 
the  prodnction  of  such  evidence,  if  any  existed. 

The  memorial  neglects  to  state  what  clearly  and  conclusively  appears  ^f^  be 
the  fact,  that  not  only  was  there  no  *'bolt"  premeditated,  but  that  there  was 
none  in  point  of  fact. 

We  deem  it  unnecessary  to  enter  into  the  details  either  of  the  Cook 
county  convention  or  of  the  primary  election  which  preceded  the  meeting 
of  that  convention ;  it  is  sufficient  to  say  here  that  the  representations  of  the 
seated  delegates  charged  that  the  grossest  frauds  had  been  perpetrated  at  its 
primaries,  and  not  only  made  the  charge,  but  proffered  to  this  Committee 
ample  and  decisive  evidence  to  sustain  those  charges.  It  was  charged,  and  the 
evidence  was  proflfered  to  the  Committee,  that  several  of  the  wards  were  car- 
ried by  frauds  of  the  grossest  and  most  conspicuous  character,  and  these 
diarges  of  fraud  were  not  denied  by  the  gentlemen  appearing  for  the  contest- 
ants, but  one  of  those  gentlemen  frankly  conceded  that  frauds  were  prac- 
ticed and  sought  to  excuse  it  merely  in  the  assertion  for  the  support  of  which 
he  famished  no  evidence  whatever,  and  proffered  no  evidence,  that  frauds 
had  also  been  committed  on  the  other  side.  It  appears  that  the  Republican 
State  Committee  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  1876,  adopted  for  Cook  county  the 
plan  of  having  its  delegates  vote  m  said  convention,  not  as  a  county,  but  fay 
Senatorial  districts.  Within  the  territnn'al  boundaries  of  Cook  county  there  are 
seven  Senatorial  districts  from  the  First  to  the  Seventh,  both  inclusive.  In 
State  convention  these  Senatorial  districts  vote  as  such,  and  the  county,,  as 
a  county  is  not  known.  Notvvith.standing.tllSL,gt^JS5_JDcaud*  fwaetieed.al  the 
pprpariog  at  ^ho«^e  elefjionSr  the  jfelppa^ps  ltnnv>1|  ac        ^TOP*  liflffiP*"^ 

<2^lh r ee.Senatoriardistricts,  the. I%sCTlucd'Cne-^o«H4luJUid  had  a  positive 

andjlccided  majorUy  in  the  Second.  Xl2i§-CO**Uiid.4hcm  to  thirty-si.x  delegates 
ijn^^t  ^BtjCrf^""""t'"".  that  being  the  number  of^deTe^ateTTo^liTcTi  those 
Senatorial  disltitlf  weie  entitled  to  vote.  These  primaries  were  held  on  Sat- 
nrdav,  the  8th  of  May.  and  it  appears  in  tlic  issue  of  the  daily  papers  on 
Sunday,  the  Chicago  Tribune  among  the  number,  the  right  of  these  thirty- 
six  delegates  was  not  even  questioned,  but  during  that  day  a  scheme  was  con- 
cocted in  violation  of  all  the  precedents  and  traditiniT^  of  the  party  in  C  lok 
county,  to  smother  these  Senatorial  districts^  to  deny  them  the  right  to  select 
their  own  delegates,  and  to  send  a  solid  "antt-Grant"  delegation  to  Springfield, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  when  the  call  for  Cook  county  was  reached, 
these  Senatorial  districts  were  independently  called. 

This  corrupt  and  dishonest  scheme  was  proclaimed  by  the  public  press  in 
the  city  of  Chicago  on  Monday  morning,  and  a  full  lii>itory  nf  the  conference 
which  led  to  it  given  in  the  Chicago  Tribune.  Mr.  Horace  M.  Singer,  whose 
integrity  seems  to  be  unquestioned,  a  steadfast  and  life-loni?  Republican,  is 
chairman  of  the  Cook  county  central  committee,  and  a<  chairman,  it  de- 
volved upon  him  to  call  the  convention  to  order.  With  the  utmost  fairness, 
this  he  proceeded  to  do,  after  having  consulted  with  various  gentlemen,  repre- 
senting all  interests,  as  to  the  policy  he  should  adopt. 

He  decided  to  himself  as  presiding  officer,  in  effecting  a  temporary  organ- 
ization, to  place  in  nomination,  Mr.  George  Stnickman,  a  well  known  citizen 
and  a  prominent  '*Washbume"  delegate.  Calling  the  covention  to  order,  he 
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proceeded  to  nominate  Mr.  Stnteknian.  He  was  at  once  interrupted,  was  un- 
able to  be  heard ;  a  scene  of  great  confusion  ensued. 

Some  one  in  the  body  of  the  hall  proceeded  to  make  another  nomination, 
which  was  declared  cafrried.  Mr.  Singer  was  violently  hustled  from  his  posi- 
tion, but  returned,  and  beseeching  order,  announcing,  as  he  himself,  and  as  the 
Chicago  Tribune  in  its  detailed  report  of  the  proceedings  of  this  convention 
\  states,  his  desire  only  to  submit  the  name  of  Mr.  Struckman  to  the  conven- 
tion for  its  action ;  but  utterly  unable  to  secure  order,  and  as  Mr.  Singer  de- 
clares, the  proceedings  being  so  riotous  and  tumultuous,  that  no  bus! no  rr -tI  ! 
be  conducted,  declared  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  ^^{tjpi.  r  'M.  ,n.,- 
club  rooms. 

The  fact  that  Mr.  Singer  declared  this  convention  adjourned  is  studiously 
and  steadily  ignored  by  the  contestants  and  their  representatives,  but  the  fact 
cxi^^ts  nevertheless,  and  upon  this  point  we  submit  the  statement  made  by  Mr. 
Singer  himself.  It  is  absurd  to  call  these  proceedings  thus  far  the  result  of 
any  premeditation;  there  was  no  conspiracy  whatever,  except  the  conspiracy 
which  the  Chicago  Tribune  promulgated  to  stifle  the  voice  of  three  Senatoriad 
districts  in  that  convention,  and  to  deprive  them  of  their  right  to  the  selection 
of  delegates  to  the  State  convention. 

At  close  of  the  description  of  this  conspiracy,  thus  to  stifle  the  voice  of 
three  Senatorial  districts,  the  Chicago  Tribune  in  its  article  already  referred 
to,  says :  "In  the  appointment  of  this  committee,  the  business  of  the  morning 
was  ended,  so  far  as  preliminaries  were  concerned,  and  the  delegates  marched 
throu8[h  the  pouring  rain  tr>  Farwy|)  where  the  scalping  was  expected 
to  begin  at  ten  o'clock,  sharp. 

This  is  all  the  conspiracy,  and  the  only  conspiracy,  of  the  existence  of 
which  any  proof  was  offered  to  this  Committee.  Upon  the  adjournment  of 
the  convention  by  Mr.  Singer,  a  large  body  of  delegates  repaired,  pursuant 
to  the  adjournment,  to  the  dnb  fooms  of  the  Palmer  House,  wjiege  they  were 
called  to  order  by  Mr.  Singer,  and  an  or^riization  whs  effected. 

Ninety-two  delegates  were  selected  by  Senatorial  districts,  and  upon  the 
assembling  of  the  State  convention  appcared^erc,  contesting  the  right  of  the 
so-called  "Farwell  Hall"  delegation.  The  fragment  left  of  the  "Farwell  Hall" 
convention  proceeded  to  its  work,  threw  Qut  the  regularly  elected  dele^tcs 
from  the  Twelfth  ward,  thus  securing  a  majority  of  the  Second  Congressional 
district :  seated  the  fraudulently  elected  delegates  of  the  First  ward,  thus  se- 
curing another  Congressional  district;  selected  their  ninety-two  delegates 
to  Springfield,  and  it  is  projjer  to  remark,  selected  their  delegates  by  Senatorial 
districts,  the  result  being  that  the  delegates  from  the  First,  Third  and  Fourth 
Senatorial  districts  were  selected  by  the  delegates  from  the  other  Senatorial 
districts,  thus  recognizing  the  call  of  the  State  convention,  and  thus  recogniz- 
ing clearly  and  emphatically  the  right  of  each  Senatorial  district  to  elect  its 
'^own  delegates.  Appearing  before  the  State  convention,  the  State  Central 
Committee,  recognizing  the  contest,  gave  to  both  delegations  the  privilege  of 
V,  seats  in  the  gallery  of  the  convention  hall.  A  committee  on  credentials  was 
selected,  composed  of  one  from  each  Congressional  district;  to  which  com- 
mittee the  whole  question  was  submitted,  and  three  reports  were  made,  one 
recommending  the  seating  of  fifty-si.x  of  the  "Farwell  Hall"  delegates,  and 
thirty-six  of  the  "Palmer  House"  delegation;  another  recommending  the 
seating  of  the  entire  "TPahrrer  House"  delegation ;  upon  which  no  action  was 
taken  by  the  convention  ;  and  a  third  recommending  the  seating  of  the  entire 
*'Farwcll  Hall"  delegation.  There  certainly  was  no  efTort  to  stifle  discussion 
upon  this  contest  before  the  committee  on  credentials  in  the  State  convention. 
That  committee  had  the  question  under  consideration  for  nearly  a  day  and  a 
half  before  submitting  these  reports. 

Upon  the  presentation  of  these  reports  to  the  State  convention  time  was 
alloted  to  each  side  there  represented  to  present  its  case  through  its  own 
chosen  representatives,  and  both  sides  were  fully  and  thoroughly  heard.  First, 
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upon  the  report  recommending  the  seating  of  the  entire  Farwell  Hall  delegation, 
which  was  rejected  by  a  majority  of  eighty,  which  has  been  erroneously  stated 
to  be  a  majority  of  only  thirty-eight.  The  question  tlien  came  up  on  the  re- 
<Dort  recommending  the  admission  of  fifty-six  r)t  the  Farwell  Hall  delegation, 
imd  thirty-six  of  the  Palmer  House  delegation,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Jifonvention  by  a  majority  of  eighty;  whereupon  the  admitted  delegates  imme- 
diately took  their  seats  in  the  convention,  and  participated  in  all  the  subse- 
quent proceedings. 

A  permanent  organization  1)eing  effected,  a  resolution  was  offered  that 
^^>the  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  be  selected  by  a  committee  of  one 
r  *from  each  Congressional  district,  to  be  appointed  by  the  chair.   This  motion 
led  to  long  and  animated  discussions,  consuming  many  hours,  and  was  finally 
adopted  by  a  positive  majority.  The  chair  named  a  committee,  and  that  com- 
mittee recommended  as  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  the  re-scated 
delegates,  selecting  two  from  each  Congressional  district  pursuant  to  the  call  of 
V  the  National  Committee,  and  four  delegates  from  the  State-at-large. 

Upon  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  that  committee  discussion  was  had, 
and  the  report  was  adopted  by  a  decisive  and  positive  majority.  All  the  dele- 
gates thus  selected,  and  whose  selection  was  thus  reviewed  and  endorsed  by 
the  action  of  the  State  convention,  appear  before  this  Convention  with  their 
credentials  regularly  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  State  con- 
vention. The  names  of  no  other  delegates  were  submitted  to  that  convention 
for  its  action,  and  we  can  only  know  that  other  delegates  were  selected  in  any 
other  form  by  the  statements  which  have  been  made  before  the  committee,  for 
it  is  conceded  upon  all  hands  that,  whatever  other  selections  of  delegates  may 
have  been  nude,  such  selections  were  never  presented  to  the  convention  for  its 
action,  and  no  report  of  such  selections  was  ever  made,  or  evidence  furnished 
to  the  State  convention,  save  such  as  may  be  embodied  in  the  protests  filed  by 
these  various  Congressional  districts  as  the  convention  was  about  closing  its 
deliberations. 

The  call  for  the  State  convention  is  as  follows : 

"it.i.inois  republican  state  convention. 

"Headquarters  Republican  State  Central  Committee, 

"February  25,  1880. 

"The  Republican  voters  of  Illinois  arc  requested  to  elect  delegate;  to  a 
Republican  State  convention,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Springfield  on  Wednes- 
ifay,  May  19,  1880^  at  the  hour  of  twelve,  noon,  for  the  purpose  of  electing— 

"Forty-two  delegates  to  the  Republican  National  Convention,  to  be  held  at 
Chicago^  Jtuie  2,  1880. 

''Also  for  nominating  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at  the  November  election 
of  tP5<'o  tn  fill  the  following  offices,  to-wit : 

Here  follows  the  names  of  the  counties,  and  opposite  each  the  vote  cast 
in  such  county  in  18^  and  the  number  of  delegates  allotted  to  such  county, 
excepting  that  no  delegates  were  allotted  to  Cook  county  as  a  coun^,  but  to 
each  of  the  seven  Senatorial  districts  in  said  county,  as  follows: 

"Governor. 

"Lieutenant-Governor. 
"Secretary  of  State. 
"Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 
"State  Treasurer. 
"Attorney  General. 

'Two  Presidential  Electors-al-large  and  nineteen  district  Electors.. 

The  basis  of  representation  will  be  the  vote  cast  for  the  Republican 
Presidential  Electors  at  the  election  in  1876,  to-wit:  One  delegate  for  every 
400  votes,  and  one  for  each  fraction  of  200  votes. 

"The  foliowiiig  shows  the  number  of  votes  cast,  and  the  number  of  dele- 
gates each  county  will  be  entitled  to  send,  to-wit:

From  this  call  it  appears  that  the  authority,  which  was  to  select  delegates 
f  to  the  National  Convention,  was  not  a  congrrcgation  of  Congressional  districts, 
nor  is  there  any  convention  called  of  CnnKre'^sional  districts.  It  is  a  call  for  a 
convention  of  Republicans  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  for  the  purpose,  among  oth- 
ers, of  selecting  for  the  entire  State  forty-two  delegates  to  the  National  Con- 
vention. Responding  to  this  call,  clear  and  unmisunderstandable  on  it>  face, 
various  delegates,  693  in  number,  assembled  in  Springfield.  When  that  body 
became  organized  it  was  a  State  convention.  It  spoke  not  for  one  Congres- 
sional district  nor  for  twenty,  as  such,  but  for  the  State  as  a  political  entity. 
It  assembled  to  express  the  will  of  the  Republicans  of  Illinois,  that  will  to 
lind  its  expression  through  the  action  of  the  majority  of  the  Republicans  of 
the  entire  State  there  as.'^embled.  In  the  expression  of  its  preference?;  for 
candidates,  the  whole  State  spoke,  and  it  is  absurd  to  say,  that  because  in  the 
indication  of  such  preferences,  one-third  of  the  convention  were  defeated 
in  the  preferences  which  they  held,  tliey  were  thercf'ire  disfranchised.  la 
bodies  of  this  character  the  minority  or  the  majority  must  rule.  There  can  be 
jh  division  of  rule.  And  the  majority  of  the  Republicans  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  assembled  in  State  convention,  pursuant  to  the  call,  procecdint?  from 
<  the  legitimate,  official  source,  declared  their  preference  for  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
(  and  instructed  the  delegates  to  the  convention  to  vote  as  a  unit  for  him.  Is 
this  Convntion  to  say  that  the  majority  of  the  convention  of  the  State  of  II- 
ilinois  possessed  no  such  power? 

Will  this  Convention  undertake  to  say,  and  will  the  country  justify  it  in 
saying,  that  the  majority  of  the  people  in  so  great  a  State  shall  not  be  permit- 
ted to  express  their  preferences  on  questions  of  this  character,  and  that  if  they 
have  clear  and  distinct  preferences  they  shall  be  utterlv  helpless  in  the  selec- 
tion of  the  methods  by  which  that  preference  is  to  be  made  effectual?  It  is 
absurd  upon  the  face  of  it  to  say  that  Illinois,  or  any  other  State,  has  the  rijyht 
to  instruct  its  delegates  to  vote  for  a  particular  candidate,  and  yet  has  not 
the  power  to  make  such  instruction  effectual  and  binding. 

It  is  absurd  to  say  that  a  great  State  possessing  this  power  of  giving 
expression  to  its  will,  and  the  will  of  its  majority,  possesses  no  means  for 
preventing  the  defeat  of  that  will  by  violated  instructions,  by  broken  pledges, 
or  by  corrupted  faith. 

The  Republicans  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  indeed  of  every  other  State 
in  this  Union,  will  ere  long  be  alive  to  the  danger  which  environs  the  rights 
of  the  majority;  will  ere  long  sec  that  the  enforcement  of  those  righf:  cannot 
depend  alone  on  a  mere  declaration  of  what  that  majority's  will  is.  but  must  be 
clothed  with  a  power  of  executing  and  asserting  it.  And  if  this  will,  thus  ex- 
pressed, is  in  danger  of  being  defeated  by  fraud,  by  trickery  or  corruption, 
the  State  thus  imperiled  has  the  right  to  place  as  the  exponents  of  its  will, 
men  in  position  who  cannot  be  corrupted,  and  whom  no  agencies  of  political 
treachery  or  fraud  can  reach.  This  was  precisely  what  the  majority  of  the  Re- 
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publicans  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  State  convention  assembled,  undertook  to 

do  and  succeeded  in  doing. 

Since  the  Republican  party  has  had  an  existence,  there  has  been  hut  one  in- 
stance where  the  Republicans  of  the  State  failed  to  instruct  their  delcgatc-s 
to  a  National  Convention  to  vote  as  a  unit.  They  were  instructed  to  vote  for 
Lincoln  on  precisely  the  same  terms  as  the  State  delegation  were  instructed 
to  vote  for  Grant.  There  has,  fortunately,  in  the  political  history  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  as  appears,  been  no  instance  in  which  any  delegate  thus  instructed 
has  ever  deemed  it  wise  or  prudent  to  undertake  to  violate  those  instructions. 
1  here  has  bten  but  one  instance  in  which  those  instructions  were  not  given; 
that  was  in  1^6:  when  the  positive  majority  of  the  convention  favored  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  "Blaine:  by  a  mere  oversiKht  the  formality  of  instructions 
was  omitted,  and  delegates,  taking  advantage  of  it,  voted  against  the  clearly 
known  will  of  the  convention,  and  practically  defeated  the  nomination  of  Mr. 
Blaine.  We  are  assured  that  it  is  but  a  historical  truth,  that  in  iS;6  nf)t  a  del- 
egate could  by  any  possibility  have  found  a  place  as  such,  had  his  opposition 
to  Mr.  Blaine  been  announced. 

The  inquiry,  then,  ^Ives  itself  simply  into  this:  Had  the  State  con- 
vention the  right  to  determme  the  manner  in  which  delegates  to  the  National 
Convention  should  be  selected  ?  This  is  the  state  of  the  question,  and  all  there 
is  substantially  in  the  controversy ;  and  this  branch  01^  the  subject  may  be 
treated  in  two  ports, — First,  as  to  the  matter  of  precedent;  and.  Second,  as 
to  the  inherent  rights  of  State  conventions  to  regulate  and  direct,  without  su> 
pervision  or  control,  the  order  and  methods  of  their  business,  and  the  perform- 
ance of  their  political  duties. 

First.  Examining  the  history  of  the  conventions  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
we  have  discovered  that  in  every  instance  the  convention  itself  has  set  in  mo- 
tion the  machinery,  and  has  determined  the  methods,  by  which  delegates  tO  the 
National  Conventions  have  been  elected  and  appointed. 

r.  In  1856,  the  district  delegates  were  requested  to  suggest  names  of 
delegates  to  the  National  Convention,  and  candidates  for  Presidential  Electors 
for  the  State-at-large,  were  rtcommended  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
chair. 

3.   In  i860,  a  committee  called  a  **nominattng  committee"  "selected"  by 

the  district  delegations,  "presented"  a  list  of  delegates  and  Electors  for  the 
State-at-large,  and  it  was  "received"  by  the  convention.  It  was  subsequently 
**order§^  that  the  district  delegations  hand  in  a  list  of  district  delegates  and 
Elector.y.  whicli  was  done.  At  that  convention  the  president  was  authorized 
to  "appoint'  a^State  Central  Committee, — a  duty  which  he  performed  after  the 
convention  adjourned. 

3.  In  1864,  delegates  to  the  National  Convention,  members  of  the  State 
Central  Committee,  and  Electors  of  the  State-at-largc,  (respectively)  were 
"nominated"  by  a  committee  composed  of  one  member  from  each  Congression- 
al district,  and  the  district  delegations  were  authorized  to  select  one  of  each 
of  these  for  their  districts  severally.  The  report  of  the  "nominating  com- 
mittee" was  formally  adopted  by  the  convention,  except  as  to  one  Elector — 
the  report  heiug  amended  by  the  substitution  by  the  convention  of  the  name  of 
Gen.  6.  M.  Prentiss  for  that  of  T.  J.  Henderson. 

4.  In  i86f^  n  committee  to  choose  Electors  and  delegates  to  the  National 
Convention  was.  appointed,  and  its  report  was  formally  "adopted"  by  the  con- 
vention, 

5.  In  1872.  the  names  of  members  of  five  committees— the  last  being  on 
delegates  and  Electors  were  presented  from  the  several  districts,  under  author- 
ity of  a  resolution  adopted  bjr  the  convention. 

6.  In  18761  the  same  committee  were  authorized  to  he  appointed  as  in 
i^,  and  the  same  general  policy  pursued. 
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Si'vottd.   In  every  instance  the  State  convention  a^ted  upon  the  appotnt- 
y^ent  of  delegates,  primarily,  by  authorizing  the  appointment  of  committees, 
/  and  prescnhirif^  hozc  they  should  (perform  their  (/wfy  — atithorizing  them  to 
j     "suggest  ' or  "rccoimiicnd"  names  or  "ordering"  them  to  hand  m  lists, — in  one 
\    case  "receiving"  the  report,  in  another  "adopting"  it,  and  in  one  amending  it.  ' 
.   In  all  cases  it  evidently  acted  us  if  it  had  entire  control  of  the  subject;  and 
if  the  district  delegation  had  any  authority  over  it,  it  was  because  that  author- 
ity was  delegated  by  the  convention. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  the  final  source  of  power,  so  far  as  political  precedents 
and  history  of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  concerned  in  selecung  delegates  to 
National  Conventions,  is  the  State  convention  itself 

Tlnr>  it  is  seen  lhat.  however  these  delegates  may  be  selected,  the  method 
of  selection  has  iinifornily  and  invariably  been  determined  by  the  body  of  the 
convention.  If  the  selection  has  been  made  1^  committees,  it  has  been  because 
the  convention  h.is  authorized  them  tn  he  so  made.  If  the  selection  has  been 
by  action  of  Congressional  districts,  it  is  because  the  convention  has  authorized 
them  to  be  so  made  If  the  selection  has  been  by  committees  appointed  by 
Congressional  districts,  it  is  hccanse  the  convention  has  authorized  the  Con- 
gressional districts  to  make  the  appointments,  and  in  no  case  has  either  com- 
mittee or  Congressional  districts  been  permitted  without  the  ratification  of  the 
convention  to  impcrativelv  name  delegates  to  the  National  Convention.  In 
the  three  preceding  conventions  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  were 
recommended  by  a  committee ;  that  committee  was  appointed  by  a  Congres- 
sional district,  but  a  majority  uf  the  convention  had  conferred  upon  the  Con- 
gressional district  by  its  previous  vote  the  power  to  organize  those  com- 
mittees. 

In  the  present  instance?  the  <;election  of  delegates  was  made  also  by  a 
committee,  the  onlif  difference  being  that  the  committee  was  named  by  the 
chair  instead  of  being  named  by  the  Congressional  distficts.  The  atithority, 
in  the  present  instance,  of  the  chair  to  name  this  committee  proceeded  from 
the  convention.  The  authority  in  the  preceding  instances  of  the  Congressional 
districts  to  name  the  committee,  proceeding  from  the  same  source.    In  the 
present  in^^tancc.  the  delegates  <;clcctcd  by  committees  appointed  by  the  chair 
were  submitted  to  the  convention  for  its  approval  and  were  approved  by  a 
^positive  majority.   In  the  former  instance  the  delegates  selected^  by  a  com- 
f  inittec  appointed  by  the  Congressional  districts  were  also  submitted  tO  the 
Convention  for  its  approval  and  ratified  by  the  convention. 

The  proposition  now  is,  for  the  National  Convention  jiere  assembled  to 
deny  the  right  of  the  State  convention  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  acting  as  a  con- 
vention, to  determine  the  methods  by  which  the  delegates  to  a  National  Con- 
vention shall  be  elected. 

The  denial  of  such  a  right  and  proceeding  from  this  quarter  would  work 
Results,  as  we  believe  utterly  disastrous  to  the  harmonious  action  of  the  parpr 
throughout  the  Union.  The  various  States  in  the  Union  will  not  tolerate  it, 
and  will  not  accept  the  doctrine  that  the  National  Convention,  made  up  of  all 
the  States,  shall  dictate  the  methods  of  proceeding  to  the  convention  of  any 
State.  The  course  pursued  in  Iowa  and  m  Kansas,  and  in  Nebraska,  is  quite 
like  that  adopted  by  the  Repul>licans  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  methods 
of  Massachusetts  may,  perhaps,  be  much  wiser  and  better  than  the  methods  of 
Illinois,  but  Illinois  insists  on  the  right  of  selecting  its  own  methods,  and. 
while  it  will  gladly  accept  suggestions  from  Massachusetts  or  Maine,  or  any 
other  State,  denies  the  right  of  Massachusetts  or  Maine,  or  any  other  State, 
to  manage  its  State  conventions,  or  to  attempt  even  to  direct  the  meCfaoda 
which  the  Republicans  of  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  adopt  for  the  expresiioa 
of  thctr  conviction?  and  opinions. 

I  he  curious  results  which  are  likely  to  follow  from  the  Congrcsskma! 
district  method  are  strikingly  illustrated  by  the  facts  presented  to  this  Com- 
mittee in  reference  to  the  selection  of  delegates  on  that  system  from  the  Thir- 
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teenth  CongressioTial  district  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  At  the  assembling  of  the 
convention  of  the  delegates  from  the  various  counties  composing  that  district. 
Gen,  Grant  had  a  majority  of  one,  the  votes  standing  twenty  and  nineteen. 
One  of  the  delegates  constituting  that  majority  suddenly  disappeared,  and 
mysteriously  disappeared;  that  corrupt  measures  were  resorted  lo,  there 
would  seem  from  the  papers  before  us  no  reason  to  dott1>t  This  disappearing 
delegate  never  returned  to  Springfield.  He  thus  mysteriously  left  in  the  night, 
having  during  the  day  attended  a  Grant  caucus,  and  in  the  morning,  in  his 
place  nis  alternate  appeared  in  the  caucus  of  the  opposition.  In  that  way  and 
by  those  methods  was  the  majority  formed  in  that  Congressional  district,  and 
this  is  what  the  authors  of  this  remarkable  memorial  called  the  disfranchise- 
meiu  of  the  Republicans  in  the  Thirteenth  Congressional  district. 

It  is  worthy  of  mcT5tion  here — the  severe  criticisms  which  have  been 
passed  on  the  conduct  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  State  convention.  As 
we  have  already  said,  not  one  syllable  of  proof  has  been  offered  in  support  of 
these  very  serious  charges.  As  we  have  already  said,  an  inspection  of  the  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  that  convention  explodes  those  charges,  and  leaves  us  to 
sugirest  that  in  the  vehemence  of  their  passion,  the  proprietjr  or  necessi^  of 
a  fair  and  truthful  statement  of  the  situation  seemed  never  to  have  occurred 
to  the  representatives  of  these  contestants,  nor  to  the  contestants  themselves. 
At  the  dose  of  the  convention,  or  nearly  at  its  close,  Mr.  William  E.  Kteffner, 
who  is  one  of  the  Congressional  district  delegates  from  the  Seventeenth  Con- 
gressional district,  who  was  a  delegate  in  that  convention,  addressed  the  con- 
venticm,  and  used  the  following  language,  as  it  was  reported » 

"We  are  about  to  condtide  what  I  suppose  has  been  the  most  exciting 

and  most  protracted  convention  ever  held  by  the  Republican  party  of  this 
Sutc,  During  all  this  time  the  duties  of  the  chair  h.ive  been  most  arduous 
and  difficult,  and  I,  as  one  of  the  minority,  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
uniform  courtesy,  and  impartiality,  and  efficiency  with  which  the  chair,  as  well 
as  the  officers  of  the  convention,  have  discharged  their  duties."  He  supple- 
mented this  highly  complimentary  speech,  and,  as  we  are  constrained  to  be- 
Wevc,  an  entirely  truthful  statement  as  to  the  presiding  officer  and  the  other 
officers  of  that  convention,  by  a  resolution,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

"Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  members  of  this  convention  are  due, 
and  are  hereby  tendered,  to  the  Hon.  Green  B.  Raum.  the  President,  and  to  all 
the  other  officers  of  this  convention  for  their  honesty  and  impartial  discharge 
of  the  arduous  duties  devolved  upon  them  during  the  three  days'  session  of 
this  body,  and  that  this  resolution  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  this  conven* 
tion." 

Iliis  resolution,  notwithstanding  the  bitterness  of  feeling  that  had  char- 
acterized the  conventif  ri  "n  the  highly  exciting  scenes  through  which  it  h  id 
passed,  was  adopted  unanimously  by  a  rising  vote.  We  are  constrained  to 
think  that  it  is  late  for  Mr.  Kieffner,  late  for  the  fiftjf-six  Farwell  Hall  dele- 
gates who  participated  in  the  action  of  that  convention,  late  for  these  con- 
testants who  were  delegates  in  that  convention,  and  voted  enthusiastically  in 
support  of  that  resolution,  to  now  impeach  the  fairness  of  the  presiding  officer, 
and  because,  in  their  judgment,  tlie  emergency  of  the  situation  requires  them 
to  repudiate  their  action.  Where  an  inconsistency  so  gross  and  palpable  is 
made  so  manifest,  surely  no  such  body  as  a  National  Convention  can  entertain 
a  charge  of  fraud  preferred  by  gentlemen  whose  statements  made  here,  and 
whose  statements  made  at  diiferent  times  on  the  same  subject,  are  so  utterly 
inconsistent  and  irreconcilable  with  each  other. 

With  great  good  faith,  another  resolution  was  adopted,  practically  ratify- 
ing the  action  of  the  convention,  antl  which  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  The  Republicans  of  Illinois,  in  convention  assembled,  declare 
that  they  will  support  the  nominees  of  this  convention  for  State  offices  and  the 
nominees  of  the  Chicago  Convention  for  President  and  Vice-President. 
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The  spirit  in  which  this  resolution  was  received  by  the  convendoo,  includ- 
ing the  so-called  disfranchised  delegates*  is  thus  described: 

"A  vote  upon  the  resolution  was  taken,  and  the  vast  audience  rose  to  their 
feet,  amid  swinging  of  hats,  and  shouts,  and  waving  of  iiandkerchiefa.  It  was 

several  minutes  before  enthusiasm  subsided." 

'We  can  see,  in  recognizing  the  claim  made  by  these  contestants  nothing 
but  danger  and  peril  in  the  future.  We  can  but  regard  it  as  the  establishment 
of  a  precedent  fraught  with  evils  and  pregnant  with  peril.  This  body,  while 
it  may  sympathize  with  the  griefs,  real  or  suppostitious.  of  the  Republicans  in 
Cook  county,  and  in  other  localities  in  this  State,  can  hardly  take  the  time  to 
settle  the  personal  differences  which  manifestly  have  fanned  those  qucvstion? 
into  hot  flames  by  which  this  Convention  has  been  surrounded  since  it  has 
sojourned  here.  It  will  not  do  to  transfer  the  local  squabbles  of  the  State  into 
National  Conventions.  Those  differences  must  be  settled  by  llic  Republicans 
of  the  State ;  and  the  minority  in  any  State,  and  in  all  States,  while  it  has  the 
right  to  just  and  fair  treatment,  and.  while  all  those  rights  must  be  regarded, 
must"  remember,  no  matter  how  Inr^c  the  minority  may  he.  that  among  its 
rights  is  not  the  ri?ht  to  rule.  The  gentlemen  contestants  were  in  the  mi- 
nority in  the  State  convention  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

In  that  po:iition  they  can  hardly  expect  to  carry  through  their  schemes. 
We  cannot  be  calkd  upon  to  aid  them  m  such  a  dilemma,  and  the  introduc- 
tion into  our  National  politics,  and  our  National  party  government,  of  the 
principle  contended  for.  transfers  from  the  great  cities,  fcsterinp  in  political 
frauds,  the  tedious  aiid  sickening  recital  and  story  of  tliose  frauds  to  be 
fanned  into  fresh  flames  by  renewed  discussion  before  the  Republicans  of  the 
Nation    The  pretence  of  this  disfranchisement  has  no  foundation.    The  np- 

S ointments  made  by  these  so-called  Congressional  district  meetings  appear  to 
ave  been  entirely  private;  the  methods  they  pursued  seem  to  have  been 
known  only  to  thcm-^rlvoc 

We  cannot  recoj<ruze  the  action  of  the  minority,  even  when  it  is  taken 
separately  and  in  detail,  and  we  are  confident  in  the  belief  that  this  Conv^ 
tion  can  take  no  st'^p  more  certain  to  lead  to  t!ie  most  disastrous  results  in 
the  future  than  tlic  denial  to  the  Republican  electors  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
of  the  right  of  a  majority  of  those  electors  to  express  in  this  Convention 
their  will,  nnd  in  their  faslnon  and  through  their  selected  agents.  Thus  con- 
fidently believing,  we  respectfully  submit  to  this  Convention,  and  through 
the  Convmtion  to  the  country,  that  the  regularly  elected  and  now  seated  del- 
egates should  retain  their  seats  in  this  body.  All  of  which  is  respectfully 
submitted.

Wc  insist  that  it  stands  in  respect  to  principle 
and  facts,  precisely  upon  the  same  grounds  of  the  contests  in  Illinois,  Ala- 
hama  and  Kansas.  The  contestants  were  selected  as  delegates  by  the  cau- 
cus, (or  convention,  as  characterized  by  the  majority.)  of  the  Congressional 
delegation  in  attendance  upon  the  State  convention.  Their  names  were  re- 
ported to  the  convention.  The  State  convention  refused  to  give  them  cre- 
dentials to  this  Convention,  but  selected  other  delegates  upon  the  ground 
that  the  contestants,  although  properly  representing  the  sentiments  of  their 
constituents,  were  not  in  accord  with  a  majority  of  the  State  convention. 

The  minority  insist  that  if  the  report  of  the  majority  in  respect  to  the 
lUinoi^  Alabama  and  Kansas  cases  is  ad(>pted,  the  contest«^nts  from  West 
Vif^prinia  should  also  be  admitted  to  seats  in  this  Convention  in  place  of  the 
sittmg  dele^tes.

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Mr.  Conger  It  is  submitted  as  a  part  oi  the  report.  Mr.  Pre'^idcnt.  on 
the  part  of  the  Committee,  I  now  ask  that  the  Convention  will  take  into 
consideration  first  the  Louisiana  case»  and  I  ask  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee upon  that  subject  may  be  read.  The  part  of  the  report  relating  to  the 
LcauMana  case  i»  very  brief. 

The  Pbesisbnt.  Let  it  be  read. 

DIVl.sION   OF  THE  SL'HTKCT. 

Mr.  Cessna,  of  Pennsylvania.  I  ask  permission  of  the  chairman  of  our 
Comifiittee  (Mr.  Conger]  to  make  a  suggesttcm  in  regard  to  the  manner  in 
which  this  report  shall  be  considered,  which,  I  trust,  will  facilitate  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Convention.   Unless  he  or  some  other  member  has  objection,  I 

aik  that  the  report  be  divided  into  five  fjcncral  parts;  that  the  fir^t  part  there- 
of shall  embrace  all  the  questions  upon  which  there  is  no  difference  nt  opin- 
ion; that  the  second  general  division  of  the  report  shall  embrace  the  State 
of  Alabama;  that  the  third  general  division  of  the  report  shall  embrace  the 
State  of  Illinois;  that  the  fourth  division  shall  embrace  die  State  of  West 
Virginia ;  and  that  the  fifth  general  division  of  the  report  shall  embrace  the 
Territory  of  Utah.  I  ask  that  that  general  division  may  be  made.  I  will  put 
it  in  wrttinji  if  the  Chair  will  allow  it,  reservinf?  the  right  to  make  further 
stib-di\ isioti  of  ilu  h  general  divisions,  and  1  ask  that  the  vote  may  be  taken 
upon  the  tirst  branch  of  this  report  without  further  reading  or  controversy, 
for  the  reason,  as  we  have  agreed  upon  all  of  these  pr(H>osition5  except 
four,  that  the  undisputed  and  agreed-upon  portions  of  the  report  may  first 
be  adopted.   Then  we  will  take  up  the  States  in  their  alphabetical  order. 

The  President.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  moves  that  the  Con- 
vention now  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  case  of  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana. Doec  the  chairman  accept  the  suggestion  of  the  gentleman  from  Penn- 
sylvania?   [Mr.  Cessna.] 

Mr.  CoNGEK.  Not  at  present  The  Committee  propose  to  take  up  the 
several  subjects  embraced  in  the  report,  in  the  order  in  which  they  have  been 
presented  in  the  report  of  the  Committee;  and  have  divided  tlie  subjects  into 
eleven  parts:  First,  the  Lotiisiana  case;  Second,  the  Fourth  .Mabama  dis- 
trict, called  tlie  Rapier  c.Tie;  Third,  the  Seventh  Alabama  district,  the  Smith 
and  Warner  case ;  Fourth,  the  Illinois  cases,  embracing  the  nine  districts,  to- 
witi  the  First,  Ihird,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Ninth,  Tenth,  Thirteenth  and 
Seventeenth,  all  depending  upon  substantially  the  same  questions  and  facts; 
Fifth,  the  Second  district  of  Illinois;  Sixth,  a  question  about  which  there 
will  be  no  dispute,  the  delegates-at  larcre  from  Tllinois;  Seventh,  the  Second 
and  Third  districts  of  Kansas :  Eighth,  the  Ninth  district  of  Pennsylvania: 
Ninth,  the  Nineteenth  district  ot  Pennsylvania;  Tenth,  the  Third  district  of 
West  Virginia ;  and,  Eleventh,  the  case  of  Utah. 

The  Prbsidbnt.  Does  the  Chair  understand  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  object  to  the  present  acceptance  of  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates 
to  the  roll  of  delegates  whose  seats  are  uncontested,  making  the  great  bulk  of 
the  Convention? 
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Mr.  Conger.    The  report  of  the  names  of  the  members  embraces  all  the 

recommendations  of  the  Committee,  both  tmcontested  and  in  contest.  The 
action  of  the  Convention  will  determine  whether  that  list  remains  the  list. 
There  is  no  objection  to  accepting  the  roll  as  presented  as  to  all  uncontested 
cases. 

Mr.  Cbsska.  I  appeal  to  my  friend  from  Mtchtgan  [Mr.  Conger],  the 

chairman  of  our  committee,  and  ask  him  if  he  does  not  think  wc  will  save 
much  time  by  adopting  first  all  of  the  report  upon  which  we  have  all  agreed. 
That  will  take  seven  of  his  eleven  divisions  out  of  cmisideration  at  once, 
and  will  leave  only  four  to  be  considered  in  their  order  thereafter.  If  the 
Qiatr  will  entertain  the  motion  I  shall  make  it  in  that  way^hat  we  adopt 
the  entire  report  upon  which  we  have  not  differed,  and  proceed  to  consider 
the  four  subjects  of  difference  in  their  order. 

Mr.  Conger.  If  the  gentleman  will  state,  so  that  wc  understand  alike, 
what  sttbircts  arc  to  be  reserved  from  that,  I  prestune  there  will  be  no  objec- 
tion to  that. 

Mr.  Cessna.  The  four  questions  tliai  I  ask  to  have  reserved  arc  the 
fonr  subjects  upon  which  the  Conunittee  divided.  The  first  is  the  State  of 
Alabama;  second,  the  State  of  Illinois ;•  third,  the  State  of  West  Virginia; 
and  foartb,  the  Territory  df  Utah.  Let  us  take  the  report  which  comes 
from  the  majority  and  from  the  minority  tipon  all  of  the  seven  uncontested 
qne=tion.s  and  adopt  it  by  acclamation,  and  then  proceed  to  settle  questions 
which  arc  in  dispute. 

Mr.  ComaUL  I  desire  to  ask  the  gentleman  if  the  Lonisiana  case  is  in- 
cluded also  in  the  part  to  be  considered? 

Mr.  Cessna.  Louisiana  is  embraced  in  my  first  proposition,  and  goes 
with  the  undisputed  questions. 

Mr.  Conger.  Then  I  have  no  objection  to  accepting  the  proposition 
made  by  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Cessna]. 

The  President.  The  Chair  will  state  the  proposition.  Is  there  objec- 
tion to  accepting  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  as  relates  to  the 
seats  of  delegates  concerning  which  there  is  no  contest,  and  to  the  seats  of 
delegates  in  regard  to  which  the  Committee  are  unanimous 

Mr  CnvKUNC,  of  New  York.  Mr.  President:  I  ask  the  Chair  to  state 
what  he  means  by  the  phrase,  "deleRatcs  a?  to  whose  scats  there  i«  no  con- 
test?" Docs  the  Chair  mean  as  to  which  there  is  no  dittcrcnce  of  opinion  in 
the  Committee  on  Credentials? 

The  PRESIDBNT.  No,  sir.  The  Chair  means  by  that  phrase  to  include 
die  seats  of  die  great  bulk  of  the  Convention,  including  that  of  the  gentleman 
from  New  York  [Mr.  Conkling]  and  his  own. 

Mr.  CoxKLTNG.  15ut,  Mr.  President,  no  snch  thing,  as  I  understand  it, 
has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Contested  Seats.  What  has  that 
Committee  to  do  with  the  great  body  of  seats  here,  touching  which  there  is 
no  objection,  and  which  I  supposed  had  never  been  referred  to  the  Committee. 

The  PBBSmBIIT.  The  Chair  will  inform  the  gentleman  from  New  York 
that  a  Committee  on  Credottials  and  Contested  Seats  has  been  raised.  To 
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that  Committee  all  the  credentials  of  eveiy  member  of  the  Convention  have 
been  referred  The  committee  reports  a  roll,  whidi  is  tiie  list  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention,  showing  756  names. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNC.  Then  will  the  Chair  indulge  me  in  another  inquiry  ^  Is 
that  list  unchanged  except  as  far  as  we  have  been  advised? 

The  PusiDBNT.  The  Chair  supposes  that  to  be  the  case. 

Mr.  CnrxUNa  I  will  thank  the  Chair  to  inquire  of  the  Committee  if  that 
is  the  case. 

Mr.  Conger.  I  did  not  hear  the  inquiry  of  the  gentleman  fron)  New 
York.    Will  he  please  repeat  it? 

Mr.  CoNKUNC.  Not  being  aware,  until  informed  by  the  Chair,  that  the 
ceremony  of  handing  over  the  credentials  frmn  all  States  alike  to  tine  Com- 
mittee had  taken  friace.  I  ask  this  question,  or  I  should  ask  it,  if  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  was  not  attending  to  other  business?  I  inquire  now 
that  T  have  his  attention,  wlieiher  the  report  of  the  Committee  leave?  un- 
touched and  unclianged  in  the  case  of  every  single  delegate  the  roll  of  the 
Convention,  except  so  far  as  the  report  of  the  Committee  apprises  us  that 
they  make  recommendations? 

Mr.  CcssNA,  of  Pennsylvania.  It  does. 

Mr  Ci  NCES.  Mr,  President:  The  names  comprising  the  roll  presented 
by  the  Committee,  after  an  examination  of  all  credentials,  with  tfie  excep- 
tion of  those  cases  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Committee,  remains  un- 
touched and  are  reported  as  the  properly  returned  members  of  this  Conven- 
tion, except  that  it  was  submitted  to  the  delegates  from  several  States  to 
make  any  clerical  corrections  of  initials  or  names.  No  change  whatever  of 
any  delegate  was  made,  except  what  was  reported  by  the  Committee  and  read 
to  the  house. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  Understanding  that  sufficiently  as  I  believe  I  do,  I  beg 
to  ask  the  President  of  the  Convention,  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
to  state  to  us,  as  can  be  done  in  a  moment,  what  are  the  topics  that  will  fall 
within  the  description  of  undisputed  points  of  the  report. ,  Let  us  hear  them 
enumerated  once.   I  ask  for  a  mere  enumeration. 

The  Frestden't.  'i  he  Committee  have  reported  a  list  of  Members  of 
this  Convention.  If  there  had  been  ro  seat  in  the  Convention  contested  at 
all,  the  Committee  would  have  made  up  that  list  simply  from  the  creden- 
tials handed  them,  and  it  would  probably  have  conformed,  except  as  to 
changes  in  the  initials  or  otherwise  with  the  roll  of  the  Convention  made 
by  tne  National  Committee.  That  roll  is  returned  by  the  Committee  as  a 
part  of  their  report,  and  the  proposition  is  that  that  part  of  their  report 
containing  that  roll,  alwut  which  there  is  no  dispute,  and  the  pan  relating 
to  seals  where  there  has  been  a  contest,  but  as  to  which  the  Committee  are 
unanimous,  as  it  appears  from  the  two  reports,  be  now  accepted  by  the  Con- 
vention by  general  consent. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  I  hope  the  Chair  will  pardon  me.  My  inquiry  is,  what 
is  that  branch  of  the  report  as  to  which  there  is  no  difference? 

Mr.  Conger.  I  will  state  the  items  of  tliat  part  of  the  report.

Mr.  CoMKUKG.  11.  the  gentleman  vriU  be  kind  enough,  I  will  be  glad 
to  hear  it 

Mr.  Conger.  First,  the  Louisiana  case  is  agreed  to  without  any  divi- 
sion in  the  Committee;  Second,  the  Second  district  of  Illinois;  Third,  the 
question  of  delegates>at*larfe  from  the  State  of  Illinois;  Fourth,  the  Sec> 
ond  and  Third  districts  of  Kansas;  Fifth,  the  Ninth  district  of  Pennsylvania ; 
Sixth,  the  Nineteenth  district  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Committee,  without  divi- 
sion, report  unanimously  in  favor  of  those  delegates  referred  to  in  these 
districts  having  their  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  these  are  the  undisputed 
cases. 

Mr.  C0N1U.IN&  If  the  gentleman  will  pardon  me,  shall  t  understand 
that,  as  to  the  State  of  Kansas,  there  is  no  difference  in  the  Committee? 

Mr.  Conger.  I  desire  to  say  to  the  gentleman  (Mr.  Conkling]  that  in 
regard  to  the  Kansas  case,  the  Committee  were  agreed  and  made  but  one 
report  on  the  subject.  The  disputed  cases,  that  they  may  be  all  spoken  of 
togciiier,  arc  the  cases  in  the  Fourth  AIaL>ama  district,  ihe  Seventh  Alabama 
district,  and  the  nine  districts  of  Illinois  which  I  have  read,  the  First,  Sec- 
ond, Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Ninth,  Tenth,  Thirteenth  and  Seventeenth;  the 
Third  district  of  West  Virginia,  and  the  Territory  of  Utah.  These  last  are 
the  only  cases  about  whtch  there  was  dispute  in  the  Committee. 

The  President.   Is  there  objection  to  the  proposition? 

Mr.  Logan,  of  Illinois.  I  desire  to  make  an  inquiry  here  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  [Mr.  Conger].  I  now,  for  the  first 
time,  am  informed  that  there  was  ever  any  quntion  in  reference  to  the  four 
delegates-at-large  from  the  State  of  Illinois.  May  I  be  permitted,  sir,  to 
ask  who  has  contested  the  seats  of  the  four  delegates-at-large  from  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

Mr.  Conger.  Mr.  President:  There  was  presented  to  the  ConuniUee  on 
Credentials  communications  purporting  to  contest  the  right  of  the  delevates- 
at^large  from  the  State  of  Illinois,  sent  to  that  Committee  from  this  Con- 
ventioi^  requiring  some  action  of  the  Committee.  For  that  reason  the  Com- 
mittee considered  it,  and  have  reported  upon  it,  and  unanimously  reported  no 
contf.^t  in  regard  to  the  delegates-at-lnrsre  from  Illinois.  But.  in  the  ful- 
fillment of  their  duty  to  consider  all  maiurs  presented  by  the  Convention 
to  them,  it  was, necessary  that  it  should  appear  in  the  report  and  be  r^orted 
upon. 

Mr.  Logan.  I  desire  further  to  say,  sir,  where  there  is  a  contest  in  any 
deliberative  body,  the  person  whose  seat  is  contested  is  visually  notified  of 
it.  Now.  if  there  has  been  no  contest,  I  would  like  to  know  by  what  nde, 
1^  what  uuiiiority,  the  names  of  four  delegates  from  the  State-at- large  are 
to  be  passed  upon  by  this  Convention  as  to  their  right  to  seats.  I  desire 
to  know  by  what  authority  this  Convention  can  vote  on  my  right  to  sit  here 
when  no  man  has  challeived  it.  I  of  course,  do  not  object  to  any  course 
that  may  be  taken;  but.  sir,  1  do  object  to  the  manner  in  which  the  names 
of  a  portion  of  the  dckgatcs  from  this  pr<nul  State  in  which  I  was  born, 
have  been  brought  before  this  Convention,  the  purpose  of  which,  sir,  I  well

understand.  I  do  not  wish  any  contest  here  in  reference  to  extraneous  or 
outside  matters  with  any  one.  I  came  here  as  a  delegate  with  the  most 
kindly  feeling  toward  each  and  every  delegate,  and  toward  each  and  every 
candidate  before  this  Convention.  But  sir.  as  the  r^resentative  of  a  great 
Stat^  I  am  entitled  to  Uir  treatment  on  this  floor.  As  I  said  the  other 
day,  without  any  notice  of  contest  of  seats  of  sitting  members  here,  we  had 
to  work  our  way  into  this  hall  by  permission  of  the  door-keepers,  because 
we  received  tickets  different  from  any  other  sitting  member  here,  and  were 
unknown  to  the  door-keepers  and  ushers.  The  second  day  the  same  thing 
was  repeated,  and  sir,  the  National  *  Committee  had  to  be  called  together 
yesterday  to  pass  a  resolution  to  take  the  power  out  of  the  hands  of  the  man, 
of  insulting  us  ftirther  on  this  floor.  Why  thus  treat  the  great  State  that 
funished  you  n  DoTtprlas  and  a  Line  'n — vcs.  more,  my  cotmtrymen,  the  man 
who  led  your  armies  njrain<;t  treason  :  Sir,  I  want  to  know  in  the  presence 
of  the  great  people  of  this  grand  Republic,  have  we  ever  as  Republicans 
fiailed  to  do  our  duty  tn  the  hour  of  danger?  When  the  storm  came  and 
the  dark  clouds  lowered  over  your  country  and  over  its  peace  and  prosper- 
ity, who  gave  more  muscle,  and  arm.  and  soldierly  qualities,  and  mtmitions 
of  war  for  the  preservation  of  this  great  Republic  than  the  proud  State  of 
Illinois?  Sir,  I  only  ask  that  we  shall  be  treated  like  other  delegates;  no 
more,  no  less.  That  we  are  entitled  to,  and  for  tfuit  I  appeal  to  these  dele- 
gates here.  You  have  no  right,  sir,  to  ask  this  Convention  to  vote  upon  my 
seat  unless  some  man  objects  to  it.  I  enter  my  protest  in  this  Convention 
against  this  Convention  voting  as  to  whether  I  am  entitled  to  sit  here,  or 
not,  unless  some  mm  r1,nm<  tnv  scat  and  demands  a  contest. 

Mr,  PuTMn.  of  Kansas.  I  ask  tlie  Giairman  to  state  the  question  upon 
the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Cessna],  so  that  we 
may  know  in  this  part  of  the  hall  just  what  was  induded  within  it  And 
I  then  ask  the  Clair  to  state,  after  the  question  has  been  stated,  whether 
the  propositions  embraced  within  that  motion  are  susceptible  of  division? 

The  President.  The  gentleman  from  Michigan  [Mr.  Conjrer],  the  Giair- 
man  of  the  Committee,  proposed  to  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  case 
of  Louisiana,  and  that  is  the  pending  motion.  Jhen  the  gentleman  from 
Penn^lvania  [Mr.  Cessna]  requested  the  acceptance  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  proposition  which  he  made.  The  Chairman  then  suggested  to  the  Con- 
vention the  proposition  to  accept,  by  unanimous  consent,  so  much  of  the  re> 
port  of  the  Committee  n<:  contain'^  the  ro]]  of  the  Convention,  so  far  n<:  it 
inchides  the  <;eats  of  all  delegates  concerning  whom  there  was  no  contest,  and 
concerning  whom  the  Committee  were  agreed.  If  there  is  objection  to  that 
proposition,  of  course  it  will  not  be  entertained. 

Mr.  Plumb,  of  Kansas.  I  beg  to  object,  Mr.  President 

The  President.  The  proposition  is  o!)jected  to.  The  question  is  on 
the  proposition  of  the  gentleman  fre.m  Michigan  [Mr   C  ncrerJ. 

Mr.  Cessna.  T  desire  to  say  that,  since  I  made  my  suCTTCstion,  objec- 
tions have  been  made,  to  me,  from  members  of  the  Convention  to  the  action 
of  tfiis  Committee  upon  the  subject  of  Ibnsas.  And  therefore,  I  now  aik 
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to  add  a  division,  and  nuke  it  six  divisions  instead  of  five,  so  that  Ibnsas 

shall  take  its  place  amonjj  the  disputed  questions,  in  its  order. 

Mr.  CoNKUKG,  of  New  York.   Yes ;  that  is  right. 

Mr.  Cbsska.  I  make  that  addition  because  the  minority  of  the  Com- 
mittee took  no  action  on  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  the  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee took  the  action  which  they  have  reported.  I  ask  now  tliat  Kansas 
be  made  another  addition,  that  being  an  objected  or  disputed  question;  and 
tfiat  we  take  a  vote  upon  all  die  other  questions  which  are  not  objected  to 
ddier  by  the  Committee  or  upon  the  floor. 

The  pBESiDENT.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  be  kind  enough 
to  come  to  the  platform  and  see  that  his  motion  is  correctly  put  in  writing 

by  the  Secretary? 

Mr.  Cessna.  I  will  do  so. 

ILUNOIS  DFI.F.GATES-AT-LAKCE. 

Mr.  Sh  \RPE.  of  New  York.    I  ask  whether  it  is  in  order  to  amend  the 
motion  which  is  now  before  the  house. 
The  FuEsnttNT.  It  will  be  in  order. 

Mr.  Sbarfe.  Then  I  move  to  amend  the  motion  by  directing  the  Com* 
mittee  on  Contested  Seats  to  strike  from  the  majority  report  so  mudi  thereof 

as  relates  to  the  dcTcpatcs-nt-lnrpc  from  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Mr.  Conger,  of  Michitjan.  The  usual  parhamentary  custom,  I  heheve. 
is  to  permit  the  motions  of  the  CoinniiUee  to  be  first  made,  and  then  amend- 
ments to  them.  The  proposition  of  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  [Mr- 
Cessna]  was  to  ask  unanimous  consent  to  a  certain  set  of  propositions.  The 
motion  made  by  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Sharpe]  dther  before 
that  unanimous  consent  is  given  or  afterwards^  would  be  in  order  as  \n 
amendment  to  the  motion  which  was  originally  made. 

I  desire.  Mr.  President,  to  say  one  %vord  in  reply  to  the  remarks  of 
my  valued  friend  from  Illinois  [Mr.  Logan] .  I  regret  with  more  feeling 
than  I  have  words  to  express,  that  a  gentleman  with  whom  I  have  labored 
for  years  in  one  house  of  Congress,  and  have  known  so  favorably  and  so 
long  in  another,  could  have  assumed  for  a  moment  that  I,  or  any  other  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  witli  whom  I  had  the  honor  of  being  associated,  could 
have  intended  in  this  report  the  shghte-^t  reflectirin  upon  the  honor,  the  name, 
the  integrity,  the  admiration  with  which  we  all  hold  the  gentleman  from 
Illinois. 

Mr.  LocAK.  If  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  

The  PazstittNT.  Does  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  yield? 
Mr.  Conger.  One  word  further,  and  then  I  will  yield.  I  desire  to  say 
that  it  is  but  justice  to  myself,  and  but  justice  to  the  Committee,  t**  repeat 
what  I  said,  which  I  venture  to  say  my  friend  did  nfjt  hear,  or  did  not  give 
attention  to, — that  the  credentials  of  every  delegate  on  this  floor  were  pre- 
icmed  to  that  Cbnimittee,  and  the  right  to  a  seat  of  every  delegate  on 
the  floor  was  passed  upon  by  that  Committee,  as  is  always  done.  Sir,  the 
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high  and  the  lifted  up,  and  the  humt  Ic  and  unkno  A  n  delegate  from  the  wilds 
oi  the  South  came  t(^ether  here,  and  an  impartial  Committee  impartially 
passed  ttfKm  their  right  to  a  seat  m  this  GoiiTentifMi.  There  was  sent  ftom 
this  Cbaventum^nd  it  ill  becomes  me  to  question  tiie  right  of  diis  moat 

augrust  body  of  men  that  ever  mrt  anywhere  in  these  United  States — the 
credentials  of  every  State.  There  was  sent  to  this  Committee,  of  which  I 
had  the  honor  to  be  the  Chairman,  objections  against  the  right  to  a  seat  of 
many  gentlemen  who  are  present  here  today;  among  the  rest,  objections 
on  one  ground  and  another,  in  regard  to  members  of  the  Illinois  delega- 
tion, and  among  others  to  the  right  to  a  seat  of  the  delegates'«t-targe.  Sir, 
that  Committee  would  have  been  recreant  to  its  duty  as  a  representative 
of  Republican  sentiment,  if  it  har!  not  investigated  whatever  the  humblest 
member  of  the  party  sent  through  this  august  body  for  the  consideration  of 
that  Committee.  No  gentleman  in  this  vast  assemblage  can  excel  me  in  my 
admiratiaii,  in  my  respect  for  the  distinguished  miliury  and  civic  sear  vices 
of  the  grand  leader  of  the  Illinois  delegation.  It  became  mt,  and  it  be- 
came my  associates,  when  his  right  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention  assembled 
in  the  Stite  where  we  knoiv  he  was  bom — assembled  in  a  State.  Tmong  the 
proudest  and  most  honored  of  whose  citizens,  the  gentleman  [Mr.  Lrtrnn] 
Stands  lofty  and  pre-eminent, — it  would  have  been  unworthy  of  me,  it  would 
have  been  unworthy  of  that  splendid  Committee  on  Credential5»  over  which 
I  had  the  homMr  to  preside,  not  to  have  told  this  Convention  in  distiiMt 
words  that  the  gentleni  iTi  from  Illinois,  the  much-loved  citisen  of  this  State, 
v.'n'j  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention.  Sir,  I  make  no  apology  to  tbb 
gentleman  for  having  reported  in  his  favor.  I  make  no  apology  to  the 
grand  State  of  Illinois  for  reporting  that  her  chosen  citizens  have  a  right  to 
be  here,  and  to  be  recognized.  No,  sir;  and  I  make,  Mr.  President,  no 
apology  to  this  grand  Convention,  or  to  this  immense  concourse  of  citizens 
of  the  United  States  for  presiding  over  a  Committee  that  had  the  moral 
courage  to  say  to  the  world  that  the  gentleman  from  Illinois  was  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  this  Convention. 

In  conclusion,  sir,  in  the  carrying  out  of  that  responsible  but  delightful 
duty — we  have  given  expression  to  the  time  honored  usages  of  that  party 
which  believes  m  the  absolute  equality  of  citizenship,  and  the  absolute  equal- 
ity of  members  of  a  National  Republican  Convention. 

Mr.  Sharpe,  of  New  York,  Mr.  President:  I  ask  for  the  information 
of  the  Convention,  who  it  was  that  it  was  claimed  was  entitled  to  the  seat 
of  John  A.  Logan,  of  Illinois.  I  ask.  not  of  the  President  of  this  Convention, 
but  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Logan.  Mr*  Prestdent:  I  have  listened  sir,  to  the  voice  of  my 
friend  from  Michigan  (Mr.  Conger]  ver\'  often,  and  at  all  times  when  I' 
hear  it,  its  sounds  are  gentle  and  sweet.  The  gentleman  knows  that  I  at- 
tributed to  him  no  wrong  desire  or  design  on  his  part,  or  on  the  part  of  tht 
Committee,  so  far  as  that  part  was  concerned,  but  my  point  is  this;  That 
Comniittee  passed  upon  the  credentials  of  every  member  of  this  Convention, 
and  they  are  all  reported  back  to  this  Convention  except  the  four  delegates* 
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at-large  from  Illinois;  and  they,  the  report  of  the  Committee  says,  are  en- 
titled to  their  so?tP  Why,  sir,  do  you  say  the  delegates  from  the  State  of 
Illinois  are  cntititd  to  their  seats  without  saying  the  four  delegatcs-at-large 
from  the  other  States  are  entitled  to  their  seats  ?  Why  make  that  distinction, 
I  desire  to  know  of  this  Comnuttee? 

Mr.  Cessna,  of  Pennsylvtaia.  Will  my  friend  from  Illinois  allow  me 
to  answer  that  question? 

Mr.  Logan,  ^es^  sir. 

Mr.  CksSNA.  No  objections  were  presented  to  our  Committee  as  ta 
the  dclegates-at-largc  from  anv  other  State  of  this  Union  except  the  State 
of  Illinois.  A  long  memorial,  with  a  very  extensive  argument  appended,  was 
filed  before  us  (and  it  became  our  duty  to  pass  upon  it),  objecting  to  the 
right  of  those  four  delegates-at-large  from  the  State  of  Illinois.  It  was 
an  objection  to  their  right,  claiming  that  the  seats  should  be  declared  va- 
cant, and  in  answer  to  the  question  of  the  gentleman  in  front  [Mr.  Sharpe], 
I  would  say  that  no  man  asked  to  take  their  places.  That  memorial  was 
before  our  Comnuttee.  and  we  passed  upon  it,  and  that  Committee  unan- 
imously declared  that  the  memorial  was  wholly  unfounded,  and  that  the  gen- 
tlemen from  Illinois  were  as  mudi  entitled  to  their  seats  as  the  delegates-at- 
large  from  any  other  State  in  the  Union. 

Mr.  Logan.  Now,  Mr.  President,  if  that  be  the  case — which  I  have  DO 
right  to  doubt — if  that  Committee  unanimously  decided  th?.t  that  mcmorin! 
was  rubbish,  I  ask  him  why  the  distinction  was  made  in  the  report  of  the 
Committee  to  this  Convention. 

Why,  sir,  is  it  that  the  four  delegates-at-large  from  the  State  of  Illinois 
are  not  rei>orted  with  the  other  delegates  without  saying  that  the  four  dele> 
gates  of  Illinois  are  entitled  to  their  seats,  not  mentioning  the  delegates  from 
any  other  State? 

Mr.  Cessna.  The  gentleman  mi.sapprchends  me.  T  did  not  mean  to 
say,  but  perhaps  I  said  incorrectly,  that  the  report  states  that  the  four  gen- 
tlemen were  entitled  to  their  seats;  it  is  that  the  charge  preferred  against 
them  was  unfotmded,  and  that  is  all  that  there  is  in  that  repwt. 

Mr.  Logan.  Therefore,  I  say  that  we  are  entitled  to  the  same  treatment 
in  this  report  as  the  four  delegatcs-at-large  from  every  other  State.  Where 
no  contest  is  made,  yon  have  no  right  to  make  a  distinction  against  ns  before 
this  Convention,  so  as  to  go  upon  the  record  to  show  that  we  had  a  contest 
for  our  seats  before  this  (Convention.  That  is  the  point  that  I  make,  and 
that  is  the  point  that  I  desire  to  have  decided  by  this  Convention.  I  find,  sir, 
a  resolution  in  that  Committee  voted  upon  unanimously,  of  this  kind,  and 
it  seems  to  me  that  that  would  have  been  the  end  of  this  strange  paper 
that  found  its  way  before  that  Committee,' by  some  means  or  other  unknown 
to  me. 

"Resolved,  That  the  decision  arrived  at  by  the  Committee  upon  the  ques- 
tion presented  by  the  contest  from  the  Illinois  districts  is  based  upon  the 
right  of  di  trict  representation,  and  is  not  intended  as  in  any  wise  impugn- 
ing the  good  faith  of  the  Illinois  State  convention." 
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Now,  then,  if  that  was  tlie  basis  of  t!ic  contest  in  Illinois,  in  reference 
to  the  districts,  and  not  in  reference  to  the  State  convention,  it  had  the  ri^rht 
to  appoint  the  four  deiegates-at-largc,  and  I  ask  why  these  four  delegates- 
at-large  shall  be  separately  placed  in  the  report  of  tfiat  Comniittee  to  go 
before  the  country  as  having  had  dieir  rights  impugned  in  tiiis  Convention? 
This  is  all  the  point  that  I  make,  sir,  and  when  the  gentleman  from  MidU"' 
gan  [Mr.  Conj^cr]  speaks  of  "excitement,"  he  is  much  mistaken.  No  man 
has  ever  seen  me  excited  in  a  contest  of  this  kind.  I  can  keep  my  temper  as 
well  as  he  can,  and  I  know  he  is  a  cool  man.  All  I  ask,  and  all  I  desire 
now,  is  that  we  shall  be  placed  upon  a  footing  of  equality  here,  without  the 
country  inquiring  why  the  seats  of  the  fonr  delegates^at-large  were  con- 
tested, for  that  will  be  their  understanding  from  this  report 

mVISION  OP  THE  imftT. 

Mr.  CnsitA.  There  seems  to  be  some  little  misapprehension  in  regard 
to  the  proposition  which  I  submitted.  I  therefore  now  make  it  in  the  shape 

of  an  amendment  to  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  [Mr.  Con- 
ger], that  we  proceed  to  divide  this  report  into  six  parts,  the  first  part  to  em- 
I  brace  all  of  the  report  about  which  there  is  no  difference;  the  second  part 
of  it  to  embrace  all  relating  to  the  State  of  Alabama;  the  third  part,  all  re- 
lating to  the  State  of  Illinois;  the  fourth  part,  all  relating  to  the  State  of 
Kansas;  the  fifth,  all  relating  to  the  State  of  West  Virginia;  and  the  sixth, 
and  last  part,  all  relating  to  the  Territory  of  Utah,  reserving  the  right  to  call 
for  other  subsequent  divisions,  if  it  should  be  desired,  hereafter.  Does  the 
gentleman  from  Michigan  accept  that  amendment? 

Mr.  Conger.    I  have  already  accepted  that  proposition. 
The  President.  The  Chair  tmderstands  the  gentleman  from  New  York 
[Mr.  Sharpe]  to  press  his  amendment  at  this  point? 

Mr.  Sharpe.    I  want  that  motion  put  to  the  house  at  the  proper  time. 

If  the  Chair  desires  me  to  withdraw  it  now  in  order  that  unanimous  con- 
$cnt  may  be  obtained  for  the  motion,  I  will  do  so,  with  the  understanding 
that  my  motion  is  to  be  considered  renewed  immediately  afterwards. 
The  President.   I  understand  that 

Mr.  Conger,  t  accept  the  proposition  of  the  gentleman  from  Pemi^I- 
vania  [Mr.  Cessna]. 

The  President.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  aooqrts  the  proposi- 
tion of  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Hicks,  of  Florida.  I  understand  from  the  Chairman  of  tliis  Com- 
mittee that  the  report  of  the  majority  of  tlie  Committee,  on  the  case  ol  Kan- 
sas,  admits  delegates  on  the  theory  of  the  majority  of  that  Omuiittee.  Am 
I  correct,  Mr.  President,  in  this  surmise? 

Mr.  Conger.  The  case  of  Kansas  is  not  embraced  in  the  present  motion. 
It  is  excepted  from  the  present  motion,  as  I  understand  it. 

Mr.  Hicks.    I  am  satisfied. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Cessna  was  agreed  to.  « 
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The  President.  The  question  recurs  on  the  motion  of  tbe  gentleman 
from  New  York  [Mr.  Sbarpej. 

ILLINOIS  DELEGATES-AT-LARGE. 

Mr.  Sharpe.  My  motion  i?  to  amend  the  majority  report  of  tht-  Com- 
mittee by  striking  therefrom  so  much  as  relates  to  the  four  delegates-at- 
large  from  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  Pkeshant.  The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  motion,  as  put 
literally,  is  out  of  order.  The  r^rt  is  made  by  the  Committee.  The  Chair 
docs  not  understand  that  this  is  an  amendable  document*  as  a  proposition 
before  the  Convention.  The  proper  motion  is  to  recommit  the  report  to 
the  Committee,  with  directions  to  strilce  out  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

Mr.  QnmiVG.   I  venture  to  rise  to  a  question  of  order.   Is  not  this 
report  now  before  this  Convention? 
The  Presidbnt.  Undoubtedly. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  Is  it  not  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Convention? 
The  President.  Undoubtedly. 

>fr.  CoNKLiNG.  If  a  motion  be  in  order  to  adopt  the  report,  rir  to  a<lopt 
any  part  of  it,  is  it  not  in  order  to  amend  and  perfect  it  before  that  motion 
is  put? 

The  FsestOEKt.  That  motion  has  not  yet  been  made.  It  is.  The  Chair 
answers  tike  gentleinan  from  New  York  in  the  afErmciti%'e. 

Mr.  CoN'KLiNG.  Then  I  venture  to  suggest  to  the  Chair  th.it.  without  a 
motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  beins?  made,  it  is  before  the  Conven- 
tion for  its  action ;  and  it  is,  I  respectfully  submit,  in  the  language  of  the 
Chair,  and  I  think  the  Chair,  on  a  moment's  reflection,  will  agree  with  me, 
an  "amendable  document."  Now,  my  colleague  [Mr.  Sharpe],  moves,  be* 
lore  further  proceedmg  takes  place,  to  amend  it  by  adding  something  to  it, 
w  by  subtracting  something  from  it,  and  T  submit  to  the  Chair  that,  on 
reflection,  the  Chair,  I  think,  will  see  that  thnt  motion  must  be  in  order. 

The  PRESinENT.    The  Chair  is  of  opinion  

Mr.  Conger.    I  desire  to  speak  to  the  point  of  order. 

The  FaBsnnirr.  The  Chair  win  hear  the  gentleman. 

Mr.  CoirxuNC.  Let  us  have  this^int  of  order  ruled  on  first. 

Mr.  Conges.  That  is  die' point  of  order  to  which  I  wish  to  speak.  Mr. 
President,  the  proposition  made  by  the  gentleman  from  New  York  (Mr. 
Conkling]  would  undoubtedly  be  a  correct  proposition  if  applicable  to  the 
case.  As  a  proposition  of  parliamentary  law  it  is  undoubtedly  true.  In 
this  particular  case,  however,  the  Convention  has  adopted  that  part  of  the 
report  which  it  is  now  moved  shall  be  stricken  out  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  CoNKUKC.    Not  at  all,  not  at  all.  We  have  been  veiy  careful 

about  that. 

Mr  roNGER.  That  part  of  the  report;  and,  therefore,  the  only  way 
to  reach  it  is  on  a  motion  to  reconsider. 
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Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  [Mr.  Conger]  allow 
me  a  moment? 

The  PsESiDBNT.  The  Chair  will  state  that  the  resolution  agreed  to  unan- 
imously by  the  Convention  expressly  reserved  the  right  of  the  gentleman 
from  New  York  to  make  his  motion. 

Mr   CONKLINC,  Ye«. 

The  President.  The  Chair  is  in  considerable  doubt,  but  it  is  a  con- 
venient rule,  and  the  Q\d.ir  will  adopt  the  suggestion  of  the  gentleman  from 
New  York  [Mr.  Cdokling],  no  other  member  of  the  O»vention  raising  a 
question,  and  will  consider  the  question  in  order. 

Mr.  Conger.  I  call  for  a  statemei^t  of  the  motion  which  the  Convention 
just  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote.  I  ask  that  the  CUrk  may  read  that,  to 
see  whether  my  statement  of  the  proposition  which  was  submitted  in  writing 
docs  not  include  the  question  of  the  delegates-at-large. 

The  PusxDBMT.  The  gentleimn  from  Michigan  perhaps  did  not  observe 
that  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Sharpe]  made  the  motion  before 
this  was  agreed  to,  and  suggested  that,  if  it  was  convenient,  he  would  with- 
hold the  motion  until  this  matter  was  considered  and  the  sense  of  the  Con- 
vention taken  upon  it.  The  Chair  stated  the  question  in  this  mode :  "Will 
the  Convention  adopt  the  proposition,  reserving  the  right  of  the  gentleman 
from  New  York  to  make  his  motion  afterwards?" 

Mr.  Cbssna.  In  order  that  there  may  be  no  further  dispute  on  the  sub- 
ject, I  move  the  adoption  of  the  first  division  of  the  report,  and  to  that  mo- 
tion the  gentleman  from  New  York  (Mr.  Sharpe]  can  oiler  his  amendment 
in  order. 

Mr.  CoNKUNG.  The  gentleman  from  New  York  (Mr.  Sharpe]  has  of- 
fered his  motion.  It  has  been  entertained,  ruled  in  order,  and  it  is  pending. 
Let  us  vote  on  that,  and  have  one  thing  at  a  thne. 

The  President.  The  question  is  on  the  proposition  of  the  gentleman 
from  New  York  (Mr,  Sharpe],  to  strike  out  from  the  report  so  much  as 
relates  to  the  delegates-at-large  from  the  State  of  Illinois.  Is  that  a  cor- 
rect statement  of  the  motion?    Is  the  Convention  ready  for  the  question? 

Mr.  Haymond,  of  California.  Mr.  President:  As  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  I  desire  to  state  to  &e  Convention  the  position 
in  which,  in  my  judgment,  if  tiiis  motion  should  pass,  the  delegates  from 
Illinois  will  be  left.  Their  s^ts  will  stand  contested,  and  no  judgment 
will  have  been  passed  upon  them.  ("Oh,  no."]  Gentlemen  say  **Oh.  no,"  but 
I  say  "Oh.  yes."  There  was  presented  to  this  Convention  a  document 
signed  by  distinguished  citizens  of  this  State  challenging  the  right  of  those 
gentlemen  to  a  seat  upon  this  floor.  One  ground  of  challenge  was  the  very 
best  ground  that  can  possibly  be  made,  and  but  one  judgment  could  be  en- 
tered upon  it  if  it  had  been  proved.  It  was  said  by  these  citizens  of  Illinois 
that  there  never  was  a  legal  convention  assembled  at  the  city  of  Sprinp- 
field.  It  was  said  that  there  was  never  any  legal  election  of  the  fonr  delc- 
gates-at-large,  for  the  reason  that  they  never  received  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  of  all  the  delegates  legally  elected  to  the  State  conventbn.

Mr.  JoxEs.  of  Illinois.  Was  it  not  said  by  the  Jews  that  Jesus  Christ 

was  not  our  Savior? 

Mr  H AYMOND.  Allow  mc  to  suggest  to  the  gentleman  that  as  distin- 
guishcU  a  citizen  of  Illinois  as  Robert  G.  Ingersoll  may  be  consulted  on  that 
question. 

It  was  argued  that  hy  reason  of  collusion  and  the  disfranchisement  of 
ten  Repiiljl  can  districts  of  this  State,  these  gentleman  ought  not  to  have 

scats  in  this  Convention.    Now,  gentlemen  say.  there  was  no  proof  of  that. 
If  that  be  true,  there  need  be  no  fault  found  with  this  Committee;  and 
in  an  experience  upon  the  Western  eoast  quite  as  extensive  as  that  of  my 
beloved  friend  from  Illinois  (Mr.  LoganJ— and  I  am  his  friend,  though  he 
may  not  know  me— I  had  never  before  known  a  party  to  a  suit  object  to 
an  unanimous  verdict  in  his  OWn  favor.    Now,  then,  that  contest  came  beforti^ 
this  Committee  through  the  regular  channel.    The  citizens  of  Illinois  had  ] 
a  right  to  be  heard,  as  any  citizen  voting  the  Republican  ticket  has  a  right  to/ 
be  heard,  in  this  Convention.    The  gentleman  from  Illinots  [Mr.  Logan] 
says  that  he  was  not  notified  of  that  contest.    Weil,  in  regard  to  that,  I  will 
say  that  if  he  had  no  notice  of  the  contest  he  was  not  properly  treated,  but  • 
we  did  not  intend  to  make  that  mistake.  There  were  attorneys  eminent  in 
this  State — some  of  the  first  men  of  the  country — that  pretended  to  appear 
there  in  his  defense. 

Mr.  LocAv.    Will  the  gentleman  say  that  any  attorney  appeared  there 

for  me,  or  in  any  question  in  reference  to  my  seat? 

The  President.   Does  the  gentleman  from  California  yield  to  the  gentle- 
man from  Illinois? 

Mr.  HAYifowoi.   Cdtainly,  sir. 

Mr.  Logan.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  it,  and  never  heard  of  it  before. 
^Tr  Havmond.  Now,  an  attorney  may  appear  without  authority- 
Mr.  Logan.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Haymond.  And  I  understand  that  whilst  the  gentleman  from  Illi- 
nois is  distinguished  as  a  soldier  and  as  a  statesman,  he  also  has  a  deserved 

reputation  as  a  lawyer.  Whenever  an  atlorne}  r<  eularly  admitted  appears 
at  the  bar  of  any  court  of  justice  in  this  State,  the  court  never  asks  or 
questions  his  authority.  The  Committee  did  not  ask  whether  or  not  he 
was  employed  by  the  gentleman  from  Illinois  [Mr.  Logan],  but  I  will  say, 
whether  he  was  or  not,  that  that  gentleman  might  well  be  pleased  at  the  ef- 
forts that  he  made  there  in  his  behalf 

Why,  tny  venerable  friend  from  Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Cessna!  and  sev- 
eral others  of  the  members  of  that  Committee,  whom  we  all  delight  to  love 
and  honor,  sat  there  until  two  or  three  o'clock  in  the  morning — and  those 

fentlemen  have  not  been  awake  at  that  hour  for  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years, 
am  informed  [Laughter] — kept  there  by  the  eloquence  of  the  gentlemen 
who  were  pleading  the  cause  of  the  gentleman  from  Illinois  [Mr.  Logan] 
against  the  charges  which  had  been  made  by  parties. 

I  will  say  to  the  gentleman  that  I  do  not  think  it  strange  that  he  should 
have  some  feeling  in  this  matter,  nor  do  I  think  it  strange  that  he  should 
misapprehend  the  situation  here.  He  said  in  the  beginning  that,  by  the  action 
of  this  Committee,  the  State  of  IlIinoTs  was  attacked.  The  Senator  of  late 
has  been  too  apt  to  confound  himself  with  the  State  of  Illinois.    Mr.  Pres- 
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idem,  that  was  the  precise  point  presented  to  this  Canvention  and  to  the 
Commiuee  on  Credentials, — whether  it  was  the  State  of  Illinois  that  held 
this  convention,  or  whether  it  was  John  A.  Logan. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I,  for  one,  have  no  part  in  this  contest  in  Illinois. 
I  think  the  times  are  too  portentous  for  Reptthlicans  to  be  tightinp:  Republic- 
ans. When  ilic  knightly  lance  (if  the  brave  and  gallant  Logan,  ut  Illinois,  is 
again  laid  in  rest,  i  want  to  see  every  Renuhlican  of  Illinois  at  his  back, 
honoring  him  in  the  future  .t^  he  has  deserved  to  be  lionored  in  the  past. 

And  while  some  members  upon  that  Coniniitioe  ilid  not  doubt  his  right 
to  a  seat  here,  and  might  have  quc>tir)tie(l  some  of  his  actions,  no  man 
dare  impugn  the  motives  or  the  hotior  of  that  gentleman.  Nor  was  there  a 
word  said  to  that  Committee  by  a  member  of  it,  but  what  himself  or  his 
family  might  have  heard  with  pleasure. 

Now,  then.  <i^ppo^e  you  strike  out  thi*;  part  of  ibc  report  of  ihi^  Com- 
mittee, in  what  situation  docs  the  gentleman  and  the  other  representatives- 
at-large  from  Illinois  stand?  They  stand  in  this  position:  That  there  is  a 
contest  here,  undetermined,  and  they  would  have,  under  the  usages  adopted 
at  Springfield  itself,  no  right  to  a  seat  upon  this  floor.  Wc  have  the  high 
authority  of  the  gentleman  himself,  that  delegates  who^  srats  are  contested 
.should  be  sent  up  to  the  gallery  until  that  contest  has  1  e«-n  determined; 
and  the  rule  initibt  be  insisted  upon  here,  in  the  feeling  that  now  exists. 

I  ask  menilfcrs  of  the  Convention  what  (.I)iietion  can  any  man  have  to 
an  autbiiritatix ('  drclaration  on  the  part  f  f  thi>  Convention  that  this  con- 
test was  not  well  founded?  That  is  all  there  is  here;  and  if  you  strike  out 
this  part  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  and  adopt  no  resolution  determin- 
ing that  contest.  I  claim  that  neither  one  of  the  four  fl el r era tes-at- large 
from  the  State  of  Illinois  would  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  this  tloor. 

Mr.  I^.AN.  Mr.  President:  I  have  hut  a  word  to  say.  It  docs  not 
wound  my  feelings  at  all  to  receive  the  shafts  of  the  gentleman  from  the 
golden  shores  of  Californin  [Mr.  Raymond].  There  is  no  assault^  sir,  by 
inuendo  that  he  can  make  upon  me.  tliat  ho  has  picked  up  in  the  streets  of 
Chicago,  in  the  slums  and  sloughs,  that  will  afTcct  me  in  the  slightest.  He 
drops  a  little  inuendo  small  as  a  mustard  seed,  yet  in  his  mind  to  have  a 
magnificent  growth,  perhaps  in  the  future,  that  I  was  in  tire  habit  of  con- 
founding the  State  of  Illitiois  with  myself.  Oh,  what  an  eloquent  'thotight 
that,  sir!  What  a  dignified  expression  from  a  great  and  talented  man  from 
the  far  West  How  magnificent  and  grand  that  will  sound  in  some  little 
pe  n  n  y  -  w  h  i  s  1 1  c  new  spaper  I 

Why.  sir.  there  are  mon  who  have  not  the  power  to  slay  their  enemies 
except  by  traducing  ihcni ;  nun  whose  only  manner  of  measuring  blades 
with  other  men  is  by  filling  ihc  columns  of  newspapers  with  that  kind  of 
slang  that  can  be  found  in  the  lowest  p't falls  that  are  foimd  in  the  back  al- 
leys of  the  darkt  -t  and  tnost  benighted  cities  of  the  world.  I  magnify  my- 
self!— and  1  confound  myself  with  Illinois!  Sir.  I  am  one  of  the  sprouts 
of  the  ^oU  '  f  llbnois  I  am  confounded  with  Illinois  in  a11  that  there  is  of 
me,  and  ail  that  there  ever  will  l)e.  I  am  not  much,  but  1  am  an  inniuj.-^an, 
and  Illinois  made  roe  what  1  am.  There  is  one  thing  that  I  am :  I  am  too 
much  of  a  gentleiuan  to  deal  in  If^w.  vtilcrar  slang  against  my  fellows.  Now. 
Mr.  President,  having  said  this  much.  I  will  say  finally,  that  so  far  as  the 
position  of  the  four  delegates  from  the  State  of  Illinois  at  large  i-  cdrcmicd. 
if  the  amendment  of  the  gentleman  from  New  York  (Mr.  Sharpej  shall 
be  adoptc<l,  we  w  11  lake  care  of  our  own  rights.  We  entered  this  Conven- 
tion with  credentials,  like  every  other  delegate.  We  -^it  on  this  floor  by 
virtue  of  the  creflentials  of  a  ri  inertiort  of  tht-  RcpulJirans  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  called  in  the  usual  legal  and  proper  way.  and  conducted  as  all 
other  conventions  arc  coudticted.  I  say  to  the  gentleman  from  California 
|Mr.  Haymond]  that  he  had  better  inform  himself  as  to  my  course  of  con- 
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duct  before  he  attempts  to  criticise  it  again.  When  he  asserts  before  this 
Convention  that  by  any  action  of  mine  whatever,  any  man  was  placed  in  the 
galleries  or  anywhere  else,  he  asserts  that  which  has  no  foimdation  in  fact. 
The  hn^is  of  that  statement  of  his,  sir,  was  an  agreement  of  the  State  central 
committee  of  the  State  of  Illinois — agreed  to  by  every  man — some  of  whom 
have^  signed  these  papers  nlakingf  these  contests.  That  was  a  matter  I  had 
nothing  to  do  with,  and  knew  nothing  about.  So  I  say,  in  reference  to 
every  statement  or  insinuation,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  either  m  tliat  con* 
vent  ion  or  out  of  it,  as  to  my  'having  ever  done  an  act  of  impropriety,  or 
u«-(\  force  or  power,  nr  tcrrori/cd  any  man  in  or  out  of  a  convention — 
that  It  IS  not  true.  That  convention  was  assembled  in  the  city  of  Springfield, 
peaceably  and  quietly,  under  the  call  nf  the  State  central  committee  calling 
the  delegates  there :  they  assembled  ;  there  was  a  conte5;t  there  of  delega- 
tions ;  I  was  on  no  committee,  and  had  nothing  to  (k)  with  it.  They  had  two 
day-  before  the  committee,  and  had  their  caseb  heard:  reports  were  mad<| 
]i\  \hc  committee,  and  the  report  was  adopted  by  a  large  niaiority  of  that 
convt-iitton,  and  both  parties  were  satisfied  with  what  was  done.  Not  only 
that,  sir :  at  the  conchision  of  that  convention  one  of  the  very  delegates,  Gen. 
Kieflfrif  r.  who  appeared  I  cfore  th?t  committee  as  a  contestant.  intro<luced  a 
resolution  complimentmg  the  chairman  of  that  convention.  Gen.  Green  B. 
Raum,  on  the  fairness  and  the  impartial  manner  in  which  all  its  proceedings 
were  carried  on.  Sir,  that  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  nnanfmous  vote. 
Gen.  Kieftner  ottering  it,  every  one  of  these  contesting  delegates  here  who 
was  a  delegate  there  voting  for  it.  Now,  sir,  I  do  not  get  tip  here  to  defend 
any  acrion.  nr  the  action  of  .any  man  ;  hut  the?c  insinnatinn^;.  these  innen- 
docs,  and  these  charges  of  imfnirness  are  dug  up  out  of  the  bitterness  and- 
wretchedness  of  the  opposition  against  a  majority  whom  they  can  not  con- 
trol. It  IS  not  the  first  time  I  have  contended  with  these  forces  in  thi- 
stale.  They  have  been  on  my  track  for  ten  years,  arid  1  have  always  beaten 
them,  and  that  is  what  is  the  matter.  My  crime  in  the  State  of  Illinois 
is  th's:  That  T  live  in  the  midst  of  the  people,  and  the  people  hive  stoo<l 
by  nic.  My  crime  is.  that  certain  newspapers  can  not  write  me  down,  can 
not  stamp  me  out  can  not  destroy  my  Republicanism,  can  not  drive  me  out 
of  the  party.  My  crime  is.  that  1  defy  men  wh<>  undertake  to  assail  me. 
and  am  ready  to  meet  them  anywhere.  My  crime  is,  sir,  that  I  will  not 
bend  to  the  lash  of  certain  men  in  th*s  State.  It  is  because  I  am  a  free- 
man, and.  sir.  because  in  that  freedi  ni  of  an  American  citizen  I  express 
myself.  I  have  opinions,  and  I  give  utterance  to  them  myself.  I  govern 
my  own  action.  I  never  deviate  from  the  line,  sir.  When  the  Republican 
party  names  a  ticket  I  never  scratch  it.  'I  here  are  no  men  who  can  assail 
me  to-day,  who  are  not — nine-tenths  of  them — bolters  and  ticket-scratchers 
in  the  partv.  That  is  the  reason  I  am  assailed — because  I  am  a  steadfast, 
**Stalwart"  Republican,  and  never  scratched  a  ticket. 

Mr.  T-r.\v\fOND.  Mr.  President:  This  Convention  ha-  lieard  Mr.  Logan, 
and  it  will  hear  me.  1  made  no  attack  upon  the  genilt  in;in  from  Illinois.  I 
took  the  part  of  no  enemy  of  his.  I  said  no  word  tliai  lie  could  find  fault 
with  If  T  repeated  what  cnme«  thronrrh  the  "slums'"  of  Chicago,  I  was 
ignorant  of  it.  I  know  not  what  voice  their  niouih.s  give.  The  gentleman 
may  Imow,  but  he  shall  not  transfer  his  light  to  me.  He  comes  here  and 
put<;  words  in  my  mouth  that  I  never  uttered.  He  opciu'd  tliis  fi^ht  him- 
self, upon  the  floor  of  this  Convention,  by  an  attack  upon^  a  Committee 
which  had  treated  him  more  than  fairly.  Aufl  I  say  now,  that  if  Gen.  Logan 
understood  me  to  make  an  attack  upon  him,  T  do  not  need  to  convince  thi? 
audience  uooti  that  subject.  I  want  to  say  to  him  that  in  the  excitement 
that  he  does  give  way  to — but  sometimes  mistakes  himself — he  has  entirely 
m'sunderstood  me.  I  cannot  conceive  how  he  conll  have  misunderstood  me 
but  for  that  fact.    I  said  that  this  Convention  had  referred  to  the  Commit- 
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tee  on  Credentials  a  fiaper  signed  hy  citizens  of  Illinois  as  distinguished 

almost  as  the  gentleman  himself.  He  stands  up  here  and  raises  a  qaesticm 
with  mc  as  to  a  matter  that  I  do  not  know  anything  about,  and  only  care 
atxMit  because  it  reflects  upon  the  gentleman.  Let  him  take  issue  with  these 
men  and  fight  it  out  at  home.  I  propose  to  fiRlu  tlie  battle  of  neither  one 
side  nor  the  other.  Neither  the  gentleman  from  Illinois,  nor  any  other  man, 
let  him  be  decorated  with  military  or  civic  decorations,  shall  stand  in  this 
Convention  and  put  words  in  my  mouth  which  he  knows  I  never  uttered. 
The  gentleman  knows  that  the  furthest  thing  from  my  heart  was  to  make 
any  assault  tipon  him.  Everything  I  said  was  in  his  favor,  and  when  I 
':r  about  his  confoundinjr  himself  with  the  State  of  Illinois,  it  was  not  my 
utterance,  but  a  quotation  from  the  charges  presented  to  this  Ccmvention. 
But  the  gentleman  has  almost  convinced  me  that  his  enemies,  upon  that 
point,  were  right.  He  says  he  "sprouted"  in  Illinois,  T  Itclieve  they  call 
this  the  "Sucker  State."  But  the  sprout  was  a  noble,  and  a  good  one,  and 
a  strong  one,  and  I  would  not  see  the  tree  harmed  in  the  least.  But  some* 
times  from  a  single  sprout  has  come  a  tree  that  overshadows  a  great  extent 
of  land;  sometimes  from  humble  boyhood  comes  up  that  man  whose  power 
and  ambition  may  destroy  a  whole  State.  These  were  the  suggestions  that 
were  made  to  us.  and  I  was  only  telling  the  gentleman  that  we  had  rendered 
a  verdict  in  his  favor;  and  if  he  feels  that  the  verdict  was  unjust,  and  that 
he  ought  to  appeal,  why.  in  Gtid  s  name,  let  him  take  an  appeal. 

Mr.  BuTiEkwoRTH,  oi  Ohio.    I  move  that  all  further  debate  on  this  sub- 
ject be  limited  to  one  minute. 

Several  delbcates.  "Question." 

The  PRBSIDEKT.  The  Chair  will  put  the  question,  if  there  is  no  objec- 
'  tion,  on  the  general  proposition  of  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr. 
y  Shaipe],  now  reduced  to  writing,  as  follows: 

"To  strike  out  from  the  majority  report  so  much  thereof  as  implies  a. 
contest  of  the  scats  of  tlie  delegates-at-largc  from  the  State  of  Illinois." 

(After  putting  the  motion:]    The  "ayes"  seem  to  havf  it 

A  DELEGATF..    I  call  for  a  division. 

The  President.    If  the  vote  is  doubted  the  Chair  will  be  constrained 
to  call  the  roll.    Docs  anybody  doubt  the  vote? 
Many  delegate.s.  "No." 

The  President.    The  doubt  is  withdrawn,    i  he  ayes  have  it. 
So  the  motion  was  agreed  to. 


UNANlliOUS  fOirriON  OP  KBPOKT. 

The  PMesiosNT.  The  Convention  has  now  before  it  for  consideration 
SO  much  of  the  report  as  to  which  the  Committee  is  inuinimous. 

Mr.  Cessna,  of  Pennsylvania.   I  move  its  adoption. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  so  much  of  the  report  as  had  been  unan* 
\  imously  presented  by  the  Committee,  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Cessn.v    I  now  move  to  reconsider  and  lay  on  the  table. 

The  President.  There  is  no  such  motion  in  a  Convention.  The  next 
matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention  is  so  much-  of  the  report  as 
relates  to  the  State  of  Alabama. 
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Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  Will  the  Chair  allow  me  to  inquire  what  it  was  on 
which  the  Convention  voted  a  moment  ago?   We  were  utterly  unable  to 

hear. 

The  Pttsnmrr.  The  first  proposition,  embracing  so  much  of  the  re- 
Mr.  BimnswoRTH.  of  Ohio.    Mr.  President  

The  President.  The  Chair  is  answcrinc:  the  question  of  the  geiitloman 
ironi  New  York  [Mr.  Conkling],  and  will  recogni/.c  the  gentleman  from 
Ohio  alter  he  has  given  his  answer.  The  first  proposition — the  motion  of 
the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Cessna] — was  that  the  report  be 
divided.  The  pnH^osition  was  to  divide  the  report  into  six  different  parts'; 
the  first  to  embrace  so  much  as  to  which  the  Committee  is  unanimous,  and 
that  has  been  agreed  to  by  the  last  vote  of  the  Convention,  the  matter  whxh 
rel.ited  to  the  dekg^atcs-at-large  from  the  State  of  Tllinoi-;  having  fir«it  been 
stricken  out.  Now  the  question  comes  up  on  so  much  of  the  report  as. re- 
lates to  the  State  of  Alabama. 

Mr.  Burratwonta.  What  I  desired  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Chair 
to  was  this:  That  the  last  two  motions  were  disposed  of  at  some  time 
after  they  were  made.  How  they  were  disposed  of»  and  jnstwhen,  is  a  mat- 
ter of  ^'reat  doubt  to  a  large  part  of  the  Convention. 

The  President.    What  motions? 

Mr.  BUTTERWORTH.  Onc  touching  the  division  which  wa.s  called  for  on 
the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Sharpe].  Nobody  be- 
hind the  New  York  delegation  could  hear.  We  did  not  know  when  the 
motion  was  put  or  how  it  was  disposed  of,  and  do  not  know  now;  and  we 
desire  that  when  these  questions  are  put  we  may  know  what  they  are,  and 
then  that  they  may  not  be  disposed  of  nntt!  we  have  an  opportunity  to  vote 
understandingly  upon  them  The  last  two  motion.s.  as  I  state,  Mr.  President, 
we  were  utterly  unable  to  hear.  When  the  division  was  called  for  upon  the 
motion  presented  1^  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Sharpe]  touching 
the  purging,  so  to  speak,  of  our  record,  I  speak  advisedly  when  I  say  that 
no  gentleman  on  this  line  of  seats  knew  how  it  was  disposed  of,  or  heard 
the  call. 

The  PRF.sinENT.  The  Chair  stated  the  question,  and  was  of  opinion 
that  the  ayes  very  clearly  had  it.  The  Chair  announced  that  the  ayes  seemed 
to  have  it,  and  paused  upon  the  announcement.  Thereupon  a  division  was 
requested.  The  Chair  stated  that  he  would  order  a  call  of  the  Convention. 
Thereupon  the  call  for  a  division  was  withdrawn. 

Several  DELEGATES.    "No,  no." 

The  President.  The  Chair  inquired  whether  the  call  was  withdrawn, 
and  so  stated,  and  stated  that  the  ayes  liad  it.  It  is  in  the  power  of  any 
geniieman  in  the  Convention  who  considers  that  injustice  has  been  done  him 
fay  his  inability  to  hear  the  proceedings  now  to  move  to  reconsider  that  vote. 

Several  siucatbs.  Oh,  no. 

Mr.  BtrrrtRwoRTH.  I  do  not  complain  of  the  Chair,  but  I  am  only  call- 
utg  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  were  not  advised  as  to  the  disposition  that 
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was  made  of  it,  and  being  parties  to  the  proceeding,  wc  desired  to  know 
wlrai  it  was.  We  did  not  vote  on  it,  because  we  did  not  know  when  the 
proposition  was  submitted.  That  is  all.  We  keep  our  cars  open,  but  we 
cannot  hear  that  which  is  beyond  our  hearine.  We  do  not  object  beyond 
thi«.  If  the  proposition  was  withdrawn  or  voted  down  we  were  not  advised 
of  it. 

The  President.  The  gentleman  will  be  aware  that  the  task  of  keeping 
order  in  a  Convention  hke  this,  before  an  audience  like  ihi<,  and  of  ascer- 
taining whether  every  matter  stated  from  the  Chair  is  heard  by  every  mem- 
ber, is  an  exceedingly  difficult  on^  and  the  control  which'  must  govern  this 
Convention  must,  in  the  end,  be  its  self-control,  and  not  the  control  of  any 
gentleman  placed  in  the  chair.  Does  the  gentleman  demand  that  the  ques- 
tion be  again  stated,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  understood  by  the  Con* 
vention  ? 

*  Mr.  BuTTERWORTH.  No ;  I  am  satisfied  if  the  Convention  15  satisfied.. 
I  only  want  to  say  that  I  am  opposed  to  expunging  that  from  the  record 
which  properly  belongs  in  it,  and  I  desired  to  be  heard  only  by  my  vote. 
We  desired  to  vote  on  that  proposition.  I  will  not  demand  a  division; 
bnt  will  withdraw  the  request,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

THE  ALABAMA  CONTEST. 

The  PRPsinRXT.  The  question  before  the  Convention  is  so  much  of  the 
report  as  relates  to  the  State  of  Alabama. 

Mr.  Clavtok,  of  Arkansas.  I  move  to  strike  out  the  names  of  the  con- 
testing, and  insert  those  of  the  sitting^  members. 

The  President.  The  gentleman  from  Arkansas  moves  to  strike  out  so 
much  of  the  report  as'afBmis  in  the  contestants  a  title  to  seats  in  this  Con- 
vention from  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  insert  the  names  of  the  sitttiv 
members. 

Mr.  Claytox.  I  will  modify  my  motion  and  move  to  insert  the  minor- 
ity report  in  this  case,  instead  of  that  of  the  majority. 

The  Pkesident.  The  gentleman  from  Arkansas  withdraws  his  motion; 
and  substitutes  therefor  a  motion  to  substitute  for  SO  much  of  the  report  of 
the  mnicrity  a<  relates  tn  the  State  of  Alabama,  so  much  of  the  report  of 
the  minority  as  relates  to  that  State. 

Mr.  Bruce,  of  Mississippi.  (The  hour  being  4:10  p.  m.]  I  move  that 
this  Convention  take  a  recess  until  seven  o'clock  this  evening. 

The  PSBsiDENT.  The  gentleman  from  MissiMippi  moves  that  this  Con* 
venticm  now  take  a  recess  until  seven  o'clock  this  evening.  Is  the  Cboven- 
tir  n  ready  for  the  question?  [After  taking  the  vote:]  The  noes  seem  to 
have  it- 

A  DELEG.^TE.   I  call  for  a  division. 

The  Fmesiobiit.  A  division  is  called  for.  The  Convention  is  so  nearly 
divided  that  the  Chain  in  his  discretion,  will  order  the  division  to  be  taken 
by  calling  the  roll. 
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Mr.  CoNKUNC.   May  I  nuke  a  suggestion  hy  the  way  of  saving  time? 

I  auggest  to  the  Chair  that  if  he  would  once  mure  take  the  question  viva  voce 
it  would  probably  be  decided  one  way  or  tlic  uthtr,  so  that  the  Chair  could 

detcrnirnc  the  rc*;iilt.  and  that  would  save  a  long  time. 

The  Pkksidknt.  It  it  is  satisfactory,  the  Chair  will  put  the  question  of 
the  gentleman  from  Mississippi  [Mr.  Brnc('|  again. 

Mr.  Bruce.  I  dci^irc  to  say  that  1  do  not  wi.sli  a  call  of  States.  1  made 
that  motion  at  the  suggestion  of  gentlemen  around  me»  and  I  am  quite  sure, 
sir,  that  if  the  vote  is  taken  without  a  call  of  States,  and  the  Giatr  will 
decide  as  he  thinks  proper.  !t  will  be  perfectly  satisfactory. 

The  Pkesident.  The  Convention  will  give  its  attention.  It  is  moved 
by  the  gentleman  from  Mis^i-.^!pf»i  (Mr.  BruceJ,  that  the  Convention  now 
take  a  reces  till  seven  o'clock  this  evening. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

So  the  Convention,  at  four  o'ck)ck  and  twenty  minutes,  p.  m.,  took  a  re* 
cess  until  seven  o'clock  this  evening. 

AFTER  recess: 

The  Pre.siuent.  (The  hour  being  7  p.  m.]  The  hour  to  which  the  Con- 
vention adjourned  has  arrived. 

ADMISSION  OF  LOUISIANA  DELEGATION. 

Mr.  CoNt.ER.  of  Michigan.  Mr.  President:  The  Convention  having 
adopted  that  part  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  which  ad- 
mits the  delegation  from  Louisiana,  and  that  delegation  not  yet  having  had 
seats  in  this  Convention,  I  move  that  the  delegates  admitted  be  now  notified 
that  tin  y  cm  have  seats  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention. 

The  President.    The  motion  is  tmnecessary. 

Mr.  Ci  AVTON,  of  Arkansas.  Is  there  not  a  motion  before  the  Convention, 
Mr.  President 

Mr.  Conger.  The  delegation  have  not  yet  been  admitted  to  the  floor 
of  the  Convention.  I  wish  notice  might  be  given  to  them  in  some  way, 
that  they  may  be  present  here. 

'\hv  President.  The  delegation  from  Louisiana  are  entitled  tn  seats 
i:i  the  ("(invention  as  of  right,  Scats  will  be  assigned  them  by  tlie  Sergeant- 
at-arms  accordingly.  The  pending  question  is  on  the  adoption  of  so  much  of 
the  report  as  relates  to  the  State  of  Alabama. 

THE  ALABAMA  CASE. 

Mr.  Harrison,  of  Indiana.  I  think  it  highly  Important  that  before  en* 
tering  upon  the  discussion  of  this  question  the  Ccxivention  fix  some  limita- 
tion of  time  for  it*?  consideration.  The  dilegatinn  foV  which  T  have  the 
honor  to  speak,  and  I  think  I  may  e.xtend  the  remark  to  other  delegaiiuns 
sitting  near  us.  are  becoming  extremely  imr'.T««'*"t  at  these  unnecessary  dc- 
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lays.  I  believe  the  majority  of  this  Convention  are  disposed  to  proceed  to 
business,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  this  matter  definitely  before  the 
Convention,  I  move,  sir,  that  one  hour  he  allotted  to  the  consideration  of 
this  question  of  the  contest  from  the  State  of  Alabama. 

A  MUGATB.  I  second  that  motion. 

Otbcr  Dblbgates.  Both  sides  or  eadi  side? 

The  DELBCATE.  Half  an  hour  each  side. 

Mr.  H  vRRisoN.  It  is  suggested  nround  m«\  str,  that  one-half  hour  is 
sufficient,  and  with  the  view  of  testing  the  sense  of  the  Loiivention  I  will 
modify  my  motion,  and  move  that  one-half  hour  be  given  to  it;  and  that  at 
the  end  of  that  time  the  Convention  proceed  to  vote  upon  the  report. 

The  Pbesidbmt.  The  Chair  will  state  the  qnestton.  The  gentleman 
from  Indiana  moves  that  one-half  hour  be  allotted  to  the  consideration  of 
tho  qnrstion  relating  to  the  Stale  of  Alrthnrr!:?,  r\nd  that  at  the  end  o£  that 
time  the  Convention  proceed  to  vote  upon  the  question. 

Mr.  FiXLEY,  of  California.  I  rose  for  the  purpose  originally  of  amend- 
ing the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Indiana^  reducing  the  time  to  half  an 
hour.  I  now  rise  for  the  purpose  of  seconding  that  motion.  We  of  Giltfor- 
nta»  representing  the  most  distant  constituency  of  the  country,  are  beoom- 
inp:  rxceedingly  impatient  at  these  delays ;  and,  Mr.  President,  we  are  be- 
coming suspicious  that  they  are  for  a  purpose. 

Mr.  CoNKUNC,  of  New  York.  Mr.  President:  I  shall  vote  with  great 
pleasure  for  a  resolution  which  wilt  enable  us  at  the  earliest  moment  to  pro- 
eeed  to  and  finish  the  real  business  of  the  Convention,  and  I  agree  to  alt 
that  has  been  said  by  the  gentleman  from  Indiana  [Mr.  Harrison].  I  ask 
his  attention,  and  1  ask  fiim  tn  agree  witli  me  in  a  word  I  wish  to  say 
about  his  resolution.  The  gentleman  from  Indiana  [Mr.  HarriM)n].  and  the 
whole  Convention,  will  see  that  a  resohition  in  the  terms  proposed  will  not 
accomplish  the  purpose  that  its  mover  has  in  view,  because  he  vrants,  as 
we  alt  want,  a  fair  opportunity  given  to  both  sides.  The  honorable  gentle- 
man will  see  that  if  we  limit  debate  to  half  an  hour,  if  I  obtain  the  floor, 
or  if  my  honorable  friend  obtains  the  floor,  either  of  us  may  occupy  the 
entire  time.  Therefore,  Mr.  President,  I  venture  to  suggest,  that  the  gen- 
tleman from  Indiana  prescribe  so  much  time  lor  one  side,  and  so  much  time 
for  the  other,  and  let  the  time  be  equal. 

Mr.  Hahbison.  The  suggestion  of  the  distinguished  gentleman  from 
New  York  [Mr.  Conkling]  meets  my  entire  approval.  I  was  simply  |^o> 
viding  a  limit  of  time  for  the  whole  discussion,  and  I  thought  that  would, 
of  course,  be  equally  divided  by  the  sides  that  were  to  discuss  it. 

Mr.  Conkling.    That  would  be  very  uncertain.    If  my  honorable  friend 
will  hear  me  a  moment,  I  know,  and  he  knows  better  than  I— 

Mr.  Hakuson.   [Interposing.]   He  knows  nothing  better  than  the  gen- 
tleman from  New  York. 

Mr.  Conkling.  Oh,  yes,  Mr.  President.  Whenever  my  honorable 
frit-nd  frnni  Indiana  or  I  speak,  we  have  two  reasons  for  continuing.  In 
the  first  place,  we  like  to  listen  to  a  sensible  man.   [Latighter.]   In  the  next

phce,  we  are  not  aware*  as  we  speak,  how  rapidly  time  may  fly;  and  some 

mcmhcr  of  the  Convention,  with  the  utmost  fairness  of  disposition.  lin\'tng 
the  floor,  may  speak  much  Ioniser  than  he  is  aware  of.  and  thus  abridge  the 
right  of  the  other  side.  I  ask  the  gentleman  from  Indiana  [Mr.  Harrison) 
to  so  modify  his  resolution  as  to  prescribe  a  certain  nwnber  of  minuteSp  and 
I  suggest  to  him,  say  twenty  minutes  a  side— K>r  thirty  minutes. 

\fr.  Harrison.  I  accept  the  sugi^stion  of  the  gentleman  from  New 
York  [Mr.  Conkhng},  and  with  the  consent  of  my  seconder,  will  so  modify 
the  motion  as  that  forty  minutes  shall  be  allotted  for  the  consideration  of 
this  que>tion,  which  shall  lie  <livided — twenty  minutes  to  the  contestants,  and 
twenty  minutes  to  the  sitting  delegates. 

The  PusuBMT.  The  fentleman  from  Indiana  [Mr.  Harrison]  moves 
that  forty  minutes  be  allotted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Alabama  case, 
of  which  twenty  minutes  be  allotted  to  the  contestants  and  twenty  minutes 
to  the  sitting  member?. 

Mr.  Turner^  of  Alabama.    Mr.  President  

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  I  ask  the  gentleman  to  yield  to  me  an  instant  only.  It 
is  suggested  by  gentlemen  around  me  that,  although  forty  minutes  may  be 
enough  in  the  Alabama  case,  the  gentlemen  interested  in  other  casefr-4or 
example,  the  Illinois  case— may  want  a  longer  or  a  shorter  time,  and  there- 
fore, I  feel  at  liberty,  as  one  member  of  the  Convention,  to  assume  that  this 
will  not  be  taken  as  a  precedent  for  the  precise  number  of  moments  which 
may  be  asked  for  in  another  case. 

Mr.  Turner,  of  Alabama.  Mr.  President:  As  a  member  of  the  dele- 
gation from  Alabama,  ^and  being  acqudnted  with  the  facts  whidi  will  be 
presented  to  the  Convention,  I  do  not  think  that  twenty  minutes  on  each, 
side  will  be  sufficient  I  appeal  to  the  gentleman  [Mr.  Harrison]  who  makes 
the  motion  to  adhere  to  the  original  motion,  and  allow  half  an  hour  on  each 
side. 

The  Pke.sident.    Will  the  gentleman  from  Indiana  modify  his  motion? 

Mr.  Harrison.  I  think  not.  It  is  known  to  the  Convention  that  wc 
have  already  listened,  in  the  report  of  the  minority  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  to  an  argument  in  favor  of  the  sitting  delegates,  and  in  the  re- 
port of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  to  an  argument  in  favor 
of  those  to  be  admitted  by  the  report.  But  in  addition  to  that,  sir,  there  has 
been  generally  circulated  among  the  delegates  a  printed  argument.  I  think, 
on  each  side — certainly  one  in  favor  of  the  sitting  delegates.  The  facts  in 
the  case  are  simple,  the  precedents  must  be  few,  and  it  certainly  is  possiUe 
for  representatives  of  either  side  of  this  question  to  possess  the  Convention  of 
cver>  fict  essential  to  a  right  decision  on  it  within  that  time. 

The  PRK5TncNT.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Indiana  [Mr.  Harrison]  state 
his  motion      i:n  ? 

Mr.  Harrison.    The  motion  was  

The  President.  The  Chair  will  inform  the  gentleman  from  Indiana 
that  he  is  not  sure  what  is  meant  1^  the  phrase  "be  allowed  to  the  contest- 
aiits,'''-whcther  it  is  intended  to  give  the  contestants  the  right  to  be  heard 
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in  their  own  persons.  It  is  important  that  the  Convention  should  see  that 
point  before  they  vote.  The  gentleman  wilt  be  good  enough,  perhaps,  to  re- 
duce his  motion  to  writing. 

Mr.  Hakuson.   I  m^n  by  the  motion,  that  time  should  be  allowed  to 

the  contestants,  or  any  one  whom  they  may  choose  to  speak  for  them,  and 
that  the  time  allowed  to  the  sitting  delegates  might  be  occupied  by  any  one 
or  more  of  them,  or  by  any  person  they  miglit  choose  to  speak  for  tlicin. 
It  was  not  intended  to  limit  the  argument  personally  to  the  contestants  or  the 
sittinif  delegates. 

The  President.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Indiana  reduce  his  motion  to 
writing?  If  the  gentleman  will  come  to  the  platform  the  short-hand  writer 
will  take  it  down  for  him  at  once. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  While  the  gentleman  is  reducing  to  writing  his  resolu- 
tion it  will  occupy  no  time  for  me  to  suggest  to  him  on  his  way  to  die  Chair 
•I  suggest  to  the  gentleman  as  a  matter  of  parliamentary  law  and  usage, 
that  the  report  in  the  Alabama  case,  as  I  understand  it,  is  divisible.  There 
is  a  manifest  distinction  between  tli'  c  'brcc  cascs.^ — the  three  scats  involved. — 
and  if  it  be.  as  I  think  it  is.  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Convention  to 
demand  a  division  of  the  question,  I  suggei>t  to  my  honorable  friend  that  his 
resolution  should  provide  not  only  to  guard  against  the  suggestion  made  by 
the  Chair,  because  surely  we  do  not  propose  to  have  those  not  members  ckE 
the  Convention  di<;cuss  these  questions;  and  that,  in  addition,  it  should  pro- 
vide \v!iet!ier  this  debate  i<  to  cover  all  cases  in  the  Alabama  report  or  only 
one  at  a  time.  There  biiiig  one  of  the.«c  ca<?cs  as  the  honorable  gentle- 
man has  not  failed  to  observe,  resting  on  a  footing  quite  distinct,  as  I  imder- 
stand  it,  from  the  other  two. 

nCKETS. 

The  President.  The  Secretary  will  make  an  announcement  from  the 
National  Committee. 

The  SscitETARY.  I  am  instructed  by  the  National  Committee  to  say 
that  ticket.s  dated  June  4,  will  be  good  for  Saturday,  should  there  be  a  ses- 
sion of  the  Convention  on  that  day. 

THE  ALABAMA  CASE. 

The  pREsiPEN'T.   The  gentleman  from  Indiana  [Mr.  Harrison)  has  re- 
duced his  ro^nliuion  to  writing.    It  will  be  read. 
The  Secretary,  Mr.  Clisbee,  read  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  do  now  proceed  to  the  consideration  and 

dctcnniiiation  of  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  C<»mmittec 
on  Credentials  as  relates  to  the  contested  seats  from  the  State  of  Alabama, 
and  that  twenty  minutes  time  be  allotted  to  those  desiring  to  speak  in  sup- 
port of  the  report  of  the  mairr'ty  of  said  Committee,  and  the  same  time  to 
tlui.-^c  desiring  to  oppose  the  adoption  of  said  majority  report,  and  that  at 
the  expiration  of  said  time  the  deoate  close  and  the  Convention  proceed  im- 
mediately to  vote  upon  the  question. 
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Mr.  Alexanoei^  of  Alabama.  I  would  like  to  ask  that  this  resolution 
be  divided    The  case  of  the 'Fourth  district  and  that  of  the  Seventh  are 

entirely  different. 

The  President.  The  Chair  does  not  understaiid  that  the  division  of 
the  question*  so  far  as  the  vote  of  the  Qmvention  is  oonceroed,  is  affected 
one  way  or  the  other  by  this  resolve. 

Mr.  CteSNA,  of  Pennsylvania.   I  am  not  going  to  make  a  speech,  but  I 

want  to  ask  a  parliamentar>'  question.  If  this  resolution  is  adopted,  I  dr<ire 
to  inquire  from  the  Chair  whether  or  not  the  vote  npon  the  amendment  of 
the  gentleman  from  Arkansas  [Mr.  Clayton]  will  still  be  pending?  Is  the 
first  question  to  strike  cmt  and  insert  ?  If  sOt  then  I  am  conteut. 

The  Pkbsidbnt.  The  Chair  so  understands. 

I'hc  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  President.    The  question  now  is  upon  the  substitution  of  so  muchs^ 
of  the  minority  report  as  relates  to  the  contested  seats  from  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama* for  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  as  relates 
to  those  seats. 

Mr.  CoNGEB.  I  desire  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Convention  but  for 

five  minutes  in  favor  of  the  report,  stating  its  contents,  its  objects,  and  the 
result  of  the  amendment  offered  l)y  the  gentleman  who  has  made  the  motion. 
A  Delegate.    Which  report,  the  majority  or  minority? 

Mr.  Conger.  The  majority  report.  The  majority,  in  the  first  of  these 
cases,  recommend  that  J.  T.  Rapier  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  thi>  C  >nvetition. 
At  some  time  the  report  of  the  Committee  may  be  read.  I  he  Convention 
will  bear  in  mind  in  this  case,  that  Mr.  Rapier  was  duly  elected  by  the  dele- 
gates of  hia  district  at  a  State  convention  and  duly  recognized,  but  that,  when 
tint  convention  adjonrned,  a  printed  letter  is  put  in  evidence  to  show  that  the 
president  was  to  reluse  the  credentials  to  Mr.  Rapier,  unless  he  would  pledge 
himself  that  he  would  vote  for  Gen.  Grant.  That  is  all  of  it.  in  a  nut  shell. 
In  the  otluT  ease,  the  tnajority  of  the  Committee  reconiinmd  that  Willard 
Warner  and  William  H.  Smith  be  admitted  as  delegates  in  place  of  Arthur 
Bingham  and  R.  A.  Mosely,  now  present  in  the  Convention.  Both  cases 
turn  upon  the  same  question.  Botli  were  elected  1  >  delegates  in  a  separate 
convention,  for  their  respective  districts;  reported  in  both  these  cases  to  the 
convention  of  the  State.  Both  sets  were  ratified  by  that  convention,  and  to 
both  the  credentials  were  refused  by  the  chairman  of  the  State  convention, 
under  in'^trtictinns  of  the  convention,  hecatisc  in  both  cases  these  delegates, 
the  colored  man  and  the  white  man  ret'uscd  to  be  guided  by  the  convention 
of  that  State  in  their  jtldgment  and  choice  as  free  dek^sMU  s  to  this  Conven- 
tion. This  is  the  opening  case,  full,  fair  and  free,  for  tliis  Convention  to 
determine,  whether  in  a  State  where  the  precedent  had  been  coniiinious  for 
that  mode  of  electing  delegates  by  separate  conventions  of  district  delegates 
To'  a  State  Ci  nv<  nrifm.  it  !-=  now  to  he  respected, — whether  the  district  dele- 
_gati(Mi_jy^tetn  is  tlie  choice  of  all  liie  Repulilicans  of  tlie  United  States,  where 
"S^tiasbeen  followed  heretofore.  That  is  all  I  desire  to  say,  Mr.  President; 
and  T  await  with  impatience  fftr  the  vote  of  this  Convention  npnn  a  principle 
upon  which,  in  my  solemn  judgment,  rests  the  contingency  of  tlie  e.xistence 
of  a  Republican  party  in  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Clayton.  Mr.  President:  I  have  concluded  that  the  delegates  from 
the  State  of  Alabama  perhaps  know  more  about  this  ca.se  than  I  do.  although 

T  think  I  undcrctaTid  it.  I  therefore  yield  the  allotted  time  to  Mr.  Turner,  a 
delegate  from  Alabama. 
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Mr.  Geo  Ti  rnf.r,  nf  Alahama.  Afr.  President:  I  desire  to  express, 
briefly,  the  vit-ws  oi  the  Alabama  delegation  upon  this  question.    It  is  not  true 

that  any  district  convention  has  been  hold  in  the  State  of  Alabama  to  send 

delegates  to  Ais  Convention.  I  hold  in  my  hand  the  only  call  whidi  has  been 

issued  in  the  State  of  AUibania  for  a  convention  to  send  delegates  to  this 

Convention.   I  will  read  it  to  you,  in  order  that  you  may  understand  what 

convention  it  was  that  was  intrtistcd  by  the  Republicans  of  the  State  of  Ala- 
bnma  with  the  Httty  of  sending  delegates  to  this  Convention.  I  ask  that  this 
call  may  be  read  by  the  Clerk. 

The  PiBSBSNT.  It  will  be  read. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

"Call  for  a  Repui!I  u  an  State  Convention.  In  pursuance  of  a  reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  Republican  Executive  Committee,  held  at  Montgomery, 
.Ma.,  March  lo,  1880.  a  State  convention  is  hereby  called  to  meet  in  Selma,  May 
20,  i88o»  for  tbe  i)urposc  of  selecting  delegates  to  the  Chicago  Convention  June 
1880.  The  following  basis  of  representation  was  agreed  upon:  Autagua, 
3  delegates ;  Baldwin,  2 ;  Barbour,  

'  Mr.  Geo.  TunvEit   That  is  sufficient,  Mr.  Clerk.  The  balance  of  that 

call  gentlemen,  simply  relates  to  the  apportionment  of  delegates  to  the  State 
convention.  You  will  see  from  the  reading  of  this  call  that  it^  provides  for 
^  ^  SliXs  convention  to  send  d€lcgates  to  the  National  Convention.  And  no 
gentleman  here,  either  representing  these  contestants,  or  the  contestants  them- 
selves, will  come  before  this  Convention  atid  claim  tliat  any  other  body  ever 
assembled  within  tlie  Stale  of  Alabama,  for  the  purpose  of  performing  this 
^duty,  exc^  the  Republican  State  convention. 

This  convention  assembled.  It  made  organization.  It  completed  the 
'  temporary  business  of  the  convention,  and  then  it  proceeded  to  select  the 
delegates  to  this  convention.  And  what  was  the  method  adooted?  It  was 
a  resolution  authorizing  the  delegates  in  attendance  upon  this  State  con- 
vention to  retire  by  districts,  and — now  mark  the  language — "to  retire  by  iUs- 
tricts  arid  report  We  names  of  proper  persons  to  be  selected  as  delegates." 

Tin  delegates  retired  under  that  resolution,  and  they  brought  in  a  list 
of  names.  I  took  the  precaution  to  preserve  one  of  the  reports  which  was 
made  by  one  of  those  district  officers  to  the  State  convention. 

What  wri  the  report?  Not  that  the  districts  had  selected  dclegratc?;  to 
this  Convention ;  but  it  was  a  report  to  the  Convention  that  the  district  had 
mminated  Mr.  Rapier  and  the  other  grentlemen  for  delegates  to  this  Convw 
lion.  If  there  had  been  any  idea  ujion  the  part  of  these  district  delegates 
that,  by  retiring  into  a  little  room,  they  had  constituted  themselves  a  district 
convention — if  there  had  been  any  idea  upon  their  part  that  the  selection  which 
they  made  then  and  there  constituted  a  selection  in  the  sense  of  an  election 
independent  of  the  State  convention — the  language  of  their  report  would  not 
ave  been  "that  we  nominate  these  gentlemen,"  but  that  "we  elect  them  as 
elegates  to  Chicago." 

Mr.  Hill,  of  Mississippi.  Will  the  gentleman  allow  me  to  ask  him  a  qnes- 

tion? 

Mr.  Geo.  Ti.'rner.  Certainly. 

Mr.  Hill.  I  want  to  know  what  is  the  date  of  that  call  you  have  got 
there?  Was  it  after  the  issuance  of  the  National  call  for  the  National  Con- 
vention, or  was  it  before 

Mr.  Geo.  TuRNsa.  It  is  dated  March  13, 188b. 
Mr.  Hill.  That  was  after  the  call  for  the  National  Convention? 
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Mr.  Geo.  Turneil   Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hill.    Yc<?;  I  thought  so.    That  was  v^hai  I  wanted  to  know. 

Mr.  Geo.  1  uknek.  If  I  understatid  the  implication  of  thai  qucslion,  it  ifi 
that  the  National  Committee  having  called  for  the  election  of  delegates  from 

the  d-5trict.  it  is  improper  for  ihc  State  to  proceed  and  elect  them  itself.  I 
lake  il  that  when  you  attack  a  man's  title  you  have  got  to  .show  a  better  titie. 
When  it  is  proposed  to  attack  the  title  of  the  sitting  members  from  Alabama 
upon  this  floor,  who  have  been  elected  by  an  accredited  and  by  a  regular  State 
convention ;  and  1  may  add  that  it  was  the  most  representative  Republican 
convention  which  has  assembled  in  the  State  of  Alabama  since  1868.  I  say 
when  it  is  proposed  to  attack  their  title  to  sent*?  here  a  better  title  mu«;t  he 
shown,  and  what  is  the  title  that  these  gcntkinen  ha\e.''  It  is  a  vominatton, 
to  the  State  conveation»  of  these  gentlemen,  as  ilelecates.  They  never  were 
delegates,  as  stated  by  the  lioiujraijle  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Credentials,  by_ji  district  con veniioa  or  by  any  other  .ct)nventir)n.  They 
were  simply  nominated  to-thv  State  convention  by  a  caucus  of  the  district 
.(lelc^att:i»  who  did  not  at  that  time  ami  do  not  now,  entertain  the  belief  that 
wTiat  tluy  did  had  any  binding  force  unless  it  received  the  ratification  of  the 
State  convention. 

There  is  another  point  with  reference  tn  this  contest,  and  the  report  of 
the  minority  makes  it  very  plam.  It  is  that  this  district  caucus,  under  which 
Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Wkrner  claim  their  title  to  seats  in  this  body,  did  not,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  select  them  to  1)e  delegates  to  this  Convention.  I  state  it  as  a 
fact,  and  it  was  proven  before  tne  Committee  on  Credentials,  th^t  the  vote  in 
thc^istrict  caucus  stood  a  tie  between  the  sitting:  members  andMr.  Warner 
4n(r3Tr  Smith,  atid  that  that  contest  was'  decided  then  and  there  by  one  of 
the  delegates  casting  the  vote  of  an  absent  member  of  the  convention,  which 
vole  he  had  no  authority  to  cast  And,  to  prove  that.  I  propose  to  read  you 
a  letter  from  that  absent  delegate.  Now,  mind  you,  the  vote  stood  seven  and 
seven^  in  the  district  caucus,  for  the  election  of  these  gentlemen,  and  their 
selection  to  be  recommended  to  the  convention  by  the  casting  of  the'  vote  of 
this  absent  delegate.  I  prop  c  t.  have  his  letter  read,  in  order  that  you  may 
see  how  he  wa.^  misrepresented  in  that  convention. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

Wbdoweb,  Ala.,  May  27,  188a 

R.  A  "SU^vw ,  Talladega,  Ala.: 

Dear  Sir: — ^In  your  letter  to  me  of  the  22d  ult.,  you  stated  as  fact  that, 
in  the  district  caucus  at  Selnia,  in  the  Seventh  district,  to  select  the  names  of 
two  men  as  delegates  to  Chicago,  to  be  recommended  to  the  convention,  the 
vote  stood  seven  for  Mr.  Bingham  and  Mr.  Moscly  and  '^evcn  for  Gnv.  !~iinith 
and  Mr.  Warner.  Until  then,  Gov  Smith  never  pretended  to  cast  my  [Haf- 
lin's]  vote  in  the  convention.  He  cast  it  in  the  district  caucus,  giving  himself 
and  Warner  one  majority.  I  have  this  to  say,  that  Gov.  Smith  was  notified 
that,  at  the  Republican  convention  held  in  Randolph  county,  we  were  in- 
aArnded  to  use  our  best  efTorts  to  secure  a  delegation  favorable  to  the  nomina- 
tiQILjoiJJ.  S.  Grant  at  Giicago  for  President.  Mr.  Smith  had  no  right  to  abuse 
the  trust  placed  in  us  as  such  delegates.  He  knows  full  well  that  I  would  not 
have  voted  for  him  and  Warner:  and,  on  the  contrary,  if  he  [Smith]  was  not 
willing  to  carry  out  in  good  faith  the  expressed  will  f  tli  n  .iiit'nn,  he 
ought  not  to  have  taken  any  part  in  said  convention.  If  his  [Smuh'sJ  feelings 
were  such  toward  any  other  aspirant  as  to  prevent  his  carrying  out  the  ex- 
pressed will  of  his  constituency  in  solemn  convention,  then  he  ought  to  have 
declined  to  act.  It<wa£  wrong  on  the  part  of  Gov.  Smith  to  misrepresent  mct 
and  still  greater  the'  wrong  if  he  fSmith)  and  Warner  should  succeed  in  pro- 
curing  scats  in  the  National  Convention  at  Clr'cago.  I  maintain  and  insist, 
that  the  wrongful  and  fraudulent  manner  in  which  Smith  and  Warner  sue* 
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ceeded  in  getting  into  the  district  caucus,  and  then  refusing  to  pledge  for 
Grant  at  Chicago,  of  itself  is  enough  to  prevent  their  being  allowed  seats  in 
said  Gnnintion.  Bingham  and  Moscly  are  the  Icpnily-cliosen  delegates  to 
seats  in  the  Convention  at  Chicago.  All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

ROBBKT  S.  HeFUV. 

Mr.  Geo.  Tt  rnkr.  I  simply  say,  with  reference  to  that  letti-r,  that  Mr. 
Heilin,  the  writer  of  it,  is  a  former  member  of  Congress,  and  an  old  resident 
of  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  that  hts  word  is  entitled  to  the  utmost  credit ; 
and  that  when  he  tcll.s  y.ni  that  Mr.  Smith  was  not  authcri/ecl  t<)  ca-t  liis  vole 
in  that  caucus,  and  that  he  IHeflin]  wou^d  not  have  voted  for  Smith  and 
Warner  if  he  had  been  present,  he  tells  you  the  exact  and  literal  fact.  Now, 
if  you  gentU  inen  who  clamor  for  district  representation  would  rely  upon  this 
letter  which  has  been  read,  it  shows  that,  whatever  ijiay  beJ^e  position  of 
this  CoftventioiLJin  diii<Fi«t  rejircscntation  an(^Stat^  TepresentatlBn,  tBese  gcn- 
tlemrn  have  no  claim  to  admission  into  this  Convcntir  n  upon  cither  ground. 
Mr.  President,  I  solemnly  assure  you  again,  in  closing,  that  there  was  no  idea 
in  the  State  convention  of  Alabama,  or  on  the  part  of  any  of  its  members,  or  in 
any  of  the  caucuses  which  retired  to  select  these  names  to  be  reported  to  the 
State  convention,  that  they  constituted  a  district  convention  which  was  above 
and  independent  of  the  State  convention. 

There  are  other  gentlemen  in  the  Convention  who  desire  to  Speak  Upon 
this  question.    I  will,  therefore,  give  way. 

Mr.  Tracy,  of  New  York.  As  a  delegate  from  the  State  of  New  York, 
and  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  I  desire  to  call  the  attention 

of  the  Convention  to  the  question  involved.  As  a  member  of  the  National  Con- 
vention, I  object  to  occupying  its  time  day  after  day  in  reconsidering  and  at- 
tempting- to  resettle  questions  that  belong  to  the  diflFerent  States,  and  that  should 
Jiave  lie(  n  heard  i;i  tlieir  respective.  State -cenvcntions  and  deternn'r.cil  hy  them. 
The  question  of  the  two  delegates,  Smith  and  Warner,  from  one  of  the  Ala- 
bama districts,  presents  this  question  in  the  most  forcible  light  in  which  it  can 
be  presented  to  any  dclil)erative  body.  Tlu  re  was  not  only  a  quesii'-n  involvi-d 
there  whether  the  State  convention  had  the  right  to  choose  the  delegates  to 
this  Convent'on  from  the  respective  Congressional  districts,  on  the  nomination 
of  those  delegates  from  the  respccti\e  Congri-sinnal  districts,  but  it  was  a 
question  whether  tliat  State  convention,  on  a  dispute  arising  vrho  of  four  gen- 
tlemen had  been  nominated  by  their  district  caucus,  should  receive  the  elec- 
tion of  the  State  convention.  Smith  and  Warner  were  elected,  or  nominated, 
there,  as  the  evidence  before  the  Committee  shows,  by  most  questionable 
means.  The  colleague  of  Mr.  Smith — who  had  been  instructed  by  him  to  use 
his  influence  in  the  convention  for  Gen.  Grant — gave  Mr.  Smith  his  proxy, 
as  his  letter  shows,  with  the  expectation  and  understanding  that  that  proxy 
was  to  be  voted  in  accordance  with  the  sentiments  of  the  district.  Mr.  Smith, 
as  the  evidence  shows,  used  that  proxy  to  elect  himself,  and  to  misrepresent 
his  district.  The  question  submitted  to  the  State  convention  of  Alabama  was 
whether,  when  there  had  been  a  tie  on  a  caucus  as  between  four  gentlemen, 
the  convention  had  a  right  to  settle  that  question  and  determine  \vh  >  should 
or  shonl<l  ni  t  represent  tliat  district  in  the  National  Convention.  I  desire  to 
say  to  this  Coiiveniion  that  we  are  now  on  the  third  day  of  its  session,  and  we 
have  not  yet  ascertained  and  determined  who  are  members  of  this  Convention 
and  have  a  right  to  vote  herein.  The  time  of  your  Committee  has  been  con- 
siuncd  in  reviewing,  and  .sctilmg,  and  readjusting,  questions  which  belong  ex- 
clusively to  the  State  delegations  and  the  State  conventions.  For  the  three 
days  and  two  nights  we  have  been  in  session  we  have  had  but  two  questions 
before  us  that  legitimately  belong  to  a  committee  of  a  National  Convention — 
two  contests.  One  is  I^ouisiana,  and  the  Other  is  Utah.  These  questions  in- 
volve the  question  which  delegations  are  entitled  to  represent  their  State  and 
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the  Territory.    That  1  cnnocdc  to  be  leKitiinatc  and  proper.    \Vc  settled  those 

2uesttons  in  three  houris,  and  if  those  had  been  the  only  questions  before  your 
'onmiittee,  this  Convention  could  have  been  at  its  work  on  tbe  first  evening 
of  its  meeting.  All  this  time  has  been  consumed  with  questions  of  this  na- 
ture—  * 

The  President.    1  he  twenty  minutes  allotted  to  the  minority  has  expired. 

Mr.  Bateman,  of  Ohio.   Afr.  President.    I  desire,  as  a  member  of  the 

Committee  on  Credentials,  to  make  j^omc  remarks  in  answer  to  the  speech  of 
the  gentleman  from  Alabama  (Mr.  Turner]  and  my  friend  from  New  York 
[Mr.  Tracy].  This  case  presents  precisely  the  same  principle  as  that  pre- 
sented in  all  the  cases  to  follow.  It  involves  simply  the  right  of  district  rep- 
resentation. The  majority  report,  in  which  I  concurred,  asserts  that  right  as 
the  true  inanner  of  Republican  representation. 

One  of  these  cases  at  least  involves  that  question  as  forcibly  as  any  case 
which  will  be  presented  for  the  c-^rsidrration  of  this  Convention,  1  refer  to 
tliat  of  Mr.  Rapier.  The  scLcuon  ui  delegates  to  this  Convention  from  .Ala- 
bama was  made  by  the  delegates  from  the  several  Congressional  districts  to 
their  State  convention.  Mr.  Rani'cr  was  cho.'sen  by  an  undoubted  majority  of 
all  delegates  composing  the  representation  of  bis  Congressional  district.  So 
far  as  I  know,  nobody  has  raised  any  question  as  to  the  fact  that  he  was  the 
choice  of  a  clear  majority  of  those  deb  ir.ites.  Now,  Mr.  Prc«id(  nt.  tliat  con- 
vention sclectLLi  delegates  to  this  Convciiiion  in  the  satne  manner  the  State 
convention  in  Ohio  did,  where  no  selection  by  district  conventions  has  ever 
been  tboiis.rbt  of  britip:  irf^tnictrrl  or  trifled  w  ith  l)y  the  State  convention.  The 
class  of  gcjukinen  to  wiiom  1  belong,  as  having  a  presidential  preference,  held 
an  unquestioned  and  overwhelminf^  majority  in  that  convention,  and  if  the 
people  of  Ohio  ever  tolerated  for  an  instant  the  idea  that  district  representa- 
tion could  have  been  interfered  with  or  controlled  by  the  Slate  convention, 
it  would  have  been  possible  to  have  introduced  into  it  such  a  pro|)ositiou. 
But  no  man  there  thnnght  of  makiiicr  such  a  propositi' <ii.  In  the  .State  of 
'.•\labama  they  proceeded  exactly  as  we  proceeded,  referrin.i?  back  to  the  dele- 
,  gations  of  the  several  districts  the  choice  and  selection  of  their  delegates  to 
Ithis  Convention.    The  district  wdiich  is  now  in  content  in  this  case  met.  or- 


t^nized,  selected  its  othccrs,  and  elected,  properly,  regularly,  and  by  majorities 
disputed  by  nobody.  Mr.  Rapier,  as  a  delegateUo  this  Convention.  Now,  sir, 
wc  have  the  question  presented  whether  this  State  convention,  meeting  in 
Montgomery — ^has  the  right  not  only  to  instruct  a  delegate  how  he  shall  vole, 
but,  when  he  refuses  to  comply  with  their  requirements,  to  remove  him  from 
his  place  and  nppo'nt  anoi'dier  man  in  his  stead  without  consulting  the  wishes 
or  seeking  the  advice  of  the  delegates  representing  that  district.  If  any  man 
can  say  that  that  has  in  it  a  single  element  of  Republican  representation,  I 
want  to  know  who  he  is  and  where  he  resides.  You  miirht  is  we!!  a>  tl  at, 
because  a  member  of  Congress  from  Cairo  does  not  suit  the  people  of  the 
northern  portion  of  Illinois,  they  may  remove  him,  and  elect,  themselves,  a 
succes-cr  in  his  i)lace  But,  ^!r,  President,  I  venture  to  say  that  tbe  exercise 
of  this  power  could  never  luvc  been  made  under  circumstances  more  arbitrary 
and  offensive  than  has  been  presented  in  this  case.  What  was  done?  The 
people  of  that  di-trict  eli  eted  !iim  a^  their  representative  to  this  Convention. 
That  convention  then  required  him  to  furnish  them  a  pledge  that  he  would 
vote  as  they  wanted.  I  call  your  attention  to  a  letter  that  was  addressed  to 
this  free  representative  of  one  of  the  Congressional  districts  of  Alabama.  It 
is  addressed  to  him  by  the  president  of  that  convention,  Mr.  Turner,  who 
has  addressed  you: 

"The  undersigned,  President  of  the  late  Republican  State  convention,  was 
directed  by  resolutit  n,  passed  on  the  cvonincr  of  the  la-t  dav  of  the  convention, 
and  after  efforts  had  been  made  by  the  convention  to  secure  your  personal 
presence,  to  obtain  from  you  in  writing  a  declaration  that  it  was  your  purpose 
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to  abide  by  and  obey  the  resolution  of  instruction  passed  by  the  cooventioa, 

whereby  all  the  delegates  from  Alabama  to  the  National  Convention  were  di- 
rected to  unite  in  casting  the  whole  vote  of  the  State  for  Gen.  Ulysses  S.  Grant* 
so  long  as  a  majority  of  the  delegation  should  deem  that  there  was  a  reason- 
able  probability  of  his  noniination.  *  *  *  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that 
vou  v^ili  now  mform  me  in  writing  whether  or  not  it  is  your  purpose  to  abide 
by  and  obey  such  resolution." 

Mr.  President.  This  letter  was  served  upon  Mr.  Rapier.  It  f«qmrcd 
hii  Fe4K>nse  in  twenty-four  hours;  and  Mr.  R  i  ler  treated  it  with  that  con- 
tempt which,  in  my  judgment,  it  'It  ^Tved.  He  said  it  mij^ht  require  him 
twenty-five  hours  to  answer  it,  and.  tiiereforc,  he  would  not  answer  it  at  all. 
This  case  therefore  presents  the  simple  question,  nakedly  and  squarely,  as  to 
whether  or  not  this  convention  shall  sustain,  in  its  decision  upon  the  right  of 
|l«rr.  Rapier,  the  right  of  a  Congressional  district  to  an  honest  representattoa 
ja  this  Convention.  I  trust  it  will  afKrm  that  right. 

Mr.  Conger.  I  have  endeavored  to  arrange  the  time  on  this  question  ac- 
cordtnpr  to  the  wishes  of  those  who,  wish  to  speak.  Mr.  Parsons  was  to  be  en- 
titled to  five  minutes. 

A  Dklegate.     1  hat  is  right. 

Mr.  Conger.  How  much  time  is  left? 

The  Prbsidbnt.   Seven  minutes. 

Mr.  Conger.  Mr.  Parsons  was  to  have  the  remainder  of  the  time,  but  giv- 
ing, if  possible,  a  few  miniites  to  another  pcntlcman.  Mr.  Parsons  may  have 
live  minutes  by  the  arrangement,  and  Mr.  Burch,  and  Mr.  Harris  each  one 

Mr.  Farr,  of  Michigan.  I  desire,  Mr.  President,  to  explain  why  the  dele- 
gates from  Michigan  are  going  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  report  of  the  majority 
of  the  Committee  on  Credentials.  It  is  because  the  people  of  Michigan  fadicve 
.'m  district  representation.  It  is  again,  because  the  people  of  Michigan,  the 
Republicans  of  Michigan,  in  convention  assembled,  when  they  had  an  almost 
unanimous  majority  ajs^inst  Gen.  Grant,  still  agreed  to  submit  to.  and  ap- 
proved of,  district  representation,  and  when  a  delegate  from  one  district— one 
out  of  the  twenty-two  delegates  of  this  delegation  of  Michigan~r-did  refuse  to 
agree  with -the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Republican  convention,  yet  the  Mich- 
igan Republicans,  believing  in  the  sacredness  of  district  representation,  said 
he  should  go  from  Michigan  because  he  was  elected  by  his  district. 

Mr.  Parsons,  of  Alabama.  .Ur.  President:  I  am  a  native  of  the  State 
of  Alabama,  and  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  her  upon  the  floor  of  this  Con- 
vention. Since  the  dark  days  of  1870,  when  to  be  a  Republican  in  Alabama 
was  to  be  shunned  by  the  race  to  which  I  belong,  I  have  followed  the  flag  of 
the  Republican  party  through  ill  and  good  report,  through  victory  and  defeat, 
and  I  am  .ttitl  a  Republican.  I  am  a  Grant  Republican,  a  Republican  who  be- 
lieves that  Gen.  Grant  should  be  tlic  nominee  of  this  Convention.  I  am  one  of 
the  Republicans  in  Alabama  who  signed  to  abide  by  and  support  Gen.  Grant  in 
this  Conventton.  I  intended  it  then,  and  I  intend  now  to  do  it 

But,  Mr.  President,  when  the  Alabama  State  convention  undertook  to  in- 
terfere with  the  districts  of  Alabama,  I  regarded  that  as  an  usurpation  on  the 
part  of  the  State  convention  and  then  1  tried  to  induce  the  State  to  allow  the 
districts  their  rights  in  the  convention;  they  refused  to'do  it.  and  then  I  re- 
sisted the  attempt  to  !m«eat  the  delegates  of  the^e  two  districts,  and  T  cay  now 
that  the  convention  had  no  right  to  do  it.   Thl^  smacks  too  much  of  Democ- 
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racy — it  smacks  too  miicii  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Democratic  party  treat 

the  Repnhlicans  at  tlic  ckctions  in  Alabama.  They  deny  to  us  the  rij?ht  that 
has  been  recognized  since  1868.  Now,  in  the  district  conventions  held  in  Scl- 
ma,  when  the  State  convention  was  held,  all  the  Republicans  who  were  there 
^thered  together,  and  cver>-  district  hebl  its  own  convention  and  reported  its 
action  to  the  State  convention.  I  hat  bu-^uic&s  was  the  main  object  to  be  ob- 
tained by  that  course,  and  the  statement  that  Willard  Warm  r  and  Gov.  Smith 
of  Alabama  were  not  elected  by  the  dclcRatinns  from  their  districts  by  a  matnr- 
ity  is  not  true  in  fact.  The  very  men  who  here  occupy  these  seats  admitted 
that  they  had  been  defeated  in  the  district  conventions.  Now,  then,-— ^ 

The  PassniEKT.  The  time  allotted  for  debate  on  this  subject  has  expired. 

Mr..BoimvELL«  of  Massachusetts.  Mr,  President:  1  wish  to  offer  a  reso* 
Jntion. 

Mr.  Alexakdsk^  of  Alabama.  I  will  ask  that  the  question  be  divided; 
that  we  first  vote  upon  Mr.  Rapier's  case.    I  should  like  to  have  a  division 

of  the  question  between  the  Fourth  and  Seventh  districts. 

The  President.  TIh  gentleman  from  .Alabama  demands  a  division  of 
the  quest'on,  and  that  the  question  be  taken  separately  upon  the  Rapier  case. 
The  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  the  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  which  is  the 
pending  motion,  is  indivisible  as  between  the  two  cases,  but  that  if  that  mo- 
tion failSk  then  the  majority  report  will  come  up  for  adoption,  and  will  be  di- 
visible. If  that  motion  succeeds,  the  minority  report  will  come  up  for  adop- 
tion, and  is  divisible.  But  if  the  present  motion  be  pressed,  the  first  motion  is 
indivisible. 

Mr.  CoNCEK,  of  Micliigan.  i  move  a  substitute  fur  the  motions  before 
the  Convention.  My  substitute  is,  that  Mr.  Rapier  be  declared  entitled  to  a 
scat  in  this  Convention. 

The  President.   Is  there  objection  to  putting  the  question  in  that  form? 

Mr.  Mf-Tcmf,  of  Illinois.    I  object  to  that  motion. 

Mr,  Conger.  I  have  a  right  to  make  a  motion  to  suljstitute.  I  make  the 
motion  as  a  substitute  for  the  two  propositions  before  the  Convention — that 
Mr.  Rapier  be  declared  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention. 

Mr.  Metcalp.  My  understanding,  and  I  think  the  understanding  of  the 
Convention,  is  that  we  give  twenty  minutes  to  each  side  of  this  question,  and 
were  then  to  proceed  to  vote. 

Mr  Hu  Ks.  of  Florida.  I  rise.  Mr.  President,  to  explain  why  Florida  must 
vote  in  favor  of  the  minority  report. 

Mr.  CoNCBR.  At  the  request  of  the  Chair  I  withdraw  my  motion,  and  let 
the  Convention  come  to  a  direct  vote  on  the  whole  subject. 

The  PbeSIDENT.  The  motion  is  withdrawn.  The  question  is  upon  the 
motion  to  Strike  out  and  substitute  the  minority  report  for  the  majority  re- 
port. 

Mr.  BouTWBiX,  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  President— 
The  Pkesihent.  The  gentleman  from  Massachusetts— for  what  purpose 
does  he  rise? 

Mr.  BouTwELL.  I  n^c  to  move  a  substitute  for  the  pending  motion,  which 
I  will  send  to  the  Chair  to  be  read. 
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The  Secretary,  Mr.  Broadwell,  r«jul  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  all  the  cases  of  cnntc?itcd  .«;cats  be  decided  by  adopting 
the  usage  of  each  State  as  that  usage  has  existed  heretofore ;  and  that  in  each 
State  in  which  the  nnifonn  usage  has  been  to  elect  delegates  to  the  Republican 
National  Convention  by  State  convention,  that  usage  shall  be  deemed  binding: 
and  the  same  shall  be  true  in  respect  to  delegates  sent  by  Congressional  di&irict 
conventions  in  States  where  that  has  been  the  usage. 

Mr.  BotnrwELL.  What  I  have  to  say  will  not  take  nnore  than  a  minute 

Mr.  QiNCEit.  That  violates  the  order  of  the  Convention.  I  raise  the  point 
of  order  that  the  resolution  presented  by  the  gentleman  from  Massachasctti 
is  not  germane  to  the  matter  which  the  Convention  has  decided  to  hear  first, 
and  it  cannot  he  entertained  while  the  order  of  the  Convention  remains  that 

the  Alabama  cases  alone  shall  he  decided. 

The  Pkesihent.  Debate  upon  this  question  is  exhausted.  The  Reiulcin.in 
from  xMichigaii  raises  the  question  of  order,  that  during  the  time  ailoted  by  the 
Convention  for  taking  the  question  upon  the  Alabama  case,  this  resolution  de- 
claring a  general  principle  is  out  of  order.  The  Chair  so  rules. 

Mr.  Boi'TWELL.  I  desire  to  give  notice  that  I  will  again  present  the  reso- 
lution and  ask  to  he  heard  upon  it. 

Mr.  Hicks.  I  rise  lo  ask  the  Chair  a  question.  Is  it  now  in  order,  be- 
fore the  vote  taken  upon  the  adoption  of  the  substitute,  namely :  the  minority 
report  upon  the  Alabama  case,  for  the  delegation  from  any  State  to  cxptain 
why  it  must  cast  its  vote  in  a  given  direction. 

The  President.   The  Chair  thinks  it  is  not  in  order. 

On  motion  to  substitute  the  minority  for  the  majority  report,  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  State  of  Alabama,  a  division  was  demanded,  and  the  President 
ordered  the  roll  of  States  to  be  called. 

The  roll  of  States  was  then  called,  and  resulted:  yeas,  306;  nays,  449;  ^

The  PkESiDKNT.  The  questicm  recurs  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
majority. 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  adopted. 

During  the  vote: 

On  the  announcement  of  the  vote  of  the  State  of  Alabama: 

Mr.  Alexander,  of  Alabama.  I  rise  to  a  question  of  order.  I  wish  to  ask 
if  the  delegates  whose  seats  are  in  contest  have  the  right  to  vote? 

The  Presidekt.  Does  the  gentlemen  ask  if  the  vote  of  the  Sute  of  Ala- 
bama, which  includes  the  votes  of  the  sitting  members  whose  seats  are  in  con- 
test, can  be  taken  ? 

Mr.  Akrxander.  Yes. 

The  President.  The  Convention  will  give  its  attention,  i  he  question  is 
raised  that  the  vote  reported  from  the  State  of  Alabama  includes  the  votes 
of  the  sitting  members  whose  seats  are  in  contest.  The  Chair  is  of  opinion 
that  upon  this  question  those  members  are  not  at  liberty  to  vote,  but  the  Chair 
will  reserve  the  determination  of  that  question  until  the  conclusion  of  the 
roM-call,  in  order  that  it  may  be  dealt  with  by  the  Convention  before  the 
vote  is  finally  announced.    The  Secretary  will  proceed. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  roll-call,  and  before  the  announcement  of  the  re- 
sult: 

The  Presidcnt.  The  Chair  now  inquires  of  the  chairman  of  the  delega* 
tion  from  Alabama  whether  the  votes  of  the  sitting  members  whose  seats  are 
Contc5ter|.  nr  are  in  i«sne,  were  reported  by  him  as  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr  1  (  HN'ER  I  will  state,  Mr.  President,  that  I  have  reported  the  whole 
vote  of  .Alabama,  havnig  authority  from  the  delegates  who  are  here  present 
to  cast  the  vote,  and  being  requested  by  the  alternates  of  the  sitting  members 
so  to  do. 

The  President.  The  \  otes  of  the  alternates  are  in  question  as  well  as  the 
votes  of  the  sitting  members? 
Mr.  Ti'RNEK.   No,  sir. 

The  President.   The  vote  then  will  stand  as  reported. 
The  vote  was  then  announced  as  above  recorded. 

THE  UXINOIS  CASE. 

Mr.  QtJARLES,  of  Wisconsin.  I  ask  leave  to  introduce  a  resolution  at  this 
time  : 

Resolved,  That  one  hour  be  allotted  for  the  presentation  of  the  Illinois 
contest  to  the  Convention,  one-half  of  the  time  aforesaid  to  be  allotted  to  the 
contestants,  and  one-half  to  the  ^ittinc:  members,  and  that  the  said  contest- 
ants be  permitted  to  appear  upon  the  floor  either  by  one  of  their  members  or 
by  some  other  representative,  to  present  their  case. 

Mr.  BovTWSLL.  I  move  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  proposed  by  the 

gentleman  from  Wisconsin  the  resolution  which,  a  few  minutes  since,  I  sent 
to  the  Chair,  and  which  now  is  on  the  table  of  the  Secretary. 
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The  President.  The  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  moves  a-  substitute 
for  the  resolution  offered  by  the  gentleman  from  Wisconsin,  which  will  be 
read  for  information. 

Tlie  Secretary,  Mr.  Clisbee,  read  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  all  the  cases  of  contested  seats  be  decided  by  adopting 

the  usage  of  each  State  as  that  usage  has  existed  lurctofnre;  and  that  in  each 
State  in  which  the  uniform  usage  has  b«en  to  elect  delegates  to  the  Republican 
National  Convention  by  State  convention,  that  nsage  shall  be  deemed  brndiB^ ; 

and  tlie  same  shall  lie  true  in  respect  to  delegates  sent  by  Congressional  dis* 
trict  conventions  in  States  where  that  has  been  the  usage. 

Mr.  Benson,  of  Caliiorna.  Mr.  President — 

The  PiiEsnixirr.  For  what  purpose  does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Mr.  Benson.  To  move  to  lay  that  on  the  table. 

The  Presuvnt.    The  gentleman  has  not  the  floor  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  BouTWELL.   Mr.  President:   1  know  as  well  as  any  one  can  

Mr.  Conger.    I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

The  President.   The  gentleman  will  state  his  point  of  order. 

Mr.  CoNcn.  The  qnesticm  before  the  Convention  is  the  case  of  Ulinois 
in  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials.  The  snbstt* 
tute  rcjates  to  more  than  the  case  now  before  the  Convention.  It  relates  to  all 
cases  of  all  members  of  this  Convention — even  those  which  have  already  been 
dee  ded.  I  he  point  of  order  is  that  ii  is  not  j^ertiiaiic.  that  if  the  resolmion 
be  adopted  this  Convention  must  send  to  some  committee  to  report  the  facts 
Upon  which  the  Convention  can  act  under  the  resolution. 

The  pRESiMNT.  The  point  of  order  is  not  debatable,  but  the  Chair  will 
hear  the  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  concerning  the  point  of  order»  for  in« 
formation,  with  the  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  BoT'TWELL.  The  resolution  wh'ch  I  propose  relates  to  the  subject  mat- 
ter now  under  consideration.  Although  it  may  be  larger,  it  includes  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  contested  seats  from  the  State  of  Illinois.  And  if  it  includes 
something  more,  it  is  not  an  objection  to  my  proposition  that  it  does  so  in- 
clude something  more.  The  whole  report  is,  or  ought  to  be  before  this  Con- 
vention, and  the  object  of  this  proposition  is  to  shorten  the  debate  and  dose 
the  controversy  to  enable  us  to  go  to  the  consideration  of  the  other  important 
matter  for  which  the  Convetuioii  i^  assembled.  I  do  not  myself  see  tlyu  there 
is  any  question  of  order  connected  with  the  matter  of  convenience  which 
is  suggested  by  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  (Mr.  Conger].  I  hope  the  Chair 
will  sustain  the  resolution  as  being  in  order. 

The  President.  The  pending  resolution  is  a  resolution  fixing  the  length 
of  time  for  debate.  The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  amendment  moved  by 
the  gemUnian  I'rnui  Ma^sachif^etts  [Mr.  Boutwell]  is  out  of  order:  First,  be- 
cause it  is  not  germane  tu  the  pendmg  resolution  in  regard  to  the  length  of 
time;  and,  second,  because  the  Convention,  having  ordered  that  it  should  pro- 
ceed  to  the  disposition  of  a  particular  case,  a  resolution  declaring  a  general 
principle,  which  makes  no  disposition  of  that  particular  case,  but  is  applicable 
to  many  cases  alike,  is  inconsistent  with  the  order  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  BouTWELi..  Mr.  President:    Is  the  pending  resolution  debatable? 
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The  President.  The  pending  resolution  is  debatable,  but  the  Chair  rules 
the  anuiulnient  out  of  order.  The  question  is  on  the  resolution  to  fix  the  time. 
The  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  has  the  floor. 

Several  delbgate&  "Question." 

Mr.  BouTWELL.  Mr.  President:  I  wish  to  say  to  the  gentlemen  of  this 

Ci^nvention  that  I  defer,  as  far  as  I  can  under  the  sense  of  duty  which  presses 
upon  rae  at  this  moment,  to  what  I  have  no  doubt  they  feel  to  be  their  conveni- 
ence. But  the  question  is  so  important  that  we  ought  not  to  consult  our  con- 
venience I  can  understand  that  my  presence  here  may  be  disagreeable  to 
some ;  but  I  come  from  a  cbnstituency,  I  am  a  citizen  of  the  country,  I  am  a 
member  of  the  Republican  party.  No  cries  of  ''question,"  and  no  siiggesdons 
of  convenience  as  to  wliat  may  he  desired  to  be  done  to-day,  or  to-morrow,  or 
next  week,  either  will  or  can  absolve  me  from  a  discharge  of  the  duty  for 
which  I  am  sent  here.-  So,  while  I  defer  to  the  judgment  of  the  Convention, 
and  hope  never  to  say  a  word,  or  make  a  motion,  or  take  any  step  which  shall 
delay  for  an  instant  the  consummation  of  the  business  for  which  we  are  sent 
here,  I  yet  say  that  my  own  judgment,  within  the  rules  of  the  Convention,  will 
goide  me  m  my  action.  I  have  been  too  ICMIg  in  the  public  service,  and  know 
too  well,  and  li.ive  too  just  n  conception  of  my  public  duty  to  he  awed  into  any 
formal  suliniission  by  the  dictalci  of  anybody.  I  acknowledge  each  and  every 
man  here  to  be  my  equal,  my  peer,  but  I  recocjnizc  no  supremacy  in  any.  Now, 
then,  then,  Mr.  President  and  prentlemen  (if  tlie  Chriir  will  allow  me  to  address 
myself  more  directly  to  the  Ciuivention),  1  know  that  this  is  an  important 
day.  an  luijxirtant  moment  in  our  proceedings,  and  a  half  hour  additional,  even 
thf-uuh  it  t)e  taken  from  sleep  and  at  the  expense  of  health,  may  well  be  fur- 
nished to  the  cause  of  the  country  and  the  Constitution  at  a  moment  Hke  this. 
I  have  heard  the  debate ;  I  have  listened  to  the  reports  and  the  observations 
that  have  been  made  in  private  touching  the  great  question  of  the  right  of  rep- 
resentation, or  the  mode  of  expressing  the  power  of  representation  in  the 
various  States  of  this  country ;  and  I  have  yet  to  discover  that  the  true  issue 
has  fu'en  ref)resented,  if  I  apprehend  aright  the  questions  which  are  before  it. 
I  dare  say  I  may  wander  a  little;  ()ossibly  my  good  friend  from  Michigan  may 
call  me  to  order.  No  man  will  abide  the  decision  of  the  Chair  more  immedi- 
ately or  more  humbly  than  I  shall. 

If  1  may  be  allowed,  I  say  further  that  the  call  for  this  Convention,  if 
it  be  open  to  a  different  construction  from  that  which  has  been  put  upon  it  by 
the  Stales  wherein  there  have  been  election  by  State  convention,  u  still  is 
open  to  the  reasonable  construction  that  State  conventions  have  the  power, 
under  the  call,  to  elect  delegates  by  and  through  those  conventions,  without 
reference  to  the  districts,  and  I  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  both  major- 
ity and  minority,  to  the  circumstance  rbr;t  they  have  this  day,  in  the  presence  of 
this  Convention,  by  their  common  judgment,  and,  finally,  by  the  raiilication  of 
the  Convention,  closed  this  question,  unless  the  Convention  will  follow  the  lead 
of  the  Committee.  What  have  they  said?  That  in  Louisiana,  a  State  conven- 
tion, without  reference  to  the  districts,  might  elect  delegates  to  this  Conven- 
tion—and my  friend  Gov.  Warmoth  and  his  delegation  sit  here  by  the  ja(^- 
mcnt  of  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  (Mr.  Conger]  and  his  associates,  anfl 
by  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  without  a  district  in  the  State  of  LottisU 
asia  having  had  one  word  to  a^  about  that  election,  as  I  understand  it. 

Mr.  CoKKUNG.  And  every  other  State.  All  the  rest  of  us  are  in  the 
jame  boat. 

Mr.  BovTWELL  Yes.  Now,  T  !iave  this  to  say:  We  have  pledged  our- 
selves, all  but  three,  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  this  Convention  in  the  nom- 
in^on  of  a  candidate,  but  we  have  a  mighty  constituency  behind  tts,  who  have 
taken  no  oath  to  observe  the  obligation  that  we  have  imposed  upon  ourselves. 
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Will  they  obey,  will  they  abide  by,  will  they  ratify  what  you  will  do.  if  they 
believe  that  a  State,  that  States,  that  constituencies,  that  Republicans,  by  the 
mere  power  of  numbers  in  this  Convention,  have  ratified  and  determined  that 
to  be  the  law  of  the  Convention  which  defies  argument,  despises  reason,  tram- 
ples logic  under  foot,  and  l^ves  no  excuse  for  the  conclusion  except  the  pos- 
sc«;«;ion  of  power.    When  this  Committee  have  allowed  Louisiana  to  come  in 
here  as  a  State,  not  recognizing  the  existence  of  districts  as  constituent,  inde- 
\jicndent  powers  in  the  organization  of  that  convention,  I  ask  what  they  have 
to  sny  to  Illinois,  to  Kansas,  to  West  Vireit^iT,  rnrr!  to  tlu'  other  Statt-s  where 
ihc  district  system  docs  not  exist?    Now,  i  fear  thai  Nt-w  iiiigiand  delegates, 
/iving  in  a  comtnuntty  where  the  district  system  has  always  existed,  may  sup- 
!  pose  that  l>ecaiise  their  plan  is  *hr  .tpprovcd  j)Ia*i  thrm,  and  hocaii«ie  of 

/  usage  and  by  habit,  and  upon  judgment  tlicy  bclavc  liiai  pldu  to  be  the  better, 
Vwiil  undertake  in  this  Convention  to  impose  that  plan  upon  States  and  com- 
munities which  liavc  not  voltTntnrily  adopted  it.  If  our  call  had  declared  that 
the  State  should  choose  their  delegates,  or  the  delegates  should  be  chosen  by 
districts,— and  I  ask  you  to  mark  how  astute  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the 
Committee  was:  T  could  not  help  imagining  that  it  might  liavc  come  from  the 
pen  of  that  distinguished  citizen  of  this  country,  a  cosmopolitan  in  fame,  who 
*  at  the  beginning  of  a  lecture  reversed  that  ancient  maxim  of  a  great  English 
poet  in  reference  to  the  quality  of  the  power  of  the  Supreme  Being  in  regard 
to  the  creation  of  man.  The  peculiarity  was  that  it  declared  that  the  call  was 
for  delegates  from  districts, — to  be  residents  of  districts. — hut  they  avoided 
saying,  what  could  not  have  been  ?;aid  with  trutli  upon  the  basis  of  the  Na- 
tional call,  that  thev  were  to  be  elected  by  the  districts.  Mr.  President,  I  am 
opposed,  of  course,  to  the  limitation  of  time  to  thirty  minutes  upon  this  great 
qiiest'on.  Here  is  the  State  of  Illinois ;  it  certainly  has  rif?hts  here.  Can  they 
be  properly  considered?  1  could  not  present  an  argument — i  have  sketched 
something  of  the  nature  of  the  questions  tnvotved^--but  I  could  not  frame 
and  deliver  here  an  argiuTient  which  wonid  satisfv  myself  as  to  the  duty  de- 
volved upon  me,  if  I  should  undertake  to  instruct  the  Convention  in  the  space 
of  thirty  minutes.  But  I  have  this  to  say,  that  the  State  of  Illinois  either  is 
cnt'tU  cl  to  the  tliirty-cight  representatives  who  sit  here  by  the-authority  of  the 
State  convention  which  met  at  Springfield  on  the  19th  of  May  last,  or  it  is 
not  entitled  to  any  representation  whatever,  except  the  four  delegates  who 
ceine  from  the  State  at  large.  If  t!ie  riK:ht  f  i'le  twenty  men  whose  Sf.its 
are  contested  is  vicious,  and  not  to  be  supported  here,  then  send  home  every 
deleirate  from  the  State  of  Illinois,  except  the  four,  if  you  would  he  consistent* 
But  if  you  intend  to  disown,  a  i  !  disavow,  and  trample  under  foot  the  usage 
of  a  State  like  Illinois,  like  Kansas,  and  like  Nebraska,  you  should  liave  set 
an  example  by  denying  to  Louisiana  the  right  to  come  in  when  her  delegation 
was  contested.  Havinp:  admitted  fliem  as  representatives  of  a  State  through  a 
Slate  convention,  w  thout  the  intervention  of  districts,  you  cannot  in  good 
conscience,  in  good  faith,  in  my  judgment,  nor  in  good  policy,  deny  to  Illinoi<i, 
to  West  Virginia,  and  to  Kansas  the  same  riRln. 

Mr.  President;  I  have  consnmcd  sn  much  time  that  it  will  not  !)e  in  the 
hpart  of  the  Convention  to  deny  to  others  that  privilege  which  I  have  enjoyed, 
and  for  whtch  I  extend  to  the  Convention  my  grateful  acknowledgments. 

Mr.  Conger.  I  did  not  make  the  point  of  order  upon  the  gentleman  from 
Massachusetts,  and  I  feel  rejoiced  that  I  was  not  so  indiscreet,  because  I  diink 
his  argument  a  better  one  on  my  side  than  I  could  have  made  myself.  But, 
sir,  the  gentleman  should  have  heard  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  the  Louisiana  case.  It  ^^tates  distinctly  that  the  claimant^  to  scats 
are  appointees  of  two  rival  State  conventions. 
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The  Pkssidbkt.  The  Chair  desires  to  remind  gentlemen  discussing  this 
question  that  the  question  is  upon  the  limitation  of  time.  Of  course  that  in- 
volves to  some  extent  an  explanation  to  the  Convention  of  the  character  of 
the  cjuestion  which  is  to  be  debated.  The  Chair  must  leave  that  very  much  to 
discretion  of  genileman;  but  the  general  merits  of  the  question  arc  not  in 
order  on  this  quei^ion. 

Mr.  Conger.  The  Chair  is  correct  in  that  decision ;  and  it  is  only  upon 
the  point  of  the  merits  of  limiting  time  that  I  make  the  remark  that  I  do.  The 
case  of  Louisiana  did  not  involve  any  question  of  delegations  from  districts 
whatever.  All  the  cases  where  there  was  a  difference  between  the  majority 
and  the  minority,  involved  that  great  question  of  the  right  of  district  delega- 
tions here.  There  was  not  one  in  the  Committee  who  opposed  the  report  of 
the  majority  on  the  Louisiana  case.  Louisiana  has  traveled  from  the  Gulf  .to 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  to  find  somebody  to  say  something  about  it. 

Now,  sir,  if  more  time  be  needed,  or  exacted,  or  demanded  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  two  sides  of  the  Tlh'nois  question.  I  for  one.  desire  that  it 
may  be  given.  The  report  of  the  majority  in  tins  case  cannot  pos<:ihly  be 
weakened  by  discussion  by  anybody.  The  Comniiuee  has  thrown  the  burning 
light  of  careful  inquiry  upon  it,  and  it  stands  before  the  majority  of  the  Com^ 
mittee,  as  I  hope  it  will  before  this  Convention,  clear  and  unquestioned  by  the 
Convention  or  by  the  world. 

Mr.  Lfx^Ax.  Mr.  President:  I  desire  to  address  myself  f-^T  >  f<  \v  mo- 
menta to  the  question  that  is  presented  in  this  resolution.  I  am  aware  oi  the 
impatience  of  this  Convention;  I  am  impatient  myself.  I  am  aware  of  the 
great  desire  that  is  felt  by  many  rf  the  dckijates  here  to  proceed  to  business. 
But,  sir,  it  is  not  best  for  us  to  proceed  in  .such  a  manner  as  that  we  will  do 
full  and  cninplete  ju.stice  to  all 

liy  ihv  terms  of  this  resolution,  thirty  minutes  arc  allowed  to  either  side 
to  prc-seni  the  points  that  arise  in  the  case  of  Illinois,  and  in  the  resolution  I 
see  tnat  the  contestants  (perhaps  it  applies  to  both)  arc  authori^'cd  to  select 
outside  counsel  if  they  desire  to  present  their  case.  To  that,  "^ir,  T  h.Tvc  naught 
to  say,  except  that  the  Convention  composed  of  the  number  of  gentlemen  here 
present,  it  seems  to  me,  ought  to  understand  those  things,  especially  as  the 
Chairman  has  stated  that  he  has  turned  the  light  upon  it  so  that  no  man  can 
mistake  the  true  path  in  which  he  should  travel.  I  can  see  the  object  that 
tfiere  is  in  this  resolution.  I  do  not  care  for  it,  sir.  It  makes  no  difference  to 
us  whom  you  employ  or  whom  you  Irring  to  thi'--  discussion.  It  is  a  plain» 
simple  proposition  that  all  men  should  not  only  easily  understand,  but  all  just 
men  should  readily  decide.  Illinois  asks  you  to  allow  her  to  be  represented 
as  she  has  been  in  every  Republican  convention  from  i8$6  down  to  the  present 
hour. 

Men  talk  about  district  representation.   The  gentleman  from  Ohio  [Mr. 

Bateman]  eloquently  spoke  of  his  state.  But.  his  State  has  a  inride  of  holdini? 
conventions  differing  from  that  of  our  State.  In  Ohio  delegates  are  elected 
|nr  district  conventions,  and  State  d«tegations-at-large  by  a  State  convention. 

That  IS  their  pr(  r  (  'iiiR.    It  is  uf  t  ours.   The  State  of  Maine  elected  her  four 

delegates-at-large  by  her  Legislature.    Is  not  that  true 
A  DELEtiATE  from  Maine.  Yes. 

Mr.  LocAH.  Very  well;  that  is  different  from  ours.  We  do  not  seek  to 

interfere  with  Maine,  and  Maine  should  not  pnt  her  clutches  on  the  riglits  of 
Illinois.  Massachusetts  elect.s  her  delegates  by  district  conventions.  We  do  not 
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wish  to  disturb  the  rule  in  Massachusetts.  Louisiana  elects  her  delegates  the 

same  as  \vc  do  in  Illinois,  by  a  State  convention.  You  have  not  interfered 
with  Louisiana,  why  interfere  with  Illinois? 

In  1856  the  first  Re|}utilican  convention  in  this  State  sent  her  delegates 

to  the  National  Convention  by  a  commiitee  of  one  from  each  Congressional 
district  reporting  to  that  Convention  delegates,  three  from  each  district  and 
six  from  the,  State-at-Iarge.  which  were  affirmed  by  that  Convention,  on  the 
report  of  that  committee.  The  committee  in  i8('jo  did  the  same.  In  1864  the 
same.  In  i8b8  the  same.  In  1872  the  same.  In  1876  the  same.  In  1880  I 
introduced  a  resolution  in  the  State  convention,  a  convention  of  delegates 
not  sent  to  district  conventions,  but  delegate',  appointed  by  the  several  countus 
of  this  State  to  represent  the  State  in  tlie  State  convcntinti  For  what  pur- 
pose? For  the  purpose  of  nominauiig  Slate  officefi.;  for  Uie  purpose  oi  select- 
ing delegates  to  the  National  Convention;  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  Electors 
for  our  Presidential  election;  for  the  pnrpo<;e  of  selecting^  :i  Stale  committee. 
That  convention  was  a  State  convention,  not  a  district  convention ;  it  was  com- 
posed of  delegates  from  counties;  they  met  together;  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  chairman,  on  a  rc^^olution,  of  one  Rcpnhhcnn  from  each  Con- 
gressional district,  to  make  a  report  to  that  convention.  That  committee  re- 
oorted  two  delegates  from  each  Congressional  district,  and  four  delegates-at* 
larcrc,  Electors  for  the  State,  and  they  were  voted  on  in  that  convention  by 
counties^  and  adopted  in  that  convention  as  ail  delegates  ought  to  be  in  a  State 
convention. 

T  only  speak  of  this  because  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  digressed 
from  the  proposition  before  this  Convention  to  s{>eak  of  his  report  and  that 
which  it  does  contain.  I  appeal  to  yon  that  you  give  such  time  as  may  afford 
an  opportunity  of  giving  yi)U  a  hi-^tory  of  the  State  conveiuion  in  the  State  of 
Illinois.  ^  All  this  noise,  all  this  clamor  about  the  convention  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  is  the  thought  of  an  after  hour,  and  for  a  purpose.  Now,  let  me  say 
to  the  Sherman  men  here,  to  the  Blaine  men,  to  the  Edmunds  men,  if  I  may 
call  them  such. — I  mean  the  men  who  repre^^ent  these  different  candidates, 
gentlemen,  if  you  can  beat  the  old  soldier,  all  right.  For  him  I  claim  nothing 
that  is  not  due  to  each  and  every  citixen  of  this  grand  Republic  li  asks  noth- 
ini?  that  he  will  not  grant  to  others;  we  demand  nothing  for  hun  that  is  not 
line  to  each  and  every  other  man,  and  each  and  every  other  candidate.  W'c 
that  support  him  do  it  because  we  think  he  is  worthy,  and  you  do  the  same 
for  the  candidates  that  you  support.  No  one  word  has  ever  been  lisped  by  the 
Grant  men  against  any  of  your  candidates.  You  have  never  heard  a  Grant 
man  say  that  he  would  bolt  your  nomination — not  one — and  you  never  will. 
If,  as  I  said,  you  can  beat  him.  all  riel  t  :  he  will  stay  here  till  yon  do  it.  Btit 
do  not  beat  the  old  soldier  by  tricks;  <iu  not,  by  chicanery,  beat  the  soldier 
that  led  your  armies  and  saved  your  country ;  do  not,  by  such  means,  beat  the 
man  that  has  been  recngnized  by  every  civilfzed  nation  of  the  earth  as  the 
grandest  citizen  the  world  knows  to-day. 

Illinois  worships  Republicanism  at  the  same  shrine  that  you  do.  Do  not 
by  tactics  strike  Illinois  down  to  prevent  tlie  old  soldier  from  having  bis 
share  of  votes.  Sir,  1  do  not  know  the  fact,  I  will  not  state  it  as  a  fact,  but  1 
have  been  informed  that  when  Gdifomia  delegates  were  elected  th^  were  re> 
fused  their  credentials  until  they  complied  with  a  certain  condition.  If  that  is 
not  true  I  do  not  wish  to  state  it.   Is  it  true  or  not  ? 

A  DELEGATE.   Ycs,  it  is  truc. 

Mr.  Pixi.EY,  of  California.  }fr.  Prcsidcrtt:  The  delegates  from  Califor- 
nia feel  a  little  embarrassment  iii  rising  to  touch  the  great  -Xchilles  of  IUinoi.<s. 
VVe  are  afraid  that  this  great  senatorial  magnate  wiii  turn  his  sarcasm,  .ind 
point  his  finger  and  crush  us,  so  that  we  dare  not  reply.  Mr.  President,  if  yon 
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will  allow  mc  to  answer  the  question  what  the  delegation  from  California  did, 
and  to  state  the  relation  of  their  instructions,  I  shall  be  most  proud  and  happy 
to  reply. 

Mr.  LocAN.  I  do  not  object  to  your  instructions. 
Mr.  PixuEV.  It  can  not  be  done  in  a  single  word.  It  must  involve  a  mo- 
mentary histoiy  of  the  proceedings  of  our  State  convention. 

1  he  President.   The  debate  must  be  confined  within  reasonable  limits 

as  to  the  question  of  time. 

Mr.  PiXL£Y.  Mr  President:  It  has  seemed  to  me  that  this  whole  debate 
is  out  of  order. 

Now,  for  the  question.  California  elected  her  delegates  here  by  the  votes 
of  the  four  Congressional  districts;  and,  in  order  that  there  should  be  no  ques- 
tion of  our  authority  to  be  here,  the  State  convention  confirmed  our  delegates' 
right  to  represent  it ;  and  then,  Mr.  President,  that  there  m«ght  be  no  further 
mistake,  the  State  central  cunimittee  signed  our  credentials  and  accredited 
us  here  as  the  rcpreaciuaiivcs  of  iht:  Slate  of  California.  That  State  conven- 
tion with  perfect  unanimity,  and  nobody  dissenting,  instructed  us  to  vote  first, 
last  and  all  the  time  for  the  distinguished  senator  from  Maine. 

Mr.  Logan.  I  was  attempting  to  illustrate  this  proposition  :  That  gentle- 
men from  a  State,  who  are  complaining  of  the  manner  of  the  delegation  being 
chosen  tn  the  State  of  Itltnois,  themselves  claiming  to  be  representing  districts, 
had  to  go  to  a  State  convention,  receive  instructions,  and  receive  their  cre- 
dentials from  a  State  central  committee  under  the  instructions  of  a  State  con- 
vention, before  they  conld  be  accredited  to  this  Convention.  And,  sir,  there 
was  more  than  ih:\t,  which  I  will  not  mention.  Hut  the  proposition  was  this: 
That,  while  certain  States  claim  to  be  represented  by  districts,  they  themselves 
should  accord  to  each  and  every  other  State  the  same  right  to  have  their  rep- 
resentatives sent  cither  by  a  State  convention  or  by  the  district  convention. 

Now,  let  mc  address  myself  to  one  other  proposition  for  a  moment.  Your 
President  is  elected  by  Electors  from  this  State,  and  from  every  other  state. 
These  Electors  are  instructed  by  their  people;  they  vote  as  a  uin't  for  Presi- 
dent. When  your  election  ^ocs  into  the  House  under  the  Con.stitution,  your 
States  vote  one  vote  as  a  unit.  You  are  not  represented  by  d  stricts  when  you 
come  to  elect  the  President.  You  are  not  represented  by  distr  cts  when  you 
come  to  vote  in  Congress  for  a  President.  I  ask,  then,  why  this  new  rule 
shall  be  established  by  this  Convention,  before  any  State  has  ever  received 
notice  that  it  shall  be  so  done?  If  you  pass  a  resolution  by  this  National 
Convention  that  the  States  hereafter  shall  hold  their  conventions  by  districts. 
Illinois  will  cheerfully  obey  it;  but,  until  the  Rational  Convention  shall 
establish  that  rule  by  resolution  requiring  it  to  be  done,  no  State  is  re> 
quired  tn  change  its  form  or  its  mode  of  prnccdnre  in  their  State  conven- 
tions. So  it  is  with  reference  to  our  Slate;  we  have  so  selected  our  dele- 
gates; and  what  I  wanted  to  call  the  attention  of  delegates  to  is  this:  and  I 
say  it  now,  not  in  the  manner  of  warning  I  never  make  threats — I  have  none 
to  make  -  God  forbid  that  I  should;  but  1  do  say  this:  If  I  was  a  candidate 
for  Pres'dent.  I  would  not  want  a  convention  that  nominated  mc  for  Presi- 
dent to  do  it  by  depriving  my  opponent  of  the  votes  from  his  State.  I  ap- 
peal to  this  Convention.  I  have  no  desire  lo  discuss  this  question,  only  to 
have  this  Convention  imderstand  the  position  of  the  delegation  from  Illinois, 
that  they  may  deal  with  it  fairly.  This  is  all  wc  nsk.  I  do  think  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  should  certainly  change  his  resolution.  He  cer- 
tainly should  give  an  opportunity  for  fair  and  free  debate  on  this  question. 
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To  say  that  as  to  eighteen  dclegates^ — nine  districts— each  one  separate,  each 

one  having  a  right  to  have  a  vote  separate^  <Mt  their  rifl^  to  a  seat  here—' 

thirty  minutes  only  be  allowed,  is  not  fair,  and  it  is  not  just.  This  is  about 
three  minutes  to  a  district,  or  about  that — very  little  more. 

Mr.  CoNCEk.    I  desire 

The  PusnkBNT.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Illinois  yield  to  the  gentleman 
from  Michigan? 

Mr.  Logan.  Certainly. 

Mr.  Conger.  I  hope  the  gentleman  will  bear  in  mind  that  I  have  made 
no  motion  to  limit  debate  in  any  manner  whatever. 

Mr.  Logan.  I  misunderstood  the  gentleman.  Who  was  it?  I  thought 
it  was  his  resolution. 

Mr.  Conger.  I  hope  the  gentleman  will  recognize  the  fact  that  1  said  I 
hoped  all  reasonable  time  desired  for  the  explanation  of  this  case  may  be 
given  by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Logan.  That  is  all,  sir,  that  we  desire.  Then  I  will  ask  whose  reso- 
lution it  is? 

The  PKtsjutNT.  The  pending  resolution  is  one  offered  by  the  gentleman 
from  Wisconsin  [Mr.  Quarles]. 

Mr.  Logan.  Then  i  misunderstood.  I  thought  the  gentleman  from 
Michigan  had  offered  it. 

Mr.  QuARi^s.   Will  the  gentleman  from  Illinois  yield  for  a  moment? 

Mr.  Logan.    Yes.  sir. 

Mr.  Quarles.  We  have  already  listened  to  two  long  speeches  in  regard 
to  this  resolution.  Neither  the  one  nor  the  other  gentleman  who  has  spoken 
on  this  subject  has  favored  us  with  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  what  would 

be  the  proper  time  to  be  consumed  in  the  consideration  of  the  subject.  I  de- 
sire to  say  that  I  am  ready  to  Ii.=;tcn  to  a  discussion  on  this  subject,  thontrh 
necessarily  or  even  unnecessarily  drawn  out;  but  let  ii<5  meet  the  subjtct 
fairly.  If  the  hour  named  in  this  resolution  is  not  enough,  let  the  gentlemen 
indicate  bow  much  time  they  want,  and  it  will  be  readily  granted.  But,  Mr. 
Presideht,  the  gentlemen  have  already  occupied  nearly  an  hour  in  discussing 
the  Illinois  matter,  and  have  not  once  touched  the  subject-matter  of  the  pend- 
ing rr-^oliit'on. 

Mr.  Logan.  The  pcntlcman  asked  me  to  give  "way  to  ask  a  question. 
Will  he  please  state  the  question 

Mr.  Quarles.  The  question  is,  if  the  honorable  gentleman  does  not 
deem  the  time  named  by  the  resolution  sufficient  time  to  discuss  this  question, 
will  he  indicate  how  much  time  he  desires? 

Mr.  Logan.  I  should  have  done  that  before  I  took  my  seat,  without  the 
gentleman  asking  the  question. 

Mr.  Quarles.    It  occurred  to  me  that  that  is  a  very  pertinent  point. 

Mr.  Logan.  I  was  going  to  suggest  it.  and  the  reason  that  I  did  not 
state  any  particular  time  was  that  I  am  subject  to  this  Convention  the  same 
as  we  are  all  subject  to  its  voice,  and  I  do  not  want  to  say  how  long  we  shall 
have.  But  let  the  Convention  fix  the  time  (and  I  hope  it  will  not  be  fixed 
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as  stkoit  as  the  time  proposed),  and  ttien  put  your  limit  where  you  think  it 
is  reasonable.  I  do  not  like  to  make  a  motion  for  time  for  my  friends  here; 

but  if  some  (rentleman  that  wants  to  be  fair  will  suggest  a  proper  and  rea- 
sonable time  on  e-ther  side  which  will  be  satisfactory  to  this  Convention,  we 

will  not  grumble  for  a  moment.  ^ 

Mr.  H.MUilSON,  of  Indiana.    Mr.  President:—^ 
Mr.  LocAi*.    I  have  the  floor  yet,  I  believe. 

The  President.  I  understood  that  the  gentleman  from  lUinois  had  con- 
cluded his  remarks. 

Mr.  Hahrison.  I  was  going  to  move  an  amendment  to  the  pending  mo* 
tion»  that  one  hour  be  allowed  eadi  side  for  the  discussion  of  this  questicm. 

When  we  consider  that  an  hour  has  already  been  consumed  on  behalf  of  the 
sitting  delegates,  I  think  that  time  would  be  reasonable. 

The  President.  Docs  the  gentleman  from  Wisconsin  accept  the  amend* 
ment  or  modification  of  the  gentleman  from  Indiana? 

Mr.  QvAKLCS.   I  will  accept  the  amendment. 

Mr.  BiiTTBRWoitrB,  of  Ohia  I  rise  simply  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  to  the  peculiar  phraseology  of  tfiiiT  resolution,  as  reported.  It 

conflicts  with  the  order  already  made  by  the  Convention  in  reference  to  the 
counsel  that  may  appear  in  behalf  of  the  contestants  or  contestees.  The  reso- 
lution may  not  have  been  so  intended  ;  but  it  does,  in  words,  authorize  the 
contestants  or  contesiees  to  appear  by  a  representative  not  a  member  of  this 
body.  This  Convention  has  already  very  wisdy  ordered  that  the  contestants 
and  contestees  in  each  case  shall  appear,  either  by  one  of  themselves  or  by 
some  member  of  the  Convention. 

Now.  Mr.  President,  the  experience  of  this  body  has  demonstrated  that 
if  they  shall  only  be  heard  by  themselves  or  by  some  member  nf  this  Con- 
vert ir-n,  we  shall  have  quite  enough  said  on  both  sides.  I  therefore  hope,  if 
an  amendment  is  still  in  order — or  would  that  be  in  the  second  degree  ? 

The  PusiOBifT.  There  is  no  pending  amendment. 

Mr.  BtrmawoatH.  I  move,  therefore,  to  strike  out  that  part  of  the  reso> 
Intion  which  authorizes  the  contestants  or  the  contestees  to  appear  by  a  repre- 
sentative who  !  •  Tif>t  a  member  of  one  of  the  bodies  or  of  this  Convention, 
in  order  that  the  original  order  of  the  Convention  may  be  enforced  and 
regarded. 

The  President.  The  resolution  of  the  gentleman  from  Wisconsin,  as 
modified  by  htm,  will  be  read.  The  Chair  will  then  state  the  question  upon 
the  amendment. 

Mr.  BUTTEKWOITH.    It  is  suggested  that  I  amend  it  by  simply  saying  that 

we  make  the  resolution  here  conforrn  tn  the  nrdrr  made  ;ii  the  Al.ihama  case 
(except  in  pomt  of  time),  which  limits  the  ri^^lu  tn  appear  cither  in  person 
or  by  a  representative  who  is  not  a  nicmber  of  this  body. 

The  PkESiDSNT.  The  resolution  of  the  gentleman  from  Wisconsin  [Mr. 
Qoarles]  will  be  read. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Clisbee,  read  as  follows : 
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Resolved.  That  two  hours  be  .illottcd  for  the  presentation  of  the  Illinois 
contest  to  this  Convention;  one-half  of  the  ttnie  aforesaid  to  be  allotted  to 
the  contestants  and  one-half  to  the  sitting  menibers.  That  the  said  contest- 
ants be  permitted  to  appear  upon  the  floor,  either  by  one  of  their  number  or 
some  other  representative,  to  present  their  case. 

The  Pkbsidbnt.  To  this  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  [Mr.  Butterworth] 
moves  the  following  substitute.  The  gentleman  will  give  his  careful  atten- 
tion and  see  if  it  embraces  the  idea  of  his  amendment.  , 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Cli'«t)cc,  read  as  follows: 

Resolved,  1  hat  the  Convention  do  now  proceed  to  the  consideration  and 
determination  of  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  C n  iTiittee  on 
Credentials  as  relates  to  the  contested  scats  from  the  State  of  lilm  i^.  and 
that  one  hour's  time  be  allotted  to  those  desiring  to  speak  in  support  of  the 
report  of  the  majority  of  said  Committee,  and  the  same  time  to  those  de- 
siring- to  oppose  the  adoption  of  said  majority  report ;  that  at  the  expiration 
of  said  time  the  debate  close,  and  the  Convention  proceed  immediately  to 
vote  upon  the  question. 

The  substitute  was  agreed  to. 

The  PREsniMT*   The  question  now  recurs  on  the  resolution  as  amended. 
Mr.  Wemtworth.  of  Illinot>>.    Please  road  the  resohition  as  ametidc  ! 
The  President.    For  wliat  purpose  did  the  gentleman  rise?   The  Chair 
docs  not  understand  the  gentleman. 

Mr.  CbNKUNG.   He  asks  to  hear  the  resolution. 

The  PftESiDENT.  The  resolution  as  amended  will  again  be  read. 

The  Secretary  again  read  the  resolution  last  read. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  adopteiL 

The  Pkfstdfnt.  The  qnestion  is  now  on  the  adoption  of  <;o  much  of  the 
report  f)f  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  as  relates  to  the 
Stale  of  IHinois. 

'  Mr.  CoNCER,  of  Michigan.  Jiff.  Pretideni  

The  PtBsniSNT.  The  gentleman  from  Michigan. 

Mr.  LoG.NN-.  T  desire  to  ask  one  question  before  the  gentleman  com- 
mences. The  Chair  spoke  of  the  report  in  reference  to  the  State  of  Illinois. 
Am  I  to  ttnderstand  the  proposition  is  to  adopt  it  as  a^whole,  or  can  we  ask 
a  divisioti  of  the  question? 

1  he  President,  The  question  is  on  the  adoption  of  so  much  of  the  re- 
port of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  as  already  amended  on  motion  of  the 
gentleman  from  New  York  (Mr.  Sharpe,]  this  morning,  striking  out  so  mtich 
as  relates  to  the  dclcgatcs-at'large.  That  question  the  Chair  will  hold  as 
divisible  on  the  demand  of  any  member  of  the  Convention,  into  .>uch  divisions 
as  consist  of  cases  which  are  put  tofjether  l)oth  in  the  majority  and  the 
minority  report  as  resting  upon  the  same  principle. 

Mr.  Logan.  That  is  all  I  desire. 

The  Prbsidbnt.  The  gentleman  from  Michi^n  will  proceed. 

Mr.  Metcalf*  of  Illinois.  Mr.  Present— ^ 

The  PassiDENT.  For  what  purpose  does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Mr.  METCAtp.  I  would  like  to  inquire  what  the  question  is  before  the 

Convention. 
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The  Pkbsidbnt.  The  question  is,  will  the  Convention  adopt  so  much  of 

the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  as  relates  to  the  contested  seats 

from  the  State  of  Illinois?    The  Chair  has  already  informed  the  Convention 

that  that  question  is  divisible  as  stated.    The  demand  for  that  division  may 

be  made  either  before  the  debate  or  after ;  at  any  time  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Mr.  Mbtcalp.  I  understand,  Mr.  President,  that  there  was  a  motion 

made  that  the  minority  report  be  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  the  majority  re* 

^rt,  and  if  that  was  not  made  I  desire  to  make  it. 

I  he  PRESinENT     1  he  gentleman  is  in  order  to  make  that  motion  at  this 

tune,  if  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  yields  the  floor  for  that  purpose.  The 

Chair  will  inform  the  gentleman,  however,  that  the  representative  of  the 

minority  of  the  Committee,  [.Mr.  Cessna]  of  PenniQi'lvania,  has  stated  that 

the  minority  prefer  to  make  such  motion  as  they  would  make  in  rdation  to 

that  subject  at  the  close  of  the  debate  rather  than  at  the  b^inning.  If  the 

gentleman  (Mr.  Mctcalf]  desires  to  make  the  motion  now,  however,  he  can 

do  so.    (After  n  pause.]    The  Kentkman  from  Michigan  will  proceed. 

Mr.  CoNCEK.  Mr.  President:  It  so  happens  that  before  the  Committee 
on  Credentials  there  appeared,  on  either  side,  for  the  contestants  and  the  con- 

tcstecs,  two  of  the  most  distinguished  and  most  eloquent  men  who  might  ad- 
dress a  convention  in  any  ci^  in  the  United  States,  if  not  in  the  world.  For 
what  purpose  the  Convention  decided  to  refuse  the  benefit  of  their  remarks, 
and  of  their  investigations  to  enlighten  the  Convention  upon  this  case,  I  can- 
not determine.   But,  sir,  although  not  expecting  to  occupy  a  moment  in  this 
discussion,  it  becomes  me  now,  necessarily,  to  open  this  case  in  behalf  of  the 
majority.    I  shall  say  but  few  words.    I  hope  what  I  say  may  be  received 
as  the  opmir  II  of  the  Committee  which  I  have  the  honor  to  represent.  With' 
out  stoppuig  to  go  into  detail  in  this  case,  the  Committee  recommend  that 
in  these  several  districts,  the  report  of  which,  after  the  di-^cussion  may  be 
read,  the  contestants  shall  be  admitted  to  their  scats  in  this  Convention  in 
place  of  the  sitting  members;  and  leaving  all  questions  of  details  to  those 
who  may  elesire  t')  speak  upon  these  subjects,  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of 
this  Convention  to  the  question  involved  in  the  majority  report.    First,  sir, 
the  majority  report  asserts,  confirms,  establishes  in  this  Convention  the  rule 
thai  has  prevailed  in  the  State  of  Illinois  from  the  organization  of  the  Re- 
publican party  in  this  State,  through  all  the  successive  years  of  its  existence, 
down  to  the  present  time,  in  one  unbroken,  uninterrupted,  unquestioned  chain 
of  procedure.    The  Committee  believe  that  there  never  has  been  a  time  in  the 
State  of  Illinois  at  any  one  of  the  State  conventions  when  delegates  to  a  Na- 
tiorial  Convention  were  to  be  chosen,  when  the  delegates  from  the  different 
Congressional  districts  did  not  withdraw  from  the  convention,  organize  them- 
selves either  formally  or  informally  into  a  district  convention,  select-  their 
delegates  from  the  district  to  the  National  Convemiun,  report  the  result  to 
the  State  Convention,  and  either  by  some  acceptance  or  some  signification, 
or  without  any,  those  delegates  went  into  the  National  Convention,  took  their 
seals  there,  and  voted  and  exercised  their  prerogatives  in  guiding  the  desti- 
nies of  the  Repubtiean  party,  and  in  controlling — which  is  far  higher,  and 
holier,  and  more  sacred, — the  destinies  of  our  gloriou.s  Republic.    That,  sir, 
in  my  opinion  is  unquestioned,  and  in  all  the  discussions  before  the  Com- 
mittee it  was  admitted  that  in  one  form  or  another  district  delegates  were 
always  appointed  and  selected  by  the  delegates  of  the  district  in  the  State 
convention.    If  that  be  so,  why  this  attempted  innovation?    Mr.  President, 
the  Republican  party  has  stood  from  its  very  organization,  bold,  courageous, 
unshrinking  in  its  opposition  to  that  great  heresy  in  American  politics,<-the 
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right  of  States  in  their  sovereignty  to  control  the  General  Government  by 
minifying  its  laws,  lo  control  the  General  Government  by  seceding  from  its 
Union,  tO  control  the  General  Government  1^  making  war  in  the  name  of  it$ 
Statc-soveretj?nty  apninst  the  Union:  and  worse  than  that,  against  the  rights 
of  citizens  withni  the  Union.  We  stand  against  that  assertion  ot  our  enemies 
in  tile  late  war.  But,  sir.  not  content  with  denouncing  those  doctrines  in  the 
forum,  and  in  the  halls  of  our  National  Legislature,  wc  called  the  grcnt,  grand 
soldier  of  the  Nation  to  lead  our  armed  sons  to  put  down  that  heresy,  that 
damnable  heresy,  in  our  midst,  by  force  of  arms.  Does  it  become  a  Repub- 
lican Convention  to  assert  at  this  late  day  the  right  of  the  State,  or  a  State 
convention  in  its  capacity  as  a  State  convention,  to  take  away  from  districts 
where  the  people  choose  their  delegates,  and  those  delegates  select  the  repre> 
«cntatives;  of  the  district, — take  away  that  right  and  make  one  step  further  in 
the  direction  of  the  heresy  which  lias  cost  us  so  much? 

Sir,  that  is  the  whole  question  involved  in  this  proposition.  There  is  no 
gentleman  in  this  Convention  but  knows  that  the  assumption  of  the  State  con 
vention  is  the  assumption  of  a  self-constituted  body  to  determine  the  election 
of  these  defegates,  contrary  to  the  usages  of  the  party  in  the  State  of  Illtoois. 
We  cannot  permit  it,  sir.  from  the  greatest  man  or  the  grandef^t  man.  or  an 
assembly  of  the  greatest  and  grandest  men  in  the  world,  that  we  shall  remove 
further  than  may  be  from  the  people  themselves  the  diotce  of  their  repre- 
sentatives in  National  Conventions,  On  that  prop' v^iri  n  turns  this  question. 
I,  myself,  with  the  expression  which  has  been  made  here  to-night,  by  an  over- 
whelming majority,  of  the  princtptes  which  the  majority  of  the  Committee 
advocate  ill  tlu  ir  report,  do  not  drcm  it  necessary  to  occupy  another  hour 
For,  if  men  will  be  candidates  for  the  su£frages  of  their  fellow-citizens  for  the 
most  important  and  grandest  office  in  the  world,  let  them  not  fear  to  go  down 
into  the  walks  of  common  life  and  receive  the  siiflFrneo^  of  the  people  in  their 
nomination  as  well  as  their  election — that  is  Republicanism — that  is  our  as- 
tern ;  for  that  I  stand  here  to-night  to  plead  in  this  Cbnvention ;  for  that  the 
ti  ijority  have  made  their  report  for  you  to  sanction.  .Against  that  for  some 
purpose,  and  I  will  not  stop  here  now  to  say  for  what  purpose,  those  who  ask 
the  suffrages  of  this  Convention  for  their  favored  candidates  rebel.  From 
that  report  and  its  principles  they  appeal  to  this  Convention.  Mr.  President, 
that  is  of  equal  importance;  aye,  more  importance  to  settle  right,  than  it  is 
who  shall  be  President  of  the  United  States. 

I  shall  await,  sir,  and  those  who  will  occupy  the  remainder  of  this  time 
will  await,  to  have  some  one  assert  here  that  in  the  State  of  Illinois  there 
has  ever  been  any  other  custom  than  to  elect  and  select  delegates  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention  for  the  respective  districts  by  a  separate  assemblage  of  the 
delegates  of  the  district.  If  I  am  correctly  informed,  the  line  of  precedents 
is  unbroken  from  the  beginning  until  now.  Let  the  line  of  precedents  remain 
tmbroken  now.  And  finally,  let  that  course'  be  estahltshed  this  Conven- 
tion— a  Convention,  which,  as  I  look  down  upon  this  vast  assemblage  of  dcle- 
|^te»  and  alternates,  as  I  look  around  this  immense  building  upon  the  bright, 
mtdligent  faces  of  my  fellow-citizens,  seems  to  me  to  be  a  Convent*on  un- 
surpassed in  intelligence,  in  rHgnity.  in  worth,  in  patriotism — such  a  Conven- 
tion as  never  assembled  before  upon  the  footstool  of  God.  Let  this  Con- 
vention thus  exercise  its  high  prerogative  here  in  asserting  the  principle,  and, 
when  the  time  comes  for  this  Convention  to  point  out  and  suggest  and  recom- 
mend such  other  measures  as  will  further  the  interests  of  the  grandest  of  all 
the  parties  that  were  ever  organized  on  earth,  let  them,  as  the  gentleman  from 
Illinois  says,  define  a  mode  of  proceeding,  so  that  even  those  States  who  have 
not  .permitted  their  delegates  to  come  more  directly  from  ihc  people  shall 
understand  that  it  is  a  principle  of  the  Republican  party  that  the  people  in 
their  primary  capacity,  exercising  freely  their  own  choice,  are  the  sovereigns, 
and  the  only  sovereigns,  in  our  land,  and  that  they  sliall  determine  from  now. 
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henceforth  and  forever,  while  our  glorious  Republic  shall  last,  who  sh:;ll  l)C 
their  leaders,  and  who  shall  b«  their  rulers,  and  who  shall  be  their  lawmakers, 
and  who  shall  be  the  executors  of  their  laws.  But,  sir,  I  will  ii'ot  weary  the 
patience  of  this  Convention  by  any  further  remarks  on  that  subject.  If  the 
propositions  I  have  made  are  true,  if  they  are  undisputed,  then,  by  the  admis- 
sion of  all  in  Illinois  and  out  of  Illinois, — and  that  takes  in  all  the  world, — 
the  report  of  the  majority  is  correct  in  principle,  is  correct  in  practice,  is  cor- 
rect according  to  all  the  principles  of  the  Republican  party,  and  should  be 
sustained  whenever  the  question  arises. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  to  the  Wisdom,  to  the  ideas  of  propriety,  and  the 
glorious  patriotism  of  thc^c  representatives  of  the  people  here  present,  I  freely 
commit  this  question,  without  further  comment  or  argument  from  myself ;  and, 
sir,  after  having  heard  what  the  contestees  to  the  minority  report  may  have  to 
sny  upon  this  question,  I  reserve  the  remainder  of  the  time  for  the  contestants 
tiu-iuselvcs  to  answer.    How  much  lime  have  1  occupied? 

The  PRESiDKifT.   Nineteen  minutes.  The  question  is  on  the  adoption  of 
the  majority  report  relating  to  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Mr.  Raum.  of  Illinois.  Mr.  President:  I  rise  on  behalf  of  the  ^itt'ng 
delegates,  who»e  seats  the  majority  report,  if  adopted,  will  vacate,  and  confer 
upon  other  gentlemen.  My  distinguished  friend  who  has  taken  hhs  seat  has 
been  vehement  in  presenting  what  he  understands  to  be  the  traditions  and  law 
of  the  Republican  party  in  the  State  of  Illinois  in  respect  to  the  selection  of 
delegates  to  the  National  Conventions  of  the  United  States.  1  say  to  you, 
Mr.  President,  and  to  the  honorable  gentlemen  of  this  Conven*:i  n  '.li  it  the 
sitting  delegates  from  the  State  of  Illinois  are  willing  to  rest  their  rights  upon 
the  law  of  this  case,  and  upon  the  precedents  which  have  been  established 
by  long  usage  of  the  party  in  the  Stale  of  Illinois.  We  are  here,  sir,  asking 
for  justice.  We  ask  for  nothing  more.  We  expect  that  gentlemen,  when 
they  come  to  vote  nnon  this  great  qnestion,  will  not  be  biased  by  the  interests 
of  their  respective  candidates,  but  treat  this  question  in  a  dispassionate,  fair- 
minded  and  just  manner.  1  has  been  well  said  by  various  gentlemen  who 
have  addressed  this  Convention,  that  there  is  not  to-day.  and  never  has  been, 
an  uniform  rule  in  all  States  in  respect  to  the  selection  of  dtdegates  in  the 
National  Convention.  Whenever  an  uniform  rule  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
authoritative  declaration  of  the  Republicans  of  the  United  States,  the  Rcpul>- 
licans  of  Illinois  will  cheerfully  acquiesce  in  that  rule;  but  I  say  to  you,  Mr. 
President,  as  is  said  in  this  minority  report,  that  we  do  not  wish  to  br  sub- 
jected to  an  ex  post  facto  rule — a  rule  adopted  after  the  facts.  Wc  want  this 
case  tried  by  the  law.  as  exists  to-de^,  that  law  having  been  established  by 
the  usages  of  the  Republican  party  since  iSf'x  T  say  to  the  distinguished 
gentleman  from  Miclugau  that  he  is  in  error  in  regard  to  his  facts.  I  say  to 
him  that  there  is  an  tmoroken  line  of  precedents  in  the  State  of  Illinois  to  the 
effect  that  the  State  conventions  from  time  immemorial  have  selected  the  dele- 
gates,  instructed  the  delegates,  and  sent  them  to  the  Republican  National  Con-  * 
ventions  of  this  country  Why.  Mr.  President,  the  usage  of  both  of  the  parties 
in  the  State  of  Illinois  lias  been  the  same  for  the  last  forty  years,  and  to  my 
individual  knowledge — ^for,  sir,  I  was  born  and  raised  in  this  great  Slate,  and 
to  my  certain  knowledge  since  1852  no  convention — Whig,  Democratic,  or 
Republican — sending  delegates  to  the  National  Conventions  in  this  country, 
have  acted  otherwise  than  through  a  State  convention.  I  assert  it  as  a  fact 
that  cannot  be  controverted,  that  there  never  was  a  district  convention  held 
in  the  State  of  Illitiois  to  select  a  delegate  to  a  National  Convention. 

Gentlemen  may  say  that  the  committee  of  a  Slate  convention,  going  out 
under  the  instructions  of  that  convention  to  perform  certain  duties,  are  Cbn- 
gri»«^siona!  conventions.  T  deny  the  statement  in  into.  What  constitutes  a 
convention.'    What  are  the  preliminary  steps  which  lead  to  the  organization 
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of  a  convention  ?  Did  you  ever  bear  of  a  convention  meeting  in^  the  State 
of  Illinois  unless  there  was  a  call  issued  for  that  convention  ?  Think,  if  you 

please,  of  i  <  ;n<.-ntion  mcc-ting,  electing  delegates,  instructing  those  delegate?, 
and  sending  them  to  a  National  Convention,  unless  there  was  a  call  tor  that 
conventicMi. 

^  Mr.  President,  the  call  under  which  the  sitting  delegates  were  selected 

/was  a  call  for  a  State  convention.    The  Republicans  in  the  various  counties 
/  of  Ihc  Slate  uf  Illinois  were  requested  to  send  delegates  to  a  State  convcn- 
1  tion,  for  tlic  purpose  of  nominating  State  officers,  for  the  purpose  of  sendini; 
y  delegates  to  the  National  Coinriition,  ff>r  the  ptirpose  oi  selecting  Electors^ 
and  creating  a  State  Republican  cciiiral  ci)inniittee. 

This  has  been  the  practice  in  the  State  of  Illinois  since  the  organization 
of  the  Repul)lican  party.    In  i860,  when  Lircoln.  1  f  sainted  memory,  was 
presented  by  ilic  Republicans  of  Illinois  for  ttie  suhcagcs  of  the  pcupie  of  this 
country,  the  delegates  were  selected  by  a  State  convention,  and  I  had  the' 
foUowmg  resolution  adopted. 

**Resoiv€df  That  Abraham  Lincoln  is  the  choice  of  Uie  Kcpubhcau  party 
Illinois  for  the  Presidency,  and  the  delegates  from  this  State  are  instructed 

to  use  all  honorable  means  to  secure  his  nomination  by  the  Chica^n  conven- 
tion, and  vote  as  a  unit  for  him.  And  the  said  delegates  shall  have  power 
to  fill  all  vacandes." 

Mr.  President,  we  have  recognized  Abraham  Lincoln  as  a  man  possessed 
of  some  little  political  sense  and  experience.  There  is  the  resoluiion  under 
Which  the  Republican  deie^^tcs,  sent  to  the  National  Convention,  acted  when 
Abraham  Lincoln  was  nominated  in  i860. 

In  1864  the  delegates  were  selected  in  the  same  way,  by  a  State  conven- 
tion. And  a  similar  resolution  was  passed,  instructing  the  delegates  to  that 
Convention  to  vote  for  Abraham  Lincoln  as  a  tmit 

In  1868,  when  the  Republican  convention  of  this  State  met  at  Peoria.  T 
happened  to  be  a  delegate  to  that  convention.  I  was  on  the  committee  on 
resolutions,  and  I  assisted  in  the  preparation  .of  the  letter  of  instructions  to 
those  delegntos.  Those  delegates  were  selected  by  the  State  convention.  They 
took  their  instructions  from  the  State  convention,  and  went  to  the  National 
Convention,  and  assisted  in  the  nomination  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant 

And  how  were  those  dclcgalcs  selected?  They  were  not  selected  other- 
wise than  b^  a  committee.  A  committee  selected  under  the  orders  of  the 
convention,  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  Congressional  district  in 
the  State:  tluv  retired;  they  considered  of  the  subiect  intrusted  to  their  care, 
and  they  reported  the  necessary  delegates,  and  their  report  was  received  by  the 
convention  and  was  adopted. 

How  was  it  in  1872?  I  state  these  facts.  Mr.  President,  from  actual 
knowledge,  because  I  was  a  delegate  at  these  conventions.  In  1872  Ulysses 
S.  Grant  was  again  presented  by  Illinois  to  the  suffrages  of  the  people  of  this 
country.  I  had  the  honor  of  penning  the  letter  of  instructions  to  the  dele- 
gates to  use  all  honorable  means  and  vote  as  a  unit  for  Ulysses  S.  Grant. 
How  were  the  delegates  selected?  They  were  selected  in  1872  by  a  com- 
mittee. That  committee  was  raised  under  the  orders  of  the  convention— one 
member  from  each  Congressional  district.  They  reported  the  names  of  the 
delegates ;  that  report  was  received  by  the  convention,  and  it  was  ratified,  and 
those  delegates  pcrfomud  the  duties  with  which  they  were  entrusted. 

How  was  it  in  iS/t)?  I  was  at  that  convention.  I  was  the  Temporary 
Chairman  of  that  convention.  1  he  dclcgalcs  were  selected  by  a  committee. 
Tint  oomniittee,  Mr.  President,  was  raised  under  the  instructions  of  that 
convention;  it  consisted  of  orv  delegate  from  each  Congressional  district. 
They  retired,  they  considered  oi  their  business,  and  they  reported  for  the  con- 
sideration of  that  convention  the  names  of  gentlemen  to  sit  as  delegates  to  the 
conventicm.  Their  report  was  received  by  the  convention  
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Mr.  FixLEY,  oi  California.  Mk  President:  1  desire  to  ask  the  gentlC' 

man  a  qucsstion. 

The  President.    Does  the  gentkiiian  yield  to  the  gentleman  from  Cali- 
fornia? 

Mr.  Rauic.  Yes. 

Mr.  PiXLEY.  Is  It  not  a  fact — I  have  heard  it  asserted— that  that  com- 
mittee reported  the  names  of  persons  who  had  been  selected  by  the  delegates 
from  Congreisjunal  districts?  I  know  that  you  are  conversant  with  it.  I 
ask  you  for  the  information. 

Mr.  Raum.   They  may  have  consulted,  and  I  have  no  doubt  did  consult, 

with  the  fli'lii;<'ite>  from  their  respective  Congressiotml  disn'cis.    And  ho\v\ 
was  it  done  in  i88o?   The  delegates  were  selected  by  a  committee;  that  com-  I 
mittee  reported  the  delegates  for  the  consideration  of  the  convention,  and  that  f 
report  was  considered  hy  the  ctmvention  and  ratified,  and  these  delegates  are 
sitting  in  front  of  me  this  day.    I  answer  the  gentleman  from  California  that, 
as  a  matter  of  course  this  committee  consulted  with  their  friends ;  as  a  matter 
of  course,  they  undertook  to  choose  such  men  as  would  be  in  accord  with  the 
majority  of  that  convention.  ,  They  took  the  advice  of  their  friends  in  report- 
ing those  names  for  the  consideration  of  the  convention. 

Mr.  PixLBY.  Mr.  President—^ 

The  Pft£siDENT.  Does  the  gentleman  from  Illinois  yield  to  the  gentleman 
from  California?   Gentlemen  must  imderstand  that  any  yidding  rames  out 

of  the  time  of  the  Rentlcmcn  who  yield. 

Mr,  R.\UM.  Then  you  must  excuse  me,  Mr.  President,  for  not  yielding. 
These  are  the  precedents;  and  I  say  to  you.  and  I  say  to  this  Convention,  that 

these  precedents  constitute  the  law  which  is  to  govern  this  case;  that  i?,  that 
a  State  convention  has  the  right,  as  they  have  exercised  that  right  since  i^s6, 
to  select  the  mode  by  which  these  delegates  shall  be  chosen.  The  mode  has 
alwavN  1)ceii  fidlowed  in  these  various  conventions,  and  when  delegates  were 
selected  their  names  were  brought  into  the  convention  for  ratiticaiion  by  the 
convention.  Why.  Mr.  President,  the  fact  that  the  Republicans  of  Illinois 
have  always  and  evtryuherc  claimed  the  right  to  instruct  their  delegates,  is 
conclusive  evidence  that  they  also  claim  the  right  of  selecting  delegates  that 
would  obey  their  instructions.  What  was  the  issue  in  the  Springfield  con- 
ventiriii?  When  we  went  down  to  Springfield  we  found  a  minority  in  th:it 
convention  who  were  threatening  up  and  down  the  streets  of  that  city,  and 
through  the  corridors  of  the  hotels  that  unless  we  conducted  the  affairs  of 
that  convention  according  to  their  will  and  pleasure,  th^  would  bolt  the  con- 
vention,   i  here  was  an  issue. 

The  majority  of  that  convention  was  in  favor  of  selecting  delegates  to  ^ 
support  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  and  the  minority  of  that  convent i  -n  told  us  in  the 
convention  itself,  in  the  course  of  debate,  that  they  would  not  obey  the  in- 
structions that  that  convention  might  give  them,  to  vote  for  Ulysses  S.  Grant. 

When  Abraham  Lincoln,  sitting  at  the  Capitol  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  had' 
his  friends  to  instruct  the  dekgates  to  vote  for  him  ns  n  unit;  when,  at  the 
second  term,  tiie  same  course  was  pursued;  when,  in  i8(>3,  the  same  course 
was  purstted;  when,  in  1873,  the  same  course  was  pursued  in  regard  to  in- 
struction«,  you  have  a  line  of  preredenf^  wh'ch  conclusively  shows  that  the 
Republicans  of  the  State  of  iiiinois  liavc  at  all  limes  claimed,  in  convention 
assembled,  to  hold  in  their  hands  the  authority  of  selecting  delegates  to  carry 
out  their  will.  When  the  majority  nt  Springfield  found  that  the  minority 
Selected  as  delegates  to  this  Convention  would  disobey  their  instructions,  they 
concluded,  and  rightfully  concluded,  to  give  expression  to  the  great  majority 
ot  the  Republicans  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  by  selecting  delegates  who  would 
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carry  out  the  will  of  the  Republicans  of  Illinois.  Those  delegates  come  here 
to-day.  They*  occupy  those  seats.  They  are  regular  delegates.  They  repre- 
sent the  great  voice  of  the  Republicans  of  the  State  of  Ilh'nois.  I  ask  you, 
Mr.  President,  and  I  ask  honorable  gentlemen  of  this  Convention,  and  I  wish 
them  to  take  it  deep  into  their  hearts  th-s  night,  whether  by  revolutionary 
means  inaugurated  after  the  fact  they  propose  to  put  these  eighteen  delegate-^ 
out  by  adopting  an  ex  post  facto  law  in  their  case.  Why,  Mr.  President,  we 
have  been  told  by  the  honorable  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
that  there  were  fifty  contests  here  in  this  National  Convention.  Why  these 
contests?  Why  is  it  that  from  one  end  of  this  country  to  the  other  you  find 
that  there  are  contests  for  seats  in  this  National  Convention?  I  will  tell  you, 
Mr.  President,  why.  It  is  because  you  are  seeking  to  invade,  to  overturn 
and  destroy,  the  ordinary  methods  of  the  Republican  party  in  these  States. 
I  say  to  you  that  these  are  revolutionary  measures.  This  Convention  can 
turn  those  eighteen  delegates  out.  You  have  the  power  to  do  it,  but  I  say  to 
you,  that  if  this  revolutionary  spirit  is  carried  forward  another  four  years, 
the  hour  has  struck  for  the  destruction  and  overthrow  of  the  Republican  oarty. 
I  will  support  yotir  candidate.  I  will  go  forward  and  ask  the  people  of  Illi- 
nois; to  support  him  ;  but  I  warn  you.  Mr.  President,  and  I  warn  yon.  gentle- 
men of  the  Convention,  that  the  Republican  party  can  not  stand  such  a  strain 
another  four  years. 

We  ask  tho^e  Irlpgates  in  the  National  Convention  assembler!  t  •»  do  us 
justice.  We  ask  them  to  administer  the  law,  and  I  have  stated  the  law.  We 
are  willing  to  learn  from  New  England.  We  are  willing  to  learn  from  ad- 
jacent States.  We  are  willing  t*^  be  taught  our  A,  B,  C's  in  politics  T  h?.vc 
been  in  politics  now  these  thirty  years,  and  I  find  that  I  do  not  know  any- 
thing about  it  I  find  that  the  whole  thing  is  to  be  learned  over  again.  I  find 
that  if  a  State  convention  meets,  and  nobody  objects,  why  then  they  can  send 
delegates  to  a  National  Convention.  But  if  somebody  gets  into  one  comer 
of  a  hotel,  and  gathers  two  or  three  around  him,  and  files  a  protest,  and 
«  comes  up  with  credentials,  and  says.  "Here  was  a  district  convention,  and  you 
must  not  stifle  the  voice  of  a  district  convention,"  then  your  State  conven- 
tion is  of  no  validity. 

[A  voice  from  die  gallery.  Is  that  your  experience  at  the  Palmer 

House?] 

Mr.  Raum.  The  gentleman  in  the  gallery  has  alluded  to  the  Palmer 
House.  That  is  not  pertinent  to  this  inquiry.  But,  Mr.  President,  it  seems 
to  excite  some  curiosity,  and  it  would  seem  from  what  has  just  passed,  that 
I  would  be  afraid  to  speak  of  the  Palmer  House.  I  have  no  fears  of  alluding 
to  what  occurred  here  in  Cook  county  some  few  weeks  ago.  I  do  not  live 
in  Cook  county.  I  live  350  miles  south  of  Gxrfe  county.  I  have  nothing  to 
do  with  broils  in  politics  here:  hut  there  is  one  important  feature  of  this 
Cook  county  afTair  that  docs  not  seem  to  be  understood  by  the  gentlemen 
who  have  come  up  to  this  convention  from  a  distance.  When  the  primary 
elections  were  held  here  in  the  county  nf  Cook,  and  in  the  great  city  of  Chi- 
cago, it  was  found  that  that  candidate  that  lives  in  the  northeastern  corner  of 
this  nation  was  uiiable  to  carry  Cook  county  against  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  and  it 
was  found  necessary  to  drag  another  name  into  that  race  against  his  consent, 
and  to  drag  him  into  that  race  in  a  manner  that  is  calculated  to  cause  those 
who  are  not  his  friends  to  say  that  it  was  an  ungracious  act.  and  an  act  of 
ingratitude;  and  they  did  this  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  all  elements  agnin«t 
Ulysses  S.  Grant.  Why,  Mr.  President,  when  this  popular  uprising  we  have 
heard  so  much  talk  about  occurred,  one  fourth  of  the  votes  were  cast — just 
one- fourth  of  the  votes->and  Ulysses  S.  Grant  beat  James  G.  Blaine  about 
two  thousand.  ' 

A  DEixcATE.  Three  thousand. 
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Mr.  Raum.  Three  thousand;  and  he  beat  £.  6.  Washburne  by  a  large 
majority.  Why,  if  the  ninety-two  delegates  had  been  voted  for  at  large,  in 
the  county  of  Cook,  every  nc  of  ihcm  would  have  been  elected  as  Grant 
delegates — every  one  of  them.  Ihejr  would  have  been  elected  accordiog  to 
the  poll  that  was  made  st  that  election.  And  when  the  returns  came  in,  U 
was  found  that  Ulysses  S.  Grant  had  a  latge  majority  in  three  of  the  Sen- 
atorial districts. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  when  these  contesting  delegates  went  down  to  the 
city  of  Springfield,  they  were  met  by  six  hundred  dispassionate  men,  who  had 
nothing  to  do  with  this  contest.  They  sat  upon  that  contest  two  days,  and 
laving  aside  the  form  of  that  county  convention,  but  looking  to  the  substance 
of  primary  election,  they  gave  to  these  parties  the  nimnber  of  delegates  that 
they  were  entitled  to  according  to  the  votes  that  were  cast  at  that  primary 
election.  Why,  my  distinguished  friend  here  [Mr.  Conger]  stickles,  severely 
stickles,  to  have  delegates  close  up  to  the  people.  Here  were  delegates  that 
were  close  to  the  people;  here  were  delegates,  which,  hy  the  voice  of  three 
Senatorial  districts  in  the  county  of  Cook,  were  chosen  by  the  great  majority 
of  the  people  of  these  districts. 

Much  has  been  said  of  the  action  of  that  State  convention,  Mr.  President. 
I  was  not  a  delegate  to  that  convention.  I  visited  Springfield  on  business, 
and  to  look  at  the  proceedings  of  that  convention.  I  have  attended  nearly 
all  the  conventions  in  this  State  since  the  wnr  After  two  days  iri  that  great 
mass  of  excited  men»  it  was  believed  that  i  would  be  able  better  to  control 
these  elements  than  any  other  gentleman  there.   I  undertook  that  duty  and  I 

rrformed  it  as  well  as  T  could,  with  my  inexperience  as  a  presiding  officer, 
did  justice  as  I  saw  it.  I  tried  to  do  justice  to  every  man  in  that  conven- 
tion. But,  sir.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a  very  exciting  con- 
vention. It  lasted  three  days  and  two  nights.  We  bad  one  continuous  ses- 
sion from  seven  in  the  afternoon  until  nearly  two  o'clock  at  nipht  which  was 
filled  with  debate,  and  excited  debate  at  that.  Laying  aside  that  convention, 
Mr.  President,  I  come  again  to  state  to  these  delegates  of  the  National  Con* 
vcntion  thnt  we  want  vou  to  do  m  justice,  and  itt  doing  US  jttstice  you  will 
leave  those  eighteen  men  in  their  seats. 

The  PitsiMtMT.  The  Chair  informs  the  Convention  that  Mr.  Elltott 
Anthony,  a  contestant  from  the  Third  Congressional  district,  desires  to  oc- 
cupy a  portion  of  the  time  assigned  to  that  side  of  the  question.  Gentlemen 
of  the  committee  on  both  sides  agree  to  that  Is  there  objection?  The  Chair 

bears  none. 

Mr.  CoNKLiNG.    What  portion  of  the  time  will  he  occupy? 
The  President.   Not  more  than  ten  minutes,  Mr.  Anthony  says.  Is 
there  objcctien  ?  The  Chair  hears  none. 

Mr.  Anthony.  Mr.  President:   I  do  not,  in  the  short  space  of  time  that 

I  shall  occupy  here,  intend  to  travel  over  the  ground  covered  hy  the  gentle- 
man who  just  preceded  me.  but  shall  confine  myself  to  the  question  before  the 
Convention.  That  question,  as  I  understand  it,  is,  What  has  been  the  practice 
of  the  Republican  party  in  the  State  of  Illinois  in  selecting  their  delegates  to 
the  National  Convention?  This  is  a  question,  Mr.  President,  that  is  to  be 
determined,  and  ought  to  be  determined  without  any  reference  to  the  bearing 
it  may  have  upon  the  distingui  !  sf)l(lier  that  was  referred  to  by  one  of  the 
sitting  delegates  from  Illinois,  and  without  any  reference  to  the  bearing  it 
may  have  upon  that  distinguished  statesman  that  has  been  referred  to  by  other 
gentlemen  here :  but  it  nni>t  he  decided  on  the  facts  of  this  case,  and  as  I  say 
again,  in  accord  with  the  practice.  ^ 

Now  what  has  been  the  j>ractice  in  this  State?  The  gentleman  that  pre- 
ceded me,  as  I  understood  him,  laid  down  the  doctrine  that  it  was  the  State 
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conventions;  that  elected  the  delegates  to  the  National  Convention.  I  wish 
here  in  xny  place  to  deny  it  as  a  question  of  fact;  and  I  meet  it  fairly  and 
sqtiarety  by  saying  that  never  in  the  history  of  the  State  of  Illinois  were  the 
,  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  tnor  selected  by  anvhody,  except  by 
conventions  of  the  Congressional  districts.  I  repeat  it  again  in  the  most 
emphatic  manner,  and  if  the  gentleman  meant  what  he  said,  he  stands  before 
the  public  and  the  people  of  Illinois  ns  n  pcrvcrter  of  history.  This  is  no  time 
to  mince  words  over  a  question  of  this  character.  And  I  am  emphatic  upoa 
this,  particularly  so  because  I  tmderstood  from  the  distinguished  gentleman, 
from  ^fassachusetts  [Mr.  Boutwell],  wlio  has  introduced  a  resolution  here, 
that  he  was  in  favor  of  having  delegates  selected  and  recognized  in  the  way 
and  manner  that  the  precedents  of  the  party  had  been  for  years  in  the  past. 

Now,  the  first  Republican  convention  that  was  called  in  the  State  of 
Illinois  was  in  1856.  1  he  resolution  that  was  introduced  upon  that  subject 
was  by  a  distinguished  gentleman  that  occupies  a  seat  m  the  lurst  C6ngres> 
sional  district  here  to-day.  The  Hon.  John  Wentworth  introduced  this  reso- 
lution : 

>  "Resolved,  That  the  delegates  in  attendance  from  the  several  Congres- 
sional districts  be  reciuested  to  suggest  the  name  of  one  per.son  from  each 
Congressional  district  for  Presidential  Elector,  and  three  persons  for  dele- 
gates to  the  National  Convention.  And  that  a  committee  of  nine,  consisting 
of  one  from  each  Congressional  district,  be  appointed  by  the  chair,  to  reomi- 
mend  two  such  Electors,  and  six  delegates  for  the  State-at-large." 

At  that  time,  you  will  recollect,  we  selected  six  delegates  for  the  State- 
at-large,  Take  the  next  record  and  follow  it  down  to  the  present  time.  I 
wish  to  state  to  the  gentlemen  here,  that  for  the  fir«t  time  in  the  history  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  was  there  a  conuiiiiicc  appointed  upon  motion  of  any 
gentleman  upon  the  floor.  And  it  was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
party  that  the  distinguished  pentleman  that  «pokc  here  a  moment  aero  tcx>k 
out  of  his  pocket,  himself,  a  list  of  the  committees  without  their  being  sug- 
gested by  the  various  Congressional  districts  in  the  State. 

What  are  the  fart*;  in  this  case  as  shown  by  "Statistics  here?  The  facts 
are  that  delegates  were  elected  to  the  State  convention.  They  went  there, 
and,  in  accordance  with  the  custom  of  the  party,  they  held  there  the  Congres- 
sional district  election.  They  selected  their  men  ns  we  had  done  since  1856. 
The  first  thing  we  knew,  as  I  stated,  after  this  had  l)cen  done,  and  each  of  the 
Congressional  districts  in  the  State  had  selected  their  delegates  to  the  Nationsil 
Convention,  it  was  found  that  in  various  ones  of  these  Congressional  di'^tricts 
they  would  represent  diflfcrcnt  person.s,  in  their  preferences,  from  what  the 
majority  of  that  convention  at  that  time  wanted,  and  they  proceetled  to  set 
aside  the  men  that  had  been  selected  to  lliis  Convention.  Take  in  i860:  that 
was  the  ne.xt  State  convention  of  the  Republican  party  at  which  delegates 
to  the  National  Convention  were  appointed.  It  was  held  in  Decatur,  May 
0  and  10,  i860.  The  following  is  an  extfact  from  the  proceedings  of  that 
body : 

"Mr.  John  M.  Palmer  moved  that  a  committee  of  one  member  from  ea^ 

Congrc<-"onal  district  be  appointed  by  the  chair,  tn  nominate  four  delegates 
from  the  State-at-large  to  the  Chicago  Convention,  with  alternates,  and  two 
candidates  for  Electors  from  the  State-at-large.  Mr.  Murphy  moved  to 
amend  Mr.  Palmer's  proposition  by  providing  tliat  the  members  of  the  N,i- 
tional  Committee  be  selected,  not  by  the  chair,  but  by  'tlic  several  representa- 
tives present  from  the  Congressional  districts.*" 

At  a  subsequent  stage  of  the  proceedings  appears  this: 

"The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Delegates  and  Alternates-at-large  was 
presented  and  received.  The  committee  recommended  the  selection  of  the 
following  gentlemen :"  Then  follows  the  names  of  the  gentlemen.  *'0n  mo- 
tion it  was  ordered  that  the  various  Congressional  districts,  through  the  proper 
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persons,  hand  in  a  list  of  district  delegates  selected  by  them,  and  also  the 
district  alternates." 

What  did  the  i^i  ntlcinan  moan  when  he  stood  up  before  you  here  to-night 
and  said  that  the  State  convention  had  selected  the  delegates  to  the  National 
Convention?  I  have  the  reo)rd  here.  Take  tlue  Convention  of  1864.  The 
Repnhhcan  State  convention  of  that  year  met  at  Springfield  May  25th,  and 
the  record  on  this  point  is  as  follows: 

**Mr.  Scatnmdn,  of  Cook*  moved  that  'a  committee  to  consist  of  one  dele- 
gtitc  from  cnch  Congressional  district,  to  be  sclectof!  liy  the  dcleRates  fr  tn 
among  themselves,  be  appointed  to  nominate  six  delcgates-at- large  for  the 
Baltimore  Convention,  and  their  alternates,  and  to  select  two  delegates  from 
each  GniKre-^iuna!  di'-trict  tii  the  Baltimore  Convention,  and  their  alternates, 
and  one  candidate  for  Elector  for  President  and  Vice-President  in  each  Con- 
irressional  district'  Mr.  Cook,  of  LaSalte,  moved  to  amend  the  last  branch 
of  the  resolution  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  'That  the  delegates  fr  'tn  each 
Congressional  district  select  two  delegates  to  the  Baltimore  Convention,  and 
two  alternates/  The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Scammon." 

That  was  tfie  action  in  1864.  Take  1868.  In  that  convention  it  was  as 
follows : 

"The  Republican  State  convention  met  at  Peoria,  May  6.  As  part  of  the 
proceedings  of  that,  Mr.  Franklin  Corwin  of  La  Salle,  was  elected  president, 
and  then  announced  that  four  committees  had  been  decided  upon,  one  of  ' 
which  was  a  committee  to  choose  Electors  and  delegates  to  the  National  Con- 
.vention.  The  various  Congressional  districts  were  called  upon  to  name  one 
member  for  each  of  thc^e  committees,  and  it  wn?  nnnonnced  as  follows  •  Com- 
mittee to  name  delegates  to  the  National  Convention,  /  district,  A.  C. 
Hesing;  Second,  George  S.  Bangs,"  and  so  forth. 

After  the  completion  of  the  nomination  of  the  ticket  for  the  State  officers 
tile  record  continues;  "The  committee  on  election  was  called  upon  to  report, 
which  they  did  as  follows:"  Then  follows  a  list  of  the  delegate  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention,  which  were  selected  at  that  time  hy  the  Congressional  dis^ 
trici  conventions. 

Take  1^2.  At  that  convention  Mr.  James  P.  Root,  of  Cook  county, 
acted  temporary  chairman  and  the  Hon.  Stephen  T.  Logan  was  president. 
"On  motion  of  Mr.  Metcalf,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Congressional  districts 
be  called  in  their  nwnerical  order,  and  that  each  district  be  requested  to  pre- 
sent the  name  of  one  delegate  to  represent  said  district  upon  the  Congressional 
committee." 

After  the  nomination  had  been  completed,  the  next  business  was  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  delegates  to  Philadelphia  from  both  tlie  districts  and 
the  State-at-large.  In  that  convention  tliere  is  no  record  at  any  time  that  the 
Congressional  districts  made  a  report  back  whom  they  had  selected. 

Now,  take  1876.    (I  will  be  throuRh  in  a  moment;  this  is  the  last  one  I 
shall  refer  to.)    Gen.  Rinaker.  of  Macoupin,  offered  the  following: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Congres<h*onat  districts  be  called  in  their  order,  and 
when  called  each  district  name  its  dc!c;rite  to  .servo  on  the  committee." 

At  that  time  a  Congressional  district  convention  was  called,  and  at  that 
time  they  selected  their  delegates  to  the  National  Convention,  and  the  State 
convention,  as  a  convention,  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  it.  T  have  the 
record  here,  and  I  say  to  this  Convention,  whatever  the  statement  of  the  gen- 
flcman  was,  when  he  stands  before  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois- 
Mr.  Raum.  Will  the  gentleman  permit  a  question? 
Mr.  Anthony.  When  he  says  that  delegates  to  the  National  Convention 
have  been  heretofore  selected  by  the  State  convention.  T  confront  him  and 
say  here,  upon  my  knowledge,  which  is  equal  to  that  of  the  gentleman,  that 
he  perverts  history  itself;  it  is  not  true. 
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Mr.  Raum.   May  I  ask  the  gentleman  a  question? 
The  PxBSiDENT.  Docs  the  sentleman  yield? 

Mr.  Aktsomy.  The  distinguished  gentletnsn  has  ocenpted  a  large  portion 
of  the  time  of  this  Convention  this  afternoon.  I  want  to  get  through  with 
my  sny,  and  then  he  can  talk  on.   I  represent  here  the  Third  Congressional 

district  and  1  want  to  tell  you  about  that. 

At.  Murphy,  of  New  York.  1  would  like  to  ask  ihc  gentleman  ii  he  did 
not  state  in  the  corridor  of  the  hotd  two  days  ago  this  week  that,  under  no 
dreumstances  would  he  vote  for  Gen.  Grant  if  he  was  nommated? 

Mr.  Anthony.  I,  sir'  I  ncAcr  said  so  in  my  life;  and  T  never  thought 
of  saying  such  a  thin^  in  my  life.  No,  sir;  I  will  support  Gen.  Grant,  or 
any  other  man  that  thts  Convention  nominates.   I  want  to  say  that  I  repre* 

sent  here  the  Third  Congressional  district  in  this  county.  It  has  a  popula- 
tion of  over  I20,ooa  Nearly  50,000  of  that  population  are  Germans.  In  that 
district,  at  the  Cbolc  county  elections,  there  were  only  two  men  that  were 

elected  as  Grant  men  in  the  entire  district.  Myself  and  the  other  delegate, 
Mr.  Hesing,  were  by  the  Congressional  convention  elected  unanimously  as 
delegates  to  this  Convention.  Whom  did  they  take  to  place  over  us?  They 
took  and  placed  over  us  for  one  the  Hon.  John  L.  Bevcridge,  who  was  beaten 
out  of  sight  in  his  own  town.^  They  could  not  find  Germans  enough  in  that 
district  to  make  a  representative  of.  and  they  took  a  most  reputable  man, — 
a  good  man, — but  a  Bohemian,  who  does  not  represent  the  German  popula- 
tion at  all.  The  gentleman  pictures  to  you  what  disasters  will  follow.  I  want 
to  tell  you,  that  these  ten  Congressional  districts  of  the  State  of  Illinois  con- 
stitute the  Republican  party  itself.  In  1876  they  gave  a  Republican  majority 
of  nearly  28.000.  The  counties  down  south  that  voted  solid  against  115,  gave 
at  that  time  more  than  8,000  Democratic  majority.  These  gentlemen  talk 
about  revolutionary  measures.  The  men  to  introduce  and  inaugurate  revolu- 
tion were  the  men  who  operated  and  co-operated  with  the  gentleman  We 
are  here  pleading  for  justice,  and  we  a^k  no  more  than  to  follow  the  prcce- 

dcms  of  the  pai^. 

Mr.  SmnACH,  of  Alabama.  Mr.  President:   I  rise  to  a  question  of 

privilege. 

Ine  President.    The  gentleman  will  state  it. 

Mr.  Stkouacm.  I  desire  as  an  adopted,  so-called  "German"  citizen  of 
this  country,  that  this  question— this  bugaboo— should  be  taken  away  from 
the  Convention  and  not  always  be  brought  before  you,  because  I  desire  to 
state  here  to-night  that  I  am  satisfied  it  is  not  true.    Every  one  of  us  is  an 

American  citizen,  and  not  a  "German"  citizen  any  more.  It  is  misleading  the 
public  mind,  and  it  is  not  true,  and  I  request  you  not  to  believe  in  iU  X  said 
the  same  thing  in  1872.   I  am  tired  of  hearing  this. 

Mr.  Storrs,  of  Illinois.  Afr.  President:   A  proposition  is  made  for  the 

first  time  in  the  political  history  of  a  National  Convention  to  abolish  State 
conventions  in  Illinois.  It  will  not  work.  We  have  gone  along  since  1856 
under  our  system  of  State  conventions,  and  have  rolled  up  magnificent  Repub- 
lican majorities.  I  hoj)e  that  Maine.  I  hope  that  Ohio,  looking  back  to  their 
troublesome  history  as  Republican  States,  will  not  undertake  to  force  upon  us 
their  methods.  It  is  very  clear  that  they  had  better  adopt  ours.  The  gentle- 
man who  lost  addressed  the  Convention  has  arrogated  to  the  Congressional 
districts,  for  whom  he  speaks,  the  supreme  credit  of  being  the  Republican 
party  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  First,  Second  and  Third  Congressional 
districts,  two  years  ago,  gave  Democratic  majorities  of  ly^ooa  So  much  for 
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history.  The  gentleman  mnst  hrwc  been  out  of  the  party,  and  have  forgotten 
the  event.  1  stand  here  to-nigbt,  with  the  only  evidences  of  title  as  a  dele- 
gate to  this  Convention  that  a  delegate  from  the  State  of  Illinois  ever  pre- 
sented. It  IS  a  question  of  title.  No  delegate  from  Illinois  ever  appeared  in 
a  National  Convention  that  did  not  bear  with  him  the  credentials  of  the  State 
which  he  represented  in  that  body;  never.  And  the  Illinoisan  who  got  into 
the  Convention  on  any  other  terms  crawled  in  un.ier  the  canvas,  or  was  ap- 
pointed doorkeeper.  He  never  got  in  in  the  regular  way.  It  is  a  question 
of  title.  I  hold  to-niglit  the  credentials  from  the  State  convention,  and  my 
t'itlc  is  no  better  bccaiise  the  evidences  arc  tht  ^ mie  as  of  the  eighteen  dele- 
gats  whom  you  propose  to  exclude.  You  admit  me,  and  you  exclude  them, 
on  precisely  the  same  evidences  of  title.  Reconcile  the  inconsistency  if  yon 
know  how.  Since  1856  this  State  has  held  Republican  State  conventions, 
and  there  has  never  been  an  instance  in  its  history — not  one — in  which  a 
delegate  was  appointed  to  a  National  Convention  where  the  authority  to  make 
the  appointment  did  not  proceed  from  the  convention  at  large.-  I  do  not  care 
how  vigorot!«!,  declamatory,  noisy  or  vehement  the  assertion  to  the  contrary 
may  bo.  1  hat  is  ihe  history  of  the  State.  When  committees  were  formed 
for  the  selection  of  delegates,  they  were  formed  because  the  convention  author- 
ized thcni  to  be  formed.  Is  the  creatirrc,  I  ask  this  body,  superior  to  the 
creator.'  If  it  was  a  committee,  selected  by  the  Congressional  districts,  it 
was  because  in  every  instance  the  convention  authorized  the  organization  of 
the  committee,  and  directed  the  body  from  which  it  should  be  constituted. 
And  on  all  occasions  the  committee,  clothed  with  this  power,  derived  its 
authority  not  to  select,  not  to  appoint,  but  merely  to  name  delegates  to  the 
Xational  Convention;  and  their  action  was  reported  back  tf)  that  body  for  its 
approval  or  its  disapprobation.  That  has  been  the  history  of  the  State.  Now 
it  18  proposed  to  change  it.  It  has  been  nrged.  however,  that  a  great,  blessed 
privilege — that  of  district  representation — has  been  iti\  d.  All  these  dele- 
gates are  from  the  Congressional  districts,  for  which  they  were  named,  and 
there  is  btit  one  exception  to  that  statement  of  fact.  Among  the  contesting 
delegates  there  is  one  delegate  selected  from  the  Sixth  district,  who  is  »ot  a 
resident  ol  that  district,  and  has  not  been  for  years  past.  I  go  further  with 
this  history.  I  shall  not  detain  you  to-night  by  reading;  but  let  me  call  your 
attention  to  the  call  for  that  convention.  It  is  a  convention  of  what?  Of 
the  Reptiblicans  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  To  meet  how?  To  meet  in  State 
convention.  For  what  purpose?  As  a  State  convention  as  an  entire,  com- 
plete^ indivisible  political  body  to  ncm^inate  candidates  for  State  officers,  and 
to  name  forty-two  delegates  to  tliis  liody.  That  is  the  call.  Rccoj^ni^ing 
the  call,  the  thousands  of  Republicans  of  this  State  sent  693  delegates,  not 
to  a  congregation  of  Congressional  conventions,  but  to  a  great  solid  body 
called  a  State  c^'Tivcntion.  in  which  either  the  majority  or  minority  must  rule; 
and  in  this  instance  the  majority  decided  to  rule.  Never  has  there  been  an 
instance  in  the  entire  history  of  this  State  when  such  a  thinff  as  a  Congres- 
sional district  convention  was  held  within,  outside,  on  the  verge  of,  near 
by,  or  adjacent  to  a  State  convention.  Never.  In  this  long  history  to  which 
I  have  referred,  sometimes  the  convention  has  appointed  a  committee  made  . 
up  of  one  person  from  eac'i  Congressional  district,  tu  df)  what?*  Sometimes 
the  chair  has  named  the  committee,  sometimes  the  convention  has  named 
*the  committee,  to  select  delegates  to  the  National  Convention.  When  that 
has  been  done  the  work  has  been  referred  back  to  that  body,  and  they  ap- 
proved. The  State  convention  has  set  its  seal  of  approval  upon  the  work, 
and  by  its  credentials  sent  each  delegate  here,  and  he  has  represented  not 
merely  a  school  district,  not  merely  a  sewing  society,  not  merely  a  fractional 
part  of  a  Congressional  district,  but  he  lias  represented,  in  part,  the  majesty 
of  the  great  Slate  of  Illinois. 
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Now,  what  is  the  offense  which  the  State  of  Illinois  on  this  occasion 
has  committed?  It  desired,  speaking;  authoritatively  through  its  State  con- 
vention,  to  give  expression  to  its  will.  Whatever  its  will,  we  knew  of 
but  one  method  by  which  th.it  will  could  be  ascertained.  It  was  by  an  appeal 
to  the  convention  itself.  When  the  convention,  representing  the  Republicans 
of  the  State,  declared  by  its  majority  its  preference  for  a  particular  candidate, 
thaj  was  the  will  of  the  State,  and  if  it  had  the  jiower  thus  to  express  its  will, 
it  had.  I  undertake  to  say,  power  to  make  this  expression  eflfectual.  If  it 
had  the  right  to  instruct,  and  no  one  denies  that  it  does  possess  that  power, 
with  the  right  to  instruct,  ii  had  the  right  to  make  its  instructions  so  vigor- 
ous that  they  would  be  obeyed.  If  it  could  express  its  will  it  had  a  ris^ht 
to  enforce  the  execution  of  that  will.  It  had  a  ric:ht  to  defend  itself  acrninst 
treachery,  trickery,  fraud,  corruption,  violated  faith,  brukcn  pledges  and  dis- 
regarded instructions.  It  did  protect  itself,  and  that  convention,  as  all  prior 
conventions  have  done,  selected  men  who  needed  not  to  be  instructed.  It 
selected  men  who  knew  no  law  but  the  will  of  the  majority  which  they  rep- 
resented ;  who  knew  no  "boss,"  and  no  all^iriance  to  anything,  and  recognized 
no  despotism  except  the  ?tern.  inexorable  and  irreverNiltie  desp'^^i'^rt"'  duty. 

It  has  been  suggested,  however,  that  an  argiinuiit  can  be  drawn  from  the 
call  of  this  Convention.  Looking  back  to  the  various  calls  of  National  Coii- 
vention^;.  fr^^m  1864  down  to  this  day,  you  will  find  that  down  to  the  call  for 
this  Convention  no  allusion  whatever  has  been  made  to  Congressional  dis- 
tricts. There  has  merely  been  an  expression  indicating  the  number  of  dele- 
gates which  each  State  was  to  sekct,  hu\  in  this  case  the  call  w?.>  prepared 
by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  at  the  suggestion  of  its  Chairman, 
and  never  referred  to  the  Committee  as  a  body  for  its  action.  Is  the  will 
or  accident  of  some  scrivener  to  be  sabstituted  for  and  made  the  law  of  a 
great  National  Convention? 

Now,  if  it  is  within  your  province  to  determine  for  us  how  we  shall  select 
our  delegates  to  a  State  convention,  will  you  please  l)e  G;ood  t-notiph,  and  fair 
enough,  and  just  enough,  to  tell  us  what  that  law  shall  be  in  the  future? 
Obement  citizens,  bending  before  and  recognizing  the  will  of  the  Republicans 
of  the  Xaticn  a^  ihey  have  exi)rcs>ed  it,  we  will  undertake  to  obey;  but  make 
no  law  for  us  to-day  which  shall  be  operative  yesterday.  Impose  upon  tis  no 
change  in  the  policy  of  our  party  which  shall  he  retroactive  in  its  effect  It 
is  possible  that  the  metliod^  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  and  Ohio,  and 
Other  States  are  better^  than  ours.  Reason  with  us ;  change  our  methods  if 
yoo  can ;  but  do  not  wipe  out  the  past,  and  do  not  by  your  action  undertake 
to  disesi.i]>h'*h  tlie  methods  which  we  have  already  pursued. 

It  may  be  that  the  garments  of  the  older  States  are  belter  than  our  gar- 
ments. It  may  be  that  they  are  more  genteelly  made.  Eksubtless  they  are. 
They  do  not  fit  us  so  well.  This  is  a  great,  strong,  powerful,  rapidly  grow- 
ing community.  It  is  a  Rrcat,  independent  Republican  State.  So  long  as  we 
transgress  none  of  the  rules  of  our  political  organization ;  so  long  as  we  are 
fidthful  to  its  creed ;  so  long  as,  by  a  majoritjr  running  up  to  50.000,  we  carry 
your  banner  in  victory,  to  the  front,  always  in  front,  respect  our  precedents 
and  consider  kindly  our  peculiarities.  The  Republicans  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois are  not  the  nun  tn  indulge  in  threats.  We  do  not  tmdeitake  to  terror- 
ize others;  and  we  decline  to  be  terrorized  ourselves.  We  support  tlie  ticket: 
we  are  for  the  candidate  first,  last,  and  all  the  time,— whomsoever  he  majr 
be.  We  never  saw  a  foe  yet  in  the  political  field  in  whose  presence  our  standi 
ard  was  ever  voluntarily  lowered,  even  an  inch.  It  ha<  prone  down  some- 
times in  defeat.  It  has  never  been  drawn  down.  It  has  never  known  a  sur- 
render. 

I  appeal  to  considerations  away  beyond  the  mere  personal  preferences 
which  we  feel  to-night.  I  appeal  to  those  considerations  infinitely  grander, 
vastly  nobler,  than  those  personal  preferences  that  inspire  the  galleries,  and. 
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I  am  afraid  thr  hody  rf  this  Convrnti'ip  T  appeal  to  the  great  cause  which 
absorbs  wiihm  iiicli  and  js  graii<l«rr  tiian  all  the  greatness  of  our  individual 
leaders.  I  appeal  for  that  harmony  in  the  future  which  we  must  have.  I 
appeal  to  that  just  judgment  of  the  party  which  I  do  not  believe  will  ever 
luiowingly,  or  willingly,  or  deliberately  inflict  a  wrong.  I  conjure  you  to 
Stay  yoar  hand  over  what  the  Republican  party  in  this  State  will  regard  as 
an  otitrage  on  its  dignity,  and  on  the  freedom  of  its  action. 

1  wish  to  indulge  in  no  line  of  commentary  that  can  intensity  the  bitter- 
ness which  already  exists.  I  wish  to  denounce  no  one  Bat  I  have  seen  upon 
this  platform,  advocating  a  caii^c  which  has  been  espoused  here  to-night,  and 
announced  in  the  report  of  this  majority  of  the  Committee,  what  looked  to 
me  like  disembodied  spirits  of  the  party  of  Liberal  movement  of  1873. 

T  am  in  favor  of  no  such  resurrection.  When  the  bolter  dies,  I  hope  that 
be  may  die,  sir,  the  death  that  knows  no  waking.  It  does  seem  as  if  all  the 
tombs  of  all  the  chronic  bolters  of  the  State  had  been  rifled,  and  their  forms, 
re-fleshed,  set  up  here  to  speak  a  law  to  the  Republicans  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois.   I  object  to  being  instructed  from  that  quarter. 

And  now,  looking  to  this  future  into  which  we  are  so  rapidly  walking,— 
tookinR  to  this  great  contest  upon  which  we  are  so  soon  entering,  do  not,  I 
beg  of  you,  by  one  single  word  that  you  may  ut'cr,  or  one  vote  that  you 
may  cast,  impair  the  energy  of  that  great  rank  and  lile  which  constitute  the 
50^000  Republican  majority  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

I  beg  yon  to  deal  justly  with  us  all,  and  whatever  individtial  preference 
this  (?reat  Convention  may  express  will  be  rcspojided  to,  not  half-heartedly, 
not  despairingly,  not  doubtingly,  but  with  whole  soul  and  in  dead  earnest. 
Nominate  Janus  G.  Blaine,  if  you  will,  and  when  the  gentlemen  who  arc 
cheering  in  the  galleries  to-night  are  rcjMJsing  under  the  soft  summer  .-.ky, 
tired  of  politics  and  disgusted  with  its  fatigues,  you  will  find  the  followers 
of  the  grand,  old.  silent  soldier,  awake  by  their  camp  fires,  and  carry  ntj  the 
banner  of  the  sluggard  forward  to  triumphant  victory.  [Loud  and  long-con- 
tuioed  applause.] 

The  President.  The  question  is  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  The 
gentleman  has  only  four  mintnes  of  his  luiur  remaining. 

Mr.  Storrs.   Please  give  ine  these  four  minutes.    I  think  T  need  but  three. 
Mr.  Raum.  This  Convention  can  be  brought  to  profound  order  by  every- 
body uniting  in  three  cheers  for  the  nominee  of  this  Convention^ 
The  cheers  were  enthnsiastically  given. 

Mr.  Storrs.  Gentleman:  Give  the  grand  old  State  that  never  knew  a 
draft,  and  never  filled  up  a  regiment  with  paper  soldiers. — crive  the  grand  old 
State,  the  home  of  Lincoln,  and  Douglas,  and  Grant,  a  fair  chance.  Put  no 
indignity  on  the  honor  of  her  sons.  Then,  if  you  can  nominate  the  worthy 
son  of  Ohio,  John  Sherman,  do  it  fr»lrly,  and  when  the  hysterirn'  e«  ntlemen 
who  arc  afraid  that  he  is  not  popular  enough  lu  carry  Illinois,  art  nuiuiring 
their  way  to  the  polls,  the  grand  old  guard,  whose  ri  presentative  I  am,  will 
have  planted  the  banner  of  victory  on  the  citadels  of  the  enemy,  B,v  all  means 
let  us  be  free  and  absolutely  unlrannntlkd ;  put  no  just  cause  for  complaint 
on  vs;  have  no  hesitancy  in  a  candidate  who  exhibits  scars,  provided  they 
are  honorable  <;car;.  won  in  honorable  warfare. 

Select  no  man  without  a  record ;  pull  no  skulker  from  under  the  ammu- 
nition wagon,  because  he  shows  not  upon  htm  the  signs  of  battle;  take  the 
old  tried  hero, — let  ns  take  him  if  we  can  get  him  ;  and  then  I  believe  with 
the  old  guard  behind  him,  who  have  never  kept  step  in  this  world  to  any 
music  but  the  music  of  the  Union,  and  with  the  friends  of  Blaine,  and  the 
friends  of  Sherman,  and  the  friends  of  all  good  men.  a  victorj-  will  be  achieved, 
the  like  of  which  has  never  been  recorded  in  the  annals  of  our  National  pol- 
itics. 
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Citizens  of  one  country,  members  of  one  party,  let  us  remember  that 
while  wc  accept  no  indignities  from  our  enemies,  we  hope  and  trust  and  pray 
our  friends  will  put  none  upon  us.  Here  in  the  midnight,  with  the  storm 
without,  and  these  assembled  Republicans  within,  we  are  6rst  to  be  just,  first 
to  be  fair,  and  victOfy  is  otirs  as  sure  as  the  morning  comes.  Gentlemen*  I 
thank  you. 

The  President.  Is  the  Convention  ready  for  the  question?  The  time 
allotted  to  the  minority  has  expired. 

Mr.  fivTTBWOBTH,  of  Ohia  Has  the  time  for  discyssion  expired? 
The  PhBSiDBNT.  The  time  allotted  to  the  minorily  has  expired.  There 

are  twenty-three  minutes  remaining  of  the  time  allotted  to  the  majority. 

Mr.  Conger,  of  Michigr^Fi  Mr.  President:  The  pcntleman  who  had  pre- 
pared himself  to  speak  for  tiie  majority,  or  for  the  contestants,  fears  that  the 
resolution  passed  by  the  Convention  pcrmittnig  only  delegates  to  speak  shuts 
him  out,  because,  although  a  delegate,  he  is  only  a  proxy.  What  do  you  say? 
Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous  consent*  which  overrides  all  rules*  for  Mr. 
Ingersoll  to  speak. 

Objection  was  heard. 

Mr.  Conger.    The  objection  comes  from  New  York. 

The  Pit£SiocNT.  Objection  is  made  Does  the  gentleman  take  the  floor 
ni  his  own  fight?  * 

Mr.  CovGEB.  No,  sir;  but  I  claim  the  right  of  a  gentleman  who  is  here 
by  the  proxy  of  a  delegate,  to  speak  to  this  question,  under  the  rule: 

Mr.  CoNKLlNG.    I  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.    I  want  to  know  what 
is  going  on.    I  want  to  inform  the  Chair  that  we  are  wholly  ignorant  of 
that  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  is  saying.   We  know  nothing  about  it 
even  here. 

Mr.  CoNCER.  Perhaps  after  the  half  hour  of  argument,  we  might  listen 

to  a  little  talk. 

Mr.  Pixi-EY,  of  California.  Mr.  President:  Will  the  Convention  indulge 
me  for  one  moment?   We  have  come  three  thousand  miles  ■  - 

A  DELEGATE.    1  WO  thousand. 

Mr.  PixLEY — to  attend  a  deliberative  Convention.  (I  have  added  1.000 
to  accommodate  myself  to  the  exaggerated  kind  of  speaking  I  hear  to-night) 
Our  twelve  delegates  came  here  for  no  other  purpose  than  that  we  could 
unite  with  the  other  gentlemen  of  this  Convention,  to  secure  that  chiefest  of 
all  American  citi/'cn*.  whomever  he  may  be.  that  shall  be  designated  by  this 
Convention  as  the  standard-bearer  in  the  coming  conflict.  Do  not  let  us 
misunderstand  our  position,  and  in  the  midst  of  the  enthusiasm  of  the  mo- 
ment be  carried  away  by  the  conviction  that  we  have  not  before  us  an  earnest 
fight— a  fight  that  will  demand  all  the  gallantry  and  the  exercise  of  all  the 
ability  of  all  the  Republicans  of  all  sections. 

Mr.  Metcalf.  of  Illinois.  I  call  the  gentleman  to  order.  He  is  not  spttk" 
ing  to  the  question. 

Mr.  Pi  X LEY.  I  am  going  to  speak  on  the  question  of  the  contested  dele- 
gation from  the  State  of  Illinois.  I  say  the  spectacle  we  have  witnessed  here 
to-night  is  unworthy  of  a  great  National  Convention.  It  is  worthy  of  France 
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in  the  Reign  of  Terror  or  in  tihe  time  of  the  Commune.  The  enthusiasm — 
this  shaking  of  umbrellas  and  <  f  i.andkcrchiefs.  and  the  waving  of  plumes, 
and  the  raising  of  painted  banntr> — is  not  the  duty  which  this  Convention 
hat  before  it  Mr.  President,  mark  you,  we  are  standing  in  the  august  pres- 
ence of  forty-five  millions  of  people.  Our  transactions  to-night  wiU  be  sent 
broadcast  over  the  whole  world  fay  die  press  of  to-morrow  morning.  It  is  not 
to  our  discredit  if  we  shall  now  come  to  order,  and  resnme  thnt  order  of  our 
business  and  proceed  with  the  deliberations  for  which  we  have  been  called 
together. 

Mr.  Conger.    T  now  call  for  a  vote. 

Mr.  RuTTERwoRTH.  If  thc  Convention  desires  to  address  itself  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  merits  of  the  proposition  pending  before  the  Convention,  I 
desire  to  make  a  motion.  Much  of  this  night  has  been  wasted,  possibly.  The 
people  of  the  country  will  not  hear  the  wild  applause  in  behalf  of  one  Can- 
didate or  another,  but  will  read  with  deliberate  care  what  we  do  here ;  and 
will  prx'=-5.  as  I  trust,  consideratelv  upon  our  actions.  It  is  of  the  first  import- 
ance that  we  conchidc  the  business  with  whicn  we  arc  charged,  with  despatch. 
It  is  of  greater  importance  that  we  discharge  our  duties  wisely,  considerately 
and  justly,  and  so  that  our  acts  here  will  meet  with  the  approbation  of  the 
constituents  we  represent  I  am  delighted  to  know  that  there  is  considerable 
impartiality  in  the  applause  bestowed  upon  the  respective  candidates  by  the 
galleries.  If  that  is  not  so^  tomt,  throii^  misapprdiension,  have  applauded  at 
the  wrong  time. 

Bnt  my  motion.  In  order  that  we  may  act  coolly,  considerately  and 
wisely  in  this  matter,  it  being  now  onr  o'clock  in  the  morning,  I  move  that 
this  Convention  adjourn  until  ten  o Vlock  to-morrow  morning. 

The  President.  The  gentleman  moves  that  thc  Convention  adjourn 
until  ten  o'clock.   The  motion  is  not  debatable. 

Mr,  BvTTERWORTH.  I  mean,  of  course,  until  ten  o'clock  Saturday  morn- 
ing»  it  being  now  after  one  o'clock. 

"If  it  were  done^  when  'tis  doae»  then  'tweie  well 
It  were  done  quickly." 

The  Pkesident.  The  question  is  on  the  motion  to  adjourn.  (After  put« 
ting  the  question.]   Thc  "noes"  seem  to  have  it. 

Mr.  BurmwoRTH.  If  the  "noes"  have  it,  I  insist  on  a  call  of  the  roll. 

Other  DELEGATES.    Call  the  roll. 

'1  he  President.   A  call  of  the  roll  is  demanded. 

Mr.  Butterworth.  One  moment :  I  do  not  personally  care  about  having 
the  roll  called,  but  when  the  Convention  votes,  let  at  least  one-half  of  the 
members  know  what  they  are  voting  on. 

The  PusiSBNT.  The  gentleman  from  Ohio  moves  that  the  Convention 
do  now  adjourn  until  ten  o'clock  Saturday  momingt  and  upon  that  question 
sever:?!  dclngntcs  demand  the  calling  of  the  roll.  The  roll  will  be  called  ac- 
cordingly, if  the  motion  be  insisted  on. 
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Mr.  BuTTERWORTH.  So  far  as  1  am  personally  concerned,  I  do  not  insisi 
upon  the  callinff  of  the  roll,  if  the  entire  Convention  heard  the  motion  and 
knew  what  it  was. 

The  Prbsiisnt.  The  Chair  will  put  the  question  again 

On  the  question  being  again  taken,  the  Chair  was  in  doubt  as  to  the  result, 
and  ordered  a  call  of  the  roll. 

The  President.  The  question  will  be  stated  again.  The  question  is  on 
the  motum  to  adjourn  until  Saturday  morning  at  ten  o'clock.  The  SccreUry 
will  caU  the  roa

The  Pkbsidbnt.  The  question  recurs  on  the  adoption  of  the  report 

Mr.  Cessna,  of  Pennsylvania.  In  order  to  keep  Mth  widt  all  gentlemen 

who  desire  a  division  of  this  question,  I  now  ask  that  it  be  divided  into  two 
parts — the  first  part  to  embrace  the  first  Congressional  district  of  Illinois,  and 
the  sccoml  division  to  embrace  tiie  other  districts  in  dispute;  reserving  the 
right,  if  occasion  should  require,  to  make  a  further  subdivision  of  the  second 
division.

Mr.  Co.NGER.  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  motion  is  to  substitute  the 
minority  report  for  the  majority  report.    There  is  nothing  divisible  in  that. 

The  President.  That  motion  has  not  been  made. 

Mr.  CoNGU.  I  understood  it  had. 

Mr.  Cessna.   No,  sir;  we  expect  to  make  it  now. 

Mr.  DoRSEv.  of  Arkansas.  The  proposition  to  divide  this  question  may 
be  entirely  clear  to  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  and  to  the  Committee 
on  Credentials;  but  I  venture  the  statement  that  there  are  not  three  dele- 
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gates  on  this  floor  that  understand  the  difference  between  the  First  district 
the  Seventh  district  and  the  Ninth  district,  and  when  you  attempt  to  divide 
this  question,  you  will  have  to  go  over  again  every  district  on  the  entire  li'^t.

Mr.  Plumb,  of  Kansas.  Mr.  President:  The  State  of  Kansas  withholds 
its  vote  for  the  reason  that  the  same  question  will  come  up  in  regard  to  this 
delegation,  as  is  involved  in  the  present  case.

Allow  me  to  say  this:  It  certainly  is  very  important  to  the 
delegates  here  from  Illinois  that  wc  have  at  least  a  fair  record.  I  do  not 
want  the  vote  of  Illinois  recorded  as  a  whole  by  any  understanding  where 
we  would  not  have  a  right  in  honor  to  record  it  without  an  understanding.  I 
want  a  separate  vote,  such  as  we  would  be  entitled  to  in  any  deliberative  body, 
where  a  member  whose  seat  is  contested  will  not  vote,  but  those  whose  seats 
are  not  contested  have  a  perfect  right,  according  to  parliamentary  law,  to  vote. 
That  is  the  reason  why  I  do  it.  I  do  not  want  our  votes  recorded  so  that 
any  criticism  might  be  made  upon  them,  and  I  ask  this  Convention  at  least  to 
be  fair  enough  with  us  to  allow  that  to  be  done. 

Mr.  Hale.  The  gentleman  undoubtedly  has  the  right  to  the  division. 

Mr.  Logan.   That  is  what  I  want. 

Mr.  Hat  K  My  suggestion  was  only  in  the  interest  of  saving  time,  be- 
cause, 1'?  each  sole  is  taken,  it  a  district  is  chanp^rd,  two  votes  come  in  which 
presumably  would  vote  the  other  way;  but  my  proposition  that  wc  vq^e  for 
the  rest  of  the  report  gives  Illinois  the  benefit  of  all  the  votes  that  she  wonM 
cast  now.  Still,  if  the  gentleman  does  not  choose  to  accept  it,  we  must  sit 
here  and  vote  it  out. 

Mr,  Logan.  Very  well ;  it  hurts  you  no  more  than  it  does  us.

The  Prbsidcnt.  The  Chair  will  state  that  the  pending  business  before 

the  Convention  is  the  completion  of  the  disposition  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials.  The  resolution  of  the  gentleman  from  Massachusetts 
will  be  entertained,  if  at  all,  by  unanimous  consent.  Does  the  gentleman  rise 
to  object? 

Mr.  Hale.  I  wish  to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  to  lay  down 
here  distinctly  whether  he  makes  it  apply  to  the  National  Committee  or  the 
National  Executive  Committee.  There  is  a  distinction.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee is  a  branch  of.  or  a  committee  within,  the  National  Commfttee.   I  think

RAILROAD  TICKETS. 

Mr.  Warner,  of  Alabama.  Mr.  President  

The  President.  For  what  purpose  does  the  gentleman  rise? 
Mr.  Wawvfr  T  want  to  make  a  suggestion.  Many  of  the  delegates 
are  uneasy  about  return  tickets,  and  I  suggest  that  the  Convention  pass  a 
resolution  askmg  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  to  communicate  wuh  the  rail- 
roads, that  the  time  may  be  extended  at  least  three  days  beyond  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  President.  A  fiortion  of  the  railroads  have  already  directed  a  com- 
munication to  be  made  '.o  the  Convention,  which  has  been  read.  The  Chair, 
without  a  formal  ordet  of  the  Convention,  will  direct  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
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to  make  that  request  of  the  railroads  in  behalf  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Convention,  no  objection  being  made. 

TBS  KANSAS  CAS& 

Mr.  CoNr.Fj<.  of  Michigan.  Mr.  President:  The  case  submitted  to  the 
Convention  I  will  stale  in  a  few  words,  and  tlie  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittce.  I'hc  Comniitiee  recommentl  the  admission  as  delegates  from  the 
Second  district  of  Kansas  of  T.  C.  Sears  and  S.  A.  Day,  and  from  the  Third 
district  Thomas  J.  Anderson  and  John  W.  Steele,  and  that  the  ten  present 
sitting  members  be  allowed  to  retain  their  seats  and  to  cast  six  votes  among 
them.  The  case  is  simply  this:  At  a  State  Convention  held  in  Kansas,  by 
one  resolution  ten  delegates  were  elected  to  the  National  Convention — by  the 
same  resolution,  ihey  were  assigned  by  agreement  four  to  one  district, 
three  to  another  and  tfiree  to  another,  without  designating  which  were  dfle- 
ga(cs-at-lars:e.  >ubsequently,  on  notice  in  the  c  n  ention,  district  conven- 
tions were  held  in  two  of  these  districts,  and  the  delegates  to  those  two  dis- 
tricts elected  the  two  district  delegations  which  I  have  read  to  this  Conven* 
tion.  Now.  Mr.  President,  this  resolntion  pivcs  seats  to  the  two  delegates 
of  each  of  the  conventions  elected  by  the  district  delegates  assembled  in  con- 
vention. The  Committee  were  of  opinion  that,  tinder  the  rttle  and  principle 

they  liad  adopted,  they  sliould  be  entitled  to  scats,  hut  the  Committee  could 
not  say  whose  seats  they  should  occupy  or  who  should  be  unseated,  because 
there  was  no  distinction  made  in  the  general  resolution  of  delegates-at- 
large  and  delegates  from  the  districts,  and  therefore  the  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  district  delegates  be  admitted  in  the  two  districts  where  they 
were  chosen,  and  cast  each  one  a  vote,  but  that  the  ten  delegates  remain  in 
•  their  seats  and  between  them  cast  six  votes. 

Mr.  Bateman,  of  Ohio.  I  move  that  the  debate  be  lunited  to  thirty  min- 
utes— fifteen  minutes  on  each  side. 

Mr.  Plumb,  of  Kansas.  I  desire  to  modify  that  motion  so  that  it  may 
better  express  the  desire  of  the  delegates  from  Kansas  as  to  the  matter  of 
time.  I  would  suggest  to  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  that  he  extend  the  time 
to  forty  minutes,  aa  was  done  yesterday,  giving  us  twenty  minutes  to  each 
side.  With  that  I  think  no  injustice  will  be  done  to  any  one.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  anybody  will  talk  for  tbe  [Uirpose  of  hearing  hitnsclf  talk,  but  we 
certainly  need  more  time  than  thirty  mintjte'?.  The  principle  to  be  settled 
in  this  case  is  just  as  vital  as  the  one  that  was  acted  on  yesterday. 

The  PaEStOBMT.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  accept  the  modification? 

Mr.  Batbkan.   Certainly,  sir. 

The  PkRsiDKNT.  The  modification  is  accepted.  The  gentleman  from  Ohio 
moves  that  the  debate  on  the  Kansas  case  be  limited  to  forty  minutes^ 
twenty  minutes  of  which  may  be  occupied  by  each  side. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Plumb.  Mr.  President:  After  the  vote  of  yesterday  upon  a 
similar  question  affectirig  a  portion  of  the  delegation  from  Illinois,  it  may  be 
perhaps  argument  after  llic  fact;  bnt.  nevertheless,  there  is  dtie.  not  alone 
to  the  sitting  delegates  from  the  State  of  Kansas,  but  to  the  State  com  cnlion 
which  sent  them  here,  and  to  the  people  who  chose  the  delegates  which  con- 
stituted that  State  convention,  that  there  should  be  presented  to  the  National 
Republican  Convention  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  of  the  theories  upon  which 
the  regular  delegates  appear  and  have  so  far  partictptted  in  the  proceedings 
of  this  body.  *%

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There  are  two  theories  in  regard  to  this  case,  as  in  regard  to  the  other  ^ 
cases  that  have  been  decided.  One  is  that  the  call  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee, was  directed  to  the  State,  and  that  under  that  call  the  State,  through 
such  instrumentalities  as  had  been  invoked  theretofore,  or  as  it  might  adopt, 
should  proceed  to  the  choice  of  the  number  of  delegates  rcqtiired  by  the 
call  to  represent  it  in  this  body;  and  that  to  settle  and  determine  that  case 
we  must  consider  not  only  the  line  of  action  in  the  given  case,  but  the  pre- 
viovs  practice,  if  there  had  been  any,  in  similar  cases  within  the  Stite. 

The  other  theory  is  that  the  call  was  directed  to  the  districts  within  the 
State,  ignoring  die  Stat^  except  so  for  as  it  related  to  the  choice  of  dde*  • 
gates-at-larpe. 

The  State  convention,  which  sent  to  this  Convention  the  delegates  who 
have  been  and  are  now  sitting  upon  this  floor,  proceeded  upon  the  first 
theor>'.  They  did  so  becatTsc  that  was  in  accordance  with  the  previous  prac- 
tice of  the  State.  They  did  so  because  that  practice  and  that  idea,  was 
strengthened  by  the  analogy  which  runs  through  all  this  business  of  electing 
a  President.  They  knew  that  when  Kansas  wa.s  called  in  the  Electoral  Col- 
lege it  was  not  called  for  votes  by  districts,  but  it  was  called  to  cast  its  entire 
vote  as  a  State.  And  they  knew,  and  took  some  pride  in  knowing,  that  when 
Kansas  had  made  utterance  there  would  be  no  doubt  as  to  what  her  post' 
tion  was. 

Following  that  analogy,  the  State  committee  issued  a  call  for  a  State 

convention.  That  call  distinctly  stated  that  the  Republican  electors  uf  the 
several  counties,  upon  an  apportionment  therein  named,  should  proceed  to 
elect  delegates  to  the  State  convent^,  whose  function,  when  assembled, 
should  he  the  choice  of  ten  delegates  for  the  State  of  Kansas  in  the  National 
Republican  Convention.  The  only  thing  in  the  call  about  districts  was  that 
the  committee  proceeded  to  advise  the  State  convention,  or  recommended  to 
it  when  it  had  assembled,  that  in  choosing  delegates  it  should  choose  two 
from  each  one  of  the  territorial  subdivisions  known  in  the  State  as  Conp^res- 
sional  districts.  There  was  no  recognition  in  the  call  whatever  of  ilie  func- 
tion or  of  the  power  of  a  Congi^essional  district,  as  such,  to  choose  dele- 
gates to  the  State  convention,  or  to  this  Convention,  nor  of  any  right  to 
such  district  to  interfere  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  in  any  way 
whatever;  but  the  call  was  for  the  dioice  and  assembling  of  a  single  body 
of  men  for  one  particular  purpose  and  actinp  for  the  accomplishment  of  one 
end,  namely:  the  nominating  and  elect inj^  of  ten  men  who  should  represent 
the  united  voice  of  the  State  of  Kansas  in  this  Convention. 

In  response  to  that  call.  Mr.  President,  every  county  in  the  State  sent 
delegates  to  Topeka,  who  there  assembled  as  a  State  convention,  organized  in 
a  regular  way,  and  proceeded  under  the  call  to  the  election  of  ten  delegates 
upon  one  ticket,  recog^nizing  none  of  the  distrlcK  as  such,  and  makinp  no  dis- 
tinction between  one  delegate  and  another,  in  the  way  of  designating  one  as 
at  large  and  the  other  from  a  district;  but  in  fact,  apportioning  the  dele- 
gates, according  to  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Ciiinmittee,  ainone  the 
several  districts  in  proportion  to  their  population :  that  is  to  say,  among  those 
territorial  subdivisions  which  were  known  and  recognized  as  Congressional 
districts. 

The  same  convention,  in  pursuance  of  the  further  mandate  of  the  State 
committee,  proceeded  to  and  did  choose  five  electors,  upon  whom  will  devolve 
the  duty,  as  it  will  he  their  pleasure,  to  ca-t  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  backed  by  at  least  60,000  niajori^,  for  the  candidates  who  shall 
be  nominated  here. 

Up  to  iS7"^>  the  State  of  Kansas  never  had  had  separate  Congressional 
districts.  It  had  in  itself  constituted  only  one  district,  because  at  the  time 
of  the  first  apportionment,  by  which  three  members  of  Congress  had  been 
assigned  to  it,  the  LegisUiture  was  not  in  session  to  create  the  districts  with- 
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in  which  these  several  members  of  Congress  should  be  chosen,  and  so  all  the 
States  had  met  together  to  nominate  candidates  for  members  of  Congress^  in 

the  same  manner  thai  It  did  in  March  last,  fnr  the  purpose  of  nominating^ 
members  ol  the  National  Republican  Convention. 

In  1876  a  State  convention  was  called  for  the  tmrpose  of  choosing  dele- 
gates to  represent  the  State  in  the  National  Republican  Convention  at  Cin- 
cinnati. The  delegates  were  all  chosen  on  one  ticket,  as  at  the  Convention  of 
1880,  except  that  certain  delegates  from  the  districts  assembled  together, 
and  made  an  informal  recommendation  of  certain  persons  or  delegates  to  the 
Cincinn.Tti  Convention,  which  rccommcndatirn  was  acteil  u\^on  to  the  extent 
that  the  convention  chose  sucli  persons  as  part  of  the  delegation  to  represent 
the  State  at  Cindnnati. 

When  the  convention  of  1880  as<;cmbled,  every  delegate  took  part  in  the 
organization.  The  convention  divjded  in  the  choice  ot  a  presiding  oilicer. 
The  division  was  upon  the  line  of  preference  concerning  the  Presidential 
nomination.  The  prevailing  part}-  then  proceeded  to  select  the  ten  delegates 
who  are  now  upon  this  riuur,  and  the  other  party,  some  of  them,  participated 
in  the  election,  and  some  of  them  simply  declined  to  vote.  Prior,  however, 
to  this  nnminc:  of  tlie  ten  delegates,  a  caucus  of  a  portion  of  the  delegates 
from  the  Second  district  and  also  a  similar  caucus  from  the  Third  district  of 
the  State  got  together  and  recommended  to  the  State  convention,  each  one 
of  them,  two  candidates,  to  be  placed  upon  the  ticket  by  the  convent-nn  The 
convention  declined  to  accede  to  that  recommendation,  and  the  persons  who 
are  here  to-day  contesting  are  the  persons  who  were  thus  recommended  for 
candidates  before  the  action  of  the  convention  had  taken  place. 

iMr.  President,  if  the  opinion  prevail,  and  it  be  determined  here  that  the 
call  was  directed  to  the  districts,  and  not  to  the  State,  except  so  far  as  the 
delegates  at  larpe  are  concerned,  I  desire  now  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  specifically  to  the  fact  that  no  delegate  appeared  at  that  State 
convention  in  response  to  anything  but  the  mandate  of  the  State  commit" 
tee.  There  is  in  each  one  of  the  Congressional  district?  of  that  State  a  com- 
plete Congressional  district  organization,  in  the  shape  of  a  committee,  having 
a  "local  habitation  and  a  name,"  and  having  a  function  with  reference  to 
di'^trict  matters.  But  (liese  conniiittees  never  acted.  No  delegates  ever  came 
together  in  convention  in  any  one  of  these  districts  summoned  by  the  author- 
ities of  his  district.  No  one  ever  participated  in  the  election  of  a  delegate 
here  except  delegates  who  came  together  tmder  the  call  of  the  State  com- 
mittee^ commanded  to  appear  and  represent  the  Republicans  of  that  State 
in  a  State  convention  to  choose  ten  men  to  come  here :  and  it  seems  to  me, 
Mr.  President,  that  in  all  fairness,  and  according  to  the  rule  which  should 
govern  in  all  deliberative  bodies,  and  especially  in  bodies  which  are  removed 
from  the  people,  especially  in  bodies  which  cannot  be  supposed  to  concern 
themselves  with  the  details  of  local  organization,  the  call  of  the  committee 
should  be  regarded  as  the  organic  command,  as  the  law  of  the  assemblaire, 
and  that  any  person  who  acts  outside  of  that  should  be  nothing  else  iliun 
simply  a  member  of  the  body  politic — the  general  body  of  the  State — and  that 
therefore  those  men  who  came  in  compliance  with  this  call  and  this  demand 
came  there  as  delegates  to  a  State  convention,  and  that,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  discharging  the  fimctions  as  such  delegates,  they  had  no  power 
any  more  than  nny  others  of  the  200.000  voters  of  the  State  of  Kan«n«  who 
may  have  vulunlanly  assembled  anywhere  for  the  purpose  of  electing  delegates 
to  this  Convention.  While  I  am  on  that,  I  want  to  say  this:  That  there  is  no 
qtiestion  but  what  those  persons  who  are  here  conte^tin^  are  men  who  are  in 
every  practical  sense,  jti  every  proper  sense,  representative  men  of  their  re- 
spective localities.  1  h<  y  are  just  as  the  balance  of  us.  no  better  and  no  worse 
than  the  100,000  Republicsn  voters  of  the  State  of  Kansas;  and,  if  they  arc 
entitled  to  seats  here,  then  i  submit  that  any  mass  meeting  o£  the  Republican 
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electors  of  any  fraction  of  the  State  of  Kansas  would  equally  be  entitled  to 

recognition  in  this  Convention. 

Mr.  President,  the  first  theory  announced  i<  (he  one  upon  which  the  State 
proceeded.  Wc  claim,  as  I  said,  that  we  come  here  in  response  to  the  demand 
of  the  Slate,  that  that  State  convention  acted  witliiii  the  purview  of  the  rule 
which  had  previously  hccn  established,  and  that  no  other  persons  come  here 
representinfT  in  any  sense  any  legal  body  called  together  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  delegates  to  this  Convention.  T  am  wilHnp  to  concede,  as  I  do,  that 
there  was  no  doubt  whatever  that  in  the  Second  district  the  majorit,/  of  the 
persons  who  had  been  chosen  from  the  counties  composing  that  district  as 
delegates  to  that  State  convention  met  together  and  reconnnendcd  to  the  State 
convention  the  choice  of  two  of  the  contesting  delegates  now  iicre;  but  such 
recommendation  did  not  ev«n  purport  to  be  a  dioice  of  a  delegate  to  this  Con- 
vention. In  regard  to  (he  Third  district,  while  T  have  always  lielieved  the  fact 
to  be  otherwise,  inasmuch  as  the  Committee  has  found  it  to  be  a  fact  that  a 
majority  of  the  delegates  from  that  district  had  concurred,  either  before  or 
after  the  action  of  the  State  convention,  in  nominating  for  a  similar  purpose 
two  of  the  persons  who  arc  here,  I  admit  for  the  sake  of  this  argument  that 
that  finding  is  true  and  may  be  so  taken  here  in  the  consideration  of  this  case. 
Let  me  s.iy,  sir,  in  regard  to  this  matter,  that  there  not  only  is  no  personal 
feeling  between  the  sitting  delegates  and  the  contestants  here,  but  that  all  is 
in  perfect  accord.  While  we  differ  primarily  about  the  question  of  who  shall 
be  nominated  for  President  here,  we  are  one  in  accord  upon  the  proposition 
that  that  man  shall  be  the  one  who,  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority  of  this 
body,  shall  best  be  able  to  carry  the  Republican  party  to  victory  next  fall.  I 
may  say  further,  in  regard  to  that  matter,  that,  as  there  is  personally  no  ill- 
will,  there  is  no  <  (lier  feature  in  it  except  the  determination  of  this  one  qnes- 
tion  as  how  the  State  of  Kansas  ought  to  have  proceeded  luulcr  the  call  of  the 
National  Committee,  vtewtng  not  merely  the  call  by  itself,  but  in  connection 
therewith  the  previoM*;  action  of  the  State.  That  is  the  only  qtiestion  that  is 
to  be  decided  lure.  I  si^nply  say  that  whatever  the  rule  may  he  for  the  future, 
however  the  judgment  of  the  Republicans  of  the  United  States  may  be  as  to 
what  shall  prevail  lu  reafter.  a  rtile  thonld  not  now  be  made  which  should 
operate  in  an  cx  post  facto  manner;  that  wc  .should  have  the  benefit,  in  a  Re- 
publican convention,  of  our  own  precedents,  and  what  we  believe  to  be  in  our 
State  conventions  the  fair  intent  and  meaning  of  the  (  all  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee. I  may  say  further,  that  the  cases  cited  i)y  tlie  g-entleman  from  Ohio 
yesterday  as  to  the  acti'  n  of  his  State  are  not  all  par;i]lr!,  and  I  am  as  proud 
of  the  indeprndt  ncc  of  the  Reiml  lican  voters  of  State  a^  he  is.  I  was 
one  of  them  myself  once.  1  know  about  as  much,  I  thinic.  as  ony  one  need 
to  know  about  the  practice  in  that  State.  I  know  that  it  differs  entirely,  and 
always  ha«;  difiPcred.  from  the  practice  that  has  obtained  in  Kansn'^  In  Ohio, 
the  districts  elect  their  delegates  themselves,  independent  of  the  State  con- 
vention and  independent  of  the  machinery  of  that  convention.  The  districts 
elect  delegates  f"*  perform  two  things,  to-wit :  to  go  to  the  State  ci  nvention 
and  assist  in  choosing  four  delcgates-at-Iarge,  and  to  choose,  acting  in  their 
separate  capacity  as  district  delegates,  acting  directly  for  the  district,  the  two 
prr-ons  to  represent  that  Cnntrrt  —ional  district  in  the  Xafi'Mial  Convention. 
I  beg  this  Convention  to  note  that  there  is  no  parellel  whatever  between  these 
two  cases  as  matter  of  fact ;  because  in  the  case  in  Ohio,  as  in  Mas^chusetts 
and  tlie-e  other  States  where  thry  h.a\'f  thi^  tow  ii-mertliit:  i'h  a  in  rr;.;ard 
to  things,  which  they  now  seek  to  apply  to  communities  where  this  practice 
does  not  apply—I  say  their  proceeding  is  different  from  ours.  We  have  not 
elected— never  have  elected — men  whose  functions  were  solely  and  only,  or 
even  partially,  to  be  members  of  a  district  convention  for  the  election  of  two 
delegates  to  represent  that  district  in  National  Convention.  In  Ohio,  under 
the  practice  also,  when  these  district  delegates  are  nominated*  their  names 
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are  certified  to  the  State  conventii^n,  which  n>  a  matter  purely  of  form  and 
convenience  certifies  or  ratifies  the  action  of  the  district,  and  the  persons  so 
named  are  put  upon  the  roll  of  the  delegates  from  the  State  of  Ohio;  but  their 
functional  were  given  to  them  bjr  the  districts  themselves  acting  separated 
and  the  action  of  the  State  convention  prives  them  no  vitality  whatever— whidi 
is  an  entirely  diflferent  case  from  the  one  under  consideration. 

As  I  said,  there  is  no  personal  controversy  in  this,  neither  is  there,  prac- 
tically, any  political  controversy.  We  contend,  simply,  for  a  rule  of  action 
we  believe  to  be  right.  Whomever  you  put  in,  or  whomever  you  take  out,  it 
makes  no  difference  with  the  loyalty  of  Kansas.  A  State.  Mr.  President, 
which  fonjjht  to  get  into  a  l^nion,  then  supposed  to  be  trcinhlinp  on  the  verjjc 
of  destruction,  and  fought  to  maintain  it  after  it  got  in,  is  not  going  to  give 
up  the  principles  of  Republican  liberty  now. 

The  PsEsiDSNT.  The  time  allotted  to  the  side  represented  by  the  gentle- 
man who  has  jtist  taken  his  seat  ha«;  exactly  expired. 

Mr.  HorcK.  of  'renne<;see.  I  rise  to  ask  if  there  are  two  reports  from 
the  Committee,  on  the  Stale  of  Kansas? 

The  President.  The  Chair  will  call  upon  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee to  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  Conger.  I  do  not  know  that  there  was  a 'minority  report,  but  the 
Committee  Mas  divided  upon  ^at  question.  I  cannot  say  whether  the  minority 
report  includes  Kansas  or  not 

Mr.  CrssxA,  of  Pennsylvania.  Allow  me  to  say  there  is  no  minority 
report  in  this  case  from  any  member  of  the  Committee, 

Mr.  HoucK.  I  desire  to  ask  another  question.  How  many  Congressional 
districts  are  there  in  the  State  of  Kansas? 

Mr.  CoNCEE.  Three. 

Mr.  HoucK.   How  are  these  delegates  apportioned  between  the  three 

districts? 

Mr.  CoNCER.  Four  to  one  and  three  tO  each  of  the  otherSi  by  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  convention  appointing  the  ten. 

Mr.  Houcx.  Then  the  State  nonventton  did  not,  in  the  selection  of  these 
delegates,  conform  to  the  call  of  the  National  Committee  by  appointing  four 
for  the  State-at-large  and  two  from  each  Congressional  district  Am  I 
right? 

Mr.  Coyr.TH.    Not  dcsignatincr  them  separately, 

Mr.  lIoucK.  Then,  as  I  understand  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials, the  State  convention  of  Kansas  selected  ten  delegates,  all  as  though 
they  were  selected  for  the  State>at-bige,  without  regard  to  districts;  or 
rather,  they  apportioned  three  to  one,  four  to  another,  and  two  to  another? 

Mr.  Conger.   Three  to  another. 
'Mr.  TTfnTK.    Three  to  another. 

Mr.  Ci  NoER.  The  Stale  convention,  for  all  that  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mittee, gave  four  delegates  to  one  district,  that  being  the  largest  one,  and 
three  to  each  of  the  others.  It  is  but  fair  to  presume  that  two  of  those  in  the 
district  where  there  were  four  were  intended  for  delegates-at-Iarge,  but  they 
were  not  separated  or  designated.  I  di  sin  now  to  add  one  word  — 

Mr.  HoucK.  One  word  more.  Does  the  report  of  the  Committee  pro- 
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ceed  upon  the  idea  that  the  State  conveittion  transcended  its  authoritjr  in 
not  following  the  call  and  assigning  the  delegates  to  the  districts  as  pri- 

vided  in  that  call? 

Mr.  Conger.  Not  at  all.  Tn  one  district  there  was  no  separate  District 
Delegate  convention,  as  it  is  called.  In  two  there  were,  on  notice  given  by 
tiie  chairman  of  the  convention  in  open  convention.  Two  districts  met,  and 
the  Cbmmittee  find  that  a  majority  of  the  delegates  in  the  two  districts 
elected  the  two  persons  reported  severally  for  those  districts  as  the  dele- 
frntcs-at-large.  On  that  there  was  no  dispute  in  ilie  Comniitlec.  ^^y  friend 
from  Kansas  [Mr.  Plumb]  merely  says  that  they  only  met  and  designated 
men  to  be  nominated.    It  is  merely  a  way  of  giving  force  to  it. 

Mr.  HoucK.  I  desire  to  say  this:  I  understand  the  Chair  to  announce 
that  the  time  allotted  to  the  side  on  whidi  the  gentleman  from  Kansas  ad« 
tiressed  the  Convention  has  expired.  The  remaining  time  belongs  to  the 
opposition.  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  observations  on  this  question,  and 
yet  I  am  unable  to  say  that  I  am  against  the  gentieman  from  Kansas  or  that 
I  am  for  him.  ^ 

The  Pkesident.  The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  gentleman  must 
he  on  one  side  or  the  other  in  CMrder  to  come  within  the  ruling  of  the 
Convention  as  to  time. 

^Tr  Cessna,  of  Pennsylvania.  Does  the  gentleman  from  Tennessee 
[Mr.  Houck]  move  to  amend  the  rule  by  addini^j  that  five  or  ten  Tiiinutcs 
be  given  to  any  gentleman  who  is  on  neither  side,  or  who  is  on  both  sides? 
(Laughter.] 

Mr.  Houck.  I  am  so  well  acquainted  with  the  fairness  and  impartiality 
•el  my  distinguished  friend  from  Michigan,  that  I  am  satisfied  he  will  yield 
me  a  couple  of  minutes  to  ascertain  as  to  which  side  of  this  question  I  am  on. 

Mr.  Conger.   Not  for  the  compliment,  but  to  enable  the  gentleman  to 

£x  his  mind  and  ascertain  upon  which  side  he  i"?. 

Mr.  Houck.  I  think  my  mind  is  fixed  after  the  suggestion  of  the  gen- 
tleman. 

Mr.  CoNCDL  I  yield  to  him. 

Mr.  Houck.  I  desire  to  say  this:  that  if  it  \vere  an  original  question*  I 
should  be  ;n  favor  of  «o  constrtiinu^  the  Electoral  College,  and  so  conform- 
ing parly  usage  to  that  construction  and  organization  of  the  Government  as 
to  select  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  from  Congressional  districts; 
but  I  understand  the  convention  and  delej^ate  system  is  assimilated  to  that 
of  the  Electoral  College,  by  which  the  electoral  vote  of  a  State  is  secured  by 
a  united  and  joint  ticket  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other,  compris- 
ing all  the  districts.  As  long  as  that  policy  obtains,  and  we  adhere  to  the 
present  electoral  system,  and  the  convention  and  delegate  system  is  assimi- 
lated to  that,  I  hold  that  the  delegates  to  a  National  Convention  should  be 
■selected  through  the  same  fonns.  the  same  methods  that  the  electoral  vote 
is  cast  in  the  State — all  parts  of  the  State  to  be  heard.  But,  Mr.  President, 
I  shall  locate  myself  now,  in  this  exceptional  case,  inasmttch  as  the  State 
conventif)n  failecl  to  follow  the  call  of  the  Natio)i;il  Committee — failed  to 
select  two  delegates  from  each  district  and  four  from  the  State-at-large  (and 
there  being  no  minority  report),  by  voting  for  the  repCMt  as  it  ounes  from 
the  Committee;  but  by  that  vote  I  do  not  intend  to  signify  that  I  would 
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yield  the  right  of  the  party  in  the  State — as  the  electoral  vote  is  either  a 
unit  or  nothing  at  all  in  the  State-^to  select  these  delegates  to  a  National  C6n« 
vention,  assimilated  as  they  are  to  the  Electoral  College. 

A  DELEGATE  froni  Michienn.    ^fr.  President  — 

Mr.  Plump.    I  ri<c  to  a  point  of  ortlcr. 

Mr.  BAftMAN,  of  Ohio.    Mr.  Prcstdent  

The  Phbsioent.  The  gentleman  from  Kansas  rises  to  a  point  of  order. 
Will  he  please  state  the  point 

Mr.  Plumb.  The  order  of  the  convention  was  that  the  Kansas  men  were 

to  fight  thi>  out.  and  I  submit  \vc  have  a  right  to  contimic  tmtil  we  nre 
through  hcf  )r(.  wc  are  interrupted  by  others.  The  contestants  in  this  State 
desire  to  be  heard. 

The  President.  The  Chair  presumes  the  gentleman  from  Michigan 
rises  to  address  the  Convention  in  support  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Kansas  case.   Is  iiot  that  so? 

The  DELEfiATE.    That  is  so. 

Mr.  Plumh.  Then  I  m.nke  this  inquiry:  I?  that  to  come  out  of  the 
time  which  lias  been  allotted  by  the  Conventioif  to  the  parties  to  this  con- 
troversy ? 

A  DEI.EGATE.  Certainly  it  is. 

Mr.  Plumb.  Docs  it  come  out  of  our  side? 

The  President.   The  Chair  docs  not  imderstand  that  the  order  of  the 

Convention  requires  the  Chair,  a«  a  matter  of  right,  to  prefer  in  the  allot- 
ment of  the  floor  a  jiariy  to  tlu'  ci  iitrnversy ;  but  tlio  Chair  ])resuine«;  thnt 
the  courtesy  of  the  delegates  will  induce  them  to  give  the  preference  to  the 
persons  immediately  interested. 

Mr.  Bateman.    I  do  not  rise  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  a  discussion 

in  whic'i  T  participates!  in  the  first  ca«:e  prc<;cntc d.  I  do  <o  only  at  the  re- 
quest ot  ihc  coiiic slants  m  this  case,  and  not  of  any  own  motion.  Mr  Pres- 
ident. I  think  that  the  facts  in  this  case  have  been  pretty  fairly  st.itvd  to 
the  Convention,  and  I  may  I  I'  iM'!uip;(.<!  in  a  brief  summary  of  them.  Kansas 
is  divided  into  three  districts.  It  so  happens  that  in  one  of  these  districts 
the  persons  holding  to  a  certain  Presidential  preference — it  does  not  make 
any  difTercncc  what — were  very  larinly  in  the  majority,  whilst  the  <^ppositt 
side  held  small  majorities  in  the  remaining  districts.  The  convention  was 
called,  and  delegates  were  appointed  to  it,  and  in  that  convention  they  se- 
lected a  committee  for  the  purpt  so  i  f  nominating  delcpatcs  to  the  Xritinnal 
Convention.  Tho.se  delegates  were  apportioned  four  to  one  tlistrict  in  which 
the  large  majority  was  placed,  and  three  to  the  remaining  two  districts. 
Tli.'it  committee  reported  liy  rc^nhition.  Immediately  upon  it<  Ixiiifi:  nf- 
fcrcd,  the  previous  question  was  put.  No  chance  was  given  to  the  other  side 
or  to  the  remaining  two  districts  to  present  their  candidates  to  the  conven- 
ti.  II.  V<v.[  the  previous  question  was  sii^t.n'nc-d,  .mu!  the  resolution  carried 
by  the  majority  of  the  one  district  over  the  small  majorities  of  the  other  two. 
As  to  the  other  two  districts,  the  delegates  met  in  separate  convention  and 
selected  their  own  two  representatives,  intending  to  present  them  to  the  con- 
vention, and  intending  to  propose  them  as  substitutes  for  the  persons  that 
may  have  been  or  might  be  selected  by  the  committee.  But.  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  previous  question,  even  that  opportunity  was  cut  off.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  this  is  clearly  a  case  coming  within  the  application  of  the  principle 
tliat  has  been  so  decisively  sustained  by  this  Convention  from  the  outset  of 
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its  action  tipon  t\v<  rrport.  I  da  not  believe  in  the  right  of  a  powerful  ma- 
jority ill  one  localiiy  to  overrule  and  control  votes  by  means  of  the  State 
conventions,  or  otherwise,  in  other  localities.  The  Republican  party  of  the 
United  States  has  been  compelled  to  contemplate  with  sorrow  and  di<5Kiist 
the  spectacle  renewed  year  after  year  in  the  great  Stale  of  New  York,  where 
the  overwhelming  majority  under  the  lead  of  Tammany — that  organization 
ot  political  jaiii/arie*;.  (mdcr  "Rn<;s"  Tweed  and  John  Kelly — 'has  been  able 
to  overrule  the  glorious  Republican  communities  north  of  Harlem  bridge. 
1  do  not  want  to  see  the  tactics  of  1'ammany  Hall  kept  up  and  maintained  in 
the  Republican  party  anywhere.    And  I  do  not  intend  to  vote  for  it. 

It  was  upon  that  principle  that  I  voted  for  this  report.  It  was  to  se- 
cure a  fair  representation  to  these  two  districts  that  have  thus  been  over- 
borne. E'.m  a  chance  to  be  heard  in  the  convention  was  denied  by  the  harsh 
application  of  the  previotis  qtiestion. 

Mr.  President,  I  do  not  know  but  this  is  all  that  it  may  be  proper  or 
necessary  for  me  to  say  in  behalf  of  the  contestants.  It  is  their  whole  case. 

It  i>  merely  an  attempt  to  secure  Congressional  district  representati' ii  in  this 
Convention,  according^  to  the  rule  upon  which  it  is  constituted  in  the  call 
made  for  it  by  the  National  Executive  Committee. 

Mr.  Conger.    Mi  .  I'rcsidt-tit:    I  now  call  for  a  vote  on  the  question. 

The  President.   The  question  is  on  the  adoption  o£  the  report. 
A  DEUCAm  I  ask  that  the  roll  be  called 

The  PkBsinBNT.  The  roll  will  be  called.  All  those  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  so  far  as  it  relates 

to  the  State  of  Kansas,  will,  as  their  States  arc  called,  vote  "aye"  through 
the  several  Chairmen  of  the  delegations.  All  opposed  will  vote  "no."

So  much  of  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
as  related  to  the  State  of  Kansas  was  therefore  adopted. 
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Ta£  WEST  VIRGINIA  CAS& 

The  President.   The  next  question  before  the  convention  is  that  poitioa 

of  the  report  of  the  majority  which  relates  to  the  State  of  West  Virginia. 

Mr.  CoNGEB,  of  Michigan.  The  case  is  that  of  the  Third  Con|(ressional 
district  of  West  Virginia.  The  report  of  the  Oonimittee  is  very  brief,  and  I 
will  read  it  to  the  Convention: 

"In  fhp  Third  Congressionnl  district  the  Committee  recommend  that 
the  sitting  members,  Z.  D.  Ranisdcll  and  L.  A.  Martin,  be  allowed  to  retain 
their  scats.  The  seats  of  these  delegates  were  contested  by  J.  W.  Davis  and 
John  H.  Rossler,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  duly  elected  by  the  District 
/sub-convention,  but  there  is  a  controversy  whether  they  actually  received  the 
votes  of  a  majority  of  the  delegates  to  the  State  «onvention  from  the  Con* 
grcssionnl  district,  and  the  Cotnniittec  find  that  fact  is  not  proven.  The 
contestants  claim  that  there  was  a  meeting  of  delegates  of  the  Third  Con- 
gres>iniial  district,  and  that  at  that  meeting  they  were  elected  delegates  to  the 
National  Convention  as  district  delcpates."  There  is  no  question  but  that 
there  was  called  on  the  evening  of  the  day  of  the  convention  a  district  con- 
vention. There  is  no  question  but  that  some  of  the  delegates  from  that  con- 
vention were  present.  It  was  disputed,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority 
of  the  Committee  it  was  proven  that  there  was  not  present  a  majority  of 
the  detegates  of  the  district. 

The  difficulty,  Mr.  President,  consists  in  this:  According  to  the  custom 
in  West  Virginia  each  delegate  was  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  in  the  State 
convention,  or  in  the  district  convention,  for  each  twenty-five  Republican 
votes  of  some  preceding  election.  It  was  claimed,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  tho 
majority  of  the  Committee,  proven,  that  there  was  not  in  that  district  con- 
vention a  majority,  either  of  the  delegates  or  of  the  votes  represented  by 
those  delegates  in  that  di>trict.  The  only  point,  therefore,  which  the  ma- 
jority have  to  report,  is  that  under  this  claim  they  find  that  there  was  not  a 
majority  of  the  delegates  from  the  Third  Congressional  district  present  in 
the  sub-convention  or  in  the  delegate  convention,  and  therefore  that  there  was 
not  a  majority  of  the  delegates,  or  if  the  votes  they  were  entitled  to  cast,  o.^* 
for  these  contestants.  Otherwise  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  following 
the  rule  which  they  have  adopted,  would  have  recommended  the  contestants 
to  their  seats. 

Mr.  Ci.AVTOK  of  Arkansas.    I  otTer  the  following  resolution: 

"Rcsolvid,  1  hat  liie  report  of  the  minority,  as  relates  to  the  contest  in 
West  Virginia,  be  substituted  for  that  portion  of  the  majority  report  relat- 

ing  to  the  same." 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  discuss  this  question;  another  gentleman  will 

do  so. 

Mr.  Raum,  of  Illinois.  Mr.'  Pretideni:  I  should  like  to  hear  that  part 
of  the  minority  report  read  which  relates  to  West  Virginia.  It  is  very  brief, 

and  I  will  state  before  the  reading  of  that  report,  as  one  of  the  members 
of  that  Committee,  that  I  assisted  in  the  examination  of  that  case.  I  state 
delihcrat-  ly.  to  this  Convention,  that  it  stands  precisely  on  all-tours  with 
the  Illinois  case  and  the  Kansas  case;  and  as  this  Convention  ha.s  seated  the 
contesting  delegates  from  Illinois  and  those  from  Kansas,  it  is  proper  also  to 
seat  those  contesting  delates  from  West  Virginia. 

The  President.  The  Chair  will  direct  so  much  of  the  minority  report  to 
be  read. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Clisbee,  read  as  follows: 
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"The  minority  wish  to  xalt  the  attention  of  the  G>nvcntion  especially 
to  fhe  contest  in  West  Virginia.    We  insist  that  it  stands,  in  respect  to 

principle  and  facts,  precisely  upon  the  same  grounds  as  the  contests  in  Illi- 
nois, Alabama  and  Kansas.  The  contestants  were  selected  as  delegates  by 
the  caucus  (or  'convention/  as  characterized  by  the  majority)  of  the  Con- 
gressional delegation  in  attendance  upon  the  State  convention.  Their  names 
were  reported  to  the  convention.  The  State  convention  refused  to  give  them 
credentials  to  this  Convention,  but  selected  other  delegates,  upon  the  ground 
that  the  contestants,  although  pro[>crly  rcprc'-entliig  the  sentiments  of  their 
a>nstitucnts,  were  not  in  accord^  with  the  majority  of  the  State  convention. 

"The  minority  insist  that,  if  the  report  of  the  majority  In  respect  to  ^. 
the  Illinois,  Alabama  and  Kansas  cases  is  adopted,  the  contestants  from 
West  Virginia  should  also  be  admitted  to  seats  in  this  Convention  in  place 
of  the  sitting  delegates." 

Mr.  CoDifAN,  of  Ibiassachusetts.  Mr.  President  

The  Pkesidbkt.  The  gentleman  from  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Easton,  of  New  York.  I  move  that  the  debate  on  the  question  be 

limited  to  thirty  minutes. 

The  President.    The  gentleman  is  not  in  order  at  this  time,  the  gen- 
tleman from  Massachusetts  having  the  floor. 

Mr.  CoDMAN.   Mr.  President:   I  had  the  honor  of  beiny  a  member  of 

your  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  T  Iiave  acted  with  that  Committee.  I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  to  which  they  have  come,  that  the  district, 
wherever  it  determines  or  desires  representation  in  the  National  Convention, 
shall  have  it  accorded.  I  have  hcen  con.'^istent  with  tliat  in  my  votes  all 
through.  The  Convention  has  supported  that  view  of  the  question,  and  I 
ask  the  Convention  to  support  it  now,  although  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
in  this  case,  and  in  this  case  alone,  has  refused  to  support  it.  Why,  gentle- 
men, these  contestants  were  elected  l»y  thc"r  di«tricts,  and.  because  they  were 
not  satisfactory  to  the  State  convention,  the  report  of  the  district  delegates 
stating  that  th^  had  been  elected  was  rejected  by  that  convention,  and  two 
other  persons,  the  sitting  members,  substittitfd  in  their  places.  Why  the 
Commiittc  came  to  this  conclusion  I  cannot  imagine,  unless  it  be  that  wc 
heard  thi>  case  a1>ont  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  when  a  great  many  of  us 
were  tired.  Some  of  tis  may  have  been  asleep  and  some  of  us  were  absent. 
Now,  I  submit  to  the  Convention,  that  we  are  bound  by  our  *nvn  precedents. 
I  hold  that  the  National  Convention  has  a  right  lo  make  and  to  establish 
precedents;  and  having  decided  in  tlie  case  of  Al.ihama,  and  in  the  case  of 
Illinois,  and  in  the  case  of  Kansas,  that  districts  shall  be  represented  when 
<Ustrict  delegates  have  been  chosen,  they  are  bound  in  this  case  to  seat  the 
C0ntc.«;tants  and  to  reject  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

I  say  further,  Mr.  President,  that  the  question  was  raised  long  after  these 
events,  as  to  whether  the  districts  had  met  and  chosen  delegates.  It  was 
not  raised  at  the  time.  It  was  acqtiicsced  in  then.  A  majority  of  the  district 
reported  the  names  of  their  delegates  to  the  convention.  There  was  no  ques- 
tion then  that  they  had  not  been  fairly  elected.  It  was  assumed  that  they 
had  been,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  tinscat  them  by  adopting  the  minority 
report,  which  was  successful  in  that  convention.  But  it  is  idle  to  talk  about 
a  question  of  fact.  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  statement,  which  I  do  not  believe 
will  be  denied,  that  in  tho«o  counties  that  represented  that  district,  which 
we  are  discussing  to-day,  there  were  308  regular  votes.  They  were  counties 
casting,  had  they  been  fully  represented,  306  votes;  and  the  other  counties, 
had  they  been  fully  rcprc-entcd,  would  have  ca^t  174  votes;  and  the  comity 
that  represented  the  308  votes  voted  for  these  contestants.  I  do  not  think 
that  will  be  denied. 
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Now,  sir.  I  do  not  stand  here  to  help  any  candidate.   We  of  this  dele- 

f tion  have  no  candidate,  but  we  care  for  the  honor  of  the  Republican  party, 
ask  you,  as  honorable  men.  wholly  regardless  of  candidates,  to  reject  the 
report  of  the  Committee  in  this  instance  and  to  seat  these  contesting  delegates. 

Mr.  Hagans,  of  West  Virginia.   Mr.  President—^ 

The  President.    The  pcinlcman  from  West  Vircrinta. 

Mr.  CuNGER.   On  the  time  of  the  contestants  I  wish  to  say  an  additional 
word.   Then  I  will  leave  the  discussi<Mi. 

The  Pmbsidbmt.  There  is  no  time  limited. 

Mr.  GoNGEiL  Will  the  gentleman  [Mr.  Hagans]  allow  me  to  make  a 

remark? 

1  he  President.    Will  the  gentleman  yield  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee ? 

Mr.  Il-VGANS.    Yes,  sir. 

,  Mr.  Conger.  Mr,  President:  As  Chairman  of  the  Cominiitce,  I  have 
Stated  the  action  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee.  1  have  felt  it  my  duty, 
acting  in  that  capacity,  to  state  to  this  Ccinvctitinn  htst  \vhnt  the  majority  di- 
rected me  to  say.  It  is  due  to  myself  personally,  perhaps,  if  it  is  of  im- 
portance enough,  to  say  that  the  Committee  were  nearly  evenly  divided  upon 
the  qt!c?tion,  and  that  my  own  personal  conviction?,  and  those  of  some  other 
members,  may  not  have  been  represented  by  the,  majority  report  of  this 
Committee.  But  6delity  to  my  du^  as  Chairman  required  me  to  present  the 
'  views  of  the  majority  as  they  were  cxprcsscrl,  and  I  endeavored  to  do  so 
faithfully.  The  gentleman  from  West  Virginia  (Mr.  Hagans],  himself  a 
delegate  from  that  State,  and  himself  a  delegate  on  the  Committee  of  Cre- 
dentials, will  explain  these  mattcf;  more  and  better  than  I  can. 

Mr.  Hagans.  The  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  [Mr.  Codnian],  who 
spoke  a  few  minutes  ago  on  this  subject,  may  have  been  asleep  at  the  hour 
of  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  when  we  of  that  Committee  were  examining 
the  case  of  West  Virginia;  and,  judging  from  his  own  statement' of  the  facts 
in  the  case,  I  am  sure  I  am  inclined  to  think  he  was  asleep.  (Laughter.) 
Why,  sir,  he  has  totally  misconceived  the  case.  He  was  either  asleep  cr  has 
misstated  it  now.  What  arc  the  facts?  The  sitting  delegates,  Messrs.  Martin 
and  Ramsdelt,  were  elected  hy  a  district  convention  held  on  the  same  day 
that  wc  held  o\ir  Stale  convention  in  West  Virginia.  They  were  reported  to 
the  State  convention,  and  the  action  of  the  district  committee  was  ratified 
by  the  State  convention,  and  the  majority  of  all  those  participating  were 
satisfied  when  these  two  identical  gentlemen  were  elected  by  that  district 
convention.  They  have  the  best  credentials,  or  as  good  credential  a«;  any 
gentleman  representing  any  State  on  this  floor.  It  is  the  custom,  tlic  nfagc 
and  the  practice  of  \\  e-t  X'trcinia  Republicans  to  call  a  State  convention  to 
nominate  delegates  to  the  National  Convention,  We  did  so.  After  the  State 
convention  org.mizes,  provides  its  various  coiuniiiiees  on  organization  and 
its  basis  of  representation,  and  other  matters,  it  generally  takes  a  recess  of 
two  or  three  hotir*'.  in  order  to  enable  the  district  delegates  to  meet  in  the 
afternoon  at  scpar;ite  places,  and  nominate  delegates  to  the  National  Con- 
vention, to  bo  r(  rM)i  teri  to  the  State  convention.  That  course  was  pursued  on 
the  twelfth  of  May.  whm  wc  held  our  State  convention,  and  thtfse  two  gen- 
tlemen, Messrs.  Raji\><Jcll  and  Martin,  were  elected  by  their  district  con- 
vention, and  afterwards  were  ratified  by  the  State  convention.  Now,  let  me 
tell  you  one  thini?  further,  because  it  would  seem  ver\-  strange  to  the  gentle- 
men, after  making  such  a  statement  as  that,  why  there  was  a  contest  at  all 
A  DELEGATE.   How  did  it  happen  there  was  any  contest? 
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Mr.  Hagan'S.  I  will  make  an  explnnation.  I  know  gentlemen  might 
reasonably  expect  to  make  an  inquiry  of  that  kind  after  the  statement  I  have 
made  regarding  these  two  members.  The  difficuhy  arises  just  here:  There 
was-  a  difference  of  opinion  amonc:  the  dele^^tes  in  that  district.  Tliey  dif- 
fered as  to  the  choice  of  Presidential  aspirants,  if  I  may  make  use  of  such 
an  expression ;  and  held  a  convention,  and  by  some  fortuitous  circumstance 
(I  know  not  what,  for  I  was  far  away,  attending  to  affairs  in  my  own  dis- 
trict— the  Second  G^ngressional  district)  they  separated,  and  one  district 
convention  was  held  in  a  room  at  the  hotel,  and  the  other  in  a  room  at  the 
Republican  headquarters.  The  two  prentlemen  who  arc  the  sitting  members^ 
and  whom  the  majority  report  recommends  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  on  the 
floor,  were  the  gentlemen  elected  at  the  convention  held  at  the  Republican 
headquarters  This  question,  and  this  alone,  was  submitted  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  that  given  state  of  facts,  because  the  Committee  had 
passed  on  the  question  of  district  representation  long  before  the  case  of  West 
N'irtT'iu'a  was  reached.  TT  r  ?  they  stood.  Which  were  the  district  delegates 
was  the  question  for  the  Committee  to  determine.  The  contestants  said  they 
were.  The  sittingr  members  said  "fVe  are.**  Now  to  the  law  and  the  testi- 
mony. The  sitting  members  produced  an  affidavit,  which  I  hold  in  my  liand 
now.  in  which  they  say  that  in  their  meeting  various  or  sundry  counties  were 
represented — I  will  not  read  the  names.  They  are  familiar  Virginia  names. 
"Braxton"  they  g-ive  as  rjue  name,  "Lincoln"  (so  named  since  the  War)  as 
another;  "Mason,"  another,  and  the  names  of  other  heroes  of  the  State  or 
Natioa  It  is  not  worth  while  to  read  them.  They  say  that  the  counties 
represented  were  entitled,  according  to  the  basis  of  representation  fixed  by 
the  State  conventions,  to  370  votes — that  they  represented  in  that  convention 
370  votes,  being  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  to  which  the  Third  Congres- 
sional district  was  entitled  in  said  convention,  under  the  basis  of  representa- 
tion adopted  by  the  State  convention ;  because  when  we  first  meet  in  the 
Stale  convention  we  adopt  then  and  there  the  basis  of  representation,  and 
complete  our  organization  before  these  delegates  meet  in  district  convention. 
Now,  I  think  T  have  stated  t'nt  whole  case.  The  whole  question  for  this 
Committee  to  decide  was,  which  of  the  gentlemen  represented  the  majority? 
These  gentlemen  produce  an  affidavit  to  that  effect,  signed  by  four  gentlC" 
men,  some  of  them  delegates  and  some  of  them  not :  and  it  is  swom  to 
under  ?.eal.    The  other  gentlemen  produce  no  affidavits  whatever. 

Mr.  BtmiRWOBTH,  of  Ohio.  Will  the  gentleman  allow  me  to  ask  him 
9.  question?  > 

Mr.  Hacans.  Certainly. 

Mr.  BuTTERWORTH.  Do<^s  the  gentleman  tmderstand  that  it  was  aj^reed 
between  the  contestants  and  the  contestees  that  the  prorcedin^'-  ff  the  State 
and  district  convention!!?,  as  reported  in  the  daily  press  of  W  iieeiuig,  were 
to  be  accepted  as  presenting  a  fair  and  correct  statement  of  what  took  place 
in  the  State  and  district  conventions  in  the  several  districts 

Mr.  Hacans.  I  do  not  know  how  that  is,  but  I  am  informed  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Commit'pc  on  Credentials,  who  >its  near  me,  that  it  yms  not. 

Mr.  BrTTFRwoKTH.    I  so  understood  it 

Mr.  Hacaxs.  Perhaps  they  did  so,  but  I  do  not  think  it  changes  the 
record  in  the  Ica.'^t. 

Mr.  BvTTERWORTH.  I  Understand  that  the  report  showed  that  the  con- 
testants received  in  their  district  convention,  so  called,  a  decided  majority 
of  the  votes  of  the  district,  and  it  was  so  reported  to  the  State  convention. 
I  may  be  in  error,  but  I  so  understood  it  from  the  delegation. 
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Mr.  Hagans.  T  take  pleasure  in  making  an  explanation  to  the  gentle- 
man from  Ohio.  It  is  this,  sir:  When  the  Third  district  was  called  for,  to- 
report  from  its  district  convention,  a  gentleman  arose  and  made  a  state- 
ment—he read  it  from  a  paper— that  they  had  had  a  meeting^  and  that  cer* 
tain  candidates  had  been  elected.  Very  well.  When  he  closed  it,  then  thc- 
gentlcman  representing  the  other  wing  of  this  business  arose,  and  he  also- 
read  the  proceedings  of  a  district  convention.  Both  parties  claimed  a  ma- 
jority, and  God  only  knows  how  it  was — I  do  not.  I  only  know  that  four 
gentlemen  have  sworn  to  the  fact  in  these  affidavits,  and  with  them  and  God 
and  this  Convention  the  matter  lies.  I  am  candid  and  impartial  in  the  matter. 
I  have  only  stated  the  facts,  and  that  is  all  I  know  of  it 

A  PEusGATB.  There  is  no  affidavit  against  it-Hio  counter-proof. 

Mr.  HoucK.  I  should  like  to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question. 

Mr.  Hacars.  Certainly. 

Mr.  Houcx.  I  desire  to  ask  the  gentleman — - 

The  PttBSiDEMT.  Does  the  gentleman  yield?  . 

Mr.  Hagans.  I  yidd  for  that  purpose,  sir. 

Mr,  HoucK.  According  to  his  own  statement,  die  matter  is  left  un- 
certain as  to  whether  the  contestants  were  elected  by  the  district  conventiorr 

or  not.  Now,  the  question  I  desire  to  propound  to  the  gentleman  is  wholly 
in  regard  to  the  sacred  right  of  rcprescntatign  for  which  he  and  his  friends 
contend — if  he  had  not  better  give  the  district  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and 
not  override  this  "sacred  right." 

Mr.  Hagans.  If  the  gentleman  desires  to  put  himself  and  his  party 
in  the  prisoner's  box,  I  will  give  him  the  benefit  of  it.  Now,  sir,  so  far  as 
that  is  concerned— ~ 

Mr.  Houcx.  I  and  my  party  are  not  very  fsmiiliar  with  prisoners*  bbzea 
only  when  we  prosecute  felons.  I  do  not  know  what  the  gentleman  means 
by  that  method  of  an-^wering.  I  have  heard  a  great  deal  nhout  "the  s^acred 
right  of  district  representation."  If  this  right  be  so  sacred,  I  think  the  gen- 
tlemen who  have  expended  so  much  elOQuence  io  defense  of  that  nf^kt  ought 
to  show  their  faith  by  their  works  and  see  that  the  districts  are  not  cheated 
ont  of  their  rights. 

.Mr.  HAHAN-f;.  All  ris^ht,  Mr.  President.  The  gentleman  can  take  cither 
horn  of  the  dileninia  he  pleases.  1  he  majority  of  the  Committee  report  that 
the  contestants  did  nut  prove  their  cases.  The  sitting  members  have  a  prima 
facte  case,  having  been  certified  to  by  the  State  convention.  They  went  ta 
the  proof  before  the  Committee;  the  proof  was  disclosed,  and  the  contestants 
failed  to  prove  their  case.  Wherefore  the  prima  facie  case  lay  with  the 
sitting  members.  If  the  gentlemen  want  legal  technicalities  they  stand  with 
the  sitting  member?.  But  I  am  for  the  "sacred  right  of  district  representation.'^ 
That  is  where  1  stand. 

Mr.  HoucK.    Will  the  gentleman  yield  for  another  question? 

Mr.  Hagans.  Certainly. 
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Mr.  HoucK.  I  desire  to  ask  the  gentleman  for  whom  the  majority  in 
that  district  arc— whether  they  nre»  for  the  gentleman  represented  by  the 
sitting  incmhcr  or  for  the  candidate  represented  by  the  contestants? 

A  DELEGATE.    What  the  public  sentiment  is? 

Mr.  HoucK.    I  want  that  question  answered. 

Mr.  Hagans.    I  will  do  my  best  to  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  HoucK.  I  want  to  know  what  the  people  wotild  have  done  if  they 
could  have  done  it. 

Mr.  Hagans.  I  can  only  say  this:  The  Third  district  is  ISO  miles 
away  from  where  I  live,  and  I  have  not  personally  visited  the  district  for 
about  six  or  eight  years.  It  lies  over  on  the  other  side  of  the  water- shed 
from  me.  I  know  not  what  the  public  sentiment  was,  and  I  cannot  tell  what 
it  is.  I  do  not  rtin  around  before  conventions  and  endeavor  to  ascertain  what 
public  sentiment  is,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

Mr.  HoucK,  Will  tlic  gcniicman  yield  another  moment?  I  desire  to 
ask  him  if  it  was  not  reported  that  at  a  meeting  of  delegates  in  this  district 
the  gentleman  declared  for  John  Sherman,  or  some  other  candidate  (ban  the 
one  represented  by  the  sitting  member? 

Mr.  Hagaxs.  If  I  am  to  be  accnnntable  for  all  the  reports  in  this  coun- 
try in  relation  to  such  matters  the  Lord  only  knows  what  will  become  of  me. 

Mr.  HoucK.  I  will  not  hold  the  gentleman  accountable  for  all  the  re- 
ports, nor  will  I  hold  him  responsible  for  the  condition  of  that  district,  but 
I  do  think  he  is  a  very  unsatisfactory  witness,  as  he  lives  two  or  three  hun- 
dred miles  over  mountains  from  it,  and  evidently  does  not  know  anythmg 
about  it. 

Mr.  Hagans.  Mr.  President:  I  have  made  a  statement  in  this  case. 
These  parties  are  all  personal  friends  of  mine.  I  have  endeavored  to  do  it 
with  the  same  degree  of  candor  and  fairness  that  I  would  upon  the  bench, 
determining  a  question  in  a  judicial  form. 

Mr.  BuntRWORTB,  of  Ohio.  I  would  ask  if  the  ^rimo  faeif  case  made 
by  the  sitting  members  was  not  a  disregard  of  the  understanding,  if  there 
was  one,  that  the  newspaper  account  of  the  affair  should  hf  rrreived  as  evi- 
dence? I  will  put  the  question  again.  Is  it  not  the  fact  that  the  under- 
standing, if  there  was  one,  that  the  newspaper  account  should  be  received 
and  accepted  as  a  correct  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  the  convention  was 
disregarded,  and  that  the  newspaper  account  was  rejected  as  evidence  by 
your  Committee,  in  violation  of  the  understanding?  to  wliich  I  have  referred, 
and  the  paper  you  hold  in  your  hand  accepted  instead? 

>fr  Hagan.s.  I  can  only  answer  the  gentleman  in  this  respect:  Both 
papers  were  before  the  Committee  just  like,  I  suppose,  the  plaintiff  and  de- 
fendant stand  before  the  jury,  and  just  as  if  the  plaint  ids  evidence  is  not 
believed  and  the  defendant's  is.  I  know  of  no  other  way  of  stating  it 

Mr.  BimEawoRTH.  It  vms  understood  that  it  was  accepted  on  all  hands 
as  a  correct  statement  of  what  took  place,  and  that,  having  reached  herc^ 
the  contestants,  being  only  armed  with  that  newspaper,  found  that  there  waa 
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some  suj^lemental  matter,  and  that  was  this  other  paper  prepared  in  viola- 
tion of  that  tinderstanding.  or  in  contfav^ntion  of  it. 

Mr.  Hagans.  I  now  catch  the  gentleman's  idea.  There  was  no  ar* 
imnsrement  and  no  agreement  that  the  new^per  statement  should  be  taken 

as  the  facts  in  the  case,  until,  if  there  was  one  at  all.  the  case  was  brought 
up  before  the  Committee.  Surely  rone  was  made  in  West  Virginia  that  ever 
I  hoard  of.  I  do  not  think  the  parties  passed  a  word  of  intcrcotir-^e  from 
the  tm;e  that  convention  met,  or  had  a  word  of  communication  in  any  way, 
written  or  oral,  until  ^ty  reached  this  ci^. 

Mr.  Haymond,  of  California.  Mr»  President:  I  think  that  gentlemen 
need  not  work  about  the  question  of  district  or  State  representation,  for 
that  que^^ti^n  is  not  involved  in  this  case.  Whichever  way  this  Convention 
votes  upon  this  question  it  will  recogni/.e  the  rig^ht  of  district  representa- 
tion. Both  the  sitting  members  and  the  contestants  claim  title  to  their  seats 
by  virtue  of  an  alleged  election  at  the  hands  of  the  district.  The  only  ques- 
tion before  this  Convention,  and  the  only  question  considered  by  the  Com* 
mittee,  was  as  to  which  of  the  two  were  the  regularly  elected  delegates  of 
Uie  district  Now,  that  is  a  question  of  fact,  and  all  the  Committee  decides 
is,  by  a  majority  of  tlit^  men  who  were  there  and  were  awake,  thnt  the  sitting 
members  here  were  legally  elected  district  delegates.  Whichever  way  this 
Convention  may  vote  a  man  need  not  be  afraid  to  stultify  himself.  The  re- 
-  suit  of  that  vote  is  only  a  decision  tiiat  the'  party  receiving  the  majority  was 
the  legally  elected  representative  of  that  district  to  this  Convention. 

Mr.  CODICAN,  of  Massachusetts.    I  want  to  say  two  words. 

The  President.  There  is  no  time  limited  on  this  case  by  any  order  of 
the  Convention. 

Mr.  CoDMAN.  I  desire  to  say  this:  The  gentleman  [Mr.  Raymond] 
tells  us  that  there  is  no  question  involved  here  of  district  representation  as 
against  State  representation.  Will  that  gentleman  deny  to  this  Convention 
that  the  State  convenion  of  West  Virginia  undertook  to  substitute  for  the 
report  of  the  district  delegates  the  report  of  a  minority  of  those  delegates? 
Will  he  undertake  to  deny  what  was  known  to  every  man  in  W^est  Virginia, 
or  in  Wheeling,  where  the  convention  had  met?  He  has  not  denied  it.  It 
is  a  question  involving  district  representation.  It  is  this:  whether  the  ma- 
jority of  the  district  shall  rule,  or  the  minority  of  the  district  shall  rule.  I 
put  that  to  the  Convention  in  reply  to  the  gentleman  from  California  [Mr. ' 
Haymond]. 

Mr.  H.\c.\NS.  There  h  no  qttestion  of  whether  this  h  a  minority  or  a 
majority.  It  was  determined  upon  the  affidavit.  The  affidavit  determined 
the  question  that  the  convention  that  elected  the  sitting  members  was  the 
majority  of  all  the  delegates  from  that  district. 

The  PusiDENT.  Is  the  Convention  ready  for  the  question? 

Mr.  Conger.  I  move  that  the  debate  on  this  case  be  now  closed. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Riley,  of  West  Virp:inta.  I  desire  to  as:k  that  the  Secretary  read 
this  affidavit  that  pertains  to  this  case.    It  is  a  short  one. 
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The  President.  The  Convention  has  decided  to  close  the  debate.  It 
can  only  be  done  by  unanimous  consent   Is  there  objection? 

Objection  was  heard. 

The  President.  Objection  is  made.  The  question  is,  will  the  Con- 
vention substitute  fur  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  majority  as  relates  to 
the  State  of  West  Virginia  so  much  of  the  teport  of  the  miiiority  at  rdatet 
to  that  State?  Gentlemen  in  favor  of  the  contestants  vote  for  the  motion; 
gentlemen  in  favor  of  the  sitting  members  vote  cgmnst  the  motion. 

On  taking  the  question,  the  Chair  being  in  doubt,  a  call  of  the  roll  was 
Remanded,  and  the  President  ordered  the  roll  of  States  to  be  called. 

Mr.  Geo.  Turner,  of  Alabama.  I  rise  to  ask  if  this  is  upon  the  adop;* 

tion  of  the  substitute? 

The  President.  This  is  upon  the  adoption  of  the  substitute.  Gentle- 
men in  favor  of  the  substitute,  which  reports  in  favor  of  the  contestants,  will, 
as  their  States  are  called,  say  "Aye."  Gentlemen  opposed  to  the  substitute, 
and  in  favor  of  the  sitting  members,  as  their  States  are  called,  will  say  "Na** 
The  Oeik  win  call  the  roll. 

Mr.  WRm;  of  Kentudgr.  There  are  some  gentlemen  in  this  part  ol 
the  hall  who  do  not  understand  the  question.  Will  the  Chair  please  to  put  it  ? 

'  The  PiEStDENT.  The  Chair  will  state  the  question  again,  and  the  Cbn- 
vention  will  give  its  attention  in  quiet.  The  question  is  on  the  ttvMi  n  to 
substitute  the  report  of  the  minority  for  the  report  of  the  majority,  so  far 
as  they  respectively  relate  to  the  State  of  West  Virginia.  The  report  of  the 
minority  is  for  the  contestants;  the  report  of  the  majority  is  for  the  sitting 
members.  The  Secretary  will  call  the  roll  of  States. 

The  roll  of  States  was  then  called,  and  resulted,  yeas  417,  nays  339,  as 
f<dlows:

The  PkBSiDBNT.  The  question  now  comes  on  the  adoptioa  of  the  amended 

report. 

The  report,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

THE  UTAU  CASE. 

The  President.   The  next  case  is  that  of  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

Mr  CoNCFR,  of  Michigan.  I  move  to  limit  debate  on  that  case  to  fifteos 

minutes  on  each  side. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Conger.  1  ask  unanimous  consent  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  that 
tiie  alternates,  who  have  been  left  out  by  mistake^tn  die  Kansas  ease,  may  he 
included,  so  that  th^  may  be  entitled  to  their  seats. 

The  Pkesioent.  No  objection  being  made,  it  will  be  ordered  tiiat  the 
report  in  regard  to  Kansa;;,  which  relates  to  the  delegates,  and  which  has 
been  adopted,  be  considered  as  also  dealing  in  the  same  way  with  the  alter> 
nates  of  those  delegates.  There  being  no  objection,  it  will  be  so  ordered. 

Mr.  Conger.  Mr.  President:  Mr.  Clayton  will  appear  for  the  con> 
testants. 

Mr.  Clayton,  of  Arkansas.  Will  the  Chair  state  the  question? 

The  President.  The  question  is  on  the  adoption  of  so  much  of  the  ma- 
jority report  as  relates  to  the  Territory  of  Utah? 

Mr.  Clayton.    On  that  T  offer  the  following  resolution. 
The  Secretary,  Mr.  Broadwell,  read  as  iollows: 

**Resohed,  That  the  mrnority  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials 

be  substituted  for  the  majority  rt  j  i  rt  in  the  Utah  contest,  and  that  the  con- 
testants be  entitled  to  scats  in  tiiis  Convention  in  the  place  of  the  sitting 
members," 

The  Pebsidbnt.  The  question  is  on  the  substitution  of  so  mudi  of  the 
report  of  the  minority  as  relates  to  the  Territory  of  Utah  for  so  mueh  of  the 

report  of  the  majority  as  relates  to  that  Territory. 

Mr.  Clayton,  of  Arkansas.  Mr.  President:  I  desire  to  be  heard  upon 
this  motion  but  a  very  few  moments.  This  is  a  very  simple  case,  andJs 
briefly  as  follows :  The  Territorial  committee  of  Utah  met  to  consider  the 
question  of  sending  delegates  to  this  Convention,  and,  instead  of  calling  a 
convention  of  the  Republicans  of  the  Territory,  they  undertook  themselves 
to  send  delegates  here.  After  having  taken  this  action  they  passed  a  reso- 
lution perpetuating  the?r  power  and  their  office.  After  their  adjournment, 
the  Republicans  of  Utah,  or  at  least  a  large  number  of  Ihtm,  were  dissatis- 
fied with  this  course,  and  as  the  committee  had  themselves  refused  to  call  a 
convention,  tluy  signed  a  call  to  the  Republicans  of  the  Territory  to  meet 
in  delegate  convention  for  the  purpose  of  sending  delegates  here.  In  accord- 
ancf  with  this  call  a  convention  assembled  and  sent  the  contestants  to  this 
Convention.  I  have  luanl  a  great  deal  said  of  late  about  getting  down  close 
to  the  people  in  these  matters.  Now,  I  ask  this  Convention  whether  a  party 
committee,  composed  of  a  few  gentlemen  appomted  about  four  years  pre^ 
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▼iously.  get  closer  to  the  people  thah  a  convention  of  the  people,  called  at  a 
time  when  these  questions  are  being  agitated?  Tlia?  the  whole  question. 
I  do  not  design,  in  this  case,  to  occupy  more  of  the  ume  of  this  Convention 
than  I  have.  I  yield  the  balance  of  my  time. 

Mr.  Cassqday,  of  Wisconsin.  I  wish  to  say  one  word  on  this  question. 
The  PusiDEMT.   On  which  side  of  the  question? 

Mr.  Cassoday.  In  favor  of  the  contestants.  I  have  been  acquainted 
with  one  of  the  contestants  for  twenty-five  years.  I  am  informed  by  him 
that  the  convention  held  in  the  Territory  was  held  by  about  400  Republicans, 
and  I,  for  one,  shall  respect  tlie  wishes  of  the  Republicans  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah. 

Mr.  PiXLEY,  of  California.  The  menibcr.s  of  the  Committee  have  request- 
ed me  to  present  the  side  represented  by  the  majority.  The  facts,  as  we  un- 
derstood them,  are  few  and  simple. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  Territories  for  the  Central  committee  to  name 
the  delegates  to  the  National  Convention.^  This  custom  grew  up  because 
it  was  almost  impossible,  in  large  Territories,  sparcely  settled,  to  nold  con- 
venli'ins.  and  this  was  an  vmusual  year  west  of  tlie  Rocky  Mountains,  storms 
extending  late  into  April.  The  regularly  constituted  committee  of  that 
Territory  met  under  a  regular  call,  and  elected  two  delegates  to  this  Con- 
vention. Some  few  men,  dissatisfied  with  the  result  of  that  election,  without 
ever  asking  the  Central  committee  to  call  a  convention,  without  ever  appeal- 
ing to  the  County  committee  of  Salt  Lake  to  call  a  convention,  met  together, 
without  any  authority,  and  elected  the  two  gentlemen  who  are  contesting  the 
rlfrtion.  Upon  this  state  of  facts  the  Committee,  I  believe,  were  almost 
unanunous.  Even  my  friend  from  Colorado,  who  always  votes  on  the  other 
side,  at  this  time  voted  with  the  majority  of  the  Committee.  And,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, I  would  call  upon  the  Chairman  of  tb<^  Committee  to  inform  this 
Convention  how  the  Committee  upon  Credentials  stood  upon  this  question. 

Mr.  TuTHiLL,  of  Illinois.   Mr.  President  

The  PRKsmBHT.  Does  the  gentleman  from  California  yield  to  the  gende* 
man  from  Illinois? 

Mr.  Pxxu:v.  I  simply  desire  to  conclode  my  remarks  by  asking  the  gen^ 
tleman  from  Michigan  to  State  how  the  committee  stood  upon  this  question. 

Then  1  will  yield. 

Mr.  Conger.  I  do  not  think  that  is  a  proper  question  to  ask  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee.  Members  of  the  Conunittee  can  state  what  they 
choose  upon  that  subject  It  is  suflteient  for  the  Chairman  to  report  what 
the  majority  directed,  without  statii^  anything  further. 

Mr.  TuTHiLL.  I  am  informed,  and  if  I  am  incorrectly  informed  I  de>«irc 
to  be  corrected,  that  this  Central  committee  of  Utah  consists  of  eleven  mem- 
bers, appointed  four  years  ago.  I  am  also  informed  that  only  five  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  met  to  ajipoint  these  delegates  to  the  National 
Convention.  I  am  also  informed  that  those  five  members  of  this  committee, 
constituting  only  a  minority  of  the  committee,  went  to  work  and  filled  up  the 
committee  there  and  then,  bjr  the  appointment  of  other  members  of  that  com- 
mit* t  :  and  that  the  committee,  so  filled  np.  so  manufactured  on  the  spur 
of  the  moment  went  to  work,  and,  without  any  consultation  with  the  Repub- 
licans of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  nominated  this  delegation  to  the  National 
Convention.  If  that  is  not  orrcct,  I  flc^ire  to  have  it  corrected.  If  it  be 
correct,  I  desire  the  members  of  this  Convention  to  bear  it  in  mind  when 
thqr  oomc  to  vote. 
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Mr.  CooMAN,  of  Massachusetts.  T  desire  to  say  to  this  Convention  that 
I  was  compelled  to  dissent  from  the  majority  of  the  Committee.  1  will  not 
90  ever  the  circumstances,  because  everybody  here  knows  the  fact  now,  that 
there  are  seated  here  two  gemlemen  elected  by  the  Territorial  committee. 
The  statement  of  the  gentleman  from  California  (Mr.  PixleyJ  is  that  they 
have  a  custom  in  that  Territory  of  electing  delegates  by  the  Territorial  com* 
mittee,  because  it  is  convenient.  If  they  have,  it  is  a  very  good  custom,  per- 
haps, for  those  Territories  in  which  they  h^ve  it;  but  they  do  not  have  it 
in  the  Territory  of  Utah.  That  is  the  point  in  this  case.  Why,  sir,  four  years 
ago  the  people  of  Utah  got  together.  There  were  mote  railroads,  and  they 
were  able  to  get  together  more  conveniently  than  before.  .They  had  a  con- 
vention, and  they  chose  delegates  to  the  National  Convention;  btit  the  Cen* 
tral  committee  of  the  Territory  this  year,  because  it  is  an  unusual  year — to 
yfie  the  expression  of  the  gentleman  from  California — "a  year  of  unusual 
severity,**  "tmnsual^  in  many  senses,  I  fear,  of  that  word,  thought  they  would 
not  cnll  n  convention,  but  could  elect  delcj?atcs  themselves;  and  when  they 
got  togetlier  they  proceeded  to  re-elect  themselves;  and  four  years  hence, 
Mr.  President,  you  will  find  them  sending  here  another  pair  of  delegates, 
all  ready  to  represent  them. 

Now,  sir,  what  are  the  people  to  do  when  their  agents  betray  them  in 
this  way?  Why,  they  must  take  the  thing  into  their  own  hands;  and  that  is 
what  they  did  in  Utah.  And  the  people  rose  up  and  demanded  a  conventioo ; 
they  had  a  convention ;  and  they  elected  two  delegates,  and  those  two  gentle- 
men are  the  contestants  to-day.  I  hope  the  Convention  will  have  the  sagadQr 
to  seat  them.  The  very  gentlemen  who  are  here  to-day  as  sitting  members 
are  themselves  members  of  this  Central  committee. 

Mr.  Warner,  of  Alabama.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentleman  a  ques- 
tion for  information.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  answer  it? 
Will  the  gentleman  state  to  us  how  the  call  was  made — whether  it  was  ad- 
vertised, by  whom  made,  or  how  made? 

Mr.  CbOHAN.  I  do  not  undertake  to  say  by  whom  it  was  made ;  but  I 
will  tell  you,  gentlemen,  by  whom  it  was  not  made.  It  was  not  made  by  the 
Territorial  committee,  for  obvious  reasons. 

Mr.  Warner.    Was  there  a  public  call? 

Mr.  CoDMAN.  I  understand  there  was,  so  far  as  a  call  in  the  neWspapers 
could  be  called  a  public  call;  and  what  could  be  more  puUic  than  (hat? 

Mr.  Blakb,  of  MonUna.  I  desire  to  bore  this  Convention  for  about 

the  space  of  two  minutes.  1  represent  one  of  the  Territories  of  the  United 
States.  This  call,  under  which  thr  "fitting  members  are  seated,  or  hold  their 
seats  at  this  time,  was  issued  rcKulariy  by  the  Republican  committf*e  nf  Utah. 
There  is  no  Republican  party  in  Utah.  There  is  no  Democratic  party  lu  Utah. 
Whenever  an  election  has  been  held,  lines  are  always  drawn  between  the 
Mormons  on  one  side,  and  the  Gentiles,  or  non-MormonSk  on  the  other. 
Mr.  CoNKLiNG.  Are  these  the  Mormons  or  the  Gentiles  [Laughter.] 
Mr.  Blake.  I  claiTii  iTint  the  contestants  in  this  case  represent  the  Mor- 
mon element.  I  say,  further,  that  while  all  Democrats  are  not  Mormons, 
all  Mormons  are  Democrats.  After  this  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held, 
at  which  every  vote  was  represented — eleven  members — and  as  soou  as  it 
was  ascertained  that  one  of  these  contestants  was  not  elected,  a  call  was  is- 
sued;  for  what  purpose?  Not  for  the  Republicans  of  Utah  to  hold  a  con- 
vention and  select  delegates,  but  for  a  convention  opposed  to  the  action  of 
the  committee.  In  other  words,  if  this  committee  had  elected  one  of  these 
contesiamb,  that  would  have  been  regular,  that  would  have  been  £sir,  and 
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we  would  have  had  no  contest.  And  wlien  this  convention  of  the  people 
met,  out  of  twentjf'One  counties  in  Utah,  only  six  were  represented.  The 

contestants  are  here  representing,  as  they  claim,  six  out  of  the  twenty-one 
counties  in  the  Territory  of  Utah.  They  attended  a  meeting  at  which  there 
appears  to  have  been  about  fifty  persons.  I  wisfi  to  say  anotner  word.  These 
Territories  are  commonwealths  of  magnificent  distances.  In  the  Territory  of 
Montana  it  occupies  the  time  of  some  of  the  delegates  to  a  convention 
nearly  three  weeks  to  attend.  In  the  Territory  of  Utah  the  same  difficulty 
prevails.  The  Territory  of  Arizona  and  one  other  Territory  are  here  rep- 
resented in  just  the  same  wa^.  I  understand  that  the  State  Rq>ubliGan 
committee  of  Indiana  elected  tour  delegates-at-Iarge  to  this  Convention.  I 
claim  that  if  we  are  to  dwell  upon  strict  legal  teclmicalities.  the  four  dele- 
gates-at-large  from  Indiana  are  not  entitled  to  their  scats.  But  certainly 
they  have  no  better  claim  than  the  sitting  members  from  Utah.  Now,  before 
I  close,  I  say,  these  contestants  represent  the  Mormons  of  Utah.  When  th^r 
held  their  convention,  Mr.  Bradley  introduced  the  following  motion : 

"I  move,  as  the  sense  of  the  convention,  that  the  political  ostracism  to 
which  the  non-Mormon  minority  of  the  Territory  are  subjected  by  an  eccle- 
siastical crganization  calling  itself  a  political  party  calls  for  united  action 
on  the  part  of  a  taxed  but  unrepresented  minority,  and  we  recommend  the 
non-Mormon  vc^ers  of  Utah,  without  distinction  of  party,  to  unite  and  per- 
fect a  political  organisation  that  will  make  itself  felt  as  a  standing  protest* 
at  ka.st,  at  the  polls." 

This  was  voted  down— nine  in  the  affirmative  and  forty-one  in  the  nega- 
tive. With  these  remarks  I  yield  the  floor  to  the  gentleman  from  California. 

Mr.  PiXLBY,  of  California.  I  have  had  allotted  to  me  a  moment  of  time, 
by  the  people  holding  their  seats  on  this  floor,  to  answer  the  interrogatory  of 

the  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  fMr.  Codman] — a  question  accompanied  by 
a  sneer;  but  there  is  an  answer  to  the  question  he  asked.  He  asked  these  gen- 
tleuten  if  they  themselves  were  not  on  ilie  State  Central  committee  that  sent 
them  here.  I  answer  that  they  were  not;  but  I  will  further  answer  that 
the  contesting  delegate  was  himself  a  member  of  the  Central  committee  by 
proxy,  and  was  voted  down,  and  tried  to  circumvent  the  custom  of  tbe 
Territory  by  getting  hemself  sent  here  in  a  most  irregular  manner. 

Mr.  TuTHiLL,  of  Illinois.  Mr.  President:  I  have  heard  no  answer  to 
the  proposition  stated  by  me.  That  was,  that  five  of  this  committee  of  eleven 
assumed  to  act  for  the  whole  committe.  I  assume,  therefore,  that  that  is  a 
fact  If  that  be  so,  this  minority  had  no  right  to  fill  up  that  committer 
and  they  had  no  right  whatever  under  any  circumstances,  to  name  delegates 
to  this  Convention.  T  would  suggest  to  the  gentleman  from  the  Territory 
of  Montana  [Mr.  Blake]  that  if  in  the  great,  populous  Territory  of  Utah, 
containing  the  large  city  of  Salt  Lake,  there  is  no  Republican  party,  it  is 
time  that  this  National  Convention  should  look  forward  to  the  day,  not  far 
distant,  when  Utah  will  be  a  State,  and  it  is  time  that  this  National  Cbnven- 
tion  of  Republicans  should  inaugurate  and  create  a  Republican  party  in  Utah. 

Mr.  Taylor,  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  President:  I  know  very  little  about 
this  case  of  Utah ;  but  I  wish  to  say  a  word  or  two  upon  the  principle  that  I 
understand  rises  above  it,  in  behalf  of  my  people  in  the  Sixth  Congressional 
district  of  Pennsylvania,  as  against  almost  the  whole  body  of  the  rest  of 
Pennsylvania.  For  twenty  years  we  have  fought  for  the  rights  of  the  people 
of  a  district,  against  the  politicians  of  a  State  govemmem  or  county  town. 
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As  a  Whig.  I  attended  nr.irly  every  national  convention  of  the  Whig  party, 
and  never  heard  of  a  Si  u  r  ,  >  iiiion  overriding  the  people.  Until  the  Re- 
publican party,  or  the  leaders  of  it.  attempted  it  in  i860,  it  was  undreamed 
of  in  Pennsylvania.  They  attenipicd  to  select  the  dcle^tes  for  the  Con- 
gressional districts  to  tl»e  Qiicago  Convention,  The  |MOple  of  the  then 
Sixth  district  of  Pennsylvania  immediately  called  a  convention  of  the  people, 
and  selected  myself  and  others  delegates  to  that  convention.  We  immedi- 
ately wrote  a  letter  to  the  Harriabnrg  paper,  stating  that  we  entertained  the 
idea  that  it  was  pos-^ible  the  convention  about  to  as<?emble  at  Harrisbtjrg 
may  assume  the  extraordinary  and  unwarranted  authority  of  overriding  the 
people's  will  in  selecting  the  Congressional  Representatives  to  the  National 
Convention,  and  entertained,  also,  tbe  idea  that  it  was  possible  for  it  to 
attempt  that  et^ually  extraordinary,  and,  in  our  opinion,  unwarrantable  author- 
ity, Of  instructing  the  people's  Congressional  district  delegates  to  the  Chicago 
Convention,  and.  beinj^  unwilling  tbat  tbe  Republicans  of  the  Sixth  Congrres- 
sional  district  of  Pennsylvania  should  be  left  in  an  equivocal  position  by  reason 
of  our  silence  as  their  representatives,  we  wished  it  distinctly  understood  by 
that  convention  that  if  they  should  ptir'^iic  the  former  cour'^e.  and  not  se!cct 
us —  if  they  selected  any  other  gentlemen  than  ourselves,  we  would  contest 
their  se^s,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  in  that  convention.  If  they  passed  any 
instructions  affecting  us  we  \voiild  disregard  them.  nnle«<5  they  were  ratified 
by  a  regular  convention  of  the  people  of  the  Sixth  Congressional  district. 
We  came  to  Chicago  instructed  to  vote  as  a  unit.  Welt,  then,  I  will  say 
we  voU'd  for  Lincoln  and  against  the  instructions.  Acain  1  am  lure,  and 
again  they  try  to  instruct  me,  and  again  they  try  to  strike  me  off;  but  they 
cannot  do  it  Never. 

Mr.  BcNMEn;  of  Utah.  I  desire  to  be  heard,  as  I  am  one  of  the  con- 
testing delates,  and  charges  have  been  made  against  our  Republicanism, 
and  our  fealty  to  the  country  and  to  God.  We  are  not  Mormons.  We  rep- 
resent the  growing  opposition  to  Mormonism.    There  is  a  live  Republican 

party,  althntiffh  small,  in  Utah.  It  is  so  mnch  alive  that  we  refii«;c  to  abide 
by  the  dictates  nf  any  committee  to  come  up  here  and  represent  us.  We 
were  so  alive  that  when  this  comniiiiee  appointed  delegates  to  go  to  this 
Convention,  by  signatures  to  the  extent  of  400  a  convention  was  called,  reg- 
ularly convened  and  hdd,  and  delegates  elected.  I  am  one  of  them,  and  I 
rqiresent  that  Republican  party  of  Uuh. 

Mr.  CoNKUNGk  of  New  York.  How  many  cotmties  were  there  repre- 
sented ? 

Mr.  Rf.nn'ETT.  There  arc  twenty  counties  in  Utah,  and  twelve  were  rep- 
resented.  1  be  eight  counties  unrepresented  only  poll  about  six  votes  opposed 

to  Mormonism. 

Mr.  Robinson,  of  New  York.  Were  the  delegates  in  that  convention 
actually  elected  from  tbe  counties  which  they  claimed  to  represent? 

Mr.  BBNirETT.  There  were  some  who  were  there  with  proxies;  how 
many  I  cannot  tell,  but  I  think  that  twenty-eight  out  of  forty-seven  of  the 

delegates  were  persons  living  in  Salt  Lake  county.  There  were  the  thirteen 
regular  delegate.s  from  Salt  I>ake  connty.  and  the  balance  held  proxie*;.  It 
should  also  be  said  that  Salt  Lake  county  polls  fifty  per  cent  of  all  tbe  vote 
opposed  to  Mormonism,  Democratic  or  Republican.  So  that  Salt  Lake 
county,  with  any  fair  representation,  would  be  entitled  to  half  the  delegates. 
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She  had  thirteen  in  the  convention,  and  her  people  held  these  proxies  for 

outsiilc  counties. 

Mr.  RoniN'sox    Were  not  a  large  number  appointed  to  represent  coun* 

ties  in  which  they  did  not  belong? 

Mr.  Bennett.  All  the  parties  holding  proxies,  residing  in  Salt  Lake 
eotsnty,  had  actual  proxies  from  actually  elepted  delegates  in  outside  coun^ 

ties.  It  was  not  a  put  np  (  Tivention  in  any  sense,  but  very  active  and  fully 
representative  of  the  Republicans  of  Utah,  and  I  am  here  to  represent  them. 
It  is  nothing  to  you,  save  as  a  matter  of  principle;  hut  for  that  reason  you 
should  give  us  some  encouragement,  not  only  as  against  the  Democrats,  but 
as  against  Mormonism  as  well,  and  give  us  a  chance  so  that  we  may  build 
up  a  fine  Republican  party,  to  be  ready  when  we  come  in  as  a  State.  We 
are  live  Repu!)Iicans.  All  we  want  is  recognition.  We  will  not  bend  the 
neck  to  any  committee,  or  any  committee-men.  The  committee  refused  to 
can  a  convention.  I,  myself,  demanded  it.  and  it  was  not  called.  I  demanded 
that  that  convention  be  called.  The  Republicans  had  consulted  together  about 
iL  I  was  directed  by  them  to  make  the  demand.  The  chairman  refused  to 
eall  it,  and  he  did  not  call  it,  (I  was  out  of  the  Territory,  so  he  did  not 
refuse  to  me,  but  he  did  not  call  it.)  He  calletl  a  meeting  of  his  committee 
for  the  third  of  April,  under  a  published  call,  which  did  not  state  that  they 
would  take  up  the  question  of  electing  delegates,  for  wc  supposed  they 
would  call  a  convention.  This  is  the  first  time  I  ever  heard  of  a  commit- 
tee refusing  to  call  a  convention  to  elect  delegates.  The  first  we  heard  was 
that  they  had  elected  dclcgaics  to  this  Convention  and  refused  to  call  a 
Territonal  convention. 

The  PkEsiDBNT.  The  time  allowed  to  the  contestants  for  discussion  has 
expired. 

Mr.  Carter,  of  Mississippi.  Mr.  President:  I  am  very  glad,  sir,  to  have 
this  opportunity  of  making  a  few  remarks  that  I  regard  as  important  upon 
the  question. 

The  PftBsmcKT.  Does  the  gentleman  support  the  majority  report? 

Mr.  C.\RTEa.   Yes.  sir. 

The  Pkrsidext.    The  gentleman  can  proceed  for  three  minutes. 

Mr.  Caktejc  I  rose  more  to  ask  a  question  than  I  did  to  make  a  speech. 
Being  a  delegate  from  the  ''Southern  wilds,"  as  characterized  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  the  rude  barbarian  from  the  South 
simply  rose  to  ask  one  question.  I  am  opposed  to  representation  in  any  form 
in  the  National  Convention  of  delegates  from  the  Territories  and  from  the 
District  of  Columbia;  but  since  it  has  become  the  province  of  the  Convention 
to  allow  these  gentlemen  to  come  into  the  Convention,  and  perhaps  by  their 
votes  determine  the  results,  and  by  their  votes  deprive  perhaps  ihc  repre- 
sentation which  should  be  accredited  to  a  State  like  Illinois,  upon  the  ques- 
tion before  the  Convention.  I  only  desire.  Mr.  President,  to  know,  before 
casting  this  vote,  where  Utah  might  be  found  in  the  Convention  as  to  the 
nominee  for  President  of  the  United  States.  I  desire  to  ask  the  gentleman 
from  Utah  (.Mr.  Hennctt]  of  what  class  of  citizens  in  I'tah  Territory  he  is 
the  representative — whether  it  is  the  Brigham  Young  set  or  not;  and  then  I 
win  know  how  to  vote. 

hPr.  HOUCK,  of  Tennessee.   1  desire  to  ask  a  question.  As  I  understand 

this  case,  there  are  two  sets  of  delegates,  one  having  be<  ti  appointed  by  the 

Exectrtive  committee,  for  the  Territory  of  Utah,    i  further  understand,  in 

connection  with  the  action  of  that  committee,  that  it  was  about  to  cease  to 

exist,  when  it  met  and  passed  a  resolution  resolving  that  it  was  not  dead*  but

that  it  should  have  a  revived  political  animation  and  continue  to  exist  for 
another  term  without  any  action  of  the  people  

[Here  the  hammer  fell.] 

The  President.  The  time  allotted  for  debate  on  this  question  has  cx- 
inred.  On  both  sides.  The  question  is  upon  the  substitution  of  the  minority 
for  the  majority  report  SO  far'  as  they  respectively  relate  to  the  Territory 
of  Utah.  The  roll  of  States  will  be  called.  Gentlemen  in  favor  of  the  minor- 
ity report,  which  is  for  the  contestants,  will,  as  their  States  are  called,  vote 
**Aye;"  those  opposed  will  vote  "No."

THE  MAJORITY  UFCNIT  ON  BULBS. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Qisbee,  read  as  follows: 

1  he  Committee  on  Rules  and  Order  of  Business  beg  leave  to  make  the 

following  report: 
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Rule  I.  The  Convention  shall  consist  of  a  number  of  delegate^  from  each 
State  equal  to  double  the  number  of  its  Senators  and  Repre»<;ntatives  in 
Congress,  and  two  delegates  from  each  Territoiy  and  two  ffXMn  tbe  District 
of  Columbia. 

Rule  2.  The  Rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  rules 
of  the  Convention,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
following  rules: 

Rule  3.  When  the  previous  question  shall  be  demanded  by  a  majority 
of  the  delegates  from  an;^  State,  and  the  demand  seconded  by  two  or  more 
States,  and  the  cat!  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the  Convention,  the  question 

shall  then  be  proceeded  with  and  disposed  of  according  tO  tfic  fules  of  th« 

House  of  Representatives  in  similar  cases. 

Rule  4.  Upon  all  subjects  before  the  Convention  the  States  shall  be  called 
in  alphabetical  order,  and  next  the  Territories  and  District  of  Columbia. 

Rule  5.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  disposed 
of  before  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  is  acted  upon ;  and 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the 
Convention  proceeds  to  the  ncmiinatson  of  candidates  for  President  and 

Vice-  President. 

Rule  6.  When  a  majority  of  the  delegates  of  any  two  States  shall  de- 
mand that  a  vote  be  recorded,  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  States.  Territories 

and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Secretary  calling  the  roll  of  the  States  and 
Territories  and  the  District  of  Cohnnbia  in  the  order  heretofore  stated. 

Rule  7.  In  making  the  nomination  for  President  and  Vice-President, 
in  no  case  shall  the  calling  of  the  roll  be  dispensed  with.  When  it  shall 
appear  that  any  candidate  ha-^  r(H'eived  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention  shall  announce  the  question  to  be.  Shall  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  candidate  be  made  unanimous?  Rut  if  no  candidate  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes,  the  Chair  shall  direct  the  vote  to  be 
again  taken,  which  shall  be  repeated  until  some  candidate  shall  have  received 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast;  and  when  any  State  has  announced  its  vote»  it 
shall  s(^  stand  until  the  ballot  is  announced,  unless  in  case  of  numerical  error. 

Rule  8.  In  the  record  of  the  vote  by  States,  the  vote  of  each  State,  Ter- 
ritory and  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  announced  by  the  Chairman: 
and  in  case  the  vote  of  any  State,  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall  be  divided,  the  Chairman  shall  announce  the  number  of  votes  cast  for 
any  candidate  or  for  or  against  any  proposition ;  hut  if  exception  is  taken  by 
any  delegate  to  the  correctness  of  such  announcement  by  the  chairtuan  of 
nis  delegation,  the  President  of  the  Convention  shall  direct  the  roll  of  mem- 
bers of  such  delegation  to  be  called,  and  the  result  shall  be  recorded  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  votes  individually  given. 

Rule  9.  No  incmhcr  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  ques- 
tion, nor  liMiger  than  five  minutes,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Convention,  except 
that  delegates  presenting  the  name  of  a  candidate  shall  be  allowed  ten  min- 
utes in  presenting  the  name  of  such  candidate. 

Rule  10.  A  Republican  National  Committee  shall  be  appointed,  to  con- 
sist of  one  member  from  each  State.  Territory  and  the  District  of  Columbia, 
represented  in  this  Convention.  I  he  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  delegation 
from  each  State,  Territory  and  the  District  of  Cohimhin  shrilf  name^  through 
their  chairman,  a  person  to  act  as  a  member  of  such  comnutiec. 

Rule  II.  All  resolutions  relating  to  the  platform  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Resoluticms,  without  debate.

THE  MINORITY  KEPORT  ON  RULES. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

"The  minority  from  ihc  Committee  on  Rules  and  Ortler  of  Husiness 
consisting  of  the  delegates  from  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Kentucky,  Mis- 
sissippi, Missoitri,  New  York.  Tennessee,  Virginia,  Illinois  and  Colorado, 
respectfully  recommend  the  retention  of  Rule  No.  8,  being  Rule  No.  6  of 
the  Convention  of  1876.  in  the  same  language  held  by  this  rule  in  former  Re- 
publican conventions,  under  which  the  rights  of  all  delegates  have  been  here- 
tofore protected,  and  which  is  as  follows: 

"  'in  the  record  of  the  votes  by  States,  the  vote  of  each  State,  Territory 
and  the  Di'^trict  of  Columbia  shall  be  announced  by  the  Chairman;  and  in 
case  the  votes  of  any  State,  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be 
divided,  the  Qiairman  shall  announce  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  can^ 
didate  or  for  or  against  any  proposition.' 

"Your  Committee  believe  that  the  addition  made  by  a  majority  of  the 
Comnrittee,  after  a  protracted  debate,  is  tmwise;  that  it  tends  to  invite  dis* 
^!  ns,  \chich  may  not  otherwise  be  forced  upon  the  Convention;  that  it  tS 
unnecessary^  to  protect  the  rights  of  individual  members,  and  that  it  gratui- 
tously and  in  »lvance  casts  an  imputation  upon  the  chairmen  of  the  respective 
delegatioDS.**

The  President.    Will  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Sharpe]  state 
the  precise  form  of  motion  with  which  he  accompanies  his  minority  report? 
Mr.  Shaivb.  I  understand  the  motion  before  the  Convention  to  be  that 

the  report  of  the  majority  be  adopted.   Am  I  right? 

The  President.  That  i  -  rhr  motion  made  by  the  gentleman  from  Ohio 
(Mr.  GarAeid],  and  it  is  pendrng. 

Mr.  Sharpe.   Then,  1  have  stated  it  correctly? 

The  President.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Sharpe.    I  suppose,  then,  Mr.  President,  that  my  motion  oc^ht  to 

be  to  substitute  the  minority  report.  Rut  I  desire,  before  makinp  any  motion, 
to  make  one  or  two  remarks,  and  I  do  it  in  order  to  shorten  the  work  of  the 
Convention.  Some  suggestions  were  made  yesterday  that  delays  that  had 
occurred  were  intentional.  The  delays  that  were  asked  for  by  the  Committee 
on  Rules  were  intended  to  produce  just  action  by  this  Cotivention.  That  has 
been  had;' and  now,  Mr.  President,  I  confess  that  I  am  a  little  surprised  that 
when  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  made  any  motion  he  did  not  move  that  the 
minority  report  be  made  the  law  of  this  Convention.  Un^er  the  action 
of  the  rule,  as  formerly  established,  we  have  been  in  session  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday,  and  no  such  eitibarrassment  has  arisen  as  the  gentle- 
man from  Ohio  thought  might  arise,  and  which  he  proposed  to  guard  against 
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by  this  celebrated  amendment  to  the  eighth  rule  Not  a  single  delegation 
has  undertaken  here  to  fly  in  the  face  of  its  ciiairnian  or  to  question  his 
honesty.  No  scene  has  occurred,  and  after  having  lived  tinder  the  exten- 
sion  of  the  eighth  rule  for  three  days  and  a  half,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
gentleman  would  have  been  justifiable  in  moving  that  the  report  of  the  minor- 
ity be  adopted.  But.  Mr.  President,  in  good  faith  I  am  not  here  to  ask  for 
further  delay.  Sir,  there  is  a  time  when  further  movement  to  secure  posi- 
tion would  be  unjustifiable.  The  battle  line  is  formed.  Each  side  is  ready. 
And  the  people  are  waiting  for  the  result.  W  <  11  feel  that  whatever  was 
to  be  obtained  on  the  skirmish  line  has  been  obtained,  and  we  are  standing  in 
the  ranks  of  battle,  opposed  to  each  other,  and  ready  to  give  the  people  news 
of  the  contest.    I  therefore  f)ffer  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  this  Convention  will  proceed  immediately  to  ballot  for 
candidates  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
one  apttch  of  fifteen  minutes  be  allowed  for  the  presentation  of  eadi  candi- 
«Iate,  and  ten  minutes  for  one  speech  to  second  each  nomination.'* 

I  send  my  resolution  to  the  Chair. 

Mr.  G.\RFiEi.D.    I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

The  Pkesident.  The  gentleman  from  Ohio  will  suspend.  The  resolu- 
tion will  first  be  read  for  the  information  of  the  Gmvention*  and  then  the 
s:entlcman's  point  of  order  will  be  heard.  The  gentleman  from  New  York 
moves  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  the  proposition  reported  by  the  gen- 
tleman from  Ohio  from  the  Committee.  It  will  be  read  for  the  information  of 
the  Convention. 

The  resolution  was  read. 

The  PsBSiDSMT.  The  gentleman  from  Ohio  win  now  state  his  iioint  of 
order. 

Mr.  Gakfield.  My  point  of  order,  Mr.  President,  is,  that  in  the  firat 
place,  under  the  order  of  the  Convention,  the  Committee  on  the  rules  of  the 
Convention  was  ordered  to  report.  The  resolution  now  ofTered  by  the  gentle- 
man he  did  not  offer  as  a  substitute  for  rules,  but  as  a  resolution  about  an- 
other business ;  and  it  is  not  in  order  to  take  up  another  business  distinct  from 
.the  order  under  which  the  Convention  is  acting. 

Mr.  Sbarvb.  Afr.  President  

The  President.  The  Chair  does  not  desire  to  hear  further  debate  on  the 
point  of  order. 

Mr.  SuAKPE.  The  Chair  understands,  of  course,  that  my  motion  is  made 
as  a  substitute  for  the  report  of  the  Commiliee  on  Rules. 

The  FftESiDBNT.  The  Chair  understands  the  motion.  The  Committee 
on  Rules  reported  for  the  government  of  a  Convention  whose  functions  will 
expire  when  its  candidates  are  nominated  and  other  incidental  business — a 
series  of  rules,  one  of  which  provitle-;  for  the  method  of  procedure  in  that 
nomination.  The  others  provide  other  matters  for  the  government  of  the 
Convention.  The  Chair  is  ot  opinion  that  a  substitute  which  provides  lor 
the  same  thing  and  nothing  else,  to  wit:  for  the  proceeding  to  nominate 
candidates,  and  for  the  method  of  such  proceeding,  making  no  provision  for 
any  other  subject,  is  in  order,  and  the  Chair  so  holds. 

Mr.  Sharpe.  I  want  to  complete  the  procedure  by  completing  my  mo- 
tion—by  adding,  "and  at  the  end  thereof  that  the  roll  of  States  be  called." 
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Tiu'  Presthekt.   The  gentleman  will  modify  his  substitute,  and  it  will 

be  read  as  modified. 

The  SecreUrj'  read  as  follows: 

**Resolved,  That  this  Convention  will  proceed  immediately  to  ballot  for 
a  candidate  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
one  speech  of  fifteen  minutes  be  allowed  for  the  presentation  of  each  can- 
didate, and  ten  minutes  for  one  speech  to  second  each  nomination,  and  that, 
after  such  nominations  are  made,  such  ballot  will  be  taken  by  a  call  of  die 
roll  of  the  States." 

Mr.  Sewell,  of  New  Jersey.  I  rise  to  ask  for  information.  If  tbi?;  sub- 
stitute is  adopted,  under  wliat  rules  will  this  Convention  be  governed  ?  Have 
we  any  rules 

The  Pkesidbnt.  The  Chair  will  state  that  if  this  resolution  be  substi- 
tuted and  ad<9ted,  it  will  of  itself  form  a  rule  for  the  government  of  the 

Convention,  so  far  a??  it  applies.  Other  orders  which  have  been  made  by 
the  Convention,  or  which  may  be  made,  will  likewise  govern  its  action.  Fur- 
ther than  that,  the  Convention  will  be  governed  by  what  may  be  conveniently 
called  the  general  parliamentary  law. 

Mr.  Scwux.  I  move  to  lay  the  substitute  on  the  table. 

The  President.  The  motion  to  lay  the  substitute  on  the  table,  if  it  pre* 
vails,  carries  the  whole  matter  with  it. 

Mr.  Garfield.    I  ask  the  gentleman  to  withdraw  it. 

Mr.  Sewei.l.  In  deferoice  to  the  views  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee I  withdraw  it. 

Mr.  Garpiclo.   The  Chair  having  ruled  the  resolution  in  order— and  I 

bow.  of  cciir  c,  to  his  ruling  ~T  ask  the  attention  of  the  Convention  for  a  mo- 
ment to  the  merits  of  the  pending  substitute  for  the  rules.   In  my  judgment, 
it  does  not  purport  to  be  a  body  of  rules  by  which  to  regulate  or  decide  any 
question  or  method  whatc^'cr,  except  the  mere  time  to  be  granted  to  present 
nominations.  All  questions  whether  the  vote  shall  be  cast  by  ballot,  in  ballot- 
boxes,  whether  they  shall  be  cast  by  a  show  of  hands,  whether  they  shall  be 
cast  by  a  call  of  the  roll,  or  wliether  they  shall  be  cast  by  a  majority  of  tlie 
votes  of  each  States,  without  regard  to  the  individual  votes  of  the  delegates, 
are  questions  unsettled  by  the  resolution.   If  it  be  adopted,  it  rejects  all  that 
is  oflfercd  as  the  old  code  of  rules  of  four  years  ap:o,  and  leaves  us  to  the 
va^e  imcertainty  that  belongs  to  a  great  Convention  without  formal  rules. 
We  have  now  been  here  four  days,  patiently  waiting  to  do  the  great  busi- 
ness upon  which  we  have  come  here,  in  order  and  with  decorum  of  proceed- 
ing.   We  have  waited  to  find  out  first  who  are  entitled  to  be  delegates,  and 
four  days  have  been  occupied  in  settling  that  question.    In  order  that  there 
mi^t  ht  the  utmost  fairness,  the  question  of  what  ndes  shall  bind  us  has 
been  properly  postponed  until  everybody  who  is  to  be  bound  shall  be  con- 
sultt  d  nlioiit  the  rules.    And  now,  in  that  same  spirit  of  order,  in  that  same 
spirit  of  settling  all  controversies  likely  to  arise,  we  propose  to  lay  before 
the  President,  and  put  in  his  hand,  by  the  authority  of  this  Convention,  a  code 
of  rules  by  which  he  shall  conduct  its  great  business  to  the  end.    If  these 
rules  are  not  right,  change  them,  amend  them,  make  a  .<;ubstitute  for  them, 
but  Jet  that  substitute  cover  the  case.    While  on  my  feet  T  desire  to  say  that 
I  am  a  little  surprised  at  an  expression  in  tlie  minority  report  implying  that 
the  report  of  the  majority  is  in  some  vague  and  mysterious  sense  a  reflec- 
tion upon  the  various  chairmen  of  the  State  dclcpratinns.    How  is  it  pos- 
sible that  this  great  Convention  reflects  on  any  man  here,  when  it  lays  down 
a  rule  not  only  for  him,  but  for  every  other  delegate?  It  is  quite  too  much 
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to  say  that  anybody  in  this  Convention  is  reflected  on  when  there  are  roles 

made  for  governinj?  him  and  all  of  equal  rank  with  him.  It  was  said  that 
there  had  never  occurred  anything  to  indicate  that  the  word  o£  any  chairman 
eottld  not  be  trusted.  Certainly  not.  But  I  think  this  Convention  is  suffi- 
cient witness  that  there  arc  controversies  between  honorable  gentlemen,  and 
there  may  be  controversies  between  chairmen  and  their  delegates.  We  saw 
a  spectacle  that  will  probably  be  photographed  in  history,  of  four  delegates 
risincT  on  the  top  of  their  seats  and  protesting:  apainst  the  vote  announced 
by  their  chairman.  That  cast  no  reflection  upon  the  chairman  of  the  delega- 
tion  Irom  Kentucky ;  none  whatever.  He  was  obeying  his  duty  as  he  under* 
stood  it,  and  the  delegates  were  obeying  their  duty  as  thry  understood  it.  It 
is  the  business  of  this  Convention  to  prescribe  a  rule  which  ail  shall  obey — 
chairmen  and  delegates  equally.  No  man  is  greater  than  the  law,  and  no 
man  should  he  greater  than  a  just  rule.  Settle  the  rule.  Settle  it  in  any 
way  you  please.  Make  it  the  "unit"  rule,  and  I  am  bound  by  it.  Make  it 
the  individual  rule— 4hat  each  individual  shall  have  the  right  to  vote — and 
I  am  hound  by  it.  for  two  great  reasons:  first,  because  you  make  it  the  rule, 
and,  greater  still,  because  I  believe  it  to  be  everlastingljr  right.  There  is 
but  one  point  of  difference  between  the  majority  and  the  minority,  and  it  can 
readily  be  settled  by  one  vote,  after  a  fair  and  reasonable  debate.  That  point 
of  difference  may  be  stated  in  a  single  sentence.  It  is  this:  the  minority 
desire  the  old  rule  to  stand,  under  which  unseemly  controversy  arose  in 
1876.  The  majority  desire  to  make  certain  what  they  believe  to  be.  and  what 
the  minority  also  intimate  they  also  believe  to  be  the  proper  rendition  of  that 
rule.  On  that  view  of  the  case  I  ought  to  demand  of  my  honorable  friend 
who  makes  the  minority  report  that  he  should  move  to  adopt  HkS  report  of 
the  majority,  for  it  is  his  own  construction  of  the  rule. 

Mr.  Frye^  of  Maine.    I  desire  to  ask  

The  President.  Will  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  yield  to  the  gentleman 
from  Maine? 

Mr.  Garfield.  Certainly. 

Mr.  Frye,  I  desire  to  ask  the  distinguished  crentleman  from  Ohio  this 
question:  Without  adopting  any  of  those  rules  as  reported,  and  especially 
that  rule  which  makes  [he  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  the  rules 
of  this  Convention,  is  there  any  such  thing  as  a  previous  qaestioa? 

Mr.  Gakpield.  I  take  it  tint  there  is  not. 

Mr.  Frye.  Then,  sir,  I  desire  to  ask  you  one  question  further.  II  there 

is  no  previous  qtiestion  in  this  Convention,  and  after  one  ballot  in  answer  to 
this  resnhitinn  of  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Sharpe]  has  been 
taken,  and  another  gentleman  then  makes  the  motion  that  the  Convention 
proceed  to  baltot  for  Pre«dent,  is  there  any  rule  in  this  body  by  which  de-' 
bate,  from  the  time  it  is  offered  until  twelve  o'clock  at  night,  can  possiUjr 
be  stopped? 

Mr.  Garfiei.t>.    ^Tnnifestly  there  is  not. 

Mr.  FkVK     Then,  1  take  it  that  this  Convention  will  see  the  point. 
Mr.  CoNKLiNG.    Will  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  yield  to  me? 
Mr.  Garfieldl  Certainly. 

Mr.  C0NKUN&  As  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  gives  way  to  tdt,  I  wisli 
to  reply  to  the  closing  remarks  of  the  gentleman  from  Maine,  which  seemed 

to  be  leveled  pointedly  in  my  direction.  I  beg  to  assure  the  genileman  from 
Maine  that  I  do  most  clearly  see  the  point,  at  this  moment,  of  his  opposition 
and  his  statement. 
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Mr.  Garfield  Mr.  President:  At  this  preliminary  stage  I  do  noi  desire 
to  enter  upon  a  discussion  of  the  merits  of  the  rule.  I  have  only  made  the 
point,  with  which  I  close  my  remarks  at  present,  that  we  ought  to  have  roles, 

and  have  them  now,  to  conduct  and  control  the  future  business  of  this  Con- 
vention. I  am  sure  the  gentleman  from  New  York  fMr.  Sharpr]  did  not 
intend,  certainly  I  think  he  could  not  have  intended,  in  the  drafting  of  this 
resolution,  to  exclude  the  Territories  of  the  United  States  from  voting  on 
this  question.  But  I  helieve  that  th^  are  excluded  by  the  language  of  his 
resolution. 

Mr.  Sharpe.   Whether  the  Territories  are  excluded  or  not,  I  leave  to 

my  friend  the  Secretary*,  to  whom  I  went  and  asked  tliat  he  wnnld  finish 
the  re  so  hit  ion  according  to  the  usual  form  of  words  used  in  asking  for  a  call 
of  the  roll. 

The  FxEsniENT.  The  Secretary  states  that  he  wrote  the  words  stated 
to  him  by  the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Sharpe]  himself,  and  that  it 

was  not  becoming  for  him  to  undertake  to  modify  or  change  them.  If  the 
gentleman  desires  now  to  modify  the  motion,  it  will  he  in  order. 

Mr.  Sharpe.  Most  certainly,  sir,  I  simply  used,  as  I  supposed,  the  ordi- 
nary form  of  directing  the  call  of  the  roll  of  this  Convention.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  my  friend  from  Ohio  fMr.  Garfield]  has  undertaken  to  make  a 
supposed  state  of  circumstances.  He  sees  danger  which  nobody  threatens, 
and  he  makes  a  valiant  battle  against  it.  Indeed,  after  having  been  aided  by 
the  gentleman  from  Maine  [Mr.  Frye).  he  finally  gets  the  Convention  into 
such  a  condition  of  being  terror-stricken  that  we  are  overcome  with  amaze- 
ment at  the  injustice  that  this  Convention  might  possibly  do.  What  is  there 
left  to  be  done?  Nothing  but  to  make  the  nominations,  and  to  read  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Re^' 'luf ions.  The  delcgatc-s  arc  .'invioii<;  to  go 
honje.  A  sufficient  number  will  remain  to  finish  the  platform;  and  when  tlie 
candidates  are  nominated,  relief  will  be  produced  among  thousands  of  those 
who  are  here  present. 

Does  the  gentleman  in  good  faith  ask  me  whether  this  ballot  is  to  be 
taken  by  ballots  being  put  in  a  ballot-box,  by  "aye"  and  "no,"  or  by  ea^ 
man*«  vote  being  called?  Does  he  in  good  faith  ask  mc  whether  every 
delegate  is  to  have  the  right  on  the  lloor  of  expressing  his  preference  through 
the  chairman  of  his  delegation?  Does  he  in  good  faitfi  ^sk  that  of  a  Conven- 
tion, which  fnr  three  days  and  a  half,  has  heen  a  law  unto  itself?  Has  there 
been  a  single  appeal  from  any  decision?  IIa<;  anybody  disputed  the  vote  of 
any  State  And  when  the  four  gentlemen  from  Kentucky  stood  up.  was 
there  a  call  of  the  whole  roll  from  Kentucky?  No,  <\r.  Why,  Mr.  President, 
all  that  we  ask  to  avoid  is  this — (all  that  we  did  ask  to  avoid;  we  have  got 
nothing  now  to  avoid  in  it.)  You  know  how  long  it  takes  to  call  the  roll 
of  these  States  and  Tcrrituries.  How  long  would  it  take,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  individuals  who  might  seek,  like  my  friend  from  Maine,  to  call  the 
roll  of  the  700  and  odd  delegates  of  this  Convention  ?  There  is  nothing  more  to 
be  done.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  would  have  no  application, 
except,  as  the  Chairman  of  that  Committee  states,  when  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  should  be  read.  And  it  is  simply  to  avoid  that 
that  T  ask  now  that  the  Convejition  will  proceed  to  nominate  its  candidates, 
in  order  that  we  may  all  sec  our  way  to  leave  for  our  homes  before  the 
breaking  of  tfie  Sunday  morning. 

The  PftBSiocNT.  The  resolution  of  the  gentleman  from  New  York  (Mr. 
Sharpe)  will  be  read  again,  and  he  will  give  it  his  attention,  to  see  whether 
it  is  in  accordance  with  his  desire. 
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Mr.  Sharpe.    Has  the  Sccretar}'  added  the  usual  words?

Mr.  GAsnELD.  I  move  that  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  be  now  or- 
dered to  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  PiEKKEPONT,  of  Ncw  York.  Mr.  President:  I  hardly  need  to  say 
that  in  a  committee  composed  of  one  from  every  State  in  this  Union,  from 
every  Territory,  and  from  the  District  of  Columbia,  there  was  a  great  diver- 
isty  of  opinion  about  the  questions  which  in  the  resolutions  should  be  brotl^t 
before  this  Convention.  Early  in  this  Convention  it  became  apparent  that 
we  would  have  a  sufficient  number  of  exciting  topics  which  would  keep  us 
active  and  awake.  W'c  h.ive  endeavored  in  the  resolutions  we  present  to  have 
nothing  upon  which  we  cuuld  not  ourselves  agree,  and  nothing  which  would 
tend  to  disturb  the  harmony  of  this  Convention  or  awaken  ansrry  debate  or 
long  delay.  I  have  now  the  honor  to  present  the  resolutions  whidh  the  Com- 
mittee have  agreed  upon. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Clisbee,  read  as  follows: 

RETORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS. 
THE  FLATPOaM. 

The  Republican  party,  in  National  Convention,  assembled,  at  the  end  of 
twenty  years  since  the  Federal  Government  was  first  committed  to  its  charge, 
submits  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  this  brief  report  of  its  adminis- 
tration : 

It  suppressed  a  rebellion  which  had  armed  nearly  a  million  of  men  to 
subvert  the  national  authority.  It  reconstructed  the  Union  of  the  States, 
with  freedom  instead  of  slavery  as  its  corner-stone.  It  transformed  4.0'  o  otx) 
human  beings  from  the  likeness  of  thinps  to  the  rank  of  citizens.  It  rt  licvod 
Congress  from  the  infamous  work  of  liunting  fugitive  slaves,  and  charged 
it  to  see  that  slavery  does  not  exist.  It  has  raised  the  value  of  our  paper 
currency  from  .^8  per  cent,  to  the  p""  ''f  gold.  It  has  restored  upon  a  <?olid 
basis  payment  in  tlic  coin  for  all  the  national  obligations,  and  has  given  us  a 
currency  absolutely  Rood  and  equal  in  every  part  of  our  extended  country. 
It  has  lifted  the  credit  of  the  Nation  from  the  point  where  six  per  cent,  bonds 
sold  at  eighty-six  to  that  where  four  per  cent,  bonds  are  eagerly  sought  at  a 
premium. 

Under  its  adniinistration,  railways  have  increased  from  ;^T.ooo  miles  in 
i860,  to  more  than  82,000  miles  in  1879.  Our  foreign  trade  has  increased 
from  $7oOtax»,ooo  to  $i,ii5,oooy000  in  the  same  time,  and  our  exports*  whidi 
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were  $30,oo(M)oo  less  than  our  imports  in  i860,  were  $a65.ooo/»o  more  than 

our  imports  in  1879. 

Without  resorting  to  loans,  it  has,  since  the  war  closed,  defrayed  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  Government,  besides  the  accruinsr  interest  of  the  public 
debt,  and  has  disbursed  annuallv  n  ore  than  $30,000,000  for  soldiers'  and 
sailors'  pensions.  It  has  paid  $880,000,000  of  the  public  debt,  and  by  refund- 
ing: the  balance  at  lower  rates  has  reduced  the  annual  interest  charge  from 
nearly  $150,000,000  to  less  than  $89,000,000.  All  the  industries  of  the  coun- 
try have  revived;  labor  is  in  demand;  wages  have  increased,  and  throughout 
mt  entire  country  there  is  evidence  of  a  coming  prosperity  greater  than  we 
have  ever  enjoyed. 

Upon  this  record  the  Republican  party  ask  for  the  continued  confidence 
and  support  of  the  people,  and  this  Convention  submits  for  their  approval 
the  followitit?  statcnuiit  of  the  principles  and  purposes  which  will  continue 
to  guide  and  inspire  its  efforts. 

1.  We  affirm  that  the  work  of  the  Republican  party  for  the  last  twenty- 
one  years  has  been  such  as  to  commend  it  to  the  favor  of  the  Nation;  that 
the  fniii>  of  the  costly  victories  which  we  have  achieved  through  immense 
difficuitich  should  be  preserved;  that  the  peace  regained  should  be  cherished; 
that  the  Union  should  be  i>erpetuatcd,  and  that  the  liberty  secured  to  this 
generation  shmild  be  transmitted  undiminished  to  other  gcncrrition? ;  that  the 
order  established  and  the  credit  acquired  should  never  be  impaired ;  that  the 
pensions  promised  should  be  paid;  that  the  debt  so  much  reduced  should  be 
extinffui'^hed  hy  the  full  payment  of  every  dollar  thereof;  that  the  reviving 
industries  should  be  further  promoted,  and  that  the  commerce  already  increas- 
ing should  be  steadily  encouraged. 

2.  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  is  a  supreme  law,  and  not  a 
mere  contract.  Out  t  f  confederated  States  it  made  a  sovereipn  Nation. 
Some  powers  are  denied  to  the  Nation,  while  others  are  denied  to  the  States; 
but  the  boundary  between  the  powers  delegated  and  those  reserved  is  to  be 

determined  by  the  National,  and  not  hy  the  State  tribunal. 

3.  The  work  of  popular  education  is  one  left  to  the  care  of  the  several 
States,  but  it  is  the 'duty  of  the  National  Government  to  aid  that  work  to 

the  extent  of  its  constitutional  power.  The  intelligence  of  the  Nation  is  but 
the  aggr^te  of  the  inteUigence  in  the  several  States,  and  the  destiny  of  the 
Nation  must  be  guided,  not  by  the  genius  of  any  one  Stat^  but  by  the  aggre> 
gate  genius  of  all. 

4.  The  Constitution  wisely  forbids  Congress  to  make  any  law  respect- 
ing the  e.^tablishment  of  religion,  but  it  is  idle  to  hope  that  the  Nation  can 
be  protected  against  the  influence  of  secret  sectarianism  while  each  State 
is  exposed  to  its  domination.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Consti- 
tntion  be  so  amended  as  to  lay  the  same  prohibition  upon  the  Legislature 
of  each  State,  and  to  forbid  the  appropriation  of  public  funds  to  the  support 
of  sectarian  schools. 

5.  We  affirm  the  belief,  avowed  in  1876,  that  the  duties  levied  for  the 
purpose  of  revenue  should  so  discriminate  as  to  favor  American  labor;  that 
no  further  grants  of  the  public  domain  should  be  made  to  any  railway  or 
other  corporation;  that  slavery  having  perished  in  the  States,  its  twin  bar- 
barity, polygamy,  must  die  in  the  Territories;  that  everywhere  the  protection 
accorded  to  a  citizen  of  American  birth  must  be  secured  to  citizens  by 
American  adoption;  that  we  dcetn  it  the  duty  of  Congress  to  develop  and  im- 
prove our  sea-coast  and  harbors,  but  insist  that  further  subsidies  to  private 
persons  or  corporations  must  cease;  that  the  obligations  of  the  Republic  to 
the  men  who  prc^erx'ed  its  integrity  in  the  day  of  battle  are  undiminished  by 
the  lapse  of  the  fifteen  years  since  their  final  victory.  To  do  them  honor  is, 
and  shall  forever  be,  the  grateful  privilege  and  sacred  du^  of  the  American 
people. 
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C).  Since  the  authority  to  regulate  immigrration  and  intercourse  between 
the  United  States  and  foreign  nations  rests  with  the  Conjure?!??  of  the  United 
States  and  the  treaty-making  power,  the  Republican  party,  regarding  the  un- 
restricted immigration  of  the  Chinese  as  a  matter  of  grave  concernment, 
der  the  exercise  of  both  these  power-,  would  limit  and  restrict  that  immi- 
gration by  the  enactment  of  such  just,  humane  and  reasonable  laws  and  trea- 
ties as  will  produce  that  result. 

7.  That  the  purity  and  patriotism  which  characleri/td  Ihr  earlier  career 
of  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  in  peace  and  war,  and  which  guided  the  thoughts  of 
our  tmniediate  predecessors  to  him  for  a  presidential  candidate,  have  contin* 
ued  to  inspire  him  in  his  career  as  Chief  Executive;  and  that  history  will 
accord  to  his  administration  the  honors  which  are  due  to  an  efficient,  just 
and  cotirteotis  discharge  of  the  public  business,  and  will  honor  his  vetoes 
interposed  1>etween  the  people  and  attempted  partisan  laws. 

8.  We  charjje  tipon  the  Democratic  party  the  habitual  sacrifice  of  patri- 
otism and  justice  to  a  supreme  and  insatiable  lust  for  office  and  patronage; 
that  to  obtain  possession  of  the  National  Government,  and  control  of  the 
place,  they  have  obstructed  all  efforts  to  promote  the  purity  and  to  conserve 
the  freedom  of  suffrage,  and  have  devised  fraudulent  ballots  and  invented 
fraudulent  certifications  of  returns;  have  labored  to  unseat  lawfully  tkcted 
members  of  Congress,  to  seetirc  at  all  hazards  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
States  in  the  House  of  Representatives;  have  endeavored  to  occupy  by  force 
and  fraud  the  places  of  trust  given  to  others  by  the  people  of  Maine,  rescued 
by  the  courage  and  action?;  of  Maine's  patriotic  sons :  have,  hy  melliods  vicious 
in  principle  and  tyrannical  in  practice,  attached  partisan  legislation  to  ap- 
propriation bills,  upon  whose  passage  the  very  movement  of  the  Government 
depended;  have  crushed  the  rights  of  tlie  individtial ;  have  advocated  the  prin- 
ciples and  sought  the  favor  of  the  Rebellion  against  the  Nation,  and  have 
endeavored  to  obliterate  the  sacred  memories  of  the  war,  and  to  overcome  its 
inestimably  valuable  results  of  nationality,  personal  freedom  and  individual 
equality. 

The  equal,  steady  and  complete  enforcement  of  law^  and  the  protection 
of  all  our  citizens  in  the  enjoyment  of  all  privileges  and  immunity  giiarart- 

teed  by  the  Ccmstiiution.  are  the  first  duties  of  the  Nation.  The  dangers  of 
a  solid  South  can  only  be  averted  by  a  faithful  performance  of  every  promise 
which  the  Nation  has  made  to  the  citizen.  The  exectrtion  of  the  laws,  and 
the  punislunent  of  all  those  who  violate  them,  are  the  only  safe  method?  by 
which  an  enduring  peace  can  be  secured  and  genuine  prosperity  established 
throughout  the  South.  Whatever  promises  the  Nation  makes  the  Nation 
must  perform.  A  Nation  cannot  safely  relegate  this  duty  to  the  States.  The 
solid  South  must  be  divided  by  the  peaceful  agencies  of  the  ballot,  and  all 
honest  opinions  must  there  find  free  expression.  To  this  end  the  honest 
voter  must  be  protected  against  terrorism,  violence  or  fraud.  And  we  affirm 
it  to  be  the  duty  and  the  purpose  of  the  Republican  party  to  use  ail  legitimate 
means  to  restore  all  the  States  of  this  Union  to  the  most  perfect  harmony  that 
may  be  possible;  and  wc  submit  to  the  practical,  sensible  people  of  these 
United  States  to  say  whether  it  would  not  be  dangerous  to  the  dearest  in- 
terests of  our  country  at  this  time  to  surrender  the  administration  of  the  • 
National  Government  to  a  party  which  seeks  to  overthrow  the  existing  policy, 
under  which  wc  are  procperoti*:.  and  tht»<;  bring  distrust  and  confusion 
where  there  is  now  order,  confidence  and  hope.

"The  Republican  parly,  adhering  to  the  principles  aifirmed  by  its  last  Na- 
tional Convention,  of  respect  for  the  constitutional  rules  governing  appoint- 
ment to  office,  adopts  the  declaration  of  President  Hayes,  that  tlie  reform 
in  the  civil  service  shall  be  thorough,  radical  and  complete.  To  that  ond  it 
demands  the  co-operation  of  the  legislative  with  the  Executive  Departments 
of  the  Government,  and  that  Conyn  s>  shall  so  legislate  that  fitness,  ascer- 
tnined  hy  proper  prnotical  tests,  shall  adniit  to  the  public  service.  That  the 
tenure  of  adniinistraiivc  offices,  except  those  through  which  the  distinctive 
policy  of  the  party  in  power  is  carried  out,  shall  be  made  permanent  during 
good  behavior,  and  that  the  power  of  remcva!  for  cause,  with  due  respon- 
sibility for  the  good  conduct  of  subordinates,  shall  accompany  the  power  of 
apfMMntment."  #

The  Presiuext.    The  genilem  in  has  not  the  floor  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Barker.  As  I  said,  I  have  no  desire  to  delay  this  Convention  in 
order  to  argue  this  point.  Every  member  of  this  Convention,  every  member 
of  the  Republican  party,  every  voter  in  the^e  :.:rtat  United  States,  has  his 
opinon  upon  the  civil  service.  From  the  eminent  man  whom  many  of  us 
desire  to  nominate,  the  man  who  introduced  by  his  message  as  President  a 
rcff)rni  in  the  civil  service,  down  to  every  man  who  is  an  humble  voter,  our 
minds  are  made  up  alwut  that.  But.  sir,  I  take  the  position  here — I  take  the 
position  before  the  country — that  it  is  not  fitting  for  the  Republican  party, 
the  party  of  principles  in  this  i  onntry,  to  pass  over,  without  mention,  such  a 
subject  as  this  at  this  time.  1  here  have  been  four  divisions,  or  periods,  in 
the  history  of  the  civil  service.  One  of  these  periods  was  under  the  adminis- 
tration of  that  great  man  whose  portrait  overlooks  us  [Washington!,  and  of 
his  ?ticces<:or,  wlien  the  civil  service  needed  no  reform:  for  It  liad  never  been 
Corrv;pted.  The  next  was  the  period  when  the  party  whom  wc  attack  today 
brought  that  vicious  principle  into  practice,  that  "To  the  victors  belongs  the 
5poi!s.*'  Tlie  third  period  was  the  period  when  Gen.  Grant,  having  <;aved  this 
country  by  his  mihtary  genius,  sought  also  to  save  it  by  his  statesmanship 
and  his  patriotism :  and  attempted*  by  his  message,  by  recommending  the  en- 
forcement of  civil-service  reform,  to  save  it  in  that  direction  ;  .md  he  only  was 
compelled  to  de.sist  that  because  he  was  not  supported  in  Congress.  The 
fourth  period  is  the  period  which  was  inangurated  in  our  last  Convention; 
and  at  that  time  a  plank  was  adopted  which  I  ask  that  the  Secretary  may  read 
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—♦he  f  ftfi  plank  of  the  platform,  under  which  we  marclied  to  victory  four 
years  ago.  i  ask  that  it  may  be  read,  it  is  on  the  fifty-sixth  page  oi  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  last  National  Convention. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follow 5. : 

"Undtr  tile  Constitution,  the  FreMcknt  ami  heads  of  <topartment'=  nre  to 
make  nomuiaiions  for  office;  tiie  Si-iiate  is  to  advise  and  consent  to  appoint- 
ments, and  the  House  of  Representatives  is  to  accuse  and  prosecute  faitiiless 
officer^.  The  best  interest  of  the  public  service  demands  that  these  lii^titictirin^ 
be  rcsptctcd  ;  that  Senators  and  Representative:^  who  may  be  judges  and  accus- 
ers should  not  dictate  appointments  to  office.  The  invariable  rule  for  appoint- 
ments should  have  reference  to  the  honesty,  fidelity  and  capacity*  of  appt  intecs. 
^ivin|;  to  the  parljr  in  power  those  places  where  harmon;^  and  vigor  of  admin- 
istration require  tts  policy  to  be  represented;  but  permitting  all  others  to  be 
filled  by  persons  selected  with  sole  reference  to  the  efficiency  of  the  public 
service  and  the  right  of  citizens  to  share  in  the  honor  of  rendering  faithful 
service  to  their  country." 

Mr.  Bakx^l  Now,  we  mean,  Mr.  President,  just  what  we  say  when  we 
speak  for  Massachusetts  in  this  Convention.  The  point  tn  the  civil  service 
which  needs  amendment — the  point  practically  where  the  reform  has  failed, 
if  it  has  failed,  though  T  deny  that  it  ha<;  failed,  is,  liiat  kg.slaiion  is  needed 
in  Congress.  From  a  Democratic  Congress,  to  be  sure,  we  have  to  ask  for 
it ;  but  let  us  demand  it.  That  is  the  point  And,  ^r,  I  catmot  let  this  time 
pass  without  having  an  opportunity  to  record  my  vote  in  favor  of  this  prin* 
ciple,  and  also  of  extending  to  every  Rentleman  here  an  opportunist  if  he 
shall  so  desire»  so  to  record  his  vote.  I,  tliereiore,  have  moved  this  amend- 
ment. 

Mr.  Flanagan,  of  Texas.  Mr.  President:  Texas  lias  had  quite  enough  of 
the  civil  service.  During  the  last  four  years,  sir,  out  of  1400  officers  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  140  represented  the  Republican  party. 

We  are  not  here.  sir.  for  the  purpose  of  providing  offices  for  the  nemrcracy. 
There  is  one  plank  in  the  Democratic  party  tlint  T  have  ever  admired.  an(! 
that  is.  "To  the  victors  beloncr  the  spoils."  .\tti  r  we  have  won  the  race,  as 
we  will,  we  will  give  those  who  are  entitled  to  positions  office.  What  arc  we 
up  here  for?  I  mean  that  members  of  the  Republican  party  are  entitled  to 
office,  and  if  we  are  victorious  we  will  have  office.  I,  therefore,  move  to  lay 
the  amendment  on  the  table. 

The  President.  The  Chair  desires  the  gentleman  from  Texas  to  give  his 
attention  to  the  Chair. 

A  DELEGATE.    I  luove  to  postpone  the  amendment. 

The  President.  No  motion  can  be  made  which  will  separate  the  amend- 
ment from  the  general  subject  before  the  Convention. 

Mr.  HoucK,  of  Tennessee.  Will  it  be  in  order  to  move  to  refer  this 
resolution  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions' 

The  President.  The  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  it  would  carr>'  with  it  the 
whole  pending  subject. 

Mr.  HoucK.  Well,  the  sooner  wc  get  rid  of  it  in  some  way  the  better. 
If  it  can  be  voted  down,  of  course  that  will  do. 

Mr.  Cessna^  of  Pennsylvania,  I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  whole  platform, 
together  with  the  amendment,  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
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Imions,  with  instnictions  to  report  Inck  the  platform  forthwith  without  the 

amendment. 

Mr.  CoDMAN,  of  Massachusetts.  Mr,  President:  The  gentleman  from 
Pennsylvania,  if  his  motion  pass,  will  get  out  of  the  difficulty.  For.  sir,  if  the 
Committee  report  back  (he  platform  without  the  amendment  proposed  by  my 
colleague,  we  shall,  I  hope,  be  here,  and  we  shall  propose  it  again.  We  want 
a  vote  on  this  subject,  and  I  think  we  shall  have  it.  We  may  not  be  numer- 
ous, or  we  may  be,  that  advocate  this  resolution,  but  we  shall  have  a  vote 
on  tt. 

I  am  impressed,  Mr.  President,  with  the  good  opinion  which  the  gentle- 
man from  Texas  entertains  of  his  associates  on  this  floor.  He  tells  us  that 
we  have  come  up  here  to  arrange  for  getting  offices.  I  protect,  for  one,  ncrainst 
having  come  here  for  any  such  purpose.  I  thought  I  came  here,  and  so  did  my 
colleagues,  to  help  to  nominate  a  man  for  President  of  the  United  States  who 
would  sec.  so  far  had  anything  to  do  with  the  office';,  that  the  right  men 

were  put  in  the  right  places.  I  hope  we  will  nominate  here  somebody  who 
will  not  peddle  out  oflfices  as  a  reward  for  services.  I  know  tliis  Convention 
is  weary  and  desires  to  proceed  to  business.  Btit  let  me  tell  my  friend  from 
Texas  that  if  he  thinks  that  the  men  of  Massachusetts  here  will  not  have  a 
vote  on  that  proposition  he  is  vastly  mistaken. 

Mr.  Cessna.  T  did  not  make  my  motion  with  any  intention  ti^  deprive 
my  friend  from  Massachusetts  of  a  vote.  He  can  get  it  upon  my  motion  as 
readily  as  he  can  get  it  in  any  other  way.  And  when  he  informs  me  that 
he  will  sec  that,  when  it  comes  back,  we  will  have  a  vote — have  it  offered 
again,  I  simply  reply  that  I  made  my  motion  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  sense  of  the  Convention  on  that  proposition,  and  if  it  is  upon  my  side  on 
thi-;  question,  we  will  see  if  the  previous  question  will  bring  us  to  a  direct 
vote,  and  he  will  not  have  the  pleasure  of  making  it  again.  But  if  the 
Convention  should  be  in  favor  of  the  proposition  introduced  by  the  gentleman 
from  Massachusetts  [Mr.  Barker]  they  can  so  indicate  it  by  votinti  down  my 
mcKion.  I  opposed  the  motion,  not  on  account  of  any  feeling  whatsoever, 
but  for  other  reasons.  We  come  here  to  our  Convention  for  the  purpose  of 
gathering  Republican  views,  and  the  Republican  doctrine,  and  the  Republican 
policy,  from  all  the  States  and  Territories  of  this  Union,  and  in  order  to  ac- 
eomplish  that  purpose  and  to  promote  unity  and  harmony,  which  are  the 
foreleaders  and  harbinger-  of  sucee-s.  we  '-elect  one  gentleman  from  every 
delegation  from  every  State  and  Territory  in  this  Union  as  a  Committee  on 
Platform ;  and  to  that  Committee  we  refer  the  difficult  task  of  making  that 
platform.  I  assume  that  they  made  it  in  ijood  faith,  that  they  deliberated  and 
discussed  all  these  questions  with  judgment  and  discretion,  and  that  they--> 
Miassachusetts  being  represented  there  with  the  rest  of  the  States — after 
due  deliberation,  being  by  themselvt  s.  ( nilMuIicd  wb.it  was  sujiposcd  to  be  good 
and  necessary,  and  that  they  have  brought  out  nothing  upon  which  the  whole 
party  of  this  country  is  not  united.  And  it  is  because  I  did  not  like  to  see 
any  attempt  to  tamper  with  or  interfere  with  the  action  of  that  Committee  that 
I  made  he  motion  I  did,  because  if  we  have  a  right  to  so  act  upon  one  subject, 
other  members  might  do  so  upon  other  subjects.  But,  while  I  am  on  the 
floor  (I  did  not  intend  to  say  a  word  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  remarks  of 
due  gentleman  from  Massachusetts)  I  will  go  one  «tep  further.  He  knows, 
and  I  know,  that  the  offices  at  Washington  are  half  full  of  men  who  were 
placed  there  by  the  Democratic  party  of  this  country,  wlu-n  in  poVver,  and 
they  are  incrusted  like  rats  in  their  holes,  and  we  cannot  Ret  tbeni  out.  They 
are  full  of  rebels — rebel  soldiers ;  some  of  them  rel>el  officers ;  and  I.  for  one, 
do  not  want  this  civil  service  to  be  put  too  strongly  upon  us  until  we  are 
allowed  to  turn  out  the  rebel  brigadiers  and  rrl  f  '  r  >;>»-r"-  nnd  ])iit  in  Union 
soldiers.  I  simply  want  to  get  them  out  and  make  way  lor  our  one-Icgged 
and  one>armed  union  soldiers. 
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Mr.  Warxkk,  of  Alabama.  I  would  not  have  ofTcrcd  this  resolution,  but 
it  is  here,  and  I  suggest  to  the  Republicans  of  the  United  States,  in  National 
Convention  assembled,  that  we  cannot,  we  on^ht  not  and  we  dare  not  to  vote 
it  down.  I  say  I  would  not  have  ofTered  it;  but  the  suggt^stion  of  my  friend 
from  Pennsylvania  (  Mr.  Cessna]  amount  to  this — that  when  we  get  all  our 
men  in  office  we  are  ready  to  have  civil  service  reform ;  and,  if  we  are  beaten 
four  years  hence,  the  Democratic  party  will  say,  when  they  turn  all  our  men 
out  and  get  all  theirs  in  they  are  in  favor  of  civil-service  reform.  Now,  I 
say  I  would  not  have  offered  this  resolution,  but  it  is  here,  and  the  Repul>- 
lican  party  of  the  country — the  great  body  of  good  citizens  who  hold  the  bal- 
ance of  power  and  who  will  elect  the  next  President — are  in  favor  of  it.  I 
am  in  favor  of  it  myself.  A  good  deal  of  contumely  has  been  thrown  upon 
the  civil-service  rules  because  of  their  lax  enforcement.  The  same  might  be 
said  of  the  Ten  Commandments.  It  has  taken  a  good  while  to  enforce  the 
Ten  Commaiidiuents.  It  will  take  a  good  while  to  gel  real  civil-ser^'ice  reform 
in  this  country,  but  unless  we  begin  we  will  never  get  it  done.  President 
Hayes  has  done  some  good  work.  There  is  evidence  enough  here  in  thij» 
Convention  that  the  work  is  not  all  done,  and,  if  a  vote  is  to  be  taken  on 
this  question,  I  would  suggest  to  the  Chair,  in  mercy  to  the  civil  service,  that 
Federal  officeholders  be  not  required  to  vote. 

Mr.  Carter,  of  ^Tissis^ippi.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  motion  made  by  the 
gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Cessna]  to  re-commit  the  report  to  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions,  not  on  the  ground  of  civil  service,  but  upon  the 
ground  that  it  sets  forth,  in  the  first  few  words,  that  the  Republican  party 
had  made  out  of  chattels,  citizens.    Sir,  it  is  true  that  we  were  in  chams  of 

Ehysical  bondage  when  the  proclamation  wa.s  made  by  the  immortal  Lincoln, 
ut  we  are  still  slaves.  We  arc  not  free  in  the  South.  Wc  come  here  to 
your  city,  and,  when  we  visit  this  great  Northwest,  and  look  upon  the  manner 
in  which  men  of  our  color  are  entertained  in  the  Northwest,  we  feel  that  there 
yet  remain?  a  grand  duty  for  the  Republican  party  to  di^^charpe  When  the 
war  broke  out  those  men  proved  loyal  to  the  Union.  The  Rentleman  from 
West  Virginia,  in  his  remarks  the  other  day,  stated  that  he  had  fought  for 
my  liberty.  No  man  foupht  for  me,  .<ir.  In  September.  1862.  I  was  enrolled 
as  a  Union  soldier  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and,  Mr.  President,  with  ref- 
erence to  that  portion  of  the  platform  that  says,  "as  slavery  went  down,  so 
must  go  polygamy,"  may  God  erant  that  polygamy  'iluill  never  9to\)  where 
slavery  rests  now.  As  to  the  civil  service  and  the  delegates  from  the  South 
who  are  sent  to  Chicago,  we  come  here  imbued  with  loyalty  to  the  Federal 
Govcrnmt  nt.  ind)ued  with  loyalty  to  the  Republican  party ;  we  intend,  while 
here,  to  cast  our  votes.  We  have  no  compromises  to  make.  We  have  no 
trades  to  make.  We  were  sent  here  by  the  people  of  the  South  to  cast  our 
votes  for  the  mn>.t  distinguished  man  that  live'^  in  the  world  to-day — Gen. 
Grant,  the  proud  son  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  There  is  not  a  civilized  govern- 
ment upon  the  face  of  the  globe  but  what  would  be  willinjf  to  own  him.  The 
black  soldier  that  fought  beneath  his  starry  banner  still  claims  that  he  wants 
Grant,  and  nobody  else. 

The  PKKSTm  xT.  The  five  minutes  awarded  to  the  gentleman  have  expired. 
We  arc  now  working  under  the  new  rules.  The  question  is  on  the  adoption 
of  the  amendment  moved  by  the  gentleman  from  Massachusetts  (Mr.  Barker.] 

Mr.  Bar        I  call  for  a  vote  by  States. 

The  President.  Is  the  gentleman  authorized  by  a  majority  of  his  dele- 
gation to  make  the  call?  It  is  required  by  the  new  rulea. 

Mr.  Cbssha.  What  has  become  of  my  motion  to  re<«omnitt»  with  in- 
structions? 
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The  PusioBNT.  The  Cbair  would  snggest  that  the  object  of  the  gentle* 
man  can  be  better  accomplished  after  the  pending  vote  has  been  taken. 

Mr.  Cessxa,    I  accent  the  stigp'cstion  of  the  Chair,  if  that  is  preferred. 
The  Pkesioent.   The  Secretary  will  read  the  rule  in  regard  to  a  demand 
lor  a  vote  by  States. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Broadwell,  read  as  follows: 

"Rale  6.  When  a  majority  of  the  delegates  of  any  two  States  shall  de- 
mand that  a  vote  be  recorded,  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  States.  Territories  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Secretary  calling  the  roll  of  the  States  and  Ter- 
ritories and  the  District  of  Cohimbia  in  the  order  heretofore  stated." 

The  President.  An  individual  member  of  the  delegation  is  not  entitled, 
under  this  rule,  to  call  for  a  vote  hy  States.  Does  the  gentleman  from  Massa- 
chusetts state  that  he  is  atitbortaed  by  a  majority  of  the  delegates  from  his 
State  to  make  that  request? 

Mr.  B.ARKER.    I  .<;o  state. 

'I  lie  Pkesiiirnt.  The  gentleman's  statement  will  be  accepted  by  the  Chair. 
The  delegation  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts  request  a  vote  on  this  ques- 
tion by  States.  Is  that  request  seconded  by  the  delegation  from  any  other 
State? 

Mr.  PixLEY,  of  &lifornia.    California  seconds  the  motion. 

The  President.    Tlje  roll  of  States  will  be  called. 

Mr.  HoucK,  of  Tennessee.  There  is  some  confusion  in  this  part  of  the 
hall  as  to  what  the  precise  question  is. 

The  FSESIDBMT.  The  precise  question  stated  by  the  Chair  is  the  question 
of  a  direct  vote  on  the  amendment  offered  1^  the  gentleman  from  Massa- 
chusetts [Mr.  Barker],  the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  tMr.  Cessna]  with- 
drawing: his  motion,  if  a  direct  vote  is  to  be  taken. 

A  DELEGATE  from  Maryland.  I  ask  that  the  pending  resolution  be  again 
read. 

The  PlESiDENT.    The  resolution  will^be  again  read,  for  information. 
The  Secretary  read  as  follows : 

"The  Republican  party,  adhering  to  the  pi'i'iciplc  affirmed  hy  its  last 

National  Convention,  of  respect  for  the  cnn-titulional  rules  governinij  appoint- 
ments to  office,  adopts  the  declaration  of  President  Hayes,  that  the  reform  of 
tfie  civil  service  should  be  thorotigrh,  radical  and  complete.  To  this  end  it 
demands  the  co-operation  of  the  Legisl.-itive  with  the  Executive  Department 
of  the  Government,  and  that  Congrtss  shall  so  legislate  that  fitness,  ascer- 
tained by  proper  practical  tests,  shall  admit  to  the  public  service;  that  the 
tenure  of  avlnn'ni'itrative  offices,  except  those  tlirou«h  which  the  distinctive 
policy  of  the  party  in  power  is  carried  out,  shall  be  made  permanent  during 
good  behavior,  and  that  the  power  of  removal  for  cause,  with  due  responsi- 
bility I  t  the  good  conduct  of  subordinates,  shall  accompany  the  power  of 
appointment. 

The  President.   The  question  is  upon  the  adoption  of  this  amendment. 
The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll.  « 
Mr,  Wabner,  of  Alabama.  Mr.  President^ 

The  pRBSiDBNT.  For  what  purpose  does  the  gentleman  from  Alabama 
rise? 
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Mr  Warner.  I  rise.to  ask  whether  the  motion  to  strike  out  part  of  the 

resolution  is  in  order. 

The  PKtsiDKNT.   It  is  in  order. 

Mr.  Warner.  I  move  to  strike  out  the  latter  part,  "That  the  tenure  of 
Administrative  dSati,  except  those  throufl^  which  the  distinctive  policy  of  the 
party  in  power  is  carried  out.  shall  be  made  permanent  during  good  be- 
havior." 

A  DELEGATE  from  Missouri.  A  word  of  explanation  on  l>cbalf  of  the 
Committee.  I  rose  partly  to  make  that  motion.  This  propo'^ition  wa';  twice 
rejected  by  a  formal  vote  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions;  and  had  the 
Committee  any  idea  that  such  a  plank  was  desired  or  would  be  offered,  they 
would  have  tried  to  have  reported  it  in  a  form  more  consonent  with  the 
wishes  of  the  members  of  the  Convention.  But  I  have  no  idea  that  the  most 
ardent  friend  of  civil  service  reform,  or  whatever  you  may  call  it,  is  in  favor 
of  establishing  life-tcnnre  of  office  in  this  conntry.  I  complain  that  the 
gentleman  fmm  Masxachii'^etts  [Mr.  Barker]  has  not  treated  the  Committee 
fairly,  in  witiiholding  notice  that  he  intended  to  bring  this  before  the  Con- 
vention. Otherwise  we  might  have  considered  and  brought  in  a  resolution 
consonent  with  the  common  sense  of  the  people  of  this  country,  even  those 
who  favor  it 

Mr.  AxTiroN'v.  of  Illinois.  I  aprrce  with  a  number  of  K^ntlcmcn  in  what 
they  have  said  in  behalf  of  this  resolution,  and  with  the  gentleman  who  is  the 
author  of  it.  It  will  be  seen,  by  reading  it,  that  it  provides  in  the  latter  part 
of  it  a  code  of  laws  as  to  how  it  shall  be  carried  otit.  It  is  not  necessary, 
in  order  to  the  clear  enunciation  of  the  principle  that  he  wishes  to  put  before 
the  Convention  and  to  become  part  of  the  platform,  that  that  should  be  done; 
and  I,  therefore,  move  to  strike  out  all  after  the  words  "Executive  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government."  The  resoltition  will  then  provide  for  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  legislative  and  executive  powers  of  the  Government,  and  that  is  all 
that  is  necessary  to  put  into  this  platform  to  enunciate  the  principles  for 
which  we  are  contending. 

Mr.  Barkbl  I  am  willing,  sir,  to  accept  that  amendment. 

The  PaismENT.  The  amendment  is  accepted  by  the  mover.  The  question 
now  is  on  the  resolution  as  amended,  and  on  that  question  a  call  of  States  has 

been  demanded. 

A  DELEGATE  from  Kentucky.  I  would  like  to  hear  the  resolution  read 
as  it  will  be  as  amended. 

Mr.  CbOMAXf,  of  Massachusetts.  I  desire  to  state,  in  behalf  of  my  col- 
leagues, that  in  order  to  save  the  time  of  the  Convemion  we  are  willing  tO 

withdraw  the  call  for  the  vote  by  States,  reserving:  the  ripht,  however,  if  the 
vote  shall  seem  to  be  in  the  negative,  then  to  call  for  the  vote  by  States. 

The  President.   The  resolution  will  be  read  as  amended. 

The  Secretary.  Mr.  Broadwell,  read  as  follows: 

"The  Republican  party,  adhering  to  the  principle  affirmed  by  its  last 
National  Convention,  of  rcipcct  for  the  constitutional  rules  governing  ap- 
pointments to  ofHce,  adopts  the  declaration  of  President  Hayes  that  the  re- 
form  of  the  civil  service  should  be  thorough,  radical  and  complete. '  To  this 
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end  it  demands  the  co-operation  of  the  Legislative  with  the  Executive  De- 
paiUnent  of  the  Government^  and  that  Congress  shall  so  legislative  that  fitness, 
ftKertained  by  proper  practical  tests,  shall  admit  to  the  public  service." 

Mr.  Winkler,  of  Wisconsin.  I,  for  one^  want  to  declare  my  thorough 
indorsement  of  that  resolution. 

The  pREsiuE>'T.  The  call  for  the  vote  by  States  is  withdrawn  for  the 
present,  if  the  Convention  consent. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

The  pRBSDENT.  The  question  now  recurs  upon  the  entire  platform  as 
amended. 

The  resolutions,  as  amended,  were  then  adopted. 

RECESS. 

Mr.  Crkswkt.t.,  of  Maryland.  [The  time  being  5:20  p.  m  ]  After  our 
vcr>'  lonp  and  tedious  services  to-day  I  think  it  is  due  to  the  body  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  would  greatly  accelerate  the  future  business  of  the  Convention, 
that  we  should  now  take  a  recess  tintil  seven  o'clock. 

The  Presiobnt.  The  Chair  asks  leave,  before  putting  that  question  to 
make  a  statement  to  the  Convention.  An  inquiry  has  been  made  of  the  Chair 
whether  it  is  within  his  power  to  issue  an  order  excluding-  nil  intoxicating 
liquors  from  this  building.  The  Chair  does  not  conceive  that  he  has  that 
power,  but  he  asks  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention  that  an  order 
be  passed  that  no  such  liquors  be  admitted  in  the  building  until  the  final 
adjournment  of  the  Convention.  Is  there  any  objection?  The  Chair  hears 
none,  and  it  is  so  ordered  by  the  Convention.  The  question  is  now  upon  the 
motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Maryland,  that  the  Convention  take  a  recess 
tmtil  seven  o'clock. 

Mr.  Ckeswell.    That  motion  is  not  dcl>atable. 

The  President.  The  motion  is  debatable  under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Crbswbll.  Not  under  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives.

Mr.  Parsons,  of  Alabama.   Before  his  name  is  entered  upon  the  roll  as 

a  member  of  the  National  Committee  from  the  State  of  .Mab.ima,  I  would 
state  that  there  have  been  three  members  in  the  Al  ibama  delegation  imseated, 
who  acted  when  Mr.  Strobach  was  named,  and  three  others  have  since  been 
put  in,  and  that  there  was  also  one  member  of  the  delegation  absent  at  the 
time  Mr.  Strobach  was  named.  I  would  ask  that  no  action  be  taken,  or  that 
bit  name  be  not  entered  upon  the  roll,  until  further  action  be  taken  by  the 
delegation  of  members  who  have  been  declared  elected  and  entitled  to  seats 
on  this  floor. 

Mr.  Turner,  of  Alabama.  Nineteen  members  of  the  .\labama  delega- 
tion, sir,  met,  and  with  substantial  unanimity  selected  the  gentleman  that  I 
have  nanMd  to  be  the  member  of  the  National  Executive  Cornmittee  from 
Alabama.  No  meetin^r  has  been  held  or  called  for  since  that  meeting  by  the 
members  of  the  delegation  for  the  purpose  of  changing  this  name,  and  I 
insist  under  the  motion  whicli  has  been  carried  here  that  the  name  of  Mr. 
Strobach  be  recorded  from  Alabama. 

The  President.  Under  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Convciuion  the  report 
of  the  Chairman  must  be  accepted  as  conclusive  for  this  purpose.  If  any 
point  is  made  it  must  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention  here- 
after, by  proper  motion.    The  Clerk  will  proceed  with  the  roll-call. 

On  the  call  of  the  Territory  of  Dakota. 

Mr.  Warner,  of  Dakota.   "  Seth  Rnllnck." 

Mr.  McCoy,  of  Dakota.  Mr.  President:  I  have  been  instructed  by  the 
Territorial  Republican  convention  of  Dakota  to  present  the  name  of  the  Hon. 
Newton  Edmunds  as  a  member  of  the  National  Committee.  In  compliance 
with  this  instruction  I  present  his  name. 

The  PaESiDBNT.  The  Secretary  will  call  Dakota  again. 
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i  he  Territory  of  Dakota  was  again  called. 

Mr.  McCoy.  I  hold  in  my  hands  a  paper  which  I  will  send  to  the  Secre- 
tary to  be  read. 

The  PREsnsNT.  The  Chair  will  cause  the  communicataon  to  be  read  for 

the  information  of  the  Convention. 

'i  he  Secretary  read  as  follows :

Mr.  Warner.   Mr.  President  

The  President.  The  Territory  of  Dakota  will  be  passed  until  the  order 
of  the  Convention  i«  executed,  two  persons  being  presented  by  that  delegation. 
The  Secretary  will  proceed  with  the  call.  We  will  come  back  to  Dakota  after 
having  called  the  other  Territories. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  roll-call  (no  tumies  having  been  presented  for 
the  State  of  Texas  or  the  District  of  Columbia) :

of  opinion  that  the  motion  is  in  order.    It  is  a  method  of  filling  a  vacancy 
in  a  committee  that  has  been  completed  as  far  as  possible  under  the  rule. 
The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

FILLING  VACANCIES  IN  THE  NATIONAL  OOMMrTTEE. 

Mr.  Drake,  of  Minnesota.   Mr.  President:   I  wish  to  offer  a  resolution 
relating  to  the  National  Committee. 
The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the 
Republican  National  Committee  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  appointment 
made  t)v  the  Sute  Central  committee  of  the  proper  State,  or  Territory,  or 
District/' 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

NOMINATIONS  FOR  CKE.^IDENT. 

Mr.  H.vi-E.  (>i  Maine.  Mr.  President:  I  move  that  tfir  role  of  St:ite<  Ix: 
called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  that  whenever  any  State  shall  be  reached 
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from  which  a  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  a  candidate  for  President,  the 

fioinination  be  made  under  the  rules  adopted  by  this  Convention* 

Mr.  T,(x;an,  of  Illinois.   1  would  like  to  make  an  inquiry. 

The  President.  The  Chair  will  stnte  tiic-  question  first.  The  gentleman 
from  Maine  moves  that  the  roll  of  States  be  now  called  alphabetically,  and 
that  nominations  be  received  whenever  any  State  is  reached  from  which  a 
nomination  is  made  tmder  the  rule  already  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  I-/)GAN.  I  did  not  hear  the  rule.  At  the  time  the  rules  were  read 
at  the  desk  I  did  not  clearly  understand,  in  reference  to  seconding  nomina- 
ti<MtS,  whether  more  than  one  sccnrtrling  speech  would  be  allowed  or  not. 

The  PkEsiiDENT.  The  Secretary  will  read  the  rule  on  the  subject  of  nom- 
inations for  President. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Broadwell,  read  as  follows: 

**Rtilc  9.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  ques* 
tion,  nr.r  longer  than  five  minutes,  unless  by  leave  of  tlie  Convention,  except 
that  delegates  presenting  the  name  of  a  candidate  shall  be  allowed  ten  min- 
utes in  presentti^  the  name  of  such  candidate."  ' 

Mr.  Logan.  Read  the  other  portion  of  the  rule. 

The  IPRKSiDENT.   The  question  is  on  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  from 

Maine. 

Mr.  Logan.  Before  ihe  question  is  put,  there  are  quite  a  number  of 
gentlemen  here  who  desire  information  whether  or  not,  under  that  rule,  more 
than  one  person  is  allowed  to  second  a  nomination.  That  was  the  inquiry  that 

I  made. 

'The  President.    The  Giatr  does  not  understand  that  there  is  any  pro- 
vision for  seconding  a  nomination  under  the  rule  as  adopted. 

Mr.  Logan.    Then  do  I  undcr.stand  that  under  that  rule  there  is  only.v 
allowed  the  presentation  of  a  name,  without  the  seconding  of  the  nomina- 
tion? I  merely  desire  to  get  it  so  we  will  understand  it 

The  PitESiPENT.  Ten  minutes  are  allowed  for  the  presenting  of  a  name. 
There  is  no  provision  for  secondinp:  the  nnmiiKitlon. 

Mr.  CiAKKiEin.  of  Ohio.  Mr.  President:  In  the  discussion  in  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules,  all  the  precedents  of  former  Conventions  of  the  Republican 
party  were  examined,  and  this  is  the  rule  that  has  prevailed.  Under  the  prac- 
tice, if  the  time  for  nomination,,  the  ten  minutes,  was  not  exhausted,  other 
speakers  might  exhaust  the  ten  minutes ;  but,  by  the  leave  of  the  Convention, 
frequently  an  extension  of  the  time  wn';  pranted,  and  I  presume  always  will 
be,  for  the  rule  provides  for  it  if  '■luh  kave  is  asked;  and  I  have  no  doubt 
that  in  case  the  question  an.ses  the  Chair  will  ask  unanimous  consent  for  fur- 
ther time  in  case  it  be -called  for. 

Mr.  LocAN.  I  make  no  objection  to  the  rule,  but  merely  inquire  what  it 
is.  The  other  inquiry  is  as  to  the  rule  restricting  nominations  from  the  States. 

Mr.  Garfield.  The  rule  is  that  when  the  State  is  reached  from  which 
the  candidate  comes,  any  delegate,  either  from  that  State  or  any  other,  may 
prestrt  iii^  name. 

Mr.  Hale,  of  Maine.  Mr.  President:  That  there  may  be  no  confusion, 
if  the  gentleman  from  Ohio  will  give  me  his  attention  for  a  moment  I  will

endeavor  to  state  what  I  think  will  regulate  this  matter.  As  I  understand  the 
rule,  as  it  was  interpreted  four  years  ago.  it  applies  to  the  per'^on  who  moves 
the  nomination,  and  not  to  the  candidate.  Fop  instance,  when  a  State  is 
reached  from  which  a  nomination  is  to  be  made — ^not  in  which  the  candidate 
lives,  but  from  which  the  nomination  is  to  be  made— it  is  then  made. 

Mr.  Garfield  The  gentteman  may  be  correct  about  that  The  rule  itself 
the  Chair  will  doubtless  construe. 

The  Presidext.  It  seems  proper  that  this  matter  should  be  understood 
by  the  Conveuiion  before  the  proceedings  begin,  so  that  nobody  might  be 
embarrassed  by  a  ruling  made  by  the  Chair  afterwards*  If  the  Convention 
permit  a  seconding  of  the  nomination  of  any  candidate,  it  would  be  incon- 
venient if  the  person  who  makes  the  nomination  comes  from  a  State  found 
later  on  the  roll  than  the  person  seconding  the  nomination. 

^fr.  Conger.  Before  there  be  any  requests  for  unanimous  consent,  I 
think  it  would  be  well  to  ask  unanimous  consent  for  each  case.  I,  therefore, 
ask  unanimous  consent  that  there  may  be  allowed  five  minutes  to  one  person 
to  second  each  nomination,  and  that  that  time  be  granted  immediately  after 
the  nomination  is  made. 

The  President.  The  Convention  will  listen  to  the  request.  The  gentle- 
man from  Michigan  asks  imanimoTis  consent  that  in  the  ca«c  of  each  nom- 
ination there  be  granted  five  niinnles  for  a  second  of  that  nomination,  to  he 
occupied  initnediatcly  alter  the  person  making  the  nomination  is  concluded. 
Is  there  objection?  The  Chair  hears  none.  It  is  so  ordered. 

A  DELEGATE,  f  rom  Kentucky.  I  ask,  Mr.  President  that  the  person  desir- 
ing to  second  the  nomination  be  allowed  ten  minutes. 

Several  i>eiegates.    "Oh,  no." 

The  Pkksiuknt.  That  is  objected  to.  'I'he  question  now  arises  on  the 
motion  of  the  gentleman  from  Maine  [Mr.  FryeJ,  that  the  roll  of  States  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  that  nominations  be  received.  The  roll  of 
States  will  now  be  called  in  execution  of  the  order  of  the  Convention. 

The  Secretary  proceeded  to  call  the  roll  of  States. 

NOMINATION  OF  JAMES  G.  BI.AJME. 

On  the  call  of  the  State  of  Michicran. 

Mr.  Jov.  of  Michigan.  Mr.  President,  and  Gentkvxen  of  (he  Contention: 
I  ^hall  never  cease  to  regret  that  circumstances  have  been  such  as  to  impose 
the  duty  upon  myself  to  make  the  nomination  of  a  candidate  to  this  Con- 
vention. I  have  been  absent  from  the  conntry  for  the  past  two  month?,  and 
had  but  arrived  home  just  before  this  Convention.  Since  the  Convention 
has  been  in  session  1  have  been  employed  upon  the  floor  all  the  time.  If, 
thorefc're.  words  of  mine  are  important  for  the  candidate  who  shall  be  pro- 
posed, they  will  benefit  him  but  little.  I  will,  however,  bring  him  before  the 
Convention  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible.  That  it  will  be  very  brief  will. 
I  presume,  satisfy  the  Convention  and  the  audience,  because  we  are  now  all 
impatient  for  the  voting. 

It  was  in  i860,  I  think,  that  a  then  young  roan,  born  in  the  old  Keystone 
State,  but  resident  in  the  State  of  Maine,  entered  the  Tlon^e  of  Representa- 
tives.  It  was  at  that  time  when  the  sky  was  lowering,  when  the  horuon 
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was  filled  with  clouds,  indicating  a  tempest.  It  was  iust  before  the  war.  The 
tempest  burst  upon  the  country,  and  the  war  ensued,  which  raged  for  four 
long  years.  Fortunately  for  us,  there  were  at  the  helm  of  the  ship  of  State 
the  right  men,  and  it  was  manned  with  the  right  crew.  After  the  whirlwind 
of  war  had  raged  for  four  years,  the  elements  of  strength  in  one  of  the  con- 
tending partie?;  gave  way.  and  peace  at  length  settled  down  upon  the  coun- 
try. Then  ensued  the  contest  of  reconstruction,  which  occupied  nearly  three 
or  four  years  more.  During  all  that  period  of  time  that  young  mailt  always 
true,  always  brave,  nlway?  cloqiTent,  applied  his  talent  in  all  the  debates  and 
in  all  the  procedures  which  were  necessary  either  to  carry  on  the  war  or  to 
tiring  about  reconstruction  upon  a  proper  basis. 

During  the  period  of  these  controversies  Ins  reputation  had  been  con- 
stantly growing,  until  at  last,  when,  in  1868,  reconstruction  had  been  prac- 
tically secured  his  reputation  was  towering  before  the  country,  and  his  name 
had  become  one  of  its  great  names,  and  had  spread  abroad  all  over  the  land. 
It  had  become  a  household  word.  It  was  familiar  in  every  corner.  It  was 
looked  up  to  from  every  part  of  the  country.  The  name  was  that  of  the  Hon. 
James  G.  Blaine,  the  Senator  from  Maine.  When  the  stormy  period  of  An- 
drew Johnson's  administration  had  passed,  or  was  passing  away,  and  Gen. 
Grant  was  noniinatc<l  for  President  of  the  United  States,  all  eyes  turned  to 
James  G.  Blaine,  who  was  called  upon  to  canvass  the  country.  He  canvassed 
it  from  Afaine  to  the  Mississippi,  and  beyond.  He  made  himself  familiar 
with  the  great  North  and  the  great  West,  and  the  people  in  the  North  and 
in  the  West  became  famtliar  with  him.  He  had  about  him  that  wonderful 
power  of  attraction  which  a  half  century  earlier  was  possessed  in  the  most 
eminent  degree  also  bv  another  great  man  in  this  country,  the  great  son  of 
'  the  great  State  of  Kentucky»Henry  Qay. 

On  the  second  nomination  of  Gen.  Grant,  in  1872,  James  G.  Blaine  was 
called  upon  in  the  same  way,  and  he  traversed  the  countiy  exercising  his 
power,  his  ability  and  his  eloquence  over  the  same  extent  of  this  northern 
territory.  lie  had  hccome  >o  well  known,  the  people  had  become  so  well 
acquainted  with  him,  he  had  fastened  them  to  him  by  attractions  so  great, 
that  in  the  Convention  which  was  held  at  Cincinnati  four  years  ago  he  had 
become  the  leading  candidate  of  the  Northern  people  for  the  Presidency  of 
the  United  States.  He  was  the  favorite  candidate  of  the  State  which  I  rep- 
resent in  this  Convention.  Its  delegates  went  to  that  Convention  with  a  view 
of  urging  and  securing,  if  it  were  possible,  his  nomination.  He  came  within 
a  few  votes  of  success,  when  for  some  reason  his  column  broke,  and  the  re- 
sult was  another  nomination,  which  had  not  been  before  the  country.  You 
all  know  the  disappointment,  you  all  know  perhaps,  the  astonishment  which 
was  created  in  some  sections  of  the  country  at  that  result.  In  the  State 
which  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  upon  this  floor  it  was  considered  almost 
a  calamity  to  the  individual  members  of  the  Republican  party.  They  felt  it 
almost  as  a  personal  blow.  Rut  while  he  might  have  been  disappointed 
reasonably  in  the  result,  when  tlie  canvass  came,  and  when  the  fight  was  a 
close  one,  and  when  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  Republicans  would  succeed 
in  electing  their  candidate.  altlKuigh  he  h.id  been  repudiated  at  the  Convention, 
he  buckled  on  his  harness,  he  entered  the  ranks,  he  iravcrs^cd  the  countrj-, 
and  fought  manfully*  gloriously  and  vigorously  until  the  battle  was  won. 
tibough  by  a  small  majority. 

JHere  the  hammer  fell.] 

Mr  Caktfr.  of  Mississippi.   I  hope  unanimous  consent  will  be  given  to 

the  gentleman  to  close  his  remarks.  * 

The  Pk£SIOEnt.  .The  gentleman  cannot  proceed  without  unanimous  con- 
sent 
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Mr.  Gakfifxd.  I  am  sure  no  man  will  object.  I  ask  the  Chasr  to  allow 

the  gentleman  to  proceed. 

The  President.    The  gentleman  will  proceed,  no  objection  being  made. 

Mr.  Jov.  The  result  was.  gentleman,  that  he  endeared  himself  ten  fold 
more  to  the  working  Republicans  of  this  Northwest  than  he  had  ever  done 
before.  And  when  this  Cnnvcntion  was  called,  the  people  of  the  State  which 
I  represent,  and  which  had  so  earnestly  advocated  him  before,  determined 
again  to  place  him  before  this  Convention.  I  am  but  executing  their  wish 
when  I  do  so. 

Now,  I  will  say  with  regard  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  it  is  not  a  douhitul 
State.  It  is  a  State  which  statids  by  its  banner  all  the  time.  It  will  not  mat* 
ter,  so  far  as  the  work,  the  vipor  and  the  enerp>'  which  that  State  will  put 
into  the  contest,  whether  he  be  nominated  here  or  not.  We  stand  by  the  fiagf 
there,  whoever  may  be  the  standard-bearer. 

With  the^c  remarks,  gentlem^,  which  have  been  longer  than  I  intended, 
I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  this  Convention,  as  a  candidate  for  the  Pres- 
idential chair  for  the  ensuing  term,  to  be  voted  for  by  the  people,  the  name 
of  the  Hon.  James  G.  Blaine,  ol  the  State  of  Maine.  [Loud  and  long-con- 
tinued applause.] 

Mr,  McBeth,  of  Missouri.  I  want  to  know,  Mr.  President,  if  this  Con- 
vention is  going  to  be  run  by  a  mob;  whether  it  is  caf»able  of  running  ttsdf 
and  maintain  order,  or  whether  the  galleries  are  going  to  drive  this  Conven- 
tion from  the  purpose  for  which'  it  came  here.  I  Vant  to  know  if  we  arc 
capable  of  running  ibis  Convention,  or  \sliethcr  this  mob  shall  drive  ti«;  nut. 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask  this:  that  if  the  galleries  will  not  be  so  kind  as  to  allow  * 
us  tp  proceed  with  our  business,  with  a  certaiii  amount  of  cheering,  a  proper 
amount  of  recognition,  then  we^  as  members  of  this  Convention,  shall  have 
to  ask  that  the  galleries  be  cleared  entirely,  that  the  business  of  the  Conven- 
tion may  be  transacted  in  a  business-like  and  gentlemanly  manner. 

Mr.  PiXLEY,  of  California.   Mr.  President — 

I  he  Fkesidkut,   The  gentleman  from  Califoniia  is  entitled  to  five  min- 
utes. 

Mr.  PiXLEY.  Mr.  President  and  GenHemen,  Delegates  of  the  Repubtican 

National  Convention :  T  have  been  assigned  to  a  most  pleasurable  duty.  It 
has  been  accorded  to  mc  by  the  desire  of  my  associates  and  by  the  consent 
of  the  friends  of  Mr.  Blame,  that  I  should  have  the  honor  to  second  his 
nomination  in  this  Convention  for  the  office  of  Pre<ident  of  the  United  State?.

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of  the  Orient  and  to  welcome  the  intercourse  necessary  to  its  enjoyment  It 
is  the  future  home  of  your  children.   It  is  the  inheritance  of  your  sons.  It 

is  the  rich  dower  of  your  daughters.  And  wc  think,  and  all  of  our  Repub- 
licans think,  that  the  nomination  of  James  G.  Blaine  will  result  in  his  becom- 
ing the  President  of  the  United  States,   And  because  we  think,  and  because 

the  whole  of  the  Republican  party  think,  that  as  Prcsid;  lii  lu  v.  ill  help  to 
guard  this  rich  empire,  and  to  preserve  it  as  the  home  and  inheritance  and 
dower  of  all  the  children  of  this  Christian  commonwealth,  we  have  been  sent 
here  by  the  Territories  of  Washington,  Idaho  and  Arizona,  and  the  States 
of  Nevada  and  California,  a  united  delegation,  to  cast  an  unbroken  vote  for 
the  distinguished  statesman  and  Senator  from  Maine.

He  meant  that,  popular  or  unpopular,  he  would 
hew  to  the  line  of  right,  let  the  chips  fly  where  th^  may. 

Hi^  integrity,  his  common  sense,  hi-;  ronrnprc,  his  uneqtmlrd  experience^ 
are  the  qualities  offered  to  his  country.  1  lie  (  iily  argument — the  only  one— 
that  the  wit  of  man  or  the  stress  of  politic-  lia^  devised  is  one  which  would 
dumbfounder  Solomon,  because  Solomon  thought  there  was  nothincr  new 
under  the  sun.  Having  tried  Grant  twice  and  found  hira  faithful,  we  are 
told  that  we  must  not,  even  after  an  interval  of  years,  trust  him  again.  My 
countrymen! — my  coMnfr>'mrn  ! — what  stultification  doe-;  not  such  a  fallacy 
involve.  The  American  people  exclude  Jefferson  Davis  from  public  trust. 
Why?  Because  he  was  the  arch-traitor  and  would-be  destroyer.  And  now  the 
same  penp!r  is  asked  to  ostracize  Grant,  and  not  to  trust  Why?  \\'hy?  I 

repeat.  Uecause  he  was  the  arch-preserver  of  his  country,  atiil  1  •-•cause,  not 
only  in  war,  but  twice  as  Civil  Magistrate,  he  gave  his  hiirlu  -t,  nr.Mest  efforts 
to  the  Republic.  Is  this  an  electioneering  juggle  or  is  it  hypocrisy's  mas- 
querade? There  is  no  field  of  human  activity,  responsibility  or  reason  in 
which  rational  beings  oiiject  to  an  agent  because  he  has  been  weighed  in 
the  balance  and  not  found  wanting.  Tin  re  i^.  I  =;ay.  no  department  r  f  Im- 
man  reason  m  which  sane  men  reject  an  agent  because  he  has  had  experi- 
ence, making  him  exceptionally  competent  and  fit.  '  From  the  man  who  shoes 
your  hor«e  to  the  lawyer  who  tries  yonr  r.uise,  the  officer  who  manages  your 
railway  or  your  mill,  the  doctor  into  whose  hands  you  give  your  life,  or  the 
minister  who  seeks  to  save  your  soul — ^what  man  do  you  reject  because  by 
his  work'«  yon  have  known  him.  and  found  him  faithful  and  fit^ 

What  makes  the  Presidential  othce  an  exception  to  all  things  else  in  the 
common-sense  to  be  applied  to  selecting  its  incumbent?  Who  dares  to  put 
fetters  on  that  free  choice  and  judgment  which  is  the  birthright  of  the  Amer- 
ican pec^lc?  Can  it  be  said  that  Grant  has  used  official  power  and  place  to 
perpetuate  his  term?  He  has  no  place,  and  official  power  has  not  been  used 
for  him  Witlioiit  patronage,  without  einis'saries.  wit'unit  coniniittec>.  with- 
out bureaux,  without  telegraph  wires  running  from  his  house  or  from  the 
seats  of  influence  to  this  Convention,  without  appliances,  without  electioneer- 
ing contrivances,  witliout  efTi>rt  on  hi>  part.

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  I  have 
never  !)efore  witnessed  such  a  scene  of  enthusiasm  as  this,  and  never  expect 
to  again  until  after  the  election  of  Gen.  Grant  in  November.  We,  too,  heard 
the  portentous  storm  of  which  the  gentleman  frcmi  Maine  spoke.  We  beheld 
the  bright  lii^htninp:  'in<!  heard  the  rollinp^  tlnindcr  in  its  stately  march. 
We  saw  the  old  ship  of  Stale — strained  m  every  timber — tossed  upon  the 
foaming  waves  of  an  angry  sea.  Again  we  beheld  her  as  she  safely  entered 
port,  l)iit  the  pilot  who  sat  at  her  wliccl  was  t!ie  prand  old  hero,  macrnificcnt 
m  the  majesty  of  his  silence.  I  desire  to  second  the  nomination  of  tliat  man 
who,  through  the  goodness  of  God,  during  the  darkest  hours  of  our  nation* 
allty.  !)ecame  the  leader  of  the  noblest  army  wliose  banners  ever  darkened 
the  sky.  Swept  on  by  the  waters  of  the  lordly  Mississippi  from  victory  to 
victory,  he  at  length  wound  his  grand  army  like  a  serpent  around  the  em- 
battled hosts  o{  treason  and  crushed  them  within  its  ample  folds.  Ik-  gave 
voice  and  strength  to  the  proclamation  which  struck  the  shackles  from  four 
millions  of  fellow-creatures.  The  merciless  slave-driver  tremblingly  read  it 
by  the  flash  of  victorious  cannon.  He  pinned  it  on  tlu'  Vtreast  of  murder nis 
treason  with  a  million  loyal  bayonets.  And  when  the  Confederate  chief- 
tain surrendered  his  sword,  he  accepted  it  with  one  hand  while  with  the  other 
he  gave  substantial  aid  to  his  brave  and  fallen  foe.  Tliere  never  was  a 
success,  however  complete,  that  witnessed  his  persecution^  of  a  powerless 
enemy;  there  never  was  a  misfortune,  however  dire,  that  visited  his  coun- 
try or  his  friend,  that  witnessed  his  betrayal  of  either.  Called  by  a  grateful 
peG«>le  twice  to  the  office  of  President,  to  perfect  that  which  was  baptized 
with  the  fires  of  battle  and  scaled  with  the  covenant  of  blood,  he  at  all  times 
proved  honest,  eflficient,  capable  and  brave.  By  his  wise  statesmanship  our 
relations  with  other  countries  were  extended  and  strengthened ;  protection 
was  offered  the  humblest  man  beneath  the  flag,  and  arbitration  palsied  the 
hand  of  war.  And  when  the  hour  of  financial  distress  came  upon  us,  and 
some  of  our  most  trusted  leaders  were  lost  in  its  tangled  meshes,  in  a  laconic 
message  of  half  a  dozen  lines  he  dispersed  the  angr>'  horde  that  was  clam- 
orir.5  at  the  door  of  the  Treasury,  ajid  made  specie  resumption  a  possibility. 

Dcscen(!ing  from  this  high  estate,  he  girded  the  earth  with  renown  as 
he  traveled  in  the  pathway  of  the  sun.  Wherever  he  journeyed  kings  lifted 
their  crowns  in  recognition  of  his  merit  and  nations  hastened  to  do  him 
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honor.  But  amid  all  this  pageant,  this  hero-worship,  this  grandest  experi- 
ence the  world  has  ever  known,  he  ever  remained  the  plain  and  unassum- 
ing American  citi/cn.  Wc  licard  his  voice  as  it  came  over  the  white  caps  of 
the  sea :  "It  is  not  on  my  accouni  these  honors  arc  done  me,  but  by  reason 
of  the  great  country  I  represent"  In  this  momentous  hour,  when  we  reflect 
upon  our  recent  history  ;  when  we  rememlK-r  tliat  only  a  few  months  ?ince 
the  doniinanl  party  ui  Congress  undertook  to  starve  the  Nation  to  death 
and  to  throttle  the  Executive ;  when  wc  recollect  that  only  a  short  while 
after  that  Democracy  attempted  to  defeat  the  will  of  Maine  at  the  ballot- 
box  ;  when  we  recall  the  recent  threats  of  those  exalted  m  power  to  inaugu- 
rate their  President,  iwhether  elected  or  not»  we  turn  instinctively  to  Grant. 

We  demand  a  man  whose  name  will  earn,'  terror  to  the  hearts  of  our 
country  s  foes.  We  demand  a  man  at  the  sound  of  whose  bugle-call  a  million 
soldiers  will  spring  into  being  to  inaugurate  him  if  les^ly  elected.  We  de- 
mand a  man  who,  ri«^ing  to  the  necessities  of  the  hour,  may  say,  "Let  us  have 
peace,"  and  whose  voice  will  be  heard  and  heeded  all  over  our  beautiful  land. 
We  demand  a  man  whose  name  is  the  synonym  of  power — not  kingly  power, 
but  the  power  which  represents  a  preserved  nationality  on  the  one  hand  and 
a  defeated  treason  on  the  other,  I  come  not  here  to  sound  the  praises  of 
a  trained  politician ;  of  a  trumpeter  who.  inciting  others  to  battle,  slyly  creeps 
away,  hidmg  himself  during  the  conflict,  and  when  it  is  over  crawls  forth  to 
claim  the  \ictory  which  others  have  honorably  won.  He  sits  enthroned  in 
the  hearts  of  fifty  millions  of  people,  wearing  no  imperial  crown,  but  a  wreath 
of  modest  Innrer  in  which  glitter  such  names  as  Donelson,  Vicksburg,  Shi- 
loh  and  Appomattox. 

The  slanders  of  lying  tongues,  the  malice  of  envious  hearts,  have  not 
been  able  to  tear  a  single  leaf  from  that  crown.  They  may  for  a  moment 
have  darkened  the  lustre  of  his  name,  but,  vanishing  before  the  light  of  truth 
as  clouds  before  the  sun,  have  left  it  only  brighter  by  the  contrast.  His 
fame  is  as  broad  as  the  universe,  as  deep  as  the  ocean  which  witli  pride  so 
recently  bore  him  on  her  bosom,  and  will  live  as  long  as  the  heavens  bend 
above  us  or  the  stars  are  reflected  in  the  sea. 

Kentucky,  holding  within  her  bo=:om  the  ashes  of  tlie  "Great  Commoner," 
and  in  her  heart  the  memory  of  her  best  and  greatest  native  son.  the  adopted 
child  of  Illinois  and  our  martyred  President,  instructs  me,  in  the  name 
of  these  and  her  hundred  thousand  brave  S'^ldicrs  who  marclied  under  his 
command,  to  second  the  nomination  of  U.  S.  Grant-  [Long-contmued  ap- 
plause.] 

N0MIN.\TI0N  OF  JOHN  SHERMAN. 

On  the  call  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Mr.  Gahfield,  of  Ohio.  Mr.  President:  I  have  witnessed  the  extraor- 
dinary scenes  of  this  Convention  with  deep  solicitude.  Nothing  touches  my 
heart  more  quickly  than  a  tribute  of  honor  to  a  great  and  noble  character; 
but  as  I  sat  m  my  scat  and  witnessed  this  demonstration,  this  assemblage 
seemed  to  me  a  huinan  ocean  in  tempest.  I  have  seen  the  sea  lashed  into 
ftjry  and  tossi  d  into  sprav.  and  its  grandeur  moves  the  soul  of  the  dullest 
man ;  but  I  remember  that  it  is  not  the  billows,  but  the  calm  level  of  the  sea 
from  which  all  heights  and  depths  are  measured. 

Wlirn  ihi:  •itorm  ha<  passed  and  the  hour  of  calm  settles  on  the  ocean, 
when  tlic  sunlight  bathes  its  peaceful  surface,  then  the  astronomer  and  aur- 
\e>or  take  the  level  from  which  they  measure  all  terrestrial  heights  and 
depths. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  your  present  temper  may  not  mark  the 
healthful  pulse  of  our  people.    When  your  enthusiasm  has  passed,  when  the 

emotion*:  nf  tliis  hnur  ?iavc  subsided,  we  shall  find  below  the  storm  and  pas- 
sion that  calm  level  of  public  opinion  from  which  the  thoughts  of  a  mighty 
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people  are  to  be  measured,  and  by  which  their  final  action  will  be  dcter- 
tnined. 

Not  here,  in  this  hrilliant  circle  where  15,000  men  and  women  are  gath- 
ered, is  the  destiny  of  the  Republic  to  be  decreed  for  the  next  four  years. 
Not  here,  whdre  I  see  the  enthusiastic  faces  of  756  delegates,  waiting  to  cast 
their  lots  into  the  urn  and  deterniiiic  the  clioice  of  the  Republic;  hut  by  four 
millions  of  Republican  firesides,  where  the  thoughtful  voters,  with  wives  and 
children  about  them,  with  the  calm  thoughts  inspired  by  love  of  home  and 
coiinf;:.,  v.'a\:  \h:  liistory  of  the  pa^t.  the  hopes  of  the  future,  and  reverence 
for  the  great  men  who  have  adorned  and  blessed  our  nation  in  days  gone 
by.  burning  in  their  hearts — there  God  prepares  the  verdict  which  will  deter- 
mine the  wisdom  of  our  work  to-niRht.  Not  in  Chicago,  in  the  heat  of  June, 
but  at  the  ballot-boxes  of  the  Republic,  in  the  quiet  of  November,  after  the 
silence  of  deliberate  judgment,  will  this  qiMStion  be  settled.  And  now,  gen- 
tlemen of  the  Convention,  what  do  we  want? 

A  VOICE.    "We  want  Garfield." 

Mr.  Gakfield.  Bear  with  me  a  moment.  "Hear  me  for  ray  cause," 
and  for  a  moment  *'ht  silent  that  you  may  hear." 

Twenty-five  years  ago.  this  Republic  was  bearing  and  wearing  a  triple 
chain  of  bondage.  Long  familiarity  with  traffic  in  the  bodies  and  souls  of 
men  had  paralyzed  the  consciences  of  a  majority  of  our  peoj^Ie ;  the  nar- 
rowing and  disintepratinp  doctrine  of  State-sovereignty  liad  sliackled  and 
weakened  the  noblest  and  most  beneticent  powers  of  liie  National  Govern- 
ment; and  the  grasping  power  of  slavery  was  seizing  upon  the  virgin  Ter- 
ritories of  the  West,  and  dragging  them  into  the  den  of  eternal  bondage. 

At  that  crisis  the  Republican  party  was  born.  It  drew  its  first  inspira- 
tion from  that  tire  of  liberty  which  God  has  lighted  in  every  human  heart, 
and  which  all  the  powers  of  ignorance  and  tyranny  can  never  wholly  extin- 
guish. The  Repubhcan  party  came  to  deliver  and  to  save.  It  entered  the 
arena  where  the  beleaguered  and  assailed  Territories  were  struggling  for 
freedom,  and  drew  around  them  the  sacred  circle  of  lihert\ .  wlu'ch  the  demon 
of  Slavery  has  never  dared  to  cross,  it  made  them  free  forever.  Strength- 
ened by  its  victory  on  the  frontier,  the  young  party,  under  the  leadership  of 
that  great  man  who,  on  this  spot,  twenty  years  ago,  was  made  its  chief, 
entered  the  national  capitol  and  assumed  the  hi^h  duties  of  government.  The 
light  which  shone  froni  its  banner  illumined  its  pathway  to  power.  Every 
slave-pen  and  the  shackles  of  every  slave  within  the  shadow  of  the  capitol 
"Were  consumed  in  the  re-kindled  fire  of  freedom. 

Our  great  national  industries  by  cruel  and  calculating  neglect  had  been 
prostrated,  and  the  streams  of  revenue  flowed  in  strch  feelde  currents  that  the 
treasury  itself  was  well-nigh  empty.  The  money  of  the  people  consisted 
mainly  of  the  wretched  notes  of  two  thousand  uncontrolled  and  irresponsi- 
ble State  banking  corporations,  which  were  filling  the  country  with  a  circu- 
lation that  poisoned  rather  than  sustained  the  life  of  business. 

The  Republican  party  changed  all  this.  It  abolished  the  Babel  of  con- 
fusion and  gave  to  the  country  a  currency  as  national  as  its  flag,  based  upon 
the  sacred  faith  of  the  People. 

It  threw  its  protecting  arm  around  our  great  industries,  and  they  stood 
erect  witli  iif  -.v  'ife.  It  filled  with  the  spirit  of  true  nationality  all  t!ie  great 
functions  of  the  govenimcnt.  It  confronted  a  Rebellion  of  unexampled  mag- 
nitude, with  slavery  behind  it,  and,  under  God,  fought  the  final  battle  of  Lib- 
erty tmtil  the  A  ictory  was  won. 

Then,  after  the  storms  of  battle,  were  heard  the  calm  words  of  peace 
spoken  by  the  conquering  nation,  saying  to  the  foe  that  lay  prostrate  at  its 
feet:  "This  is  our  only  revenge — that  you  join  us  in  lifting  mto  the  serene 
firmament  of  the  Constitution,  to  shine  like  stars  for  ever  and  ever,  the 
immortal  principles  of  truth  and  justice:  that  all  men,  white  and  black,  shall 
be  f rect  and  shall  stand  equal  before  the  law." 
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Then  came  the  questions  of  reconstruct  ion.  the  national  debt,  and  the 
keeping  of  the  public  faith. 

In  the  settlement  of  tlusc  question?,  the  Republican  party  hn<!  completed 
its  twcniy-tive  years  of  glorious  exisituce,  and  it  has  sent  us  here  to  pre- 
pare it  for  another  lustrum  of  duty  and  of  victory.  How  shall  wc  accom- 
plish this  fi^rcnt  work?  We  cannot  do  it,  my  friends,  )>y  assailing  ottr  Repub- 
lican brethren.  God  (orbid  that  I  should  say  one  word,  or  cast  one  shadow 
upon  any  name  on  the  roll  of  our  heroes.  The  cominfl^  fight  is  our  Ther^ 
mopyl.e.  Wc  nre  standing  upon  a  narrow  itsthmus.  If  our  Spartnn  hnsts 
are  united,  we  can  withstand  all  the  Persians  that  the  Xerxes  of  Democracy 
can  bring  against  us.  Let  us  hold  our  ground  this  one  year,  and  then  "the 
stars  ill  their  courses"  will  fiRht  for  us.  The  census  will  bring  reinforcements 
and  continued  power.  But  in  order  to  win  victory  now,  we  want  the  vote  of 
every  Republican— of  every  Grant  Republi^n,  and  every  anti^Grant  Repub- 
lican, in  America — of  every  Blaine  man  and  every  anti-Blaine  man.  The 
vote  of  every  follower  of  every  candidate  is  needed  to  make  success  certain. 
Therefore  I  say,  gentlemen  and  brethren,  we  are  here  to  take  calm  counsel 
together  and  inquire  what  we  shall  do. 

We  want  a  man  whose  life  and  opinions  embody  all  the  achievements 
of  which  I  have  spoken.  We  want  a  man  who,  standing  on  a  mountain 
heiglit.  traces  the  victor'ous  footsteps  of  our  party  in  the  past,  and  carryinj? 
in  his  heart  the  memory  of  its  glorious  deeds,  looks  forward  prepared  to 
meet  the  dangers  to  come.  We  want  one  who  will  act  in  no  spirit  of  im- 
kiniluess  towards  those  we  lately  met  in  battle.  The  Republican  party  offers 
to  our  brethren  of  the  South  the  olive  branch  of  Peace,  and  invites  them  to 
renewed  brotherhood,  on  this  supreme  condition:  That  it  shall  be  admitted, 
forever,  that  in  the  War  for  the  Union  we  were  right  andjhey  were  wrong. 
On  that  supreme  condition  we  meet  them  as  brethren,  and  ask  them  to 
share  with  us  the  blessings  and  honors  of  this  great  Reptiblic. 

Now,  gentlemen,  not  to  weary  you,  I  am  about  to  present  a  name  for 
your  consideration — the  name  of  one  who  was  the  comrade,  associate  and 
friend  of  nearly  all  the  noble  dead,  whose  faces  look  down  upon  us  from 
these  walls  to-night  [referring  to  portraits  f)f  Lincoln,  Stunner,  Wade,  Chand- 
ler and  other  eminent  Americans  hanging  in  the  hall  J ;  a  man  who  began  his 
career  of  public  service  twenty-five  years  ago ;  who  courageously  confronted 
the  slave  power  in  the  days  of  peril  on  the  plains  of  Kans.is,  when  first  began 
to  fall  the  red  drops  of  that  bloody  shower  which  finally  swelled  into  the 
deluge  of  gore  in  the  late  Rebellion.  He  bravely  stood  by  young  Kansas,' 
and  returning  to  his  seat  in  the  National  Legislature,  his  pathway,  through 
all  the  subsequent  years.  Jias  been  marked  by  labors  worthily  performed  in 
every  department  of  legislation. 

You  ask  for  his  monument.  I  point  you  to  twenty-five  years  of  National 
Statutes.  Not  one  great,  beneficent  law  has  been  placed  on  our  statute  books 
without  his  intelligent  and  powerful  aid.  He  aided  in  formulating  the  laws 
to  raise  the  great  Armies  and  Navies  which  carried  us  through  the  war. 
His  hand  was  seen  in  the  workman.ship  of  those  statutes  that  restored  and 
brought  back  "the  unity  and  married  calm  of  States."  His  hand  was  in  all 
that  great  legislation  that  created  the  war  currency,  and  in  the  still  greater 
work  that  redeemed  the  promi-^es  of  the  Government  and  made  that  cnr- 
rency  equal  to  gold.  W  hen  at  last  he  passed  from  the  halls  of  legislation  uito 
a  high  executive  office,  he  displayed  that  exi  cri  rice,  intelligence,  firmness, 
and  poise  of  character,  whicli  has  carried  ns  through  a  stormy  period  of  tlirce 
years,  with  one-half  the  pubhc  press  crying  "crucify  him,"  and  a  ho!»tiie 
Qingress  seeking  to  prevent  success.  In  all  this  he  remained  unmoved  until 
victory  crowned  him.  The  preat  fi.scal  affairs  of  the  nation,  and  the  vnst 
business  interests  of  the  country  he  guarded  and  preserved  while  executing 
the  law  of  resumption,  and  effected  its  object  without  a  jar.  and  against  the 
false  prophecies  of  one-half  of  the  |iress  and  of  all  the  Democratic  party. 
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He  has  shown  himself  able  to  meet  with  calmness  the  great  emergencies  of 
the  Goveniment.  For  twenty-five  years  he  has  trodden  the  perilous  heights 
of  public  duty,  and  against  all  the  shafts  of  malice  has  borne  his  breast 
unharmed.  He  has  stood  in  the  blaze  of  "that  fierce  li^ht  tliat  beats  apainst 
the  throne;"  but  its  fiercest  ray  has  fovind  no  flaw  in  his  armor,  no  stain 
upon  his  shield.  I  do  not  present  him  as  a  better  Republican  or  a  better 
man  than  thoiT^ands  of  others  that  we  honor;  but  I  present  him  for  your 
deliberate  and  favorable  consideration,  I  nominate  John  Sherman  of  Ohio. 
{Long-continued  applause.] 

Mr.  WiNCKLER,  of  Wisconsin.  Mr.  President:  As  a  representative  from 
the  commercial  metropolis  of  Wisconsin.  I  desire  to  express  our  apprecia* 
tion  of  enlightened  statesmanship  by  seconding  the  nomination  of  John 
Sherman. 

Yielding  to  no  man  in  the  tribute  I  would  pay  to  those  who  hastened 
to  the  defense  of  the  Nation  in  the  hour  of  rebellions  attack,  and  who  have 

since  then  stood  by  the  principles  of  human  freedom,  I  nevertheless  confess 
to  an  especial  regard  for  those  who  have  stood  by  the  cradle  of  the  Repub* 
lican  party,  and  who,  in  the  dark  days,  when  it  required  all  the  moral  cour- 
age that  a  human  sruil  could  sustain  to  maintain  a  great  principle,  came  for- 
ward and  laid  down  the  lir.st  platform  for  the  enfranchisement  of  the  en- 
slaved race.  And,  Mr.  President,  when  I  look  back  on  the  course  of  years, 
I  am  proud  to  see  there  in  lliat  early  clay,  in  a  most  conspicuous  place,  the 
candidate  whom  I  now  support.  We  see  him  encountering  peril  on  the 
plains  of  Kansas,  and  contributing  his  share  of  at!  that  one  man  could  con- 
tribute to  the  great  achievement  of  that  day,  to  making  Kansas  free.  I  am 
proud  to  see  him  at  that  early  day,  and  within  a  few  years  after,  singled  out 
as  the  worthy  leader  of  the  Republican  party  in  that  earnest  conflict  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  In  1859,  when  the  Republican  party  for  nearly  two 
months,  day  after  day,  cast  their  votes  for  John  Sherman  for  Speaker,  in 
which  conflict  he  only  failed  of  success  because  he  was  too  radical  a  Repub- 
lican to  conciliate  Democratic  votes.  From  that  lime  forth  he  has  been 
greatly  honored ;  he  has  been  greatly  trusted ;  and  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  in  every  public  trust  he  has  administered  he  has  exceeded  the  expec- 
tations of  h's  frii  :iils.  And  thus  advancing  through  a  term  of  years,  always 
a  leader,  always  mtrusted  with  important  interests,  we  see  him  to-day  stand- 
ing before  us  as  the  acknowledged  and  foremost  finance  minister  of  the  world. 

I  do  not  claim  for  his  hand  the  touch  of  magic.  least  of  all  would  I  claim 
for  him  the  doubtful  talent  of  pyrotechnics;  but  I  do  claim  that  he,  in  the 
adrotnistratron  of  public  affairs,  would  give  us  the  most  precious  gift  that 
we  could  a'-k — absfdute  safety  to  all  the  great  and  varied  interests  of  the  land. 
His  administration  would  afford  the  most  absolute  safety  to  all  our  indus- 
tries, and  it  would  afford  the  same  absolute  safety  to  the  humblest  citizen 
appealing  for  his  rights.  It  is  such  a  man  in  the  era  of  peace,  and  for  the 
purposes  of  peace,  a  statesman  in  the  very  best  sense  of  the  word,  that  we 
would  put  at  the  helm  of  State. 

The  PsBSiOBNT.  Mr.  Elliott,  of  South  Carolina,  asks  unanimous  consent 
of  the  Convention  to  further  second  the  nomination  which  has  been  proposed. 
Is  there  any  objection?   The  Chair  hear?  none. 

Mr.  Elliott,  of  South  Carolina.  Mr.  President:  From  the  land  of  the 
bulldozer  and  the  tissue-ballot  we  have  come,  with  ready  feet,  to  stand  once 
again  with  you  around  the  altar  of  our  party  dedicated  to  universal  liberty, 
there  to  renew  our  obligations  of  loyalty  to  our  country  and  of  fealty  to  our 
party.  We  have  come,  gentlemen,  appealing  to  you  who  represent  constit- 
uencies from  more  favored  sections  of  our  country  to  put  in  nomination  for 
the  support  of  the  country  only  such  candidates  as  will  be  most  certain  to 
meet  the  country's  approval.  This,  genilenicn,  is  the  purport  of  our  mis- 
sion. 
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W'liile  we  have  thus  come,  you  will  pardon  me,  on  behalf  of  a  portion 
of  the  delegation  from  the  South,  and  at  their  request,  to  respond  to  the 
nomination  of  the  distinguished  statesman  whose  name  has  been  presented 
by  the  gentleman  from  Ohi  i  And  in  >;o  doing  I  would  not  seek  to  take  one 
Single  jewel  from  the  rich  diadcra  ot  licart-iclt  gratitude  with  which  his  coun- 
ttymen  have  genuned  the  proud  coronet  of  that  distinguished  soldier  whose 
nanv-  hns  been  presented  by  the  gentleman  from  N'<mv  York.  Xor  would  I 
wilhiigiy  pluck  one  single  flower  from  that  bright  garland  of  hearty  appre- 
ciation with  which  an  admiring  and  grateful  people  have  encircled  the  brow 
of  the  gallant  leader,  James  G.  Blaine.  By  the  greatness  of  the  services  he 
has  rendered  to  his  country,  by  the  magnitude  of  the  achievements  he  has 
wrought  for  his  party,  he  has  won  the  proud  title  of  a  leader  among  leaders. 
Whatever  may  be  otir  individual  preferences  in  the  selection  of  a  Presiden- 
tial nominee,  we  can  do  no  otherwise  than  render  our  fullest  meed  of  praise 
to  James  G.  Blaine,  of  Maine.  Nor,  gentlemen,  would  I  willingly  utter  one 
single  word  that  could  be  justly  rejjardod  as  an  intention  on  my  part  to 
take  away  one  jot  or  tittle  from  the  just  fame  of  any  other  candidate.  While 
best  11 upon  the  other  gentlemen  whose  names  are  in  nomination  full 
tribute,  I  nevcrthcles.=i  must  heartily  respond  to  the  nomination  of  the  dis- 
tinguished patriot  and  stalesnun,  John  Sherman,  of  Ohio. 

I  respond  to  his  nomination  because,  by  his  long  and  consistent  advocacy 
of  the  Right,  by  hi.s  far-seeing  and  enlightened  views  upon  all  public  ques- 
tions^ by  his  sublime  moral  enthusiasm,  he  has  lifted  himself  up  bevond  the 
plane  of  ordinary  politics  into  the  htirher  and  grander  region  of  American 
statesmanship.  I  respond  to  the  nomination  of  John  Sherman  hectinse  he 
is  a  man  of  well-defined  and  approved  methods.  In  his  aims  he  is  always 
direct,  and  in  the  selection  and  acquirement  of  means  for  their  accoinpH^li- 
ment  he  has  always  been  likewise  direct.  I  support  the  nomination  of  John 
Sherman,  because,  a  friend  of  humanity,  he  has  been  for  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury the  unyielding  and  consistent  champion  of  human  rights  everywhere. 
When  were  the  rights  of  man  ever  called  in  question — when  did  the  claims 
of  humanity  need  a  champion — that  the  voice  oi  John  Sherman  was  not  heard 
in  their  defense? 

Believing  that  his  country,  nndcr  Divine  Providence,  it  fitted  for  the 
highest  possible  destiny,  when  has  he  ever  failed  to  uphold  it.s  just  cause  or 
to  defend  its  honor?  Believing  that  the  true  grandeur  of  the  Nation  must 
rest  not'  alone  npon  its  vast  resources  or  upon  its  physical  power,  but  as 
well  upon  its  fine  sense  of  natural  justice,  when  has  he  ever  failed  to  insist 
upon  the  fullest  and  strictest  enforcement  of  the  golden  rule,  in  all  its  deal- 
ings, whether  with  nations  or  with  individuals? 
'  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention.  I  respond  to  the  nomination  of  John  Sher- 

man because  his  whole  life  has  been  a  continual  battle  against  all  forms  of 
oppression,  of  caste  prejudice,  and  of  hvftnan  injustice.  I  support  the  nom- 
ination of  John  Sherman,  of  Ohio,  because  I  believe  that,  if  he  should  be 
the  nominee  of  this  Convention,  the  right.s  of  every  citizen  of  the  United 
StaUs.  without  regard  to  their  race  or  their  nationality,  without  regard  to 
their  station  or  condition  in  life,  will  receive  the  fullest  protection  at  his 
Ininds. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention.  T  respond  tn  the  nomination  of  John  Sher- 
man, of  Ohio,  because  I  cannot  forget  how,  with  that  heroism  greater  than 
Roman  devotion  itself,  for  nine  long  weeks  in  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress  he 
stood  as  the  shining  mark  for  the  concentrated  hate  of  the  Pro-Slavery  party 
of  the  coimtry,  on  account  of  his  devotion  to  the  principle  and  his  patriot- 
ism to  his  country.  I  support  the  nomination  of  John  Sherman  because,  in 
the  Thirty-fourth  Conciress.  in  the  election  of  a  Speaker,  he  stood  thort- 
pledging  himself  to  a  continual  warfare  against  slavery  until  it  should  be 
extinguished  from  the  land.  Who  can  forget  his  utterance  when  he  said 
"I  will  unite  with  men  of  all  parties  and  of  all  shades  of  opinion  who  will 
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steadily  aid  in  preserving  otir  Western  Territories  to  free  labor :  and  I  say 
that  I  never  wiU  support  any  man  for  Speaker  of  this  House  unless  he  coii' 
vinces  me,  hy  his  conduct  and  by  his  views,  that  he  never  will,  if  he  has 
the  power  .to  prevent  it,  permit  the  institution  of  slavery  to  derive  any  ad- 
vantage from  repealing  the  compromise  of  1820." 

These.  Mr.  President,  were  words,  indeed,  of  glad  tidings  to  the  slave 
and  of  rich  promise  to  the  friends  of  freedom.  Throughout  the  whole  mem- 
orable period  of  reconstruction,  on  all  the  measures  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  Amendments,  and  for  the  suppression  of  ku- 
kluxism  in  the  South,  the  voice  of  John  Sherman  was  heard  vigorously 
insisting  upon  the  vindication  of  the  rights  of  the  citizens  and  the  strict  ob- 
servance of  the  laws  of  the  country.  I  support  the  nomination  of  John  Sher- 
man, because,  in  addition,  to  the  reasons  that  I  have  already  assigned,  he  has, 
by  his  genius  and  by  his  energy,  by  his  prudent  management,  directed  bv 
wise  forethought,  advanced  the  interests  of  the  country,  restored  the  cur- 
rency to  a  sound  basis,  and  established,  beyond  all  danger  of  adverai^,  the 
success  of  our  industries.  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  it  is  not  my  pur- 
pose to  trespass  upon  the  lime  of  this  Convention.  I  have  endeavored, 
Imefly,  to  bring  the  thoughts  that  I  desire  to  express  within  the  limits  of  the 
time  fixed  by  the  Convention  for  seconding  or  snpportincr  nominrition<^. 

I  am  aware  that  gentlemen  in  this  Convention  have  their  preferences; 
I  have  mine.  And  we  desire  to  present  our  candidates  to  this  Convention, 

asking  for  its  support,  believing  that  if  John  Sherni.Tn  is  the  nominee  of 
the  Republican  partv  he  will  be  able  to  bring  success  to  the  banners  of  the 
Repoblican  party.  We  believe  that  if  John  Sherman  is  the  nominee  of 
this  Convention  he  will  be  able  to  carry  States  which  are  said  to  be  doubtful. 
It  has  been  said  that  he  could  not  carry  any  of  the  States  of  the  South. 
Neither  can  any  other  candidate,  in  my  judgment,  that  can  be  named  by  his 
Convention,  secttrc  a  single  electoral  vote  in  tlic  South.  With  a  '^oltd  Dem- 
ocratic South,  controlling  138  votes  in  the  Electoral  College,  with  the  voice 
of  loyalty  hushed  throughout  the  entire  South-land,  with  universal  suffrage 
practically  abolished,  with  free  speech  strangled,  a  race  of  helj)less  jjeople, 
subject  to  the  domination  and  control  of  treason  itself,  I  confess  to  you 
that  we  must  rely  entirely  upon  you  who  come  from  the  Republican  States 
of  the  North  and  West  to  carry  our  party  to  victory.  And  whatever  others 
may  say,  I  desire  to  express  this  one  thought,  that  if  the  Republican  party 
goes  into  the  canvass  relying  upon  any  State  in  the  SouUi  as  an  element  of 
calciilation  for  success,  it  cannot  triumph.  Gentlemenj  we  shall  certainly  do 
all  that  wc  can  to  helo  you  in  the  canvass.  We  will  put  the  votes  in  the 
ballot-box ;  but  we  desire  to  say  to  you  that  we  are  powerless  at  the  present 
moment  to  have  them  counted  in  favor  of  our  nominee. 

^Ir.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Convention.  I  have  said  about  all 
that  I  desire  to  say  in  the  time  which  was  allotted  to  me.  I  have  endeav- 
ored to  presoit  the  reasons  why  I  advance  the  claims  of  John  Sherman,  of 
Ohio.  I  have  endeavored  to  state  to  the  Convention,  as  briefly  as  T  could, 
my  observation  concerning  the  condition  of  political  affairs  in  the  section  or 
country  from  which  I  come.  I  do  not  come  here  to  paint  with  roseate  hues 
the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Somberu  States.  T  do  not  come  here  in  tlie 
spirit  of  dictation,  to  force  upon  liiis  Convention  any  candidate  against  tlie 
deliberate  judgment  of  those  who  have  the  electoral  vote  to  give.  I  come 
here  rather  in  the  form  .n  pi  tit  inner,  asking  that,  whatever  may  be  done  in 
this  Convention,  it  will  not  nominate  any  candidate  upon  the  belief,  which,  in 
my  opinion,  is  erroncnis.  that  lu-  can  be  ekctcd  by  the  aid  of  electoral  votes 
obtained  from  the  Southern  Slates.  Having  said  this  nuich.  gentlemen, 
and  thanking  you  for  the  courtesy  which  you  have  extended  me,  I  now  give 
way. 
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NOMINATION  OF  GEORGE  F.  EDMUNDS. 

On  tlu  call  of  the  State  vl  \'crniont. 

Mr.  BiLUNGS,  of  Vermont,  Mr.  President:  The  State  earliest  born 
into  the  Union  after  the  old  Thirteen,  whose  people  have  always  been  loyal 
to  liberty,  enthusiastically  tjrpiv  tlic  tianie  of  her  most  distinguished  son  as 
the  fittest  name  to  be  inscribed  on  the  Presidential  baimer.  Her  delegates 
bringr  that  message  here  with  joy  and  pride  alike  supreme  because  they 
knou  no  Statv  ha<  a  better  ripht  to  name  a  Republican  candidate,  and  that 
no  State  can  name  a  better  man.  For  the  first  time  in  her  history,  Ver- 
mont, althpugh  always  in  the  advance  guard  of  the  Republican  hosts,  thus 
comes  to  the  front  in  a  National  convention.  She  thus  comes,  not  seeking 
reward  for  loyalty  which  has  never  faltered  in  the  years  gone  by,  not  asking 
a  price  for  loyalty  never  to  falter  in  the  years  to  come.  Her  Republicanism 
is  not  born  of  selfishness.  It  is  brtd  in  her  bone,  and  it  runs  in  her  blixjd. 
Nor  does  she  thus  come  because  the  man  she  names  for  the  Presidency  sprung 
from  her  loins.  He  is  no  longer  hers.  He  is  the  possession  and  the  pride 
of  the  Nation.  Still  more:  Vermont  would  call  on  her  everlasting  moun- 
tains to  fall  on  and  hide  her  before  she  would  thrust  any  local  pride  or  sel- 
fish  ambition  into  the  counsels  of  this  critical  epoch. 

Vermont  rises  to  the  height  of  the  occasion.  She  looks  backward  through 
the  years.  She  looks  forward  through  the  yenr«;.  She  sees  the  infinite  peril, 
the  ignominy — aye,  the  crime,  of  turning  over  the  administration  of  this 
Government  to  a  revolutionary  Democracy.  She  longs  for  victor>' — the  vic- 
tor*' of  patriotism  at  the  polls,  and  the  victory  of  statesmanship  after  the 
polls.  She  implores  the  Convention  to  let  no  unneccssar\'  issues,  no  discords 
bom  of  hot  rivalries,  no  personal  ambition,  no  dissensions,  no  anjrthing,  put 
this  victory  in  peril.  She  prays  you  to  make  this  victory  secure  by  going 
straight  to  the  conscience  and  intelligence  of  the  people,  not  only  by  a.plat- 
foim  ringing  with  honor  and  honesty,  from  money  clear  up  ihnnjgh  every- 
thing to  hnman  rights,  bin  by  puttinq:  thereon  a  candidate  far  better  than 
the  plail'orni,  because  known  cvcryvvlurc  lliruugh  the  length  and  the  breadth 
of  the  land  as  its  very  incarnation,  long  tried  and  never  found  wanting.  A 
candidate  weak  nowhere,  strong  CYcrywhcrc.  who  will  consolidate  the  party, 
bring  every  independent  into  line,  and  win  recruits  from  the  enemy.  That 
is  victory  here  and  now,  victory  for  ycar^  to  cato^  Any  other  course  fore- 
bode*; disaster  and  courts  defeat  i\ow  and  for  years  to  come.  Such  a  can- 
didate, healing  all  dis.scnsions,  of  wondrous  ability,  of  aggressive  integrity, 
of  the  largest  experience  in  public  affairs,  of  the  highest  statesmanship,  is 
that  brave,  clean,  vigilant  man,  upon  whom  rests  no  shadow  of  reproach,  to 
whfun  in  every  crisis  in  the  councils  of  the  Nation  wc  turn  with  joy  and 
confidence— the  central  figure  and  leader  of  the  Senate,  the  foremost  type 
and  defender  of  all  that  i>  br^t  in  the  Republican  faith,  the  ideal  candidate, 
seeking  not  ilic  ofYice,  worthy  of  the  best  days  of  the  Refjubiic,  having  the 
promise  of  potency  of  victory,  is  George  F.  Edmunds;  and  him  Vermoift  nom- 
matc^  for  the  Presidency. 

Welcome,  gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  this  breeze  from  the  Green 
Mountains.  How  quickly  it  will  swell  into  a  gale,  and  how  surely  sweep  the 
land. 

Mr.  Sanfoko,  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  President:  In  behalf  of  the  Re- 
publicans of  Massachusetts,  and  by  the  express  sanction  of  her  delegation, 

to  which  I  have  the  bon.  r  to  belong,  I  desire  to  second  the  nomination  wdiich 
has  just  been  made  by  the  gentleman  from  Vermont.  I  shall  not  repeat  the 
tribtite  which  he  has  so  justly  and  eloqnently  paid  to  the  gallant  Republican 
State  f'>r  which  he  has  spoken,  and  t"  the  ability,  tlie  statesman -hip.  the  char- 
acter and  the  services  of  her  distinguished  son.  The  record  of  the  State,  and 
of  the  statesman,  alike  conspicuous  and  uirtamished,  needs  no  encomium  here. 
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By  all  Rtpublicans.  at  least,  it  is  already  known,  and  no  word  can  be  spoken 
here  to  add  to  its  lustre  or  diminish  its  fame.  The  Republicans  of  Massa- 
diusetts,  trained  like  their  brethren  of  Vermont  hy  longr  and  unfaltering  devo- 
tion to  the  principles  and  fortunes  of  the  Republican  party,  have  learned  to 
regard  the  success  of  that  party  as  far  more  important  than  the  success  of 
any  candidate  within  the  party.

S ending  election  to  the  prosperity,  the  honor  and  safety  of  the  X  it  in,  the 
Lepublicans  of  Massachusetts,  unembarrassed  by  any  candidate  of  their  own, 
have  selected  from  the  list  of  eminent  names  presented  to  their  choice  a  leader 
who  should  hear  the  standard  of  the  party  triumphantly  through  the  contest 
that  lies  before  us;  with  that  enthusiasm  wholly  spontaneous,  and  a  large  de- 
gree of  unanimity,  they  have  given  their  preferences  unsolicited,  btrt  earnestly, 
to  the  Senator  whose  name,  and  the  fame  of  whose  manhood  is  identified  with 
that  Green  Mountain  State  among  whose  majestic  hills  he  was  born  and 
reared.

It  is  enough  to  say,  and  I  desire  to  say  it  with 
ail  courtesy,  that  we  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  have  found  no  other  man 
who  has  seemed  to  us  to  possess  in  a  larger  degree  the  requisite  qualifications 
for  the  high  office  of  President,  or  who  has  seemed  to  us  more  likely  to  com- 
bine the  hosts  of  the  Republican  party  in  the  emergency  before  us. 

I  will  not  delay  you.  gentlemen.  You  are  weary  and  impatient,  and  I 
close  by  saying  that  the  Republicans  of  Massachusetts  join  with  their  breth- 
ren of  his  own  State  in  respectfully  presenting  to  this  Convention  and  com-

NOMINATION  OF  ELIHU  B.  WASIIBURNE. 

On  the  c.tII  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

Mr.  Cassodv,  of  Wisconsin.  Mr.  President:  During  the  exciting  and 
arduous  duties  of  this  Cbnvention  I  have  not  occupied  to  exceed  three  min- 
utes of  your  time,  notwithstanding  T  was  the  chairman  of  a  dclcgTition.  I 
promise  now.  if  you  respectfully  listen  to  me  for  a  few  moments,  not  to  use 
up  the  time  of  ten  minutes  allotted  to  me,  by  two  or  three  minutes. 

It  is  indeed  fortut;ate  for  our  party  and  civilization  that  we  have  ^o  many 
able  statesmen  from  whom  to  select  our  candidates.  Far  be  it  from  me  to 
detract  a  single  syllable  from  the  praise  justly  due  to  any ;  but  we  live  in  a 
va->t  country,  i-mhracing  many  cn.:iii  :it  'statesmen  whose  names  have  not  hi  rn 
preiented  to  this  Convention.  Here  arc  756  delegates,  representing  4,000,000 
to  5,000,000  Republican  voters,  embracing  many  nationalities,  having  diverse 
Interests  and  theories,  that  are  scattered  over  .^.000,000  square  miles  of  terri- 
tory. And  any  view  of  our  duty  is  incomplete  and  altogether  too  narrow 
which  fails  to  take  in  the  whole  field  and  all  the  probabilities  and  improbabili- 
ties of  a  imited  supr"      in  Xovt^mber. 

It  may  be  that  in  France  and  some  other  nations  success  in  government 
depends  wholly  upon  the  character  of  the  leadership;  but  in  this  representa- 
tive Government  it  nni'^t  ever  depend  largely  upon  the  l)road  commori  sense 
and  good  judgment  of  the  masses  of  the  peoj^le.^  And  hence  the  truism  ut- 
tered by  our  martyred  President,  that  no  one  life  is  necessary  to  the  existence 
of  a  nation.  B»hold  in  these  scats,  in  this  very  presence,  men  whose  ability 
and  statesman."; hip  have  become  famous  on  this  and  other  continents.  There 
is  no  lack  of  capacity  for  leadership,  much  less  of  a  disposition  to  lead. 

What  wi-  wnnt  nio-t  Ju^t  now,  i-;  unity  of  purpose  through  the  entire  par- 
ty, for  the  public  good,  and  that  can  best  be  secured,  not  by  self-assertion,  but 
by  self-negation. 
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The  question  is  not  whose  name  will  elicit  the  greatest  applause  at  this 
present  moment  of  time,  but  whose  name  is  so  established  in  the  confidence 

of  Ml  ;  lipk-  as  allay  all  op])osition  in  his  own  party  and  secure  the  great- 
est number  of  votes  in  November.  The  man  of  my  choice  is  not  a  candidate» 
and  has  not  sought  any  support  from  any  quarter.  He  has  rather  repelled  it. 
But  let  us  remember  thai  in  the  tal  ornaclc  of  God  those  art  not  chosen  who 
seek  the  highest  seats  and  demand  the  vchest  crowns,  but  rather  those  who 
empty  themselves  of  all  vanity  and  conceit,  and  go  down  into  the  arena,  into 
the  face  of  (katli,  and  there  are  content  to  labor  for  the  c  >mmon  gooJ. 

Such  ought  to  be  the  rule  in  every  Republican  convention.  Let  us  not 
be  too  sanguine.  A  comfortable  berth  is  of  no  account  to  the  passenger  when 
the  ship  is  fast  driving  upon  the  rocks.  Let  us  save  the  ship  and  take  care  of 
the  berths  afterwards.  Our  enemies  are  in  possession  of  both  Houses  of  Con- 
gress. They  will  demand  and  claim  the  right  to  dictate  the  methods  and  the 
tests  of  the  electoral  count.  With  that  object  in  view,  they  have  purposely 
omitted,  as  the  distinguished  Senator  from  New  York  the  other  day  ver>'  em- 
phatically told  them,  all  constitutional  and  statutory  guarantees.  With  an 
inordinate  lust  for  executive  power  and  patronage  on  their  part,  we  have  noth- 
ing to  gain,  nothing  to  expect  from  a  deci.'iion  of  theirs  in  case  of  a  repetition 
of  "184  to  185,"  nor  from  an  Electoral  Commission  of  their  choosing. 
The  only  security  is  to  make  certain  at  the  polls  in  the  choice  of  a  candidate, 
arnnnd  whom  the  entire  party  can  solidly  join  and  march  to  victory.  Th.it 
man  ascertained  with  reukunable  certainly,  it  becomes  the  boimdcn  duty  uf  all 
to  secure  the  success  of  the  party,  and  through  that  party  the  salvation  of  our 
country,  by  makinc:  that  man  the  nominee  of  this  Convention.  No  other  man 
has  the  right  to  iu^i-,i  upon  it,  and  that  man  has  no  right  to  decline  it  In  ihc 
judgment  of  some  in  this  Convention,  and  many  with  cool  heads  all  over  the 
1:  T  1  tlure  are  two  men  who  possess  all  these  requisite  qualities.  One  is 
Eiihii  B.  Washburne.  of  Illinois,  and  the  other  is  George  F.  Edmunds,  of 
Vermont  Fully  realizing  that  a  divided  party  at  the  close  of  this  Conven* 
tion  forebodes  defeat  in  November,  and  a  united  partv  at  the  close  of  this 
Convention  insures  success  in  November,  and  lookiiiki  over  the  whole  field, 
I  take  that  man  whose  history  is  familiar  to  you  .  who  at  the  breaking  out 
of  the  War  souRht  out  an  ob«;cure  individual  in  Galena,  led  him  to  Spring- 
held,  up  to  the  mountain  of  his  glory,  and  stands  by  his  side,  one  of  his  chief 
admirers  and  friends  to-day.  And,  therefore,  I  nominate  Elihu  B.  Wash- 
burne, of  Illinois. 

Mr.  Brandigee,  of  Connecticut  Mr.  President:  The  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, one  of  the  oldest  of  the  old  Thirteen,  sends  greeting  across  the  lakes,  and 
over  the  prairies  to  Wisconsin,  one  of  the  yoimgest  of  the  sisters,  and  unites 
with  her  in  presenting  to  this  grand  Republican  Council  the  name  of  that 
wise,  sagacious,  honored,  faithful,  stalwart  Republican  statesman — the  only 
name  that  is  sure  to  carry  every  doubtful  State  and  poll  every  Rcpubl  can 
vote — Elihti  R.  ^^'a-^l^1lrne.  of  Illinois.  We  come  here.  sir.  from  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  prcsenliiig  no  candiilatc  of  our  own,  not  that  there  are  not  within 
her  borders  many  very  eminent  civil  -statesmen  within  the  reach  of  the  Presi- 
dential iHissil)ility  of  being  struck  by  lightninp.  Hut,  sir,  there  are  within  that 
State  two  military  living  heroes,  one  not  trained  ui  West  Point,  but  who,  with 
the  force  of  native  genius,  inspired  with  a  blazing  patriotism,  went  to  war 
as  a  private,  graduated  from  the  war  as  the  hero  of  Fort  Fisher — Gen.  Alfred 
H.  Terry,  of  Connecticut.  We  have  also  within  that  State  another  gallant 
soldier,  statesman  and  orator — gallant  Joe  Hawlcy,  of  Connecticut,  who,  in 
the  convention  that  nominated  Gratit.  sitting  in  the  Chair,  and  holdin;?  the 
f^vei  which  you  now  hold,  Mr.  President,  enunciated  and  crystallized,  when 
the  great  financial  heresy  of  soft-money  repudiation  arose,  the  true  heart  and 
thought  of  Republicanism  in  one  living  sentence,  uhen  lie  said  that  every 
dollar  of  the  national  debt  should  be  as  sacred  as  a  soldier's  grave. 
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\Vc  present  no  candidate  here  of  our  own.  We  come  here  nnin«tri  cted, 
uncommitted,  and  until  we  had  come  here  and  heard  the  debate,  entirely 
undecided.  We  eame  here  to  consult  with  you  in  this  momentous  crisis  of 
the  histon,'  of  our  party,  and,  as  we  believe,  in  the  hi'^tory  of  our  cotmtry. 
bir,  unless  this  Convention  shall  act  wisely,  and  name  him  who  not  only  can 
be  nominated,  but  also  elected  at  the  polls,  \vc  believe  that  nothing  that  has 
been  parncred  up  from  the  storm  of  liattlc  i>  safe  beyond  all  possibility  of 
destruction.  We  believe,  sir,  thai  unless  the  Republican  party  can  elect  its 
candidate,  and  inaugurate  him  in  this  Presidential  election,  500,000  soldiers 
will  have  gone  to  their  graves  in  vain. 

Mr.  President,  sixteen  years  ago  I  sat  by  the  side  of  the  statesman  of 
Illinois  in  the  Thirty-seventh  and  Thtrty-eighth  Congress.  I  have  never  seen 
him  s'ncc.  I  ha\e  never  written  liim  since.  I  have  never  hoard  from  him 
since,  and  therefore  I  am  not  the  engineer  of  any  "bureau"  of  Washburne. 
But.  sir,  I  then  saw  that  he  was  the  terror  of  the  lobby.  I  saw  then  that  he 
was  the  friend  of  the  soldier.  I  saw  then  that  that  groat  and  sainted  man, 
whose  portrait  is  at  the  other  end  of  this  hall  iLincoln],  and  whose  spirit, 
I  believe,  looks  down  upon  the  deliberations  of  this  assembly,  trusted  to  no 
other  statesman  as  he  did  to  the  advice,  the  wisdom  and  the  counsel  of  Wash- 
burne. But  1  know  full  well,  sir,  too,  that  at  that  dark  hour  in  the  day  of 
the  Repubtte,  when  everything  was  at  stake,  when  men's  hearts  failed  them 
for  fear,  when  600.000  soldiers  wore  on  the  other  side  of  tlio  Potoninc.  face 
to  face,  I  know  that  then  it  was  through  the  persistent,  indomitable  pertinac- 
ity of  Elihu  B.  Washburne  that  the  great  soldier  was  brought  up  from  the 
Stnnhwost  and  put  in  command  of  the  Potomac  army.  And  I  know,  too, 
sir,  by  a  gentleman  whom  i  have  met  to-night  for  the  first  time  since  that, 
with  imwearied  pertinacity  against  a  reluctant  Congress,  in  season  and  out 
of  season,  he  demanded  of  that  Congress  that  it  should  pass  a  bill  creat- 
ing Ulysses  S.  Grant  Lieutenant-General  of  all  the  armies  of  the  Republic, 
thus  commissioning  by  Congress  what  the  Almightv  had  already  commis- 
sioned—the great  hammer  of  the  Almighty  to  break  the  backbone  of  the 
Rebellion. 

That  friend  of  Grant,  that  friend  of  economy,  that  friend  and  exponent 
of  Republican  principles,  is  the  man  I  meati.  Now.  Mr.  President,  there 
are  to-day.  in  the  Citv  of  New  York  alone,  150,000  Germans.  There  arc  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  Fatherland  in  every  Northern  Republican  and  doubt- 
ful State.  There  are  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  enough  to  make  the  differ- 
ence between  a  Democratic  and  Republican  majority  in  November. 

Connecticut  is  a  doubtful  State — as  doubtful  as  Indiana.  We  must 
carry  that  State,  for  two  reasons.  You  want  it  in  the  Republican  line;  and 
do  you  not  want  a  Republican  Senator,  too.  in  the  place  of  William  W. 
Eaton,  who  misrepresents  New  England  in  the  United  Slates  Senate. 

We  elect  the  Legislature  in  November  that  elects  a  Senator  in  the  place 
of  Eaton.  Do  you  want  one  new  Repuhlican  S<nator  in  tlic  United  States, 
or  do  you  not  care  lo  have  a  majority  ot  Republican  Senators  there?  Give 
us  Washburne,  and  I  pledge  my  life.  I  pledge  everything,  that  the  State  of 
Connecticut  in  NovemlKr  will  go  Republican.  I  know  it.  And  I  do  believe, 
too,  that  he  will  carry  the  State  of  Indiana  with  such  a  sweep  as  no  man 
has  ever  carried  it  in  modem  times.  New  York  is  the  third  German  city 
of  the  W',rld  to-day.  There  are  more  Germans  there  than  in  any  other  city 
in  the  world,  except  two.  Washbume's  name — if  there  is  a  German  on  this 
continent  that  does  not  respond  to  that,  he  is  unworthy  of  the  traditions  of 
the  Fatherland.  He  collected  30.000  Germans  within  the  black  and  '-carred 
walls  of  Paris,  with  the  Commune  howling  like  tigers  to  lap  their  blood, 
and  beneath  the  flag  of  his  country  every  one  of  them  was  safe.  There  is 
not  a  German  woman  or  a  pratthnsr  child  t!iat  will  not  take  up  name, 
and  we  shall  carry  four-fitths  of  the  whole  German  vote  of  the  United  States. 
The  gentleman  from  New  York  shakes  his  bead.  He  shakes  his  head  mag- 
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nificently.  No  man  can  shake  it  like  him,  nor  shake  such  rhetoric  and  wis- 
dom out  of  it.  But  let  me  tell  the  gentleman  from  New  York  he  cannot 
sit  (]nwn  at  the  ear  of  every  voter  and  give  the  argument  tli.it  he  has  Riven 
to-night  against  the  traditions  of  our  fathers.  He  may,  by  the  magic  of 
his  eloquence,  take  this  Convention  and  the  galleries  off  their  feet,  in  his 
fervor;  but  even  his  great  abiUties,  even  his  nnmalchcd  eloquence  cannot 
go  down  to  the  fireside  of  every  voter  and  persuade  them  that  all  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  Others  with  reference  to  a  third  term  are  but  humbug  and  mas* 
querade.  Does  he  not  know  that  his  candidate  would  1)c  on  the  defensive, 
Uiat  even  the  magic  name  of  Grant  can  hardly  carry  him  in  this  Convention. 
Does  he  not  know — no  cme  knows  so  well  as  h^— that  the  name  of  Grant 
would  carry  th\<.  Convention  through  by  storni  if  there  were  not  an  invinci- 
ble argument  against  his  nomination?  Mr.  President,  on^  word,  and  only 
one.  If  you  want  a  son  of  Mlaine,  Whshbume  was  bom  tnere.  If  you  want 
a  son  of  Illinois,  he  lives  there,  and  the  people  here  want  him.  Give  him 
to  us  and  he  will  carry  Illinois.  With  his  name — I  believe  in  my  soul  of 
souls  with  his  name  alone^we  are  sure  to  march  on  to  victory. 

Mr.  MoRS%  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  now  nearly  midnight 

The  President.  The  gentleman  from  Massachusetts.  For  what  purpose 

does  the  gentleman  arise? 

Mr.  MoiiS£.  [The  hour  being  11:45  p.  m.].  I  rise  to  make  a  motion  to 
adjourn. 

The  FftssiotifT.  To  what  hour  does  the  gentleman  move? 

Mr.  MoRSK  I  have  no  desire  to  prevent  other  speeches,-  but  I  wish  to 
make  a  motion  that  the  Convention  adjourn  upon  the  conclusion  of  the 
qteeches  in  nomination  of  candidates. 

The  Prf.siufn't.  Tlie  Chair  is  informed  that  the  gentleman  who  had 
proposed  further  to  second  tlic  last  nomination  does  not  desire  to  be  heard — 
that  no  other  speeches  are  to  be  made. 

Mr.  MoKSi.  Then,  Mr.  President,  I  make  the  motion  that  this  Con- 
vention do  now  adjourn  until  Monday  morning  at  ten  o'clock. 

So  the  Convention,  at  eleven  o'clock  and  forty-six  minutes  p.  10.,  ad~ 
joumed  to  Monday  morning  next  at  ten  o'clock.

Rev*  Charles  Hail  Everest,  of  Chicago,  offered  the  following 

prayer: 

Almighty  God,  our  Iloavenly  Father,  Thou  dwellest  cnlmly  above  all  the 
excitements  and  cotitlictiri}?  interests  of  the  earth.  Not  because  Thou  art 
indifferent  to  the  welfare  of  men,  or  the  destmies  of  nations,  but  because 
Thon  kmml^t  the  end  from  the  beginning,  and  all  results  are  according  to 
Thy  designs.  We  address  ourselves  to  Thee  with  confidence,  because  Thou 
hast  so.  often  manifested  Thy  saving  interest  in  this  great  people.  And  we 
beseech  Thee  lliat  the  holy  faith  that  inspired  our  fathers  to  their  heroic 
endeavors,  and  bore  them  sticcessfully  through  the  arduous  task  of  laying 
the  foundations  of  this  Republic,  may  be  vouchsafed  unto  us,  their  children, 
that  we  may  safely  guard  and  keep  these  great  interests  and  privileges  com- 
mitted to  our  trust. 

We  thus  ask  that  Thou  wilt  preside  unseen,  and  yet  potential,  over  all 
the  deliberations  of  this  great  assemblage  to-day,  that  every  result  may  be 
for  Thy  Rlory,  may  he  tVtr  the  perpettiation  of  peace  and  of  prosperity  to  this 
great  Nation  of  Thy  love.  We  ask  this  divine  favor  in  the  name  of  Him  who 
is  the  very  Prince  of  Peace,  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.  Amen. 

ANNOUNCBMINT. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  all  railroads  and  packet  lines  had  ex- 
tended their  excursion  tickets  to  a  period  twenty^four  hours  after  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Convention. 

CORRECTING  A  MISAPPREHENSION. 

The  President.  The  Chair  hd>  been  rernie<;ted  by  several  delegates  to 
direct  the  reading  of  two  of  tlie  resolutions  ermtained  in  the  platform  adopted 
on  Saturday,  which  have  been  misapprehended  by  the  public.  The  Chair 
directs  the  resolution  to  be  read. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Clisbee,  read  as  follows: 

"5.  We  reaffirm  the  belief,  avowed  in  1876.  that  the  duties  levied  for 
the  purpose  of  revenue  should  so  discriminate  as  to  favor  American  labor; 
that  no  further  i^nts  of  the  public  domain  should  be  made  to  any  railway 
or  other  corporation  :  that  slavery  havini?  perished  in  the  States,  its  twin  bar- 
banty— polygamy— must  die  an  Uie  Territories;  that  everywhere  the  protcc- 
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tion  recorded  to  a  citizen  of  American  birth  must  be  secured  to  citiT-cn^;  by 
American  adoption;  that  we  esteem  it  the  duty  of  Congress  to  develop  and 
improve  our  water-courses  and  harbors,  but  insist  that  further  subsidies  to 
private  persons  or  corporations  mtist  ccnso:  that  the  obligations  of  the  Re- 
public to  the  men  who  preserved  its  integrity  in  the  day  of  battle  arc  undi- 
minished by  the  lapse  of  fifteen  years  since  their  final  victory.  To  do  them 
honor  -s  and  shall  forever  be  the  grateful  privilege  and  sacred  duty  of  the 
American  people. 

Since  the  authority  to  refrtiTate  immi|^tion  and  intercourse  between 

the  United  States  and  foreign  nations  rests  with  the  Congress  of  the  United 


unrestricted  hiimigration  of  Chinese  as  a  matter  of  grave  concernment,  in- 
voke the  exercise  of  those  pr  v  cr^  to  limit  and  restrict  that  immigration  by 
the  enactment  of  such  just,  humane  and  reasonable  laws  and  treaties  as  will 
produce  that  result." 


Mr.  Hale,  of  Maine.  I  move,  Mr.  President,  Uuit  the  Coavention  now 

proceed,  under  the  rules,  to  !i  ill  t  for  a  candidate  for  President. 

Mr.  CoNKLlNC,  of  New  York.  I  wish  to  inquire  whether,  under  the  rule, 
it  h  not.  without  motion,  a  matter  of  course  that  we  now  proceed  to  ballot 
for  candidate  for  President. 

The  PRESniBKT.  Th^  Chair  does  not  so  understand.  The  rules  provide 
for  proceeding  when  the  Convention  shall  ballot,  but  do  not  fix  Uie  time  or 
order. 

Mr  CoNKT.TN-G.  Then,  Mr.  President,  I  second  the  motion  that  we  now 

proceed  to  ballot. 

The  President.  Before  putting  this  question  the  Chair  desires  to  be 
beard  for  one  moment.  The  Convention  now  proposes  to  proceed  to  a  most 
important  act,  in  the  selection  of  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Rq>ttblic  In 
scarcely  any  other  country  on  earth  could  such  an  act  take  place  without 
strife  and  blood.  Nothing  will  so  tend  to  elevate  the  American  people  in 
the  respect  of  mankind,  to  attract  mankind  to  our  borders,  as  the  spectacle 
of  such  a  proceeding  conducted  with  peace,  with  dignity,  with  decorum,  with 
quiet.  The  Chair,  therefore,  trusts  that  every  gentleman  present,  whether 
member  of  the  Convention  or  here  as  a  witness  of  its  proceedings,  will  feel 
that  his  country  is  affected  by  the  propriety  and  order  of  his  own  conduct. 

The  gentleman  from  Maine  moves  that  the  Convention  now  proceed* 
under  the  rules,  to  ballot  for  a  candidate  for  President. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. . 

The  President.  1  he  Chair  directs  the  Clerk  to  read,  for  tlie  informa- 
tion of  the  Convention,  that  portion  of  the  rules  whidi  relates  to  the  manner 
of  proceeding. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

"Rule  8.  In  the  record  of  the  vote  by  States,  the  vote  of  each  State. 
Territory  and  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  announced  by  the  chairman, 
and  in  case  the  votes  of  any  State,  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall  bo  divided,  the  chairman  shall  announce  the  number  of  votes  cast  for 
any  candidate,  or  for  or  against  any  proposition;  but  if  exception  is  taken 
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by  any  delegate  to  the  correctness  of  r.uch  announcement  by  the  chafrman 
of  his  delegation,  the  President  of  the  Convention  shall  direct  the  roll  of 
members  of  such  delegation  to  be  called,  and  the  result  shall  be  recorded  in 
accordance  with  the  votes  individually  given." 

Mr.  Cmvtn,  of  Nebraska.  Mr,  President   , 

The  Prbsisbnt.  No  business  is  in  order  but  a  call  of  the  roll  of  States, 
under  the  rule.  , 

Mr.  Croi'NSE.    There  I*;  another  rule — one  in  regard  to  changing  a  vote. 
The  President.  The  gentleman  is  correct  The  Secretary  will  read  the 
rule. 

The  Secretary  read  as  follows: 

**RuIe  7.    In  making  the  nomination  for  President  and  Vice-President, 

in  uf)  case  shall  the  calling  oi  the  roll  be  dispensed  with.  VVlien  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  anv  candidate  shall  have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  the 
President  of  the  Convention  shall  announce  the  question  to  be,  Shall  the 
nomination  of  the  candidate  be  made  unanimous?  But  if  no  candidate  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes,  the  Chair  shall  direct  the  vote  to  be 
again  taken,  which  shall  be  repeated  tmtil  some  candidate  shall  have  received 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast;  and  when  any  State  has  announced  its  vote  it 
shall  so  stand  until  the  ballot  is  announced,  unless  in  case  of  numerical  error." 

The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll,  and  the  chairmen  of  the 
respective  States,  as  they  are  called,  will  announce  the  votes  of  their  dele- 
gates.

The  PREsinEN'T.  The  gentleman  is  out  of  order.  The  rule  of  the  Con- 
vention is  imperative. 

The  DELEGATE  ffom  Virginia.  I  withdraw  the  request  for  the  call.  I  am 
satisfied*  Mr.  President

T  rose  to  move  that 
he  be  unanimously  presented  a>:  tiic  nominee  of  the  Convention.  Tlie  Chair, 
under  the  rule,  anticipates  my  motion;  but,  being  on  my  feet,  1  avail  myself 
of  the  opportunity  to  congratulate  the  Republican  party  of  the  United  States 
u|Km  the  good  nature  and  the  welNtempered  rivalry  which  has  distinguished 
this  animated  contest. 

Several  delegates.  Louder. 

Mr,  CoNKLlNG.  I  would  speak  Imider,  hut,  having  for  hours  sat  shiver- 
ing under  the  cold  wind  of  these  open  windows,  I  find  myself  unable  to  do  so. 
I  was  in  the  act  to  say  that  I  trust  the  zeal,  the  fervor,  and  now  the  unanimity 
seen  in  this  great  assemblage  will  be  tran^lanted  to  the  fidd  of  the  final 

conflict,  and  that  all  of  us  who  have  borne  a  part  against  each  other  will  be 
found  with  equal  zeal  bearing  the  banner— with  equal  zeal  carrying  the  lance 

of  the  Republican  party  into  the  ranks  nf  the  enemy. 

Mr.  Logan,  of  Illinois.  Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention: 
We  are  to  be  congratulated  that  we  have  arrived  at  a  conclusion  in  reference 
to  presenting  the  name  of  a  candidate  to  become  the  standard-bearer  of  the 
Republican  party  for  President  of  the  United  States.  In  union  and  harmony 
there  is  strength.  Whatever  may  have  transpired  in  this  Convention  that 
may  have  momentarily  marred  the  feelings  of  any  one  here.  I  hope  that,  in 
our  conclusion,  it  will  pass  from  nur  minds.  I,  sir,  with  the  friends  of,  I 
think,  one  of  the  grandcsit  men  that  graces  the  face  of  the  earth,  stood  here 
to  fight  a  friendly  battle  in  favor  of  his  nomination  ;  but,  sir,  this  Convention 
has  chosen  another  leader.  The  men  who  stood  by  Grant's  banner*?  will  be 
seen  in  the  front  of  this  contest  on  the  field.  We  will  go  forward  m  this 
contest,  sir,  not  with  tied  hands,  not  with  scaled  lips,  not  with  bridled  tongues, 
but  to  speak  the  trtith  in  favor  of  the  grandest  party  that  has  ever  been  organ- 
ized in  this  country ;  to  maintain  its  principles,  to  maintain  its  power,  to  pre- 
serve its  ascendency;  and,  sir,  with  the  leader  you  have  sdected,  my  judgment 
is  that  victory  will  perch  upon  our  banners.  I,  sir,  as  one  of  the  representa- 
tives from  the  State  of  Illinois,  second  the  nomination  of  James  A,  Garlield, 
of  Ohio,  and  I  hope  it  may  be  made  unanimous. 

Mr.  Beaver,  of  Pennsylvania.    Mr.  President:    The  State  of  Pcnnsyl 
vania  having  had  the  honor  of  first  naming  in  this  Convention  the  gentle- 
man who  has  been  nominated  as  the  standard-bearer  of  the  Republican  party 
in  the  approaching  national  contest,  I  rise  to  second  the  motion  which  has 
been  made  to  make  that  nomination  unanimous,  and  to  assure  this  Conven- 
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tion  and  the  people  of  this  country  that  Pennsylvania  is  heartily  in  accord 
with  this  nomination ;  that  she  gives  her  lull  concurrence  to  it,  and  that  this 
country  may  expect  from  her  the  best  majority  that  has  been  given  for  a 
Presidential  candidate  in  many  years. 

Mr.  Hale,  of  Maipc.  Mr.  President:  Standing  here  and  returning 
hcart-felt  thanks  to  the  many  men  in  this  Convention  who  have  aided  us  in 
the  fight  that  we  have  made  for  the  Senator  from  Maine:  and  speaking,  as 
I  know  that  1  do,  for  them  here,  I  say  this  most  heartily:  We  have  not  got 
tiie  man  we  came  tip  here  hoping  to  nominate,  but  we  have  0»t  a  man  in 
whom  we  have  the  greatest  and  most  profound  confidence.  The  nominee 
of  this  Convention  is  no  new  or  untried  man,  and  in  that  respect  is  no  "dark 
horse."  He  came  here  representing  his  State  in  the  front  of  tfut  ddega- 
tion,  and  was  seen  lure;  every  man  knew  him  before  that,  because  of  his 
record ;  and  because  ot  that,  and  because  of  our  faith  in  him,  and  because  we 
were  in  the  emergency  glad  to  help  make  him  candidate  of  the  Republican 
party  for  President  of  the  United  States — because  of  these  things  I  stand 
here  and  pledj^e  the  Blaine  forces  of  this  Convention  to  earnest  effort  from 
now  nntil  the  ides  of  November,  that  shall  make  James  A.  Garfield  President 
of  the  United  Sutes. 

Mr.  Pleasants,  of  Virginia.  Mr.  President:  As  New  York.  Illinois 
and  Maine,  along  with  Pennsylvania,  have  spoken,  I  stand  here,  sir,  probably 
occupying  a  peculiar  position  to  that  of  the  majority  of  the  people  of  this 
Convention.  I  came  here,  sir,  from  Virginia,  instructed  by  a  State  conven- 
tion to  vote  for  that  peculiar  and  most  distinguished  man— the  most  renowned 
of  the  world— Ulysses  S.  Grant — and  I  have  proved  it  since  I  have  been 
standin&r  on  this  floor — on  all  occasions  casting  my  vote  to  the  last  for  that 
man.  But,  sirs,  as  the  Convention  has  thought  best  to  nominate  James  A. 
Garfield,  of  Ohio,  for  President  of  the  United  States,  we  will  heartily  sup- 
port him.  It  may  not  be  that  we  can  promise  to  you  Virginia,  but  we  can 
promise  you  this,  as  humble  men,  and  as  men  who  have  on  all  occasions 
shown  devotion  to  the  Republican  principles  of  the  country— men  who,  as 
Virginian  Republicans,  on  one  occasion  (  the  electoral  vote  of  Virginia 
to  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  that  while  a  division  exists  in  the  Democratic  party  of 
that  State,  we  shall  endeavor,  in  November  next,  to  carry  Virginia  for  your 
nominee. 

Though  it  was  said  we  had  all  to  receive  and  nothing  to  give,  we  now 
receive  James  A.  Garfield,  and  will  endeavor  to  give  him  Virginia.   I  for 

one,  and  I  speak  for  the  Virginia  delegation  and  for  every  Republican  in 
the  State,  second  the  nomination  of  James  A.  Garfield,  and  second  the  mo- 
tion to  make  that  nomination  unanimous. 

Mr.  Campbell,  of  West  Virginia.  Mr.  President:  Already  I  have  re- 
ceived from  one  of  the  central  localities  of  West  Virginia  a  dispatch  which 
brinjgs  a  greeting  to  this  Convention,  pledging  their  best  efforts  for  James 
A.  Garfield,  the  next  President  of  the  United  Sutes. 

Mr.  Hicks,  of  Florida.  Mr.  President:  I  will  not  detain  the  Conven- 
tion for  more  than  one  word.  It  is  well  known  that  if  t!io?c  gentlemen  who 
have  imagined  that  the  South  has  nothing  to  give,  have  themselves  anything 
to  give  this  time  they  owe  it  largely  to  the  unity,  fidelity  and  integrity  of  the 
Republican  State  of  Florida.    \Ve  have  not  nominated  our  Mbses,  but  have 

{>laced  him  upon  the  Mount  of  Visions,  from  which,  in  the  serene  and  cloud- 
ess  rest  of  his  well  earned  irlory,  he  can  look  down  over  the  conflict.  We 
have  placed  the  mantle  ol  commandcr«hip  upon  the  shoulders,  and  the  sword 
of  civil  power  into  the  hands  of  one  of  the  bravest,  noblest,  most  aggressive 
and  wisest  Joshuas  in  all  the  hosts  of  our  Republican  army. 

Mr.  President,  in  the  name  of  Florida,  as  in  the  past — anr!  ever  since 
the  garments  dyed  in  blood  have  been  rolled  away — we  have  given  the  elec- 
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toral  vote  of  Florida  for  the  Republican  nomuiec.  so  in  this  contest,  sir,  I 
pledge  the  State  of  Florida  to  deliver  her  four  electoral  votes  for  James  A. 
GaHield,  of  Ohio. 

Mr.  NoKTnx,  nf  Texas.  .}fr.  President:  Texas  cordially  re'spontU  to 
the  nominatiun  that  has  just  been  made  of  James  A.  Garfield.  Sir,  we  have 
been  here  for  days  in  a  most  excitiii)?  contest,  reminding  mc  of  the  great 
convention  of  the  Whig  party,  when  the  glorious  leader,  Henry  Clay,  was 
defeated  in  that  body  by  Zacliary  Taylor. 

Those  of  us  who  loved  and  honored  Menry  Clay,  yet  put  onr  shoulders 
to  the  wheel  and  worked  nianfnlly  ni  behalf  of  General  Taylor.  The  friends 
of  the  great  chieftain,  General  Grant,  will  be  found  in  the  cominp  contest  in 
all  portions  of  this  Union  doing  battle  in  behalf  of  Garfield,  of  Ohio, 

He  is  not  unknown  to  n<.  Mis  history  is  familiar  to  us.  We  are  proud 
of  the  nomination,  and,  sir,  we  hope  that  under  his  administration  we  will 
witness  again  in  this  country  a  union  of  hearts  and  of  hands,  a  union  of  the 
most  fraternal  kind.  In  the  wilds  of  the  South  we  will  stand  to  a  man  for 
the  nominee. 

Mr.  Foster,  of  Ohio.  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  dispatch  that  I  will  have  read 
to  the  Convention.  It  shows  that  the  Democratic  House  of  Representatives, 
composed  of  the  gentlemen  with  whom  our  distinguished  nominee  has  hn'- 
tled  and  contended  for  years,  holds  him  in  the  very  highest  regard.  I  he 
dispatch  reads  as  follows: 

"The  ITfUise  of  Representatives  has  appointed  a  committee  of  five  of  its 
oldest  nuinl)ers  to  congratulate  James  A.  Gartield  on  his  nomination —

Mr.  IhMTK.  of  Tennessee.  T  want  to  say,  for  the  Republicans  of  my 
section  of  the  country,  that  there  could  not  have  been  any  selection  made 
that  would  have  pleased  them  better  than  that  which  has  been  made  in  the 
person  of  Tames  A.  Garfield,  of  Ohio.  I  want  to  say  further,  sir.  that,  under 
the  conditions  under  which  we  were  sent  to  this  Convention,  sixteen  ot  us 
stood  here  for  that  great  military  hero,  patriot  and  statesman,  Ulysses  S. 
rirant.  I  would  williiifrly  have  !?•  n  '  ver  and  supported  this  nomination 
before,  but  I  belong  to  this  little  Sparun  band  that  stood  by  Gen.  Grant 
through  all  these  thirty-odd  ballots.  I  desire  to  add  further,  that  I  predict 
for  Gen.  Garfield  the  same  victory  in  Xi  vember  tlial  T  ha\e  witnes-ed  him 
achieve  over  the  rebel  brigadiers  upon  the  floor  of  Congress  upon  niuncrous 
occasions.  T  predict  a  similar  victory  for  the  nominee  of  this  Convention, 
to  that  to  which,  during  the  whole  of  the  extra  session,  our  leader  in  the 
person  of  the  present  candidate,  led  with  the  Republican  party,  backe<l  and

On  the  call  of  the  State  of  California. 

Mr.  PiXLEY,  of  California.  Mr.  President,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Con- 
vention: I  rise  for  the  purpose  of  placing  a  man  in  nomination  for  the  office 
of  Vtce*President  of  the  tniited  States,  without  consultation  with  the  dele* 

gation  from  the  State  in  which  he  resides,  and  without  consultation  with  the 
delegates  of  the  State  in  which  he  was  bom;  but  only  in  consultation  with 
and  by  the  desire  of  my  own  State—OkKfemia.  In  the  enthusiasm  of  the 

choice  that  has  given  us  un(l(nil)tc(ny  one  of  the  ablest  and  strongest  men 
of  the  Nation  to  head  our  ticket  as  candidate  for  President,  I  think  we  ought 
not  to  lose  sight  of  the  importance  of  securing  an  equally  able  and  equally 
strong  man  for  the  second  place  upon  that  ticket.  The  nomination  that  has 
been  made  is  undoubtedly  one  that  will  commend  itself  to  the  best  intelli- 
gence of  the  whole  Republican  party  of  the  United  States;  and  although 
our  delegates  did  not  obtain  the  eminent  gentleman  for  whom  we  voted,  we 
go  hack  to  our  Western  shore  in  confidence,  that  those  three  States  will  back 
up  their  political  traditions  of  the  last  twenty  years,  and  give  the  electoral 
vote  of  California,  Nevada  and  Oregon  again  to  the  Republican  party.  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  the  acquaintance  of  the  gentleman  whom  T  am  about 
to  name  for  a  great  many  years.    For  sixteen  years  he  was  in  the  Congress 
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of  the  United  States.  He  made  a  magnificent  record  there.  He  made  a 
record  in  the  direction  of  questions  that  are  now  becominjr  very  prominent 
before  the  American  people.  I  had  the  further  pleasure,  Mr.  President,  to 
meet  this  gentleman  under  very  tryinp:  circumstance*;,  in  the  city  of  Paris, 
when  I  was  abroad.  You  all  know  now  to  whom  I  refer — it  is  Elihu  B. 
Waihburne,  of  Illinois. 

Mr.  President,  I  saw  that  gentleman,  too.  at  a  period  when  it  tested  the 
true  dignity  and  bravery  of  the  American  character.  I  saw  him  chosen,  be- 
cause he  was  the  Ammssador  of  the  United  States,  to  be  the  Ambassador 
of  the  belligerent  Ct  rman  powers.  T  saw  him  throw  the  protecting  shield 
of  the  American  banner  over  that  class  of  our  fellow-citizens  that  are  so 
largely  represented  in  the  United  States.  I  desire  to  have  alt  that  my  friend, 
Mr.  Brandcgee,  of  Connecticut,  said  when  he  placed  Mr.  Waslibn m  •  in  nom- 
ination for  President,  to  be  re-said  of  him  now  as  candidate  for  Vice-Presi- 
dent; for  surely  if  he  was  so  largely  respected  and  loved  by  the  German 
people  for  his  dimity  of  character  while  in  Paris — as  a  candidate  here  for 
this  high  oflRce.  with  the  same  dignity  of  character  he  will  command  the  same 
respect  from  the  same  piopic,  and  bring  lo  the  party  every  German  vote.  I 
am  conscious  and  certain  that  in  every  one  of  the  great  cities,  whether  the 
ReptiWican  party  is  stronpr  there  or  weak,  the  Gcrtnnn  population  will  he 
grateful  to  this  Convention  if  wc  shall  give  thctii  liie  strongest  ticket  that 


.  President  and  Elihu  B.  Washburne  for  Vice-President. 

With  a  single  word  I  shall  close.   The  question  of  locality  is  sometimes 
considered,  and  T  have  heard  it  suggested  here.   But  if  the  delegates  from 

Ohio  nominate  their  man,  and  the  delegates  from  Illinois  consent  to  Mr. 
Washburne,  i  think  the  locality  will  not  be  considered  as  being  of  any  im- 
portance, or  cntting  any  figure  as  ooposed  to  the  general  fact  that  Mr.  Wash- 
hurne  will  Inir^^  to  our  ticket  that  large  foreign  clement  that  is  working  with 
the  Republican  party,  and  has  done  so  ever  since  it  has  been  a  party  in  the 
United  States. 

Mr.  McCarthy,  of  New  York.  I  take  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nom- 
ination made  by  the  gentleman  from  California.  I  ri  i  to  do  so  in  behalf  of 
a  number  of  the  delegates  of  New  York.  When  I  rise  to  second  the  nom- 
ination. I  desire  to  say  that  the  Republican  party  has  not  within  the  borders 
of  the  Union  a  man  whose  name  is  more  honored,  and  who  will  command 
more  votes  from  the  rank  and  file  of  the  party  than  Elihu  B.  Wn'hbnrne.  of 
Illinois;  nor  is  there  a  record  of  any  man  that  we  can  refer  to  with  more 
*  confidence  as  a  legislator,  as  a  man  who.  in  Congress,  has  been  one  of  the 
first  tiul  noblest,  and  stauncbest  of  the  defenders  and  upholders  of  Repub- 
lican principles.

of  the  New  York  delegation  to  second  his  nomination.

NOMINATION  OF  THOMAS  SETTLE. 

On  the  call  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

Mr.  Hicks,  of  Florida.  I  am  well  aware,  Mr.  President,  that  it  will  be 
in  the  light  of  a  forlorn  hope  for  the  disputed  States  of  the  South,  and  for 

the  solid  Repttblican  State  of  Florida,  at  this  stage  of  our  procccdini??.  to 

S resent  a  candidate  for  the  high  honor  of  Vice-President  of  the  United 
tates.  But,  gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  in  obedience  to  the  instructions 
of  my  State,  which  instructions  arc  in  perfect  accord  and  harmony  with  the 
de^re  and  disposition  of  my  own  heart,  1  rise  to  present  the  name  of  a  dis- 
titiifuished  man,  not  unknown  to  the  members  of  this  Convention,  for  that 
high  position.  We  came  to  this  convention  with  the  hope  that  our  nomina- 
tion here  made  would  give  a  guarantee  to  the  whole  country  that  this  mon- 
strous solid  South  should  be  broken  in  this  campaign.  We  have  been  told  that 
ug  have  notbinp  to  give  and  everything  to  receive  ;  hut.  pentlenun,  if  we  have 
all  to  receive,  all  we  have  under  God's  heaven  we  have  to  give.  It  is  a 
question  of  life  and  death  with  every  Southern  Republican  to-day,  and  I 
stanf!  before  you  to  pronounce  this  name  in  a  moment,  whose  nomination 
will  cause  a  thrill  of  confidence  and  hope  and  satisfaction  and  purpose  in  the 
heart  of  every  man  who  lives  south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line,  and  to  ask 
you  to  place  him  in  nomination.  I  am  still  confident  that  we  shall  not  only  • 
carry  Florida,  as  we  are  bound  to  do,  whomever  you  may  place  on  this  ticket 
as  the  candidate  for  Vice-President  with  the  illustrious  name  of  my  hon- 
ored friends  of  Ohio  for  President ;  hut  with  the  name  of  him  1  shall  present 
by  the  side  of  General  Garfield  wc  shall  carry  North  Carolina,  we  ?hall  con- 
tribute largely  to  the  carrying  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  shall  make  in- 
roads into  Georgia  and  Louisiana.  Everywhere  the  hope  of  Southern  Repub- 
licans win  rise  in  the  ascendant,  and  tn  its  renith,  and  every  man  will  feci 
the  cohesive  power  and  unity  of  our  Republicanism.  In  this  Jioniination  I 
am  confident  that  we  shall  break  the  solid  South.  Gentlemen  of  the  Con- 
vention, for  now  these  eighteen  year<;  wc  have  been  the  victims  of  a  fearful 
monster,  embodying  in  himself  all  the  malice  and  ail  the  chicanery,  all  the 
bloodthirstincss  that  the  human  mind  can  conceive— -some  fell  Spirit  that  has 
lost  his  way  to  his  native  hell,  clad  in  the  habiliments  of  murder  and  of  dis- 
cord, stalking  over  the  earth,  prowling  from  Stale  to  State,  with  locks  and 
hands  and  garments  dripping  with  human  gore,  setting  at  defiance  the  laws 
of  God  and  man,  withering  the  intellect,  blastiner  the  afTectif;n<:,  putting  the 
body  to  the  rack,  the  heart  to  the  torture,  and  inflicting  on  men,  women  and 
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children,  without  regard  to  age  or  sex,  the  torments  of  the  damned.  For 
whnf  reason'  Hrraiise  they  had  the  courage  of  their  convictions;  because 
they  dared  lo  wnie  and  i-pcak  and  vote  as  Republicans  in  the  elections 
throughout  their  States.  Thirteen  thousand  as  brave  men  as  ever  trod  the 
earth  have  gone  down  to  their  h!oody  graves  because  they  dared  to  stand 
up  for  the  principles  which  we  ha\c  this  day  enunciated,  and  which  answer 
lor  the  highest  progress  and  development  of  which  our  nature  is  capable. 

Now,  the  gentleman  th?.t  1  instructed  to  present  to  tliis  Convention 
was  a  brave  confederate  soidier,  against  his  will,  against  his  conscience,  and 
against  his  jtidgment.

He  gave 
his  brain  and  his  labor  to  their  opposition,  but  when  his  State  went  he  went 
with  his  State.  He  was  among  the  first  to  enroll  himself  among  the  Repub> 
licans  of  the  South  at  the  close  of  the  war.  He  presided  at  that  great  con- 
vention, only  equaled,  if  exceeded  by  the  magnificence,  by  the  personnel,  by 
the  patriotic  character  of  this  Convention — I  mean  the  convention  that  sat 
in  Philadelphia  in  1872,  and  nominated  for  President  that  fearless  man,  the 
first  citizen  of  the  Republic,  and  the  foremost  man  of  the  age,  Ulysses  S. 
Grant. 

You  have  all  read  "The  Fool's  Errand."  I  am  one  of  the  fools.  Ynn 
remember  the  character  of  a  certain  judge  in  that  book  of  my  friend,  Judge 
Tourgee,  known  in  that  hook  as  Thomas  Denton.  This  self-sarae  man  is  the 
man  I  prnpo^e  to  put  in  nomiir.ntion  for  your  sufTragcs  to-day — not  Thomas 
Denton,  but  Thomas  Settle,  of  Florida,  for  Vice-President  of  these  United 
States. 

I  will  not  take  up  the  time  of  this  Convention.  I  express  this  hope.  I 
am  instructed  by  my  State  and  other  States  to  present  his  name.  My  heart 
convinces  me.  gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  that  yon  will  not  throw  the 
South  overlwnrd  in  this  fight.  In  the  name  of  the  thirteen  thousand  dead  • 
Republicans — in  the  name  of  expatriated  citizens  of  our  Southern  States — in 
the  name  of  all  the  living  Republicans  that  at  your  command  will  go  to  their 
homes  and  do  and  suflFer  and  vote  and  die  for  James  A.  Garfield  and  the 
remainder  of  this  ticket — in  the  name  of  these — in  the  name  of  the  Sonth. 
whose  eyes  arc  turned  to  you  to-day,  and  through  you  to  the  good  PrDvidence 
that  presides  over  this  country,  add  to  your  ticket  the  name  of  a  man  who  will 
inspire  every  Republican  in  the  South,  and  smite  with  awe  every  bulldozer — 
Thomas  SetlJe,  of  Florida. 

Mr.  HAttRis,  of  North  Carolina.  I  rise,  Mr.  President,  not  for  the  p«r-  ' 

pose  of  making  a  speech,  but  to  second,  in  a  few  brief  words,  the  nomination 
of  Thomas  Settle.  As  a  North  Carolinian  and  as  a  Southern  Republican. 
I  say,  for  every  man  Sonth  of  Mason  ft  Dixon's  line,  that  the  name  of 
Thomas  Settle  is  enshrined  in  their  hearts,  I>ecausc  of  the  services  rendered 
fry  him  to  the  Republican  party,  not  only  in  his  native  State,  but  throughout 
the  length  and  breadth  ot  this  broad  land.  Well  do  I  remember  that,  in 
1868,  when  the  Republican  party  was  (^rgani^^ed  in  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina— in  those  dark  days  that  tried  men's  souls,  when  ostracism,  vilification 
and  violence  were  administered,  especially  unto  every  white  man  who  dared 
to  raise  his  voice  in  defense  of  the  I'nion  and  of  the  Republican  party,  and 
of  the  equality  of  all  men  before  the  law — in  casting  about  for  a  leader. 
Thomas  Settle  was  selected.  He  then  thrust  himself  to  the  front,  and  from 
that  day  down  to  the  present  he  has  ever  stood  in  the  fore  ranks,  fig^hting 
the  battles  of  the  party  in  its  darkest  days  atul  imder  all  rirruinstances.

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lections  of  the  dignified  manner  in  which  he  presided  over  that  Convention, 
During  the  dark  days  of  ku-lduxism  in  North  Carolina,  at  the  time  when 
the  ku>kiiix  held  high  carnival  all  over  the  Souths  particularly  in  North 
Oirolina ;  when  they  were  whipping  ?.n^  shooting  and  hanjong  both  white 
and  black  Repubhcans,  and  when  the  darkness  of  the  night  was  illumined 
with  tfie  ^mtng  of  our  sdiool-houses  and  our  churches,  Thomas  Settle  wns 
standing  in  front  and  marching  on  and  encouraging  the  forty  thousand  white 
Republicans  and  the  eighty  thousand  negroes  who  were  not  daunted  l>y  the 
thrust  of  the  bowie-knife  nor  the  fire  of  the  pistol,  and  who  carried  tbat 
State  for  Grant.  With  Thomas  Settle  we  will  carry  it  this  year  for  Garfield 
and  Settle.   I  therefore  second  the  nomination  of  Thomas  Settle. 

On  the  caii  of  the  State  of  Michigaiu 

Mr.  Conger,  of  Midiigan.  The  Rqrabltcan  State  convention  of  Midk- 
igan,  with  singular  utnnimtty,  passed  a  resdtition  requesting  the  delegation 
from  that  State  in  this  Convention  to  present  as  a  candidate  for  Vice-Presi- 
dent the  name  of  its  distinguished  Senator.  Thomas  W.  Ferry,  which  the 
delegation  would  have  been  very  happy  to  do;  but,  sir,  I  have  in  my  po>ses- 
sion  a  letter  from  the  Senator  declining  the  nomination,  and  I  desire  to  place 
the  resolution  of  our  State  convention  and  the  letter  of  the  Senator  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary,  to  be  published  widi  the  proceedings  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

The  Presiding  Officer.  Is  it  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention  that  the 
gentleman  have  leave  to  file  the  letter  and  resolution,  and  make  tbcm  a  part 
of  the  record 

No  objection  was  heard. 

The  Febsiding  Officbk.  They  will  be  n»de  a  part  .of  the  record. 

The  resolution  of  the  Michigan  Republican  State  Convention  is  as  fol« 

lows:

Mr.  WooDFuRn.  Mr.  President,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  The 
great  majority  of  the  delegates  from  New  York  came  here  with  loyal  heart 
and  earnest  purpose  to  present  for  the  Presidency  the  name  of  Gen.  Grant.

In  behalf  of  a  large 
number  of  the  New  York  delegation,  I  desire  to  present  the  name  of  out  of 
our  most  distinjs^uished  citi^f-ns,  upon  wlutsc  private  character  there  is  no 
^tain.ot  reproach,  and  who,  i  am  sure,  will  add  great  strength  to  the  ticket 
in  the  State  of  New  York;  and  that  is  the  i^ame  of  my  valued  friend,  a  true 
nian»  a  true  gentleman,  Che<5ter  A.  Arthur,  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Dbnnison,  of  Ohio.  Mr.  President:  On  behalf  of  the  majority  of 
the  delegates  from  Ohio,  I  rise  to  second  the  nomination  of  Gen.  Arthur  as 

a  candidate  for  V^ice- President.  I  may  say.  sir,  that  after  a  personal  ac- 
quaintance with  that  distinguished  gentleman  for  many  years,  it  gives  me  the 
very  highest  satisfaction  to  express  the  most  hearty  concurrence  on  behalf 
of  the  dcU'pates  of  Ohio  in  all  that  has  been  said  by  the  distinguished  gentle- 
man from  New  York  who  has  presented  his  name.  I  desire,  Mr.  President, 
to  sec  the  Republican  party  of  this  nation  a,  compact,  united,  vigorous  and 
triumphant  party,  and  I  know  no  better  way  to  accomplish  that  grand  result 
than  by  putting  on  the  ticket,  with  Gen.  Garfield  as  the  head.

— a  soldier  who  wa?  cliief-of-staflF  to  Gen.  Rosecran«,  and  aid-de-camp  to 
George  H.  Thonias.  the  Rock  of  Chicamauga.  Maine  asked  for  a  statesman 
and  an  orator.  We  give  them  a  statesman  and  an  orator  in  every  respect 
final  to  tlie  Senator  from  Maine.  Many  States,  including  the  State  of  Ohio, 
a^ked  for  a  fuiancier— asked  for  the  great  commoner,  who.  in  season  and  out 
of  season,  worked  for  the  welfare  of  the  American  people,  to  whom  they  owe 
a  debt  of  gratitude  tlicy  can  never  repay.  We  give  to  them  a  statesman  and 
citizen,  in  honor,  in  integrity,  from  sole  to  scalp,  equal  to  John  Sherman, 
of  Ohio. 

Now  the  State  of  New  York  presents  to  you  the  name  of  one  of  her 
most  distinguished  citizens,  the  chairman,  gentleman  of  the  Convention,  of  the 
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State  Committee  of  Now  Vurk,  ripnn  which  State  wc  must  rely  in  this  contest. 
They  ask  of  you  thai  you  place  him  in  nomination,  guaranteeing  to  give  to 
this  ticket  the  State  of  New  York  in  November.  You  cannot,  you  dare  not, 
turn  your  back^  upon  him.  You  mi'st  not  do  it.  With  James  A.  Garlield 
at  the  head  ot*  the  ticket,  and  Chester  A.  Arthur  as  its  second  name,  you 
will  have  two  candidates  that  you  can  place  upon  the  mountain  peaks  and  the 
hill  tops,  and  no  dart  can  break  a  holt  or  loosen  a  rivet  of  the  invulnerable 
armor  oif  truth  and  honor  with  which  they  have  enveloped  tlieniselvcs.

Mr.  Storrs.  o(  Illinois.   On  behalf  of  the  majoritjb  of  the  Republican 

delegates  from  ihe  Slaic  of  Illinois,  it  is  my  duty,  as  it  is  my  t  xtrcme  pleas- 
ure, to  second  the  nomination  just  made  for  the  Vice- Presidency,  of  Hon. 
Chester  A.  Arthur,  of  the  State  of  New  York.  I  believe  that  every  dictate 
of  political  wisdom  and  political  pnulence  looks  in  that  direction.  I  believe 
that  the  "old  guard,"  which  stood  through  thirty-six  ballots  306,  whose  line 
never  wavered,  in  whose  ranks  there  was  never  a  shrinking  man,  in  whose 
solid  front  tliere  was  never  a  desertion — I  believe  that  this  old  K^uard.  that 
lias  carried  in  the  past  and  will  carry  in  the  future  the  Hag  of  the  party  to 
triumph,  wishes  and  prays  for  the  nomination  of  Chester  A.  Arthur.

Recognizing  the  fact,  as 
we  do,  that  hearty  harmony  and  hearty  unity  are  essential  to  success,  instead 
of  asking  this  Convention  to  do  themseh  es  lumnr  in  placing  this  gentleman 
upon  the  ticket,  it  is  the  wish  of  that  gentleman  and  his  friends  that  wc 
heartily,  cheerfully  and  willingly  concur  in  all  that  has  been  said  in  behalf 
of  New  York's  clinicc.

On  behalf  of  a  delation  that  proposes  to 
cast  its  solid  vote  for  the  distinguished  gentleman  from  New  York,  who  has 

now  bet'ii  placed  in  nomination  for  the  \'ic(  -Presidency,  and,  at  the  request 
of  many  gentlemen  around  me,  I  desire,  with  great  heartiness,  to  second  that 
nomination.  I  do  not  need,  sir,  in  addition  to  what  we  all  know  of  th« 
character  and  career  of  that  gentlemarr,  to  hear  more  than  I  have  heard  from 
members  upon  this  floor  of  his  peculiar  fitness,  both  politically  and  personally, 
for  that  high  office.    I  only  wish,  sir,  that,  while  saying  that  Maryland  will 

ffivc  to  him  her  solid  vote  tor  the  nomination,  I  also  could  say  that  the  Repub- 
ican  party  of  Maryland  would  jjrive,  in  November,  both  to  him  and  the  dis- 
tinguished gentleman  from  Ohio,  who  will  be  with  him  on  the  ticket,  a  solid 
Republican  vote,  or  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  State.

Mr.  President:  The  delegation  from  Missouri 
desire  me  to  say  to  the  Conventioti  thrit  they  think  it  is  mo<;t  fittinj^  for  this 
Convention  at  this  time  to  second  the  nomination  and  carry  through  this 
Convention  by  acclamation  the  name  of  Hon.  Chester  A.  Arthur,  of  New 
York,  and  the  delegation  authorize  me  to  say  that  Missouri  will  give  her 
thirty  votes  to  him. 

DOMINATION  OF  EDMUND  J.  DAVIS. 

On  the  call  of  the  Sute  of  Texas. 

Mr.  CH.VMTiKK?!.  of  Texas.  Mr.  Prr^idcnt,  and  Goith-iurn  of  the  Conz  rn- 
tion:  The  State  of  Texas  presents  as  her  candidate  for  the  Vice- Presidency 
ex-Gov.  Edmund  J.  Davis.  There  are  titncs  in  the  history  of  a  people  and 
in  the  history  of  individuals  l!iat  trv  men's  souls.  In  \S()\.  wlicn  a  political 
frenzy  swept  over  the  country  from  the  Potomac  to  the  Rio  Grande,  over- 
ttiming  State  governments,  overturning  the  government  of  the  State  of 
Texas  and  reniovincr  ir>m  ttffice  the  hero  (if  San  Jacinto.  Gen.  Davis,  whose 
name  is  presented  from  Texas,  was  a  Judge  of  one  of  the  courts  of  the 
State.  He  was  bom  in  Florida.  At  early  manhood  he  went  to  Texas.  By 
his  talents  and  ability  he  was  soon  elevated  to  the  Judiciary,  and  when  this 
revolution  came  upon  the  country  Gov.  Davis,  defying  the  ordinance  of 
.secession,  refusing  to  recognize  the  revolution,  fied  from  his  country,  his 
home,  his  family,  all.  to  join  the  Union  armies  of  the  Nation.  As  Jong  as 
that  banner  floated  he  fought  under  it.  As  long  as  the  Union  cause  de« 
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mandcd  the  services  r>f  her  >nn«;.  whether  Northern  or  Southern,  he  stood 
by  the  side  of  that  caus,c,  led  his  comrades  to  victory  under  the  commission 
of  G«ieral  in  the  Union  aniiy,  and  never  sheathed  that  sword  until  the 
Union  was  restored,  freedom  given  to  all,  and  Grant  made  immortal.  When 
the  war  ended  he  returned  to  his  home.  In  1869  he  was  president  of  the 
convention  that  gave  to  Texas  her  only  Republican  constitution — the  only 
constitution  that  gave  universal  freedom  to  all  its  people.  In  if¥»Q  he  was 
elected  the  Governor  of  that  State.  Under  his  admmistraticin  peace  was  re- 
stored, prosperity  increased,  railroads  were  built,  free  public  schools  estab- 
li^liff!.  the  law<s  vindicateti :  the  rvonple  froni  all  parts  of  the  United  States 
came  lo  Texas,  and  the  result  was  that  a  degree  of  prosperity,  ol  happiness, 
of  proteetioit  existed  during  his  administration,  which  the  people  of  that 
State  have  never  enjoyed  since  recon<;trncMon.  I  regret  to  say.  A  few  years 
hence  the  voice  of  Texas  in  the  councils  ot  the  countr>%  as  well  as  in  your 
National  Convun  <»n,  will  be  second  upon  the  list'^second  in  numbers, 
secoiul  in  political  importance.  She  now  has  rnnitgh  people  to  send  sixtern 
members  to  Congress  after  the  next  census.  In  the  course  of  a  lew  years 
more  she  will  have  upon  the  floor  of  that  body  as  many  members  of  Con- 
gresi;  as  the  largest  of  the  States  Texn-^  repre-^cnt^  in  eNtent  a  countn'  ex- 
tending from  the  eastern  limits  of  Oliiu  lo  ihc  ?,hores  ot  the  State  of  Mame. 
She  has  a  territory  almost  equal  to  the  territory  of  all  the  States  that  seceded 
from  tlu  Union.  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  it  trur  that  Texas  cannot 
promise  you  any  elcciural  votes.  But  do  v(ni  not  reineuiljt  r  how»  four  year.s 
ago.  it  required  not  only  all  the  strength  that  the  Republican  party  of  the 
Northern  States  could  l>ring  to  the  polls,  hv.i  it  rrfjuirn!  the  votes  of  three 
States  of  the  South  to  enable  you  to  elect  the  present  President  of  the  United 
States?  Oin  you  get  along  without  the  vote  of  the  South?  Are  you  willing  ■ 
to  go  into  th^*  next  Pre^idrntial  content  without  the  assistance  of  the  South' 
Do  you  not  know  that  you  must  not  only  carry  every  State  that  you  carried 
North  at  the  last  election,  but  you  must  carry  some  more  Northern  States 
that  you  did  not  carry  then,  if  you  leave  the  South  to  herself?  And  what 
State  North  can  you  depend^  uoon?  What  States  North  are  you  sure  of, 
beyond  tiiose  which  you  carried  at  the  last  Presidential  election  Why  not 
meet  us  half-way'

Mr.  HrcKS,  of  Florida.  Having  discharged  onr  duty  and  ofTtrid  our 
candidate,  after  consultation  with  other  States  which  arc  in  harmony  with 
US,  and  yielding,  as  we  deem  it  our  duty  and  high  privilege  to  do,  to  the  great 
States  of  New  York,  Illinois  and  Ohio — ^for,  sir,  we  belong  to  that  "old 
guard" — and  with  the  consent  of  those  who  have  seconded  the  nomination, 
I  now  withdraw  the  name  of  Judge  Settle  and  substitute  therefor  the  name  of 
Chester  A.  Arthur,  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Cessna,  of  Pennsylvania.  I  do  not  rise  to  make  a  speech  on  this 
occasion,  but  simply  to  say  that  once  more  Pennsylvania  votes  as  a  unit. 
We  second  the  name  of  the  gentleman  from  New  York  as  the  nominee  for 
the  Vice-Presidency 

Mr.  H.vkRis,  of  North  Carolina.  one  who  seconded  the  nomination 

of  Hon.  Thomas  Settle.  I  knmv  that  I  act  ui  accord  with  the  wishes,  and 
holding  the  success  of  the  Republican  party  paramount  to  all  other  considera- 
tions. I  now  beg  to  concur  in  the  withdrawal  of  his  name  as  a  candidate 
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for  the  X'icc-Prcsidency  in  favnr  of  riencrn!  Arthur,  nf  New  York.  One 
word  and  I  have  done.

•sir,  (his  Cofiventif  n  has  seen  fit  to  select  another  man,  and  we  give  to  him 
our  n\o-i  hearty  svipport.  Xt>\v.  Ktiitucky  says  that  in  this  matter  of  a 
Vice-President  she  is  a  unit  ni  luvor  ol  llie  gentleman  proposed  by  the  great 

State  of  New  York. 

Mr.  McCakthy,  of  New  York.  As  I  discover  a  disposition  here  for  peace 
2nd  harmon>'.  and  good-will^  I  withdraw  the  seeond  I  gave  for  Mr.  Wash- 
bume,  and  move  the  unanimous  vote  of  this  body  in  favor  of  Chester  A.  Ar- 
thnr,  of  New  York. 

The  PRKSimNo  Officer.  There  mtist  he  a  full  call  of  the  roll  of  States 
on  this  notni.iiuion,  under  the  rules,  and  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  is  there- 
fore not  in  order. 

Mr,  CuNEV,  of  Texas.  Mr.  President:  I  intended  to  rise  for  the  pur- 
K  pose  of  seconding  the  nomination  of  Governor  Davis,  of  Texas,  for  the  Vice* 
.  Presidency,  but  inasmuch  as  I  see  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  gentlemen 
on  the  floor  of  this  Com  tntion  to  withdraw  the  names  of  the  various  can- 
didates now  hit'iirc  the  Convention.  Texas  desires  to  say  that  while  ^hc  feels 
confident  lliat  there  has  been  ni>  name  presented  to  tliis  Convention  more 
worthy  of  the  confidence  of  the  Republican  party  of  this  country  than  tliat  of 
the  eminent  statesman,  our  fellow-citizen,  ex-Governor  Davis,  I  now,  at  the 
request  of  the  delegates  from  Texas,  withdraw  the  name  of  Governor  Davis.

On  the  call  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia. 
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Mr.  Campbell.  o£  West  Virginia.  Mr.  President:  The  State  conven- 
tion of  West  Virginia,  which  met  in  the  city  of  Wheeling  on  the  twelfth 

of  May,  and  commissioned  its  delegation  to  represent  the  party  of  that  State 
in  this  Convention,  directed  us  to  present  to  this  Convention  the  name  of 
a  distinguished  citizen  of  that  State.  It  had  been  my  intention.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, to  do  so,  but  I  know  that,  in  the  languag^e  of  our  distintrni-hrr!  Chi<  t" 
Magistrate,  he  who  serves  his  country  best  serves  his  party  best.  There- 
fore, sir,  I  withhold  the  name  of  that  distingtrished  citizen— ^a  man  known 
throughnut  every  square  mile  of  our  territory,  whose  name  is  "familiar  as 
a  household  word/'  who  was  a  gallant  soldier  in  the  war,  who  was  known  for 
his  high  bravery  in  the  field,  who  has  been  tendered  liigh  office  under  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  but  has  dccl'm  1  to  accept  it — the  name 
of^  General  Goff,  of  West  Virginia.  And  in  conformitpr  with  the  wishes  of 
this  delegation,  and,  I  know,  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  General  GoflF 
himself,  I  rise.  sir.  on  behalf  of  the  delegation  from  West  Virginia,  to  second 
the  nomination  of  £lihu  B.  Washburne.  This  gentleman  of  whom  I  have 
spoken,  whose  name  we  had  expected  to  present,  is  the  idol  of  all  our  hearts 
in  West  Virginia.  He  is  our  Henry  Clay.  But.  sir.  we  are  willing  to  forego 
the  pleasure  which  we  would  have  a«?  a  matter  of  State  pride  in  presenting 
his  name  here,  and  to  urge  the  name  of  Mr.  Washburne.  because  the  peo- 
ple thought  it  would  strengthen  us,  not  only  in  West  Virginia,  but.  what 
i?  far  more  important,  in  the  great  States  of  the  North.  Mr  President,  let 
us  not  do  any  rasli  tlnng  in  this  Convention.  We  have  pai>6cd  a  scries  ot 
resolutions,  and  one  of  them  points  directly  at  tlie  maintenance  of  civil-service 
reform.  Let  ns  not  stultify  onf^el  i  s  before  the  country.  In  the  language 
of  the  distinguished  man  whom  we  iiave  nominated  this  day  for  the  Presi- 
dency, we  must  remember  that  the  people  will  pass  upon  these  nominations 
in  the  calm  of  their  firesides  at  home,  .^nd  speaking  of  that  other  distin- 
guished man.  Elihu  B.  Washburne,  who  has  such  a  glorious  record  as  mem- 
ber of  Congress  and  as  our  Minister  in  a  foreign  land.' and  towards  whom 
the  hearts  of  a  million  adopted  citizens  of  this  country  turn,  as  they  do 
not  turn  towards  any  other  man.  from  what  I  have  seen  and  heard,  not  only 
in  this  city,  but  elsewhere,  I  am  satisfied  that  his  name  is  good  for  100,000 
German-Democratic  votes.  Therefore,  Mr.  President,  desiring  above  all 
things  the  success  of  the  Republican  party  in  this  critical  period  of  its 
history,  and  in  behalf  of  tiie  dele^tes  from  the  State  of  West  Virginia.  I 
most  cordially  second  the  nomination  of  Elihu  B.  Wnshburnc.  and  hope  tt 
will  be  the  pleasure  of  this  Convention  to  nominate  him.  [Demonstrations 
of  applause  in  the  galleries.]

The  Stntt  f  \'[ri?inia  having  been  mllcd 
while  my  attention  was  directed  to  some  oUicr  matters,  it  gives  me  pleas- 
are  to  say  that  the- delegation  from  Virginia  will,  with  entire  unanimity,  in- 
dorse the  nomuiation  of  the  distinguished  gentleman  from  New  York. 

Mr.  DoRSEV,  of  Arkansas.  There  are  some  deltfjates  here  who  desire 
to  get  throuRh  with  their  hpsiness  this  afternoon,  in  order  to  leave  to-night. 
If  the  galleries  shall  continue,  as  they  have  for  the  last  week,  to  interfere 
with  the  proper  discharge  of  our  duties.  I  shall  move  to  have  the  galleries 
cleared.  I  now  mov^that  if  there  is  any  further  disorder  in  the  galleries 
they  be  cleared.

At  eleven  o'clock,  p.  m..  the  Committee  as.scmblcd  in  the  Ciub  Room  o( 
the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel,  and  appointed  Messrs.  O.  D.  Conger,  of  Michigan, 
and  A.  C.  Wedge,  of  Minnesota,  a  sub-conimittcf,  to  conduct  Gen.  Garfiein 
and  Gen.  Arthur  to  the  room.  Upon  the  appearance  of  the  latter  gentle- 
men, the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Notification,  Mr.  Hoar,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, addressed  Gen.  Garfield  as  follows: 

CcncrnJ  GarficJd:  The  prntlemen  pro«;ont  are  a  committee,  appointed  by 
the  National  Republican  ConveTTtion,  representatives  of  every  State  in  the 
Union^  who  have  been  directed  to  convey  to  you  the  formal  cerenv)ni;il  notice 
of  your  nomination  as  Republioan  candidate  for  the  otlice  of  President  of 
the  United  States.  It  is  known  to  you  that  the  Convention  wh  ch  has  made 
its  nomination  assembled  divided  in  opinion  and  in  coMnscl,  in  regard  to  their 
candidate  Tt  cannot  he  known  to  yon  \\\\\\  \vh;it  tinanimity  of  pleasure  all 
narties  in  that  Convention  have  received  the  riMiU  which  it  has  reached. 
Von  represent  not  only  the  distinctive  principles  and  opinions  of  the  Rcpul>- 
lican  party,  you  represent  also  its  unity;  and  in  the  name  of  every  State 
in  the  Union,  represented  on  this  committee,  I  convey  to  you  the  assur- 
ance of  the  cordial  support  of  the  Republican  party  of  these  States  in  the 
coming  election. 

'  ,  To  which  General  Garfield  replied  as  follows: 

Mr.  Chatrman  and  Genilcmcn :  I  assure  you  that  the  information  you 
have  officially  given  to  me  brings  the  sense  of  a  very  grave  re-ixin-ihihty. 
and  especially  so  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  was  a  member  of  your  body— 
a  fact  that  could  not  have  existed  with  propriety  had  I  the  slightest  expec- 
tation tiiat  my  name  would  be  connected  with  the  nomination  for  the  office. 
I  have  felt,  with  von.  c^reat  solicitude  concerning  the  situation  nf  onr  party 
daring  the  struggle;  but,  believing  that  you  are  correct  in  assuring  mc  that 
substantial  unity  has  been  reached  in  the  conclusion,  it  gives  me  a  gratifica- 
tion far  greater  than  any  personal  pleasure  your  announcement  can  bring. 
1  accept  the  trust  commuted  to  my  hands.  As  to  the  work  of  our  party,  as 
to  the  character  of  the  campaign  to  be  entered  upon.  I  will  take  an  early 
occasion  to  reply  more  fully  than  T  can  properly  d6  to-night.  I  thank  you 
for  the  assurances  of  confidence  and  esteem  and  unity  which  you  have  pre- 
sented to  me.  and  shall  hope  we  shall  see  our  future  as  promising  as  are  the 
indications  to-night. 

The  Giairman  then  addressed  Gen.  Arthur  as  follows : 

Gen.  Arthur:  1  am,  as  the  organ  of  a  committee  of  Republicans  from 
every  State  in  the  Union,  created  by  the  National  Republican  Convention 

which  elosrd  i(s  labors  here  to-day,  dirreted  to  ask  vour  aecfplance  of  the 
nomination  for  the  office  of  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  The  Con- 
vention, in  making  this  nomination,  have  desired  to  testify  their  regard  for 
the  great  State  of  which  yon  have  been  so  long  a  well-known  and  honored 
citizen,  and  their  regard  for  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  a  portion  of  the 
Convention  whose  earnest  preferences  for  the  office  of  President  has  been 
disappointed.  They  arc  confident  that  no  division  of  opinion  can  create 
permanent  estrangement  where  the  interests  of  the  great  Republican  party  are 
concerned. 
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To  which  Gen.  Artlnir  replied:  / 

I  am  deeply  sensible,  Mr.  Chairm.m,  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  me.  I 
accept  the  nomination,  and  shall  endeavor,  if  elected,  to  discharge  it*,  duties 
faithfully  and  conscientiously,  and  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  1  will  reply 
more  formally  at  some  future  time.

The  following  is  the  formal  letter  of  acocptance  writtm  by  Gen.  Gar> 
field  to  the  President  of  the  Convention: 

Mebttok,  Ohio,  July  loth.  1880. 

Dear  Sir:  On  the  evening  of  the  8th  of  June  last  I  had  the  honor  to 
receive  from  you,  in  the  presence  of  the  committee  of  which  you  were  chair- 
man* the  official  announcement  that  the  Republican  National  Convention  at 
Chicago  had  that  day  nominated  me  as  their  candidate  for  President  of  the 
United  States.  I  accept  the  nomination,  with  gratitude  for  the  confidence 
it  implies,  and  with  a  deep  sense  of  the  responsibilities  it  impo<c5.  I  cor- 
dially indorse  the  principles  .set  forth  in  the  platform  adoyitcd  by  the  Convcn- 
tioiL  On  nearly  all  the  subjects  of  which  it  treats,  my  opinions  arc  on  record 
amotiGT  the  published  proceedings  of  Congress.  I  venture,  however,  to  make 
special  mention  of  some  of  the  principal  topics  which  are  likely  to  become 
subjects  of  discussion. 

Without  reviewing  the  controversies  which  have  been  settled  during 
the  last  twenty  year-,  and  with  no  purpose  or  wish  to  revive  the  passion?  of 
the  late  war,  it  should  be  said  that  while  the  Republicans  fully  recognize 
and  will  strenuously  defend  all  the  rights  retained  by  the  people,  and  all  the 
rights  reserved  to  the  States,  they  rejei  t  t!ie  pernicious  doctrine  of  State 
supremacy  which  so  long  crippled  the  functions  of  the  National  Govein- 
ment,  and,  'at  one  time,  brought  the  Union  very  near  to  destruction.  They 
insist  that  the  I'nited  State-  a  nation,  with  ample  power  nf  self-preserva- 
tion; that  its  Constitution  and  the  laws  nude  in  pursuance  tlicreof  are  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land:  that  the  right  of  the  Nation  to  determine  the 
method  by  which  its  own  T^f-pislature  shall  be  created  cannot  be  surrendered 
without  abdicating  one  of  the  fundamental  powers  of  government;  tlut  the 
national  laws  relating  to  the  election  of  representatives  in  Cbngrcfits  shall 
neither  be  violated  nor  evaded;  that  every  elector  sliall  he  permitted,  freely 
and  without  intimidation,  to  cast  his  lawful  ballot  at  such  election,  and  have 
it  honestly  counted,  and  that  the  potency  of  his  vote  shall  not  be  d<jstroyed 
by  the  fraudulent  vote  of  any  other  person.  The  best  thoughts  and  energies 
of  our  people  should  be  directed  to  those  great  questions  of  national  well- 
being  in  which  all  have  a  common  interest.  Such  efforts  will  soonest  restore 
to  perfect  ncace  those  who  were  lately  in  arms  against  each  other:  for  jus- 
tice and  good-will  will  out-last  passion.  But  it  is  certain  that  the  wounds 
of  the  war  cannot  be  completely  healed,  and  the  spirit  of  brotherhood  can- 
not fully  pervade  the  whole  country,  until  every  citizen,  rich  or  poor,  white 
or  black,  is  secure  in  the  free  and  eqnal  enioyment  of  every  civil  and  politi- 
cal right  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution  and  the  laws.  Wherever  ihe  enjoy- 
ment of  these  rights  is  not  assured,  discontent  will  prevail,  immiscration  %vill 
cease,  and  the  social  and  industrial  forces  will  continue  to  he  di-tnrbed  by 
the  migration  of  laborers  and  the  consequent  diminution  ot  pro.spcrity.  The 
National  Government  should  exercise  all  its  constitutional  authority  to  pat 
an  end  to  these  evil<:  for  nil  'he  people  and  ail  the  States  are  members  of 
one  body,  and  no  member  can  >ufter  without  injury  to  all. 

The  tiK>9t  serious  evils  which  now  afflict  the  South  arise  from  the  fact 
that  there  is  not  such  freedom  and  toleration  of  political  opinion  and  action 
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that  the  minority  party  can  exercise  an  effective  and  wholesome  restraint 

upon  the  party  in  power.  Without  such  re«;traint.  party  rule  becomes  tyran- 
nical and  corrupt.  The  prosperity  which  is  made  possible  in  the  South  by 
its  great  advantages  of  soil  and  dimate  will  never  be  realized  until  every 
voter  can  freily  and  safely  support  any  party  he  pleases. 

Next  in  importance  to  freedom  and  justice,  is  popular  education,  without 
which  neither  justice  nor  freedom  can  be  permanently  maintained.  Its  inter- 
ests are  intrusted  to  the  States,  and  to  the  voluntar>-  action  of  the  people. 
Whatever  help  the  Nation  can  justly  afford  should  be  generously  given  to  aid 
the  States  in  supporting  common  schools;  but  it  would  be  unjust  to  our 
people  and  dangerous  to  our  institutions  to  apply  any  portion  of  the  reve-  > 
nues  of  the  Nation  or  of  the  States  to  the  support  of  sectarian  schools.  The 
separation  of  the  Church  and  the  State  in  eveiything  relating  to  taxation 
should  be  absolute. 

On  the  subject  of  national  finances  my  views  have  been  so  frequently 
and  fully  expressed  that  little  is  needed  in  the  way  of  additional  statement. 
The  public  debt  is  now  so  well  secured,  and  the  rate  of  annual  interest  ha^ 
been  so  reduced  by  refunding,  that  rigid  economy  in  expenditures  and  the 
faithful  applioition  of  our  surplus  revenues  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  the  debt  \\  il!  trr.idtially  hut  certainly  free  the  people  from  its  burdens,  and 
close  with  honor  the  financial  chapter  of  the  war. 

At  the  ^me  time,  the  Government  can  provide  for  all  its  ordinary  ex- 
penditures, and  discbarge  its  sacred  obligations  to  the  soldiers  of  tbe  rtiinu. 
and  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  those  who  fell  in  its  defense.  The  resump- 
tion of  specie  payments,  which  the  Republican  party  so  courageously  and 
successfully  accomplished,  has  removed  from  the  field  of  controvcr-y  luauy 
questions  that  long  and  seriously  distttrbed  the  credit  of  the  Government 
and  the  business  of  the  country.  Our  paper  currency  is  now  as  national  as 
ihc  flae.  and  re^iuupti*  ii  has  not  only  made  it  everywbere  etiual  to  coin,  but 
has  brought  into  use  our  store  of  gold  and  silver.  The  circulating  medium 
is  more  abundant  than  ever  before;  and  we  need  only  to  maintain  the 
equality  of  all  our  dollars  to  insure  to  labor  and  capital  a  measure  of  value 
.  from  the  use  of  which  no  one  can  suflfer  loss.  The  great  prosperity  which 
the  country  is  now  enjoying  should  not  be  endangered  by  any  violent  changes  y 
or  doubtful  financial  experiments.  / 

In  reference  to  our  customs  laws,  a  policy  should  be  pursued  which  will 
bring  revenue  to  the  Treasury,  and  will  enable  the  labor  and  capital  employed  in 
our  great  industries  to  compete  fairly  in  our  own  markets  with  the  labor 
and  capital  of  foreign  producers.  We  legislate  for  the  people  of  the  Ignited 
States,  not  for  the  whole  world  ;  and  it  is  our  glory  that  the  American  lattorer 
is  more  intelligent  and  better  paid  than  his  foreign  competitor.  Our  coun- 
tr>'  cannot  be  independent  unless  its  people,  with  their  abundant  natural  re- 
sources, possess  the  requisite  skill,  at  any  time,  to  clothe,  artn  and  equip 
themselves  for  war,  and  in  time  of  peace  to  produce  all  the  necessary  imple- 
ments of  labor.  Tt  was  the  manifest  intention  of  the  foimders  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  provide  for  the  common  defense,  not  by  standing  armies  alone, 
but  by  raising  among  the  people  a  greater  army  of  artisans,  whose  intelli- 
gence and  skill  should  powerfully  contribute  to  the  safety  and  glory  of  the 
Nation. 

Fortunately  for  the  interests  of  commerce,  there  is  no  longer  any  for- 
midable oppo-^ition  to  appropriations  for  the  improvement  of  nttr  harbor<?  and 
great  navigable  rivers  provided  that  the  expenditures  for  that  purpose  are 
strictfy  limited  to  works  of  national  importance.  The  Mississippi  river,  with 
its  great  tributaries,  is  of  such  vital  importance  to  so  many  nr'Hirms  of  peo- 
ple that  the  safety  of  its  navigation  requires  exceptional  consideration.  In 
order  to  secure  to  the  Nation  the  control  of  all  its  waters.  President"  Jeffer- 
son negotiater!  the  purclKi-e  r.f  a  vast  territory,  extending  from  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  to  the  Pacific  ocean.    The  wisdom  of  Congress  should  be  invoked  to 
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devise  some  plan  by  which  that  great  river  shall  cease  to  be  a  terror  to  tho-c 
who  dwell  upon  its  banks,  and  by  which  its  shipping  may  safely  carry  the 
industrial  products  of  25,000,600  of  people.  The  interests  of  agriculture,  which 
is  the  basis  of  all  our  material  prosperity,  and  in  which  seven-twelfths  of 
our  population  are  eng:aged,  as  well  as  the  interests  of  manufactures  and 
commerce,  demand  that  the  facilities  for  cheap  transportation  shall  be  in- 
creased by  the  use  of  all  our  great  water-courses. 

The  material  interc!5ts  of  this  country,  the  traditions  of  its  settlement 
and  the  sentiment  of  our  people  have  led  the  Government  to  offer  the  widest 
hospitality  to  emigrants  wIk>  seek  our  shores  for  new  and  happier  home.^. 
wilhng  to  share  the  burdens  as  well  as  the  benefits  of  our  society,  and  intend- 
ing that  their  posterity  shall  become  an  undii^titiguishable  part  of  our  popu- 
lation. The  recent  movement  of  the  Chinese  to  our  Pacific  coftst  partakes 
but  little  of  the  qualities  of  such  an  immigration,  eitlier  in  its  purposes  or  it-" 
result.  It  is  too  much  like  an  importation,  to  be  welcfmied  wiiliout  restric- 
tions; too  mucb  like  an  invasion,  to  be  looked  ufx>n  without  solicitude.  We 
cannot  consent  to  allow  any  form  of  servile  labor  to  be  introduced  amoncr 
us  under  the  guise  ot  iuimigralion.  Recognizing  the  gravity  of  this  sub- 
ject, the  present  Administration,  supported  by  Cmigress,  has  sent  to  China 
a  comnii<si<  HI  of  distiuRuished  citizens  for  the  purpose  of  securing  such  n 
modification  of  the  cxistinfc  treaty  as  will  prevent  the  evils  likely  to  arise  from 
the  present  situation.  It  is  confidently  iMlieved  that  these  diplomatic  i\eRo- 
tiations  will  be  successful  without  the  loss  of  commercial  intercourse  be- 
tween the  two  powers,  which  promises  a  great  increase  of  reciprocal  trade 
and  the  enlargement  of  our  markets.  Should  these  efforts  fail,  it  will  be 
the  duty  of  Congress  to  mitigate  the  evils  already  felt  and  prevent  their  in- 
crease by  such  restrictions  as,  without  violence  or  injustice,  will  place  upon 
a  sure  foundation  the  peace  of  our  communities  and  the  freedom  and  dignity 
of  labor. 

The  appointment  of  citizens  to  the  various  executive  and  judicial  offices 
of  the  Government  is.  perhaps,  the  most  diflftcnlt  of  all  ditties  which  the  Con- 
stitution has  imposed  on  the  Executive.  The  Convention  wisely  dt m  m  !- 
that  Congress  shall  co-operate  with  the  Executive  department  in  placing 
5he  civil  service  on  a  better  basts.  Experience  has  proved  that,  with  our 
frequent  changes  of  administration,  no  system  of  reform  can  be  made  effective 
and  permanent  without  the  aid  of  legislation.  Appointments  to  the  mili- 
♦nry  and  naval  service  are  so  regulated  by  law  and  cttstom  as  to  leave  but 
little  ground  for  complaint.  It  may  not  be  wise  to  make  similar  regula- 
tions by  law  for  the  civil  service.  But.  without  invading  the  authority  or 
necessary^  discretion  of  the  Executive,  Congress  should  devise  a  method  that 
will  determine  the  tenure  of  office  and  greatly  reduce  the  uncertainty  which 
makes  that  service  so  uncertain  and  unsatisfactory.  Without  depriving  any 
officer  of  his  rights  as  a  citizen,  the  Government  should  require  him  to  dis- 
charge all  his  official  duties  with  intelligence,  efficiency  and  faithfulness.  To 
select  wisely  from  our  vast  population  those  who  are  best  fitted  for  the  many 
offices  to  be  filled  requires  an  acquaintance  far  beyond  the  range  of  any  one 
man.  The  Executive  should,  therefore,  seek  and  receive  the  information 
and  assistance  of  those  whose  knowledge  of  the  communities  in  which  the 
duties  are  to  be  performed  best  qualifies  them  to  aid  in  making  the  wisest 
choice. 

The  doctrines  announced  bv  tlie  Chicago  Convention  arc  not  fhc  tem- 
porary devices  of  a  party  to  utract  votes  and  carry  an  election;  they  are 
deliberate  convictions,  resulting  from  a  careful  study  of  the  spirit  of  otir 
institutions,  the  events  of  our  history,  and  the  best  impulses  of  otir  people. 
In  my  judgment,  these  principles  should  control  the  Icjjislation  and  admin- 
istration of  the  Government.  In  any  event,  they  will  guide  my  conduct  until 
experience  points  out  a  better  way. 
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If  elected,  it  will  be  my  purpose  to  enforce  strict  obedience  to  the  Con- 
stitution  and  the  laws,  and  to  promote,  as  best  I  may,  the  interest  and  honor 
of  the  whole  countr:^,  relying  for  support  upon  the  wisdom  of  Congress,  the 
intelligence  and  patriotism  of  the  people,  and  the  favor  of  God.

Gen.  Arthur's  letter  of  acceptance  is  as  follow  s : 

\):v,   VoKK.  July  15,  1880. 

DcAft  Sir:  I  accept  the  position  assi^ed  me  by  the  great  party  whose 
action  yoo  antiotmce.  This  acceptance  implies  approval  of  the  principles 
declared  hy  tlu  Convention,  but  recent  usage  permits  me  to  add  some  ex- 
pression of  my  own  views. 

The  right  and  duty  to  secure  honesty  and  order  in  popular  elections 
is  a  matter  so  vital  that  it  must  stand  in  front  The  authority  of  the  Na- 
tional Government  to  preserve  from  fraud  and  force  elections  at  which  its 
own  officers  are  chosen  is  a  chief  point  on  which  the  two  parties  arc  plainly* 
and  intensely  opposed.  Acts  of  Congress  for  ten  years  have,  in  New  York 
and  elsewhere,  done  much  to  curb  the  violence  nnd  wrnngf  to  which  the  bal- 
lot and  the  count  have  been  ngam  and  again  subjected — sometimes  despoil- 
ing great  cities,  sometimes  stifling  the  voice  of  a  whole  State,  often  seating, 
not  only  in  Conpre*'?  hut  on  the  Bench  and  in  Lecrislatures.  numbers  of  men 
never  chosen  by  the  people.  The  Democratic  parly,  since  gaming  possession 
of  the  two  Houses  01  Congress,  has  made  these  just  laws  the  object  of  bit- 
ter cfnseless  assault,  nnd.  despite  all  resistance,  has  hedpcd  th-tn  'vith  re- 
stncuoas  cunningly  contrived  to  baffle  and  paralyze  them.  Tins  aggressive 
majority  boldly  attempted  to  extort  from  the  Executive  his  approval  of 
various  enactments  destructive  of  these  election  l.nu  ^  by  revolutionary  threats 
that  a  constitutional  exercise  of  the  veto  power  would  be  punished  by  with- 
holding the  appropriations  necessary  to  carry  on  the  Government.  And  these 
threats  were  actually  cnrriid  out  !)y  refusing  the  needed  nppropriations,  and 
by  forcing  an  extra  session  of  Congress,  lasting  for  months  and  resulting  in 
concessions  to  this  usurping  demand,  which  are  likely,  in  many  States,  to 
subject  the  majority  to  the  lawless  will  of  a  minority. 

Ommous  signs  of  public  disapproval  alone  subdued  this  arrogant  power 
into  a  sullen  surrender  for  the  time  being  of  a  part  of  its  demands.  The 
Rcpubronn  party  has  strongly  approved  the  -tern  rt  fi<-al  of  its  rrprc'-'  :nn- 
tives  to  suffer  the  overthrow  of  statutes  believed  to  be  salutary  and  ;ust. 
It  has  always  insisted,  and  now  insists,  that  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America  is  enipowrred  and  in  duty  bound  tO  effectually  protect  the 
elections  denoted  by  the  Constitution  as  National. 

More  than  this,  the  Republican  party  holds,  as  a  cardinal  point  in  its 
creed,  that  the  Covtriunent  should,  by  every  nu.in-  kn<<'An  to  the  Consti- 
tution, protect  all  American  citizens  everywhere  in  the  full  enjoyment  of 
thetr  civil  and  ^Ktical  rights.  As  a  great  part  of  its  work  of  reconstruc- 
tion tlie  Republican  party  pave  the  ballot  to  the  cmanci])ated  slave  as  his 
right  and  defense.  A  large  increase  in  the  number  of  members  of  Con- 
gress and  of  the  Electoral  College  from  the  former  slavcholding  States  was 
the  immediate  rr>nlt  Tin-  history  of  recent  years  abounds  in  i  vidi  iui  that 
in  many  ways  and  in  many  places — especially  where  their  number  has  bceti 
great  enough  to  endanger  Democratic  control — the  very  men  by  whose  elc- 
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vation  tn  c'thrTT^hip  thi?  inrrcrtsc  of  representation  was  effected  liave  been 
debarred  and  robbed  of  their  voice  and  their  ^ vote.  It  is  true  that  qo^State 
statute  or  constitution  tn  so  many  words  denies  or  abridges  the  exercise  of 
their  political  rights,  but  the  modes  imfiloyril  tr.  Imr  their  way  are  no  less 
effectual.  It  is  a  suggestive  and  startling  thought  that  the  increased  power 
derived  from  the  enfranchisement  of  a  race  now  dented  its  share  in  gov* 

erniiiK  c*niiui\-,  wieldcil  by  those  who  lately  souRht  the  overthrow  of  tlio 
Government,  is  now  the  sole  reliance  to  defeat  the  party  which  represented 
the  sovereiRnty  and  nationality  of  the  American  people  in  the  greatest  crisis 
in  our  history.  Republicans  cherish  none  of  the  resentments  which  may  have 
animated  them  during  the  actual  conflict  of  arms.  They  long  for  a  full  and 
real  reconciliation  between  the  sections  which  were  needlessly  and  lament- 
ably at  strife.  They  sincerely  oflFer  the  hand  of  good-will,  but  they  ask  in 
return  a  pledge  of  pood  fnith.  They  deeply  feel  that  the  party  whose  career 
is  so  illusirious  in  great  and  patriotic  achievement,  will  not  fulfill  its  des- 
tiny until  peace  and  prosperity  are  established  in  all  the  land,  nor  until  lil> 
crty  rf  th'  tiirfu,  conscience  and  action,  and  equality  of  opportunity,  slnl! 
be  not  merely  cold  formalities  of  statute,  but  living  birthrights,  which  the 
Humble  may  confidently  claim  and  the  powerful  dare  not  deny. 

The  resolution  referring  to  the  public  service  secm<;  to  me  de^cning 
of  approval.  Surely  no  man  should  be  the  incumbent  of  an  office  the  duties 
of  which  he  is.  for  any  cause,  unlit  to  perform,  who  is  lacking  in  the  ability, 
fidelity  or  intORrity  which  a  proper  administration  of  such  office  demands. 
This  sentiment  would  doubtless,  meet  with  general  acquiescence;  but  opin- 
ion has  been  widely  divided  upon  the  wisdom  and  practicability  of  the  vari- 
ous reformatory  schemes  which  have  been  suggested,  and  of  certain  proposed 
regulations  governing  appointments  to  public  office.  The  efficien<^  of  such 
-  regulations  has  been  distrusted,  mainlv  because  they  have  seemed  to  exalt 
mere  educational  and  abstract  tests  ^bove  general  business  capacity,  and  even 
special  fitness  for  the  particular  wiork  in  hand  It  seems  to  me  ttiat  the 
rules  which  should  be  applied  to  the  management  of  the  public  service  may 
properly  conform,  in  the  main,  to  such  as  regulate  the  rnn  I  ict  of  successful 
private  business.  Original  appointments  should  be  based  upon  ascertained 
fitness.  The  tenure  of  ofKce  should  be  stabfe.  Positions  of  responsibility 
should,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  filled  by  the  promotion  of  worthy  and  effi- 
cient officers.  The  investigation  (^f  all  complaints  and  the  punishment  of  all 
official  misconduct  should  he  promju  and  thorough.  These  views,  which  T 
,  have  lonp  held,  repeatedly  declared  and  imiforndy  applied  when  called  upon 
to  act,  I  find  embodied  in  the  resolution,  which,  of  course.  I  approve.  I  will 
add  that,  by  the  acceptance  of  public  office,  whether  high  or  fow,  one  does 
I'^'t.  in  my  judgtiient,  escape  any  of  his  rc^pnnsibilitie-;  as  a  citl/eu  or -lose 
or  impair  any  of  his  rights  as  a  citizen,  and  that  he  should  enjoy  absolute 
liberty  to  think,  and  soeak.  and  act  in  political  matters  according  to  his  own 
wilt  and  conscience,  provided  only  that  he  honorably,  faithfully  and  fully 
discharges  nil  his  official  duties. 

The  resumption  of  specie  payments — one  of  the  fruits  ot  Republican 
policy— has  brought  the  return  of  abundant  prosperity  and  the  settlement 

of  many  distracting  questions.  The  re?;toration  of  <:ound  money,  the  large 
reduction  of  our  public  debt  and  of  the  burden  of  interest,  the  high  advance- 
Qient  of  the  public  credit — all  attest  the  ability  and  courage  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  to  deal  with  such  financial  problems  as  may  hereafter  demand 
solution.  Our  paper  currency  is  now  as  good  as  gold,  and  silver  is  perform- 
ing its  legitimate  function  for  the  purpose  of  change.  The  principles  which 
should  govern  the  relations  of  these  elements  of  the  currency  arc  simple  and 
clear.  There  must  be  no  deteriorated  coin,  no  depreciated  paper.  And  every 
dollar,  whether  of  metal  or  paper,  should  stand  the  test  of  the  world's  fixed 
standard. 
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The  vattie  of  popular  education  can  hardly  be  overstated  Although  its 

inTrrc~ts  mtist,  of  necessity,  be  chiefly  confided  to  vofiintary  effort  and  the 
individual  action  of  the  several  States  they  should  be  encouraged,  so  far  as 
the  Cbnstitntton  permits,  by  the  (generous  co-operation  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment. The  interests  of  the  whole  country  demand  that  the  advantages 
of  our  common  school  system  should  be  brought  within  the  reach  of  every 
citixen,  and  that  no  revemies  of  the  Nation  or  oT  the  States  should  be  devoted 

to  the  sni'[i  I' t  uf  sectarian  schools. 

Such  changes  should  be  made  in  the  present  tarilT  and  system  of  taxation 
as  will  relieve  any  overhwdened  industry  or  chiss,  and  enal  ^le  our  manufac- 
turers and  artisatis  to  compete  successfnlly  with  those  of  other  lands. 

The  Government  should  aid  works  of  internal  improvement  national  in 
their  character,  and  should  promote  the  development  of  our  water-courses 
and  harbors  wherever  the  general  interests  of  commerce  require. 

Four  years  ago,  as  now,  the  Nation  stood  at  the  threshold  of  a  Presi- 
dential election,  and  the  Republican  party,  in  soliciting  a  continuance  of  its 
ascendency,  founded  its  hope  of  success  not  upon  its  promises  but  upon  its 
history.  Its  subsequent  course  has  been  such  as  to  strengthen  the  claims 
which  it  then  made  to  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  country.  On  the 
other  hand,  considerations  more  urgent  than  have  ever  before  existed  forbid 
the  accession  of  its  opponents  to  power.  Their  success,  if  success  attends 
them,  must  chiefly  come  from  the  united  support  of  that  section  which  sought 
the  forcible  disruption  of  the  Union,  and  which,  according  to  all  the  teach- 
ings of  our  past  history,  will  demand  ascendency  in  ihc  councils  of  the  party 
to  whose  triumph  it  will  have  made  by  far  the  largest  contribution. 

I  here  is  the  gravest  reason  for  apprehension  that  exhorbitant  claims  upon 
the  public  treasury,  by  no  means  limited  to  the  hundreds  of  millions  already 
covered  by  bills  introduced  in  Congress  within  the  past  four  years,  would  be 
successfully  urged  if  the  Democratic  party  should  succeed  in  supplementing 
its  present  control  of  the  National  Legislature  by  elcctinc:  the  Executive  al'^o. 

There  is  danger  m  inirustinp  the  control  of  the  whole  law-making  power 
of  the  Government  to  a  party  which  has  in  almost  everv  Southern  State  repu- 
diated obligations  quite  as  sacred  as  those  to  which  the  faith  of  the  Nation 
now  stands  pledged. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  success  awaits  the  Republican  party,  and  that  its  tri- 
innph  will  assure  a  just,  economical  and  patriotic  administration,
